In some cases there are really valuable offcuts, high- 
class papers of every sort, and it seems unfortunate 
that they should simply be left to accumulate, or on 
the other hand, be consigned to the waste dealer for 
a meagre return. There are printing offices with tons 
of offcuts and no policy regarding them. In fact, 
it is often enough that they accumulate almost un- 
noticed, by force of habit. Every now and then it 
is discovered that some little job or other can be 
worked off on an offcut; but most of the oppor- 
tunities pass by becaus? of the lack of interest and 
alertness in the paper ware-

materials. Until there is a deeper and more all- 
10und interest in these things there will be the 
cramped outlook which limits most printers to 
stereotyped paper choice, to a pathetic reliance on 
tinteds and coateds when something '' artistic ’’ is 
required, and to linen facing when higher quality 
than usual must set the atmosphere for a letter 
heading.

THERE is one good thing about taste and judg- 
ment of quality so far as paper is concerned, and 
that is the fact that there are standards which hold 
permanently good. The same cannot be said of our 
artistic typography, referring to what we call jobbing, 
display, or publicity work. Here the rules govern- 
ing quality and taste change from year to year; un- 
less we keep well in touch with forward movement 
we are apt to be left well behind, with old-fashioned 
máterials in our cases. All the set principles that 
there are in printing seem to apply to bookwork and 
there is always a danger that even these may fall 
to the ground if some modernistic spirit gets hold of 
the reins. For those students and lovers of typo- 
graphic purity and paper making excellence, there 
are, fortunately, the private presses and the aspiring 
publishers, beyond the bounds of which and whom 
there is neither cause nor inducement to adventure. 
In this realm there is art, principle and everlasting 
satisfaction. Elsewhere the most that can be said 
is '' sufficient for the дау.’

in Typography 


Mr. Harold Curwen’s Views 


“ Against Stuntism '' was the provocative title of an 
address by Mr. Harold Curwen, of the Curwen Press, at 
the December meeting of the British Typographers’ Guild. 
A record gathering of members and visitors rallied for the 
occasion, and the interest of Mr. Curwen's remarks and 
the discussion that followed made the meeting a memor- 


able one. 
Joy of Craftsmanship 


The chairman, Mr. H. Edmunds (of Messrs. Unwin Bros., 
Ltd.) said in introducing Mr. Curwen that the Guild was 
getting quite accustomed to welcoming well-known people 
to its meetings. They had had the pleasure of remembering 
amongst others Mr. Stephen H. Horgan, the pioneer of 
photo-engraving, Mr. Stanley Morison, Mr. Duncan, to 
whom they owed a great debt of gratitude, and Mrs. 
Beatrice Warde, who had done so much for all of them by 
giving them the proper ideas of type value. In Mr. 
Curwen they saw a Кеа сов who produced jobs for the 
joy of producing and then claimed the reward from the

customer; he was sure that this fact would please the 
members of the Guild. On rare occasions, the chairman 
proceeded, he visited the Westminster Bank, and on their 
counters he had fingered some of the most beautiful 
printing it was possible to obtain. Some of the little 
booklets, he was sure, were epics in the world of print. 
Mr. Curwen, as most of the members knew, was responsible 
for all the Westminster Bank's printed publicity. Whilst 
many printing houses considered it a privilege to be repre- 
sented in the Fifty Best Books of the Year, the house of 
Curwen was there by right. In conclusion, Mr. Edmunds 
said that, althcugh he was not personally acquainted with 
Mr. Curwen, the latter's work often acted as a lash to spur 
him on to fresh endeavour. 

Mr. Curwen, called upon for his address, said that he 
had come to them almost entirely unprepared. As soon 
as he had sent the Guild his title, '' Against Stuntism,’’ he 
realised that he was quite as much for stuntism as against 
it. There was good and bad work done under every

ism. 
Ridiculous ** Stuntism "' 


What was a stunt? Should it be called a strongly 
conscious effort to preduce or create a striking effect? He 


-- 


was going to add '' that has not ' come otl," " but occa- 
sionally there were successiul stunts, and he supposed that 
then they were permissible. He presumed that the prin- 
cipal intention of a stunt was to be strongly expressive or 
impressionistic. Many people, however, supposed that it 
wus enough to be merely striking. An organist might be 
striking in his playing, but if he struck the wrong notes 
he produced discord and all his noise meant nothing. 

Mr. Curwen considered that a great deal of the worst 
work done under the banner of modernism was a direct 
result of trying to stunt without the foundation of know- 
ledge of fundamental principles of design, and with little 
or no experience. It was like a babe trying to take a ski 
jump before it had learnt to walk. Only the best stunting 
was bearable; anything less was ridiculous, and so worse 
than nothing. 

It was far preferable, he thought, to try for fundamental 
soundness of design in a manner suited to the matter in 
hand. Typography could always be forceful without being 
strained. Geometrical formule might be adopted if 
suitable, but they must be made to conform to principles 
and not allowed to run riot. 

The compositor, said Mr. Curwen, should have the great 
interest left to him of working out the details of a layout. 
He had been looking at one or two of the layouts made 
by some of the Guild members, and they showed a great 
knowledge and appreciation of the materials to be used. 


The Customer’s Influence 


Regarding the Westminster Bank, working for the right 
customer was, of course, winning nine-tenths of the battle. 
lf the customer had a feeling for type and an interest in 
it, it was easy to get satisfactory results; and he must say 
here that he could not do good work for customers who 
were not worthy. Не had one customer who once asked 
him why his finished jobs were always bad! This customer 
always wanted wrong materials used, wrong types, wrong 
blocks: none of his ideas were ever conducive to good 
results. Co-operation was also needed, thought Mr. 
Curwen, between the artist and the printer; so often the 
artist was told that so-and-so was required and he was 
left to get on with it. Surely there should be a pooling ol 
inspiration and ideas between the two, for so often the 
artist was ignorant of the psychological aspects of the 
job in hand. | 

As he had no slides, Mr. Curwen brought with him a 
portfolio of specimens of printing, amongst which he found 
he had brought along some stunts which had '' come off.’’ 
One obviously had to play tricks with stunts, he said, and 
have some fun. It was necessary that everything should 
not be as one would expect it to be. He did feel that 
unless one could get down to some definite feelings about 
the new style, one had not got far enough to attempt it. 
Stuntism could never be effective unless it was understood. 


Some Stunt Exhibits 


As an example of stuntism, Mr. Curwen showed a book о! 
Curwen Press specimens with a cover of lithographed wall- 
paper. It was not received at all well, he said, people 
complaining that the gay cover looked out of place in an 
office ! Another exhibit was a German typefounder’s 
booklet employing Kabel type and printed in red and 
black, owed its success to a pattern made out of brass rule 
—a mixture of siuntism and plain work. This booklet, 
the speaker pointed out, was full of stuntism, allied with 
good balance and rules—a simple trick. After showing 
other German examples, Mr. Curwen produced another 
stunt for which his Press had been responsible. Twentv 
articles, he explained, were to be published by a railway 
company with money available to print only half of them. 
The only wav to mect the case was to do away with 
margins, and each sheet of the book was printed in a 
different pair of colours and every type they possessed 
was put into it. There were eight drawn headings, all the 
others being composed of type, showing neither the same 
tvpes nor borders. It was a type specimen book. Tt was

Choice of Decorative Material 


Another problem for the typographer, said Mr. Curwen. 
was the difficulty of finding material to use with type. 
Things that were drawn were seldom  '' tvpe-right." 
Borders and fleurons were so often not suitable for the 
types to which they were supposed to belong. On the 
Continent it was usual when a new type was brought out 
to make decorative material to go with it. 

Reverting again to his specimens, his next example was 
some programmes from the International Sports of 1930, 
the covers of which consisted of photogravure reproductions 
picturing swimming, rowing, football, etc. Another 
example of stuntism showed the letterpress on a booklet 
cover arranged like a ladder, with alternate lines of type 
in red and black. Other stunts, said Mr. Curwen, were 
the omission of capitals from the copy and the use of 
metallic paper. 

Producing M. Tolmer's '' Mise-en-Page,’’ Mr. Curwen 
said he considered this to be the Bible of stuntism. It 
was crazy, and intentionally turned the mind upside-down. 
It was very exciting at the first glance, but there was no 
rest in it; the letterpress was all over the place. It made 
one stop and think, however, even if one thought it was 
very bad. 

The last two items shown by Mr. Curwen were a book 
issued by the Westminster Bank on the occasion of the 
opening of its new building, and a catalogue of Chrysler 
motors. The former presented a problem, as any idea 
approaching stuntism could not be used. А formal layout 
for the book was adopted, whilst the cover was a bright 
green and the whole inserted in a brilliant red box. The 
catalogue һай a silver cover with a striking design in red. 

Safe Simplicity 

Mr. Curwen concluded his talk by saying that he felt the 
matter of good or bad typography was fundamental; one 
should keep to the simple until one could go safely on to 
other things; simplicity was the best motto. 

After the chairman had offered the thanks of the Guild 
to Mr. Curwen, the discussion was opened by a question 
from Mr. Haycroft asking the speaker how far stuntism 
might be used in a good book. Mr. Curwen replied that 
he had not very strong views on book production, and 
that he always referred such problems to Mr. Oliver Simon, 
the Press’s specialist on that subject. He thought, how- 
ever, that stuntism was not generally permissible in books. 
He suggested that a book meant for reading should be 
kept as plain as possible, but a book meant to be amusing 
could look amusing. 

Mr. Haycroft also referred to Mr. Curwen’s remark on 
the subject of leaving the compositor to work out the 
layout by himself, and Mr. Curwen replied that they all 
knew the tragedy that could result from leaving such 
work to the compositor; the remedy was to make a friend 
of the overseer and work in co-operation with the 
compositors. 

Mr. Wilson Philip said that the well-finished layout was 
a strong selling factor which gave the customer some idea 
of the appearance of his finished job. If a layout was care- 
fully and accurately worked out with regard to type sizes. 
etc., it greatly speeded up the production of that job. He 
had always found that compositors appreciated this work 
done by the typographer, and co-operated with him. 

Teaching Typography 

Mr. Curwen then went on to talk of technical schools for 
the teaching of printing. He could not understand why 
a man could not go to a school and set type unless he were 
a journeyman or an apprentice. Not every typographer, 
he said, might have had practical experience, and judgment 
would be saner if a man might work out his layout in 
actual metal. It was a rule that sooner or later would 
have to be altered. 

Mr. Steer said that in founding the Guild his ambition 
was to enlist compositors in its ranks and encourage them 
to take up layout work. Practically all members of the 
Guild had set {уре themselves. 

Mr. Curwen also said that he would like to see the schools 
experimenting as they did at the Technical School at 
Offenbach in Germany. This experimental work was not 
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done by boys of fourteen, but by older men who came 
back to work in the spirit of old boys. Mr. Haycroft added 
that the question of instruction for typographers had 
already been ''rubbed in” and Mr. Hoath maintained 
that the student was never allowed to experiment, but had 
to conform to the rules of the. school and never had an 
opportunity of departing from its style. 

Mr. Daniel Caslon then spoke. Не considered that the 
boys at the printing schools wasted too much time on 
designing types on the lines of those that came from France 
and Germany. He thought that they should spend more 
time in learning to use type. He thought that they should 
be shown some of Mr. Curwen's work and also that of 
some of the Guild members. 


Curwen Press Experiment 


Mr. Curwen tcld his audience of how he went back to 
the Central School of Arts and Crafts to rediscover the jov 
of working out his ideas in the actual metal. There, there 
was quite a different atmosphere, and after a short time 
working under the instructors he went to the Curwen Press 
and discarded over two hundred type faces, and for two 
years his men set nothing but Caslon.  Incidentally, he 
said, they lost many of their customers. Не also had been 
visiting some of the technical schools, and was of the 
opinion that the students did not try to design types, but 
spent time in drawing types and layouts very carefully 
with the object of impressing them upon the memory. 
Although many of the best types now came from Germany, 
the ideas for many of them originated in England, which 
was also the home of two very able designers, namely, 
Edward Johnston and Eric Gill. 

Mr. Caslon then spoke of his own firm. Until two vears 
ago, he said, all their type specimens had been produced 
by the compositors in their small printing department. 
Two years ago they secured the services of a skilled typo- 
grapher, whose efforts were received with annovance and 
astonishment on the part of the compositors. To-day the 
situation was reversed. They relied entirely upon the 
typographer, and would do nothing without a layout. 

Mr. Alfred Vernon said that in a large firm much of the 
work passed through without the typographer's guidance. 

Quite a lengthy discussion then took place on the possi- 


bility of endowing a school at which anyone might receive 


dp instruction, and the possibility of the authorities 
eing willing to allow typographers to study at the existing 
schools. Mr. Curwen mentioned the Dusseldorf College of 
Industrial Design, where fifteen students only were allowed 
to study the higher branches of design in printing. 

Mr. Edmunds then thanked Mr. Curwen for a very enter- 
taining and inspiring evening. The vote of thanks was 
proposed by Mr. Alfred Vernon, who said how much they 
had enjoyed the informal talk given them by Mr. Curwen, 
and remarked that he had worked for him for eighteen 
vears. Mr. Feasey, in secondine the vote of thanks, said 
that no words of his were needed to express the appre- 
ciation of the Guild to Mr. Curwen; he was virile, refreshing 
and a source of inspiration to every tvpographer. 

In his final remarks Mr. Curwen thanked his listeners 
for taking his informal and unprepared words so kindly. 
and urged them once more to do what they understood: 
the importance of work lay in the jov they obtained from 
doing it, not the finished result. 


Print for the Blind 


Two French inventors, MM. Thomas and Conland, have 
devised an apparatus by which ordinary print can be made 
legible for the blind, says '' The Times." The apparatus 
is called the photo-electrograph. A ray of light is made to 
pass over the printed page, and as each letter is illuminated 
the corresponding letter is presented in relief and in mag- 
nified form in another part of the machine where the blind 
reader identifies it by touch. Not only ordinary print, but 
Braille can be read with the machine; in the latter case, it 
has the advantage that the Braille characters can be printed 
with ink on a smooth page, and need be no larger than 
ordinary type, thus reducing Braille types to а convenient 
size and making them cheaper and easier to produce than 
hitherto.

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of Lithography 
Metals 


By CHARLES HARRAP 


The chemistry of the metal aluminium, so important 
to lithographers, was partially dealt with in the issue 
of the BRITISH AND COLONIAL PRINTER of December 
10th, leaving the following matters for consideration. 


Aluminium 


It is the peculiarly obstinate character of aluminium 
that makes it more complicated than either stone or 
zinc in its chemical reactions. To get into an intimate 
chemical acquaintance with it, it is necessary to prepare 
the hydrate, AI(OH),, by a circuitous succession of 
more or less difficult reactions, which аге little less 
dificult than the extraction of aluminium in the 
metallic state. The sulphate of aluminium AI:(SO,)s, is 
obtained by treating or soaking clay with sulphuric 
acid, H.SO,; then adding potassium sulphate, K,SO,, 
and thereby producing alum. After filtering, the alum 
solution is treated with ammonia liquor, thereby pro- 
ducing aluminium hydrate, AI(OH),. From this 
hydrate aluminium oxide, Al:O;, is produced by heating 
until the white oxide falls. This oxide is designated 
alumina, and it is the only oxide of aluminium that is 
known. 

The reason for this lengthy description is to arrive 
at certain actions which take place upon aluminium 
when left exposed to air, or when sprinkled with 
water. In view of the difficulty of obtaining the real 
oxide, as shown above, it 1s unreasonable to suppose 
that cither air or water produce the oxide by simple 
contact. It can only be said that the effect of air or 
water produces an ink-retaining surface similar to that 
obtained by applying grease (as transfer ink) to the 
plate. 

It is well known that the usual greasy inks when 
applied to aluminium are not so active as on zinc or 
stone. As "soda" and potash compounds readily 
attack aluminium, it is admissible that if transfer inks 
were made by burning the oils first, then adding the 
soap and heating to melt and mix, it 1s highly probable 
the finished ink would be more effective on aluminium. 

The "alumina paste" used by printing-ink makers 
is the alumina hydrate. 

Alum 

Aluminium is the metal that gives alum its name. 
The standard alums аге double salts, in which 
aluminium sulphate is associated with either potassium 
sulphate, or sodium sulphate, or ammonia sulphate; 
and in each case the alum also includes 24 molecules 
of water as an essential feature of its crystallisation. 
Alum is usually shghtly acid, due to the presence of 
free or loosely combined sulphuric acid. Hence, the 
acid-alum-water bath for cleaning aluminium plates 15 
so effective, as dilute sulphuric acid attacks aluminium 
and nitric acid destroys grease and gum. It is very 
probable that a solution of aluminium sulphate would 
be a weak etch for aluminium, much in the same way 
as citric acid or 8 per cent. solution of nitric acid on 
stone, 

Alum is a very useful chemical in the calico printing 
and dyeing processes, because the aluminium absorbs 
the colouring matter and fastens on the fabric. 


Finely powdered aluminium is used as a silver 
dusting powder; and when one part of this powder is 
mixed with 10 parts of bronze powder it makes a 
bright gold bronze. When the quantity of aluminium 
powder is increased to at least half the bulk, it will 
readily absorb coal-tar dyes, and thereby produce 
bronzing powders of many different colours. 

The expansion of both aluminium and zinc plates by 
the rise of temperature in the workrooms is so exceed- 
ingly smail that it need not be taken into account in 
the fine register of chromo work in many colours. 

Chemistry of Zinc 

The origin of zinc is in rocks, in the chemical forms 
of blende calamine and red zinc ore. 

BLENDE 1s zinc sulphide, ZnS, being zinc 66 and 
sulphur 34 per cent. It is also called sphalerite and 
black jack, when the ore is black; sometimes it is 
yellow or white. It is often associated with ores of 
lcad, copper and silver, and barytes (barium sulphate). 
In this ore there is frequently found some cadmium 
and some iron. The word blende originally meant to 
blind or dazzle. The ore containing little iron is named 
cleiophane (found in New Jersey), the ore with more 
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iron is marmatite (found at Marmato) and is related to 
christophite (from St. Christophe mine), and that with 
cadmium, przibramite (from Przibram, in Bohemia). 
CALAMINE was named from its reedy appearance, like 
stalactites. It is of glassy lustre, white or yellow, and 
consists of silica zine: oxide, water and carbon, being 
zinc carbonate пСО. [t occurs m Great Britain; and 
in Forfar it is called clemmel, whence the term 
Clemmel Glo, meaning Calamine Creek. There are 
varieties which are crystal, or stalactitic (such as 
wigite); carbonated; and argillaceous (with = clay). 
Hydrozincite is the zine carbonate from Spain and 
other parts. It consists of carbonic acid, zine oxide 


and water. [n America, calamine is often called 
Smithsonite. The siliceous calamine is Zn.SIO,H;O; 
that is, zinc silicate. It 1s also known as electric 
calamine.

Rep Zinc ORE, or zincite, 
and is an important ore found in New Jersey. 
of hexagonal formation. 


These details of the sources of zinc are of special 
importance to those who use zine plates in planography. 
In the general manufacture of zinc, little care is taken 
to obtain the metal pure. The finest distilled zine is 
almost pure, whilst the average zinc may contain lead, 
iron, silica, tin, cadmium, copper and arsenic. The 
pure zinc can be made from the ‘commercial metal by 
six chemical reactions. Absolutely pure zinc is hard, 
and more or less resistant of the chemical actions in 
planography ; but 1f the metal should contain a trace of 
the carbonate of zinc, it is less difficult to treat by 
printing. methods. 


Zinc is hard and crystalline, and subject to break 
when bent. When it is heated to 130° to 140° C. it is 
softened, and can be rolled into sheets; thus sheets 
may be heated and rolled into plates of any thickness 
for planography. The heating constantly repeated 
anneals the metal, providing the temperature is kept 
under 140° C. At higher temperatures, of 200° C. 
and thereabouts, the zinc becomes brittle and remains 
so; in this state it may be pulverised. At a still higher 
temperature it will burn in air, and becomes zine oxide, 
ZnO, or zinc white, permanent or Chinese white. 

The atomic weight of zinc is 65 (aluminium being 
27), which is very near to the atomic weights of iron 
(55-6), manganese (546), nickel (583), cobalt (58-6), 
copper (63), all of which are much lighter than lead 
(2054). Brass is one part zinc and two parts copper. 
German silver is an alloy of zinc, copper and nickel. 


Zinc Plates 


Zinc, as used in planography, 1s almost pure as now 
sold by reliable dealers in printing trade materials. 
Zine plates sold by metal merchants and building 
material suppliers 1s just common zine with impurities : 
and should not be used for planography. 

Zinc plates are not so readily affected by exposure 
as aluminium plates. Nevertheless, they are affected 
hy the carbon dioxide gas (CO.) of the air, and thereby 
become partially oxidised. As oxide of zine is per- 
manent in air, an oxidised plate must be well scoured 
before use in planography. For outside use this oxida- 
tion 1s apparently an advantage as the zinc becomes 
much less destructible, and fulfils its purpose as a 
covering for buildings and in galvanising on iron. 
Further, should zinc become carbonised, it becomes zinc 
carbonate, ZnCO,;, and is comparatively proof against 
the action of the air. This is proved by the fact that 
calamine ore, ZnCO,, has weathered all terrestrial con- 
ditions since it was formed in the earth. This rocky 
carbonate of zine appears to be a very close alterna- 
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tive to calcium carbonate rock as in lithographic stone. 

Zinc readily dissolves їп nitric, hydrochloric and 
sulphuric acids, forming the nitrate, chloride and 
sulphate of zine. In the action of nitric. acid, how- 
ever, the action commences with the formation. of 
nitrous oxide and nitric oxide gases, which are so 
obnoxious that nitric acid is not used in. planography 
from zinc. 


The carbonate of zinc is not readily formed; but by 
treating zinc hydrate with the oxycarbonate of potash 
or sodium, some variable carbonates of zinc may be 
formed. 

Zinc oxide, ZnO, 1s readily soluble in acids forming 
the various compounds. Thus, a solution. of ZnO 
treated with potassium carbonate yields zine carbonate. 
ZnO 15 soluble in caustic soda (NaOH), and caustic 
potash (KOH), forming zincates, such as K:ZnO, and 
Na:ZnQOs. This reaction seldom occurs by cold solu- 
tions on pure zinc, but can be brought about by 
warming. 

The chief purpose of using caustic soda on zinc 1s 
to dissolve grease. Zinc sulphate with potassium, and 
sodium sulphates, forms double salts containing both 
the zinc sulphate and the potassium sulphate (or sodium 
sulphate), plus water. When zinc is treated with 
sulphuric acid, zinc sulphate is formed, and, should a 
weak solution of sodium sulphate be used to neutr ralis 
the sulphuric acid, the result would be the double 'salt, 
which has an acid action, by its excess of sulphuric 
acid. 

When common alum, Al.(SO,J,K.SO, + 24H.O, is 
used on zinc, the free sulphuric acid (H.SO,) of the 
alum attacks the zine feebly, forming zine sulphate, 
ZnSO, This action corresponds with the action of 
acid-alum-water, both on zinc and aluminium. Апа, 
as an outside chemical re-action, not directly connected 
with above, zinc sulphate will join with iron sulphate 
to form one of a series of bodies similar to true alums, 
having a formula, ZnSO,, Fe.(SO,), + 24H:O. This 
body is termed a pseudo-alum, because it does not 
contain aluminium. Even so, it 1s a double sulphate. 
which shows some free sulphuric acid. 


Effects of Acids 


In most cases when acids have been used on zine, 
the best method to neutralise any traces of acid is to 
dust the plate with pure chalk, such as whiting. The 
chalk being calcium carbonate, CaCO,;, it is readily 
attacked by acids and forms calcium compounds of 
such a neutral character that no further action takes 
place. 

Of the various acids, such as acetic, tartaric, oxalic 
and citric, their effects on zine are so feeble that they 
are not of any value in practical work. Although 


phosphoric acid etches are used in. working on 
aluminium, there is no call for using them on zinc. In 
fact, it would be much better to abolish the use of 


phosphoric acid from planography, as it 1s injurious to 
the craftsmen. In the same way, the use of potassium 
bichromate or chomic acid should be avoided as far as 
possible, to prevent personal injury. The old-fashioned 
use of gallic acid as an etch is both effective and less 
injurious than chromic and phosphoric acids. These 
acids do not attack the zinc plate, but are used to 
neutralise the alkali in the transfer inks and liberate 
the fatty acids of the transfer inks to strengthen the 
combination with the zine and form the ink-retaining 
surface from which to print.

Mr. Blumenfeld Helps Lithographers 


Chairman of Auxiliary Concert 


Mrs. К. F. Nicholson (W. К. Nicholson, Ltd.), who has 
succeeded Mr. Frank Heywood as president of the Litho- 
graphers' Auxiliary to the Printers’ Pension Corporation, 
bids fair to be as successful as her predecessor in the choice 
of chairmen for the various concerts held by this enterpris-

ing Auxiliary. In these days it is especially difficult to 
secure men or women willing to undertake the onerous 
task of raising funds for charitable purposes, and this is 
one of the reasons why Mrs. Nicholson can justly be con- 
gratulated on securing such a well-known personality as 
Mr. К. D. Blumenfeld to occupy the chair at the next 
concert of the Auxiliary, to be held at the Cannon Street 
Hotel on January 19th. Last season this Auxiliary con- 
tributed £790 to the funds of the Corporation. 

This is not the first time that Mr. Blumenfeld has lent 
his practical support to printing and allied charities. In 
1929 he took the chair at the 42nd anniversary festival 
dinner of the Llovd Memorial Home, and as a result of his 
efforts on that occasion a sum of £3,400 was collected. 1 
is interesting to recall that at this dinner the toast to 
Mr. Blumenfeld was proposed by Mr. F. О. Roberts (then 
Minister for Pensions in the Labour Government), and in 
his reply Mr. Blumenfeld remarked that it was strange that 
as the founder of the Anti-Socialist Union, he found one of 
His Majesty's Ministers praising him. 

Mr. Ralph David Blumenfeld is, of course, one of the 
best-known journalists in the English-speaking world. He 


was born in the United States in 1864 and was the son of a 
well-known editor, from whom he no doubt inherited the 
fiair for journalism. Не was a special correspondent on the 
'" New York Herald," for which he came to this country 
to report Queen Victoria's Golden Jubilee. Several sub- 
sequent visits {о this country made а strong impression 
upon him, and he was ultimately led to become the London 
correspondent of the '' Herald." He was afterwards asso- 
ciated for some years with Alfred Harmsworth in the early 
days of the '' Daily Mail ” and later identified with the 
late Sir Arthur Pearson. His prominent association with 
the '' Daily Express '' (as editor and chairman of the com- 
pany) has naturally brought him into touch with leading 
figures in many spheres of life. The experiences he has 
thus gained over a long period of years are interestingly set 
forth in his diary, which was published by Heinemann in 
1930. 

Mr. Blumenfeld, it may be added, is Master of the 
newly-formed Company of Newspaper Makers. 


Chester Printers 


Мк. R. STEWART-Brown, M.A., F.S.A., in an address to 
the Historic Society of Lancashire and Cheshire on '' The 
Chester Stationers, Booksellers and Printers, to the year 
1800," said that in 1534 the stationers of Chester were 
incorporated into a city company, together with the 
painters, glaziers and embroiderers, these four bodies of 
craftsmen having been responsible for the presentation of 
‘‘ The Shepherd's Play ” at the Chester Pageants. The 
original charter seems lost, but an enrolment has been dis- 
covered. The art and faculty of cutting, folding, binding. 
and selling books, was alone to be practised by the members 
of the company, and many instances were cited, where 
outside stationers were driven away from the city, or 
forced to join the company. Printing, then in its infancy, 
formed no part of the Chester stationers’ work, and was 
controlled by the London stationers. Mr. Stewart-Brown 
dealt also with the earliest known examples of Chester 
printing, and with the early presses there. His paper was 
in no sense intended as a bibliography of Chester printing, 
but included notices of nearly all the local printers to 1800, 
with biographical notes of them, and the early stationers 
and booksellers of the city. 


THE death has occurred of Mr. George Cain (79), for 
50 years on the staff of Messrs. William Byles and Sons, 
printers and lithographers, Bradford. 


Mr. WALTER STOTT CARRUTHERS, who has died, aged 87, 
at Silloth, in Cumberland, retired 25 years ago from the 
editorship of the '' Dewsbury Reporter." Не was pre- 
viously chief reporter of the '' Leeds Mercury,'' and had 
served on the staffs of the '' Yorkshire Post ’’ and the 
‘“ Manchester Guardian.’’ 


Joun Nix PENTELOW, of Carshalton, Surrey, editor 
and proprietor of ''Cricket," and editor of Ayres’s 
'' Cricketers’ Companion,’’ who died on July 5th, aged 58,

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Artists Lithographs for Posters 
Are They Out-of-Date ? 


Lithographs by artists are becoming extinct, and artis- 
tically lithographed posters are hunted for bv collectors. 
This is neither the artists' fault nor that of the method, 
but that of our mechanised era which expects from the 
artist a design, but a lithograph from the lithographer, 
and the printing done by the printer—writes T. Schalcher 
in '' Offset- Buch- с Werbekunst ” (Leipzic). 

Of the three methods of reproduction—engraving, wood- 
cutting and lithography—which offer the possibility of 
original work to the artist, lithography is the easiest to be 
learned. Engraving, with its variable results of chemical 
actions, often proves a hard experience for the artist; and 
wood-cutting does not demand less patience. Lithography 
in its beginnings requires nothing but that the artist knows 
drawing. The lithographic chalk is so full of expression 
and yet so phable and simple in its handling, that a good 
drawer must also be a good lithographer. 


Past Artistry 


What Germany and France produced during the time 
when lithography was at its height has never been reached 
again. We recall Menzel who lived at the Berlin Court, 
Hosemann, Kriehuber, W. Reuter and others, who a few 


years atter the invention created works which the collector. 


nowadays guards like pearls. | 

Of course, there is no road leading from these delicate 
pieces of art to the modern poster. But take some litho- 
graphs of Daumier and Gavarni! France shows us that 
even the artists of posters do not leave a well-founded 
tradition. Chéret goes back to Gavarni, Toulouse-Lautrec 
to Daumier and Guys. In Germany drawing on stone 
remained unknown till it became fashionable again for 
the adornment of walls, as still visible in many houses. As 
a poster it was a singular phenomenon. The famous poster 
of Emil Orlik for Hauptmann's ''Weavers'' is an exception 
and a masterpiece at the same time. The new style 
must have been so surprising even to artists that it was 
not sufficiently repeated to constitute a change. Later on, 
a few artists founded a studio in Berlin with a litho press 
of their own, among whom we find Georg Belwe, F. H. 
Ehmcke, and F. W. Kleukens. In their functions these 
artists were no lithographers, as their later 
shown, and also were no poster designers in the strict 
sense of the word. Although they may be called pioneers 
of modern typography, and although also their joint studio 
was often imitated, artistic lithography has received no 
impulse from them. 


War-Time Revival 


Only the Great War gave reason to develop lithography 
in Germany. Artists who had become soldiers found their 
way to the printing departments of the staff апа availed 
themselves of various opportunities. Franz Pfetler created 
a wonderful original poster for a chapel. As a head of a 
military printing department he did all the drawing and 
hthographing himself and even supervised printing. 
Lithographed postcards sold so well that a remarkable 
surplus could be offered to the national fund. 


The War also here united once again specialised working 
operations in one man; the artist was his own lithographer 
and printer, because craftsmen were lacking or disposed of 
for other needs. It very soon became obvious that War 
Loan posters created in the vicinity of the trenches sur- 
passed those made at home in all such virtues as impres- 
siveness and immediate appeal. Also our former adver- 
saries saw that such a direct method as original drawing 
on stone speaks a stronger language in tempestuous times. 
They developed the style, although less compelled by lack 
of men and of material. Pennell wrote a booklet on his 
Liberty Loan poster, Philadelphia 1918, in which he ex- 
plains the artist's attitude. 


And herewith we reopen the discussion about artistic 
lithography at the present time. An artist who can lend 
to his ideas the shape which the material demands, will 


work has 


surely produce a more powerful design with the litho- 
graphic stone before him. In the measure that the public 
mind gets obtuse from reproduced advertising, an original 
lithograph will be carried through bv a psychological ad- 
vantage. Our present rationalised business life cannot be 
in favour of the style proposed; but it is helping real art, 
at least, to try it. 


Litho Posters Aid Unemployed 


Lithographic poster advertising has recently been proving 
to the whole of the United States what a great advertising 
medium it can be, not only when used by enterprising 
private concerns, but when used by a nation in a time of 
stress—in the present case to alleviate the sufferings of the 
unemployed during the coming winter. A number of 
American lithographing firms together with a paper com- 
pany have contributed a large number of unemployed 
posters to President Hoover's committee for the relief of 
the unemployed. 


Lithography to the Fore 


Mr. Joseph Deutsch, of the Edwards and Deutsch Litho- 
graphing Co., of Chicago, discussed with Mr. H. E. Fisk, 
general manager of the Outdoor Advertising. Association, 
the subject of unemployment rehet. The question. of 
utilising posters was agreed upon, and the problem of 
securing the necessary posters for display was given to Mr. 
Deutsch. <As a result of his energetic etforts and a desire 
to prove again the value of outdoor posters, the West Vir- 
ginia Pulp and Paper Co. contributed fifty tons of paper, 
and ten well-known litho houses in different parts of the 
country gave the use of their plants and services. Thirty 
thousand 24-sheet posters were very soon printed and ap- 
peared in more than 17,000 towns and cities throughout 
the country. 

The poster in question was drawn by Howard Scott and 
ten full-size reproductions of the original sketch were 
quickly made and forwarded by air mail to the co-operating 
lithographers. The railway company expedited paper ship- 
ments and every obstacle was removed to get the posters 
out on time. They reached their various destinations with- 
out mishap, and the litho industry has shown its generosity 
and business value. 

Appreciation of the sterling efforts of the lithographers 
and the Outdoor Advertising Association was expressed in 
a message to the president of the last named Association, 
on behalf of the U.S.A. President's organisation for un- 
employment relief, which read '' You and your business 
associates have made possible a very powerful advertising 
campaign in seventeen thousand five hundred cities and 
towns, and I regard this as a most substantial contribution 
to the success of our work.’’ 


** Wonderful Co-operation ”’ 


In a letter to Mr. Deutsch enclosing the telegram the 
president of the Outdoor Advertising Association said, Н 
is my firm belief that when the drive is over it will be 
realised and acknowledged that the posters. displayed 
throughout the country represented the backbone of the 
publicity campaign by the national, as well as the local, 
relief. organisations. [It is a source of great. satisfaction 
to realise that there are represented in the paper aud litho- 
graphing industry those who have a sense of public duty 
and responsibility. .. . The speed with which this campaign 
was designed and the posters made and shipped, exempli- 
hes а wonderful spirit of co-operation and an excellent 
example of organised effort.” 

Mr. J. Deutsch, who commented on the above, said that 
the action taken by the poster lithographers evidenced the 
influence and effectiveness of that outstanding medium in 
reachine the masses.

Rules for Four Colour Printing in Register 


Good register, that fundamental requisite in successful 
lithographic printing, is, of course, dependent upon many 
factors, not the least of which is the condition of the 
paper to be used for the job. Amongst other things that 
are important in conducing to good register are thickness 
of plate, properly balanced pressure, correct damping, and 
method of laving-out work. Some practical advice relating 
to these matters is given in an article in the '' National 
Lithographer ' (New York), by Mr. Charles F. Geese. By 
way of example he takes a four-colour close-fitting job, 
and proceeds to show the correct and incorrect application 
of each of the above-mentioned factors. 

The plates used on each colour may, he says, vary in 
thickness, either due to regraining or variation of thick- 
ness in manufacture. Regardless of reason each plate 
must be micrometered by the pressman and should be built 
up to the proper thickness required for the press. 


Thickness of Plates 


Care should be taken not to run overthick plates, as this 
will distort the correct periphery of the cylinders and re- 
sult in a misfit job from the beginning. The work on 
each of the four plates must be laid out so that the same 
distance of position can be secured, without the necessity 
of moving the cylinder to meet this condition to any 
noticeable degree on each colour. The same rule applies 
to the pressman in registering the second plate to exactly 
the same marks on the cylinder that he used for the first, 
and also for the remaining plates. That a plate can Бе 
stretched by excessive pulling and twisting is true. Even 
iron will give in stretch; so it is logical that thin zinc or 
aluminium can be stretched. 

It is easy to gauge the proper amount of tension needed 
on a plate if we will watch the crease on the back end of 
the cylinder as we pull it tight. The plate, when loose, will 
show a roundness and, as it is drawn tight, a slight crease 
will show itself across the cylinder end. To make sure the 
plate is tight tap a small wrench lightly on the extreme 
outer edges of the plate. А solid tone will 
assurance. To pull any tighter is inviting 
stretch and tear.

The Requisite Pressure 


[In governing the proper amount of pressure needed with- 
out causing stretch, it is safer to ink up the plate solid 
while it is under gum, with just the inking rollers (no 
dampers). Remove enough packing from under the blan- 
ket so that when the pressure is applied to the solid inked 
surface of the plate no print will show on the blanket. 
From this point we can gradually replace a thin piece of 
packing at a time until a solid print shows itself across 
the entire blanket when pressure is thrown on. Low spots 
in the blanket will show themselves by this method, and 
patches of thin tissue used to build slight variation. With 
the correct thickness plate on, and the blanket pressure 
ascertained by the method described above, we can easily 
check the paper cylinder pressure. 

Back the pressure screws away about .010 on each side 
of the paper cvlinder. Put the pressure motion on (in 
printing position). Place a strip of paper the thickness 
you are going to run and about 1] in. wide between the 
blanket and paper cvlinder, on the outer edges, within 
{һе packing edges. The paper cvlinder should now be 
brought nearer or further away as the case mav be, until 
the two strips will pull out with a slight but even tension 
on both sides. Remove the strips and add about .003 to 
.004 more pressure for printing. This is usually governed 
by three or four faces of a hexagon nut, each face being 
.001, or bv the micrometer adjustment gauge on some 
makes of presses. 


This method constitutes the correct setting of pressure. 


for the entire job; in fact, the only other alteration needed 
on your next job would be for the difference of thickness 
in stock used or change of paper cvlinder pressure.

Correct Damping 


As damping affects otherwise properly seasoned paper. 
it is proper to assume that excessive moisture produced by 
overcharged water rollers will cause a stretch in paper. 


` We must start with a minimum of water and ink to assure 


the safety of the job. If new dampers are needed, try to 
put them in at the start, if possible one new damper at à 
time, to avoid excess of water. Good judgment used in 
the carrying out of proper pressure needed, minimum 
damping, seasoned paper trimmed properly, run through 
an accurate registering press—these are the governing 
rules if tricks are to be avoided. 

Tricks may become a necessary help where the paper 
has stretched or shrunk on either of the colours for some 
unknown reason. [n the case of stretch the print can be 
lengthened by removing .002 or .003 from underneath the 
plate packing. We might mention here that it is a help 
to use plates at least .004 under thickness of press require- 
ment in register work to allow for just such an emergency. 
The difference of packing removed from under the plate 1s 
added under the blanket, and the excess of paper cylinder 
pressure added by this procedure is taken away with the 
pressure screws of the paper cylinder. This procedure will 
lengthen the printing circumference to meet а slight 
stretch in paper. The opposite method of increasing plate 
circumference and decreasing blanket circumference, add- 
ing the difference in paper cylinder pressure, will draw 1л 
or shorten the print. 


Lithographic Papers 


Laboratory studies of the deformation of lithographic 
papers relative to misregister of printing, are being made at 
the Bureau of Standards, Washington, to supplement infor- 
mation of this kind secured by observations in printing 
plants. The changes in dimensions of representative com- 
mercial lithographic papers caused by variations in humidity 
and tension are being measured with apparatus developed 
to obtain a high degree of accuracv. _ 

The test strip of paper is subjected to the desired humidity 
in a cabinet, and tension is applied to it by weights 
suspended outside the cabinet. The change in the length 
of the strip is read to an accuracy of .001 millimetre bv 
means of a horizontal microscope equipped with a micro- 
meter eyepiece. 

Miss R. M. Cobb, formerly chemist of the Lowe Paper 
Co., U.S.A., has been appointed research associate to the 
Bureau of Standards by the Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation, to participate in the co-operative studies of these 
organisations relative to the standardisation of lithographic 
papers. Miss Cobb has resumed the study of relation ol 
paper and printing operations to misregister in the offset 
printing process, at the printing plant of the American 
Lithograph Co., Buffalo, N.Y. This study was initiated a 
year ago, but was interrupted by lack of personnel. The 
reactions of various types of papers to the printing opera- 
tions are being correlated with properties of the paper 
determined by tests in the Bureau laboratory.

The Society of Litho- 
graphic Printers report a steadily-increasing unemployment 
ngure, one that never shows the slightest abatement. It 
is quite true to say that this union has never known such 
a black pezod—so far as unemployment is concerned—in 
the whole period of its history.

THE Lithographic Artists appear to be similarly placed. 
At the present time this union has something like 500 on 
the books, the majority being on the process side. We 
understand that last year a sum of £25,000 was paid out 
to unemploved members of this union from Society and 
Chapel funds. What is causing anxiety to the trade union 
officials is the unprecedented persistency and the dead 
weight of unemployment amongst the members. The value 
of the work of the unions at the present time in giving 
financial assistance to their unemployed members is not 
generally realised.

New Average Rates 


After careful consideration and much investigation, a new 
series of hourly rates for lithography has been issued by the 
Costing Committee of the Federation of Master Printers. 
There are many changes in the rates, and these call for 
careful examination. They are not average rates in the 
sense that a collection of used rates were added together 
and divided by a number—the Committee reports. This 
was the basis of the original issue of these hourly rates, and 
the method was tried for this issue but abandoned as 
hopeless and useless. 

This issue is based on the average expenses of firms using 
the Federation Costing System, plus the agreed wages for 
each grade, and on the basis of 80 per cent. productive 
time. If the normal productive time of any member-firm 
talls below 80 per cent. then its rates will be higher than 
those published, unless the expenses generally be less. If 
wages paid be higher than the agreed amount likewise а 
higher hourly rate may be expected, but in this case one 
would expect a greater output, and by this be assured of 
a lower unit cost. 

These new rates do not carry any expenses that ought to 
be recovered more directly through some other channel. 
For instance, the designer's rate is meant to carry the ex- 
pense of unused speculative sketches, the effect being that 
the customer whose work calls neither for an original sketch 
nor for the skill of a designer, but for the craftsmanship 
of the reproducer, is not mulcted in any expense for design- 
ing. Another example of a direct charge is that for work 
on original stones, which is not included in the rate for 
transferring, and »ew work thus escapes an unfair charge. 

For the first time there are separate scales for stones and 
plates, experience having proved that the costs are different. 
Plates, apart from the original outlay, are treated as a 
direct departmental expense of the graining department. 
Every plate of any order, therefore, needs to be accounted 
for on the cost sheet, and if for any reason more plates are 
used than was originally intended, there must be no evasion 
on the part of the transferring department. 

Another point to be remembered is that all material 
should bear a '' handling " charge of 20 per cent., as the 
rates are made up of the balance of the expenses after 20 
per cent. on materials has been deducted. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasised that every litho- 
grapher should find his own hourly rates, and there is 
now no ground for excuse, inasmuch as the Federation 
Costing System has successfully stood the test as being 
as efficient for the lithographer as it is for the letterpress 
printer and for the bookbinder, and as it can also be for 
the newer branches of the printing industry—for example, 
photogravure. 


Thames Board Mills Additions 


We are able to announce that contracts have been placed 
for considerable additions to plant at the Thames Board 
Mills, Purfleet. A large new machine house is being erected 
and part of the existing factory remodelled. 

The new board machine, which, it is believed, will be the 
largest of its kind in the world, and embodying all the latest 
improvements in board manufacture, will be constructed by 
the well-known British makers of paper and board 
machinery, Messrs. Charles Walmsley and Co., Ltd., of 
Bury, Lancs. The machine will have a trimmed width of 
165 inches and an output of many hundreds of tons of board 
per week. The new boiler house and electrical generating 
station also are being further extended to provide the addi- 
tional power required. These extensions to buildings and 
plant will involve an expenditure of approximately half a 
million pounds. 

When the projected additions and alterations are finally 
completed. it is estimated that the total output of the 
Thames Board Mills will be somewhere between four and five 
thousand tons of board per week. 
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“ Master Printers Annual” 


The 1932 edition has just been published of that valuable 
reference book of the printing and allied trades, the ''Master 
Printers Annual and Typographical Year Book." Тһе 
editorship of the present volume has fallen entirely upon 
Mr. К. А. Austen-Leigh, owing to the retirement of Mr. 
Gerard Meynell, who has shared the responsibilities of 
editorship for twelve years. 

Each section has been brought up to date, and the 
various alterations in agreements have been incorporated. 
A fresh paragraph has been added to the Legal Section 
respecting the right to print the Bible, and the Bye-laws 
of the International Bureau of the Federations of Master 
Printers have been inserted for the first time. 

The book contains, of course, a section dealing with the 
Joint Industrial Council, a large section giving the consti- 
tution of the British Federation of Master Printers and tbe 
Alliances, with a directory of all members of the Federation. 
Then there are the agreements with trade unions, the direc- 
tories of kindred associations and trade unions, etc., a 
'" Who's Who in the Printing Trade," and much other 
useful information. 

An appropriate frontispiece, in photogravure, is a portrait 
of Mr. H. G. Clarke, the president of the Federation of 
Master Printers.

Lithographic Printing Plates 


A lithographic  printing-plate for offset printing, as 
patented by Mr. O. Kohn, is prepared by first producing 
the plate with the design in relief and then applying to the 
non-printing areas an ink-repellent coating of such a thick- 
ness that the design is left slightly in intaglio. А plate 11 
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of zinc or other suitable material, preferably formed with 
a grained or stippled surface 13, is provided in any suitable 
manner with a photo-mechanical half-tone printing surface 
15, and the non-printing areas are then provided with a 
coating 16 of nickel, chromium, copper, zinc or other 
suitable material which may retain moisture and repel ink. 
The coating is slightly thicker than the depth of the non- 
printing areas, but is sufficiently thin that the graining 
or stippling of the surface 13 is reproduced on its surface. 
А bath suitable for depositing a coating of nickel electro- 
lytically may be prepared by dissolving 82 lbs. of nickel 
sulphate and 271 lbs. of citric acid in 375 gallons of water, 
adding caustic potash. until the solution is only slightly 
acid, and then adding 54 lbs. of potassium citrate.— 
344,005. 


Preventing Offsetting 


Mr. T. F. Pinder has patented a method by which ой- 
setting in printing processes is prevented by subjecting 
both sides of a freshly-printed web first to a current of hot 
air and then to a current of cold air. The hot air has a 
polymerising and oxidising effect on the ink, and the 
oxidation is completed by mixing ozone with the cold air 


After perfecting, the web is again treated with a current 
of hot air, and, after cutting into sheets, is delivered to a 
receptacle wherein it is subjected to a spray of water mixed 
with ozone іо bring the paper to its original moisture 
content. The web may be printed on one side by th: 
plate and impression cylinders 2, 3, and then passed between 
curtains 9 mounted on spring rollers, wherein it is sub- 
jected to the action of hot air delivered by a blower 10 to 
nozzles 12, the air blast travelling in the opposite direction 
to the web. The web then returns between other curtains 
9, wherein it is treated with cold air laden with ozone 
delivered from a blower 16 to nozzles 18. After per- 
fecting by the cylinders 4, 5, the web is again subjected 
to a blast of hot air, and is then cut into sheets 6, which 
are delivered to a receptacle 7, wherein they are epraved 
from nozzles 22.— 848.760.

J.I.C. 
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Death of Mr. C. P. Scott 


One of the most honoured men in the newspaper world 
passes away with the death, which occurred last Thursday 
night at his home, near Manchester, of Mr. C. P. Scott. 

Mr. Scott, who was 85 years of age, had been gravely ill 
since the previous week-end, when the chill which had 
confined him to bed for some days before Christmas was 
followed by congestion at the base of one lung and the 
condition of the heart began to give cause for anxiety. 

Mr. Scott had been editor of the '' Manchester Guardian "' 
for 57 years when he retired from the editorship in 1929. 
He continued to be governing director and took au active 
share in the working of the paper until the last. 

National recognition of his position in the world of 
journalism came in 1921, when the ''Manchester Guardian" 


reached its centenary and Mr. Scott his jubilee as editor.

The King's telegram, referring to the '' courage and high- 
mindedness ' of his editorship, was followed by messages 
and speeches from political leaders and from public bodies 
and societies. 

His eightieth birthday, in 1926, also was the occasion of 
a striking tribute, when a bust of him by Epstein was 
presented to Manchester. 

Mr. Scott leaves two sons—Mr. J. R. Scott, managing 
director of the '' Manchester Guardian '" and '' Evening 
News,’’ Ltd., and Mr. E. T. Scott, who succeeded his father 
in the editorship of the '' Manchester Guardian.” His only 
daughter is the widow of C. E. Montague. 

The funeral took place at Manchester Cathedral on 
Tuesday before cremation at Manchester Crematorium.

Choosing Apprentices 

Ir is pointed out that much has been said about 
the need for a higher standard of education and in- 
telligence among boys who desire to enter the printing 
industry, and it is observed that the scheme in- 
augurated by the Council was precisely designed to 
meet this and other equally important requirements. 
The committee in charge makes it its business to hand- 
pick qualified candidates after careful investigation 
and examination. The com- 
mittee is linked up directly 
with the Juvenile Employ- 
ment Bureau of the Educa- 
tion Committee, from which 
source recommended boys 
(desirous of becoming prin- 
ters) are listed. Other boys 
apply at the Association 
headquarters and, if found 
suitable, are added to the 
list. The scheme begins to 
be successful when master 
printers, having vacancies 
for apprentices, apply to the 
secretary of the Association 
for boys to be sent along 
for interview or trial.

An Attractive Industry 

ONE of the reasons why there is not more resort 
to the filed list of candidates for apprenticeship is 
because almost every master printer has his own list 
of applicants, including almost always the .sons of 
employees or friends. Then, again, it is well enough 
known, or seems to be, that the printing industry 
ranks high among the indus- 
tries of the country in 
importance, in status, in 
steadiness of employment 
28 and in terms of compensa- 
tion. Not many journeymen 
draw the wages recognised 
0 as standard in our own in- 
32 dustry, nor are there many 
directions in which better 
conditions are the subject of 
agreement. The Hours and 
Holidays charter is a great 
thing in our industry, and 
has done more to bring 
along a better type of en- 
trant than all the aims of 
apprenticeship committees. 
There are two things which 
are fundamental in this 
matter. The first is that the 
ordinary boy of to-day is 
far better provided for in 
education than ever was the 
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boy of the pre-war era, and therefore the general 
level of intelligence and education is naturally higher. 
The second thing is that the printing industry is the 
best of all our industries now.

Р An Effect of the Depression 


THERE is a third thing that has a big bearing on 
the question of organised selection of apprenticeship 
candidates, and that is the dearth of vacancies for 
boys leaving school. It is one of the issues of the 
depression through which we are passing that many 
boys are quite unable to find employment of any 
kind. Conditions are so serious that boys cannot 
remain content to have their names on a waiting list: 
they must actively and persistently endeavour to find 
an opening on their own account. Every employer 
in the country is inundated with applications for 
apprenticeship, and every employer or manager has 
the utmost confidence in his own ability to come to 
shrewd and correct judgment of the calibre of can- 
didates. The confidence may often be misplaced, 
but there it is—the human element.

What of Trades Unionism? 


WE cannot help feeling that there is something. 


wrong about the trades union end of apprenticeship. 
We fear that too often the interest that our trades 
unions show seems to be aroused just at the end of 
the apprenticeship. There are boys who even find 
it difficult to gain trade information from the 
journeymen they work with. Too often, it would 
seem, the one aim of trades unionism during the 
period of apprenticeship is just to see to it as far as 
possible that -the apprentice does not encroach too 
far on the journeyman preserve. The apprentice 
becomes an important person during a strike or lock- 
out. This is the time when the employer wants him 
to be very useful, and the trade union wants him to 
be of no use. The trade union would like to control 
apprenticeship at that juncture, but only to be nega- 
tive. There are, we believe, great possibilities lying 
here before trades unions: they could exert a remark- 
able influence for good if there were a continued and 
controlled interest in the progress of the youth, 
bearing in mind that he is not only qualifying for a 
post as journeyman compositor or machineman, but 
also qualifying for ultimate admittance to the trade 
union concerned. There is loud complaint from the 
employing side about the incompetence of what 
should be skilled labour; and there is equal dissatis- 
faction on the trades union side with the lack of 
training and opportunity accorded to apprentices in 
many places. Ап ill-trained apprentice becomes a 
trade unionist journeyman, and in the event of un- 
employment becomes a charge on the trade union. 
It is the province of some employers to ill-train 
apprentices and always to discharge them on com- 
pletion of their term of indenture. We need not 
pursue further the anomalies of the present condi- 
tions under which apprentices are taken on, trained, 
treated and terminated. It is obvious, however, 
that a fruitful field for thought and action lies here 
:cady to hand.

Printing Trade Exhibits 


Ten thousand copies of the advance overseas edition of 
the British Industries Fair catalogue were dispatched by the 
Department of Overseas Trade on Friday—over six weeks 
before the opening of the Fair—to prospective buyers 
abroad.

The Largest Fair

Death of Mr. H. C. Bolton 


We greatly regret to learn as we go to press of the death 
of Mr. Н. С. Bolton, managing director since the formation 
of the company of Messrs. Lorilleux and Bolton, Ltd., the 
well-known London printing ink manufacturers. Mr. Bolton 
passed away peacefully on Tuesday, and his death comes as 
a shock to his very wide circle of friends in the printing 
and allied trades.

damages and achieving a three-quarters of a million circula- 
tion. He now contemplates amalgamating the '' Ami du 
Peuple ’’ with the '' Petit Parisien," The joint paper will 
start numerous dailies in the provinces. Also he negotiates 
to sell the “ Figaro '" to M. Fayard, a well-known Paris 
publisher and owner of two weekly papers. It is also re- 
ported that the daughter of the late M. Loucheur, now the 
principal proprietor of the '' Petit Journal,” is thinking of 
asking the Vatican to take a financial interest in that paper.

Importance of Good Printing and Advertising 


By ALBERT 


Salesmanship is the conscious and deliberate employment 
of one’s powers of persuasion: to induce in the customer the 
DESIRE TO BUY. Personal contact between the salesman and 
the buyer seems necessary for this, but before that per- 
sonal contact comes about the interest of the prospective 
customer in the goods that are to be offered must be created, 
and possibly the '' prospect " has yet no knowledge of 
them. The sequence, therefore, is to make the goods 
known or to attract attention to them, to interest the 
“* prospect " in them, to create a desire to possess, and

finally to complete the sale by the personality of the sales- 
man. 

There are many ways of attracting attention to one's shop 
and goods, but the silent method of the printed word has 
proved itself the most effective. The advertisement or the 
printed matter must, however, be of the right kind and 
quality, as it has to convey to the reader a correct impres- 
sion of the business it represents and the goods it offers. 
Will its appearance suggest a firm of long experience in 
handling the best quality of goods or will its dowdiness 
convey an idea that the articles it speaks of are poor and 
trashy? It is particularly important, therefore, that the 
advertisement or the printed traveller—that piece of direct- 
mail advertising which goes to the breakfast table or to the 
manager's desk under the guise of correspondence— should 
be well dressed and smart in appearance, attractive in its 
manner, and be able in two seconds, as it were, to speak 
out briefly and yet clearly the reason for its coming.

Clear presswork and sharp new type are to the advertise- 
ment, the leaflet, the folder, the booklet, or whatever form 
the silent printed traveller takes, as important as a clean 
shave and a good suit of clothes are to the salesman; and the 
type-face itself is no less important than a human voice 
with a pleasant accent. If this printed salesman appears 
"in modern dress ' as far as display and decoration go, 
it immediately creates a good impression in the mind of the 
reader and gets his or her undivided attention for a few 
moments at least. 
Essential Qualities 

The text of the leaflet or booklet and of all kinds of 
advertising should be written in short sentences with one 
thought or point in each separate sentence. The truth 
only should be told with no exaggeration of any kind, but 
it should be written with enthusiasm for the article offered, 
for without faith in his goods a salesman will go nowhere. 
The matter should be written to impress the reader and 
not to express oneself. The use of pictures, wherever pos- 
sible, helps the readers more quickly to form an idea of 
what the goods are like and leave a stronger impression than 
mere words. 

It should be remembered that it costs just as much to 
send out printed matter or to buy space in a newspaper 
that will be useless as regards selling as it does to use that 
space profitably and to send out matter that will mean 
increased sales. Therefore, the salesman must spend money 
wisely by making his advertisements attractive, and he 
should insist on having the best printing obtainable. | 

The printing which is produced to stimulate trade. 
whether in the form of announcements—leaflets, booklets, 
folders, and showcards—or for wrappering and packeting. 
is a department of the printer's craft that calls for more 
thought in its preparation, more invention and greater care 
in the selection of materials, than any other. The '' com- 
mercial printer '' of to-day can supply every kind of print- 
ing that is used by the manufacturer or merchant in the 
marketing of goods, and he has been encouraged to strike 
out in new ideas and methods of both design and produc- 
tion because the salesman and the advertiser has responded 
in a spirit of adventure and progress that has made for 
co-operation on both sides. It is in the fuller understand- 
ing of salesmanship as an art in itself that the designer 
of printing has made the most pronounced advance in 
recent years. The printed matter is created to serve a 
definite purpose, and although it may have beauty and in- 
trinsic value it must also have the power to sell the goods. 


Fine Illustrations 


The developments that have been made in processes of 
reproduction have strengthened the hands of the salesman 
and made it possible for him to have the work of the artist 
reproduced with utmost faithfulness and present the goods 
with exact precision. The use of photography and the 
coming ofí direct-colour photography have removed the 
barrier between the manufacturer and the purchaser—it 
is almost as though one saw the goods themselves on the 
catalogue page. Processes of printing have allowed the 
printer to use paper that has an agreeable surface and tex- 
ture. Colour is appreciated, and ink-makers have pro- 
gressed no less surely than the others who have contributed 
to the advancement of the craft of commercial printing. 

The silent salesman—printing—can lighten the task of 
the human salesman by creating interest in advance and by 
following up a prospective customer, in that it enables 
him or her to read at their leisure and within the comfort of 
their home or office further selling points or arguments 
that the salesman wishes to make. The most important 
thing, though, is the printed matter, and the advertising 
must be of the kind that is a credit to the firm or house 
sending it out, and be fully representative of its standing 
and quality. |

Effect of Grease and Dyes

He 
also stated that in 1903 he bound and polished a book in 
Nigerian morocco.

It was as perfectly 
sound now, he said, as the day it was bound in 1903. jf 
sulphuric acid was present in those leathers, why was it 
that books bound in the 18th century in morocco had not 
deteriorated, but were perfectly sound, while books which 
recently had already faded?

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Bookbinding Leathers and Their Deterioration 
By R. FARADAY INNES, Е.С.

When I was approached some months ago by Dr. Riddell 
to address you on this subject, I welcomed the idea with 
open arms, although not especially practised in the art of 
giving lectures. 

So far as I know, it is some considerable time since the 
subject of the deterioration of bookbinding leathers was 
publicly ventilated, and it seemed to me that a brief review 
of the present position would be really welcome to book- 
binders, librarians, leather manufacturers, Government 
departments, depóts and stores. 

As I am one of those who have been investigating the 
problem of the cause of leather deterioration in recent years, 
I readily agreed to Dr. Riddell's proposal that I should put 
forward my views in public. I hope by that means that I 
may be prevented from wandering so deeply into the wood 
that I cannot see my way for trees. I also hope that my 
remarks may receive plenty of criticism and thus lead me to 
take into account many points which up to now I may have 
overlooked. 


Introduction 


There is no need to emphasise a fact which is only too 
well known to everyone, namely, that under certain—or 
rather uncertain—conditions, leather goods are likely to 
become unsightly, decayed and useless in a comparatively 
short time, much shorter than our ancestors were accustomed 
to expect. It is going too far to say that no modern leathers 
will survive twenty-five years’ storage, e.g., I have a leather- 
bound prayer book, which was given me in 1903, which is 
still in a perfect state of preservation, although it has not 
been stored in specially favourable conditions since that 
time. But my four-volume Watts's Dictionary of Chemistry, 
presented to me in 1911, no longer possesses backs at all 
The worst case that has come to my knowledge was leather 
taken from the arms of an armchair which had to be 
re-covered four years after it was sent out of the workshop. 

Before proceeding further with the deterioration of book- 
binding leather it will perhaps be well to consider what 
leather is and how it is made. 


Leather—Definition and Description 


Leather may be defined as unhaired hide or skin treated 
in such a manner that when wet it will not putrefy and 
when dry it is pliable. 

Its sole source of origin is skin, and it may be prepared 
from the skin of many kinds of creatures: buffalo, ox, 
calf, walrus, pig, goat, sheep, birds, reptiles, and even 
fishes, and during the French Revolution the skin of freshly- 
guillotined men is stated to have been used for making 
leather breeches. 

Leather has properties which are unique, and the old 
tag, " There is nothing like leather," still applies, in spite 
of innumerable attempts to make something like it which 
is '' just as good.’’ For instance, it is one of the very few 
materials which will allow water vapour but not liquid 
water to pass through it. Rubber will prevent the pas- 
sage of water in the liquid form but it will also prevent its 
passage in the form of vapour. The reasons why rubber 
soles to footwear are unhealthy is that they tend to suffo- 
cate the fect and do not allow them to '' breathe '' freely. 

In the case of leathers for bookbinding purposes there is 
no doubt that leather is the strongest and the most attrac- 
tive material there is, and when we have reached an under- 
standing of how premature rotting is caused, and how it 
can be prevented, it will again be considered as the most 
suitable material for binding all books which are worth 
keeping fifty years. 

Unique Character of Leather 

The reason for the unique character of leather is to be 
found in the remarkable structure of the hide or skin from 
which it originates, a structure which is maintained in the 
“nished leather if it has been correctly manufactured.

Let us consider the structure of an ox-hide. Starting 
with the grain layer, from which the hair grows, we have 
a fibrous structure of a very fine degree of fineness stretch- 
ing down to about one-tenth to one-fifth of the thickness 
of the hide. As these very fine fibres emerge from the grain 
layer into what is known as the corium, or leather sub- 
stance, they become coarser and woven into bundles. The 
corium constitutes eighty to ninety per cent. of the thick- 
ness of the hide and is essentially a closely woven network 
of fibre-bundles about one to three-thousandths of an inch 
in diameter. Each fibre of а bundle is made up of many 
tine fibrils (as the strands of a rope) so that the leather sub- 
stance in hide may be said somewhat to resemble a number 
of pieces of rope standing close together and intertwined 
in all directions into one fabric. The fibres comprising the 
bundles are surprisingly long. I recently saw a piece of ox- 
hide about half an inch in thickness from which had been 
isolated many single fibres, some of which were over five 
inches long. This shows that the fibre bundles do noi 
simplv go straight from grain to flesh, but twist and turn 
many times in their course. 


Importance of Structure 


It is the maintenance in the leather of this ordered though 
closely interwoven structure of long-fibred material in the 
skin, which is responsible for the unique characteristics 
of the former. 

И the structure of hide is destroyed by mechanically 
scratching and tearing a piece of unhaired hide to pieces. 
as in hide powder, you have a very different product, one 
which might, if tanned, make a kind of felt or a kind 
of paper, but never a tough, strong pliable leather. If the 
structure is destroyed by boiling, the hide becomes ordinary 
glue which, as you know, has no structure and is not 
pliable. 

lf a piece of raw hide or skin is allowed to dry it retains 
its structure to a great extent. It is, however, still not 
pliable but hard and rattly. Parchment is another form 
of dried skin and is prepared by splitting a dewooled sheep 
skin in halt horizontally, i.e., parallel to the grain, and 
drying the lower or flesh side. Vellum is similarly pre- 
pared from a calf skin. In fact, parchment and vellum 
are made by processes similar to the early stages of pre- 
paring skins for leather making, but are dried without im- 
mersion in a solution of tanning material. 

It is evident, therefore, that we must not pursue this 
analogv of the pieces of rope too far, because if we were to 
soak this material and let it dry it would be quite pliable, 
whereas we have seen that skin dries out non-pliable. 

Skin is unique, not only by reason of its fibrous struc- 
ture but also on account of the material of which the 
separate fibres consist. They are composed of a very com- 
plex substance called collagen ('' glue-generator ’’), which 
has very interesting chemical properties. It is both basic 
and acidic in character and can, therefore, combine with 
acids and bases. Advantage is taken of these properties 
in leather-making. 


The Making of Leather 


In order to illustrate the difference between dried skin 
and tanned leather, I have here a piece of dried goat skin, 
a piece of goat leather, and some pieces in intermediate 
stages. [ will now describe briefly in what way this unpro- 
mising, ugly material can be converted into full-feeling, 
pliable, tough and attractive bookbinding leather. 

This hard, unworkable material is, first of all, softened 
bv immersion for about three days in cold water con- 
taining certain salts. This soaking should render the skins 
perfectly soft and flabby. In order to remove the hair, 
the roots must be loosened from the sheaths to which thev 
are attached. This is effected bv immersion for a week or 
more in a pit of lime water containing an excess of sus- 
pended lime and probably some sodium sulphide. The hair 
is now casily removable and is detached either by machine 
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or by scraping with a blunt knife, the skins themselves 
being very plump and swollen owing to the water and lime 
they have absorbed. The next process known as puering 
or bating is in some tanneries a most disgusting one, and 
was one of the chief causes of tanning being classed among 
the offensive trades. The skins are paddled in a warm in- 
fusion of fermented dog dung (obtainable from hunting 
kennels). Puering was until recently a mysterious process, 
and even now it is not fully understood, though in many 
tanneries a clean, artificial substitute for the dung is used 
with success. It will perhaps suffice here to say that the 
lime is removed from the pelts, causing them to lose their 
plumpness, and that this action is accompanied by a certain 
partial '' digesting °’ or dissolving of the pelt, without 
which the resulting leather would be firm and harsh grained. 


The Tanning Process 


The pelts, now free from hair and free from lime, are 


ready for the actual tanning process, which in itself is 


= 


comparatively simple. The materials used for the tanning 
process comprise barks, woods, leaves, nuts, pods and roots 


‚ ОЁ various plants. Some of these yield tans belonging to 


the chemical grouping known as the catechol class, which 
produces reddish coloured leathers which darken on exposure 
to daylight. Others, slightly more acidic, belong to the 
pyrogallol group which makes a sort of buff-coloured 
leather, which darkens only very slightly. I shall refer 
again to these two types. 

In the case of leather for books an infusion of ground 
sumac leaves is frequently used, the goods being paddled 
in this for several days. During this process the weak acids 
of the tanning material combine with the weak base of the 
collagen of which the skin fibre is composed. The skin- 
tannin compound thus formed differs from hide in that it 
dries more readily and is non-adhesive during drying, so 
that when dry the fibres and fibrils are free to move (rela- 
tively to each other) and the leather is supple. 

The skins are then removed and dried gradually over a 
period of eight hours or so, and are then known as crust 
leather. 

In order to convert crust leather into the finished article, 
it is re-wetted, treated with an emulsion of oil to make it 
still more supple, and dyed by immersion in a tray, re- 
volving drum or paddle, after which it is finally dried out. 
I have purpos-ly omitted details and only given the broad 
outline of the leather making process.. 


Porosity of Leather 


There is just one property of leather to which I should 
make reference which will make a special appeal to book- 
binders, and that is the porosity of leather. Even when 


apparently dry, leather may contain up to twenty per cent. 


of moisture, and never less than nine per cent. This 
depends on the type of leather and on the dampness of the 
atmosphere in which it is stored. If the moisture in the 
leather is excessive, if stored in the dark and in a stagnant 
atmosphere, leather being slightly acid material, these con- 
ditions in conjunction will cause mould to grow, especially 
if the leather contains much fat. The best way to keep 
mould growth in check is to store the leather in a dry 
atmosphere. It is frequently only necessary slightly to raise 
the temperature of the store room. 


Early Investigations on Deterioration 


I believe the earliest published record of апу trouble 
with leather deterioration is to be found in a lecture given 
in April, 1843, by my ancestor, Professor Faraday. For 
those interested, the crivinal is in the keeping of the Royal 
Institution, where I was kindly allowed to peruse it. He 
was consulted by the Atheneum Club as to why their arm- 
chairs and books had become so perished. Не ascribed the 
damage to the heat and sulphur fumes emanating from the 
illuminating gas used, and recommended more thorough 
ventilation by a system of leading the products of com- 
bustion from each burner to a central chimney. 

Since then, little work of importance was published 
until by the end of the nineteenth century the position had 
become so bad that the Royal Society of Arts, through 
the promptings, I believe, of Mr. Douglas Cockerell, invited 
a number of prominent men interested to form a committee. 
This committee included some of the leading scientists, 
librarians, and bookbinders of the dav, and was requested 
“to enquire fully into the subject and to report on the 
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durability of the leather now used fer the purpose of binding 
books." It was formed in 1900 and published. iis report 
in final form in 1905. Ј expect you are all familiar with the 
conclusions which the exhaustive labours of this committee 
led to. 


R.S.A. Committee's Report 


They confirmed that prevailing impression that medern - 


bookbinding leathers were inferior to those employed fifty 
years ago, but that there was no valid reason for this, 
and that it was possible to make durable leather if their 
recommendations were followed. They attributed some 
of the blame to mechanical causes, but more to the in- 
jurious effect of light and most of all to gas fumes, especially 
in leather tanned with tans of the catechol class—i.e.. 
those producing leathers of a reddish colour. They con- 
sidered that with proper conditions of ventilation, tem- 
perature and dryness, books might be preserved without 
deterioration for very long periods on open shelves, that 
glass cases conduce to their preservation, and, finally, that 
it was neither possible nor desirable to establish any formal 
or official standard. Unfortunately, in order to be concise, 
it was not possible to publish the analytical work on the 
rotted leathers, so that comparison with modern work is 
impossible. 

In spite of the enormous amount of carefully. planned 
work which was carried through and the detailed nature of 
the recommendations made, and although some improve- 
ment must have been effected, it must be admitted that 
leather bound books do continue to deteriorate to the utter 
despair of librarians and all concerned, even when the 
leather has been tanned with a pyrogallol tan. It is evident 
that some entirely unsuspected factor had been overlooked 
by the Royal Society of Arts Committee, but at the same 
time it would be most ungracious in us not to acknowledge 
the value of this pioneer work in the early attempts to 
tackle a very complex problem. 


Recent Work on Rotted Leathers 


My attention was first drawn to the whole problem while 
investigating the truth of a statement freely made in the 
leather trade that the tensile strength of vegetable-tanned 
leather for belting is liable to considerable decrease if it 
contains sulphuric acid. This work showed the necessity for 
evolving a reliable method for testing leathers for sulphuric 
acid, and among those submitted. to the new test were 
various bookbinding leathers. Modern progress has been 
rendered possible by the use of this new method of testing. 

One of the first points of interest was the confirmation of 
an observation made in America in 1926 that the backs of 
some books stored in libraries devoid of gas had rotted, 
and further that they contained more sulphuric acid than 
the sides. On examining an English book, which had been 
bound in 1907 in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Royal Society of Arts Committee, I found 0.78 per 
cent. of sulphuric acid in the sides and 5.7 per cent. in the 
back. This particular book had been kept in а London 
library which was illuminated only bv electric light or day- 
light. As the leather covering back and sides was all in 
one piece, there could be no suggestion that such a contrast 
in acid content had applied in the original leather or had 
been caused by uneven applications of a possibly acid paste. 
Absorption of sulphur compounds from the atmosphere is 
the only tenable explanation of this. It is not definitely 
known whether the sulphur is absorbed in the form of 
sulphurous acid and then oxidised to sulphuric acid, or 
whether it is absorbed as sulphuric acid direct. The question 
as {о the form in which sulphur compounds exist in the 
atmosphere is being studied by the Atmospheric Pollution 
Committee of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. That this is not a simple problem is at once 
apparent when it is realised that sulphur determined as 
sulphur dioxide in the air rarely exceeds one part per 
million. Whatever may be the mechanism of formation, 
there is no doubt that many leathers after prolonged and 
free exposure to polluted atmosphere do contain sulphuric 
acid in the free state, whereas the same leathers protected 
from free exposure to the atmosphere for the same duration 
of time do not. 


An Unsuspected Factor 
In ту opinion, this is the most important of the unsus- 
pected factors which the Royal Society of Arts Committee 
overlooked. The samples—of leather exhibited inside the 
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cover of the Report, which were prepared in accordance 
with the conclusions of the committee’s report, are still in 
excellent condition after twenty-six years, but thev have 
thus been protected from the action of the atmosphere. It 
would have been of ‘extreme interest to see if they would 
have resisted the effect of free exposure to a polluted 
atmosphere for the same period. 

Another observation which arrested my attention in the 
carly days of this work was the sight of two books supposed 
to be uniformly bound within a year of each other and 
stored next to each other on the same open shelf. In spite 
of apparently identical conditions of treatment, one was in 
excellent condition and the other was chipped and liable 
to crumble, producing a red powder when scratched.

In Table I will be seen a comparative analysis of three 
pairs of such books, and the conclusions to be drawn from 
it are three. Firstly, in every case the rotted backs contain 
more acid than the sound backs, from which it would 
appear that the more acid is absorbed the more rotting 
takes place; secondly, leathers vary widely in their absorp- 
tion of acid; thirdly, some leather will resist rotting even 
after fifty years and containing 4.7 per cent. of sulphuric 
acid. 

At first glance, consideration of these three pairs of 
ieathers might lead one to the conclusion that the marked 
difference in durability could only be due to difference in 
the nature of the tanning material. In the light of experi- 
ence gained since that work was done, I am no longer of 
that opinion. 

Now, I would like to draw your attention to a group 
of four leathers, removed from folios kept at Windsor 
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Castle and very kindly given to me by permission of the 
librarian. Three of them, (A), (B) and (c), were bound in 
1903 with leather from the same delivery. One of them (c), 
remained in Windsor all its life and is apparently perfectly 
sound. The other two, (4) and (в), are obviously badly 
rotted. They were stored only half their life at Windsor; 
for the remainder of the period they were kept at 
Buckingham Palace. 

I must confess that I at once jumped to the conclusion 
that if analysed (А) and (в) would be found to contain 
considerable amounts of sulphuric acid and that (c) would 
contain very little, if any. Analysis, however, established 
the hard fact that, although (a) and (в) contained five per 


cent., (с) contained as much as three per cent. On making

further close visual examination of (c), it was found to be 
actually showing the first signs of deterioration, and this 
condition was confirmed chemically by determining the 
proportion of the leather which has been rendered soluble 
in water. The proportion of a leather soluble in water 
has been found to run parallel to the extent of the rotting. 

The lesson to be learned from this small section of the 
work is that even in small towns (the population of 
Windsor in 1921 was 20,000) the atmosphere is much less 
pure than would be imagined. According to a well-known 
authority, the domestic hearth in large numbers is a 
greater offender in polluting the atmosphere by smoke than 
a few factory chimneys. 

With regard to leather (D), it is quite free from any visual 
sign of deterioration and contains only two per cent. of 
sulphuric acid, although exposed freely to Windsor atmo- 
sphere for double the length of time. "This supplies another 
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example of the variation in the absorbing power of different 
leathers for sulphuric acid. 

On the question of the effect of polluted atmospheres, it 
appeared to me a significant point that when visiting the 
National Library of Wales, Aberystwyth, I was not able to 
obtain typical examples of rotted leathers. Although the 
library was only completed in 1912, books bound about that 
time would have had ample opportunity to evince signs of 
decay in nineteen years, but they have not done so. An- 
other institution where red rot is unknown is the Royal 
Library at the University of Uppsala. Let me read you a 
letter which I received recently from the librarian, Dr. 
Lundberg. For my introduction to him I am indebted to 
the kindness and keen interest of Mr. Douglas Cockerell. 

“ Practically we have never rebound a book because of 
leather rotting, and crumbling to a red powder dces not 
occur. We have no glass book-cases, and dressing greases 
are not used. Uppsala is not a manufacturing town burning 
much coal. Private houses still to a large extent use wood 
for domestic fuel. The library building has a high and 
free situation.” | 

Speaking broadly, then, Table II may be said to repre- 
sent fairly the etfect of various atmospheres on books. 


Sulphuric Acid in Tanning 


Some six years ago, the old suggestion was still being 
made and the idea still being fostered that decay in such 
libraries as that of the British Museum, where no gas had 
ever been burnt, was due to the use of sulphuric acid by 
the tanner in the preparing or dressing of the leather. 

I have examined some hundreds of samples of deteriorated 
vegetable-tanned leathers, and in no single case has the acid 
content been less than three per cent.—generally five to 
eight per cent. I think no one would venture to suggest that 
such colossal amounts of acid would be put into the leather 
by the tanner. Furthermore, such an idea is at once re- 
futed by the fact that the sound, unexposed portions of all 
these leathers mostly contained less than one per cent., and 
it is more than likely that even this small amount could 
be accounted for by slow absorption of sulphuric acid from 
the atmosphere over a prolonged period by the more or 
less protected portions.

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A Startling Innovation 


Photo-Hlectric Engraving 
(From a Special Correspondent) 


Photo-engravers in the United States have been great 
sufferers by the business depression there. Now inventors 
of two engraving machines to do their work by electricity 
have scared the engravers still further by threatening to 
decrease the business they now get from the country news- 
papers. These new machines were suggested evidently by 
the ones developed in both New York and London whereby 
a news photograph wrapped around the cylinder of a 
sending machine would be received as a negative in line in 
another city any distance away. The best example of this 
was shown in '' Penrose's Annual '' some five or six years 
ago. 

These new photo-electric engravers use the same principle 
of the photo-electric cell to raise and lower a V-shaped 
cutting tool in an engraver's ruling machine so as to 
engrave lines in a polished sheet of zinc secured on the bed 
of the machine. The graver reciprocates back and forth, 
cutting on the forward stroke, and is raised out of contact 
with the zinc on the return stroke. The bed steps sideways 
at each stroke a pre-determined distance so as to keep the 
lines equi-distant. 

The claims of these inventors are, as usual, preposterous. 
A single-column cut is engraved in five minutes and a 
double-column in ten minutes, and the cost is one-twentieth 
that of photo-engraving. One inventor is promised £1,000 
worth of business the first year from a single client. 

It has proved practical in New York State to connect up 
typewriters in the police stations of the chief cities so that 
an alarm for an escaping motor-car, for example, if written 
on one typewriter will be repeated by all the machines 
connected in the circuit. The inventors of the telegraphic 
engravers expect to connect up their machines in 10,000 
of the country newspapers, so that a news picture engraved 
in one office will be duplicated on all the other machines. 

It is claimed that these machines will engrave in relief 
line drawings, signatures, Ben Day tints and possibly half- 
tones; so it will be interesting to watch further develop- 
ments. At present the whole photo-engraving business is 
much disturbed over the innovation.

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Death of Mr. W. Ward 
Messrs. F. Howard Doulton & Co., Ltd. 


The death of Mr. William Ward, managing director of 
Messrs. F. Howard Doulton and Co., Ltd., of 73/75, 
Minories, E.C.3, with which firm he had been connected 
for over 38 years, occurred recently at the age of 62, 
and is deeply regretted by many in the printing trade in 
which he was widely known and greatly esteemed. Al- 
though he had been in indifferent health for a long period 
the end came rather suddenly.

Although the many plans 
and various details had been approved by Mr. Ward, his 
long illness had prevented his taking any active part in 
other than the preparatory work, with the consequence 
that all the organising of the various departments in the 
new building and the removal had to be undertaken by 
his colleague, Mr. A. E. Brooke, upon whom the finality 
of the new scheme devolved. With the able assistance ot 
all the employees, who were most loyal throughout that 
strenuous and difficult period, the scheme was brought to 
a successful fruition and on the first anniversary of the 
removal as a mark of appreciation of the excellent services 
carried out by Mr. Brocke he was the recipient of a hand. 
some clock suitably inscribed from the officials of the com- 
pany. During this '' All British '' slogan period principals 
and employees of the Doulton Press feel confident that pros- 
peritv is before them, this belief being based on the great 
activity and loyalty now manifesting itself in the new 
building which, unfortunately, Mr. Ward did not survive 
long enough to see or even to occupy the new office which 
he had chosen for himself. 


A Brief Story of Playing Cards 


The date of the origin of playing cards is not actually 
known, although it has been said that they were invented 
about the twelfth century for the amusement of the con- 
cubines of Seun-ho, a Chinese Emperor. In India, round 
playing cards of known antiquity are preserved іп 
museums. 

The date of the introduction of playing cards into Europe. 
is also obscure, although they were supposed to have been 
mentioned about the middle of the thirteenth century. In 
spite of this, however, they are not referred to by Petrarch, 
Boccaccio, or Chaucer, although these authors wrote about 
contemporary games. It may therefore be assumed that 
they were introduced into Europe about the middle of the 
fourteenth century, possibly by the Crusaders, but did 
not become popular until about half a century later. 

It has been much disputed whether the earliest cards 
were printed from wood blocks, but it has been definitely 
established that the card-makers of Ulm, Nuremberg, and 
Augsburg (1418-1450) printed their cards from wood blocks. 
It may be that the demand for playing cards stimulated 
the development of the art of wood-cutting. The suits 
bells, leaves, 
and acorns. On early Italian cards swords, batons, caps, 
and money were used, and these are still used to-day in 
Italy and Spain. The French card-makers adopted a 
series of suits, which are to-day used generally in France 
and England, of cceurs, tréfles, piques, and carreaux. A 
cæur, of course, is a heart; trèfle, though called so from 
its similarity to the trefoil leaf, was no doubt copied from 
the German acorn; the pique from the leaf of the German 
suits (although the actual name seems to have come from 
the sword, spada, of the Italian suits); carreau is diamond. 

The trade of manufacturing playing cards was, during 
the latter half of the fifteenth century, chiefly carried on 
at Lyons, where dealers controlled the bands of hawkers 
who wandered all over France. The Lyons merchants 
were also able to control North Italy and the Rhine Valley 
by means of their river traffic. 


There recently came into the English book market a 
complete set of Lyons playing cards dating from the latter 
half of the fifteenth century, printed from wood blocks and 
afterwards hand-painted. This set of cards had been used 
by a bookbinder for a binding, and although broken in 
two the break was clean and the edges untrimmed. This 
example was priced at £1,500.—'' L. & M. News.”

ВІ.Е. Poster Competition 


There opened to the public last Thursday, at the Alpine 
Club Gallery, Mill Street, Conduit Street, London, an ex- 
hibition of posters by art students who were invited by the 
Department of Overseas Trade to compete for the design 
of a poster suitable for advertising the coming British 
Industries Fair. 

The winning design is the work of Mr. Timothy Madden, 
a student at the Chelsea Polytechnic School of Art. He 
is only eighteen years old, and has been at the Polytechnic 
for just over two years. 

The second prize goes to Miss M. Palmer, of tne Liverpool 
City School of Art, and the third to Mr. C. W. T. Page, of 
the Luton Technical Institute. Mr. E. Bellingham (Liver- 
pool City School of Art), Mr. D. W. Fricker (Harrow School 
of Art), Mr. F. Lee (Bradford College of Art), and Miss C. 
Murphy are each awarded honourable mention. 

The posters were judged by a group of well-known Lon. 
don art critics, who expressed the opinion that the standard 
was surprisingly high. There were 246 entries, represent- 
ing most of the important schools of art in England and 
Scotland. 

Taking the exhibition as a whole the two salieni 
criticisms are that the students are inclined to err too much 
in the direction of cubism, and that they are tempted to 
overcrowd their posters with detail. That the judges have 
demanded simplicity is manifest in the work of the winner 
of the first prize, a bold design in blue and rose, depicting 
a classic helmet with ideas of mechanism worked into it.

Used for Book Illustrations 


In view of the keen competition amongst the various 
illustration printing processes, it is interesting to learn from 
America that in a recently published book, “ The Sword 
of God,” by Guy Endore, Messrs. Farrar and Rinehart, the 
New York publishers, have used very successfully one of 
the new processes for printing illustrations. This book on 
Joan of Arc contains reproductions of paintings, photo- 
graphs of statuary, old wood cuts and copper engravings. 
The problem of getting good results from such varying 
tvpes of copy, some of which*would normally have bfen 
printed from line blocks and others from half-tones, was 
solved by the use of sheet-fed gravure done by the John C. 
Powers Co. By this method the fine lines of the engravings 
were not broken up bv a half-tone screen and the line draw- 
ings seemed equally sharp and clear. The illustrations were 
printed on the same antique paper as the text, instead of on 
coated stock as inserts, and so became an integral part 
of the book.

Mr. GEORGE A. Isaacs, in the course of a New Year 
message to the ‘‘ Natsopa Journal,'' writes: '' If the nations 
would but strive for peace as eagerly as they have fanned 
the flames of war, and seek understanding as diligently as 
they sought excuses for misunderstanding, then peace 
would be assured. We could give peace to the world if 
we could but establish between the nations, a Conciliation 
Committee such as that created by employers and employed 


in the printing industry, to settle all differences, smooth 


away difficulties and avoid excuses for conflict. So we 
commence a New Year. Trouble all around us, economic, 
industrial, international, and racial. The only prospect of 
better understanding is the Disarmament Conference. We 
have disarmed in the printing industry. We have found and 
are enjoying on both sides the peace that has come from 
disarmament. Since the reign of the Joint Industrial Coun- 
cil, Natsopa has become stronger numerically and finan- 
cially: stronger in its service to its members, stronger in 
its relationship and association with all that matters in the 
printing industry. The latest war—the tariff war—which 
our Coalition Government is determined to embark upon, 
will bring more difficulties and troubles to the printing 
industry. Happily the industry will join in meeting those 
difficulties which will but further unite instead of separate 
us. We are therefore able to concentrate our energies and 
efforts upon peaceful pursuits, and the benevolent activities 
that come through Trade Union organisations, and to take 
less heed of building up fighting funds. I trust that the 
only fight we shall have in 1932 in the printing industrv 
and in the world will be a fight for peace, by which means 
alone the world will again regain sanity and obtain that 
friendly relationship which this industry has so long en- 
joyed.”’ |

The proceedings were taken under 
the Newspaper, Printers and Reading Rooms Act, 1869. 
Mr. Cockerill admitted printing the leaflets but denied that 
he had infringed the law. The common interpretation of 
the Асї was that it applied to newspapers and books only. 
This was the first time in his 40 years' experience as a prin- 
ter that he had known a handbill to be termed a newspaper.

Klectrotypes from Rubber Moulds 


One of the latest developments in plate-making is spon- 
sored by the General Composition Co., Chicago, and consists 
of the introduction of rubber as a moulding medium. 

An ordinary printing forme consisting of text matter, 
zincos, half-tones, etc., is put into an hydraulic press and 
covered with a composition in the form of a rubber sheet— 
says the ‘‘ Photo-Engravers' Bulletin." The required pres- 
sure and heat are applied and the mould when completed 
looks very much like an ordinary wax mould and answers 

the same general purpose. The mould is graphited and 
` placed in a depositing tank and the shell is made in the 
usual manner. Any number of shells can be made from the 
same mould. 

А number of economies are claimed for this method: the 
ability to use the same mould for any number of shells re- 
quired; instead of using prepared anodes, scrap copper is 
placed in the depositing tanks and nickel shells can be made 
with the same facility as copper shells. Another outstand- 
ing feature is this: in the making of curved plates for news- 
paper and other rotary presses, the mould is fitted into a 
curved forme and the shell is deposited on the mould in that 
fashion. It is then put into a curved casting box and the 
backing is cast on to the mould. This makes the curving 
of plates unnecessary and is a great factor in the preserva- 
tion of register. Flat plates naturally are deposited on flat 
moulds. 

By curving the shell in the depositing tank, stretching 
and shrinking are avoided. These changes and the corres- 
ponding losses and disappointments that follow, generallv 
occur when electrotypes have to be curved to fit а rotary 
press cylinder. Four-colour newspaper printing, at a con- 
siderable saving oi time and money it is claimed, has been 
achieved with electrotypes made by this method, which 
compare favourably with the curved electrotypes usually 
employed for that purpose.

Intaglio Inking Apparatus 


In an intaglio printing machine, patented by Messrs. 
T. S. Meldrum and F. C. Lewis, the carrier for the doctor 
blade is mounted in bearings movable while the machine is 
running to vary the angularity of the blade, the movement 
of the bearings in one direction being effected positively 
against the action of an opposing force. In one form, the 


blade f is carried by a spindle а mounted on bearings in 
a pair of plates c, angularly adjustable about trunnions d 
by means of a screw i and an opposed spring h!. The 
plates are clamped after adjustment by studs g, engaging 
quadrant slots c!. Consequential angular adjustment of 
the spindle a in its bearings may be effected by any suitable 
means. In another form, sliding members are employed 
instead of angularly adjustable plates c.—342,317.

Selection of Colour 
'" GETTING the Best Out 
of Colour " would be the 
title for a very helpful ad- 
dress to every printer who 
occasionaly does some 
· work in other pigment than 
black. Опе of the things 
most printers appear to be 
in need of studying is the 
selection of colour. In the 
great majority of offices, a - 
job in colour means black 
64 and red, black and orange, 
brown and green or tint 
and solid of the same 
colour. Only rarely do we 
seem to meet the printer 
whose first thought in 
colour is to get away from 
the stereotyped choice. 
There is an unlimited field 
for experiment and adven- 
ture in colour selection, 
especially in the production 
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of modern printed publicity. Singularly enough 
there is a vast amount of technical literature dealing 
with colour harmony, coloured inks and their 
application, and the science of colour. In the pro- 
vince of commercial art there is a wealth of inspira- 
tion in colour, and even in our ink specimen books 
there is a sufficient choice of coloured inks and 
possible combinations to establish any printer as an 
expert in colour selection and arrangement. 
* + + 


Colour Cleanliness 
PERHAPS the first things a printer ought to know 
about colour are that a thoroughly clean wash up 
will ensure a clean colour, and that a cleanly pre- 
served and carefully protected tin will provide a 
clean and properly conditioned ink. A clean start 
is almost everything when printing in colour, and it 
is for lack of a conscientiously clean start that so 
much of our colour printing is tainted. 
* * + 


Use of Tinted Papers 

THE paper on which colour combinations are to be 
printed is an element of importance, especially when 
we get off white. Even in white papers there are 
blue whites, cream whites, yellow whites and warm 
pinky whites; but except in extreme cases these casts 
are fairly easily accommodated. Tinted papers, 
carefully selected, can act as a third dimension, a 
helpful colour foundation for further colour, in 
harmony or contrast as the case may be. It is when 
we come to the beautiful cover papers of to-day 
that the printer who can print gets his real chance 
for experiment and practice in colours of an un- 
usual kind. And it is worth observing that here is 
where our cover paper merchant specialists set the 
pace by presenting printers with remarkably fine 
colour demonstrations. 

* + + 
Effect of Paper on Colour 

IN reference to the question of colour and the part 
which paper may play in colour representation, 
there is an aspect which is both interesting and 
vitally important. We refer to the reproduction of 
colour by the tri-colouy process. Неге the final 
colour effect and value depends very largely upon 
the paper. Polished coated paper, or art paper as 
we call it, reflects light and by comparison with a 
matt coated or an uncoated paper yields a brighter 
and more faithfully coloured picture. Further, the 
surface drying of the inks on smooth-coated paper 
helps to preserve pigmentary values better than the 
other types of paper which help drying by absorp- 
tion. The fibrous surface of an uncoated paper 
absorbs light as well as ink, and dulls the colour of 
the ink. Apart from the surface effect on inks, there 
is the very considerable influence of the tone of the 
paper. А creamy or pinky paper has either to be 
negatived by the handling of the inks or left to 
exercise whatever influence it may. So far as tri- 
colour illustration printing is concerned, the ideal 
paper is bright white. Some day the question of 
standardising whiteness in papers for three- and 
four-colour process printing will be tackled in order 
to achieve conformity between inks and paper.

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The Late Mr. H. C. Bolton 


A Loss to the Printing Industry 


By the death of Mr. H.C. Bolton, life managing director 
of Messrs. Lorilleux and Bolton, Ltd.—which occurred on 
January 12th, as briefly announced in last week's issue— 
the printing industry loses one of its most valued members 
and one who was both respected and loved by a remark- 
ably wide circle of friends. 

Born in Yorkshire in 1870, the son of the Rev. Francis 
Bolton—Congregational minister and one of the greatest

authorities of his time on dead languages—Herbert 
Cockson Bolton was educated at the Royal Grammar 
School, Lancaster. Subsequently entering the printing 
trade, he became one of the founders of the printing ink 
manufacturing firm of Morris and Bolton, Ltd., which was 
later amalgamated with the English interests of Ch. 
Lorilleux and Co. The enthusiasm he showed in his 
business, combined with his generous sympathies, courtesy 
and broad humanity, had the effect of eliciting confidence 
and support, as well as esteem and affection, from those 
with whom he came in contact. His character is, indeed, 
impressed strongly upon the firm with which his name is 
associated, and he was responsible in no small measure for 
the progress it has achieved. Those who attended the 
opening of Messrs. Lorilleux and Bolton's new factory at 
Tottenham Hale in April, 1929, will remember the many 
evidences then shown of Mr. Bolton's keen and capable 
managership, and also the enthusiastic personal ovation 
that was given to him by the distinguished and representa- 
tive gathering then present. 

Mr. Bolton's activities were by no means limited to his 
own business, but went out to the industry as a whole, and 
beyond it. He was especially interested in improving the 


' plates, 
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relationships of employers and employed, and in this con- 
nection gave his support to the National Industrial 
Alliance, of whose Council he was a member. Printing 
trade charities also found in him a willing and powerful 
helper. His great influence was used, too, in furthering 
the cause of technical education, an indication of this 
being found in his election as a member of the governing 
body of the London School of Printing. He was prominent 
also in London Masonic circles. He was a Liveryman of 
the Stationers’ Company, and a Freeman of the City of 
London. His clubs were the Constitutional, the British 
Empire, Royal Automobile and Aldwych. He was a great ` 
lover of the sea, and his chief hobbies were fishing, row- 
ing, rifle shooting, golf and carpentry ; in his later years 
motoring was his chief recreation. 

Mr. Bolton leaves a widow, three sons—Norman A. 
Bolton, Kenneth J. Bolton (a director of Lorilleux and 
Bolton, Ltd.), and Dr. Donald H. Bolton, M.R.C.S,, 
L.R.C.P.—and a daughter, Miss Effie Boiton. 

The funeral service—at the Crematorium, Golders 
Green, on Friday last— provided further evidence of the 
high regard and affection in which Mr. Bolton was held. 
The chapel was filled to overflowing for the service, at 
which many business associates and friends, and well- 
known representatives of the trade, joined with the family 
and personal mourners in paying a last tribute to the 
deceased. The esteem with which Mr. Bolton was 
regarded by his могкреоріс was seen in the presence of 
over fifty employees. There were, moreover, many 
beautiful floral offerings. The simple but touchingly im- 
pressive choral service struck a note of sincerity thoroughly 
in keeping with the feelings of those who knew Mr. Bolton 
as he was, and therefore have cause to mourn his loss. 


Book Printers and Publishers 
Liability for Property 


The British Federation of Master Printers announces the 
following agreement between book printers and publishers. 

I. The following are held by the printer as bailee only : — 

(a) Property belonging to or supplied by the publisher, 
such as paper (printed or unprinted), stereo and electro- 
wood-cuts, process blocks, moulds, manuscripts, 
books, designs, drawings, paintings, pictures, photographs, 
etc.; 

(b) Finished goods (in sheet or book form, bound or 
unbound); 

*(c) Standing matter, i.e., 
standing matter. 

II. (a) Where property belonging to or supplied by the 
publisher is in course of transit from publisher to printer, 
the printer is not responsible for loss of or damage to it. 

(b) Where such property is in course of transit by sea 
from printer to publisher or his agreed nominee, whether in 
the free delivery area or not, and the carrier is the agent of 
the printer, the printer is responsible for loss of or damage 
to such property until delivery to the publisher or his agreed 
nominee. 

(c) Where such property is in course of transit otherwise 
than by sea from printer to publisher or his agreed nominee, 
whether in the free delivery area or not, and the carrier is 
the agent of the printer, the printer is in the position of 
bailee until safe delivery of such property to the publisher 
or his agreed nominee. 

HI. The printer is responsible for loss of or damage to 
work in progress, with the exception that his responsibility 
for property belonging to or supplied by the publisher is 
that of a bailee only. 

*Note.—Nothing in this Agreement shall alter the existing 
position as regards standing type.

The press on which the folder will be printed is the new 
design standard high-speed stop cylinder machine supplied 


by Dawson Payne and Lockett, Ltd. The folder will be 
printed at the exhibition with inks supplied by Lorilleux 
and Bolton, Ltd. 

The design on the moving display has been prepared by 
Wallcousins, the artist. 

The conception of the exhibition is very largely that of 
Mr. Bertram Evans, and in the carrying out of the details 
he is having the co-operation of Mrs. B. L. Warde, 
Monotype Corporation, Ltd., and Mr. John Charles Tarr, 
Linotype and Machinery, Limited. 


Federation of Master Printers 


Important Matters in Hand 


At the quarterly meeting of the Council of the British 
Federation of Master Printers held at the Holborn 
Restaurant on Tuesday of last week, at which there was an 
unusually large attendance, some interesting business was 
dealt with in addition to routine work. 


New Organiser 


A decision was made to appoint a Federation organiser 
with a view to achieving closer co-operation among the 
Associations, the Alliances and the Federation. The new 
organiser is Mr. Harry H. Potts who is well known to many 
members of the industry. He commenced his duties on 
January 14th. 

The report of the Labour Committee was submitted by 
Mr. J. A. Stembridge. It included a reference to the pro- 
posals made to the Typographical Association for rates to 
men employed on Chambon and similar machines. 


Insurance 


The report of the Sub-Committee on Insurance showed 
that the whole question of insurance risks affecting printers 
was being considered and that meantime in connection with 
the replacement values of foreign machinery and stocks 
members had been advised to look into their insurances in 
view of the effect of depreciation of the pound sterling and 
other possible contingencies. 

An agreement arrived at between Federation book printers 
and publishers as to responsibility for the property of the 
publishers was reported as having been approved. (The 
agreement is printed on another page.) 


Accident Prevention 


The subject of accident prevention was before the Council 
on the reports of more than one committee and the Federa- 
tion is clearly endeavouring to achieve everything possible 
towards reduction of the number of accidents in connection 
with moving machinery. In this connection a series of 
special articles is appearing in the '' Members Circular '' 
stressing the urgent need for voluntary safety provisions to 
avoid the imposition of drastic regulations which besides 
being burdensome might have less effect towards the pre- 
vention of accidents. 


Examinations in Costing 


A Federation scheme for the holding of examinations in 
Costing was approved by the Council. It is based on a draft 
scheme prepared by the Lancashire and Cheshire Alliance 
Costing Committee. It provides for two examinations, a 
senior and a junior, to be held on a set day in May of each 
year, the first examinations to be held in May, 1933. 


Annual Congress 


Arrangements for this year's annual congress were 
approved. This is to be held at Llandudno from June 11th 
to 14th. There will be the usual business sessions, but the 
entertainment programme will be curtailed on this occasion. 
A registration fee of 10s. for each person attending the 
Congress is to be charged.

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The Modern Demand for Small Printing Machines 


By JOHN TAYLOR 


(Of Queen's Press, 


In contemplating the purchase of machines, it is essential, 
if a wise decision is to be made, that one should consider 
the question with special regard to local requirements. 
Clever advertising and good salesmanship have given 
prominence to the products of American and Continental 
engineers. The alert manager rightly gives close attention 
to all that is new and progressive, whether it is of home or 
foreign origin; but it is easy to make a mistake which may 
prove to be costly, unless the particular demands of the 
office in question are closely considered. 


Question of Length of Run 


A printing press that would be a profitable investment in 
America might be less satisfactory in England. In a 
country so large as America, where the art of advertising 
has been more fully developed than in England, large 
editions of printed matter are the rule rather than the 
exception. Obviously these long runs demand large, speedy 
presses, and an extensive use of various classes of duplicate 
plates. To attempt to compete with these, with small 
presses, would be futile; but there is a very important place 
for the small, fast-running printing machine, even in 
America. It is from the standpoint of the British printer 
that I would deal with the economic position of small 
presses in comparison with large ones. 

Most printing offices have a modest beginning.  Natur- 
aly the orders that come along are of the small variety 
which call for platen machines. Very soon the new beginner 
feels that he would like to be able to deal with larger work, 
and eventually he musters sufficient courage to purchase a 
small cylinder press. This experiment usually proves 
successful, and the young printer is in danger of assuming 
that success in his venture is a matter of arithmetic—the 
larger the machine the more profit. The printer in a small 
way of business is apt to fear the competition of larger 
firms. His fears are often groundless but, unfortunately, 
they might easily lead him to sink unnecessary capital in 
large presses which will eventually prove to be quite 
unprofitable. 


Unprofitable Large Presses 


As secretary of the costing committee I sent out a 
questionnaire to the members of the Manchester Associa- 
tion of Master Printers in order to ascertain the average 
hourly rate, in the district, of every type of machine. The 
information supplied by 30 firms proved to be most en- 
lightening. In every instance the figures indicated that 
the average productive hours of the large presses were 
low in comparison with those of the smaller ones. When 
interest on capital, depreciation, floor space, power, and 
other incidentals are taken into account it does not need 
much imagination to realise that unless large presses are 
kept moving they become a serious drain upon the profits 
of their owners. 

The records of productive and unproductive hours of 
printing machines, which are essential to the working of a 
costing system, bear eloquent testimony to the unprofitable 
nature of large presses in the average printing office. 

The printing trade is, and has long been, over-equipped. 
Machines, to be profitable, must be kept running on work 
which approximates the size of the machine it is worked 


upon. 
Prolific Source of Loss 


A stroll around the average press-room will reveal a 
serious state of affairs. One will observe machine after 
machine engaged upon work which could be done on a 
much smaller one. It is this prolific source of loss that I 
would like to deal with, as briefly as possible, without 
boring you unduly with figures. 

In these davs one hears much about price-cutting. 
Naturally, in times of depression there is keen competition 
for the little work there is available. Much of the price- 
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cutting is brought about by the undue amount of standing 
time of the larger presses in the average printing office. 


A Printer’s Lesson 


A well-known printer's engineer, who was -on very 
friendly terms with the proprietor of a large provincial 
office, ventured to suggest that it would pay him to instal a 
demy-folio Wharfedale machine. This the printer treated 
as a joke, and enjoyed a laugh at the expense of the 
engineer. Subsequently, whilst walking through the 
machine room, the engineer was able to point out that a 
considerable number of machines, ranging from royal to 
double-demy were engaged upon printing jobs that could 
have been done equally well on a demy folio machine. The 
printer learned his lesson, and put his house in order. 

On visiting machine rooms in various parts of the 
country I have been amazed at the extent of the evil of 
printing small jobs on large machines. It is a wise practice 
always to work a job on a machine which is capable of 
printing a sheet a size larger than the one in hand. Beyond 
that amount of elasticity it becomes unprofitable, for the 
following reasons: such a practice leads to waste of power, 
uneven wear in the centre of the inking rollers, an undue 
amount of fraying of the roller ends, waste of cylinder 
dressing, extra make-ready time, waste of time in washing- 
up and changing of colour, waste of ink, and other sources 
of loss. 


How to Estimate 


The alert estimator will calculate the cost of producing 
a job of 5,000 and over in two ways. 1, Worked on a small 
machine; and 2, if printed double the size on а large 
machine. This is good in practice and will, I think, prove 
that in the majority of cases the advantage is on the side 
of the small machine. 

I have in mind a job consisting of half-tone blocks and 
type, demy 4to. When woiked in eight pages (double 
demy) the make-ready and running of 3,500 copies took 
nine hours when printed on a double royal machine. When 
worked in demy (four pages), two formes were done on a 
royal machine in the same time as the eight pages on the 
larger one. 

You will readily see that in euch a case the choice of the 
smaller machine was a wise one. There was no loss in 
make-ready time, and the faster running of the small press 
made up for the smaller number of pages printed. In the 
case of the royal machine there was a saving of 2s. 6d. per 
hour on the lower hourly rate, floor space was economised 
(an important feature in highly-rented city offices), and a 
fair amount of power also was saved. 

(At this point three estimates were submitted to the 
meeting showing comparisons when the work was done on 
large and small machines. In each case the advantage was 
in favour of the small machine.) 


Small Jobs on Large Presses 


The question will, doubtless, arise: What has an over- 
seer to do if dealing with small jobs when only large presses 
are vacant? Obviously he must put the small work on 
the large machines, but he cannot expect the customer to 
pay for the work at the rate of the machine it is printed 
on. It must be assumed that the printer is equipped with 
machines suitable for the work he is handling; otherwise 
he must accept the consequences of the inevitable loss. On 
the other hand, if a customer insists upon having quick 
delivery he must be made to pay extra if his job has to be 
put on a larger machine, should one of suitable size not 
be available. 

Small presses lend themselves admirably for group driv- 
ing, a system of electric drive which is admittedly more

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economical than individual drive, as the efficiency of small 
motors is not so great as that of larger motors. 


Engineering Efficiency 


As previously stated, printers' engineers, appreciating 
the utility of small machines, have applied their ingenuity 
to perfecting them. Great strides in this direction have 
been made since the War. The fact that engineers were 
allowed, during the War, to modernise their plant out of 
profit, has revolutionised engineering practice and has led 
to increased output without the quality of workmanship 
suffering. The adoption of mass production has brought 
about reduced prices. Accurate gear-cutting and the almost 
universal adoption of precision tools have made it possible 
to run printing machines at very high speed, and this has 
demanded the manufacture of automatic feeders, in order 
that the full advantage of high-speed presses could be 
taken. The fully-automatic feeder has now passed the 
experimental stage. The printer has at his disposal British- 
made feeders which are sturdy, efficient and very reason- 
able in price. 


Small Cylinder Presses 


The following is a list of small cylinder presses which 
have been brought to the front of recent years: AMERICAN— 
Kelly Auto-Feed Crown Two-Rev.; High-Speed Miller Two- 
Rev. Auto-Feed; American Miehle Co. Royal Horizontal 
Auto-Feed and Vertical Miehle Royal Folio Auto-Feed. 
BritisH—Waite and Saville Demy and Royal Two-Rev. 
with Auto-Feed; Linotype and Machinery Co. Demy Two- 
Rev. Auto-Feed; Furnival Demy Two-Rev. Fully Auto- 
matic; Dawson, Payne and Elliott ‘‘ Standard ’’ Wharfe- 
dale, ranging in size from crown onward. The last-named 
machine is undoubtedly calculated to become a favourite, 
on account of its silent running and high speed. The dis- 
tributing and inking arrangements are equal to those of any 
two-rev. press. It is equipped with many refinements and 
the price, compared with those of American or Continental 
machines, is very attractive. 


Automatic Platens 


The development of fully-automatic platen machines 
has been somewhat neglected by British engineers. They 
have allowed the Continental engineers to get a foothold in 
this country by their introduction of the New Register 
Model Heidelberg, the Victoria Kobold, the Auto-Zeus, the 
Auto Pheenix and other similar platen machines. Waite 
and Saville, of course, have their Auto Falcon Machines, 
and a Manchester firm has put on the market an auto 
platen which resembles the well-known Heidelberg. It is 
to be hoped that the British engineer will emulate his 
Continental rival, as fast-running fully automatic platen 
machines are much appreciated by large and small printers 
the world over. 

The pre-War prices of stereos and electros being so low 
made it possible to use large presses profitablv, but the 
present-day prices of duplicates gives the advantage to 
small machines. The universal use of steel cylinder bearers 
on modern presses makes it possible to print very large 
editions with a minimum wear on the type or plates. 
Unless a considerable reduction is made in the price of 
duplicate plates the advantage which large presses had over 
small machines will be lost. 


Tri-Colour Work 


Small cylinder machines have а very great economic 
advantage when engaged upon tri-colour work. Fewer 
electros are needed than is the case when colour work is 
printed in large sheets. The life of nickel-faced lead- 
moulded electros is exceedingly long. They will stand up 
to very long runs without showing signs of wear; in fact, 
they are even better in this respect than are copper 
originals. There ig less trouble, in regard to register, on 
small machines than is the case on large ones. The variable 
nature of the atmospheric conditions in England is the 
source of much trouble when colour work is in profress. 
There are so few printing offices in England which are 
equipped with air-conditioning plants that it is not pos- 
sible to handle colour work economically and well in 
excessively large sheets. This fact is a very potent advan- 
lage in favour of printing colour work on small presses. 
[he expensive operation of slip-sheeting illustration. work 
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is less necessary on small sheets than is the case with large 
ones. On long runs a pressman of average ability is able 
to mind two fully automatic small presses. This is a valu- 
able point in favour of the small machine as it will be 
readily conceived that a large, fully automatic machine will 
tax the whole physical and mental resources of a pressman. 


Watch Productive Hours ! 


Criticism which is not constructive is without value. I 
have been asked by printers who are admittedly over- 
equipped with large presses, which by their low record of 
productive hours have ceased to be profitable, to suggest 
a remedy for the difficulty. In such a case I would advise 
that the older machines which show a high percentage of 
standing time should be scrapped and replaced by smaller, 
fully-automatic modern machines. 

To a progressive printer who is still in a small way of 
business who desires to increase his machine room facilities 
and favours the introduction of large machines, I would 
suggest that before launching into serious capital outlay 
he should, in estimating for work quote for doing it on his 
existing machine and, as ап alternative assume that he 
possesses the larger machine he proposes to purchase. 
Unless he has definite proof that he can keep the large press 
running for an average of thirty hours per week on work 
that could not be done on the small press he owns, he is not 
justified in putting down the larger machine. It would be 
better to print the job on the small machine he has, even 
at a smaller profit, and wait until he has sufficient orders 
which demand a large machine, when the large outlay of 
capital would be justified. 

It would be stupid to suggest that there is no place for 
the large press in English offices. I contend, however, that 
the fine range of small and speedy cylinder presses which 
are now Offered put into the hands of a progressive printer 
immense opportunities to print, well and profitably, any- 
thing from a cheap handbill to colour work of the highest 
possible class. 


The Size and Cost of Books 


Revolutionary Reduction Proposed 


Last month Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N. (re- 
tirel) announced that he had perfected the reading machine 
on which he has been working for the past twelve years 
to reduce the cost of the average 65,000-word book to five 
cents. Admiral Fiske's reading machine is built on the 
principle of microscopic {уре read through a magnifying 
glass, and according to the ''Publisher's Weekly '' the 
machine weighs less than four ounces and resembles a 
lorgnette in shape and size. It is held on the nose and 
after a page is read instead of turning to the next the 
thumb of the hand holding the machine turns the screw on 
the handle and instantly the next page appears. 

А book of 100,000 words, for example, can be printed on 
two strips of paper two and five-eighths inches wide, and 
twenty-three inches long. On each side of the paper appear 
25,000 words. After the first 25,000 words of the book are 
read, the reader reverses the strip of paper in the machine 
and begins on the second quarter of the 100,000-word book. 
The Fiske machine can be made at $1 each. 


The process of making a book to fit the Fiske machine 
is fairly simple. A manuscript is turned over to a typist, 
who copies it on a sheet of paper about two-thirds the 
width of an ordinary letterhead. The typewritten сору is 
then turned over to a photo-engraver, who reduces it to 
one-twenty-fifth of its size. ‘' And then," said Admiral 
Fiske, '' the author of a 100,000-word book leaves the 
engraver with four plates of his book in his pocket, goes to 
the printer and in a day or so he can begin mailing his 
latest work to his reading public.’’ One of the best printers 
in America has quoted the price of $557 for an edition of 
10.000 books of 100,000 words length printed on a better 
quality of paper than goes into the average $2 novel. At 
this price the cost of manufacture on each book would be 
a little more than 5} cents, or to be precise, 5.57 cents.

Now, if further evidence in support of this polluted atmo- 
sphere theory were required, it could be supplied if we could 
show that if books were stored in a city in such a way that 
the circulation of the atmosphere in the store were restricted, 
they would remain in sound condition for, say, fifteen years. 


Effects of Atmosphere 


I have many examples of such, but will mention only four 
in detail. А number of books bound in maroon seal leather 
and kept on open shelves in the Records Room at the 
Middlesex Guildhall were inspected recently by me on behalf 
of the firm who had supplied the leather in 1903. After 
twenty-seven years the books were still in perfect condition. 
As this result 1s now attributed to the nature of the storage 
accommodation, it deserves special mention. The Records 
Room is a large cellar, illuminated by electric light when 
required, closed by a steel door at night and ventilated just 
enough to keep mould growth in check, a steady tempera- 
ture being maintained throughout the year. By the great 
kindness and public spirit of the chairman of the Middlesex 
County Council, Mr. E. S. W. Hart, the whole binding of 
one of the books was stripped off and handed to me for 
analvsis. The suiphuric acid was found in both back and 
sides to be 0.30 per cent., thus showing that no acid 
absorption had taken place over the twenty-seven years of 
storage. (In a separate experiment this leather absorbed 
0.88 per cent. when exposed to burnt gas fumes for three 
months, thus showing that it was capable of absorbing acid 
if there was any to absorb.) 

A similar case, where conditions of storage have a favour- 
able effect, is the book store of one of the University of 
London libraries. This is a strong room which is quite dark 
except when illuminated by a portable electric hand-lamp as 
required, is only occasionally opened and is of even tempera- 
ture, being bounded by inside walls. Books stored in this 
strong room have remained sound during twenty-six 
years, whereas books bound in the same leather but ex- 
posed in a first floor room with open windows have become 
friable at the edges. 

A skin of blue seal leather had been kept rolled up on a 
shelf of а big bookbinding workshop in London in which 
there were several rings burning gas every working day. 
The protected part of the leather inside the roll was per- 
fectly tough and of a full shade of colour, whereas the 
exposed edges of the roll had become bleached and very 
easily tearable after twenty-two years, in spite of its being 
a pvrogallol-tanned leather. 

A set of leather bound books had been 
Bermondsey for twenty to thirty years. In spite of this 
and of the fact that the leather was of a native-tanned 
catechol tannage, stripped and retanned and dyed in the 
presence of sulphuric acid, they are stil in perfectly 
sound condition. I want to emphasise that this treat- 
ment is referred to in the Royal Society of Arts Report 
as being most likely to result in permanent decay. The 
significant point, however, is that they were alwavs kept 
in a glass book-case which has evidently been effective in 
preventing the absorption of additional sulphuric acid. 

Although these various points do not constitute a 
definite proof that the purity of the atmosphere is the sole 
condition requisite for the prevention of the deterioration 
of leather on prolonged storage. it mav safely be con- 
cluded that a polluted atmosphere greatly accelerates 
deterioration. This view directly confirms the conclusion 
reached by Faraday in 1843, although it is now realised that 
an industrial atmosphere is just as harmful as gaslight in a 
library. 

In reviewing recent work on the rotting of leather, I 
would state that some rather startling results have been 


stored in 


obtained in America when comparing the resistance to acid 
destruction of pyrogallol and of catechol-tanned leathers. 
It has been found that catechol-tanned leathers are more 
resistant than those of the pyrogallol type. This confirms 
some work of my own and is so opposed to the view held 
on this point for the last 30 years that before accepting it 
in full one must be cautious and carry out further work. 
І have made a beginning on this point, and it appears pos- 
sible that before long we may be able to reconcile these 
conflicting points of view. 


The Worst Possible Example 


Now, in order to couple up cause and effect in research 
work, it is always a good maxim that one should exag- 
gerate the cause and look for a greatly increased effect or 
select for study an exaggerated effect which of itself should 
enable one the more easily to discern the cause. 

I took the worst possible example of rotted leather that 
had ever come into my hands and attempted a detailed 
study of its chemical composition. The leather was so 
rotted that it broke of its own weight when lifted up. I 
am indebted for it to the principal of the Leathersellers' 
Technical College, Bermondsey, Mr. M. C. Lamb, who very 
kindly cut a large piece of it from the specimen in his 
museum case. 

l found, as I expected, that it was exceptionally acid—to 
the extent of 6.3 per cent. Fifty-six per cent. of the leather 
had been rendered soluble in water, and of this dissolved 
leather one quarter was in the form of ammonia compounds 
and one quarter in the form of amino acid. The presence 
of the ammonia can only be ascribed to oxidation and the 
amino acid to what is known as hydroly sis. Without turn- 
ing this into a lecture on organic chemistry, I will simply 
state that the destruction of the leather had been brought 
about, not by acid alone, but by oxidation as well. This 
idea has been suggested before, but has never been proved. 

On examining ordinary rotted Jeathers—i.e., leathers 
deteriorated to a lesser degree than the above extreme case, 
deterioration has been found in every case to have been due 
to oxvgen and acid, but invariably oxygen has played the 
more important róle. 


Attempts at Rotting by Artificial Means 


It was decided, therefore, to see whether leather could be 
rotted artificially by treating it with some oxidising agent. 
A series of leathers was taken and treated so that they con- 
tained five per cent. of added sulphuric acid, an amount 
similar to that found in naturally rotted leathers. A similar 
series was taken without added acid. Both sets were 
damped daily with hydrogen peroxide, and a third set was 
damped daily with water instead. 

After several trials, it was found that with peroxide alone, 
although it has a bleaching action in some cases, no rotting 
was effected. With sulphuric acid alone there was also no 
rotting in the ten days of the experiment, but with the two 
reagents acting in conjunction, there was a very marked 
effect in ten days, most of the leathers being completely 
gelatinised and structureless, 

The logical conclusion from this series of experiments is 
that rotting may be avoided if leathers can be maintained 
free from strong acid. This independent confirmation from 
the laboratory of the practical conclusions already referred 
to 1s significant. 


Effect of Tanning Material 


In order to see whether tanning material had any influence 
either way on liability to rot, the experiment was repeated 
on a series of leathers which had been specially tanned with

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pure single tanning materials, including oak-bark, sumac, 
myrobalans, chestnut, gambier, mimosa, quebracho, etc. 
Similar results were obtained, but it was observed that the 
pyrogallol-tanned leathers were more destroyed than those 
tanned with catechols. This somewhat striking result has 
already been commented upon. Attention must, however, 
be drawn to one observation. The rotted leathers did not 
show the usual red powdery effect, but were mostly black, 
brittle and structureless. On analysis, the rotted leathers 
also showed marked differences to naturally rotted leathers. 
Although the proportion of the leather rendered soluble in 
water was about the same, there was comparative absence 
of the ammonia compounds and amino acid found invariably 
in naturally rotted leathers. It is, therefore, necessary to 
go cautiously before adopting such a method as a test of 
durability for new leathers. The great value of having such 
a test is, however, fuily realised, and the method is being 
studied more closely. 

Reference will now be made to other attempts at causing 
leathers to rot by artificial means. 


Gas Fumes Test 


Gas fumes have long been blamed (and justly) for the 
rotting of leather over prolonged periods. The Royal 
Society of Arts Committee considered 1t was the worst offen- 
der, but some investigators have been able to bring about 
the rotting of leather by gas fumes in less than two months. 
My experience in this direction has been somewhat different. 

I exposed a series of leathers to the fumes of burnt gas 
for three months, night and day, with the temperature kept 
below ninety degrees Fahrenheit, in a very subdued light. 
At the end of that time, all were more or less darkened, 
but there was no genuine rotting (red powdering). Analysis 
showed that, although sulphuric acid had been absorbed up 
to between 1.5 and 4 per cent., the proportion of leather 
rendered soluble in water was low—between one-third and 
one-tenth of that present in naturally rotted leathers. 

The experiment was repeated with the modification that 
it was made more severe. The leathers were exposed over 
five months and were transferred for some hours each day 
to the outside air. The idea was that alternate warm and 
dry, cold and moist conditions might have a more energetic 
action than uninterrupted exposure in the gas chamber. In 
this case I also failed to rot the leather. I would greatly 
welcome any opportunity of exchanging views with those 
investigators who succeeded in achieving rotting in two 
months. A difference in conditions of temperature and light 
might account for the difference in results. A possible 
difference in sulphur content of the gas is not a satisfactory 
explanation as comparison of gas analyses over the last 
thirty years will show. 

In this connection, I would like to refer to the statement 
of the late Mr. Alfred Seymour-Jones, embodied in the 
Royal Society of Arts 1905 Sub-Committee Report. He 
gives full details of procedure in his experiments on gas 
fumes and states that his orginal experimental pieces 
“* were filed with the Royal Society of Arts for safe keeping 
for the express purpose of enabling future investigators 
either to confirm or amend the work so far accomplished.”’ 


Exposure to Sunlight 


Another reputed cause of decay is sunlight. I collected 
leathers of all sorts of tannages, finishes and durabilities and 
exposed them to three hundred and thirty-seven hours of 
actual sunshine (or heat) spread over fifty-seven days, they 
being protected from rain by a frame of vita-glass. This 
resulted in a darkening of the catechol-tanned leathers and 
a slight tendency to crack, but otherwise there were no signs 
of the red rot typical of naturally decayed leathers. 

In another experiment, similar leathers were dried with 
five per cent. sulphuric acid and exposed to three hundred 
hours of sunlight during seventy-four days, the temperature 
varying between forty-one and one hundred and twenty- 
seven degrees Fahrenheit. In this case there was consider- 
able rotting in most cases, and analysis showed the forma- 
tion of ammonia compounds to a somewhat higher propor- 
tion than in other artificially rotted leathers, though still 
not so high as in naturally rotted leathers. 

It is interesting to read the most recent work from 
America, where leathers exposed within a few inches of a 
west window frequently kept open have rotted badly in 
eight and a quarter years. These included a leather tanned 


with sumac, this again indicating that a sumac tannage 
does not necessarily ensure durability. 

Now, I think I have said enough on the subject of the 
destructive effect of polluted atmospheres on most leathers. 
For everyone to stop work at this point would be only 
tackling half the problem. 


Attempts to Produce Leathers Resistant to 
Polluted Atmosphere 


I want to consider now what are the chances of making 
leathers which could stand up to the destructive influence of 
ordinary city atmospheres for fifty years or more. Let us 
consider once again the experiments described on artificial 
rotting with hydrogen peroxide. You may remember that 
l stated that when treated daily for ten days with peroxide 
in the presence of sulphuric acid, most leathers were 
destroyed. There was, however, one type of leather which 
resisted this very drastic treatment and was not destroyed 
nor even apparently damaged. This leather was an undyed, 
native-tanned Nigerian leather. 

It is, I believe, generally recognised by librarians and 


.bookbinders that this leather has an outstanding reputation 


for durability on prolonged storage. Please correct me if 
this statement is exaggerated. It has been found also that 
its microscopical structure is of a unique character. The 
fact that its resistance to artificial rotting is also exceptional 
is therefore, an observation of compelling interest since it 
at least provides a kicking-off point in the game of tracking 
down this secret of durability. I must here point out that 
although some Nigerian skins I have examined have with- 
stood the above test perfectly, yet some have withstood it 
less perfectly, but still better than most. 

There is one more characteristic of this native-tanned 
leather which, although not actually unique, is of consider- 
able interest, and that is the analytical figure known as the 
“* degree of tannage.'' 


* Degree of Tannage ”’ 


This phrase '' degree of tannage '" demands а word of 
explanation. If a piece of leather is washed by being placed 
in continuously running water, it loses tanning matter at a 
fairly rapid, uniform rate. Аз time goes on, the loss of 
tanning matter becomes slower until it is negligible. But 
the leather has not been deprived of all its tan by any 
means. The tan it now contains is more or less fixed, and 
when the washing of the leather is carried out under certain 
standard conditions (known as the Officia] Method of 
Leather Analysis) that part of the remaining dried, de- 
greased leather which is not actual skin is called the ‘‘ fixed 
tan '' and the number of units of fixed tan per hundred units 
of skin is called the '' degree of tannage.'' 

I have found this figure vary from about eighty-five down 
to thirty-five, and I am at present engaged in seeing if there 
is any relation between this figure and durability. I have 
noticed many cases where good leathers have a low degree 
of tannage and where bad leathers have a high degree of 
tannage, but cannot vet say that this can safely be regarded 
as а law, What I want to emphasise is that degree of tan- 
nage does not merely mean length of time a skin is left in 
the tan liquor, and it cannot be controlled in this simple 
way. The Royal Society of Arts Committee state that many 
old leathers in a good state of preservation show a smaller 
proportion of tannin to hide substance than is common to 
modern leathers. Unfortunately, no figures are given, and 
it is not clear whether tannin refers to fixed tan or total tan 
in the unwashed leather. They also state that overloading 
with tannin has been found to be an actual cause of decay, 
but unfortunately, owing to the need for conciseness, it was 
not possible to state on what observation or experiment this 
statement is based. The impression made on reading this 
section is that degree of tannage is merely a matter of con- 
trolling the conditions obtaining in the actual tanning pro- 
cess. I am coming to the conclusion that it is far more im- 
portant to take into account the condition of the skin be- 
fore it enters the tan solution. For instance, in the case 
of the Nigerian leather referred to above, the degree of 
tannage remained at fifty, in spite of the fact that there was 
a considerable amount of free tan loose in the leather. I 
suggest that the inference is that the skin was not in con- 
dition to combine with this loose tan; no matter how long 
the skin had been left in the tan pit or how strong the tan 
liquor might have been, the fixed tan (degree of tannage). 
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would in my opinion, not have become higher and the sur- 
plus would have remained removable by washing. | 

This question of degree of tannage is still being studied. 
A close study of this Nigerian leather and its method of 
preparation would appear to be a fruitful. line of attack. 
Sampleseof materials and the actual liquors used by the 
natives have been obtained with the help of kind friends. 
Work is proceeding, and 1 feel I have gone sufficiently far 
to say that the secret of resistance to a polluted atmosphere 
does not appear to be solely dependent on the nature of 
the tanning material. 


Long-Period Exposure Test 


Referring once again to the Royal Society of Arts Com- 
mittee, there was one step they might have taken which 
would have added still more to the value of their report. 1 
refer to the omission of setting up a long-period exposure 
test of leathers which they would recommend as good and 
also of leathers which they would condemn as bad. It is 
just as important to include the latter. If this step had 
been taken twenty-five years ago, we should now know from 
actual experience many factors in manufacture which 
directly control durability. 

Bearing in mind this omission, I have collected a number 
of leathers of which the details as to cure, methods used 
in manufacture, analysis, resistance to artificial rotting 
tests, etc., are known and recorded. Over one hundred of 
these have been deposited under code numbers with the 
British Museum and with the National Library of Wales, 
Aberystwyth. These national institutions have bound books 
with them which will be placed on their open shelves where 
they will have ordinary use and exposure and where they 
can remain under observation until they fall to pieces. This 
experiment should, in fifteen years, or possibly less, give us 
first-hand information as to the comparative effect of pure 
and polluted atmospheres and of other factors which have 
been covered in this experiment such as: (1) Method of 
curing; (2) Methods of preparing for tanning; (3) Nature of 
tanning material; (4) Grease; (5) Dyestuff; (6) Degree of 
tannage; (7) Conditions of storage. 

It is generally accepted now that bookbinding leathers 
should be free from sulphuric acid and that pleasing colours 
can be produced without its use, and leather can now be 
tested for mineral acid by methods much more reliable than 
formerly. The question as to the possibility of producing 
leather of absolutely level shades of colour will, I am afraid, 
have to be shelved until the major issues are settled. 


Summary 


To sum up the whole position, then, it would appear that 
almost any leather book can be protected against rotting 
provided it is protected against exposure to polluted atmos- 
phere. Аз this is obviously possible only in special cases 
and quite impracticable in large libraries, it is necessary 
to find leathers which are capable of resisting the combined 
destructive powers of oxygen, acid and time. Evidence that 
such leathers can be made is forthcoming by the existence 
of leathers in perfectly sound condition after forty years 
and longer, although containing over three per cent. of 
sulphuric acid. In further support of this contention, 
leathers such as native-tanned Nigerian have been found 
to withstand treatment with hydrogen peroxide and acid 
under laboratory conditions which other leathers have failed 
to withstand. 

There only remains to be found now the fundamental 
differences between resistant and non-resistant leathers to 
reinstate leather in the unassailable position it once held in 
the minds of bookbinders and librarians. I am hopeful that 
this will be achieved at no very remote period.

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How to Letter Narrow Books 


On one point of book production there seems likely to 
remain a disagreement between American and English pub- 
lishers says the '' Publishers’ Weekly ” (New York). This 
is the placing of author and title when the lettering runs 
along the back. The most common American practice is 
to have the lettering run from top to bottom, the English 
practice being to run the lettering from bottom to top. 

The English trade argues that when books are standing 
on the shelf it is much more natural to tip the head to the 
left and read from the bottom up. American designers point 
out that when a book is lying on its face on the table you 
cannot read the front lettering and the back lettering both - 
unless it 15 lettered from top to bottom. They also point 
out that, if it is lettered from bottom to top, the lettering 
so to speak runs off the book and is therefore less pleasing 
to the eye than if it runs down into the book, and, inas- 
much as the title is the thing which is read first, it should 
come first at the top of the spine. 

The Book Clinic of New York, sponsored by the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts, took this subject under con- 
sideration and decided that they would have to remain in 
disagreement with their English brethren who have quoted : 
to them the recommendation of the Joint Committee of 
Booksellers and Publishers as adopted in England July 5th, 
1929.

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Introduction of Bookbinders 


Who 


Inventions are seldom bestowed upon the world in full- 
orbed perfection. Mostly they dawn by degrees, like the 
sun creeping above the horizon: the original inventor in- 
troduces an idea in simple or crude form, and subsequently 
he and others produce modifications, improvements and 
extensions which may eventually change the idea almost 
out of recognition. 


Nothing New Under the Sun 


In case an inventor tries to patent an invention which 
he has already brought to an advanced stage of develop- 
ment, he is more than likely to find when he searches the 
Patent Office records that the root idea has been patented 
long ago. Probably the first inventor held the idea in very 
crude form, and it may well be that his idea was worthless 
as it stood and proved incapable of practical application; 
nevertheless he may have made it impossible for a later and 
practicable invention to be adequately protected. 

For instance, if one can imagine Gutenberg or a con- 
temporary trying to patent the invention of movable types, 
one can easily visualise an objector pointing out that, 
although the setting up of book pages in separate types 
was new, the principle was old. And in proof of his con- 
tention he might have proved that some printer of block 
books had on some occasion used a composite block in 
which separate wood-cut letters had been put together to 
spell a word—a very different thing from typesetting, yet 
exactly foreshadowing the practicable later invention. 


Cloth for Book Covers 


That the same state of affairs holds good in respect of 
the application of cloth to bookbinding is made clear in 
an interesting correspondence which has been running in 
the '' Publishers' Circular." Though we have been accus- 
tomed to give Archibald Leighton the credit of being the 
introducer of bookcloth, it would obviously be absurd to 
imagine that nobody had ever applied cloth to a book 
cover before his date. And the evidence that can be ad- 
duced with regard to earlier uses of cloth for books is 
certainly considerable. 

In an article on '' The Earliest Cloth Binding ” in the 
'" Publishers’ Circular '" of December 12th, mention was 
made of an advertisement which the publisher Pickering 
inserted in the '' Observer ” of July, 1825, which an- 
nounced the ‘ Oxford English Classics: Dr. Johnson's 
Works. Nine Vols. Extra Red Cloth Boards," and the 
writer of the article cited evidence that this edition of 
Johnson was the first work to be bound in cloth on original 
publication, The writer cited subsequent uses of cloth for 
books, with lettering and gilding, and added: '' With the 
coming of Archibald Leighton's improved cloth, paper 
boards were gradually displaced, but it was not till 1830, 
when Leighton introduced a method of blocking the cases 
with blind patterns, that the complete revolution. took 


place."' 
Debatable Dates 


Pursuing this subject, Mr. John Carter wrote to the 
editor of the '' Publishers’ Circular ’’: “ I am entirely in 
agreement with your contributor on the question of date, 
and the evidence of contemporary publishers’ lists sup- 
ports his already well-grounded conclusions. I think it not 
impossible that cloth was used before 1825, but there is 
not at present any evidence known to me which justifies 
any such assumption. We have proof for 1825, and we 
must have proof—apart from mere cloth-bound copies of 
books of earlier. date—before we can push back the date 
of this extremely important innovation апу further.” 

Mr. T. Stephenson followed with some evidence which 
led him to state: '' I think it is practically certain that 
we can attribute the introduction of ' publishers’ cloth,’ 
like many other improvements in the art of book produc- 
tion, to Rudolph Ackermann. I am aware that many of 
his books are ' suspect ' in so far as he reprinted many 
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Cloth 


Deserves Most Credit ? 


carlier books—notably ' The Dance of Life and Death,’ 
1815-6—which were put out in the well-known ' salmon 
cloth gilt,’ but I think, and have always understood, that 
he first introduced cloth bindings in 1821.'' 


Archibald Leighton's Achievement 


Of special interest is a contribution to the discussion 
made by Capt. Douglas Leighton, who writes: — 

'* The claim put forward in my grandfather’s circular of 
1849 is worded as follows: ' To the late Mr. Archibald 
Leighton of this firm the public arc indebted for the intro- 
duction of bookhinders' cloth, and for all its improvements 
since its introduction in 1825.' 

'* The italics are not mine, but they emphasise the very 
point I wish to make. Almost апу closely-woven fabric 
can be used for bookbinding purposes provided sufficient 
care is taken, but very great care is needed, or the adhesive 
comes right through the material and utterly spoils its 
appearance. However, it is not impossible that small 
quantities of books were bound in dress materials prior to 
1825, but ‘cloth’ could never be a success commercially 
or otherwise till the great difficulty of the permeation of 
the adhesive had been overcome. Archibald Leighton’s 
achievement was the introduction of a cotton fabric which 
had been rendered impermeable by a process which was 
probably similar to that employed to-day, namely, filling 
and calendering; that is to say, the interstices between the 
threads are filled with dved starch, and then the whole 
fabric is passed between hot rollers. Thus the minute holes 
are effectivelv sealed up. 

' Archibald Leighton may or may not have been the 
first to bind books in cotton fabric, but I do say that he 
was responsible for its proper introduction as a binding 
material, and its widespread use to-day, with all the atten- 
dant advantages to the book trade in general. He was the 
first ‘cloth binder ' and the father of the modern trade.” 


Two Caxtons for Sale 


The sale of Lord Lothian's books and manuscripts, to be 
held at New York on Januarv 27th and 28th, will include 
two perfect Caxtons, bound together in one volume, '' The 
Chronicles of England ” and the '' Description of Britain,” 
both printed in 1480. There will also be offered a French 
translation of Boccaccio, printed in 1476, which is des- 
cribed as '' the most important early illustrated book ever 
put up for auction." A manuscript Latin Psalter, written 
in England in 1310, will be included in the sale. 


New Morison Book 


Announcement is made in America that Mr. Stanley 
Morison, responsible for so many valuable contributions to 
the history of types and printing, has just issued, through 
the Macmillan Company of New York, '' Ichabod Dawks 
and His News Letter With an Account of the Dawks Family 
of Booksellers and Stationers, 1635-1731.” Mr. Morison has 
discovered. the original matrices for the script type invented 
for the composition of Ichabod Dawks' News Letter, which 
has led him to describe the typography of that period at 
scme length.

Frenchman’s Work

The British Museum has recently been enriched, through 
the generosity and public spirit of Mr. Julian Moore, by 
the gift of a magnificent copy of Mirelle, 1884, bound by 
Joseph Zaehnsdorf (1814-1886). The volume is bound in 
orange morocco, tooled with a wreath pattern of acanthus 
leaves inlaid in green on the covers, and inside with a 
beautifully worked pattern in the style associated with 


Grolier. The technical excellence of the work is such as 
to provide rea] pleasure to any student of fine bookbinding. 
The Museum authorities were desirous of information 
concerning this book, and certain inquiries were set afoot. 
Mr. George Page who joined the firm of Zaehnsdorf in 1888, 
is positive that the tooling is the work of a finisher em- 
Doro by Joseph Zaehnsdorf, named Louis Ghent, a 
renchman. Ghent had a reputation in the trade as a fine 
craftsman, and had lived in London for many years. He 
appears to have been employed by Joseph Zaehnsdorf from 
1859 to 1886. А private notebook concerning employees, 
kept by Joseph Zaehnsdorf contains an entry referring to 
Ghent written at the time of the strike of 1872: — 
“Мг. Louis Ghent, extra finisher, 28/9/72. 
Left on Strike in consequence of employing non- 
Society men and foreigners, he is himself a foreigner, 
and has been thirteen years with me. First class 
extra finisher and particularly in Inlaying, very in- 
dustrious when he likes and also very lazy at other 
times, not over honest. Wages 48s.'' 
What manner of speculation does this note give rise to 
after 60 years? Неге we have a remarkable contrast of 
racial characteristics. The employer, a man of Teuton 
upbringing, to whom every day is a working day, full of 
energy and without respite. The Frenchman, imbued with 
a temperamental character of an artistic type, working

almost feverishly on a book when the spirit moves him and 
producing a fine result; but when the work is finished, he 
feels tired and perhaps his thoughts are with congenial 
companions in а café—certainly not in the bookbinding 
workshop. His employer cannot understand these moods. 
The note says '' not over honest ''—what does this mean? 
Possibly it means that the nimbleness of the Frenchman's 
mind permits him to view many everyday occurrences in a 
very different light from that in which they appear to his 
employer, who has a stolid respect for the amenities of a 
business life, very different from his employee, and is in- 
clined to regard some traits as indicating dishonesty simply 
because he cannot understand and appreciate the Gallic 
view. 

Time is a great healer, and to-day the Museum possesses 
this book—solidly bound, and in as good a condition as the 
day it left the workshop—tooled in a masterly manner by 
a great craftsman, whose name is scarcely known as an 
executant. 


Thos. De La Rue and Co. 


A circular issued to the shareholders of Thomas De La 
Rue and Co. summons an extraordinary general meeting for 
February lith. Shareholders will then be asked to sanc- 
tion a capital reduction which will write off £363,984 as 
being no longer represented by assets and have the effect 
of substituting two £1 shares for each five £1 shares now 
existing. The directors explain that the two main factors 
rendering the reduction scheme necessary are that many old 
and obsolete machines remain in the company's books at 
unrealisable figures, and a large proportion of the company's 
manufacture is being conducted on premises that are out- 
of-date and altogether uneconomic in working. The policy 
of the company is to move as much work as possible out of 
the City into a modern single-floor factory to be erected at 
Walthamstow.

Miss Hewett Addresses 


‘A meeting of the London Central Distncts Master 
Printers Association was held on Tuesday, last week, at 
Stationers’ Hall, Lieut.-Col. B. L. Hooper (president) being 
in the chair. Although the attendance was not quite so 
large as usual, a most interesting evening was spent. Dr. 
Geo. L. Riddell (technical director, Printing Industry Re- 
search Association) was unfortunately unable, through ill- 
ness, to deliver his paper, ‘‘ Is Applied Science of Value to 
the Printer?’’ Dr. Riddell’s place as lecturer was, however, 
ably taken by Miss D. P. Hewett (secretary of the 
P.I.R.A.), who dealt with the subject under the same title. 

Lieut.-Col. Hooper, in opening the mene said they 
would all be sorry to hear of the illness of Dr. Riddell, and 
hoped for his speedy recovery to health and strength. He 
asked Mr. J. R. Riddell, who was present, to convey to 
his son the best wishes of the meeting. They were indeed 
grateful to Miss Hewett for coming along at short notice to 
address them. 


Is Applied Science of Value? 


Addressing herself to the question, '' Is Applied Science 
of Value to the Printer?'' Miss Hewett said her first duty 
was to express regret at the enforced absence of Dr. Riddell, 
who had, she said, been looking forward to addressing them 
himself. Continuing, Miss Hewett said that one of the most 
interesting’ points about the printing industry was its 
variety. Perhaps it was this characteristic which compelled 
those who had the honour to be engaged in its practice 
from ever leaving its services—the characteristic which 
called to many who were outside the trade. There were so 
many different branches, aspects and conditions in the print- 
ing industry that the craft should lend itself admirably to 
applied science. She had had the opportunity of working 
amongst printers and bookbinders for a number of years, 
and was able to appreciate the printer's views on the trade. 
Through her association with the still quite new Printing 
Industry Research Association, she had been afforded a little 
insight into that realm—and a most interesting one it was— 
where scientists worked, so that she was able to appreciate 
their views also. 

Science had been defined as '' organised commonsense.’ 
Its chief function was to determine the reason for certain 
phenomena, or, in other words, find out '' how it works.” 
lt was surprising when one surveyed the printing industry 
to find how many processes were done mechanically and 
without thought. 


Research Associations Profitable 


There were at the present time, 27 industrial research asso- 
ciations in this country, investigating the problems of their 
respective industries. During the last thirteen years, over 
£2,000,000 had been spent on this work, and more than 
4,000 firms had contributed towards the cost. The greatest 
advocate as to the wisdom of this expenditure was the enor- 
mous saving which had been effected in some industries. 
Definite statistics showed that the electrical industry had 
been able to save 1] millions a year. The Refractories 
Research Association had saved £200,000 a year for the 
pottery trade, and the Cast Iron Research Association had 
shown that industry how to save a like amount. With these 
details there was no getting away from the fact that pro- 
perly-applied scientific research was a paving proposition. 

An argument put forward time and time again on this 
question of the value of applied science to printing was: 
as printing was so largely a mechanical operation, how 
could research help? The printer was supplied with his 
paper. his ink, his machines and his copy—all he had to 
do was just print! That, no doubt, would make them smile 
when they thought of the heartburnings which accompanied 
some jobs. Didn't that prove that the actual mechanical 
process of printing ultimately became scientific, in need of 
examination and improvement? Surely it was better to 
prevent faults than to cure them? 

If they were going to foster this new idea and give science 
a ‘' square deal," how were they going to do it? There 
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were two ways, both beneficial, and each complementary to 
the other. These two ways were by co-operative and indivi- 
dual effort. Since many of the problems of printing were 
common to all, the most economical way to attack them 
was by a co-operative movement. Problems which ought 
to be tackled in this way were those on the set-off of inks, 
warping of boards, etc. These subjects were eminently su t- 
able for handling by a central organisation, where the results 
of investigation were the property of all members. On the 
other hand, results of research could be beneficial to one 
particular firm, and if a firm was prepared to spend money 
on an investigation of interest to itself alone, then the re- 
sults obtained were certainly their reward for the labour. 


Work of some Research Associations 


Printing research associations had now been established 
in America, England and Germany. America in this 
instance definitely took priority of place, for it was by the 
efforts of the Hon. George H. Carter, Public Printer of 
America, that a Testing Section was established in Washing- 
ton in 1922. This Section had done a good deal of work 
in setting up standard specifications for all materials used 
bv the United States Government Printing Office, the 
largest printing office in the world. Apart from this, funda- 
mental. tesearch had been undertaken, in co-operation with 
the bookbinders, newspaper publishers and electrotypers of 
America. Research work on lithographic problems was 
undertaken by the Lithographic Technical Foundation, 
which had established a laboratory at the University of 
Cincinnati. 

Miss Hewett concluded by referring to the work of the 
Printing Industry Research Association, which, she said. 
was constantly extending its usefulness to the industry. 

Discussion 

In inviting questions and discussion at the conclusion of 
Miss Hewett's address, the chairman referred to the valu- 
able activities of the P.I. R. A., and went on to say that in 
America they were more ready to exchange their information 
than seemed to be the case here. He urged the greater use 
of the P.I.R.A. by printers. 

Mr. J. К. Riddell tendered regrets for the absence of his 
son, and said he was grateful to Miss Hewett for stepping 
into the breach. He remarked that the P.I.R.A. was doing 
most wonderful work, just as good work as that of the 
London School of Printing. Undoubtedly, scientific re- 
search was of great assistance to the craft. He was sure 
most of them would agree that the profits of the future 
would come from materials that had hitherto been wasted. 
They had grown out and away from the methods of rule-of- 
thumb. The Research Association was essentially a young 
man's movement, and its investigations were likely to be 
ot great advantage to them. 

Mr. E. G. Baker (assistant secretary, L.M.P.A.) touched 
on several phases of the Young Master Printers' movement. 
He said there was an impression abroad that the Young 
Master Printers represented a separate organisation from 
the London Master Printers Association. That was not 
so. The intention of the L.M.P.A. was to bring the young 
master printers together, and to get them to take an in- 
creasingly intelligent interest in the industry, so that when 
the time came they would be able to take over the work of 
their fathers. He spoke of what was being done socially by 
the movement, and then referred generally to the activities 
of the Y.M.P.’s in the direction of getting themselves 
acquainted with production records and costing. (A meet- 
ing of representatives of District Associations in London 15 
being arranged for this month, with a view to carrying out 
certain recommendations approved by the L.M.P.A. Coun- 
cil, for the reorganisation of the Y.M.P.’s movement in 
London.) 

Mr. W. J. Boyle said he understood that the Wool Indus- 
tries’ Research Association for research purposes, received 
a halfpenny on every bale of wool that entered this country. 
lf the P.I.R.A. received a farthing on every ream of paper 
coming into the country, it would indeed be in clover. 
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Miss Hewett reminded them of the low subscriptions of 
the P.I.R.A. compared with other bodies of a similar kind. 

Mr. J. Emlyn Jones, in proposing a vote of thanks to 
Miss Hewett. referred to the wonderful improvements he 
had noticed over a long period of experience in the different 
methods of production; all of which he attributed to scien- 
tific and technical training. 

Mr. Bovle, in seconding, complimented Miss Hewett on 
the able way she had delivered her paper and the know- 
ledge she possessed of the general work of the P.I.R.A.

The event attracted a very full house, and amongst those 
present, in addition to those already mentioned were: Mr.

G. W. Crane (Auxiliary secretary). As a result of the efforts 
of the chairman and his friends the handsome sum of £138 
was collected on behalf of the funds of the Auxiliary, 

During the interval Mr. Blumenfeld, in making an appeal 
lor support to the Auxiliary funds, spoke of the excellent 
work of the Corporation, and the activities of the Litho- 
graphers' Auxiliary, of which it was an important section.

Was persuaded 
by a lady litho president to take the chair at concert. It 
was a mighty dull affair and bored me. And so to bed.” 
Mr. Blumenfeld, as they knew, was a man of manifold 
activities, and she was indeed grateful that he had been able 
to find time to assist them in their efforts. 

The vote of thanks was seconded by Mr. Philip Evans, 
who, in the absence through illness of Mr. Mortimer, con- 
veyed thanks from the Corporation to the Auxiliary for 
the excellent work it was doing.

During the evening thanks for hospitality were given by 
Messrs. E. C. Balls (Manchester), Geo. Milne (Birmingham) 
and J. H. Linthwaite (Leicester), and there was a welcome 
telegram read out by the president, conveying good wishes 
from Auld Reekie. 

Well, all joyful occasions have their endings and so had 
this. Bonnie Scotland supplied the grand finale, ‘‘ Should 
Auld Acquaintance Be Forgot?’’

Manchester Centre Lecture 


The January meeting of the Manchester Centre of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association was held 
at the Mitre Hotel, Cathedral Gates, Manchester, Mr. E. C. 
Balls (president) occupying the chair. Minutes of annual 
meeting were read and confirmed, and a vote of sympathy 
was passed with the Liverpool Centre in the loss they had 
sustained by the passing of Messrs. J. Flesher and C. 
Mackie. Association business occupied some considerable 
time, and then Mr. John Taylor lectured on '' The Demand 
for Small Machines.” The lecture (reported on other pages 
herewith) was followed with close interest, and a practical 
discussion ensued. 

Small Printing Machines 

Mr. E. C. Balls said that where feasible it was best 
not to give a chance for the original plate to get damaged, 
and a good set of plates under proper care, would stand 
up toa run of one million. The advantage of working from 
originals on a small machine, instead of duplicating for a 
larger machine, depended on the number of runs and the 
speeds and rates of the two machines. Salesmanship was 
not always of the best and when the representative failed 
to get orders suitable for the machines in the office of his 
particular firm, he was at fault. 

Mr. E. Garrett remarked that the greatest difficulty was 
in arranging the printing where there were large and small 
orders. 

Mr. Thos. Rignall stated that some firms had peculiar 
ideas, believing that duplicating and working every job 
on as large a machine as possible was economical. But 
if the job did not warrant such duplicating it was cheaper 
to have longer runs on smaller machines. 


Adaptability of Verticals 


Mr. J. H. Nuttall added that there were vertical machines 
on the market that beat bigger machines in regard to earn- 
ing capacity. They were easy and quick to make ready, 
did good register work, and the greatly-increased speed of 
the machines over those of the cylinder class helped to cut 
down the working costs of many jobs worked in duplicate. 
Also, he wondered why firms having their own departments 
for duplicating plates were unable to obtain orders when in 
competition with other establishments that had to obtain 
duplicates from trade houses. 

Mr. E. Murphy had found that a vertical machine could be 
kept constantly running on account of its adaptability to 
such a great class of work, the running speed being so much 
quicker than the ordinary cylinder machine. 

Mr. A. Bartlett did not see the advantage of splitting up 
a 32-page into four 8-page formes, using four minders and 
four feeders if there were machines with self-feeders capable 
of taking two 16-page formes. 

Mr. J. M. Galbraith urged that, for runs of 5,000 or 
10,000, the small machine was most economical. 


Importance of Rolling Power 


Mr. A. T. Kane spoke on the many kinds of jobs that 
came into a printing office, saying it was necessary to choose 
the best machine with good rolling power for hairline register 
work. When selling machines, the salesman might state 
that they could be run at 3,000 or 4,500 per hour, but when 
one took into consideration work of the highest quality, 
and had to contend with variations in paper, ink and atmo- 
spheric conditions, those speeds could easily be reduced to 
2,000 and 2,500 respectively. As rolling power was one of 
the chief factors on the best class of work, some fast- 
running machines were defective on that score when work- 
ing a full-sized forme. Whether it was wise or not to dupli- 
cate a job depended on the machines available, and if he 
had a 50,000 job in hand, he would not hesitate to dupli- 
cate by good plates for the sake of economy. Аз the over- 
seer was responsible for running his department at a profit, 
he should state to the emplover the actual position, make 
suggestions, and he would, in the majority of cases, find the 
employer willing to listen to reason, as the main object of 
the employer and the controller of any particular depart- 
ment was to get the customer to return again and again. 
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Mr. John Taylor said there were certain firms who made 
plates that were of the everlasting type, but on many occa- 
sions, it would be found that duplicating, extra time for 
making ready, and the slower running speed of the larger 
machine might add about one-third to the cost, more or less, 
compared with what the same job would cost when run 
direct on a smaller machine, with a much greater running 
speed. Every printer should have a plant suitable for his 
particular class of work, and he should not expect the custo- 
mer to pay for inefficiency. As to vertical machines, there 
certainly was trouble with rising spaces, but they could be 
overcome. The fault might be in the setting-up, the dress- 
ings, and; or the locking-up of the forme. The person in 
control should be the best man to know what was required 
for his department, and his advice should be taken into 
consideration when adding new plant. The Costing System 
was all right when properly worked, and where a forme was 
placed on to a larger machine than was necessary, any loss 
there might be should not be borne by the customer. 

Messrs. F. Burnett, L. Lowe, E. Fisher, J. Ball, Fred J. 
Hughes, and several others took part in the discussion, after 
which a hearty vote of thanks was passed to the lecturer at 
the call of Messrs. J. H. Nuttall, A. Bartlett and E. C. Balls, 
and Mr. Taylor briefly replied.

The chairman of the Governing Body (Sir William J. 
Collins) presided, and was supported by Viscount Burnham, 
Dr. F. E. Rowett (principal), and by the heads of the 
several departments, including Mr. W. A. Jefford (head of 
the printing school). 

In the section of the Principal’s report for the 1930-31 
session referring to the printing department, it was stated 
that the total number of students was 290, comparing with 
163 for the preceding session. The part-time day classes 
had also shown considerable increase from 1,046 student 
hours in 1929-30 to 3,583 last session. The figures for 
evening classes alone were 155 and 250 respectively. As 
a result of the favourable comments on the second Year 
Book, applications had been received for additional copies 
from printing schools in Germany and Austria and from 
India. The companies marketing typesetting were thanked 
for their help in providing additional equipment, thanks 
being also accorded to other firms for assistance in many 
ways. 

Mr. Jefford in his departmental report said that during 
the session visits were paid to the Ludlow room in Bush 
House, to Soldans, Ltd., John Haddon and Co., Ltd., 
American Miehle Co., Ltd., and to the Fine Printing 
Exhibition at Messrs. Bumpus, in Oxford Street.

automatic platens. We did not push them, as we were 
well supplied with orders for the ordinary machines and it 
was the general opinion that the small cylinder machines 
were more profitable. I note the remark that а Man- 
chester firm have put on the market an automatic platen 
resembling somewhat a foreign make. I enclose a leaflet

and postal card showing a really British full automatic, and 
you may probably be interested to know that this is a 
British invention апа not a copy of any other automatic 
platen machine." “Honour to whom honour is due." 
The machine to which our correspondent refers is the 
Cropper-Charlton “ Auto-Peerless ” fully-automatic platen, 
and we gladly allow him this mention of it. In view, how- 
ever, of his own words, ' We did not push," coupled with 
the known state of the printing machinery market, it would 
seem to be difficult to find fault with the general 
conclusion at which Mr. Taylor arrived, much as 
one might wish that more British initiative had been 
exhibited.

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Authors and Their Printers

'" A Talk about Authors and their Printers ’’ was the 
title of the lecture given by Mr. James Begg, at the College 
of Technology, Manchester, on Saturday, and his personal 
recollections of some eminent authors proved highly in- 
teresting. 

To those whose experience has been confined to the 
strictly commercial or jobbing side of the printing art, with 
all its varied possibilities and ramifications, the printing 
of books may appear a very ordinary process, he said. On 
the face of it, one book looks very much like another—the 
pages have all the same unvaried indention of paragraphs; 
page after page may be unbroken by even a heading to re- 
lieve the monotony of cold type; and cven the title page 
(in the setting of which the jobbing compositor might be 
expected to be given his opportunity to liven things up) 
is in most cases rigidly subdued in its etfects. The precon- 
ceived notion, however, that book production is an unin- 
teresting operation is altogether erroneous. 


Attractions of Book Printing 


Speaking as one trained in the mysteries of book print- 
ing and as one who has had experience of practically all 
branches of letterpress printing, I can safely assert—said 
Mr. Begg—that (at any rate from the proofreader's point 
of view) bookwork has attractions denied to the other 
branches of the craft. 

The proof-reading of books is much more exacting than 
that of either news or jobbing printing. In addition to the 
closer attention given to technicalities, the literary ameni- 
ties are more rigidly regarded. Accurate punctuation is in- 
sisted upon. Uniformity in every respect—in capitalising, 
compounding, word division, etc.—is essential. Correct 
typography is all-important, and the knowledge that no 
encouragement (I speak of the good class of book produc- 
tion) is given to the scamping of work, gladdens the heart 
of the reader of book-work as it does that of the true crafts- 
man no matter what his walk in life. There is an absence 
of the deadening commercial spirit rampant in many job- 
bing offices, where the powers that be look upon the reader 
as a printorial plague rather than the good genius of the 
composing department, whose work—granted that he knows 
his business—may enhance the reputation of the office to 
a greater extent than that of апу other functionary within 
its walls. 


Ап Educative Task 


The serving of one's apprenticeship in an office in which 
are produced the works of the great masters of English 
thought is a very education in itself, particularly for the 
young man whose reading inclinations lie in the direction 
of the best literature. This is especially the case where, as 
in my apprenticeship days, his training includes a period of 
service in the reading room under the tutelage of a corrector 
of literary and artistic tastes. My own particular reader 
(a man of wide education) was as remarkable as а teacher 
as he was as a proof-reader. 

1 look back with pleasurable thoughts to the time when 
I read from the original manuscript the works of such not- 
able people as George Eliot, Lord Lytton, Mrs. Oliphant, 
Blackmore, Kinglake, Samuel Warren, L. B. Walford, 
Anthony Trollope, and others whose names are of world- 
wide eminence. It was also with unqualified delight that 
I revelled in the reading of new editions of De Quincey, 
Disraeli and Allison (whose bulky '' History of Europe ” 
was characterised by Disraeli as having been written in 
twenty volumes to prove that Providence was always on 
the side of the Tories). Every apprentice had the like 
Opportunity, through his duties as reading-boy, of becom- 
ing familiar with the thoughts of the best minds in English 
literature, and there is no doubt that, apart from its help- 
fulness to them in their calling, to this close companionship 
with the original text of the works of prominent writers can 
be traced the literary aptitude of a number of my old fellow- 
apprentices.

Contact with Authors 


The reader in a book-house comes into closer contact with 
his firm's clients—that is to say, authors and publishers— 
than does his confrére in the commercial printing office. In 
the former, the reader, through the medium of his queries 
on doubtful points, directly addresses the author of a book. 
An author, in dealing with these interrogatories, will in his 
turn directly address the inquiring reader; and, as a general 
rule, writers express their gratitude for these evidences of 
vigilance on the part of the reader. Indeed, there are 
authentic cases in which close personal friendship has ге- 
sulted from these communications between author and press 
corrector. Instances are not wanting, however, in which 
authors have been anything but thankful for such atten- 
tions; and, be it said, in which readers have displayed а 
want of discretion in querying. But this is a world of dis- 
illusionments; and, just as no man is a hero to his valet. 
so, it is asserted, no genius was ever a hero to his proof. 
reader. There are occasions on which the super-author be- 
comes very human in the eyes of the corrector of the press, 
for there are writers of world-wide fame, whose lucubra- 
tions are glorified by the reviewers as monuments of the 
literary graces and overflowing with the milk of human 
kindness, who have been known to treat the reader's justiti- 
able queries with scant regard for the proprieties, even to 
the employment of anything but Addisonian language. 


Vengeance on Readers 


I daresay that you are aware that the Patron Saint of 
all good proof-readers is ''Doubting Thomas." Mr. 
Strachey tells us of an Egyptian papyrus, which describes 
the trial of a poet who had murdered a proof-reader who 
had made six queries in one stanza of a love lyric. So vou 
see, the vendetta against the corrector of the press set in 
hundreds of years antecedent to that gentleman's origin— 
a remarkable instance of judicial prevision, if Mr. 
Strachey’s statement is accurate. 

At least one editor, to my knowledge, strongly protested 
against a hail of queries, which, he said, were driving him 
crazy; and a proof-reader so upset the late Dr. Gordon 
Stables that that popular author threatened that, if the 
reader did not put a period to his queries, he would come 
down to the printing office and shed the offending correc- 
tors’ blood. Grant Allen resented queries, and, on one 
occasion, wrote in reply to one: '' The person who queried 
this had better buy an English grammar.’’ 

An old colleague of mine, Mr. Stewart, who occupied 
the responsible post of head-reader in the Ballantine Press 
up to the passing of that historic house, a few years ago, 
tells us that one of the pet words of Grant Allen was С un- 
doubtably.'" A reader suggested '' Undoubtedly,'" which 
was scornfully rejected, for the reason that, as the author 
stated, '' ' Undoubtably ' is a very good word; ' Undoubt- 
edly’ an ugly vulgarism, sanctioned by usage, but none 
the less meaningless.” It is interesting to note that, ol 
four standard dictionaries which I have consulted, includ- 
ing Stormonth, Chambers, and the seven volume Lloyds, 
only Chambers contains the alternative spelling preferred by 
Grant Allen. 


** Printers Should Not Think ” 


Sir Edwin Arnold was always courteous in replying to 
queries. A recent author (one of the smaller fry, I am told) 
was not so appreciative. In reply to a perfectly legitimate 
query, he wrote: '' Printers should not think: it is a dan- 
gerous practice." A practice the neglect of which оп the 
part of the proof-reader, would, I fear, have tragic results 

It is a truism that the proof-reader a hundred times pre- 
fers bad manuscript to garbled typewritten copy. Тоо 
often the latter is the work of people who pay small regard 
to context or to literary or grammatical accuracy, and who 
type copy much in the same way that an inefficient com- 
positor would set it up.

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between the two. processes: the compositor’s work is 
checked and corrected by the proof-reader, whose training 
not only enables him to detect typographical errors and de- 
partures from '' copy,” but has endowed him with a pecu- 
liar—I may say almost an uncanny—capacity for lighting 
upon an authors' meaning where the copy is obscure. Type- 
written copy, on the contrary, where the typing is done by 
someone other than the author, receives no such checking, 
but comes direct to the printer bearing all the imperfec- 
tions of a '' dirty ” first proof, containing wrong words, 
false punctuation, mis-spelled names, and from which 
words, phrases, and even connecting sentences, are fre- 
quently omitted. Even should the author himself run 
through the typed copy, his untrained eye will detect but 
a fraction of the blunders it contains. 

Only this week I had a glaring instance of bad type- 


writing. In one sheet of copy there was typed '' new em- 
ployment '' for ''unemployment," ''new''" instead of 
'' no," ''trouble '" instead of ''source," and other mis- 
takes. 


A rather serious error of this kind occurred in the type- 


The 
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written copy of Andrew Lang's "Life of J. G. Lockhart.” 
It was the press-reader who, on this occasion, queried the 
author, who, with the first-proof reader, had the 
offending statement. Mr. Lang's anger (whether with the 
typewriter or with the compositor I cannot say) at the 
discovery was summed up in the reply: ' What d——d 
idiot put that in?’’ 

The expletive reminds me of the story of the lady proof- 
reader in a well-known Edinburgh office—a story I may 
say, vouched for by a reader friend in the same office—who, 
in coming across the statement in her proof that '' the play 
was d——d on its first appearance," was so grievously 
shocked that she promptly altered the offending word to 
'" condemned." The author, of course, restored the ob- 
noxious but more forcible verb, and wrote on the margin 
of his proof: ''' Condemned’ be d——d!’’ This lady 
reader, I understand, became a shining light in the Foreign 
Mission field, and may, for all I know, be even now prose- 
cuting her crusade against the use of strong language in the 
wilds of Darkest Africa.

The 
Exhibition makes an excellent demonstration of print, and 
it should do much to educate those who visit it. 


Organisers and Designers 


The offer of the space was made to the Federation by the 
Underground Company. The offer was accepted, and the 
work of planning and preparing the Exhibition was taken 
up enthusiastically by the Federation Publicity and Selling 


Committee, of which Mr. Alfred Langley is Chairman. The 
Committee has had the valued co-operation of Mr. Bertram 
Evans, in working out the details of the Exhibition and he 
has been ably supported by Mrs. Beatrice L. Warde, of the 
Monotype Corporation, Ltd., and Mr. John Charles Tarr, 
of Linotype and Machinery, Ltd. Mr. Godfrey Samuel, 
architect, has advised on the general arrangements of the 
space. He has been largely responsible for the ingenious 
arrangement of the frames containing thespecimens and of 
the lighting. In this he has had the ready co-operation of 
the electrical staff of the Underground Company. 
Lighting 

It will be noted that the frames are set at an angle, thus 
making easier the separate examination of each frame. The 
frames are illuminated from the top by concealed lighting. 
Special attention should be given to the board on which 
the specimens are mounted; tbe lower half curves forward 
so as to ensure even illumination. Special and careful 
calculations were made to secure this effect. 

Similar calculations were made to obtain the general 
lighting effect of the Exhibition. It will be noted that the 
machinery section is brilliantly lighted from concealea 
lights overhead and that a comparatively dark area separ- 
ates the machinery section from the brilliantly lighted speci- 
men frames. 

Printing Machinery 

The ''moving machinery '" consists of a Linotype 
machine, supplied and operated by Linotype and Machinery, 
Ltd., a Monotype keyboard and caster, supplied and 
operated by the Monotype Corporation, Ltd., and the new 
design Standard High-Speed Stop-Cylinder Machine, sup- 
plied by Dawson, Payne and Lockett, Ltd. 

The mechanical composing machines will be in operation 
through each day until 8 p.m. 


Printed Matter Produced at Exhibition 


The printing press will be in operation at intervals from 
II a.m. to 8 p.m. each day. On it will be printed:— 

(a) A quarto leaflet, giving a concise description of the 
printing exhibits. This leaflet will be distributed to the 
public as they enter the Exhibition. The description of each 
frame of specimens is repeated in larger type on a labe: 
attached to each frame. 

(b) The text matter of a folder entitled ‘‘ Printing—first- 
aid to Trade.’’ The illustration part of the folder has been 
lithographed in two colours (printers, Adams Bros. and 
Shardlow, Ltd., Leicester and London). This folder will be 
distributed to the public as they leave the Exhibition.

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Development of the English Newspaper 


Mr. Stanley Morison's Survey 


Mr. Stanley Morison, as Sandars Reader in Bibliography, 
delivered at Cambridge on Wednesday of last week the first 
of his series of lectures on '' The Physical Development of 
the English Newspaper from 1622 to the Present Day.”’ 
Dealing with the youthful days of journalism in England, 
Mr. Morison described the emergence of the newspaper 
from its early book or pamphlet form until by the end of 
the seventeenth century the news-sheet had acquired the 
general format and many of the characteristics of detail 
which persist in the Press of to-day. 


Close Relation to Printing 


The lecturer opened by emphasising the close relation of 
` the newspaper to the craft of printing—says '' The Times." 
If newspapers differed from books at all, he said, it was be- 
cause the printing craft was a necessity of their nature. 
Books there were in the Middle Ages, books there would 
always be, because men who could write would write. But 
printing was a process optional to literature and book- 
sellers, whereas newspapers were the invention of the prin- 
ter, and printing was absolutely essential to newspapers 
and newsvendors. The business of newspapers was to give 
the news of the moment—at the moment. Their progress 
depended upon speedy multiplication and transport. 


Earliest Newspapers 


Journalism as we know it to-day began in England with 
the publication in 1622 of '''Weekly Newes from Italy, 
Germanie, Hungaria,' translated out of the Dutch copie 
London Printed by E. A. for Nicholas Bourne and Thomas 
Archer." In format the pamphlet differed little from many 
previous publications, all of which possessed a title page 
and the general appearance of an ordinary book. But it 
was the setting of the date—'' The 23 May ''—over Bourne 
and Archer's title which gave the pamphlet its importance. 
This marked the beginning of the '' series ’’ and the “ to 
be continued in our next " relation. The introduction of 
a serial number on the title page of another pamphlet pub- 
lished in the same year was a further step in the formation 
of the periodical of modern times. 


** Diurnals ?? 


Such, however, were the restrictions upon the Press in 
those days that only foreign news could be related in the 
numerous productions which, under various titles, followed 
the weekly pamphlet of '' Newes,’’ and even these were 
banned in 1632 by an order of the Star Chamber following 
a complaint from the Spanish Ambassador. Six years later 
Letters Patent granted the monopoly of their revival to 
two publishers, but no domestic intelligence was printed in 
any periodical until the issue in 1641, under the imprimatur 
of the Commons, of a pamphlet entitled '' Diurnal Occur- 
rences in Parliament.” More '' Diurnals ” soon followed, 
some of them retaining the title page of the earlier pamph- 
lets, others adopting a legend at the head of the first page 
of text and so instituting the '' front-page '' style. 


Typography 

A novel feature in the typography of these early pamph- 
lets came with the introduction of allusive devices, and 
Samuel Pecke, the first great English journalist, took a 
further step in equipping his '' Diurnal ’’ with a lively 
illustration of the House of Commons in session. There 
were instant imitations; the exploitation of ап existing 
goodwill by the copying of devices, formats, and above all 
titles had been common in the seventeenth century, and 
was not unknown to-day. The printing of the date between 
two rules, for the sake of emphasis, was first noticed in 
1642, and the custom persisted in newspaper headings of 
the present time. 


** Mercuries "' 


Ihe “ Diurnals," Mr. Morison continued, were followed 
bv “ Passages '' and '' Mercuries,’’ the latter word appear- 
ing for the first time as a title in an Oxford-printed Royalist 


t 


pamphlet of 1643. But it was the '' Mercurius Civicus,’ 
a Thursday publication which ran from 1643 till 1646, 
which was more noteworthy as the earliest English illus- 
trated news-pamphlet. Successive issues contained por- 
traits of King Charles and Henrietta Maria on the front 
page, and a later number showed a wood-cut illustration 
in the text. But “ Mercury ” as a titular word had no 
great length of life and was followed by '' Intelligencer,” 
which in its turn gave way to '' Post,” a word which, ex- 
cept for one lapse between 1655 and 1695, has never since 
been absent from London journalism. 


Restrictions on the Press 


The fall of the Long Parliament in 1660 and the landing 
of Charles I1 at Dover began a period of restrictions, during 
which the Press came under the control of the Royal Prero- 
gative. Roger L'Estrange was appointed Surveyor of the 
Press, and for some time two periodicals of his, '' The 
Intelligence ’’ and '' The Newes,'' continued free from com- 
petition. In 1665, however, when the Court had been com- 
pelled to withdraw from London to Oxford on account of 
the plague, the Secretary of State permitted the issue, bi- 
weekly, of '' The Oxford Gazette," and a new chapter in 
the history of journalism and in the typography of news 
was begun. Published simultaneously in Oxford and in 
London, the ''Gazette ’’ was at first a single, half-folio 
sheet, with double column; but later it was expanded to 
four pages, a full folio folded once, which was also the 
format of the first '' morning," “ The Daily Courant ”' 
(1702). These were ncither books nor pamphlets; they were 
'* papers "'—in fact, our first papers. 

After a description of the '' news-letter '" and the new 
reading public which its more personal tone attracted, Mr. 
Morison concluded with an account of the conflict between 
“ The Post Boy '' and ‘‘ The Post Man." The abolition 
of the restrictions upon the Press brought out a number 
of periodicals in which news, views, and particulars of 
literary and religious controversy were all compounded. 
Notable among these was Dunton’s '' Pegasus,’’ as much a 
miscellany as a newspaper, designed as a '' tripartite paper, 
news, an observation and a Jacobite courant by three dis- 


tinct hands." Ву ''observation '" Dunton meant what 
the journalist of the next generation was to call the 
"Essay," represented to-day in the ''third leader '"' of 


'* The Times.’’ 


Printing Plates for Canada 


Customs Duties Removed 


The paper and printing industries of Canada stand to 
benefit considerably by a recent tariff ruling of the Customs 
Department, Ottawa—says the ‘‘ Pulp and Paper Maga- 
zine.” The new ruling provides that complete stereotypes, 
electrotypes or celluloids of magazines or other periodical 
publications, and bases and matrices or copper shells for the 
same, whether composed wholly or in part of metal or cel- 
luloid, may be allowed entry free of customs duty under 
tariff item 475, when they are imported to be used in 
connection with the printing in Canada of magazines or 
other periodical publications in book form. 

This ruling is held to be effective on or after June 2nd, 
1931. Rebates of duty paid on plates of complete books 
imported since that date mav therefore be obtained. 

The tariff item in this connection reads as follows: 475— 
'' Stereotypes, electrotypes, and celluloids of books. and 
bases and matrices апа copper shells for same, whether 
composed wholly or in part of metal or celluloid— free, 
free, free.” 

Previously the rates ranged from a 4 cent per square inch 
on matrices to 13 cents per square inch on stereotypes and 
electrotvpes.

minster, and Dugdale Street, London, S.E.5, is retiring 
after forty-four years’ service with the firm. 
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Mr. Papworth was apprenticed at Hitchin, Herts, in 
1879, and came to London in 1887. After working in an 
office in Edgware Road, and with Messrs. Pite and Thynne 
in Chelsea, he joined the staff of Messrs. Wightman and 
Co., Ltd., in October, 1887, where he has since remained. 

He is proud of the fact that he has not been absent for a 
single day on account of illness, and recalls that in the 
forty-four years he was late to the office in the morning 
on only six occasions.

Smith has died at the age of 73. 


CONDITIONS IN GERMANY.—A report entitled '' Economic 
Conditions in Germany,’’ to September, 1931, by the Com- 
mercial Counsellor, and the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Embassy at Berlin, has just been published for the 
Department of Overseas Trade by His Majesty's Stationery 
Ofhce, at 4s. 3d., post free. Ап interesting reference 
occurs in relation to wages in the printing industry. In this 
connection it is stated that the hourly tariff wages for 
skilled workers in the printing trade at the beginning of 
1927 were 95.9 pfennigs. From that time the hourly rate 
steadily increased to 116.9 pfennigs in July, 1929, where it 
remained up to the early part of 1931. In July, 1930, the 
printing trade ranked fourth in the rate of pay for skilled 
workers in the productive industries, the building trade 
heading the list at 141 pfennigs, while the papermakin 
industry was lowest with 98.4 pfennigs. The hourly tari 
wage for unskilled workers in the printing trade has shown 
a similar increase since January, 1927, when it was 83.7 
pfennigs. By July, 1929, the rate has risen to 101.8 where 
it remained till 1931, the printing industry ranking third 
among the productive industries—building again heading 
the list with 116.2 pfennigs, the metal industry being lowest 
with 77.4 pfennigs.

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Printing for Profit 


Mr. M. C. Badcock’s Stimulating Suggestions 


The first of a series of three lectures entitled '' Printing 
for Profit," inaugurated by the East & North-East Master 
Printers Association, was held at the Mecca Café, Mark Lane, 
E.C.3, on Wednesday of last week, the lecturer being Mr. 
М. С. Badcock. Mr. J. Bedford (president of the Associa- 
tion), was in the chair, and there was a good attendance, 
amongst those present being Mr. B. Guy Harrison (president 
ot the London Master Printers Association), Mr. L. С. 
Langley (president of the W. & N.-W. Association), Mr. 
W. W. Curtis (president of the North Association), Mr. 
W. J. Mizen (hon. secretary of the North), Mr. P. D. Michael 
(secretary of the Home Counties Alliance) and Mr. T. D. 
Hawkins (secretary of the E. & N.-E. Association). 

At the opening of the meeting Mr. Hawkins regretfully 
announced the passing of Mr. G. Hurrell (vice-president of 
the Association), who was buried on January 19th. In a 
few words Mr. Hawkins expressed his sorrow at the loss 
sustained by the Association, and the personal loss to 
himself. The company then stood in silence for a few 
homents. 

Proceeding to introduce the lecturer, Mr. Bedford referred 
incisively to printers' printing without profit, and humor- 
ously described Mr. Badcock аз a '' physician,” and the 
lecture to be given that evening as '' the first dose ’’ of his 
treatment. 


Something More Than Crafsmanship 


After indicating that his address would be an '' informal 
talk," Mr. Badcock went on to say that printers mostly 
regard themselves as craftsmen. But a successful craftsman 
would not necessarily be a successful printer. The printer 
who was just a craftsman was not getting anywhere. The 
great volume of printing to-day was Advertising-Printing; 
that was, it came to the printer from the trader who did 
not merely want something printed, but wanted to sell 
something. The man who labelled himself an advertising 
expert was looked up to, consulted, respected—while the 
printer was just his handmaiden. The time had come, he 
said, when the printer had seriously to examine just what 
qualities the advertising expert possessed that he himself 
did not. What was that black magic? Was it something 
he could learn, or wasn't it? A tremendous opportunity 
had arisen for the advertising-printer. What he wanted to 
know was how to become an advertising-printer. Some of 
them were beginning to find out that the advertising expert 
business was not as fearsome as it sounded—it was ninety 
per cent. common-sense. Anyone who took the trouble 
could equip himself sufficiently to become his own adver- 
tising expert, with the exercise of common-sense. 


What Printers Must Learn 


Here, as he saw them, were the main essentials: — 

(1) Many heads of printing businesses, especially small 
printing businesses, spent too much time earning workman's 
wages. If they were to become experts, then their time 
was valuable—too valuable to waste in the composing room 
or doing the job of a machine-minder or a clerk. It paid to 
pay an extra man and get out oneself after the new business 
— service to customers, planning, being an advertising man. 

(2) An essential of being a successful advertising man was 
to see the other fellow's point of view. They had got to 
get into the habit of looking at these things, not as printing 
jobs, but as pieces of salesmanship. They had got to get 
into their customer's mind, see his point of view, forget they 
were printers. They had got to say, '' What we want is 
something that will sell coffee or lip-stick or copper kettles 
or lingerie." They had got to think of the kind of thing 
that would be likely to sell it. They must remember that 
the people they were selling to were ordinary, every-day 
people like everyone else, and that really only common-sense 
was required to see what would appeal to them. 

(3) Most important of all, they had got to get into the 
habit of putting their customer right, not just taking his 
instructions. If he had his own ideas and if they thought 
they were wrong, let them say so. If they thought they 


were right, let them say so. If they had a better one, let 
them say so. Let them help the customer; he would like 
being helped. Не would not be used to it, but in the end 
he would like it. As a good talking point if he objected, 
they could say, '' You wouldn't have much use for me if 
I always agreed with you—I'm here to help.” 


The Technique of Advertising 


One of the greatest difficulties of the average printer, he 
supposed, was to master the technique of advertising. 
There were the questions of layout, illustration and colour. 
The advertising man had made it his job to master this 
technique, and so must the printer. That was probably 
the greatest stumbling block. 

The first and greatest principle to remember was that of 
simplicity. А good many advertising men had yet to learn 


that. It was not necessary to be complicated to be clever; 
not necessary to be lavish to be attractive. The simpler the 
better. 


Most of the worst examples of printing were bad because 
they were too complicated. They were jig-saw puzzles— 
too many different kinds of type, colour littered all over the 
place, illustrations jumbled up. When one had the job of 
trying to improve these things, one very seldom had to 
add anything, but one had to take an awful lot away. 
There was too much. 

Then there was layout. It was very difficult to teach 
anything about layout. It was partly instinct, partly 
practice. But there were fundamental principles here, too— 
neatness, simplicity, symmetry. Why was it, when anyone 
was asked to do a specially good layout, he always tried 
to shove everything out of the middle, up into the corners, 
or sideways, or upside down? It would all look very much 
better done quite simply and neatly. 


Extension of Service 


The printer who aimed at offering good service to his 
customer must remember that service did not merely consist 
in doing the job efficiently at the right price and delivering 
on time: it consisted in taking on his own shoulders every- 
thing to do with the job. The customer liked that. He 
liked to feel that he could hand it over lock, stock and 
barrel, and forget about it until he saw the proof. 

Artists and block-makers were not the exclusive personal 
servants of advertising-men—they are open to work for 
everybody, printers included. Instead of leaving it to his 
customer to get a drawing from here and a block from 
there, and write the copy himself, the printer might just as 
well take on the whole thing and buy help where he needed 
it. Incidentally, he could make a separate profit out of 
each item. It paid a printer to link up with some efficient 
artist and layout man who was prepared to co-operate with 
him. There were plenty of free-lance artists ready and 


willing to do so. 
Ideas 


Ideas were another bogey. Most people over-estimated the 
value of these clever ideas. What was more important was 
sound, common-sense selling. Printed advertising had got 
to sell goods. It might be very clever, but if it did not sell, 
what was the good of it? It was much better to have a 
sound common-sense piece of salesmanship than a brilliant 
idea. Customers appreciated results more than anything. 

The chief object of all this was, of course, to find a means 
whereby a printer could get and keep regular, satisfied 
customers, get more of them, and get at least a decent 
price for his work. Otherwise he had nothing to go to 
market with. He could only go and say, ''I will do it 
cheaper." That was just what was happening to-day, and 
why printing was not paying as well as it ought to be. 

If the printer made his own job, if he planned it, then 
he was immediately outside competition: nobody could 
come along and cut his throat to get it. If, on the other 
hand, he was only prepared to print exactly what his 
customer gave him to print, then every other printer in 
the country was just as capable of doing that as he. Natur- 
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ally, the customer thought it was only a question of where 
he could get it done most cheaply. It was not his fault, 
but the printer’s, and only by offering customers service 
that they could not get from the cut-throat could they 
expect to print for profit. 

Concluding, Mr. Badcock asked his hearers to regard this 
as a sort of introductory talk which did no more than give 
the basic principles upon which to work. In the next talk 
he would try to get down a bit more to brass tacks, and 
deal with making layouts, different suggestions for illus- 
trations, and practical things of that kind. 

Discussion 

An interesting informal discussion followed, during which 
Mr. Badcock again emphasised the main points of his lecture, 
saying that printing had got to find an entirely new place. 
It had to take the lead, and the only people who could give 
it the lead were the printers themselves. 

Mr. Mizen, in a few remarks, said the great difficulty of 
the printer of to-day was that he had not been brought up 
in the school of creative printing, but as a craftsman. It 
was the advertising man who was responsible for enlight- 
ening the printer to the fact that there was something 
more in creative printing than in ordinary printing. They 
were so engrossed in the production of jobs that they did 
not seem to have the time tocreate. He made brief mention 
of standardisation, and concluded with a reference to the 
formation, which was in the air, of a Commercial Artists’ 
Association to work in co-operation with the printer. As 
soon as that Association was formed, he said, the probability 
was that they would get to where he (Mr. Badcock) wanted 
them to get. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Hawkins, Mr. Badcock said 
he did not think the small trader was averse to approach 
by the printer. Of all buyers of printing, he (the small 
trader) was the least sophisticated. At the same time, 
however, he showed himself to be very approachable, 
because he was not sufficiently experienced as to the power 
of print to be anything else but approachable. 

Mr. Guy Harrison said he thought they all of them had 
to concentrate on the creative idea. He proceeded to touch 
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on the question of the copyright of sketches, and said that 
if a printer produced a sketch of an idea and submitted it 
to the customer, this gave him a free hand of the copyright. 
That was all right up toa point. If, however, the customer 
was not quite satisfied with thè sketch, and made a slight 
alteration which the printer accepted, in this case the copy- 
right passed away from the printer. 

Other speakers included Mr. Langley, who advised the 
development of a local connection with a source of creative 
work; Mr. Michael, who said that printers have an inferiority 
complex and must learn to advertise themselves, and Mr. 
Bedford. 

Mr. Curtis was called upon to propose a vote of thanks, 
which he did in humorous and happy style. Mr. A. J. 
Hubbard (hon. secretary, Central Districts Y.M.P.A.), 
who seconded the vote, brought up the question of the 
customer ‘‘ cribbing ’’ the idea of the printer. Mr. Guy 
Harrison here interposed to say that the Federation of 
Master Printers had set up a committee, and a report would 
shortly be issued on that point. The vote of thanks being 
passed with acclamation, Mr. Badcock briefly replied. 

The next lecture of the series is to be on February 17th, 
when the chief subject will be '' Layouts.” 


In January, 1832, Leyburn received the stirring news that 
one, William Plews, had started a ‘‘ press printing works.’’ 
Down a narrow side street overlooking Middleham a wooden 
printing press was brought into action. It had a stone bed, 
20 by 24 inches, and a palette was used to spread the ink 
over the type. The press cost William Plews £8. It has 
been idle for nearly twenty years after doing good work for 
more than eighty years. The printers of hundred years ago 
worked mainly by candlelight and paraffin lamps, because 
the window in the Leyburn printing works was only nine 
inches square. That printing is not such an unhealthy job 
as some people imagine is shown by the E of service 
of the Plews family. William Plews had the business forty 
years, his son, the late Charles Plews, worked for forty 
years, and the present owner, Cbarles William Plews, has 
spent more than thirty years at the trade.

Offset, Newspaper and Sheet-Fed Letter- 
press Machinery 


Machinery for 


A lecture on '' Offset, Newspaper and Sheet-Fed Letter- 
press Machinery '' was given under the ægis of the Joint 
Technical Training Advisory Committee for the Printing 
and Kindred Trades, at Stow College, Glasgow, on the 
15th inst., by Mr. A. B. Evans, director of R. W. Crabtree 
and Sons, Ltd., Leeds. The lecture, which originated from 
an invitation by the Glasg Centre oí the Printers' 
Managers and Overseers Association, was very well attended, 
and was presided over by Mr. Graham in the unavoidable 
absence of Mr. Ross. 


Development of Offset 


The lecturer treated the first part of his subject histori- 
cally, with special reference to the different machines that 
were the prototypes of the present offset rotary, and showed 
by these means how he was the first to introduce the rotary 
offset in a practical manner to Europe, and later the first 
to introduce a practical two-colour offset machine. He paid 
particular tribute to Ira Washington Rubel, as being 
entirely responsible for the start of the present offset vogue. 

The lecturer continued by describing the number of 
special points which formed the basis of Crabtree offsets, 
and then proceeded to show a number of very interesting 
lantern slides of these machines, from demy folio single- 
colour to quad royal three-colour, and also of the '' Elless '' 
feeder, which is used by Messrs. Crabtree as their standard 
combination with their offset machines. 


Newspaper Production 


The subject of newspaper presses and plant was intro- 
duced by a few remarks regarding their general construc- 
tion, and an explanation of the speed involved in an out- 
put of 50,000 copies per folder. Distinction was drawn be- 
tween presses of the '' decker ” and of the '' unit ” type, 
and presses of single and double width, and the lecturer 
proceeded to show a number of slides of large newspaper 
presses, including one of the six presses supplied to the 
'" News of the World,” and one of the three supplied to 
the '' Scotsman," and one of six supplied to the '' Glas- 
gow Citizen,'' these all being Crabtree presses. 

The lecturer concluded by a short allusion to two- 
revolution letterpress machines, and showed slides of the 
royal folio machine of this type now being manufactured 
by his firm, with special reference to the extreme accessi- 
bility of this machine for make-ready. 

A very pleasant evening ended with votes of thanks to 
the lecturer and to the chairman, which were carried 
enthusiastically.

New Inventions

Raised or Embossed Printing 


Messrs. J. H. Stean and J. H. Stean have patented a 
method that relates to raised or embossed prints which are 
obtained by printing, painting, or writing with ink or other 
material on paper, card, or the like, dusting with a fusible 
resinous compound which adheres to the ink, etc., shaking 
off the superfluous powder, bending the paper, etc., to 
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give it rigidity and prevent curling, and heating to cause 
the compound to unite with the ink, etc. The prints are 
then subjected to a blast of cool air before piling. The 
freshly-printed sheets are placed one by one in a powdering- 
tray 2a, the pivoted cover 2 of which serves as a feed table. 
After dusting with the compound and shaking, the sheet 
is fed between runners 5 and a revolving drum 4. The 
runners are in two lines arranged in contact with the drum, 
one of the lines being carried by rods 7 slidable in guides 
8 on the machine frame to facilitate adjustment and clean- 
ing. The drum is preferably formed of thick aluminium to 
act as a heat reservoir, and is rotated from an electric motor 
at the required speed. Heating elements 10 are arranged 
aba to the surface of the drum on a laterally-adjustable 
rame 11 pivoted to the frame of the machine to enable it 
to be raised from the drum for cleaning. The elements 10 
are controlled from a switch which enables any of them to 
be switched on or off. The front end of the frame 11 is 
provided with a cranked rod 22 adapted to be fixed by 
screws 24 in adjusted position so that the distance of the 
elements from the drum can be controlled. А detachable 
plate 25 is mounted on the frame over the heating elements 
to conserve the heat. The device is carried by a frame 1 
provided with rollers 15 to enable it to be transported. 
After passing the heating elements, the sheet is stripped 
from the drum by a series of fingers 19 pivoted to the 
machine frame, and delivered to a travelling band 18 of 
perforated material or wire net by which it is fed under a 
fan provided with a cover 17 for directing the air down- 
wards on to the sheet, to a delivery board 12. The board 
12 is pivoted to the machine frame so as to enable it to be 
swung under the apparatus when not in use, and is pro- 
vided with a pivoted supporting strut 14.—353,564. 


Feeding Sheets 


In this invention, as patented by Mr. T. E. Morris, 
sheets are fed to printing, labelling, and like machines 
from one of a plurality of interconnected pile-carrying 
magazines 8, which are carried by a member rotatable 
upon a horizontal axis, so as to bring the full magazines 
successively to feeding position, and to move the empty 
Magazines out of operative position for recharging. As 
applied to a labelling-machine of the kind in which the 
bottom sheets of a pile 7 are removed successively by 
adhesive separators 5 on oscillating arms 3, which apply 


the labels in known manner with the aid of wipers 9 to a 
bottle 2, the magazines 8 are mounted on a ring 14, which 
can rotate around a fixed ring 13 secured to a U-shaped 
support 11 fixed to the machine frame 12. The ring 14 
is secured in position by means of a spring-pressed lever 
15 mounted on the fixed ring 13 and adapted to engage 
one of a series of notches in the ring 14. One magazine 8 
is thus held accurately in operative position, and the dia- 
metrically opposite magazine can be readily refilled. 
The sides of the magazines are secured adjustably by 
means of screws 24 and slots 25 to supporting plates 23 
carried by brackets 22 secured to the ring 14. The opera- 
tive pile 7 is pressed downwards by a presser head 18 
carried by a rack 19 engaged by spring-pressed sliding 
pawls 20, which permit the rack to move past them in one 
direction only. Levers 21 release the pawls when the pile 
is to be replenished. The pawls 20 are housed in members 
26, which are spring-pressed towards the pile, and which 
yield in an upward direction when the separators 5 press 
the pile in the action of separating the sheet.—350,196. 


Preparing Printing Plates 

The American Multigraph Co. has patented a printing- 
plate, on which an image has been prepared, and which 
is treated with a substance which will render the plate 
initially ink-repellent on the plain portions but will not 
injure the image, and printing is effected with an ink which 
will adhere on to the image and contains a substance which 
will continue the surface-treatment of the plate and main- 
tain the plain portions in ink-repellent condition. Ап 
aluminium plate for planographic printing has the image 
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produced thereon in fatty or greasy ink by means of a 
lithographic pencil or other method, and the surface 15 
then rubbed with a solution of a nitrate or sulphate, pre- 
ferably ammonium nitrate or sulphate, or aluminium, 
nickel, iron, or copper nitrate. After drying, direct or 
offset printing is effected with ordinary lithographic ink 
to which a substance similar to that used for treating the 
plate, and preferably ammonium nitrate or aluminium 
nitrate or sulphate, has been added, damping being un- 
necessary. In the preparation of a photo-mechanical plate, 
the nitrate or sulphate solution is added to the light- 
sensitive layer, and the plate, after exposure, is developed 
with a developer which will not dissolve the nitrate or 
sulphate. For intaglio printing, the aluminium or 
aluminium-covered plate is etched in the usual way, the 
etched parts are inked with a fatty ink containing the 
nitrate or sulphate solution, and the remaining parts are 
rendered ink-repellent. If a zinc plate is to be used, a 
phosphate, preferably ammonium mono-hydrogen phos- 
phate, is added to the preparing solution to prevent oxida- 
tion or corrosion of the plate.—345,263.

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British Boards for Bookbinders 
Visit to Thames Board Mills 


A very enjoyable and instructive afternoon was spent by 
members of the Master Bookbinders' Association last 
Thursday, when a small party of members made a tour of 
the Thames Board Mills, Ltd., Purfleet, Essex. The 
members attending were : Capt. Douglas Leighton (presi- 
dent) and Major Robert Leighton (Leighton-Straker 
Bookbinding Co., Ltd.), Miss G. V. Woodman (Fisher 
Bookbinding Co. (1912), Ltd.), Messrs. J. G. Bain (A. W. 
Bain & Co., Ltd.), W. M. Blunt (С. Blunt & Sons, Ltd.), 
Н. R. Dent and B. J. Ellis (J. M. Dent & Sons, Ltd.), E 
Cordery (Dow & Lester), A. Grant (G. & A. Grant), D. F. 
Kellie (Kelly & Sons), F. Gould and E. B. Judd (Nevett, 
Ltd.), and Hedley Miller, the secretary of the Association. 

The party was conducted over the mills by Mr. G. John- 
stone, Mr. T. W. Carron and Mr. F. C. Spring, who took 
the party first to the jetty, where they saw laden barges 
unloading their cargo of raw materials, including pulp, 
waste paper, etc. From the jetty they visited the boiler 
house, where they saw the modern steam-raising plant, 
which is practically automatic, with its coal elevators and 
chain grate stoking system. Next came the power house, 
where the current for the whole of the plant is produced 
by direc current turbo-generators having a capacity of 
6,000 kilowatts, and the beater house and preparatory 
plants, providing for the beating of the raw materials. The 
many processes were interestingly explained to the party, 
and they were able to follow the progress of the finely- 
diluted pulp as it entered one end of the board machine 
and emerged at the other end as a completely finished 
board, cut to size or wound into recls. 

А visit was then paid to the Fiberite packing case plant, 
where they saw the well-known Fiberite board conv егіеф 
into packing cases and printed with different proprietary 
brands. 

The object of the visit was in connection with the use 
of English boards in place of imported strawboards, the 
Thames Board Mills having produced a special granite 
board which has been proved very suitable for bookbind- 
ing purposes to take the place of the imported strawboard. 
The present capacity of the Thames Mills is over 2,000 
tons weekly, which, when extensions and additions to the 
plant have been completed, will be doubled. 

After the tour the party were entertained to tea in the 
handsome canteen, provided for the use of the staff, anda 
vote of thanks was proposed to the Thames Board Mills 
and to the three gentlemen who had conducted the party 
by Capt. Douglas Leighton. Mr. G. Johnstone replied, 
saying that their directors were always pleased for their 
friends to visit the plant and assure themselves of the 
quality and service which was available.

BDINBURGH 


Тнк Valuation Appeal Court, Edinburgh, on Friday 
gave jadgment in a case on appeal from a decision of the 
local Valuation Committee with reference to premises 
at 56, Upper Kirkgate, Aberdeen. The premises are 
tenanted as a shop by Messrs. Stephen and Duthie,copper- 
plate engravers. The assessor entered the yearly rental 
or value at £45 and placed them in the category of premises 
used for the purpose of a retail shop, and therefore not 
entitled to the privilege of derating. The Comnnittee 
were of opinion that the premises were occupied and used 
as a factory and workshop, and were industrial lands and 
heritages, that they fell to be distinguished in the valua 
tion roll as such and to have the rateable value of £11 and 
accordingly sustained the appeal of the tenants. The 
assessor appealed to the Court and submitted that the 
Committee's decision was unsound. The Court, however, 
found that it was impossible to hold that the premises 
were used for the purposes of a retail shop and dismissed 
the appeal. 

THE printing house of Messrs. R. and R. Clark, of 
Brandon Street, Edinburgh, was honoured last week with 
the presence of Prince George, who was touring the dis- 
trict. The Prince was cheered outside the printing works 
and welcomed by the board, consisting of the chairman, 
Mr. Douglas Mure Wood; Mr. James Watt, LL.D., W.S.;

Prince George saw volumes 
of the new standard and collected editions of Shaw's works 
being electrotyped and punc His Royal Highness was 
shown the processes in the making of a book from start to 
finish. А new machine for trimming plates particularly 
engaged his attention, and he took great interest in a fold- 
ing machine and in the printing of four-colour work. 
During his visit he shook hands with nine long-service 
employees, who were presented to him. They were Messrs. 
J. G. Mills, Robert Taylor, David Shand, Adam Leitch, 
William Laidlaw, James Smart, George Peat, William 
Strachan, and Peter M'Blain. Mr. M'Blain, the oldest of 
them, is 80 years of age, and retired recently. The rest 
are still employees of the firm. 


LEEDS 


Mr. DUNCAN MCLAUCHLAN, one of the oldest printers 
in the country, died at Leeds on Saturday in his 90th year. 
After serving his apprenticeship as a compositor in 
Edinburgh, he joined the staff of the '' Yorshire Post '' 
on the foundation of that paper as a daily in 1866, and six 
years later transferred his services to the ‘‘ Leeds 
Mercury," with whom he remained until his retirement 
in 1911. He leaves ason, Mr. Duncan McLauchlan, who 
has also served on the staffs of the '' Leeds Mercury '' and 
the ‘‘ Yorkshire Post," and is vice president of the 
National News Guild. 


MAIDSTONE 


THE British Legion Press held their fourth annual] dinner 
at the Bull Hotel, Maidstone, recently, when 38 members 
and visitors sat down to a successful evening. Grace was 
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said by the Mayor. (Councillor C. Gordon Larking). After 
the loyal toast, with musical honours, given by the chair- 
man, Mr. J. H. Forder, Col. G. R. Crosfield, C.B.E., 
D.S.O., T.D., proposed '' The British Legion Press.’’ He 
congratulated the management and staff on the splendid 
co-operation of all, with the result that it was now the 
most successful of the many activities of Preston Hall 
Industries, and stated that the proposed extension to the 
plant had now been officially sanctioned. Supporting the 
Mayor, Dr. McDougall referred to the difficulties which had 
been overcome by the pioneers of the Press in bringing it 
up to its present state of efficiency, and the confidence with 
which it is now regarded, to be practically demonstrated 
by the extension of plant, which would enable further 
employment to be given to disabled men, this being the 
raison d'étre of the British Legion Press. 


NEWCASTLE 


THE Newcastle City Council special committee set up 
to inquire into the proposal to set up a municipal printing 
works, has inspected certain buildings in the city which 
were recommended to them. However, they have now 
decided to go back to their orignal proposal and to suggest 
to the next council meeting that the most economical 
method of developing a municipal department would be 
for the council to take over the Education Committee's 
printing department, and that an adequate municipal 
department be developed from this nucleus When the 
proposal to establish a municipal printing department 
caine before the council last June, strong opposition was 
registered by a deputation which attended the council 
meeting on behalf of the Newcastle Master Printers, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Federation of British 
Industries, and the Northern Guild of Commerce. These 
organisations will continue opposition, and are likely to 
have the support of the Independent Group on the City 
Council. 

MR. G. H. BANKS has been elected president, and Mr. 
G Worsdale, vice president of the Newcastle Printers’ 
Benefit Society for the next twelve months. The Society 
has now a membership of over 300, with a valuation of 
£9 8s.per member. It was established 133 years ago, and 
arrangements are being made for the holding of a celebra 
tion dinner. 


STOCKPORT

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Australian Notes 


Provincial Press Association Conference—Demand 
for Removal of Duties on Type and Ink— 
Apprentice Problem: Printer Defies Union 
—Sydney Printer’s Profit becomes 


Loss—Shipping Newspapers £12 
rofit 


THE sixteenth conference of the Australian Provincial 
Press Association took place recently in Melbourne. The 
president of the Association, Mr. A. T. Shakespeare, in his 
report, said that the provincial newspapers hid weathered 
the depression remarkably well. He spoke of the proposed 
manufacture of newsprint in Australia stating that there 
appeared no prospect of an immediate move towards get- 
ting the industry going. Reference was made to the pro- 
gress made in teletypesetting machines in America, and 
that progressive news reception methods should be in line 
with the probable adoption of the teletypesetting machine 
in newspaper plants of the future. It was suggested in the 
report that there were three mechanical development pos- 
sibilities: improvement in methods of type-setting—the 
icletypesetter; the photo-composing machine; and simpler 
methods of process engraving as a means of eliminating a 
large proportion of type-setting. 

* * Ф 

ON the second day of the conference, at which the newly 
elected. president—Mr. N. Roulston—presided, a number 
of important motions were passed, one of them being as 
follows: '' That the association impress upon the Federal 
Government the necessity for the removal of new and ex- 
cessive duty on imported type and ink, as it is inimical 
to the best interests of the printing trade." It was decided 
in conclusion to hold the conference next year at Sydney. 

* * * 

AN interesting apprentice problem was recently before 
the Industrial Courts at Sydney when the Chief Industrial 
Magistrate declined to make an order in the case in which 
T. H. Bell, secretary of the Amalgamated Printing Trades 
Employees’ Union of N.S.W., proceeded against Arthur 
Norwood, a printer, of Sydney, for a breach of the Book- 
binders, Letterpress, Machinists, etc., Award. 1t was 
alleged that the defendant, between August 10{һ and 14th 
last, employed a greater number of apprentices to the 
trade of letterpress machinists than was allowed by the 
award, without having the consent of the Conciliation 
Committee or the industrial union, It was contended on 
behalf of the union that the ratio of apprentices to journey- 
men, as provided by the award, should operate in each 
section of the trade. It was stated for the defence that 
the proper proportion of journevmen were emploved with- 
in the meaning of the award. The magistrate upheld the 
defendant's contention that the number of journeymen was 
lixed by ascertaining the total number of journevmen em- 
ployed in the business.

Company Liquidations

Dublin, for £18,000. The company was unable to complete 
the purchase owing to the fact that negotiations in con- 
nection with the formation of a public company to be 
formed to acquire these mills and other printing businesses, 
fell through. For the purpose of enabling the company to 
pay a deposit and other expenses incurred in the matter, 
the company borrowed £3,000 from a Mr. Sparling in 
respect of which an agreement was entered into where- 
under the company on June 27th, 1930, charged all the 
assets in the agreement and all its other assets, to Mr. 
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Sparling. In December, 1931, Mr. Sparling appointed 
Mr. G. W. Roberts, I.A., as receiver on his behalf. The 
company's offices are being kept open by the receiver for 
the purpose of enabling certain negotiations for a financial 
deal to be conducted, which if completed, would result in 


a substantial commission becoming due to the company.’ 


The failure of the company was attributed to general 
depression of trade during the last two years and reduction 
of the company's funds in consequence thereof ; to delay 
in the disposal of the Clondalkin Mills ; to heavy losses in 
connection with the proposed formation of the company 
to acquire those mills and other printing businesses, which 
delay was due to the Hatry crash, and to loss of the 
company's investment in Anglo Foreign Newspapers, Ltd. 
The creditors nominated Mr. W. Hepburn, C.À., as 
liquidator, and the shareholders nominated Mr. P. W. M. 
Horner, C.A., for the post. The official receiver said he 
would submit the resolution to the registrar who would 
make the appointment of liquidator.

Joseph Louis Allenstein 
had attended in the proceedings and in preliminary 
examination had stated that he commenced business as 
above stated in 1913. The business was successful until 
two years ago, when it declined, mainly owing to his 
having to meet habilities under guarantees given for and 
on behalf of other persons, for which he received no 
personal consideration. He estimated he had paid out 
roughly £1,000 during the past two years in respect of 
such guarantees. For the reason given and also owing to 
general trade depression, heavy overhead charges, and bad 
debts the business continued to decline. He ceased to 
trade in December last. He estimated his liabilities at 
about £1,400, and his assets were valued at £220, apart 
from good and doubtful book debts and equities in two 
freehold properties of uncertain realisable value. His 
failure was due to trade depression, heavy overhead 
charges, bad debts and liabilities under guarantees for 
which he received no consideration. The estate was left 
in the hands of the official receiver for administration. 


Re ALFRED Eastwoop.—At the Manchester County 
Court on Monday, Alfred Eastwood, of Langford Road, 
Withington, trading as B. Eastwood and Co., in New 
Wakefield Street, Manchester, as a printer, applied for his 
discharge from bankruptcy. The senior official receiver 
(Mr. F. Murgatroyd) reported that the liabilities were 
£2,913. The assets were estimated to produce £3,285, 
and had realised to date £387. During the war the debtor 
purchased the business, with the buildings and machinery, 
for £3,100. Later his largest firm of customers, with 
whom he had dealt for 30 years, transferred the whole of 
their custom elsewhere, the debtor thereby losing а turn- 
over of £8,000 a year. Only two months after obtaining a 
mortgage advance of £5,000 in connection with the 
purchase of his business the money was called in and he 
was unable to get it elsewhere, although, he said, the 
property had been valued in 1925 at £10,207. On the 
debtor's behalf it was pleaded that he had been unfortu- 
nate, and his unconditional discharge was asked for. Judge 
Leigh said he agreed that the element of misfortune had 
had much to do with bringing about the debtor's failure. 
Bankruptcy after bankruptcy that came before him had 
been caused by a sharp fall in values. He granted the 
debtor's discharge, subject to seven days’ suspension.

To partly cover the whole equipment 
is to subject oneself to the '' average ’’ clause which 
means in effect that one carries so much per cent. of 
the fire risk oneself. In that event the amount 
received after a fire is determined by the extent of 
fire damage and the extent of cover. Many a printer 
has been shocked to learn how inadequately he had 
provided himself against the eventuality of fire.

The Vogue of ** Bleed ” 


WE have probably said before, but it will stand 
being said again, that the present vogue of bleed 
border, bleed photos, bleed colours, solid edgings 
and black slabs is all calculated to create troubles 
and perplexities for the poor printer. Perhaps it is 
»nly the smart buyers and users of printing who like 
and demand this sort of work, but it has to be 
observed that these are the very people who find 
most work for the printer (in a double sense). They 
are the publicity people, and they employ the best 
and biggest printers in the country. They created 
this new style; or at least their cousins overseas did, 
and they imported it. It would not be so bad if it 
were not that every job nowadays is in a rush when 
it reaches the printer, even though it usually takes 
a leisurely course through its preparatory stages in 
the hands of the publicity producer. The troubles 
associated with bleed-off printing are many, includ- 
ing difficulty of positioning, problems of gripping, 
possible requirement of a larger size of paper, guard- 
ing against set-off, colour bleeding over the edge, 
strike-off in cutting, the introduction of a fresh set 

of exacting requirements for correct folding, dangei 
. of folding without interleaving, and final possibilities 
` of set-off when the goods are being sent home. This 
. Sort of work costs a great deal more money and 
requires a great deal more time and care than 
ordinary printing, but this fact does not seem to be 
realised by those who demand it. Nor can we blame 
them so long as there are printers who themselves 
remain oblivious of the facts, judging from the prices 
they quote and the promises they make.

Printing Works Collapse 
Gale and Polden Accident 


A remarkable accident took place on Wednesday of last 
week at the Wellington Works, the Aldershot printing 
works of Gale and Polden, Ltd. A section of the third 
storey, on which tons of type, printing metal and blocks 
were stored, collapsed and fell through to the floor below. 
The weight of the debris as it fell cut through the second 
floor like a knife and the debris fell into the general office 
below, where some 50 men and girl clerks work during the 
day. 

There was no warning of the collapse, and the night 
watchman, Mr. Charles Weatherley, was ciose to the spot. 

Had it happened during the day a large number of the 
400 people employed in the building must have been in- 
jured. As the debris fell, it burst through the windows and 
walls of the ground floor, and glass was piled high in the 
street. It also carried away a section of the hot-water 
svstem, and scalding water poured out. In attempting to 
turn off the water an employee named Mr. Douglas Maries 
was scalded and nearly carried away by the rapidity of the 
flow. 

No machinery was involved, and work has been continued

The Reductions

sq. inch above the first 60 sq. inches up to 120 sq. inches, 
the allowances on large sizes then operating where applic- 
able. 

THREE AND FouR-CoLougR HaLr-ToNE WOoRK.—A reduc- 
tion of 1s. per sq. inch above the first 60 sq. inches, up to 
120 sq. inches, the allowance on large sizes then operating 
where applicable. 

OTHER REDUCTIONS.—Modifications with regard to dupli- 
cates, surcharges, gallery negatives, etc., will be found in

Trade Unions Co-operate 


It has always been recognised that the British-engraved 
block can show a printing quality which is unsurpassed. It 
has, therefore, been difficult to understand why certain 
block-buvers have placed their orders abroad solely on the 
question of price. In view of the depressed condition of 
industry in this country, conferences have been held between 
the Federation of Master Process Engravers and the two 
Unions concerned, i.e., the Society of Lithographic Artists, 
Designers, Engravers and Process Workers, and the National 
Union of Printing, Bookbinding and Paper Workers (Print- 
ing Machine Branch). As a result, certain wage adjustments 
have been agreed to, and it has been possible accordingly 
to announce the reductions, which became operative oh 
Monday last. The Federation acknowledges its appreciation 
of the co-operation of these unions, since, without their 
help, these reductions would not have been possible. 


Encouragement to ‘‘ Buy British ” 


The same high quality of work will be maintained, to- 
gether with the service, which can only be given by the 
British Dlockmaker within reach of the customer. It is to 
be hoped. that the lead given by the Federation in the '' Buy 


British " movement, will be given the encouragement it 
deserves. In view of the substantial reduction in the prices 
of colour blocks, there should now be a considerable reduc- 
tion in the number of orders for colour blocks going out 
of the country, since the better British product is now 
available on the most favourable terms. 


Provincial Newspaper Mergers 
Reductions of Staff and Plant 


Under an agreement signed at the end of last week be- 
tween the Allied Northern Newspapers, Ltd., and North- 
cliff Newspapers, Ltd., the former company takes over the 
'" Newcastle Evening World,'' which is being incorporated 
in the *‘ Newcastle Evening Chronicle ’’; whilst the latter 
company is similarly to incorporate the ‘‘ Bristol Evening 
Times and Echo '' in the ‘‘ Bristol Evening World,” and 
the '' Derby Daily Express ” in the '' Derby Daily Tele- 
graph." Following these mergers, the '' Bristol Times and 
Mirror " is to be incorporated in the ''Western Daily 
Press," which will be owned as now by Walter Reid and 
Son, Ltd., of Bristol. These mergers are putting a large 
number of people out of employment, and throwing valu- 
able printing presses and plant idle. The changes have 
been rendered inevitable, it is stated, by '' the high and 
increasing cost of production, particularly wages, which 
remain far above pre-war level.''

THE body of Mr. J. H. Roscoe, the printing firm director, 
whose car crashed through railings into the River Irwell 
at Salford several days ago, was recovered last Thursday 
at the Pomona Dock, Manchester. 
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.Ex:Secretary Charged 
Alleged Embezzlement of Funds 


Mr. E. W. Whittle, for many years general secretary of 
the Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association, 
appeared before Mr. Oulton at the Tower Bridge Police 
Court on Friday charged, on remand, with embezzling 
£254 8s. 6d., the money of the Printers’ Managers and 
Overseers Association, between July Ist and December 3lst, 
1930. 

Representing the Association, Mr. Harold Simmons said 
that the accused ought to have submitted the Association's 
accounts by July, 1931. On July 2nd, however, when the 
accounts were required, he was absent: he disappeared for 
some little time. Subsequently he reappeared, and he did, 
in fact, submit the accounts to the Committee. 

The present charge, proceeded counsel, was a very simple 
one. In the Superannuation Account Ap an item 
showing War Loan to the nominal value of £250, which cost 
£254 8s. 6d. This was a fictitious item altogether. That 
War Loan the accused never bought. То give an air of 
verisimilitude, he included interest of £6 5s. as having been 
paid on this War Loan. That, again, was fictitious: no 
such amounts were ever received. They had inquired of 
the Bank of England and found that this stock was non- 
existent. . 


The Alleged Deficiency 


Thereupon the accounts were investigated by a well- 
known firm of chartered accountants, whose Mr. Hepburn 
interviewed the accused about the accounts, but the latter 
was unable to explain this item of War Loan. 

Mr. Hepburn, called as a witness, stated, in answet to 
counsel, that, in July, 1931, he received the Association's 
instructions to examine the accounts. Не had discussed 
the accounts with the accused. The latter had not given 
him books of account—cash books or ledgers—but explained 
that he prepared his accounts from memoranda, slips which 
came from the branch secretaries, receipts of tradesmen, and 
so forth. 

Asked if, on investigating the records, he found any, and, 
if so, what deficiency, witness said that he found that at 
September 30th, 1931, there were unexplained amounts 
totalling £1,646 11s. 2d., in respect of the Benevolent Fund, 
the Journal Fund, the Death Benefit Fund and the General 
Fund. In addition to that. he found in respect of the Super- 
annuation Fund an unexplained total of £727 19s. 1d., and 
in respect of the London Centre a total to be explained of 
£12 16s. 9d. 

In answer to the magistrate, witness stated that the £254 
mentioned in respect of War Loan was included in the 
Superannuation Fund total of £727 odd. 

Witness further stated, in answer to counsel, that he told 
the accused they were unable to trace the £250 of War Loan. 
The accused said he would prefer not to speak about it. 
Witness had not discussed with the accused the question ot 
the interest on this stock. Witness asked the accused if he 
challenged or disagreed with the manner in which witness 
had prepared the accounts. The accused did not make any 
objection to the principle, but queried one or two small 
items and these were taken off the Suspense Accounts. 


Deficiency Not Admitted 


The accused had not admitted the deficiency of £1,646 
alleged, nor that of £727. Не had not agreed to any figure 
of deficiency, but he could point to no fault in the accounts. 
The accounts were prepared from the data the accused sup- 
plied and from corroborative evidence from banks, branches, 
etc. 

Mr. F. H. Stollard, representing the accused, asked to be 
allowed to reserve his cross-examination. Until that morn- 
ing, he said, he was unaware of certain details. New matter 
of great importance to the case had been introduced, and he 
had not sufficient detail and instructions to cross-examine. 

The magistrate consented. 

À representative of the Bank of England gave evidence as 
to there having been no purchase of the above-mentioned 
£250 of War Loan. 

Mr. Oulton then adjourned the case until February 4th, 
bail being allowed—two sureties in £250.

The Chemistry of Lithography 


Fatty Acids in Lithography 


By CHARLES HARRAP 


In all the three cases of stone, zinc and aluminium, 
it is accepted that grease, fat or oil in whatever form it 
may occur, attacks the stone and metals in a mild 
chemical reaction, and remains in the stone and metals 
aS a permanent stain, with the property of retaining 
printing ink. The practical value of this latter property, 
however, is dependent upon sufficient water being kept 
on the surface of the stone or metal to prevent the 
printing ink from adhering to the bare dry stone or 
metal outside the parts that bear the printing image. 
There is sufficient evidence in ordinary practice that the 
action of grease on stone and metal does produce a 
greasy compound which is not only insoluble in hot 
or cold water, but repels water, showing that the com- 
pound itself still retains the well-known characteristics 
of grease, in so far that grease is not miscible with 
water. 


The Lithographic Image 


Some forty years ago a German chemist analysed 
the actual “ work " on the stone, and he determined that 
the sample he examined was an oleo-margarate of 
calcium. Although, in most cases, the lithographic 
transfer ink maker endeavours to eliminate all olein 
from his inks, and chooses fats rich in stearic, palmitic 
and cerotic acids, yet it is probable, as olein is usually 
present in all fats and margaric acid occurs in variable 
quantity in many fats, that in the ultimate reaction on 
stone and metal the oleic and margaric acid may be in 
evidence. However, it is much more likely that the 
actual “ work” on the stone is a compound of calcium 
with stearic and palmitic acids; and similar compounds 
with zine and aluminium. 

It must not be overlooked that when soap is used 
there is always the possibility that common soaps may 
be used containing margaric acid, ricinoleic acid, 
caproic, rapic, behenic and valerianic and rosin, which 
contains abictic acid, as well as some quantity of oleic 
acid. It is generally accepted that the hard soaps 
known as Castile, Marseilles and olive, are the product 
of pure olive oil and caustic soda; they, therefore, 
contain oleic acid in a large proportion, in the form 
of glyceryl oleate. This is the soap that should be 
used in making transfer inks, because of its purity of 
the oleic fatty acid, С,.Н,.О,, unmixed with other fatty 
acids. 


Variable Activity of Acids 


As previously stated in connection with the variable 
activity of acids upon stone and metals, there is a 
similar variation in the properties of fatty acids. As 
extreme examples may be mentioned the two fatty 
acids, acetic and formic, neither of which can be used 
in transfer inks, as they would not form the correct 
compound with stone or metals for producing the ink- 
hearing surface. The fatty acids which stand out pre- 
eminently are oleic, С,.Н,.О., palmitic, С,„Н„;.О», mar- 
garic, Cir H;,0;, stearic, CEOs, cerotic, С..Н..О,, 
and the less used lactic, С,Н.О, (from milk) and capric, 
СьНь О» (from coco-nut), ricinoleic, С,.Н,.О, (castor 


oil), arachidic, C4H4O; (from earth nut), and butyric, 
С.Н.О» (from butter, lard). These ten fatty acids are 
the only ones out of a total of over 50, which have 
been individually proved to be of value in transfer ink 
making. From the above it will be seen that the íats 
available for transfer ink and strong wash-out fluids 
are : tallow, fresh (unsalted) lard, olive oil, palm butter, 
coco-nut oil, castor oil, earth-nut oil, butter, all mam- 
malian animals' fat, many vegetable oils, spermaceti, 
bees’ wax, Chinese and Japanese waxcs; whilst milk 
may at times serve useful purposes. 


The Fatty Acids 


It is further significant that in many cases the fatty 
acids themselves may be used, with greater certainty 
of strong inks, especially for zinc and aluminium. The 
following descriptions of the fatty acids set forth their 
special characteristics. 


Oleic Acid, C,,H,,0, 


This acid is obtainable from olive oil, and from all 
other oils and soft fats, in which it is almost always 
present. It is obtained in white needle-shaped crystals. 
It melts at 14° С. (57° F.), and volatilises by heating 
without alteration of its composition. It has neither 
taste nor odour. It is insoluble in water, but readily 
soluble in alcohol or ether. Olein is the natural oil, 
which 15 liquid, but when exposed to air it solidifies at 
15° C. (574° F.). 

The acids of linseed oil are linoleic and linolence, 
which have strong drying properties. Olive oil is rich 
in fatty acids, and a mixture of half olive oil and half 
turpentine makes a good wash-out for weak work. 


Palmitic Acid, C,,H,,O, 


This acid, from palm oil, is also known as cetvlic, 
ethalic or olidic acid. It is colourless, solid, without 
taste or smell; not soluble in water but readily soluble 
in alcohol or ether. It melts at 62? C. (143? F.) and 
re-solidifies in flaky crystals. In chemical action it 
forms neutral or acid compounds. 

Palm oil is a buttery substance of orange colour, but 
may lose its colour if kept in stock. It has a faint 
sweet odour and consists of tripalmatin and a little 
olein. [t melts at 27° C. (80° F.). It is used largely 
in soap and candles; and is frequently adulterated with 
wax, tallow, lard or rosin. It is slightly soluble in 
water, but readily dissolves in turpentine or alcohol. 
This oil occurs in many fats and oils, and the palmitic 
acid has a strong affinity for stone, and only slightly 
less for zinc and aluminium. Palm oil is well suited 
for treating weak work. 


Margaric Acid, C,,H,,O. 


This is obtained from lard, beef and mutton fats. It 
resembles palmitic acid, and is a white solid which melts 
at 60° С. (140° F.). Margaric acid occurs in many 
fats, generally accompanying stearic acid. 

Margarine [from margarite —a pearl] is a white sub- 
stance from hogs’ lard. Тһе name is applied to a

fat, which contains stearin, margarine and olein. The 
stearin 1s eliminated, the margarine and oil are filtered, 
and the mass is churned with milk; annato is added. 
The composition is then sold as margarine, containing 
ten per cent. or less of butter fat. 


Stearic Acid, C,,H,,O, 


. This is obtained from beef fat, mutton fat and all 
other animal fats, and many vegetable oils and fats. 
Somewhat crystalline, in flaky or needle shapes, this is 
the article sold as “ Stearine." It melts at 69° C. 
154° E.) It is tasteless and without odour, and is 
istinctly acid in reaction. It is scarcely soluble in 
alcohol, but more so in ether and benzene. As a fatty 
acid it is one of the most useful in planography. Used 
3s stearic acid in transfer inks, it is very effective. 
: Stearin is the crude fat that is used in good soap and 
candles. It melts at 55° C. (141° F.). It is scarcely 
soluble in cold alcohol, but more so in ether. 
. Stearin is present in a large proportion in tallow; 
and commercial tallow is often adulterated with cotton 
oil, wool grease, and mineral matter, such as clay and 
whiting. 


Cerotic Acid, C,,H,,O, 


- This 15 the acid of wax. There are various wax-like 
substances in animals and plants, such as the “ bloom ” 
on many fruits and the gloss on leaves. But the true 
waxes are: beeswax,. Chinese wax, Japanese wax and 
spermaceti. Beeswax is mainly myricyl palmitate and 
cerotic acid, the prevailing acid being cerotic. Chinese 
wax (tree wax) is mainly ceryl cerotate, CssHiesO:. 
Japanese wax is glyceryl palmitate (which is just a pure 
fat). Spermaceti is mainly cetyl palmitate (1.е., whales’ 
fat) and is an alcohol and palmitic acid. It melts at 
45°С. (113° Е.). It is used for ointments, candles and 
Soap. 
. These hard waxes are very useful for making litho- 
graphers' crayons and some transfer ink. 

“ Parafin wax" is not a wax; it does not contain 
fatty acid, but 1s simply a hard form of petroleum. 


Lactic Acid, C,H,O, 


This is the acid of milk and cheese. It occurs in 
gastric juice, and sauerkraut. It is soluble in water, 
alcohol and ether. It readily attacks litho stone and 
zinc; in both cases it forms lactates. Lithographers 
are familiar with the fact that spots of milk on the 
stone or zinc come up as well as transfer ink. 


Capric Acid, C,,H,,O, 


This 15 the same as rutic acid. It is found in butter, 
coco-nut oil and fusef oil. It is an oxidation product of 
oleic acid and oil of rue. It 1s colourless and crystal- 
line; not soluble in water; and with a faint odour of 
goat’s milk. It melts at 28° C. (82° F.). It is soluble 
in alcohol and ether. | 

. Coco-nut oil is extracted from one species of palm. 
It is a fat with a peculiar odour. It melts at 25°С. 
(77° F.) and remains liquid for hours. The fatty acids 
in it are caprylic, capric, lauric, myristic and palmitic. 
It is particularly strong in fatty acids, which are loosely 
combined with glycerine, and become very active on 
stone or metals; it is for this reason that this “oil” is 
so good for bringing up weak work. 


Ricinoleic Acid, C,,H,,O, 


With glycerine, this acid constitutes the greater pro- 
portion of castor oil. Jt is a soft crystalline solid, 
which melts at 17? C. (62.3* F.) and is soluble in 
alcohol and ether, but not in water. 
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Arachidic Acid, С.Н, О, 


Coming from the oil of carth-nut or pig-nut (arachis 
hypogoea), this crystallises in scales; it melts at 75? C. 
(167° F.) and is soluble in boiling alcohol. 


Butyric Acid, C,H,O, 


This comes from butter and lard. It is a rancid- 
smelling liquid, soluble in water, alcohol and ether. It 
boils at 163° C. (325° F.). 

Butter contains 82 to 87 per cent. of fat, and the 
fatty acids are palmitic, stearic, butyric, oleic and 
caproic. The characteristic of butter is butyric acid, 
with the caproic acid. Butryn, the butter fat, consti- 
tutes about 5 per cent. of butter. 


Summary 


In summarising these fatty acids, it is found that 
eight of the ten are solids, mostly of crystalline. forim, 
lactic and butyric being exceptions. They аге all taste- 
less, or nearly so, and only capric and butyric acids 
have any odour. Lactic and butyric acids are the only 
ones soluble in water; all others are soluble in alcohol 
and ether. The melting points vary from 14° С, (37° 
F.) to 75° С. (167° F.) They are all colourless, 
although the fats and oils from which they are ex- 
tracted are usually pale yellow to orange. 

There are very few fats and oils which are not 
soluble or miscible in turpentine. In most cases the 
fat is broken up into microscopic globules. Petroleum 
is not so powerful in dividing the fat; whilst benzene 
dissolves all fats and holds in suspension a larger 
quantity than turpentine. Turpentine substitutes are 
less powerful than turpentine. It 1s on the basis of 
the fine division of fats in turpentine that many good 
“ wash-out " solutions are made. 

The practical methods of extracting fatty acids are 
the strongest evidences of the reason for etching 
crayon work on stone and both crayon and ink work on 
zinc and aluminium. 

The method employed is to liquefy the fat, and add 
to it either caustic soda or potash to form a soap. From 
this can be drained off, or filtered off, the glycerine and 
fibre. The soap is then treated with dilute solution of 
a strong acid, which forms a salt with the sodium or 
potassium, liberating the fatty acid, which can then be 
separated by dissolving it in alcohol, and finally from 
this solution the alcohol can be evaporated, leaving the 
solid fatty acid. In planography, it is customary to 
etch new work with nitric, рае, phosphoric or 
chromic acid, which neutralises any alkali (sodium or 
potassium) in the soap of the crayon or ink, and 
liberates the fatty acid in a nascent condition to. form 
a compound with the stone, zine or aluminium. This 
compound is the ink-bearing surface. 

Evidence such as this demonstrates that it must be 
more effective to use pure fatty acids in making crayons 
and inks, wherever that is possible. At the same time, 
where crayons and inks are made with shellac or other 
resin, and must be soluble or miscible with water, for 
which purpose a soap is added, then the etching must 
be performed to neutralise the sodium of the soap and 
set its fatty acid at liberty. However, in the case of 
transfer inks, without soap, the fatty acids should prove 
sufficiently cffective to do without etching.

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Deletions from the Offset Plate 
A. Blast.Polishing Gun 


When it is necessary to make an alteration in a grained 
zinc or aluminium plate, we must reckon with the trouble- 
some fact that those parts where we removed the design 
with the aid of a piece of slate are likely to take ink on 
again, in spite ot careful neutralisation. The cause of 
the trouble is easily understood. The grain which formerly 
maintained dampness during the process of printing is 
polished and gone, and the metal plate is as smooth again 
as it was before. 

As a remedy for all such troubles, an apparatus known as 
the '' Litho Smail '' is recommended by '' Offset- Buch- « 
Werbekunst '' (Leipzig). lt is employed in the following 
manner. The design to be removed from the plate is pol- 
ished off with slate, then all surrounding parts of the design 
are covered up by a mask and the rest left open is treated 
with the little blowing instrument which is constructed like 
a squirt gun but instead of water it is filled with sand. The 
sand thrown against the polished part of the plate will very 
soon produce a new grained surface. After having neutra- 
ised this section of the plate once more, the new design 
or the new transfer can be made as intended, and the plate 
is ready for printing. Sometimes it happens that transfer 
marks and register marks do not disappear in spite of 
repeated efforts to polish and to etch them off. Here again 
the '' Litho Smail ” is very useful for a definite removal. 

Another blowing and graining apparatus called '' Frigo ” 
is based on the same principle of a sand-jet. 

This machine entirely dispenses with polishing and 
graining the machine plates by means of the old graining 
machine. The plates are washed and neutralised, and 
everything is wiped out and blown off by sand. Beside 
a considerable gain on working time, this process has the 
advantage that no water is brought on to the plate, and

Last not least, 
an equal grain is achieved, the size of which can be influenced 
by regulating the pneumatic pressure of the gun.

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Offset for Letterpress Printers 
The Question of Plate-Making 


The letterpress printer of to-day will be the offset printer 
of to-morrow—says a prominent American printer, Mr. С. 
Harry Armstrong, writing in the '' Photo-Engravers' Bulle- 
un,’ of Chicago. 

The printer, he holds, has been more successful than the 
lithographer in the offset held. Few people not engaged in 
printing of some description will enter the offset industry. 
lhese two tactors make the letterpress printer a potential 
prospect for offset. 

The speed of the progress of the offset industry will be 
regulated by the degree of acceptance from the printers 
throughout the country. We need no longer to worry 
about the prejudice of the consumer. Achievement by the 
printing industry combined with sound and effective pub- 
licity has defeated the opposition. 

In breaking down the offset resistance of the printer I 
believe plate-making to be the greatest obstacle. I do 
not speak of the large organisation with its own photo- 
engraving plant, but of the average-size successful printer 
who can become greater by doing both letterpress and 
offset. 

Unfortunately most printers have known too little about 
photo-engraving. They have been satified to receive their 
plates ready to place on the press and obtain such hour 
profit as competition would allow them without the worry 
of what they thought to be the mystery of photo-engraving. 


Plates Ready to Use 


The plant owner as a rule has been a printing salesman 
with neither the time nor inclination for the technique of 
plate-making. He saw no necessity of going deeply into 
the manner in which the plates were made as long as his 
part was only the use of them. He without effort or worry 
received his plates proved and ready to use with progres- 
sives for him to match. 

When occasion would arise he would readily increase his 
equipment to new makes and larger sizes, provided he had 
the money and floor space. There were no other compli- 
cations. He knew that the plates he was already using 
would function the same on the new equipment. 

Now he would just as quickly invest in offset presses 
as he would in other equipment if his plate problem were on 
the same basis. 

The great need for offset progress is trade plants who 
will not only deliver original plates but an actual press 
plate ready to print with progressives to match that have 
been approved by the customer... Any city large 
enough to support a photo-engraving plant is large enough 
to support that engraver in making offset plates and a 
printer to print them. 


Beware of Pickpockets! 


A city printer recently had the unpleasant experience of 
having his pocket picked within his own office. Тһе 
method was delightfully simple. Two '' gentlemen '' en- 
tered the office and engaged the principal in conversation 
over details of a prospective order. In conversation one 
of the men, turning to a specimen job hanging on the 
wall, said '' something of that character and size, etc.’’, 
thus causing the principal to turn his back to the peg on 
which his coat was hanging. The number of seconds in- 
volved was sufficient to enable the other man to extract the 
printer’s wallet.

Gelatin Printing Surfaces 


The Pinchot-Neumann Holding Corporation have 
patented a method whereby in the preparation of gelatin 
printing surfaces (e.g., collotype) a layer of gelatin of 
uniform thickness which is to form the printing surface, 1s 
first coated on a sheet of paper surfaced with a solution of 
starch and sugar, and transferred to the metal or other 
printing surface or support. The gelatin may be plain or 
sensitised. The paper sheet is coated by mounting it on 
a rigid support, pouring the gelatin on the centre and 
working it out gradually to the edges. Procedures for 
transferring the gelatin layer are also described.—349,933. 


Flexible Printing Plates 


This invention consists in a method of producing flexible 
printing-plates bearing pictures, advertisements, etc., in 
half-tone and descriptive matter or headings in clear lines. 
From a photograph of the picture, etc., is prepared a 
copper or zinc plate 11, Figs. 1 and 5, bearing a copy of 
the picture in half-tone. Outside the area of the picture 
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and on a smooth background is formed the clear line 
headings or descriptive type matter Ila and the plate ts 
also preferably formed with ridges and depressions 1lc, 
115, Fig. 5. A number of lead moulds, 12, Fig. 5, are 
obtained from the plate 11 by pressure, the ridges and 
depressions lic, 11b preventing side flow of the lead. The 
moulds 12 are then placed in one or more recesses 14b, 
Fig. 4, in a frame comprising a base 14 and a frame or 
bars 15, which overlie the edges of the moulds. А sheet 
16 of celluloid, fibreloid (produced from paper, camphor 
and alcohol), or other suitable material to form the printing 
plate, is then pressed upon the mould by means of a felt 
or other resilient member 17 in a hydraulic or other press. 
The member 17 is smaller than the opening in the frame 
15 so that side flanges 16a are formed on the plate to 
facilitate attachment to the mounting block. The patent 
is in the name of Herbert Photos, Inc.—347,657. 


Feeding Webs 


A braking-device for the supply roll of a printing or other 
machine, the invention of Mr. A. J. Cline, comprises one 
or more belts engaging the roll surface, anchored at one 
end and connected at the other end to a floating roller 
subjected to a downward pull by the tension of the web, 
and to a counteracting upward pul] by means of a weight. 
The pressure of the belts on the rod is thus regulated auto- 
matically in accordance with the varying tension in the 
web. The belts 36 are connected at the lower ends to 
spring-pressed bolts 42 mounted in fixed brackets 37, and 


at their upper ends to a rod 48 carried by arms 49 rigid 
with blocks 31 slidably mounted in fixed guides 29. Arms 
51 also fixed to the blocks 31 are connected together by 
a cross-rod 52, to which is attached a cable 54 passing 
over pulleys 55, 58 and carrying a weight 62. The blocks

31 carry a floating roller 32, over which the web 33 passes 
to the press. Movements of the roller 32 due to varying 
tension in the web thus cause compensating variations in 
the pressure of the belts on the rol1.—349,505. 


Making Stereotype Matrices 


А press for making stereotype matrices, as patented by 
Mr. J. Grunberg, is provided with a rigid movable plate 
capable of setting itself in accordance with the work, and 
arranged to return into its normal position after the com- 
pletion of the pressing operations. The press-head 2, in the 
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ALE CST 10010 16. 


Figure, of a hydraulic press, slidable in guides 4, is provided 
on its underside with an elastic abutment 1, which may be 
of rubber, contained in a frame 5 which is guided vertically 
on the press-head 2 and prevents the elastic abutment from 
bulging laterally. The frame 5 has a rigid bottom part 
5! forming the pressure plate, and is attached to the press- 
head 2 by screw bolts 6 which are slidable in the press-head 
to accommodate uneven surfaces in the pressing operation. 
An initial stressing of the elastic abutment 1 may be given 
by tightening the screws 6. In a modification the elastic 
abutment is formed by a fluid-filled pad attached to the 
stationary part of the press. In both constructions the 
elastic abutment forms a pressure storage means which 
becomes effective when the press remains under load for

Printing Surfaces 


In this invention, patented by Mr. R. W. Carter, the 
surface of aluminium or aluminium alloys is treated by first 
rubbing the surface, preferably with a rotating brush, with 
a material, e.g., a thick cream comprising a mixture of 
10 parts of pumice powder and 1 part of calcium hydroxide 
with water, to produce a fine grained suríace, then 
immersing in a bath consisting of a mixture of sodium 
hydroxide and sodium phosphate, and finally in a bath 
consisting of nitric acid and alum. The first bath prefer- 
ably contains 2 oz. sodium hydroxide and } oz. sodium 
phosphate per gallon of water, and the second bath 2 drams 
nitric acid and { oz. powdered potash alum in 36 oz. water,

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the temperature of the baths being about 90 deg. C. The 
prepared surface may be used for offset colour printing 
without the prior application of a white ink base, and for 
decorative purposes, e.g., as a base for stamping or 
embossing.

Photographic Almanac 


That hardy annual of the photographie world, the 
“ British Journal Photographic Almanac ” has again made 
its welcome appearance, in the 1932 edition, and it presents 
to its readers a volume of 684 pages of reading matter and 
advertisements plus 64 pages of photogravure reproductions 
of photographs by the world’s leading pictorial workers. 

The articles describe the most recent developments in 
photography, and there are reviews of the latest new 
cameras and apparatus, together with hints and formulv 
for almost every branch of photography. The various 
tables dealing with lenses, expcsures, depth of focus, shut- 
ter speeds, and like matters are of a most useful character, 
as are also those that deal with enlarging, and weights and 
measures, A section of the book is devoted to describing 
the properties of the chief chemicals used in photography. 
There is a chapter that fullv explains the law in relation 
to photographic copyright, and a useful list of photographic 
societies in Great Britain and overseas.

The late Sir 
John Leng, M.P., as Editor and Head of the ‘ Dundee 
Advertiser,’ gathered around him distinguished writers, and 
founded the ‘ People’s Journal,’ and the ‘ People’s Friend,’ 
weekly papers with a National reputation. The renowned 
‘ Dundee Courier and Advertiser ' is an example of vigorous 
and wise management, with a fearless editorial policy. The 
Thomson Publications first saw light in 1816, the year 
after Waterloo. The organisation is now housed in a mag- 
nificent building of British Renaissance style, reaching its 
five storeys to the sky in sturdy symbolism of the aim of 
its owners, and embracing a staff of over 1,500. Many new 
papers have been established, and the publications for 
which they are now solely or jointly responsible include 
the following: ‘Courier and Advertiser,’ ' Evening Tele- 
graph and Post,’ ‘ Weekly News,’ ' Sunday Post,’ ‘ Weekly 
Welcome,’ ‘ Red Letter,’ ' People’s Journal, ‘ People's 
Friend,’ ‘My Weekly.’ The Thomson Publications have a 
combined circulation of over five million copies weekly.” 


GLOUCESTER 


COMPLETION has just been effected of the rebuilding of 
the offices and works of the '' Gloucester Journal '' and the 
'" Citizen '" on the site of the original '' Citizen ” offices 
of 55 years ago.

The basement, which housestlie stereo- 
typing plant and the printing press capable of running at 
30,000 an hour, has a new stairway and a mechanical con- 
veyor for the delivery of the papers to the publishing de- 
partment on the floor above. Formerly all these deliveries 
were by manual labour from machine to publisher. The 
top floor has been reconstructed as a photographic depart- 
ment and library.

Unfortunately, 
brcnze printing is effective above all ord.nary 
inks and it appears to be indispensable for certain 
classes of work. As it happens, chromo or coated 
papers are most commonly used for bronze printing 
and it is precisely on these kinds of paper that the 
present day metallic inks are most easily and effec- 
tively employed. There are an increasing number 
of good printers who use metallic inks entirely for 
their gold and silver work, no matter what class of 
paper may be required. 
* * * 


Offset and Metallic Printing 


Іт is not always realised to what an extent there 
‘is antagonism between bronze powder and offset 
printing. The best thing for an offset printer is sheer 
avoidance of gold or silver, though he must lose 
some work іп the process. What he has to contend 
with is that if he prints for gold first he has to run so 
slowlyas to prejudice his work on plate. Then he has 
to face the tendency of the metal to affect his 
plate and blanket on the next printing. Endless 
trouble is encountered throughout the run. On the 
other hand, if the bronze is left for the last printing, 
it is a characteristic of offset ink that it does not dry 
bone hard like other inks, and for long enough the 
earlier printings will pick up the bronze powder in- 
tended for the last printing only. Perhaps, in fair- 
ness to the ink makers we should say that it is the 
peculiarity of the offset process rather than of the 
inks that is responsible for the phenomena. If the 
offset printer endeavours to overcome his difficulties 
by leaving the gold printing for final, to be printed 
direct by metallic inks by the letterpress side, then 
there are all the difficulties of adjusting register to be 
overcome, remembering that it is registration as be- 
tween different types of dressed cylinder that is 
required.

А Desideratum 


WHAT is wanted, and maybe there is a small for- 
tune awaiting the inventor, is a gold or silver ink for 
direct use on the rotary offset press. Maybe some 
day a relief etched zinc plate, eliminated damping, 
special rollers and blanket plus the right sort of ink 
and a drying extension to delivery will help to solve 
what is at present a problem of some dimensions. 


Typesetters and Obscene Copy 


The action of a London firm of trade typesetters in 
drawing police attention to copy believed to be obscene 
had a sequel at the Old Bailey on Monday. 

For uttering and publishing an obscene libel consisting 
of six sheets of manuscript, the Recorder (Sir Ernest Wild, 
K.C.), sentenced Gcotfrey Wladislaw Vaile Potocki de 
Montalk to six months in the second division. Тһе 
obscene writings were ordered to be destroyed. 

Mr. G. P. Jordan, prosecuting, said that de Montalk 
went to Mr. L«slie de Lozey, managing director of Comps, 
Ltd., Kirby Street, Hatton Garden, and asked him to set 
the manuscript in type. Mr. de Lozey suggested that the 
matter was obscene, and later communicated with the

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Trade Guilds, Fraternities and Federations 
Mr. A. E. Dent Addresses Stereo Overseers 


The February meeting of the Electrotypers and Stereo- 
typers' Managers and Overseers Association was held on 
7 пигѕдӢау of last week at the usual headquarters, St. Bride 
Institute, Bride Lane, E.C.4. In 
the unavoidable absence of the 
president (Mr. A. Chadwell), the 
chair was taken in the early part 
of the proceedings by Mr. J. Black 
(vice-president) and later by Mr. 
J. B. Titchener (vice-chairman of 
the Electrotypers and Stereo- 
typers’ Employers Federation). 
Following the disposal of Associa- 
tion business, the members had 
the pleasure of listening to an 
interesting address by Mr. A. E. 


of Master Process Engravers), who 
took as his subject ‘‘Trade Guilds, 
Fraternities and Federations.'' 

The secretary (Mr. W. Bullett) 
having read the minutes, Mr. 
Black invited comments on the 
balance sheet for 1931 which was 
in the hands of the members. Nothing but praise having 
been forthcoming for the way the Association's finances had 
been handled during the year, the balance sheet was, on 
the proposition of Mr. W. M. Forsyth, seconded by Mr. 
Elam, carried unanimously. 

Mr. J. B. Titchener, who introduced the lecturer to the 
meeting, spoke of Mr. Dent as a man of wide experience and 
one who knew the process side of their business from A to 
2, having been, in turn, apprentice, craftsman, overseer 
and manager and then proprietor. Mr. Dent was now the 
popular secretary of the Federation of Master Process En- 
gravers, and the speaker thought they were fortunate in 
getting him to address them that evening. 

Mr. Dent, at the outset of his lecture, said he had passed 
through all, the recognised stages of the industry, from hand 
engraving to process engraving, before coming to his 
present interesting and exclusive job. Procceding, he said 
that if he were asked at which stage he learnt the greatest 
amount of tact, psychological insight and human under- 
standing, it was as overseer or manager. А point Mr. Dent 
wished to impress upon his hearers was that any statements 
he might make in the course of his remarks were entirely 
his own personal opinions and that they in no way com- 
promised the views of the Federation, of which he was the 
secretary.

Early Days of Trade Guilds 


Continuing, Mr. Dent in the early part of his address 
quoted largely from Mr. Geo. Unwin's researches published 
in the Antiquary Series of 1908. So far as the principal 
aims of Guilds, Fraternities and Federations were con- 
cerned, they were synonymous. They all had for the same 
object—the maintenance of the market for all engaged in 
the industry. Mr. Dent took his hearers back to the very 
earliest inception of trade guilds, their origin in China, 
India, Asia, on the Continent and in this country. Every 
country since the thirteenth century had seen the rise of 
different forms of trade organisations to meet new condi- 
tions of socia] and economic life. In one direction the 
guild became a livery company, апа the livery company 
became the corporation, and in the other it became the 
fraternity, the craft and the trade union. Guild records, 
he proceeded, had been preserved in London from abour 
the tenth century and from an even earlier date on the 
Continent. By the middle of the fourteenth century there 
emerged out of the welter of craft guilds, the twelve great 
City companies from one of which it was customary to select 
the Lord Mayor. 

After dealing interestingly with

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methods they employed to protect their own interest, all of 
which seemed crude compared with to-day’s methods, Mr. 
Dent brought his subject up to about the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, when there were records of trade or- 
ganisations running well into three figures. 
Origin of Engraving 
So lar as he had been able to find out, engraving—or 
chasing, as it might have been called—was not represented 
amongst the companies he had just referred to. Whether 
engraving was included with the Goldsmiths he had not 
discovered, but that the art originated from the surface 
decoration of metal articles was generally accepted, and 
there was no doubt it came from the East. The adapta- 
tion of engraving to printing arose, it was said, from the 
desire of the craftsman to preserve a record of his work by 


filling. up. £he crevices. with pigments and taking a rubbing. 


A Guild of Illustration 


Whether it was feasible for the engraving or electrotyping 
craft to have a guild organisation and a permanent home 
and one which would embody a hall, he would rather leave 
to their imagination. That their craft needed a stronger 
focus point than they had at present could hardly be de- 
nied. Such a centre as he had suggested could contain a 
museum for the preservation of examples of the lost arts 
of wood and steel engraving and colour printing in relief. 
Their federations were still young and there was ample 
room for growth. 


Federation and Consumer 


Dealing now with the effect of the Federation on the con- 
sumer, Mr. Dent said the buyer no doubt would expect to 
have some advantages from houses that were outside the 
Federation. The fact that the Federation price was 
standardised, limited the possibilities of going all round the 
trade for competitive quotations. This made the buyer 
suspicious that he was being exploited. A safety valve was 
therefore desirable, and the existence of a few non-federated 
firms provided that safety-valve. In the old days of the 
guilds, the employer took a personal pride in the proper 
working of his craft, and the same could be said of the 
workman. The tendency of federations was to revive that 
pride of craft, because where price was not cut to ribbons 
there was room for emulation and there was a sufficient 
margin to maintain the status of the workers and to keep 
plant up to date. That important crafts should be regu- 
lated by consent of those engaged in them was a sime qua 
non if steady progress was desired, always provided that à 
middle course was steered between regulation and exploita- 


tion. 
А Question of Price 


Many said that prices would find their market level with- 
out the Federation. Probably they would, but was it likely 
to be a reasonable level? he asked. Would it leave any 
margin on which one could continue business without con- 
stant fear of the bankruptcy court? Mr. Dent gave 
numerous illustrations of what he regarded as the value of 
federations, and then went on to say that if electrotypers 
would not mould grouped plates at economic prices, they 
could not complain if the printer turned to step-and-repcat 
photo-litho work. At first sight it looked as if the en- 
gravers had the greatest experience of organisation in their 
craft, because there had to be an engraver before there 
could be an electrotyper. Yet on the other hand, it seemed 
as if there had to be an electrotyper before there could be 
a Society Agreement. Their Agreement (the Electrotypers’ ) 
was the model on which they (the Process Workers) built 
theirs. 

Many of those present would remember the late Mr. Cook, 
of Badoureau's, who was responsible for the first idea of 
a trade agreement in the engraving industry. It was about 
1913, when Mr. Cook convinced him that a joint agreement 
with the emplovees was not only feasible, but desirable, 
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and that it might be applied to the engraving section of 
the industry. When he first broached the subject to his 
people he was told it was a dangerous proposal, but he had 
the faith of the fanatic. At length he induced the late 
Mr. Holloway to come and talk the matter over with the 
process engravers. The seed germinated, and they made 
their Trade Agreement with the Process Workers’ Society 
in 1916. 

Mr. Dent proceeded to remind them what the agreement 
had done for their craft. Let them ask the journeyman 
who now took home a good wage; ask the employers, who 
had improved their businesses: ask the non-federated 
engraver, who worked on the fringe of the Federation 
Schedule and got his turnover without effort—even the 
foreign agent had only to send out a few circulars to find 
himself snowed under with orders. The workers had had 
their hours reduced and their holidays were doubled. With 
all these obvious advantages staring them in the face, there 
were still men in the Society and employers in the Federa- 
tion who said: '' What is the use of the Federation? The 
Agreement is not worth the paper it is written upon and 
we would prefer our freedom to go our own way.’’ He 
was glad to say, however, that this viewpoint was not 
general. The majority of their members were not only 
conversant with what had been done, but were looking 
forward to see what might be accomplished in the future. 

In his opinion, the best form of propaganda was positive 
propaganda. By adding to the benefits obtainable within 
their Federation they benefited their staunch supporters 
and tended to make the outsider envious, or at least make 
him uncertain about his vaunted freedom. He might begin 
to consider what he was missing in the shape of co-opera- 
tive rates of workmen's compensation and screen insur- 
ance and other benetits. 


Tariffs 


Mr. Dent said he had been asked to include in his 
remarks a reference to modern tariffs, although he admitted 
that to be a difficult question to touch upon in such a 
mixed company. For himself he would have preferred to 
avoid the subject, because there were some who were 
not prepared to consider both sides dispassionately. The 
more one studied the matter the less one was likely to 
dogmatise. In the past he had been strongly influenced 
towards a policy of complete protection for home indus- 
tries, but his attitude later on was towards unrestricted 
imports. From the purely human aspect all restrictions 
upon legitimate human effort were, he maintained, funda- 
mentally wrong. Restriction in one part of the world 
tended to make unemployment in another part. If all 
tariffs and other restrictions could be swept away to-morrow 
he believed that the world would immediately commence to 
absorb its unemployed. On the one hand nature, aided 
by science, was able to give us all we required; whilst on 
the other those who handled our requirements held these 
things to ransom lest we should live too cheaply. If the 
scientific taritf they heard of could preserve the home 
market, without increasing their costs of production, then 
there was something to be said in its favour; but seeing 
that so many industries were interdependent and the pro- 
duct of one was the raw material of another. it would need 
the utmost wisdom and the maximum flexibility to improve 
the home market without damaging the export market. 


Tariff and Process Blocks 


Coming more directly to their own industry, they found 
that Continental process engravers were now catering ex- 
tensively for the British market at a price considerably 
below cur costs of production. The chief reason for this 
was that their wage average was about one-third lower 
than ours. That state of affairs would continue until the 
world got nearer to a universal currency and a universal 
standard of living, while they were waiting for these things, 
what should be their policy? It would be a selfish thought, 
but their obvious policy must be to trv to bring the price 
ot foreign blocks up to a level with those at home; and 
if a tariff would do this, Mr. Dent said he would be perfectly 
content to see it imposed. The process engraving trade 
would be one of the simplest to which a tariff could safely 
be applied because the scientific tariff could be used against 
foreign blocks without raising the price of blocks in this 
country. This would involve Government registration of 
their price schedule, and any attempt on thcir part to 
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cxploit the customer could then be followed by a removai 
of the tariff. 

[We note this is one of the points made by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in his speech in the House ot 
Commons when introducing his tariff proposals on Thursdav 
night.—ED., | 

Continuing, Mr. Dent said their Federation’s duty to-dav 
was to watch over the interests of all parties; not only 
the employer and the employee, but particularly the con- 
sumer, for it was only by public sanction that a Federation 
could justify its existence. 

Mr. Dent, in concluding, said the work of the engraver 
and the electrotyper had contributed largely to present- 
day civilisation. By their aid printing had progressed 
immensely. They had popularised art, enlarged education, 
put life into journalism, embellished literature, and shown 
themselves as the strongest allies of commerce. 


Discussion 


Mr. J. B. Titchener, from the chair, invited discussion 
and comments on Mr. Dent’s address. For himself he 
thought the subject had been wonderfully interesting and 
comprehensive, covering as it did such a long period of 
time. He also referred to the interesting fact brought out 
by Mr. Dent that trade organisations in the past had 
the same difficulties to contend with as they had at the 
present time, and also that they had experimented with 
the same remedies. 

Mr. A. H. Mundey said that as a student of history 
himself he had greatly enjoyed the lecture. Arising out 
of several references in Mr. Dent's remarks, Mr. Mundey 
said that in many crafts the apprenticeship system seemed 
to be dying out. That could not be said of their craft, 
however, especially in their own particular section of it. 

Mr. Bernard Titchener asked Mr. Dent how the Dutch 
prices for process engraving ruled to-day. In the past the 
Dutch were 334 below English prices. Now that this 
country had come off the Gold Standard and the Federa- 
tion had lately lowered their prices, was the English price 
on a similar level to the Dutch? 

Mr. Dent, in replying to several questions raised, spoke 
of what the Federation was doing in the interests of 
technical education by awarding prizes in the Royal Society 
of Arts Industrial Competition and to the L.C.C. Bol 
Court School students, and its desire to assist all those 
engaged generally in process engraving. In reply to Mr. 
Bernard Titchener, Mr. Dent said that the change in the 
Gold Standard and the lowering in the prices at home 
which had recently come into force would bring the British 
engraver 15 to 20 per cent. nearer to the Dutch prices. 
This, plus a reasonable tariff, would bring the foreign 
price nearly up to a level with that of the British block. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Dent for his very able lecture 
was proposed by Mr. Bernard Titchener and seconded by 
Mr. W. M. Forsyth, and very heartily accorded. 

The chairman announced that the next meeting in March 
would be addressed by Mr. Mundey on '' The Gold Diggers.’’

Annual Luncheon and Meeting 


The annual luncheon given by the Monotype Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., to the members of the London and District 
Monotvpe Users' Association. was held on Тие ‘sday at the 
Holborn Restaurant, Mr. W. I. Burch, managing director 
of the Corporation, occupying the chair. An excellent 
luncheon was followed by the annual meeting of the 
Association over which Mr. С. P. Reveirs, the chairman, 
presided. 

The chairman thanked the Corporation for its hospi- 
tality, and Mr. Burch, in acknowledgment, made one of 
those happy little spe eches for which he is famous, referring 
to the fact that Mr. Keveirs had been 60 years in the 
printing industry. Не hoped that 1932 would be a more 
successful year for them than 1931. 

The secretary of the Association, Mr. F. H. Bisset, sub- 
mitted the annual report of the Executive Committee. 
This stated that so far as London and district was con- 
cerned, the past year had proved in most respects unevent- 
ful, but the Association's representatives had interested 
themselves in the matters which had engaged the attention 
of the National Committee.

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Printers and Roller Problems 
Mr. A. Hewitt in South. West London 


Mr. J. H. Quinn (president) was in the chair at the 
February meeting of the South-West London Master 
Printers’ Association at the Crichton Restaurant, Clapham 
Junction. 

The chairman mentioned that Mr. E. G. Cole had been 
seriously ill, and on his (the chairman's) suggestion it was 
decided to send him а message of sympathy and good 
wishes. 

Mr. F. Chivers (hon. secretary), among a number of 
communications, rcad the New Year message which the 
Federation president addressed to the members. 

Mr. Spring referred to the printing exhibition at the 
Charing Cross Underground Station, which remains open 
until February 26th and which, he said, was very well 


worth a visit. 
Roller Problems 


Mr. А. Hewitt then gave his very practical address on 
'" Rollers and Machine. Room Equipment," which appears 
elsewhere in this issue. 

An interesting discussion followed, the lecturer replying 
to a number of questions, 

Asked if the patent rollers gave much difficulty with the 
use of colours, Mr. Hewitt observed that some of the 
rolers were somewhat pervious and others almost imper- 
vious. The result was that in the latter case the ink lay 
on the surface, so much so that in some rollers they could 
wash it otf with petrol and employ a delicate yellow fol- 
lowing a solid blue or black. Especially was this the case 
with the Mintite roller. There had been no reaction from 
colours. 

In regard to washing rollers, Mr. Hewitt said, generally 
speaking, in the case of composition rollers, paraffin was 
the best medium, because of its greasy character, whereas 
petrol was of the nature of alcohol, which broke down the 
glycerine contents. Rubber was different, and there he 
would use petrol, provided it was carefully used and 
quickly washed off. It tended to liven up the face of the 
roller. The trouble with rubber rollers usually was that 
after a period of running they began to pick, little mole- 
cules or cells coming off and going into the forme. There 
was also a tendency for the rubber to harden into a solid 
mass, but that was overcome to some extent by treating 
the base rubber, so that they only got a shell of rubber on 
the surface and inside a cellular mass. 

Mr. Mizen asked if the Mintite roller was affected by the 
rule forme as were rubber rollers, and Mr. Hewitt replied 
that the Mintite roller certainly seemed to possess a curious 
resistance, different from that of the rubber roller. More- 
over, any cut seemed to close up. Again, the Mintite roller 
could be more conveniently trimmed. 

Mr. Hewitt, dealing with the question of sponging rollers, 
said provided this was carried. out expeditiously and the 
rollers dried afterwards, sponging should not detract in 
anv way from the value of the roller. 

Mr. Spring raised the point of rollers clearing the forme. 
and Mr. Hewitt observed that they could not get decent 
print if the roller turned on the forme. Опсе set, the 
cylinder should not be altered. There was only one wav 
to produce perfect print, and that was to have absolute 
uniformity of printing surface and spceds between cylinder 
and type-bed. 

Mr. Rangecroft, proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Hewitt, said the address given that evening emphasised the 
value of their monthly meetings, and such information as 
Mr. Hewitt had given helped them to surmount their diffi- 
culties. 

Mr. F. E. Тасеу seconded the resolution, and in con- 
nection with the troubles arising with blocks said a great 
manv of these were due to the mounts, the wood of which 
thev were made varving enormously even in the same 
species. 

The resolution was cordiallv carried, and Mr. Hewitt, in 
reply, remarked on the benefits to be derived from an 
interchange of views such as they had had that evening. 

At the meeting on March Ist a discussion on mechanical 
composition will be introduced by Mr. A. Spring and Mr. 
Laurence Mead. 
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Rollers and Machine-Room Equipment

In dealing with the care of printers’ rollers апа machine- 
room equipment, with reference particularly to the roller 
problem of the printer, and in order to treat the subject 
comprehensively I propose first of all to deal with the 
different types of rollers ordinarily used in printers’ offices 
of various capacity, and then to deal with the particula: 
application, and finally to refer to a series of faults, causes 
and corrections, suggesting various possible occurrences 
in the hope that some of my hearers will assist me by put- 
ting questions, and making statements of their experiences, 
so that by a series of questions and answers we shall 
probably examine all the causes and trouble arising out of 
the use of ink-distributing rollers, resulting from the 
various considerations and conditions that have to be met 
by the trade. 


Roller Composition 


Roller composition is being supplied, I believe, to meet 
every possible condition in which printers' rollers have to 
be used, and therefore by a proper selection it is only 
reasonable to suppose that there is a roller to meet the 
requirements of any exacting condition, certainly to meet 
all conditions that can arise in this City of ours. 

It is well known that ordinary printer's composition is 
affected by atmospheric conditions very considerably, and 
therefore it is necessary, in the selection of the grade, that 
the working conditions should be considered, and for these 
reasons roller composition manufacturers have broadly de- 
fined the composition into three distinct classes: — 

1. The normal or average composition, {ог use in 
average well conducted printing establishments, free from 
damp or hot situations. 

2. Composition required for use in damp situations. 

3. Composition required for use in hot dry situations. 
There are a number of intermediate grades for the 
various degrees of damp and dryness, between the extremes, 
which can be provided. 

In pursuing this subject, with a view to having all the 
information at my disposal, I approached in turn each of 
the firms who are well known and are large producers of 
printers' roller composition, and I desire publicly to thank 
them each and severally for the assistance they have given 
me, and I desire to state that I found cach ready and 
willing to consider the problems which are constantly 
arising in the trade. They inform me that they have now 
incorporated in their organisations a scrvice department 
whose duty it is to overcome the various difficulties of the 
printer, and by their expert knowledge to provide for the 
peculiar difficulties arising out of his work, situation, and 
consequent effects arising therefrom. 

I have already premised that composition is made in 
three grades, i.e., normal or average conditions, which are 
so much in favour of the composition that the troubles 
experienced are probably only mechanical—these I will deal 
with later; damp-proof composition, to resist damp situa- 
tions, which cause normal rollers to swell, get excessivelv 
tackv, with consequential liability to burst; heat-proof com- 
position for dry situations where rollers are liable to dry- 
out, shrink and crack, with the consequential hardening 
of the surface and refusal to take and deliver ink. 

These few remarks deal with the ordinary troubles 
arising out of the use of printers’ ordinary composition 
rollers. Other troubles which are experienced are of 
mechanical nature, as they arise out of either faultv adjust- 
ment, with the consequential effects from the drive of 
rollers with their attendant troubles, namely the rubbing 
of the face of the rollers, or alternatively the heating up 
of the rollers with the resultant bursting thereof. 


Mechanical Causes of Trouble 


As a mechanical engineer I have been surprised to find 
in a number of cases where defective rolling is constantly 
being experienced that it is due to the gear inker rider 
roller being of incorrect diameter, with the result that 
different running speeds exist between the bed and the

geared rider roller which contacts with the inking rollers. 
This is not generally experienced in the more modern 
machines, but is sometimes found in machines fitted with 
geared inking mechanism added by other than the machine 
makers, in which through error surface speeds have been 
incorrectly provided. In other cases, and particularly 
with regard to distributing rollers contacting with ink 
siabs, either the adjustments provided by the makers of the 
machines are conspicuous by their absence or where pro- 
vided they have not been properly adjusted by the minder, 
with the resultant excessive battering of the rollers by the 
slab passing rapidly in and out thereunder, or by insufh- 
cient contact of the rollers with the slab causing an exces- 
sive amount of slip. Both these troubles will produce the 
same defect: the face of the rollers would be fretted away 
and carried in the ink, resulting in the filling of the forme. 

Another fruitful source of trouble is the roller shaft or 
spindle being bent, causing the roller to run eccentrically, 
therebv setting up excessive load on one side of rollers and 
no load on the opposite side of the rollers. This will result 
in similar defects as those evidenced above, on the face 
of the rollers: that is, there is a fretting or rubbing of 
surface clearly defined by the roughing of roller surface. 
The cause should be traced, and invariably it will be found 
due to the state previously mentioned. 


High-Speed Problems 


Reference to rollers used in hot dry situations leads me 
to the consideration of another factor. In these days of 
high specd it has been found necessary to increase con- 
siderably the pile of rollers, so as to properly distribute 
and convey the ink at high speed. То obtain perfectly 
rolled formes, these piles or stacks of rollers with the in- 
creased number of contacts arising therefrom necessarily 
set up increased friction, and call for a resistance and 
much harder surfaces than was previously necessary when 
owing to the slow speed at which machines were then 
worked rolling was a much casier proposition. 

I suppose it is generally accepted that the capacity for 
picking up and depositing ink decreases as the square of 
the speed; in other words a roller running slowly will col- 
lect a thicker film of ink and also deposit a thicker film 
of ink than a roller running at high speed. Therefore we 
find to-day in really high-speed machinery that the ink- 
distributing roller mechanism is steadily growing in 
capacity, for two reasons: 1. The increased speed reduces 
the capacity of the rollers to convey and deposit ink, and 
also reduces the capacity of the forme to receive it; 2. The 
nature of the work now generally being demanded is much 
heavier than previously demanded, and also the higher- 
quality paper being used is of a better surface, demanding 
better and more even inking. In fact, the demands have 
increased to such an extent that whereas in my young days 
a geared ink-distributing mechanism was a novelty, to-day 
it is a stern necessity. 


Speciality Rollers 


These huge piles of ink-distributing rollers have con- 
siderably increased the difficulties of the roller makers, and 
have resulted in the demand for a different type of roller 
which is, I use the word advisedly, infusable, that is to 
say unmeltable, at the heat likely to be generated under 
abnormal printing conditions. It has also led makers to 
the consideration of other suitable material for the manu- 
facture of the rollers, to withstand these new demands. and 
to-day we have а variety of patent composition clothings 
offered, all of which have been produced with the desire 
to overcome the increased heat arising out of frictional 
contact necessitated by the demand for higher speed, and 
also to obtain effective and satisfactory inking. As we are 
all aware there are a number of these compositions on the 
market, and rubber has also been used very considerably

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for the same reasons, and I suppose we shall presently 
arrive at a time when, owing to the increased speed and 
piling up of rollers, with the consequent heating, some 
form of heat-resisting roller will be commonly used, even 
for inking the forme. 

Many years ago I was consulted by Mr. Noble, of the 
Temple Press, with a view to overcoming the trouble aris- 
ing out of frictional heat, and we considered the desirability 
of passing a stream of cold water through the centre of the 
ink drums of a large rotary press to enable them to over- 
come this difficulty, by carrying away the generated heat. 


Dealing With Damp and Heat 


From a casual examination of the problem it would 
appear to me that the ideal way of dealing with both the 
damp and heat problems, which may assail any printer 
owing to the changing conditions of his office, is to provide 
a roller clothing not affected by either of these conditions, 
glycerine and gelatine being materially affected by these 
causes. It is a curious thing that in many printing offices 
the dampest period of the year (when it should be less ex- 
perienced) is in the summer, as in the winter months, 
owing to the desire to maintain reasonable and normal 
working temperature, heating apparatus is brought into 
service and operated in such a way as to maintain a fairly 
regular temperature. With a constant degree of heat and 
humidity these troubles are not likely to arise, but in the 
summer months when the auxiliary heating services are 
not in use we are liable to constant changes of weather 
with hot days, probably followed by a cold damp period. 

I am of the opinion that with the piling up of inking 
rollers it will be found that rubber or composition rollers 
without gelatine and glycerine content will be more largely 
used in ink distribution, as they are able to stand up to 
heavier loads imposed upon them without bursting, melt- 
ing or fretting; and if such rollers can be developed with 
a suitable face combined with the necessary resilience they 
will immediately become available for forme rollers, as they 
would then overcome the general objection, namely exces- 
о and filling of the forme, particularly fine-screen 
work. 


Damage During Storage 


Having generally surveyed the types of rollers, and 
trouble arising from their use, let me deal with one of the 
most generally un-necessary causes of damage to rollers, 
I mean faulty storage. In my daily work I am constantly 
in the machine rooms of printers, and I am surprised at 
the negligent manner in which this accessory of the printer 
is treated. Rollers are often roughly laid against each 
other in odd corners, often by the side of heat radiators 
or hard brick corners without any consideration for their 
surface—with the resultant cuts, flats and meltings—when 
it is quite easy to provide reasonable racks for their con- 
venient safe storage, in selected positions, not assailed by 
` damp or heat. As a result of experience I find that it does 
not matter whether rollers are stored lying in the horizon- 
tal plane or standing in the vertical, provided the atmos- 
pheric conditions are suitable, and my firm have developed 
and sold for many years suitable cheap roller racks made 
to meet all the needs of various offices. I produce illustra- 
tion of the various types and particularly draw your 
attention to the cylindrical adjustable roller rack which I 
originally designed about 1903 as the most convenient 
form and means for storing rollers adjacent to the machine 
in a get-at-able manner without occupying unnecessary 
space. This roller rack is made up in two types, or models, 
the fixed type for use in places where one can pass around 
the stand, this being the cheaper; and the revolving stand, 
which is more expensive, but most serviceable in that it 
can be used in corners and each roller holder brought in 
turn to the front for the quick putting in and taking out 
of the rollers. There is also the wall rack which is made in 
two forms, the fixed, screwed to the wall at stated distances 
for a particular set of rollers, or the adjustable, which are 
carried on horizontal bars at the top enabling them to be 
moved to any desired position to accommodate any set of 
rollers which it is desired at the moment to store; this type 
we ourselves have found extremely useful for the storage 
of rollers of the various machines which are constantly 
coming in and going out of our store, as it enables us to 
keep rollers in good condition, out of the way of danger, 
without occupying useful and expensive floor space. 


How to Store 


To preserve composition rollers in good condition, when 
being stored, they should be covered. with a good grease, 
thus preventing either the diffusion or absorption of 
moisture. I do not advise ink, as the drying content of 
some inks is decidedly detrimental to the composition, 
whereas the grease is safe. This observation reminds me 
that certain ditficulties are caused by the inks used, and 1 
recall that in one instance a printer was in trouble with a 
red which would work up, and it was found to be collect- 
ing in a hard pigment on the ends of the rollers. This 
was entirely due to oxidation of the ink. In another case 
I found rollers which had been used for the distribution 
of metallic ink; a film had been set up owing to the ink 
hardening on the rollers, which made them useless for 
inking purposes. As the printer was right up against time, 
and could not readily substitute other rollers for the spoilt’ 
ones, Or get a recast in time to do the job, it was found 
that by very carefully rubbing the surface cf the rollers 
with an ordinary builder's brick dipped in water, the hard 
surface was removed, so that the job could be completed. 


Problem of Rule Formes 


Another constant cause of trouble is the cutting of rollers 
by rules, particularly the perforating variety. 1 can only 
recommend the use of masked rules, such as the Holrovd, 
which are protected by borders when not under impression, 
and therefore the perforating rule does not come in con- 
tact with the rollers. It is desirable where long runs of 
rule formes have to be made, to see that the rules are 
slightly on the low side, so that the pressure of the rollers 
on the rule is relieved, and if necessary the impression on 
the impression cylinder can be locally built up for the de- 
creased height of the rule. These can be obtained by 
request from recognised  rule-makers. 

In the development of the patent composition rollers— 
rubber and asbestos compound, and the like, as distinct 
from the ordinary printer's gelatine-base roller—as I earlier 
stated, the difficulty appears to be to get rollers of sufficient 
resilience. This appears to have been lately overcome to 
some extent in some cases, by the use of a compound with 
a medium amount of resilience, and in the case of rubber 
rollers by a gasitied form of rubber, which apparently gives 
all the resilience of а composition roller. 

The chief objections apparently to such rollers are the 
first cost, and limited capacity for redressing; due to the 
lower strata of the rollers differing in formation from the 
outer skin, and the adjustments on the machine being 
necessarily restricted, so as to permit of only a small range 
of adjustment, which is quickly used up by the redressing 
of the rollers. 


The *'* Mintite Roller 


I have been extremely interested in a roller made by 
Mr. Louis Minton, of Trevelyan Buildings, Manchester, 
known as the '' Mintite," which was used for many years 
for covering various industrial rollers other than used iu 
the printing trade, but in later years has been applied to a 
large number of printing machines, with considerable suc- 
cess. By the courtesy of Mr. Minton I am able to have 
samples here for your inspection, and you will doubtless 
be surprised to hear that some machines have been work- 
ing for as many as four vears, without reclothing, and 
entirely to the users’ satisfaction. An offer was made to 
conduct me to a works where rollers had been in use for 
this time, but unfortunately I was not able to spare the 
time for the visit, but I have myself introduced this com- 
position, for certain machines, which were peculiarly fitted 
for the use thereof, but in this case I could hardly say it 
was an ordinary printing requirement, 

The maker’s claim is that they are more economical in 
ink, as, owing to their increased resistance to pressure, and 
fine matt surface, they actually convey ink, and due to 
the same capacity they tend to mill up the ink on the 
machine and convey it in a freshly associated condition; 
moreover, owing to there being no glycerine and water con- 
tent, as in composition rollers, instead of resisting the ink 
they carry it better for this reason, and for the same cause 
no glycerine is distributed into the ink to interfere with 
or resist the drving; also, owing to the rollers being con- 
«tant in size, neither swelling with moisture, or shrinking 
with heat, there is no loss of time in resetting the rollers, 
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as by the method of production and reconditioning each 
roller сап be prepared by the manufacturer accurate to 
1/1000-in., and the size is not affected for years, except by 
wear and rediessing. Hence no trouble can arise when а 
roller is removed from the machine or when replacing a 
different roller in a particular position in the machine, all 
being the same size, and all ot the same adjustment, and 
any roller can be used at any time for any position. These 
factors, if they combine with them the improved carrying 
capacity and length of hfe claimed by the maker, consti- 
tute such a change of conditions as to justify a more com- 
plete and critical survey than I have been able to give, 
and I strongly recommend printers using high-speed 
machines to fully test the capacity of the '' Mintite ’’ piro- 
duction. I further understand that the terms and condi- 
tions of service which this firm are prepared to give are 
such as will enable you to pay the increased initial cost 
out of earnings, thereby enabling you to secure the advan- 


tages claimed without the disability of the initial 
expenditure. 
Before leaving rollers, I desire to tender my thanks 


publicly to Mr. Louis Minton, Messrs. Winstone and Sons, 
Walker Bros., and Durable Roller Co. all of whom have 
placed themselves entirely at my disposal, and who have 
also favoured me with samples of their various products, 
clearly labelled, which are on exhibition in the room for 
your inspection. 


Block Variations 


Before closing, I desire to touch upon the question of 
modern blocks. I presume one of the greatest difficulties 
of the printer, when dealing with composite type and block 
formes, is the difficulty of obtaining blocks of accurate 
height to paper and flat. This is due usually to the general 
method of distributing blocks on wood mounts, which are 
responsive to changes of temperature, and are also affected 
by light. I have with me one or two sample blocks, I 
have also brought one of my firm’s super simplex type-high 
testing machines, which enables quick, accurate tests to be 
taken of the blocks, and is of material assistance to the 
printer in saving make-ready time, by first making up the 
block to height, before inserting in forme. 
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The type-high testing machine here exhibited enables 
ordinary blocks to be prepared away from the machine, to 
close limits of accuracy, which should enable the user to 
get a presentable pull straight off the job. This dispense: 
with the usual trial-and-error tests, which are otherwise 
required to bring up the forme generally to a regular print- 
ing height, apart trom the differing pressures needed, 
arising out of the artistic presentation of the subject which 
requires that the high lights may have to be lightened and 
the shadows intensihied. 

With regard to the mounts, I particularly desire to draw 
attention to the spring block mount, which is of particular 
service to the book printer, being made with such precision 
that if mounted 64-up on a good quality machine bed, 
and equipped with equally accurate stereo plates, it prac- 
tically eliminates all '* make-ready.'" This particular type 
of block has been adopted by one large firm to the entire 
exclusion of all others, with the consequent economy ot 
machine time on their job. By the aid of these blocks, 
set up on a 60 in. x 40 in. Miehle, they state that on typo- 
graphical book work they are able to mount their plates 
and print without any patching up or '' make-ready,'' and 
obtain therefrom a flat level impression of their job. They, 
of course, produce very accurately finished plates to work 
in conjunction with the blocks, and the usual tolerat:on 
which is allowed both in the block and the plate is plus 
or minus half a thousandth. Thus the greatest variation 
they are likely to get is less than the thickness of an 
ordinary cigarette paper, and I have found that they 
actually do work to this close limit. 


Steel Type-High Clump 


Another interesting accessory which, whilst assisting in 
the preparation of work for the machine room, yet is 
strictly a composing-room accessory, is the steel type-high 
clump, which has been introduced for some time, but is 
not generally known. The object of the type-high clump 
is to provide a cheap and effective means for surrounding 
the forme with accurate type-high clumps, when going to 
the foundry, so as to secure plates of even thickness. 

In moulding from a forme it must not be forgotten that 
al the irregular heights of the forme are accurately repro- 
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duced in the matrix taken therefrom, particularly if, as 
is usual, this matrix is set in position by means of a hot 
press or the like. Hence if a job is moulded with low 
clumps around it, the matrix takes an impression of the 
clump and of the typographical matter in the forme in 
relation to the flat surface of the hot press, which finally 
sets and levels it. These bearer surfaces formed by the 
clumps are used as locating points in the casting box, on 
which to place the gauges, by which the thickness of the 
plate is determined. Hence, if the gauge 15 placed in a 
position on the matrix which is produced by a iow clump, 
the thickness of the plate will be materially increased. 

In one firm where considerable trouble was being ex- 
perienced in the production of plates for use on small 
Harris rotary presses, in which owing to the nature of the 
work '' make-ready '' had to be dispensed with to enable 
the work to be produced economically, it was found by 
the substitution of the steel clumps for metal type-high 
clumps, which constantlv vary in height, that nine-tenths 
of the '' make-ready '' was entirely done away with, owing 
to the more regular thickness of the plates. I тау say 
that this particularly refers {о plates which are not bored 
or planed on the back before being used on the printing 
press, the machinery for boring or planing being too ex- 
pensive in proportion to the number of plates used. This 
also points to the great necessity of accurately making up 
the blocks to type-high before stereoing therefrom. Doubt- 
less you are aware that in all the large newspaper houses 
they get over these difficulties by re-mounting originals, 
electros and pica plates on properly prepared metal mount- 
ing blocks which in some cases are never used twice, but 
re-cast and machined up to height before using the meta! 
for other jobs. 


The Lure of Colour 


Newspaper Progress 


With the exception of the cover the '' Saturday Evening 
Post," up to less than a decade ago, printed only two 
colours among its advertising pages. Then it changed its 
press equipment to print three and four colours аз well. 
With this range of colours its advertising and circulation 
steadily increased to reach the highest points during the 
publication's existence. 

Why ?—asks the '' Photo-Engravers' Bulletin,” Chicago. 
Because, is its reply, the lure of colour is irresistible. The 
eye is immediately attracted to it; undivided attention is 
given it, and the meaning or message of the colour printing 
is digested. Besides, the magazine as a whole is bright- 
ened up and sparkles with vigour and vitality. Is it any 
wonder that advertisers clamoured to get into the pages 
and patiently awaited their turns for positions and space ? 

There is now dawning a new era of colour printing among 
daily newspapers. While it is not expected that the quality 
of printing will be anvwhere near that of magazine printing, 
nevertheless it will be colour printing, and this will enliven 
the appearance of newspapers. 

Advertisers’ Demand 

With the success of two-colour printing in daily news- 
papers, steps have been taken to utilise three colours which 
will further enhance advertising values. It has Deen cleaity 
proved that colour-printed advertisements pull far greater 
than one colour. The more colours the more pull (subjects 
permitting). 

Black-printed newspapers have grown drab, to the extent 
that copywriters of ads. tried to shout, shriek, and howl 
in type or cuts to attract attention and quite frequently 
clouded the meaning of the messages by this distraction, 
whereas, by the judicious use of two or three colours, 
natural and easy attention is obtained and interest in the 
Messages secured, 

The new epoch of colour in newspapers is on the way. 
Nothing сап stop it. [|t is heartening and refreshing. 

When it was thought the saturation point of newspaper 
presses had almost been reached, now comes the necessity 
of equipping black presses with colour attachments, tem- 
perarily, after which entirely new colour presses may be 
required to be built. 

The next decade seems to indicate press building on a far 
greater scale than heretofore. It will be the lure of colour 
that will do it.

Further Hearing of Charge 


Further evidence for the prosecution in connection with 
the charge against Mr. E. W. Whittle, late general secre- 
tary of the Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association, 
who is alleged to have embezzled £254 8s. 4d., the pro- 
perty of the Association, was given at the Tower Bridge 
Police Court, London, on Thursday, February 4th, before 
Mr. Oulton, the magistrate. The figure of £254 8s. 6d., 
which 15 the subject of the charge, is said to be an item in 
the Superannuation Fund accounts, representing the pur- 
chase price of £250 worth of War Loan, but it is alleged 
that this War Loan was not purchased. 

The Association was again represented by Mr. 
Simmons, and the defendant by Mr. F. H. Stollard. 

When the case was called, Mr. Stollard was temporarily 
out of the.Court. It was hinted that Mr. Frampton (the 
barrister) was being briefed for the defence, and, in reply 
to a question by the magistrate, the defendant said he 
understood the intention was to reserve the defence and 


go to trial. 
Association Officers’ Evidence 


Mr. Gabriel Phillips (manager of the composing depart- 
ments of Messrs. Odhams Press, Ltd.), a trustee and past 
general secretary of the Association, was the first witness 
when the proceedings were resumed. Не said he had 
known Mr. Whittle since 1920. During his period of office 
as general secretary he had done the banking. He ex- 
plained the system whereby Mr. Whittle, as general secre- 
tary (which position Mr. Whittle held from 1920 to 1931) 
received sums of money from time to time from the secre- 
taries of the London Centre and the provincial Centres, 
and it was his duty to pay those sums to the treasurer. 
who would pay them into the Westminster Bank. He did 
not know whether or not Mr. Whittle had paid money to 
the bank direct. Asked if he or his co-trustees had ever 
been concerned with the preparation of the accounts, Mr. 
Phillips replied in the negative, and he said also that the 
trustees had not received a sum of £6 5s. as representing 
a half-year’s interest on the £250 worth of War Loan 
(which figure was alleged to be shown in the 1930 
accounts). 

In reply to further questions, witness said he had investi- 
gated the Superannuation Fund account, which showed 
that there should have been a balance in hand of £513 
6s. 2d. at December 31st, 1930. The bank pass-book, how- 
ever, showed that the balance was only £281 6s. 4d. 

Referring to the Council meeting held on July 2nd, 1931. 
which he had attended, he said it was Mr. Whittle's duty 
to attend, but he had not in fact attended, and there was 
no balance-sheet, which should have been submitted by 
Mr. Whittle to that meeting. The Association did not 
know where he was, and his family had tried to find him; 
four or five. days afterwards he had appeared, but Mr. 
Phillips did not see him on that occasion. 


Mr. Whittle’s Services 


Cross-examined by Mr. Stollard, who asked if it were 
true that defendant had been a member of the Association 
for about 18 years, and had served as a trustee, financial 
secretary and general secretary, witness said he could not 
recall that defendant had served as a trustee, but he had 
served in the other two capacities. He agreed that during 
defendant’s period of office as general secretary the mem- 
bership of the Association had increased from about 1,000 
to 1,400, and that subscriptions had increased very con- 
siderably, though he was not sure that the increase was 
from £3,000 to £6,000 a year, as suggested by Mr. Stollard. 
He agreed also that at no time during defendant's period 
of office as general secretary had he had the advantage of 
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professional assistance in the preparation of the accounts. 
The accounts were fairly complicated. . = 

Mr: Stephen Wells, retired printer, who was appointed 
an auditor of the Association’s accounts in April, 1929, 
next gave evidence. He said the accounts for the Super- 
annuation Fund for the year ended December, 1930, were 
submitted to him by the general secretary in February, 
1931. Не had never seen any '' bought note ” in respect 
of the alleged purchase of £250 worth of War Loan (the 
subject of the charge), and he had not seen bought notes 
or contract notes with regard to the other investments. 
He had accepted the account from defendant, as being 
correct, believing that the sum of £254 8s. 6d. (the pur- 
chase price of. the £250 War Loan) was invested through 
the trustees. 

Mr. G. H. T. Freeman, retired printer, who was ap- 
pointed an auditor to the Association in April, 1930, gave 
evidence to similar effect. 

Mr. W. H. Gill, who has been financial secretary to the 
London Centre for about 10 years, said it was his duty 
to collect subscriptions, levies and contributions to the 
Superannuation Fund from the members of that Centre, 
and the money was paid over to the general secretary, 
whose duty it was to pay it to the treasurer, but he be- 
lieved the defendant had frequently paid it into the bank 
direct. 

Mr. Wallace Hepburn, F.C.A. (partner of Messrs. Elles, 
Salaman, Hepburn and Co., chartered accountants, of 1 
and 2, Bucklersbury, London, E.C.4), whose firm was in- 
structed in July, 1931, to examine the Association's 
accounts, was recalled, and produced the pass-book for 
the Superannuation Fund account. This showed that on 
December 10th, 1930, a sum of £115 was received, which 
was the amount of interest received on the Association’s 
actual holdings in War Loan. If the additional £250 of 
War Loan which was the subject of the charge had in fact 
been bought, then the amount of interest received on that 
date should have been £121 5s. 

After Mr. Hepburn had been cross-examined by Mr. 
Stollard, defendant was again remanded until February 
lith, bail being allowed as before—two sureties in £250.

Lecture on Rubber Rollers 


The outstanding feature of the February meeting of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers (Parent) Association— 
held at the Old Bell, Holborn, on Tuesday of last week— 
was a lecture on the subject of rubber rollers, delivered 
under the auspices of the Greengate and Irwell Rubber Co., 
Ltd. The lecture and the subsequent discussion provided 
a good deal of information on a matter of current interest 
to the trade. The president, Mr. R. B. Simpson, was in 
the chair, ирас by the vice-president, Mr. J. Odell: 
the general secretary, Mr. A. Н. Wilson; and other officers, 
there being also a very good attendance of members. 

The general secretary having read the minutes of the 
previous meeting, a member raised again the question of 
income tax relief in respect of contributions to the Super- 
annuation Fund. The general secretary intimated that a 
final answer to the question could not yet be given, but 
he had little hope that such relief could be obtained, the 
P.M. & O.A. not being a registered society. 

There were two nominations for membership: Albert 
Ernest Day (Messrs. W. R. Royle and Sons, 1/3, Ludgate 
Square, E.C.4; overseer, litho machine); Albert S. Presland 
(Ihe Morris-Oxford Press, Cowley, Oxford; overseer, letter- 
press machine). Both these gentlemen were elected, and 
Mr. Day was present to receive a personal welcome. At 
a later point in the proceedings Mr. F. A. Dangerfield. 
elected at the previous meeting, was also personally wel- 
comed. 

The president read two letters conveying news and 
greetings from members abroad, one at Shanghai and опе 
at Calcutta. Moreover, a member from India, Mr. D. G. 
Allen of Mogholpura, was present and spoke a few words 
of fraternal greeting to the members. 


Chemistry of Rubber 


The principal speaker for the Greengate and Irwell Rub- 
ber Co., Ltd., was Mr. Dunworth, who was supported bv 
two other representatives of the company. 

Mr. Dunworth, who mentioned that he was a rubber 
chemist and not a printer, began by speaking about 
printers' rollers as used in the past, nap and composition. 
and then introduced the subject of rubber as a roller- 
making material. He said that rubber rollers had been 
successful for many industrial purposes, but the great difti- 
culty about adapting them to the printing trade lav in the 
fact that the printer uses greasy inks, and to ask for a 
rubber roller to use with grease was like asking for a barley- 
sugar spoon to stir tea. He proceeded, however, to explain 
something of the chemistry of rubber, and told how, by 
adding sulphur to rubber in the process of vulcanisation. 
soft rubber, which is soluble in oil or printers’ ink becomes 
ebonite, which is not thus soluble. 


Composite Rubber Rollers 


The speaker went on to say that, although the soft un- 
vulcanised rubber was too soft and soluble for the purposes 
of printers’ rollers, ‘апа rubber vulcanised into ebonite was 
too hard, it was nevertheless possible between these ex- 
tremes to get rubber in a state to meet printers’ require- 
ments. He then explained, with the aid of diagrams and 
demonstration models, the construction of the ''Girco ” 
roller made by his firm. In this, the steel stock is covered 
with a hard vulcanised layer which takes fast hold of the 
metal, and over that is attached a layer of soft, cushion 
compound, and finally a tough, ink-resisting. outer laver 
to form the working surface. 

Mr. Dunworth added that this roller was perfectly satis- 
factorv for lithographic work, and he thought thev had 
also a perfect letterpress roller in view, but he was not yet 
claiming perfection for their letterpress roller, because of 
the rough usage which letterpress rollers must be able to 
withstand. The lecturer concluded by drawing attention 
to an instructive exhibit, comprising many test tubes in 
which various samples of rubber were being subjected to 
immersion in water, benzol and turpentine respectively. 
with a view to demonstrating the very varied amounts of 
swelling manifested by the different samples. 
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Questions and Discu:sion 


Questions were next invited, and many were asked. In 
the course of his replies, the lecturer mentioned that the 
price of the rubber rollers was about 50 per cent. of that 
of competitive makes; the rubber rollers were easy to 
wash-up and had a very long life. А 

A member told of his having experimented with rubber 
rollers for letterpress work. His experience suggested that 
rubber rollers did not give such sharp results as other 
rollers, especially when the work included fine detail in 
illustrations. He had decided not to continue with them. 

Mr. Acton, having raised the question of chemical action 
between rubber rollers and the copper of half-tones or 
clectros, the lecturer said that any such action would be 
due to the presence of free sulphur on the surface of the 
rubber; they had endeavoured to chminate all free sulphur. 

A member testified to using '' Girco ° rollers for litho 
work, with frequent changes of colour, and having proved 
them entirely satisfactory. | 

In answer to Mr. Acton, the lecturer said their rollers 
were being used on lacquering machines: they were able to 
stand up to varnishes and paints for tin-printing, and did 
not give trouble by swelling when used with varnish. 

Mr. Acton spoke of his own observations of presses run- 
ning with rubber rollers—both letterpress printing and 
lacquering machines. Under the '' punishing ’’ work of 
lacquering he had observed swelling of rollers. In the 
lithographic section there were mixed opinions about rub- 
ber rollers, but he thought that where they had been given 
a fair test they had proved satisfactory. He thought rub- 
ber rollers would be used more extensively in the near 
future for letterpress work, but where they had been used 
with electros and other copper surfaces he had found 
chemical action in every instance. 

Mr. C. Northam proposed a hearty vote of thanks to the 
lecturer congratulating him on his clear and concise method 
of explanation. The proposition was seconded by Mr. 
Odell and carried with acclamation. 

After the lecturer nad briefly responded, the president, 
who expressed gratification on behalf of the council at the 
large attendance they had had that evening, declared the 
meeting closed. 


The Newspaper Press 
Printing Crafts Guild Lecture 


There was a large and interested gathering of members 
at the Municipal College of Technology, Manchester, when 
Mr. Ernest Fisher (manager, Messrs. Fry's Metal Foundry. 
Manchester), lectured on '' Some Sidelights of the Mcdern 
Press.” 

Mr. Fisher, in his remarks, sketched instructively the 
evolution of newspapers from the earliest times. He dealt 
specially with the development of the Press in England. 
indicating the severe legislative handicaps under which 
the early newspaper-producers worked. The remarkable 
Чогу of the growth of circulations was told. А tribute 
was paid to the initiative and character of the first John 
Walters, founder of '' The Times,’’ and many interesting 
facts were recalled in respect of the moulding of the 
methods and contents of the Press of to-day. -

shown on the screen; also flongs and stereo plates from 
Messrs. W. J. Light and Co., Ltd.

Annual General Meeting 


Sady progress marks the fortunes of the Printing. 
Bookbinding and Kindred Trades Overseers’ Association. 
This was made plain at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion held on Tuesday of last week, at St. Bride Institute, 
Bride Lane, E.C.4, at which Mr. Harry Young (vice- 
president) presided over a large attendance. From both 
the annual report and the balance sheet much evidence 15 
forthcoming of the excellent work done by the Association 
in the interests of the craft and those it is intended to 
serve. For the greater part of last year the Association 
had to meet without the presence of its president, Mr. 
Maurice Hunt, who was removed to Messrs. Wyman's Nor- 
folk works soon after his appointment. In spite of this 
handicap, however, the Association's affairs have been car- 
ried on quite satisfactorily under the guidance of the vice- 
president, Mr. Harry Young. 


Successful Activities 


The annual report, which was placed before the members, 
drew attention to the regretted absence from London of 
Mr. Maurice Hunt, and then went on to refer to the various 
activities of the Association during the year, pointing out 
what had been done from social, benevolent, educational 
and other aspects. Special mention was made of the lec- 
tures during the year, and the thanks of the Association 
were passed to the various ‘lecturers. In spite of the 
general trade depression the executive claimed that the 
Association has met with a measure of success, and this in 
spite of the fact that calls on the Benefit Fund were greater 
than usual. 

So far as finances are concerned, nothing but satisfaz- 
tion can be felt, there being a net gain in the Association's 
assets of over £17. 

After the reading and adoption of the minutes of the 
last annual general meeting, the chairman invited discus- 
sion and comments on the balance sheet and the annual 
report, which were in the hands of the members. 

Mr. J. A. Esler congratulated the executive on the 
management of the affairs of the Association during a very 
difficult year. Mr. Esler's remarks having been supple- 
mented by Messrs. A. J. Jones and others, the annual 
report and balance sheet were unanimouslv carried. | 

Messrs. W. Н. Lyon and J. A. Twitchings (auditors) bore 
testimony to the excellent and efficient manner in which 
the finances of the Association had been handled.

In connection with the Association's annual grant of 
money towards prizes for the use of the Stationers’ Com- 
pany and Printing Industry Technical Board, Mr. F. S. 
Hayes (technical representative) and C. Н. Gillett (instruc- 
tor, London School of Printing) emphasised the good work 
being done for technical students, and urged support 
because of the larger number of students and the іпстсаѕ- 
ing expenses attached to their training.

Spencer and Cook British Folders 
Camco (Machinery) Ltd. Take Over 


We learn that Messrs. Spencer and Cook, Ltd., of Staly- 
bridge, have given up the manufacture of folding machines 
and have sold the patent and manufacturing rights in the 
'" British Folders '" to Camco (Machinery) Limited, Lon- 
don. 

It is interesting to note that these folding machines were 
really introduced by the Camco people who, when they 
purchased the world’s rights (outside of America) of the 
Cleveland Folders, sold the '' British Folder ” rights to 
Spencer and Cook, Ltd., and have now repurchased them. 
In those days the folders were mainly used by provincial 
newspapers for folding the flat-bed printed news sheets, 
although to a certain extent they also came into use for 
book and catalogue work. With the introduction of flat- 
bed and rotary presses with attached folders, the use of 
the separate newspaper folding machines gradually waned. 
Spencer and Cook, Ltd., finding the market disappearing, 
concentrated more and more on folding machines for maga- 
zine and book work, and during the last few years they 
have made several important inventions. These have been 
embodied in a series of ultra-modern models suitable for 
books and magazine work, and a number of these machines 
have been installed by the leading publishers’ printers and 
periodical houses. One model will fold sheets, cut into 
eight 32-pp. signatures, and deliver these ready collated 
into а 256-pp. book, in one operation, at the rate of 20,000 
signatures an hour. 

Upon enquiry of Camco (Machinerv) Limited, at their 
London offices in Farringdon Street, we were told that by 
engaging some of their specialised men they have made 
arrangements to give after-services on the Spencer and 
Cook folding machines in use in this country so that users 
need not fear any discontinuance of mechanical service to 
their machines. 

It is intended, the Camco people sav, to continue and 
develop the Spencer and Cook folding machines. for which 
they consider there is a strong opening. Following on 
the news that Camco have purchased the patent and manu- 
facturing rights of the '' Rosback ’’ Automatic Feed Wire 
Stitching Machine, and have commenced manufacturing 
these in their English factory, this news is welcome evi- 
dence of go-ahead policy amongst the machinery manufac- 
turers.

WaTERLOW Case AGAIN.—The hearing was again ad- 
journed on Monday of appeals by the Bank of Portugal 
and Waterlow and Sons, Limited, printers, from a de- 
cision of the Court of Appeal. The hearing is before the 
House of Lords, and the appeals relate to the measure of 
damages.

PRINTERS’ PENsIONS.—At the one hundred and tenth 
election of the Printers' Pension Corporation, to be held 
on Saturday, April 23rd, at the Connaught Rooms, there 
will be 314 candidates (236 men and 78 women) for 100 
pensions and 47 other gifts of £5. The committee an- 
nounce that the present economic difficulties make it im- 
possible, for the present, to add to the number of benefi- 
ciaries in the same proportion as in the past four or five 
years. To overcome the present emergency conditions it is 
intended to invite the subscribers by ballot to consent to 
à doubling of the subscriptions—the annual vote from 5s. 
to 10s., and the life vote from 2 guineas to 4 guincas.

In the annual report detailed mention was made of the 
hospital applications dealt with by the Society during the 
past year, and appreciation expressed of the help received 
trom the various entertainment committees, and the 
generous gift of £25 from the directors of the firm. The 
statement of accounts showed a satisfactory balance ot 
£182 5s., against £115 18s. 3d. the previous year. After 
the adoption of the balance sheet, Mr. Meacham said a 
proposal would be put before the meeting with regard to 
increased benefits. The committee were going to strive to 
increase the benefits, but they intended, so far as possible, 
to keep a good balance against any emergency that might 
arise. Mr. Garrett then proposed the recommendation, 
and it was carried. A vote of thanks to the secretary was 
carried enthusiastically. 


Municipal Printing Proposals 
Bradford and Belfast 


The Bradford Corporation Stationery Sub-committee 
have had under consideration a report prepared by the 
City Treasurer in connection with a proposal to establish a 
municipal printing works. The report was prepared in 
consultation with an independent member of "Ше printing 
: trade whose name has not been divulged. Members of the 
committee urged that the information in the report was 
insufficient to allow of a decisive opinion being expressed, 
and the meeting was adjourned so that further details 
could be supplied. A member of the committee stated 
afterwards that the report indicated that the establishment 
of a municipal printery would be a financial failure. 

A plea for the establishment of a municipal printing 
works was made at a meeting of the Belfast City Council 
by Alderman Piene in a discussion on the minutes of the 
General Purposes Committee, in which attention was drawn 
to the municipal printing works at Sheffield. Не said that 
Shefheld had saved between £40,000 and £50,000 over a 
period of four years, and that by June of this year the 
printing department would have saved the entire sinking 
fund charges in connection with their new buildings. 


MUNICIPAL PRINTING.—An appeal, which raised the 
question of whether a local Council has the right to carry 
on its own printing works, was dismissed last Thursday in 
the Court of Appeal. Mr. Montgomery, K.C., 
Attorney-General, said that expenditure from the general 
rate fund in purchasing plant for establishing a printing 
works was contrary to the Municipal Corporations Act and 
was illegal. The appeal was by the Attorney-General from 
a judgment of Mr. Justice Eve dismissing an action brought 
against the Smethwick Corporation on the relation of a 
local ratepayer. The Master of the Rolls, giving judg- 
ment, said the Corporation could not start a printing 
business in the sense in which that term was generally 
understood—they could not cater for the public ; but it 
could not be said it was not wise for them to do their own 
printing and save the ratepayers' money. 


Coupon TRADING.—Lt.-Col. Moore- Brabazon introduced 
into the House of Commons on Tuesday the Gift Coupons 
Bil, which was read a first time. The Bill has as its 
object to make unlawful the issue and redemption of git 
coupons.

The English Newspaper 
Mr. 


The final lecture of his series on '' The Physical De- 
velopment of the English Newspaper from 1622 till the 
Present Day " was given by Mr. Stanley Morison, the 
Sandars Reader in Bibliography, at Cambridge last Thuis- 
day. This lecture dealt witn the typographical aspects of 
the '' new journalism.” 

Beginning by reminding his audience of the Koenig 
press, invented in '' The Times’ office in 1814, Mr. 
Morison referred to that press as the most important in- 
vention in the history of printing since Gutenberg. Not 
only, he said, was its speed an invaluable asset to jour- 
nalism, but it could also print a sheet of very much larger 
size than could be dealt with by the old hand press. 

The effectiveness of setting headings in heavy type, and 
the liberal use of '' cross-heads ’’ was realised by the Sun- 
day papers from practically the beginning of the 19th 
century. Mr. Morison said the introduction of cross-heads 
in the ‘‘ Morning Post '" and of a list of contents at the 
head of the leader in ‘‘ The Times ' was a sign of the 
revolution which was taking place, but a more whole- 
hearted acknowledgment ot the new needs came with the 
foundation of the '' Morning ”' in 1892, which carried its 
news on the front page. 

He went on to say that evening papers were free from 
the restrictions of the morning papers, and he referred to 
the vital innovations made by Kennedy Jones and Alfred 
Harmsworth in the appearance of the '' Evening News ' 
(including the horizontal display, or headline across two 
columns). 

After speaking of the introduction of present-day news- 
paper features, Mr. Morison examined the effects of the 
new journalism upon the appearance of ''The Times,” 
saying that no large display advertising faces were per- 
initted until 1897, while line blocks in the texts of adver- 
tisements began to appear on October 17th, 1904, with à 
Savoy Hotel announcement. “The Times ’’ of 1906 was 
practically identical, to the lay eye, with '' The Times '' 
of 1850. The gradual ascendancy of the main news-page, 
or *' bill ” page, facing the leaders, dated from 1910, in 
which year the use of a double-decker heading marked a 
conversion to the adoption of the headlines which had won 
their way into every other London journal from their 
position at the top of the columns of the '' Star "' of 1888.

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= Obsolete Printing Machinery . 
What to Do With It 


The countless thousands of printing antiques in our print- 
shops should be converted into junk; the objective is obvious. 
So said Mr. L. M. Nichols, in a recent address to the 
Missouri Press Association. speaking of the -oft-raised 
question of what to do with obsolete machinery. In the 
first place, he continued, there is more printing machinery 
in the world than there is printing. The junk that some 
are using to produce the finest of fine arts does not 
reflect credit upon the craft. Ап organised effort to get {һе 
printing machinery and the demand for printing in balance 
should be encouraged. Some agencies and groups have 
been whispering among themselves about the obsolete- 
machinery problem so apparent in our own particular in- 
_dustry.. There has been too much talking and not enough 
action. | 


Co-operation with Manufacturers 


Some of this slow-motion effort has been due probably 
to fear of criticism or that manufacturers might be charged 
with selfishness. But we know that the printing industry 
is interested in the solution of this plague of old equipment, 
and we feel that those directly identified with the use of 
the machinery should display a like concern. “Let us users 
of printing machinery who see the need of this stabilisa- 
tion give the makers of machinery a pat on the back. They 
need this encouragement and co-operation. It will re- 
bound to the good of our industry. 


А Practical Example 


Occasionally we hear of some direct results of this policy. 
Just a few days ago one of the large printing plants pur- 
"chased. new folding equipment. In the transaction several 
old machines were traded in on the new. The owner was 
offered $125 each for his old machines. Не would not sign 
the purchase order until he was assured that the obsolete 
equipment would be destroyed. The deal finally was made 
on that basis. Later the salesman, with tears in his voice, 
pleaded with the customer to allow him to save out two or 
three of the machines for a customer who would be satisfied 
with less efficient equipment. The printer insisted that the 
terms of the trade be carried out to the letter. So the 
machines went to the junk yard. That is a practical inci- 
dent illustrating the idea under discussion more clearly than 
can any amount of theorising. 

Several years ago a printer in my town bought a new 
machine, getting an allowance of $1,000 on the replaced 
equipment. The erector took the antique out on the curb 
and with a big hammer reduced it to old iron. Another 
publisher has an old perforator that has—or did have—a 
trade-in value of $20. He contemplates buying а new 
machine of modern type. If he gets $20 for his old machine 
it would be a genuine contribution to the industry if the 
manufacturer of the new equipment makes junk of the old. 
Possibly the original owner should take the loss himself. 
If this machine is not destroyed—and it is worthless—it 
may be in some bedroom printshop before the snow flies, 
dealing misery to some established business. More power 
to the junkman! 


Organised Investigation 


Obsolete machinery is an economic force which not only 
harms the owner but tends to prevent stabilisation of an 
industry that needs it badly. It’s high time that some 
organisation commenced to look about and view the situa- 
поп. The initiative should come from those who have 
the most at stake. 

Self-preservation is a natural law. We favour an amend- 
ment that will strike directly and strike effectually at this 
particular feature of self-preservation. This amendment 
also should embody something about certain trade practices 
so well known to the printing industry. Not the least of 
these is the wild scramble of the supply houses to multiply 
the number of printing plants. [t is natural, of course, for 
a supply house to be interested in sales. No person criti- 
cises that ambition. But we may justly criticise a policy 
"that kills all sense of proportion and ethics in these trans- 
actions,

Ruthless Print-Buying 

ORDINARY business users of stationery are rigidly | 
restricting their expenditure and their consumption. 
Orders are not placed until the last moment, ana 
then they are submitted for tender and placed with 
the lowest of several bidders. Quality of materials 
is ruthlessly cut down, with the result that nearly 
every printer is working on lower-grade papers with 
consequently diminished turnover and profit. Thus 
the printer suffers a two- 
sided, or rather three-sided, 
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Costs and Prices 

WE are beginning to wonder whether it is as wise 
as it seems for every printer to work out his own 
costs, even though the official Costing System may 
be the basis on which the figures are arrived at. 
Theoretically it may be the right course to pursue, 
and we are aware of a good many practical reasons 
to support the practice. What happens positively, 
however, is that very few printers (comparatively) 
take the pains to work out their costs exactly and in 
full detail. Not many printers are qualified to under- 
take the working out of their costs. А certain num- 
ber take advantage of the service offered by head- 
quarters, and have their costs investigated and 
recorded by official experts. 
Even here there is not

cut-price competition. Every 
printer is suffering the same 
things, but there seems to 
be no sign of combative 
movement to put an end to 
such an unhealthy state of 
affairs. Unfortunately, it 
is exceedingly difficult to 
conceive any plan by which 
printing prices can be stan- 
dardised. The nearest 
approach is apparently the 
common adoption of uni- 
form costing and estimating 
methods.

The great majority 
of printers, including the 
various classes of exponents 
referred to in this para- 
graph, prefer to keep one 
eye on the District Hourly 
Rate Schedule, and the 
other eye on what other 
(local and competitive) 
printers are doing; then 
they steer their way accor- 


dingly.

To Stabilise Prices 
THE first step to uniform 
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prices might be the adoption of uniform hourly rates. 
and the District Schedule would do because it is a 
better approximation to accuracy in rates than any 
alternative that the individual printer could suggest. 
Those printers who are informed and sincere about 
their own cost-finding would surely have no com- 
punction in adopting standard rates. It would still 
be as desirable as ever for every progressive printer 
to tabulate and investigate his own cost figures. 
Instead of saying ''let each printer find his own 
costs and apply his findings," suppose we could 
say, '' It is as compulsory to estimate and to cost out 
work at the agreed official hourly rates as it is to 
pay stab. rates of pay." That is the first position 
we might work to, and it would be a step forward 
toward the elimination of unprofitable prices. 


* * * 


Oncost on Materials 


THERE would be many more steps to take, notably 
toward some measure of standardisation in estimating 
times. Given a common oncost percentage to add 
to the costs of materials and to outwork, there should 
be no great difficulty in removing the biggest cause 
of variance in estimating paper, ink and similar 
items of cost. Errors will occasionally creep in to 
be an upsetting factor, but it is not errors that make 
continual differences in selling prices of material so 
much as the application or non-application of home- 
made handling percentages. According to view- 
point, to ignorance, to ascertained costs or to im- 
mediate circumstance, the total of materials costs 
in an estimate may be subject to an addition of 
nought to twenty per cent. to cover incidental 
charges. There is a settled cause of cost and charge 
variation which has nothing in common with the 
source of divergence in time estimates.

Some Standardisation Essential 


THERE are those who will argue that to standardise 
rates and percentages is to flatten out efficiency and 
non-efficiency to a common level; to rob the more 
adequately equipped and better organised printer of 
his advantages. On the other hand the smaller man 
will say it is a device to rob the little printer of the 
advantage he holds from having less overheads, etc. 
Perhaps if we all think carefully and intelligently it 
will become apparent that we have introduced and 
are perpetuating conditions that have done and will 
continue to do these very things every printer is 
afraid of. Under present conditions neither the 
small nor the large printer has any advantage; both 
are selling below the right profit level; printing ts 
not a remunerative industry for the investor or the 
proprietor.

Printers and Athletics 


Printing and Allied Trades Charity Sports Association 


The benefit accruing to the industry from the combina- 
tion of sport with charity was the outstanding note 
running through the speeches at the annual dinner of the 
Printing and Allied Trades Charity Sports Association 
held on Saturday at the Connaught Rooms. Mr. 
W. H. Lock (the president of the Association), pre- 
sided over a large gathering, which included many 
well-known figures connected with the industry. A 
pleasant atmosphere of friendliness and cordiality 
prevailed throughout the dinner, and a good deal of 
cross-toasting was indulged in. In past years the 
trophies and medals won in the Rifle section’s com- 
petitions have been presented at a concert held 
independently of the dinner, but this year it was 
decided that the awards should be presented оп 
Saturday, a task which was graciously performed by 
Mrs. Lock at the conclusion of the speeches. The 
dinner arrangements were admirably carried out. 


Mr. Lock on the Association 


Mr. Lock, in proposing the toast of the Charity 
Sports Association, said he had been told to keep his 
remarks very short, but the toast he had been en- 
trusted with demanded а speech of considerable 
length. Proceeding, Mr. Lock said he was in an 
indirect way mixed up with the start of the Associa- 
tion. He was not at all clear which was the leading 
feature of the Association—the charity side or the 
sports side. It was in 1896-7 that he and Mr. H. F. 
Parker were of the opinion that there should be some 
organisation in the printing trade which should give 
an opportunity for those employed or connected with 
it to indulge in sport. Opportunities for sport then 
were not the same аз those existing to-day. He 
claimed that that Association was primarily intended 
for the cultivation of healthy sport. He wanted to 
stress that because he was afraid this year the sports 
side would have to entrench somewhat at the expense 
of the charitable side. Many friends made contri- 
butions to the Association, and he believed it was 
intended that their contributions should be used for 
the furtherance of sport. If there should be any sur- 
plus to hand to the various printing trade charities, 
so much the better. Mr. Lock asked them not to 
think from this that the Association was not doing 
a great deal for charity. Something like £200 was handed 
to printing trade charities every year. (Cheers.) In 
addition to that, there were held every year exceedingly 
agreeable sports gatherings, of which the meeting at Herne 
Hill was probably the most outstanding. Two other im- 
portant branches of their activities were those at the Rifle 
and the Football Sections. However, they had had an 
exceedingly poor year financially and they were not able 
to give so much to trade charities as they had hoped. He 
appealed to them not to be discouraged. If they did not 
secure considerable funds to hand over to trade charities, 
he hoped they would not curtail the excellent work in con- 
nection with sport amongst those connected with the 
trade. In drawing his remarks to a close, Mr. Lock men- 
tioned several gentlemen whose efforts on behalf of the 
Association he much appreciated, amongst these being 
Mr. A. J. C. Pescud (the secretary of the Rifle Section). 

The chairman read telegrams expressing regret at absence 
from Messrs. C. H. Roud (treasurer) and G. W. Knight. 

Mr. G. F. Larcey, in responding, spoke of the success 
which attended the annual Easter Monday football match, 
as a result of which they handed over each year £10 or £11 
to convalescent homes attached to print. In this connec- 
tion he wished to publicly thank the Nunhead Football 
Club for their co-operation. 

Mr. P. M. Parish (president of the Football Section) said 
he believed that football provided more sport than any 
other branch of recreation. For example, over twenty 
teams turned out regularly every Saturday, which meant 
that 220 players got healthy exercise every week of the 


season. The Section had collected the splendid sum of 
£55 as a contribution to the charitable activities of the 
Association. 


Mr. H. F. Parker (hon. secretary of the Association),

who also replied, expressed thanks for the assistance he had 
received from Mr. A. Sargent, Mr. W. H. Marshall, Mr. 
Ben Chase and others. The Sports Association had cer- 
tainly brought good comradeship, he proceeded. Out of 
the one hundred or so people who founded the Association 
they still had some ninety of that original number working 
for it. That was not bad after thirty-four years. Не 
regarded Mr. Lock as the originator of the Sports Associa- 
tion and he was particularly glad that he was presiding 
that evening. 


The Visitors 

The toast to '' The Visitors ’’ was proposed by Miss Eva 
Tanner in an interesting and witty speech. Miss Tanner 
said she could not mention all the visitors present, but 
would content herself by referring to two names associated 
with the toast, viz., Mr. T. E. Naylor, who, Miss Tanner 
remarked, was secretary of the London Society of Com- 
positors, the aristocrats of the printing trade (Laughter); 
they also warmly welcomed Mr. Geo. W. Jones, whom the 
speaker described as a printer who was always an artist, 
and as the finest craftsman not only in England, but 
probably in the world. ' 

Mr. Geo. W. Jones, in responding, said on behalf of his 
fellow guests they had greatly enjoyed the hospitality 
shown by the Association. In entering the room that 
evening it had been a great joy to him to run against one 
at least of the members of his old class of the year 1889. 
He claimed a valued and long friendship with Mr. Lock 
Mr. Parker, Mr. Naylor and others there that night. 
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Mr. T. E. Naylor, who replied in witty and humorous 
vein as one of the alleged '' aristocrats '' of the profession, 
said it gave the guests much pleasure to accept their kind 
hospitality. After referring to the great strides made by 
the ladies in all walks of life, Mr. Naylor said he agreed 
with Mr. Jones that the delightful spirit of sport should 
be pursued not only by the workers but by those who had 
ihe privilege of employing them. 


The Chairman

The toast of '' The Chairman ” was given by Mr. W.C. 
Warren (secretary, National] Society of Electrotypers and 
Stereotypers), who said he took particular pleasure in the 
task allotted to him because of the fact that Mr. Lock was 
the chairman. Mr. Warren recalled that some time ago a 
certain cmployers’ association and a trade union had а 
difference that was submitted to arbitration. On that 
occasion Mr. Lock was in the chair, and he (Mr. Lock) re- 
vealed himself as a thorough sportsman and a gentleman. 
He wondered sometimes whether men hke Mr. Lock and 
others responsible for bringing into being such splendid 
institutions as they had in the printing industry realised all 
the good they had done. Their industry was proud of 
these institutions. They had promoted a common platform 
and common interest between employers and employed. 
He believed that since the Sports Association had been in 
existence it had donated a sum of £5,000 to the Printers' 
Pension Corporation, and had created no less than eleven 
pensions. It had contributed more than £2,000 for the 
convalescent homes connected with the industry. In con- 
cluding, Mr. Warren said it would have been a sheer im- 
possibility to have in the chair a man more worthy than 
Mr. Lock. (Cheers.) 

The toast having been carried with musical honours, Mr. 
Lock, in returning thanks, said the good feelings that 
existed in the industry were largely due to associations 
such as theirs. Не had been connected with the printing 
trade for forty vears, and he had found in it friends, happi- 
ness and sympathy. 

Mr. Wilson Howes proposed a hearty vote of thanks to 
Mrs. Lock for presenting the trophies and medals to the 
winners in the Rifle Section competition. 

During dinner music was rendered by Mr. S. R. Parsons’ 
Orchestra, and amongst the speeches were interspersed 
items rendered by the following concert artistes: The 
Caxton Singers, Miss Jean Todd, Mr. Chas. Stanlev, Miss 
Hilda Braye, Mr. Fred Leslie and Chas. Hardy (accom- 
panist).

Honouring a Printer Knight 
L.M.P.A. Luncheon to Sir Thomas McAra, J.P., and Sir Harold Bellman 


It was a happy idea of the London Master Printers 
Association to organise a complimentary lunch to Sir 
Thomas McAra, J.P., and Sir Harold Bellman. How popu- 
lar was the idea was shown at the Connaught Rooms on 
Tuesday when Mr. B. Guy Harrison, president of the 
Association' had the pleasure of presiding over a large and 
representative gathering of the printing and newspaper 
industry. 

The chairman, at the conclusion of the lunch, observed 
that the gathering had been arranged in order that they 
might express pleasure and appreciation of the recognition 
which Sir Thomas McAra and Sir Harold Bellman had re- 
ceived in the recent Honours List. Mr. Harrison also 
extended a welcome to Lord Riddell, whom they were 
particularly pleased to receive after his recent illness. 
There was also a tribute to Sir Josiah Stamp. 


Lord Riddell's Tribute 


Lord Riddell proposed the toast to Sir Thomas McAra 
with obvious sincerity and in his usual witty vein. His 
Lordship thought it was an excellent idea of the master 
printers to arrange that lunch, because Sir Thomas was at 
one time a printer although he had thought better of it and 
became a class bv himself, becoming a parasite on the 
Newspaper Proprietors. (Loud laughter.) A hundred 
years ago, printing trade unionists were usually locked up. 
and Sir Thomas McAra was formerly chairman of the 
L.S.C. Had he lived 100 years ago, therefore, instead of 
being knighted he would have been held in bondage. 
(Laughter.) 

Tracing Sir Thomas McAra’s career, Lord Riddell said 
this had been of a very romantic character. He started 
life as a reader's boy, which was the first rung of the ladder. 
Later he became manager of the mechanical department of 
a large printing house in London, during which time he was 
chairman of the L.S.C. Before the disappearance of the 
printing house in which their guest was engaged it was his 
(Lord Riddell’s) pleasure to approach him with a view to 
becoming secretary of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Associa- 
tion, which was a trade union of the newspaper proprietors 
in London. He was stimulated to approach their friend not 
so much by his appearance, but by the fact that there were 
only three men in London who understood the compositors’ 
scale (loud laughter), and Mr. McAra was one of them. Sir 
Thomas McAra had made a great success in the office which 
he accepted. He had many great qualities. He was keen 
and intelligent; he possessed a judicial mind and a pleasing 
manner, together with a sense of humour, and he had 
another great quality, namely, that he was a very straight 
man. Sir Thomas had many difficult tasks to perform in 
his present position, but he carried all through with success. 
Lord Riddell said no one knew more about printing than 
did Sir Thomas, who was a Scotsman and who was full of 
that shrewdness which was a national trait of Scotsmen. 

To Sir Josiah Stamp was entrusted the toast of the health 
of Sir Harold Bellman, whose birthday, he said, it was 
pleasing to note fell on that day. He went on to express 
very high appreciation of the work which Sir Harold had 
done in connection with the Abbey Road Building Societv 
and with the building societv movement as a whole. 
During the past few years Sir Harold had been instrumental 
in raising the Abbey Road Society so that it was now the 
second largest in the country. Sir Harold had taken part 
in a great beneficent revolution which had been of great 
service to the whole of society. 


Improved Printing Trade Conditions 


The toast of '' Our Guests '' having been very warmly 
honoured, Sir Thomas McAra received a further ovation on 
rising to respond. After apologising for being a '' para- 
site," he observed that it was rather unusual for distant 
relations to gather together in such a genial and pleasant 
manner as characterised that gathering. For twenty-six 
vears the Master Printers and the Newspaper Proprietors 
Association had looked at each other from а distance. 
That day he could fairly congratulate the London Master 
Printers Association on having captured the | N.P.A. 


(Laughter. Having thanked the L.M.P.A. for inviting him 
there, Sir Thomas said it was quite true that for the major 
part of his life he was in the general printing trade. Pro- 
ceeding, he said he thought printers to-day had everv 
reason to be very pleased indeed at the tremendous changes 
which had taken place in the industrial conditions and 
relationships between themselves and the unions from those 
which obtained when he was quite a young man. As a 
young compositor his wages were 36s. a week, and in 1889 
when the Dockers’ Strike took place, there was a general 
upheaval in labour matters. A printer's assistant, now 
represented by Natsopa, began to wake up to the fact that 
after all he deserved to be treated as something a little 
better. In those days a printer's assistant who was mar- 
ried, with a family, was being paid from 13s. to 15s. a week. 
If he was very successful and worked one of the old- 
fashioned platens, he could get an extra Is., and if a fellow 
wanted to get on to superior work with the newspapers he 
might even earn an extra 15. a week. In addition to his 
work he had to hump reams of paper weighing 70 lbs. from 
the store room and carrv formes weighing half a cwt. up 
and down the stairs, and if he wanted to get anything like 
25s. a week he had to work some 80 hours. 

Glancing at the improvement in conditions which had 
since taken place, Sir Thomas said he was one of those who 
disliked to talk about the '' good old times.’ The good 
times in his judgment were those which were ahead. 

Sir Thomas congratulated the Master Printers on the 
fact that to-day the industrial conditions were so much 
better than they were in the early days to which he had 
referred, and the same applied to the relationships that 
existed between the various organisations. He recalled the 
davs of his chairmanship of the L.S.C. when meeting in 
negotiation the policy adopted by both sides was to slang 
one another. How different was the procedure to-day. 


Costly Industrial Strife | 


Sir Thomas referred to the strike of 1911 as ап illustration 
of what he had in mind. That movement was for a 48-hour 
week, and for two years negotiations took place. The men 
eventually won, but at what a price! Several businesses 
never really recovered from it, and there were a number of 
men, good craftsmen, who were left to walk about Fleet 
Street. He vowed then, so far as he was concerned, that 
he would never be a party to advising or assisting in bring- 
ing about a lock-out or a strike until every effort by moral 
suasion had been exhausted. (Hear, hear.) It was with 
those ideas in mind that he went to the Newspaper Pro- 
prietors' Association, although it meant a great wrench to 
him. In conclusion, Sir Thomas said that if the times were 
hard for the employers, and they were hard also in the news- 
paper trade, they were equally hard for the men. Take a 
society like that of the compositors, who had 1,500 or 
1,600 men out of work. Think of the demoralising effect 
upon a man of character who got up morning after morning 
and wondered what was going to happen. He had seen 
men of good character who had gone down and down and 
had become hopeless wrecks so far as the community was 
concerned. The trade unions were trying to give these men 
something by which to retain their self-respect, so that when 
the better times came master printers would have men 
coming to them who were eager for work and who had not 
lost their physique. Better times, he felt sure, were coming. 
and the great ideal for an industry like theirs was to carrv 
on the fine work that had been done hitherto. (Loud 
applause.) The Master Printers' organisation had brought 
about a wonderful atmosphere between the men and them- 
selves. That atmosphere was worth a great deal to main- 
tain. The only desire he had was that to the measure of 
his ability he should endeavour to maintain an atmosphere 
of reasonableness and fair-play in the great industry which 
they all loved so much. 

Sir Harold Bellman also made appropriate reply. 

Mr. J. Crowlesmith proposed the toast of '' The 
Chairman,” paying a tribute to the services of Mr. B. Guy 
Harrison as president of thc London Master Printers 
Association. 
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Home Counties Printers’ Conference 


A Great Success at Southsea 


In these days of stress and strain, business men are well 
advised to confer in order to consider, and, if possible, eluci- 
date some of the many problems with which industry at the 
moment 15 faced. This is what members of the Home Coun- 
ties Master Printers’ Alliance have been doing during the 
past week-end, for, at the instigation and under the chair- 
manship of their President, Mr. William Amison, they 
gathered at the Queen's Hotel, Southsea, on Friday last. : 


Printers! Problems Discussed 


'* Printers’ Problems '' was the issue under discussion, 
and, though the attendance was somewhat depleted at the 
last moment owing to the ravages of '' flu,’’ the conference 
will rank high for effectiveness among those which have 
preceded it in the history of the Alliance. 

The delegates had the encouragement of a visit on Friday. 
at tea, from the Lord Mayor of Portsmouth (Alderman 
F. G. Foster), and they received a very cordial and aptly- 
phrased civic welcome from this veteran of forty years' pub- 
lic service. 

Throughout the many sessions also, Mr. Amison had the 
support of the president of the Federation of Master 
Printers (Mr. Harold G. Clarke) and his own two vice- 
presidents (Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh and Mr. S. Hudson). 

Opening the conference, Mr. Amison addressed himself to 
the theme, '' Problems We Have to Face.” In this he sur- 
veyed the field of activity which his colleagues were setting 
out to explore, and, in so doing, very ably avoided '' stcal- 
ing the thunder '' of the speakers who were to follow—by 
no means an inconsiderable achievement. 


Colour Photography 


The next paper was of an entirely different character; and 
Мг. L. W. Oliver, handling '' Colour Photography апа 
Advertising Printing,'' contributed some highly-informative 
comments upon the developments of recent years in this 
absorbing example of a process in some respects allied to, 
and designed to be a complement of, the printing indus- 
try. Some very excellent specimens, ranged round the walls 
of the conference room, added materially to the value of 
this address and enabled Mr. Oliver's hearers the better to 
assimilate many of his more technical points. 

The Federation president was in good form on '' Our- 
selves and Our Trade Organisation." He reviewed the 
many and varied services which the Federation offers to its 
membership—large and small printer alike; spoke in some 
detail of the additional activities now under consideration 
for the provision of still further assistance; voiced a vigorous 
appeal for enhanced solidity and support for headquarters, 
to enable the work to be yet more expanded; and, in closing 
passages, characterised by sound reasoning and 100 per 
cent. practicality, begged the industry to stand firm and 
four-square in the protection and maintenance of its legiti- 
mate rights and standards. Mr. Clarke's contribution was 
valuable and impressive, ‘and set a high standard for 
speakers who were to follow after. 


Undesirable Customers 


Mr. S. Hudson (Watford) opened Saturday's proceedings 
with Ном to Recognise, Avoid or Handle Undesirable 
Customers." The junior vice-president was tackling an 
admittedly thorny problem, but he did it in a manner which 
exhibited evidence of care and thought in preparation. 
Drawing upon a considerable experience, he was able to 
offer his colleagues numerous hints which, put into practice. 
should assist them substantially in avoiding one of the 
pitfalls of business. 

Ап address of extremely high value—and one which 
elicited commendation from all quarters—was that bv Mr. 
A. J. Dixon (Shanklin, Isle of Wight), on '' Is it Really 
Worth While to Use the Costing System to its  Fullest 
Extent?’’ Mr. Dixon spoke as a small printer, but, in racy 
and exceedingly forceful style—aided by a vivid personality 
—pointed the moral and adorned the tale in no uncertain 
manner. *'' The proof of the pudding is in the eating ''— 
and Mr. Dixon, having tasted, has evidently found the re- 
sult to be extremely sound and satisfying. 


Printers’ Insurances 


Mr. F. H. Bisset (secretary of the Federation) and Mr. 
S. J. Baker occupied the floor on Saturday evening, when 
the session was devoted to the question of '' Insurances.'' 
А most instructive period ensued, for, drawing upon first- 
hand knowledge and experience, backed bv the fruits of 
close study, these gentlemen reviewed the wide field of this 
policy of “ safety first ’’ and put their fellow members wise 
on a multitude of knotty points on which care and attention 
is very necessary. 

sunday was free until the evening, when the conference 
gathered for what proved to be a memorable session. Not 
lor the first time the Home Counties Alliance made history. 
lor members of its Young Master Printers' Group (Messrs. 
V. G. Manning, E. Polden, G. F. Mapp, E. H. Eyles, and 
К. С. Bowering) staged a one-act playlet, ‘‘ How to Deal 
with Customers." The motif of this cannot be covered in 
a notice such as this, but it was presented in such manner 
as to make it an outstanding success, with a most definite 
moral for the printing craft. The last has not been heard 
of this work. 


Young Master Printers 


Mr. F. G. Hewitt (president of the Portsmouth M.P.A.) 
followed, dealing with '' The Young Master Printer—His 
Training and Necessary Equipment." In a paper enlivened 
by a number of personal experiences, the speaker presented 
a series of conclusions which found ready acceptance, and 
for which he was cordially commended. 

Mr. A. E. Owen-Jones brought the sitting to a close with 
a really remarkable address on ‘‘ How to Make a Good 
Principal or Amend a Bad One.” This effort was greeted 
with great enthusiasm. 

At the close, the Federation president offered thanks for 
the welcome extended to Mrs. Clarke and himself, and con- 
gratulations to all concerned upon a highly successful and 
valuable function. . 


Selection and Rejection of Plant 


On Monday, Mr. V. E. Goodman treated his fellows to a 
characteristically masterly discourse on ‘' The Economic 
Selection and Rejection of Plant." Here again, the benefits 
of an exceptional. mind and an exceptional experience were 
placed unreservedly at the disposal of the conference. 

Mr. К. A. Austen-Leigh was the final speaker, and, in 
'" How to Make Use of This Conference," he passed in 
review the outstanding points of the successive contribu- 
tions, adding just that touch of emphasis needed to drive 
the nail home to the head. 

Mr. Amison was enthusiastically thanked for his guid- 
ance of the proceedings, and gracefullv acknowledged the 
compliment. 

Printing Design Competition 

The judging of competitive designs for а letterheading. 
submitted by members of the Alliance. Young Master 
Printers’ Group was an interesting event during the con- 
ference. The award went to Mr. Р. Н. Coaten (Letchworth). 

Another striking asset was an exhibition of Continental 
printing, loaned by the principal of the London School of 
Printing, Mr. J. R. Riddell. 

Several members were able to secure accommodation 
among nearly 40,000 spectators who witnessed the F.A. 
Cup-tie, Portsmouth v. Arsenal, on Saturday afternoon. 

Ás on previous occasions, the late-night unotficial con- 
ferences round the smoke-room fire proved by no means 
the least valuable portions of the gathering. It is notice- 
able how men unbend in such a congenial atmosphere. 

No record of the conference would be complete without 
tribute to the energy and capacity of the Alhance head- 
quarter staff, who received valuable assistance from the 
president and officials of the Portsmouth Association; and it 
should be added that the Queen's Hotel management spared 
no effort to secure the complete comfort of the conference 
personnel.

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The Development 


of the Monotype 


By С. LEOPOLD REVEIRS 


The end of the 19th century saw a revolutionary advance 
in the field of mechanical composition. Earlier in the cen- 
tury there had been many attempts made to produce type 
assembling and type composing machines. These, how- 
ever, had all been designed to deal with pre-cast type, that 
is, either founder’s type or type specially cast for the 
purpose. 

In 1884 Mergenthaler produced his first matrix assem- 
bling machine, which assembled brass matrices and from 
them cast a solid line of type. The revolution lay in the 
idea of assembling matrices instead of assembling pre-cast 
type. 

The invention of this machine produced what psycholo- 
gists would probably call a '' slug urge ” and by the time 
his later improved machines were produced, many people 
had come to believe that all future development would be 
along the lines of the slug, and that the day of movable 
type was already past. 


Tolbert Lanston’s Initiative 


Among those who refused to believe that this was the 
only, or even the right direction of advance was Tolbert 
Lanston, an American Civil Servant, who was convinced 
that a method could be found of producing single types 
as, when, and in the arrangement in which they were re- 
quired. 

Through his friendship with Col. Seaton, Lanston 
obtained some slight knowledge of printing, and a con- 
siderable knowledge of the working of tabulating machines 
controlled by perforated cards. From these machines he 
gained the idea of using a perforated paper strip to control 
a tvpe-making machine. 

His first machine was produced between 1885 and 1887 
and consisted of a keyboard and a type-making machine. 
In this combination the keyboard was  mechanicallv 
operated, and perforated two paper ribbons each of which 
controlled the movement of the dieholder on the type- 
maker in one direction. A  weight-operated mechanism 
advanced the paper ribbon, registered the thickness of the 
letter tapped, and advanced а pointer. The justifying 
indicator was a disc over which the pointer moved when 
the line was nearly completed. 


Mechanical Type-Making 


The type-maker consisted of two metal frames at right 
angles to each other, each frame bearing the mechanism 
which controlled the movement of the die-holder in one 
direction, and in the centre of each frame the appropriate 
perforated ribbon was inserted. In the angle of the frame 
was a roll of type-high lead strip, the thickness of which 
was the point thickness of the type to be made. 

According to the set thickness—or unit size—of the letter 
to be made, a piece of the metal was sheared off апа held 
in shaping jaws whilst it received on its upper end, from 
а steel die, an impression of the face of the letter. Of 
these steel dies there were in this first machine 196. Justi- 
fication was effected by increasing by the necessary 
amount every stamp in the line, letters апа spaces alike, 
and the mechanism for ascertaining and adding the neces- 
sary increment was, in basic principle, very similar to 
that in use to-day. 

In the course of later experiments he increased the num- 
ber of dies to 210 and before very long abandoned the idea 
of making '' pressed " type and adopted the method of 
casting his type from molten metal. His first casting 
machine was produced only some three years later, in 1890. 
In this machine he abandoned the electrical control of 
positioning stops and used compressed air for this purpose. 
He also devised а method of combining the control for 
both movements of the die-holder on one ribbon. 

It was found that casting and cooling were too slow and 
so he later produced a machine with three moulds, working 
alternately, and, at the Chicago World's Fair in 1893, ex-

hibited a machine with four ribbons, four moulds and four 
receiving galleys. 


Dogged Perseverance 


In spite of all his work he had not yet produced a really 
marketable machine, and one hardly knows which to ad- 
mire most, Lanston's own dogged perseverance or the 
patience and faith of Mr. Maurey Dove, who was bearing 
the main part of the financial burden. 

He had, however, unquestionably established certain 
fundamental principles, and upon those principles it was 
decided to engage a qualified engineer to work. Accord- 
ingly, John Sellers Bancroft was invited to take charge of 
all future experimental work. 

His first machine was produced in 1897, and although it 
contained what were speedily recognised as serious errors, 
it was at last and at least a marketable product; it seemed 
as though the long dark night of experiment was nearing 
its end, and the dawn of success was about to break. 

The two most serious mistakes in his 1897 machine were 
the reversion to the mechanical keyboard—which Lanston 
had abandoned during the course of his experiments—and 
the limitation of his die case to 132 characters only. One 
very great improvement was the abandonment of the 
method of justification by increasing the size of every 
stamp, and confining that increase to the spaces alone. 
He also introduced a dimensioning wedge to regulate the 
movement of the mould blade. 


Success at Last 


The mistakes were quickly recognised and by 1899 he 
had produced an improved machine in which the number 
of characters was increased to 225. Whilst in the 1897 
machine the die case returned to zero after each cast, in 
the 1899 machine it moved direct from one casting position 
to the next. The metal pot was now so constructed that 
it could be lowered and swung clear of the mould, and 
the supply of metal to the nozzle was carried through a 
channel separate from, but resting in, the pot, thus 
obviating the necessity for the pot to be raised for every 
cast. Both these improvements resulted in the speeding- 
up of the machine. 

In general principle this 1899 machine was the Monotype 
of to-day. From it, of course, many lessons were learned, 
but upon it have been based all later developments. 

Although the Monotype machine was American in origin, 
I believe that the English Corporation has advanced even 
further and more rapidly than its American cousin, It is 
both interesting and encouraging to know that several 
Super Casters have been exported to the States, as the 
American Corporation has not yet produced a machine 
which will cast such а wide range of sizes. 

I wonder, sometimes, where the Monotype will lead us, 
but I close with this word to the Corporation. Go on with 
your experiments, and for long may they prosper; but 
wherever you lead us, and whatever you persuade us to 
instal, do not mechanise us altogether. Let us, at least 
in some measure, remain, as were our fathers before us, 
Craftsmen, in the greatest and noblest of all the Crafts.

British Industries Fair 


How to Reach Olympia and What to 


Find 


in Paper, 


The British Industries Fair once more claims attention, 
and the trek of home and overseas buyers to Olympia, 
Shepherd’s Bush, and Birmingham will commence next 
Monday. At Olympia the Fair will be open daily until 
March 3rd, and at Shepherd's Bush up to March 5th. 
Trade buyers are admitted free from 9.30 to 7.30 p.m. on 
each day. There are again facilities for the admission of 
the public daily between 4.30 and 7.30 p.m. except Satur- 
days, when the hours will be 1 p.m. to 7.30 p.m. The 
Birmingham section also opens on February 22nd and 
closes on March 4th. 

So far as the allied trades are concerned, interest centres 
at Olympia, where the section devoted to Paper, Printing, 
Publishing, Stationery and Office Appliances is housed in 
the New Empire Hall. Most of the stands are on the first 
floor, which they almost completely occupy, but the print- 
ing machinery is again accommodated on the ground floor 
in the same place as last year. Direct access to these 
exhibits is obtained through the entrance in Hammersmith 
Road. 

In view of recent events—economic and industrial—the 
British. Industries Fair will be even greater in importance 
than ever. It has, of course, now become an established 
feature of British industry. Following, however, the in- 
troduction of a tariff policy, the suspension of the gold 
standard and the general state of trade, the value of the 
Fair is likely to be very great indeed. 

More interest than ever is being shown by foreign buyers, 
and the number of invitations accepted has risen bv 50 per 
cent. over last year. The countries chiefly interested are 
Holland, France, Canada, Denmark, Irish Free State. 
Spain, the United States, and Germany. This, of course, 
is an important aspect of the Fair, since it opens the way 
to export business. 


Printing and Stationery 


In extent the Paper, Printing and Stationery section 
equals that of last year. There are 99 exhibitors, whilst 
the tloor space occupied is 23,000 sq. ft. 

Printing machinery stands number 12, the same as last 
year, and they cover an area of 4,300 sq. ft. The latest 
developments in machine composition and in printing prac- 
tice are being shown in actual operation. In this respect. 
the Fair has made big advances, and the absence of the 
quadrennial Printing Exhibition lends greater significance 
to tlie display at Olympia. All the exhibits on the ground 
floor are to be in actual operation. 

Other aspects of printing 'and stationery 
emphasis, and there are specimens of the finished work 
which should receive attention. Since the Fair began there 
has been а progressive improvement in the matter of dis- 
plaving goods. Thus, apart from the contents of the 
stands, the manner in which they are exposed is an educa- 
tion in itself. Ideas, therefore, can be carried away for 
local application. 

In regard to stationery, ingenuity and taste are again in 
evidence, and choice examples of boxed and gift stationery 
are exhibited. Another attractive display represents 
Christmas cards and calendars, and new lines in imitation 
leather and fancy papers may be inspected. Indeed, 
throughout the art of the printer and the card manufacturer 
is seen on the highest plane it has yet reached.

Linotype and Machinery Limited 


The latest Linotype, Miehle, and L. & M. Intaglio are 
veing exhibited on the stand (B. 7) of Linotype and 
Machinery Limited in the Grand Hall, Olympia. 

The Linotvpe machine exhibited is a Model 6 SM., 
equipped for the rapid composition of both text and dis 
play. Every new device which has been devised for the 
betterment of the machine, and has passed its final tests, 
is incorporated in this machine. Although shown as an 
eight-magazine (four main and four auxiliary) Linotype, it

can be supplied with four magazines only (two in each 
section). 

The distributor on this machine is a double mechanism, 
so arranged that matrices set from any two adjacent main 
magazines, or either pair of side magazines, are returned 
automatically and simultaneously, so that a very wide 
variety of work can be set on this versatile model. 

This machine can also be supplied without the side 
section, and when so equipped it is known as Model 6. 
Its four magazines can contain matrices suitable for the 
composition of catalogues, etc., needing a variety of faces. 
Model 6 also can be supplied with a smaller equipment 
when so required; that is to say, it can be purchased with 
two magazines only, the machine being so arranged that 
an additional pair can be added later. This economical 
method relieves the printer of buying equipment for which 
he may have no immediate use, and at the same time it 
safeguards his interests by enabling him to take quick ad- 
vantage of the complete facilities of the machine when his 
business expands. 

The No. 4 Miehle (double demy) shown is equipped with 
an L. & M. Automatic Feeder of the back-separator type. 
The feeder is built into the press, and thus forms a definite 
part of this self-contained printing unit. Two devices are 
employed for separating the sheets at the back edge of the 
paper pile, and two suckers lift the front edge of each sheet 
on the feed-board. 

As for the press itself, it is so well known as the best of 
its class, and its class as the highest, that nothing more 
need be said of it here. As a fully automatic press, how- 
ever, it should be well worthy of the special attention of 
every master printer, manager, and overseer. 

Shown for the first time in a public exhibition is the 
No. 4 (double demy) L. & M. Intaglio with its air-drying 
extended pile delivery. The delivery is so arranged that 
every sheet when it reaches the pile is quite dry, and can 
if so desired be instantly handled. There are other new 
features on this press which should be closely examined by 
cvery printer who wishes to be quite up to date. 

The exhibits also include examples of printing produced 
on the Miehle, the Centurette, the L. & M. Two-Colour 
Letterpress, the L. & M. Perfector, and the L. & M. 
Intaglio. A selection of books set on the Linotype is also 
exhibited. There are also shown in the metal about 100 
different jobs set on the machine with proofs thereof.

These include: firstly, 
their entirely tapeless '' Cleveland ’’ folders, which are 
supplied in all current sizes with and without automatic 
feeders, and are claimed to be the fastest folders in the 
world; and secondly, the ‘‘ Camco '' folders which are of a 
type that has also been adopted by other makers, i.e., the

effective way of curing “ green "" paper, and of avoiding 
paper stretch and creasing on the press. 

A powerful press for compressing waste paper cardboard 
and other materials into bales is still another interesting 
item on Camco's stand. The model exhibited is their 
power press, fitted with a self-contained motor drive, pro- 
viding a very convenient and labour-saving method of 
baling at high speed without manual effort. In addition, 
they make hand-operated baling presses, a speciality which 
they report having supplied to many hundreds of printing 
establishments and other trades.

The impressiveness of the '' Monotype " stand at the 
British Industries Fair is in line with the Monotype Corpora-

so-called ‘‘ combined buckle and knife fold ’’ type. These 
latter machines while somewhat less speedy than the 
'" Cleveland '' folders, are also cheaper in price. A new 


feature is a small jobbing folder with a built-in automatic 
pile feeder. Automatic feeding has hitherto been more or 
less confined to larger machines, but Camco have now pro- 
duced this small automatic unit, which they find meets all 
the requirements of the field it covers, and the price of 
which is low. 

Camco are also exhibiting their new British-made '' Ros- 
back '" automatic feed wire stitcher. This machine has 
previously been imported from abroad, and has: already 
been successfully introduced in this country. Camco have 
now purchased the patent and manufacturing rights for 
the world outside America, and have gone ahead with the 
manufacture of the machine in England. The '' Rosback ”’ 
stitcher, we are told, gathers up to six signatures and 
automatically places from two to ten staples in the backs 
of the sections, giving an output of up to 8,000 sections per 
hour, or more for gang work. This machine has only а 
single stitching head which by means of special repeating 
mechanism is enabled to do multiple stitching at will. This 
simplification of the mechanism makes the machine easv 
to change-over from one job to another, and Camco claim 
that this machine is worth setting up for even the shorter 
runs, so that it is no longer confined to publication houses, 
but is equally useful to the average printing shop for book- 
let and catalogue work. 

Camco are also showing their quad demy Camco ' 
paper conditioning machine, of which they report having 
made a number of satisfactory installations in litho and 
letterpress plants. This machine has a unique method of 
conditioning, as each sheet is individually treated on both 
sides with a blast of air, which is warmed by gas or 
electrigity «provided in the machine. No grippers being 
used, thé. machine does not distort the sheets іп any way, 


type ’’ in England under British control and ownership. 
This year the stand presents a novelty which should interest 
the general public as well as printers: a Gill Sans M, 16 ft. 
high, which has been cast on the Super Caster. As this 
type size is considerably over the 72-pt. limit of the

This year, that idea—which called forth enthusiastic praise 
from architects, and was the original scheme of a ‘‘ Mono- 
type '" executive—has been carried out in an even more 
interesting fashion. 

To '' Monotype '' users, however well equipped, there is 
always good excuse for visiting the stand. This year there 
is being shown for the first time a device for automatic 
leading, which inserts individual leads at a considerable 
saving of time. 

Many visitors are expected to take advantage of the 
demonstrations of what the ‘‘ Monotype '' Super Caster will 
do in cutting the cost of type, leads, rules, borders, dashes, 
and spacing material, including high and low quads, strip 
furniture and quotations. Those who look for an inex- 
pensive method of producing display type from hired 
matrices will go to investigate the display casting attach- 
ment to the composition caster, whilst printers who cannot 
afford to release the latter machines from automatic setting 
will find the ‘‘ Monotype ” Display-Type casting machine 
an inexpensive alternative to the Super Caster.

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Bookbinding 


By JAS. A. ESLER 


Although the year 1932 is now well under way, it 
is not too late to take a look at that which has lately 
ended, and review its achievements in that section of 
industry with which we are intimately concerned. 

At first glance it would appear that the book- 
binding section had been marking time during 1931; 
on closer observation it will be found that such a 
conclusion is a good deal wide of the mark. 


Invention Marches On 


Although nothing of a particularly startling nature 
has materialised during the year, we must not deduce 
from this that the peak of binding advance has been 
reached; there is much yet to do in almost every 
branch of the industry. It is gratifying to know that 
scientific investigation is being applied to the prob- 
lems that confront the binder in a much more definite 
sense than ever before, and, whilst nothing likely 
to disturb existing methods has as yet transpired, 
the investigations up to date have not been quite 
destitute of results. Actually, certain information 
which has been issued is sure to prove of value, and 
we have every reason to hope that progress in this 
direction in the future will be more marked than in 
the past. We do know that inquiries into the various 
problems are being pursued along ordered and 
organised lines. 

Whilst the year just ended is unlikely to go down 
in history as one that has conferred many benefits 
on trade generally, it can be said that progress of 
a mechanical nature has been steadily maintained. 


Greater Production 


Machines to give greater production in more than 
one section have been issued, and distinct improve- 
ments in the same direction are to be noted on many 
existing machines. 

Invention has not stood still. A number of new 
methods of folding, and of feeding paper to machines, 
feeding attachments for blocking presses, and a 
self-fed sewing machine are to be tabulated on the 
machinery side, whilst loose-leaf binding has pro- 
vided scope for the inventor in many directions, 
which he has not been slow to take advantage of, 
as is seen in the number of new methods which 
appear in this branch of bookbinding. The sum total 
of which means that we are enabled to bind more 
books in a given time, or to bind them more cheaply. 


The Quality of Progress 


The trend is ever towards higher output. And, 
having said this, we have said all there is to say. 
The business of binding books remains much as it 
was. In this connection it is interesting to quote a 
paragraph from the introduction to the catalogue of 
the Fifty Books exhibited by the First Edition Club, 
1931. Mr. A. J. A. Symons, the director of publi- 


cations, says: '' The committee is anxious that it 
should not, by adopting an inflexible method, tend 
to stabilise taste or sterilise originality in those who 
are actively engaged in book production. After 
judging several hundreds of volumes annually for 
the past three years, it has become clear to the com- 
mittee that the binding is the feature of English 
books which leaves most to be desired; and it is 
therefore proposed, next year, to vary the standard 
of judgment so that quality and interest of binding 
shall play a more decisive part in the selection than 
has hitherto been the case.'' 

It would appear from this criticism that the bind- 
ing craft cannot afford to remain satisfied with itself, 
and we do not think it is. It is only fair to make 
it plain at once, that censure of this character cannot 
be levelled at English hand-bound books. When 
we say hand-bound, we refer to those books which 
are forwarded, covered, and tooled by hand; the 
better class of these still remain the best examples of 
binding handiwork which the world produces. 


The Problem 


The question of how quality of product, beauty 
of form, and utility of purpose may be combined in 
one volume in the case of a mechanically-produced 
book may well give the binder furiously to think. 
No matter how well printed the volume, or what 
effort and thought have contributed to its final make- 
up, if the cover is unworthy of the book, the effort 
goes for nought. 

At present there is no satisfactory solution to this 
problem—or rather, there is no solution to all the 
aspects of the question. 

The covering material upon which depends the 
appearance of the finished book is limited in scope, 
this by reason of the method of production. If the 
edition is a small one there is no reason why leather 
should not be used, the cases being made by hand; 
for, notwithstanding what may be said to the con- 
trary, there is nothing that can be offered as a fitting 
substitute for leather; as soon as we find one material 
with appearance and wearing qualities of equal merit, 
disadvantages of a corresponding character appear in 
some other direction; therefore we must probe the 
matter further and do the best we can with the 
material which the machine will handle, with due 
consideration to available methods for applying it 
in some fashion which will combine beauty and 
utility. 

Difficulties to be Overcome 

Half-bound and quarter-bound cases with bevelled 
boards come within the scope of the machine, and 
should at least give some opportunity for breadth 
of treatment of the exterior. Some people, book- 
lovers particularly, have a wholesome horror of the 
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half-bound style. We are inclined to share this ob- 
jection; a book bound in quarter style, if the sides 
and back are in harmony and correct proportions 
have been preserved, can achieve a particularly 
pleasing effect, which the cut-up appearance of the 
half-bound style can never attain. 

It has been suggested at times that fabrics such 
as brocade, velvet, silk, plush, might be used for 
book covers. The same arguments, however, that 
these do not correspond to mechanical requirements, 
rule them out. 


Binding the Book 


The greatest objection the book-lover must have 
to the machine bound book is the method of attach- 
ing the cover—the raw appearance of the back, 

particularly at the head and 
tail, as contrasted with the 
Cloth, hand-bound volume. 

In the  leather-bound 
book the head is nicely set 
over suitable  headband, 
and has an appearance of 
distinction at once; even 
in account book work, 
custom demands that a 
head shall be set for 
appearance sake. When 
we look at a cased-in 
volume, we see a book 
with no attempt at finish 

| in this direction, for the 
very good reason that the setting of a head is 
not possible except by hand. It is true that a 
headband can be added, but this does little to 
improve appearance, as the edge of the headband 
remains uncovered. 

Here is a suggestion for improved appearance 
which will give a set-head effect on a cased book. 
Cut some strips of thin card about twelve inches in 
length, and one-sixteenth wide, and cover this to 
form headbands, using the same material with which 
the case has been made. The effect of this is shown 
in the section drawing included here. These will be 
applied to the books exactly as headbands, except 
for this difference: the usual headband is attached 
first, then instead of proceeding with first lining, this 
simulation head will be affixed next; after this, the 
usual business of first and second lining will be 
carried out. 

The result of this addition will give a greatly im- 
proved effect to the average cased-in book. It is 
rather important when adopting this idea to use a 
narrow headband, the reason for so doing being to 
prevent the necessity of having a square of more than 
the usual width on the case. 


SUGGESTION FOR IMPROV- 
ING HRADBANDS 


Endpapers and Joints 

Now we come to the interior of the book, and 
here there is much that might be improved. The 
usual method of attaching the cover to the case is 
two or three tapes and a piece of mull. Quite fre- 
quently the tapes are irregular in length and make a 
very. ugly impression through the endpaper. 

- There is very little that one can suggest here, ex- 
cept that care should be taken that tapes are cut to

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equal length and that no threads trail off. Some- 
thing stronger than the usual mull could be made 
use of, and it is desirable that it should be more 
closely woven. If it is neatly applied and extends 
beyond the ends of the tapes, the appearance will 
certainly be an improvement on the style we have 
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just referred to as being in more general use. 

The superior method would be to make joints, 
using a piece of the fabric with which the case has 
been covered. If such a joint were folded round the 
first and last section, the life of the volume as well 
as its appearance would gain considerably. 


Research on Bookbinding Materials 


Important Work Proceeding 


Further interesting information relating to research on 
behalf of the bookbinding industry comes to hand from the 
Employing Bookbinders of America, in the form of a re- 
search report compiled by Mr. F. R. Blaylock, research 
associate, working in conjunction with the U.S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office. Reports such as this should do much 
to educate English bookbinders and others to the great 
possibilities of research work. 

The report states that a total of thirty-six routine tests 
on various materials have been made at the request of 
members of the Emploving Bookbinders of America, or be- 
cause the materials tested were of sufficient interest to the 
members to require the collection of data concerning them. 
One-third of the samples tested were imitation golds, ten 
were glues, four were pastes, three were laminated boards. 
five were book cloths and two were drill reinforcements. 

The research problems studied deal with the bookcloth 
investigation, a general study of all binders’ board used in 
the making of books, and the further research of various 
items used in the bookbinding trade. 


Book Cloth Investigated 


The book cloth investigation, which has been completed, 
covered forty-two grades or qualities of book cloth, linens, 
buckrams, and natural finished cloth submitted by six 
manufacturers of these materials. Although these forty- 
two grades do not completely cover the book cloth manu- 
facturing field, says Mr. Blaylock, they do give а fairly 
comprehensive picture of the entire situation. They clearly 
show that each manufacturer has his own standards of 
weight, finish, thread count, etc. In a general wav a par- 
ticular grade of one manufacturer will compare with certain 
grades of other manufacturers. 

There will be minor differences in. weight, thread count, 
etc., but in the final analvsis they will be comparative. 
The lack of mutual standards between manufacturers 
enables each to claim certain points of superiority for his 
product. From the standpoint of the bookbinder these 
differences аге not of enough importance to be taken into 
account for the general run of work. 

The test data on the book cloth samples has been 
arranged in groups, in five different tables. Each group 
represents one grade of material from some particular 
manufacturer. The groups are arranged in cach table on 
the basis of the base cloth weight. With this method of 
grouping it is felt that the members of the association can 
compare grades from different manufacturers and pick the 
one most suited for their use. It may be possible also, to 
pick cheaper cloths having the same qualities as higher 
priced ones, differing only in the finish. 


Binders’ Boards 


From time to time, various materials аге proposed for 
изе as binders’ board. Samples of these materials are 
secured, whenever possible, and carefully tested. Recently 
a laminated board made from sulphite stock was tested. 
Laboratorv tests showed the bursting strength to be high. 
The density and thickness were satisfactory. However, the 
board showed considerable tendency to warp before being 
used. This makes it unsatisfactory for making book covers. 

Another sample of laminated board tested was made 
from chestnut wood pulp. The thickness was satisfactory. 
while the density was .7, being about the same as other 
laminated boards. The bursting strength was high anl 
the board was quite rigid. Its rigidity, shown by a rigidity 
tester, was higher than that of other laminated boards and 


of the usual commercial grade of binders' board. Further 
investigation of this board is to be made. 

Due to the interest created in America by the research 
work of this association, firms supplying material to the 
bookbinding trade are showing increasing interest in the 
testing of their materials. Recently a firm manufacturing 
a new type of binders' board developed a machine for test- 
ing the rigidity of book boards generally. This machine 
tests the board at the corner, the point considered to get 
the hardest usage. This piece of equipment has been 
loaned to the researchers for trial. As a result of pre- 
liminary tests, several modifications have been suggested. 
These changes are being made and a new tester will be 
ready within a short time. The preliminary tests, while 
not conclusive, indicate that this piece of equipment may 
be valuable in determining the quality of book boards. 

The question of character of materials for the book- 
binding trade has become an important item within the 
past few months. Any standardisation should be based 
upon the needs of the consumer rather than upon the de- 
sires of the manufacturer. There is no desire to dis- 
criminate against or for any manufacturer or group of 
manufacturers. But, specifications should not be drawn 
so lenient as to let down the bars of quality. 


End Papers and Standardisation 


Nineteen members of the association have submitted 
sixty-three samples of end paper of various sizes, weight, 
and grades. The question of reduction of number of sizes 
is rather difficult to handle due to other factors. The book- 
binder often buvs end paper of varying sizes to fit the sizes 
of his books. The important need is the reduction of num- 
ber of book sizes. When this is brought about it will be 
possible to reduce the number of sizes of end paper. From 
the samples already on hand it may be possible to work 
out some specified weights and qualities of end paper. 

The adoption of a research programme of subjects and 
materials to be studied is strongly recommended, and a 
tentative programme is suggested as follows.  Investiga- 
tions should be carried on for end paper, glue, imitation 
leather, supers and sewing threads. The specifications for 
the following items should be considered: end paper, 
bookcloth, imitation leather, binders’ board, laminated 
board, supers, and sewing threads.

Public interest in bookbinding should be stimulated by 
an exhibition of bookbindings now being held in the 
Central Reference Library, Leicester. The exhibition has 
been arranged by Mr. J. Mason, instructor of bookbinding, 
Leicester College of Art and Technology, and includes 
specimens lent by the Leicester Museum, the Old Library

at the Guildhall, the Principal of the Leicester College of 
Arts and Crafts, and Mr. P. A. Н. Muschamp, B. és. L; 
An interesting exhibit is that of volumes bound by the 
Doves Press, one of which is illustrated herewith, belong- 
ing to the Leicester Museum. 

In connection with this exhibition, Mr. Mason contri- 
butes an article to the current number of the '' Leicester 
Museum, Art Gallery and Library Bulletin," from which 
we excerpt, by permission, the following: — 

“Тһе earliest bindings that have come down to our 
time date from the 6th century, A.D., and chiefly form the 
covers of Gospels, Books of Hours and Missals. The boards 
are of wood covered with metal frequently ornamented 
with precious stones and carved ivories. With one notable 
exception the earliest leather bindings we have date from 
about the 10th century, though leather was used long 
before this. These bindings were chiefly the work of monks

in the monasteries and they decorated the leather by means 
of impressions from small metal stamps, a very large num- 
ber often being used on one book. At this period books 
were mostly chained to reading desks, metal bosses and 
corner-pieces being used to protect the covers. Ву the 
12th century English bindings were the finest in Europe, 
the stamped bindings from Winchester, Dur- 
ham and London being especially notable. 

'" The introduction of the panel-stamp, by 
means of which a binding could be decorated 
from one block, rather lost for England its 
distinctive style. The invention of Printing 
resulted in a greatly increased demand for 
bindings and many untrained workers were 
brought into the trade, and therefore much ot 
the binding of this period is poor in workman- 
ship. Books were now made in smaller form, 
wooden boards were replaced by lighter ones 
made by pasting waste sheets of paper to- 
gether, metal protecting pieces were discarded 
and books were placed side by side on shelves. 
Embroidered velvet bindings became fashion- 
able about this time, being especially favoured 
by Royalty. 

'" Aldus, the Venetian Printer, first intro- 
duced gold tooling into Europe, and it was in 
his workshops that many of the famous bindings 
for Grolier were made. In the early part of the 
16th century, Cameo bindings became very pop- 
ular in Italy, copies of antique gems being let 
into the covers. Mainly due to the support re- 
ceived from her Kings and wealthy men, 
France soon took the lead in binding and the 
richly tooled Royal bindings of the Eves and le 
Gascon reflected the taste and decoration of 
the period; and later the Derome and Padeloup 
families became famous for their bindings. 

'" [n England binding largely followed the 
French examples until in the reign of Charles 
II the essentially English cottage-roof style 
appeared, usually associated with the name of 
Samuel Mearne, then the Royal Binder. At 
the end of the 18th century our most famous 
binder was Roger Payne who for the first time 
tried to make his ornaments appropriate to the 
character of the book. The late T. J. Cobden- 
Sanderson, friend of William Morris and 
founder of the Doves Press, was a bookbinder. 
He brought to the craft a cultured mind and 
a free imagination, and by a novel treatment 
of floral design started a tradition of English 
binding which has since been successfully car- 
ried on by Douglas Cockerell and others. The 
post-war tendency in book-binding is all in 
the direction of free expression so typical of 
this period; the intricate floral patterns are giv- 
ing way to a simpler treatment and, as in 
printing, good taste and a sympathetic use of 
the material аге the chief characteristics of 
binding to-day.'' 


EXPANDING TRADE.—Included amongst reports received 
by the L.M.S. Railway of important extensions to works 
and premises either contemplated or actually in progress 
by British firms is that of a large Birmingham printing 
firm which is anticipating an extension of premises or pos- 
sible purchase of another factory; also that of a London 
firm which has purchased paper mills at Bury and intends 
to commence work shortly. 


Mr. WILLIAM KNIGHTSMITH, who will be remembered as 
the distinguished-looking toastmaster at printing trade 
dinners in London, has passed away at the age of 73. He 
introduced the scarlet coat, which has tended, in recent 
years, to become the uniform of his calling.

Bookbinding Leather Investigation 


Subsequently to the recent lecture at Stationers’ Hall, 
by Mr. R. Faraday Innes, F.LC., on '' Bookbinding 
Leathers and their Deterioration,” it was decided to set 
up a committee to review available information and to 
supplv Mr. Innes with reliable data on this subject ot 
deterioration. 

These are the terms of reference: '' That the bookbinding 
industry should co-operate through the media of the British 
Leather Manufacturers’ Research Association and the Print- 
ing Industry. Rescarch Association with the leather trade 
and with librarians, with the objects of discovering the 
causes of the decay of bookbinding leathers, of determining 
methods for the production of durable leathers, and of in- 
dicating the most suitable treatment which they should 
subsequently receive in order that their durability may be 
maintained.” 

On this committee there are to be (1) bookbinders, (2) 
leather manufacturers, (3) librarians, (4) representatives of 
the British Leather Manufacturers Research Association, and 
(5) a representative of the Printing Industry Research Asso- 
ciation. This committee will meet in Stationers’ Hall, on 
Monday next, February 22nd, to decide the method of 
procedure for tackling this problem. 


PREFERENCE AND PRINTING INK.—The General Printing 
Ink Corporation of New York has, says a correspondent of 
the '' Chemical Trades Journal,” formed a Canadian 
branch known as the General Printing Ink Corporation of 
Canada, Ltd., and established a plant in Toronto for the 
manufacture of printing, lithographing, rotogravure inks 
and supplies. The company has in view the expansion of 
its export business, as it will have the advantage of the 
British preference in its trade with Empire countries.

For instance, there are illustrated the great strides made 
by the firm in connection with inks for multi-colour photo- 
gravure printing at high speeds, as well as for printing on 
sheet-fed presses. 

There are examples also of trichromatic and fine art 
offset work. In this connection L. & B. have perfected а 
range of inks of exceptional colour strength and working 
properties, which make them suitable for printing at high 
speeds. 

As regards the field of gold ink printing by letterpress, 
that process, owing to the improvement in ink technique, 
has reached the stage where the metallic inks are almost as 
easy working as straightforward colours. 

A particularly interesting line of the firm’s progress is 
in the tin-plate decoration section of the trade, inks for 
which have to possess special properties to make them suit- 
able for high stoving.

work, but on account of floor space self-registering feed is 
not generally fitted to the machine, although it can be had 
if desired. 

Model “ К”' is a two parallel fold machine of a well- 
known type which is fitted with two parallel folds only. 
and is intended for use on small advertising circulars, pro- 
grammes, circular letters, etc. 

Model ''F'' is an entirely new model which has not 
previously been exhibited, and has been prepared for use 
in large offices for folding statements, invoices or adver- 
tising pamphlets. This machine is fitted with self- 
registering feed, makes one or two parallel folds, fitted with 
automatic stacker, and will fold any thickness of paper 
into a variety of parallel folds. Incidentally, this may 
prove to be the cheapest folding machine ever exhibited. 

Model ''C,'" another entirely new model, fitted with 
self-registering feed, two parallel and one cross fold and 
two automatic stackers. This machine gives the cross fold 
after the two parallel folds, which has been asked for by 
sO many printers, at a very modest price. It is expected 
to prove of exceptional interest, as it has already sold in 
large numbers since the recent date of its introduction, 

Model '' WW ” is а new and very novel machine and 
has never been exhibited before. It has been designed to 
deal with the increasing demand for narrow strip work 
which is very difficult to feed broad-side into the ordinary 
type of machines. This machine will deal with long nar- 
row strips of paper such as are produced by printing 
coupons several up, and the sheet is fed in and registered 
to the longest edge instead of to the narrow end. И is 
then folded once or twice, making 4, 6 or 8 page booklets, 
then slit into any number of signatures and automatically 
knocked-up in the stacking operations. Booklets, of say, 
1 in. square could be folded, slit and delivered at 40,000 


per hour. 
John Jardine, Ltd. 


An interesting array of platens is the feature of the stand 
of Messrs. John Jardine, Ltd., printers' engineers, of Deer- 
ing Street, Nottingham. The exhibit consists of four 
ditferent models of their platen presses, beginning with a 
small model No. 4, designed for high speed, with juvenile 
labour. This model is complete with improved ink duct, 
and two sets of roller stocks—one set being clothed. А 
handy and convenient machine, it occupies a minimum of 
space, 

The No. 7 platen machine—their second model—which is 
11 ins. by 7 ins. inside the chase, is fitted with a new- 
pattern ink duct, and impression throw-off. It is of strong 
construction, being made in one casting and reinforced, is 
quiet in working, and will print up to 2.500 per hour. The 
total floor space of machine and minder is stated as 
2 ft. 6 ins. by 4 ft. 

The third model exhibited, which has inside chase dimen- 
sions of 15 ins. by 10 ins., is numbered 14. It has an 
improved full-length ink duct, a duplex distributor, laying- 
on apparatus and automatic side-lav, etc. It is also fitted 
with adjustable roller tracks, which instantly correct any 
alteration of the rollers due to climatic conditions. It is 
particularly adapted for half-tone printing at high speeds. 

Lastly, there is the No. 21, with inside chase measure- 
ments of 18 ins. by 12 ins. The specification includes four 
inking rollers, a new-pattern full-length ink duct, and duplex 
ink distributing plate. This model is of solid construction 
and designed for hard work. It may be mentioned that 
the cost of the above machines is moderate in every case, 
particularlv that of No. 14, the price of which was recentlv 
considerably reduced. 


John Shaw and Sons 


Messrs. John Shaw and Sons, manufacturers of disc and 
pen ruling machines, rotary perforating machines, etc., of 
lonley, Hudde rstield, are showing one of their ‘ ‘Imperial ” 
rotary perforating and slitting machines. This machine 
gives a beautiful perforation of the slot type, and cuts the 
bits clean out of the paper. Itas made for straight-through 
perforating only, and shtting, and will take any size sheets 
up to 30 ins. wide. It is recommended as a high-class 
machine at a most reasonable price. It is claimed to do as 
much work as four or five treadle or power round-hole 
machines, and the price is very little higher than that of a 
round-hole machine. Slot perforating is far superior to 
round hole perforating, tears casier, and is always clean cut. 
and allows the sheets to lie perfectly flat. There is no 
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bulging, or production of clumsily made books. The 
“Imperial ’’ cuts the cost of perforating down to a 
negligible quantity. It is shown at the Fair in conjunction 
with the firm's London agents, Messrs. Hampson, 
Bettridge and Co., Ltd. 


William Crosland, Ltd. 


From their wide range of machinery, Messrs. Wm. 
Crosland, Ltd., of Bredbury, Nr. Stockport, Cheshire, dis- 
play on their stand a cutting, creasing and embossing press, 
and an '' Advance "’ self-clamp guillotine. The former is à 
new clutch model, and is supplied in four sizes. Among 
numerous advantages this model possesses are the contin- 
uous running or automatic stopping after each impression—- 
which enables single impressions to be made, and is useful 
when making-ready and setting-up—and the instant stop 
obtainable at any point, acting as an etlicient and absolute 
safety guard. It is claimed for this machine, which is of 
strong and substantial build, that it has а tremendously 


powerlul impression, only the best materials and workinan- 
ship being employed. 

Phe ‘ Advance '' self-clainp guillotine is a machine of 
practical and scientific construction and embodies тапу 
recent improvements. To achieve the utmost power from 
the machine with the minimum of strain on it, the knife 
has been hung at an angle with the table, so that it con- 
tacts with one end of the pile and makes a diagonal sweep. 
This method is claimed to be advantageous. An ingenious 
arrangement takes the weight of the knife stock, when it 
reaches the bottom, thus preserving the cutting-sticks. In 
addition to achieving thirty cuts а minute without injury, 
the machine can be stopped instantly at any point of cut. 
Also, owing to the practical design of the machine, renew- 
ing and replacing of knives and cutting-sticks takes only a 
minute. The machine can be supplied in a number of sizes 
26 ins. to 64 ins. cutting width, and is well worthy of 
attention. 


Technical Education for Printers 


Students’ 


_ A unique meeting—mostly of students and instructors— 
lorgathered at Stationers’ Hall on Friday last, the occasion 
being the fifth lecture of the session, entitled '' Students’ 
Views on Technical Education." Three students, repre- 
senting the London School of Printing, the Camberwell 
School of Arts and Crafts, and the North-Western Poly- 
technic made contributions. The chairman for the evening 
was the assistant education officer of the L.C.C., Mr. E. M. 
Kich, and he was supported by Mr. B. Ingram, the chief 
inspector of technical education іп London, Mr. J. R. 
Riddell, principal of the London School of Printing, and 
others. 

Introducing the three young speakers, Mr. Rich said he 
imagined it was the first time there had ever been a mect- 
ing of that kind in connection with technical education as 
far as printing was concerned. 


Value of Tuition 


Mr. Leonard Gooch, of the North-Western Polytechnic, 
was the first speaker. He entitled his contribution '' The 
Practical Value of Technical Classes and Instruction.’’ Be- 
ginning with the lasting benefit obtainable from technical 
education he said that to the student who would receive 
Instruction intelligently and with an open mind the classes 
offered tremendous opportunities for advancement and im- 
provement of клат. One great advantage was the 
Opportunity for individual expression and the development 
of ideas along practical lines. Referring to an ignorant 
attitude sometimes met with he said that one chief reason 
for that attitude had been the emplover's or overseer's 
failure to point out to the would-be student the practical 
advantages of taking courses of study in his work. An 
employer should take the trouble to see that the apprentices 
understood the practical advantages derived from technical 
classes. Also the student must realise. the necessity for 
continual adjustment to the constant change of modern 
conditions and ideas. He, the speaker, considered that 
students should be allowed to go their various ways, as 
analytical criticism of their unaided work was far more 
valuable to them than the possession of perfect specimens 
that were not their unaided production. 


** My Ideal Technical School ”’ 


Mr. Norman Singer, of the Camberwell School of Arts 
and Crafts, was the second speaker. In its broadest sense. 
he said, the purpose of education was to form character. 
Technical education should not exist solely to make men 
better units in an industry. He referred to the specialisa- 
tion of the printing industry, saving that the apprentice 
often shared the same fate of the journeyman, of being 
employed in one department of a large firm and receiving 
very little instruction. The young student, Mr. Singer 
said, should be taken by the trade school immediately he 
finished his elementary education and for several years 
given whole-time instruction. Then he should start in the 
trade as an improver, getting as much experience as he 
could by frequently changing to different firms, and still 
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attending a part-time course at the school. In a few years 
he should be а thoroughly competent workman, having an 
extensive knowledge of his craft. Then, being able to 
view it as a whole through a thorough experience, he could 
decide which branch he would follow. 

He referred to the designing side, saving that women 
should have equal opportunities with men, The few who 
held positions had shown considerable ability. A consider- 
able amount of literature with a definite feminine appeal 
was printed, and probably a woman would know how to 
handle it better than a тап. И she was better able to do 
a job, she should be given it—no self-respecting man should 
want subsidising. (Laughter.) 

He had two criticisms to make, first that а teacher's 
ability was often judged by the examination successes of 
his pupils, and second that the teacher was given a class 
lar too large for the best results. 


Work of the L.S.P. 


The final paper, by Mr. W. R. Geering, of the London 
School of Printing, consisted mainly of a description of the 
work done by students taking the whole-time course. He 
referred to the L.S.P. as being unique: it was а mono- 
technic for printers only, i.e., for men who had to earn a 
living by producing print on sound commercial lines. He 
felt that too much attention was paid to theory and too 
little to practice. 

Mr. Geering then proceeded to give a brief outline of 

what goes on insile the L.S.P. Не spoke of the advan- 
tages gained by apprentices attending the school, taking 
as example a. binder who came from a house where he was 
employed mainly in the manufacture of account books. In 
the works he was fortunate if he had an opportunity of 
seeing a letterpress book bound, let alone binding one him- 
self. But at the school he had the opportunity of binding 
a letterpress book from start to finish under the experienced 
guidance of an instructor. 
— Following the papers there was some discussion and 
various views were expressed. Мг. А. W. Bray (L.S.P.), 
Mr. H.G. Peel. Mr. Ingram, Mr. Н. D. Keats, Mr. de Silva, 
Mr. Amery and Mr. S. N. Flood were among the speakers. 
Dr. G. Riddell asked tlie three lecturers whetlier they con- 
sidered that scienceas applied to printing should be taught 
students. Mr Gooch and Mr. Singeragreed that it should 
be taught, whilst Mr. Geering disagreed. 

A vote of thanks was proposed to the three young men 
bv Mr. Ingram and seconded by Mr. J. К. Riddell, who 
said that no technical school could take the place of the 
workshop. It could onlv prepare and supplement. On 
the subject of science Mr. Riddell said their craft was be- 
coming more scientific every day. Only the firm which 
was scientificallv organised and had a knowledge of science 
could be a success, 

Mr. Geering thanked the meeting on behalf of himself 
and his colleagues, and in doing so proposed a vote of 
thanks to the chairman, which closed the meeting.

Reduction of Capital Approved 
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At an extraordinary general meeting of Thomas De La 
Rue and Co., held on Thursday, at River Plate House,

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Tarifs and Printing 


The announcement of the list of goods which are to be 
exempted from the Government's 10 per cent. duty has 
caused a great deal of interest. 

Ordinary printing papers, apparently will not escape the 
duty, although newspapers, periodicals, printed books and 
printed music are to be admitted free. Newsprint is also 
placed on the free list. The newsprint which is to escape 
the duty is described as '' newsprint—paper in rolls con- 
taining not less than 70 per cent. of mechanical wood pulp 
and of a weight of not less than 20 lbs. or more than 25 Ibs. 
to the ream of 480 sheets double crown, measuring thirty 
inches by twenty inches.” 

A great deal of interest. has naturally been aroused 
amongst paper manufacturers—and to a certain exteni 
printers—as to the position of wood pulp and esparto grass 
in connection with the new duties. It is now officially an- 
nounced that wood pulp will be admitted free of duty. 
whilst esparto will have to bear the 10 per cent. general 
import duty. Makers of esparto paper are, of course, very 
much disturbed at this extra handicap which has been 
placed upon them. 

During the second reading debate on the Import Duties 
Bil in the House of Commons on Monday, Major Tryon, 
Minister of Pensions, said that the question of newsprint 
affected between six thousand and seven thousand news- 
papers and periodicals. 

'"" Imports to this country come,” he said, '' two-thirds 
from Canada and Newfoundland and one-third from foreign 
sources, chiefly Finland, Norway and Sweden. The prob- 
lem is not so simple as it appears. Three large newspaper 
groups own about three-fourths of the total newsprint of 
the country, with the resources available to them in Canada 
and Newfoundland, but on the other hand certain periodi- 
cals and a great mass of small newspapers are not so 
favourably placed. While certain newspapers advocate a 
duty on imports, representations. have been made to the 
President of the Board of Trade from the proprietors of a 
large number of newspapers in all parts of the country. 
The House will therefore appreciate the position upon which 
it will be asked to decide.” 

Very little information is given in the Board of Trade 
Returns regarding most of the goods coming from abroad 
relating to the printing trade. There are no figures pub- 
lished regarding the importation of printed books, etc., 
although it is shown that the monthly average value of 
imported printing, bookbinding, etc., machines is approxi- 
mately £100,000 a month. 


Business Reply Cards 


By a new system of '' business reply cards,” to be intro- 
duced by the Post Office, probably early in April, cards 
could be posted unstamped and the usual charge of double 
postage on an unstamped packet would be reduced to a 
uniform fee of 4d., in addition to. the normal postage. 
Firms using the system would obtain a licence and would 
deposit at the local post office sufhcient to cover charges 
due for a specified. period. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, Postmaster-General, explaining the 
scheme to the Leeds Luncheon Club on Monday, said firms 
were often unwilling to pay postage on printed inquiry 
forms, and if the reply form or envelope were stamped the 
stamps were often used for another purpose. The system 
has been in vogue in the United States for some time.

Business Hopes and Fears 

GENERALLY speaking, business is flat in the print- 
ing trade, and our friends on the paper side tell us 
that there is not a great deal of satisfaction in the 
situation as they find it. There is a less volume of 
printing inquiry than there was at this time a year 
ago. Two months are gone, and most houses are 
behind their figures for the period. As last year 
opened more slowly than its predecessor, the record 
is a declining one. If we care to look for bright · 
breaks in the prospect we can find them. Those 
who pin their faith to tariffs will be looking forward 
to the improvement which 
they are so confident will 
follow in the wake of pro- 
tection. Others, with doubts 
as to the actual influence of 
the tariff system, will have 
to take the view that things 
have been so bad that they 
can scarcely be worse. Sig- 
nificant factors can be taken 
into account: the Bank 
Rate has dropped and may 
decline a stage further; 
pound sterling is firm; the 
adverse trading balance is 
being narrowed; block- 
makers’ prices have been 
eased; printers are becom- 
ing concerned over price- 
cutting; the Ottawa Con- 
ference promises improved 
trading relations within the 
Empire; belief in and re- 
liance upon advertising and 
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publicity becomes stronger in the face of adverse 
conditions; direct printed salesmanship is gaining 
preference over the Press; and so forth. 

* + * 


Papers and Tariffs 


PRINTERS will have noticed the unfair incidence 
of the proposed tariffs on paper and papermaking 
materials. Wrapping papers are subject to 50 per 
cent. import duty and in the category of wrappings 
come vegetable parchments, made by only one mill 
in Great Britain; glazed transparents, made nowhere 
in this country in the standards which we import; 
and greaseproof, in the manufacture of which little 
progress had been made or attempted by the pape: 
industry here. Papers in general, with the excep- 
tion of newsprint, are subject to 10 per cent. import 
duty. In fine business papers our only competitor 
worth mentioning is Canada, and comparatively 
little comes in from there. Virtually we had a mono- 
poly of the fine paper trade. Where the need for 
tariff protection or revenue duty comes in in such a 
case would require a Customs official to explain. He 
would find that much more easily dealt with than 
the question of newsprint. This comes in on the 
free list because the officials who do these things 
have conceived the peculiar notion that they must 
protect the Press against protection in spite of the 
long and loud cries of the Press for protection. The 
claims of British manufacturing industry are ignored 
for a change, and the adverse balance of trade is 
lost sight of in the sensitive regard for that part of 
the Press which uses foreign newsprint. It would 
be information for most printers to hear from the 
Minister of Pensions that the question of newsprint 
affected between 6,000 and 7,000 newspapers and 
periodicals. Evidently officialdom does not know 
what newsprint is, or else does not know what it is 
used for.

Taxing Raw Materials 


THEN materials—wood pulp, foreign rags and 
esparto grass. The only real, natural raw material 
here is esparto grass, so this they taxed and wood 
pulp was listed free. So the esparto paper section, 
the one branch of British papermaking which makes 
a specialised class of paper and exports a lot of it, 
finds itself handicapped, first by a price already a 
third up through the fallen value of sterling and 
other causes, and then by a further 10 per cent. 
import tanff. The nicely preserved balance and fair 
margin of difference between wood-pulp papers and 
esparto papers is knocked to pieces, and the esparto 
paper section is faced with an impossible situation. 
There could be no stranger way of encouraging home 
industry and export than to stem the flow of pro- 
gress at its source.

Practica Demonstration of Printing Machinery 


The printing and stationery section of the British 
Industries Fair at Olympia made an excellent start on 
Monday. Аз is not usual at affairs of the kind, the stands 
were ready in time, and gave right from the beginning a 
useful insight into the industries concerned. 

Not the least interesting part of the section is that which 
concerns printing machinery, which is located in the Grand 
Hall. Its fascination lies in great measure in the fact that 
the plant is seen in full operation. Thus while, on the one 
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pavilion the word Monotype is prominently displayed in a 
design after the Gill Sans extra heavy capitals. It is pre- 
sented in a variant of the ingenious arrangement adopted 
last year, whereby slats change from black to white and 
vice versa as the visitor moves across the front of the stand, 
making quite a startling transformation. Another feature 
of the scheme of decorations is a gigantic ‘‘em’’ in the 
design of Gill Sans extra bold, made up of a black upper 
frame and an inner white frame which acts as a container

hand, the visitor sees how inks are prepared and sees type 
being set up, he can follow the subsequent processes of 
printing through the machines to the folders, thus obtaining 
a view of the craft at once comprehensive and illuminating. 
Then there are finished examples of printing as seen in 
profusion on the stationery stands in the form of postcards, 
calendars and the like, which represent high artistic 
achievement. 


Monotype Corporation, Ltd. 


The colour scheme of the Monotype stand—black and 
white (the printer's colours) and the silver of type metal— 
is a graceful tribute to the craft, and the unique character 
of the design can be seen from the accompanying illustra- 
tions. In an area of 47ít. by 27ft. there is given a complete 
revelation of the Monotype and at the same time an expres- 
sion of the enterprise behind it. Across the front oí the 


for a silver '' em,’’ the largest ever cast in type metal. This 
is composed of material in the form of continuous furniture 
and continuous border strip material cast on the '' Mono- 
type " Super Caster machine. The total height of the 
“ет”! is 11ft. the width 16ft., and the total weight of 
metal is 1,152lbs. There are other effective designs, 
altogether a ton of metal being employed. In our last 
issue we indicated the various machines exhibited; these are 
in full operation during the Fair, and are a ceaseless source 
of interest to visitors. The keyboard setting is always a 
fascinating operation, and the valuable service which the 
various casters offer to the printer are well revealed by 
practical operators. Great ideas, all with the practical aim 
of helping the printer, lie behind the Monotype service; 
and the various models of composing and type-casting 
machines manufactured at Redhill, Surrey, are a revelation 


of skill and ingenuity. 
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Linotype and Machinery, Ltd. 


The outstanding item in the way of printing presses is the 
No. 4 Miehle, double demy, which is shown in action on the 
fine stand of Linotype and Machinery, Ltd. The L. & M. 
Automatic Feeder of this machine is attracting particular 
attention. The feeder, of the back-separator type, is built 
into the press, and the whole unit presents an impressively 
efficient piece of mechanism. The non-technical spectator 
is especially impressed by the almost human intelligence 
with which the sheets, after having been automatically 
separated at the back of the paper pile, are lifted by suckers 
and passed forward to be carried quickly and smoothly on 
until they come to rest eventually at the delivery end. The 
technical spectator, especially if he be a master printer or 
manager responsible for output, will be struck by the possi- 
bilities this machine presents of high production by virtue 
of its fully automatic trouble-free working. 

Of course, there is a latest-model Linotype on this stand, 
and it succeeds in arresting the attention of technical and 
non-technical spectators alike. This is the Model 6 S.M., 
which is equipped for setting both text and display, and 
incorporates all the newest devices which go to make 
Linotype progress. Although shown as an eight-magazine 
(four main and four auxiliary Linotype), it can be supplied 
with four magazines only (two in each section). The dis- 
tributor on this machine is a double mechanism, so arranged 
that matrices set from any two adjacent main magazines, or 
either pair of side magazines, are returned automatically 
and simultaneously, so that a very wide variety of work can 
be set on this versatile model. 

In view of the increasing interest taken in photogravure, 
printer visitors should make a point of inspecting the latest 
and improved L. & M. Intaglio—the No. 4, double demy. 
A notable feature is the air-drying extended pile deliverv, 
whereby the sheets are dried during passage so as to be 
delivered auite dry. 

Worthy of special attention is an array of Linotype-set 
books, showing beyond question that really first-class book- 
production is being done from Linotype slugs. Specimens 
of colour printing executed on the Miehle, the Centurette, 
the L. & M. Two-Colour Letterpress, the L. & M. Perfector 
and the L. & M. Intaglio are also exhibited. 


Lorilleux and Bolton, Ltd. 


The printing-ink section of the printing and allied trades 
is well represented at the stand of Lorilleux and Bolton, 
Ltd., who effectively draw attention to the services of the 
modern ink-maker in meeting the demand for colour, 
adaptability, reliability and general efficiency in present-day 
print. 

The printer with technical discernment will probably be 
especially impressed by the many evidences he will see of 
this firm's awareness of the special requirements of these 
days, when technical problems relating to set-off and drying 
are added to growing stringency in the demands for brilliant, 
reliable and easy-working colours. Inks for special purposes 
also introduce problems of their own, an example of which 
is seen in the new demand for inks to print on Cellophane 
and transparent paper, whilst the printing of metallic 
papers presents another example. Evidence can be seen of 
ihe success with which ''L. & B.'' inks are meeting such 
demands as these. The production of gold and other metallic 
inks for easy printing by letterpress is another development 
in which this firm is earning distinction. Special inks for 
which advantages are claimed are also being made for tri- 
chromatic printing, litho offset, photogravure and other 
processes. This stand gives the printer an opportunity of 
acquainting himself with ink-making progress, and querying 
any points of difficulty with which his experience may have 
brought him into contact. 


Camco (Machinery) Ltd. 


Against an artistic setting of old English architecture— 
“ Ye Olde Camco House ''—this firm makes an excellent 
showing of machines that are important auxiliaries to the 
printer's work. 

A centre of attraction is the new British-made ''Rosback'' 
automatic feed wire-stitcher, the patent and manufacturing 
rights—for the world outside America—of which have been 
purchased by this company. This machine, which is ideal 
tor long runs, is also claimed to be very suitable for the 
shorter runs. Its stitching mechanism is very simple, making 
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the change-over from one job to another very easy. The 
'* Rosback "' will gather up to six signatures and automati- 
cally place from two to ten staples in the backs of the 
sections, giving an output of 8,000 sections per hour, or more 
for gang work. The machine's versatility is evident in 
that it will take book and publication work, or catalogue 
and booklet work. | 

Another interesting machine is the ‘‘ Camco’”’ paper 
conditioning machine. By this method each sheet is indi- 
vidually treated on both sides with a blast of air, which is 
warmed by gas or electricity. 

Another useful item is the Camco power press, fitted with 
a self-contained motor drive, which compresses waste paper,

cardboard and other materials into bales, very convéniently 
and quickly. And, of course, there are models of the well- 
known '' Cleveland ” folding machines, among which are 
the entirely tapeless folders, claimed to be the fastest in the 
world.

What may well prove to be the cheapest folding machine 
cver exhibited is another entirely new production of this 
firm. Model “ F," as it is designated, is designed for use in 
large offices for folding statements, invoices or advertising 
pamphlets. It has a wide folding capacity, a self-registering 
feed and automatic stacker.

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Printers and Their Costs 
Mr. Curtis Addresses North London Printers 


To be willing to impart knowledge to one’s competitors 
on costing and cognate matters is worthy of all praise. 
However, this is usually done when members of the North 
London Master Printers Association get together; a free 
exchange of views generally takes place on such questions 
as costs, estimates, and the best means to be employed to 
secure more printing orders. One of these occasions 
occurred on Thursday last, when, at the Alpha Restaurant, 
Seven Sisters Road, Mr. W. W. Curtis (president of the 
Association) gave an address on ''Cost-Keeping and Its 
Revelations,’’ a subject which, judging from the amount of 
discussion that ensued, proved of great interest to the

members. There was a good gathering, which included, in 
addition to the president, Miss Elsie Hind and Messrs. 
W. J. Mizen (secretary, North London), T. D. Hawkins 
(secretary, East and North-East London), F. W. Soule 
(vice-president), and W. R. Cummins. There exists at the 
moment a lot of illness amongst the members, and the 
secretary was instructed to send letters of sympathy in 
respect of Mr. Mould, Mr. D. A. Whitehead and Mr. С. 
Coventry. 


Training Young Printers 


After a welcome by Mr. Curtis to several young master 
printers present, Mr. Hunt, jun., spoke briefly of what is 
being done to create interest amongst young master prin- 
ters on such questions as the filling-in of production 
records, the time spent on various jobs, and other matters 
of a useful nature. 

Mr. Curtis recalled the happy and successful evening the 
members had recently spent with the West and North-West 
Association on the occasion of the annual New Year's 
party. 

Mr. F. W. Soule, in briefly introducing the lecturer, 
congratulated Mr. Curtis on bringing before them a subject 
which was of such vital interest to every printer. 

Mr. Curtis, in addressing the meeting, said that on the 
last occasion he spoke on costing, he laid himself open to 
such a severe castigation from the Federation expert, that 


it had taken him two or three years to gather up enough 
courage to address them again on the same subject. Much 
had occurred in the meantime, he proceeded. He now had 
the collaboration of two enthusiasts in cost-finding and 
cost-keeping, his own son, and Miss Hind. At this point, 
he said he would like to urge master printers’ sons—and 
daughters, too—if in the business, to take a two-years' 
course in the subject of the Costing System, as put forward 
by the Federation of Master Printers, at either the London 
School of Printing or at the North-Western Polytechnic. 

The past year, he proceeded, had been one of the most 
difficult ever experienced in the printing trade, and he was 
sure that in his own office, if they had not been aided by 
careful costing returns, instead of showing a similar profit 
on the year’s trading to that of the previous year, they 
would have had to face a loss. Mr. Curtis here told the 
tale of an old master printer who had adopted the Costing 
System rather late in life, and who had a son in the busi- 
ness. To his son he said: '' At the end of this year I think 
I shall retire, and leave the business to you." The son 
replied: '' Stick it, Dad, for another two years and we'll 
both retire.'' 

Dealing with cost-finding in the various departments, 
Mr. Curtis said they had had many surprises, especially in 
the warehouse. The cost of looking out paper for jobs, 
cutting, and ultimately packing and labelling, making out 
delivery notes, and delivering, always seemed out of pro- 
portion; for the smaller the job, the bigger the dispropor- 
tion on the wrong side. 


Composing Room Costs 


The ирин room also always seemed to be in trouble. 
and when they heard of some firms with an hour cost of 
5s. 9d., and others of 3s., they wondered how the larger 
ones ever got any work, and how the smaller ones ever 
existed. 

The finding of the composing hour cost was not a new 
subject. He could well remember the time, nearly forty 
years ago, when the late Mr. W. W. Fox, caseroom over- 
seer of Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, of Great Winchester 
Street, addressed the London Master Printers Association 
at Stationers’ Hall on the cost of composition. Mr. Fox 
contended in those days that composition should be Is. 9d. 
per a but very few had the nerve to charge much over 
Is. 3d. 

Mr. Curtis next touched on several statements appearing 
in the booklet '' Profits Begin Where Costs End,” pub- 
lished by the Costing Committee of the Federation of 
Master Printers. This booklet, Mr. Curtis said, was chock- 
full of useful comment, which should cause many printers 
to make a start in keeping their costs. Several of the 
statements in the booklet, however, left plenty of room for 
debate. For instance, it was stated that a good system 
should ‘‘ tell you the cost week by week, and enable you 
at once to correct your hourly rates if there should be an 
alteration in wages, rent . . . .’’ To this, Mr. Curtis re- 
marked that it would hardly be possible to change their 
hourly rates week by week. 

Another statement in the booklet was to the effect that 
on the average a cost clerk spent about three or four 
minutes per day for each employee who made out a daily 
docket. Mr. Curtis was of opinion that it took much longer 
than three or four minutes. 


Swings and Roundabouts 


Yet another point: the Federation booklet gave an 
example of a man running his business on the principle of 
the man at the fair, who said he charged low prices for 
the swings and made a loss, but he knew he made it up 
on the roundabouts. Mr. Curtis said he was convinced 
that if they wanted to keep the whole of their customers' 
business, they could not help at times indulging in the 
'" swings and roundabouts '' method. 

In respect of a statement in the booklet that ‘‘it is 
essential to know the value of ink used,” he was of opinion

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that it was not possible to record the ink charges ou small 
runs. 

Another excerpt read: '' It is better when estimating to 
reckon that jobs will be worked on machines one size 
larger than the paper, as it is impossible always to wait 
until a machine of the exact size 15 at liberty.” In his 
experience it was the size of the sheet to be printed that 
should govern the charge, and not the size of the machine 
the paper was printed on. 

‘Your estimates should be based on the costs of your 
factory '" was another piece of advice contained in the 
booklet. Mr. Curtis remarked that this was very desir- 
able, but the invariable result was that insufficient 
allowance was made in the estimate. Probably, if the fuli 
allowance had been made they would have lost the order. 

It would be a great day for all printers when every job 
turned out a financial success, but without the help of 
great lumps of * fat” now and then, he did not think 
many businesses could pay on their merits. 

Concluding, Mr. Curtis said there was no doubt that he 
had succeeded in getting better prices with some of his 
customers through the adoption of the Costing System, 
and he strongly commended it to all his brother printers 
who had not yet taken the matter up. 

Many interesting points arose in the subsequent discus- 
sion. It appeared that they all had to run work sometimes 
on larger machines than the size of jobs warranted. Costs 
were often found to be up in one department, and down in 
another; that was inevitable, but the advantage of the 
Costing System was that it enabled them to know exactly 
where they stood. If a job*was found to come out higher 
in cost than the estimate given, it was often desirable to 
take the customer into one's confidence and explain mat- 
ters to him; he would often do his best to meet the printer 
in any loss. Country as against London rates and the 
causes of their wide differentiation also came under discus- 
sion. Mr. Soule, said the main thing that came out of the 
lecture and the discussion. was the necessity that they 
should all know their costs. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Curtis for his instructive and 
interesting address was very heartily accorded on the pro- 
position of Mr. Mizen. 


Board Makers and Standardisation 


Definite progress made by United States bookbinders to- 
wards standardisation is indicated in the news that the 
following announcement was made under date of January 
28th from the headquarters of the Binders’ Board Manu- 
facturers Association in New York City: — 

' After extensive research through the Bureau of 
Standards, Department of Commerce, the Binders’ Board 
Manufacturers Association is releasing to the trade their 
standard specifications for binders' board. 

'' These specifications were developed to cover the present 
quality of commercial grade binders' board and were adopted 
unanimously by the member mills at the annual meeting 
of the Binders' Board Manufacturers Association on Decem- 
ber 18th, 1931. 

' These specifications for binders’ board have been 
adopted and issued in order to promote the maintenance of 
a quality product, and will work for the best interests of 
both producers and consumers. It is understood that re- 
vision of these specifications will be made from time to time 
as further improvement is developed in the quality of 
binders' board. 


'' The board sold by the members of the Binders’ Board 
Manufacturers Association is guaranteed to meet these mini- 
mum specifications. The Association also points out that 
laminated binders’ board, which is usually used for heavy 
binding where a board over .250 inches thick is necessary, 
is made up of two or more sheets of binders’ board pasted. 
i.e., laminated, together, and that the individual sheets used 
must meet the specifications for binders’ board. A warn- 
ing is sounded that laminated binders’ board must not be 
confused with the product of the multi-cylinder machine 
which is commonly known and merchandised as pasted, or 
laminated, chip board.”

Opportunities for Young Craftsmen 
Eisteddfod Prizes 


Praiseworthy initiative has been taken by the South 
Wales and Monmouthshire Master Printers’ Alliance in 
connection with the Royal National Eisteddfod of Wales, 
which is to be held at Port Talbot from August Ist-6th, 
1932. The members of the Alliance have induced the 
general committee of the National Eisteddfod to allow 
competitions for printers and bookbinders to form part of 
the programme this year. For over a century the Eistedd- 
fod has been а festival of drama, music, and literature, 
and only of recent years has the art and craftsmanship of 
industry and the home taken its place among the classic 
arts. 

The competitions are open to any one in the printing 
industry in any part of the United Kingdom, and there 
wil be prizes ranging from опе to five pounds. 


Printing and Bookbinding 


For printers there are three competitions in printing 
from type. The first is for а crown poster in one colour, 
on white or tinted paper; the second requires a demy 
octavo title page set from type with or without printers’ 
ornaments; and the third a sketched layout for an adver- 
tisement in displaved type, size of type space being 9 ins. 
x 63 ins. The matter for all three is given. 

In the bookbinding section there are three competitions 
for (1) any book bound in full leather, suitably lettered 
and tooled—hand work throughout and of original design; 
(2) any book bound in half-leather, suitably lettered and 
tooled—hand work throughout and of original design; and 
(3) a sketched design for a book cover, suitable for lettering 
and tooling by hand, size demv octavo. 

It is evident that there is plenty of scope in the com- 
petitions for keen young craftsmen willing to devote a little 
time and industry to them. They will have the added 
satisfaction of supporting the South Wales Alliance in their 
effort to bring printing and bookbinding to the forefront 
in the industrial section of the Eisteddfod.

The R.S.A. Competition, 1932 


Book Production and Advertising 


The ninth annual Competition of Industrial Designs 
arranged under the auspices of the Royal Society of Arts 
will be held at the Imperial College of Science and Tech- 
nology, South Kensington, S.W.7, in June. The objects 
of the competition—particulars of which are now available 
from the Royal Society of Arts, John Street, Adelphi, 
London, W.C.2—are to encourage young designers ol 
promise, and to assist manufacturers to discover fresh 
talent. The competitions are open to two classes (a) all 
British subjects (with certain specified age limits), and 
(b) British students in British schools of art and kindred 
institutions. Among the six sections are Book Production, 
and Advertising and Commercial Art. 


Book Production Prizes 


In this section prizes are offered for typographical de- 
sign and illustrative art, the book prescribed throughout 
being ‘‘ Lamb's Tales from Shakespeare '' (page size 74 in. 
x 5in.). The section is divided into seven sub-sections as 
follows: 1. А title page set from type, with or without 
printers’ ornaments; 2. Three pages of text, set from type; 
3. Line drawings in black-and-white, suitable to the size 
of the page and for reproduction by line-block or half-tone 
processes, of (a) a headpiece, and (b) a tailpiece; 4. A de- 
sign for an illustration in black-and-white, suitable to the 
size of the page and for reproduction by line block or 
half-tone process; 5. Designs for a jacket. These should 
be as simple as possible, and carried out in not more than 
three colours. In each of the above sub-sections a prize 
of five guineas is offered by the Royal Society of Arts, 
whilst in sub-sections 4 and 5 two additional five-guinea 
prizes are offered by the Federation of Master Process En- 
gravers. For sub-section 6 is required three text pages of 
a book (to include a chapter heading and two facing pages) 
set on a Linotype machine; and for sub-section 7 a cover 
design for a Linotype booklet. Messrs. Linotype and 
Machinery, Ltd., offer a prize of five guineas in each of 
these sub-sections. The entrance fee for each sub-section 
is five shillings for one design. 


Advertising and Commercial Art 


The entrance fee in this section is the same as in Book 
Production. The following firms offer prizes for poster 
designs: The Anglo-American Oil Co., Ltd. (25 guineas), 
Bovril, Ltd. (15% £20, 2nd £10), the British Poster Adver- 
tising Association (£50), Cerebos, Ltd. (Ist £20, 2nd £10), 
The Co-operative Wholesale Society, Ltd. (£25), Henley’s 
Tyre and Rubber Co., Ltd. (£50), Lever Bros., Ltd. (Ist 
£20, 2nd £10), Scott and Turner, Ltd. (1st £25, 2nd £10), 
Spratt’s Patent, Ltd. (25 guineas), Tootal Broadhurst Lee 
Co., Ltd. (two £25 prizes), Trust Houses, Ltd. (1st £20, 
2nd £10), C. C. Wakefield and Co., Ltd. (£20). 

Under the showcard section Barr and Stroud, Ltd. offer 
a prize of £25, the Court of the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths a prize of £20, W. T. Henley's Telegraph 
Works Co., Ltd., and Ransomes, Sims and Jefferies, Ltd., 
prizes of £25 each, and Reeves and Sons, Ltd., a prize 
of £20. 

In sub-section 19 a lay-out is required of a design for an 
advertisement of any product of the Asbestos Cement 
Building Products, Ltd., who offer a £20 prize. Similarly 
Linotype and Machinery, Ltd. offer 5 guineas for a lay- 
out for a Press advertisement for the Linotype composing 
machine; and finally, under sub-section 21, for designs for 
a suite of window bills to advertise their shoes, Messrs. 
Lotus, Ltd. offer a prize of 20 guineas. 


1931 Competition 


It is interesting to note that of 2,989 designs submitted 
for last year’s competition 175 were for book production 
and 1,000 for advertising and commercial art. Among the 
London Schools which entered students were the Camber- 
well L.C.C. School of Arts and Crafts (8 entrants), the 
L.C.C. Central School of Arts and Crafts (34 entrants), and 


the London School of Printing and Kindred Trades (1 en- 
trant). 

The 1931 judges in the book production section. were 
Messrs. G. Wren Howard, J. A. Milne, C.B.E., J. Wilson, 
A. E. Dent (Federation of Master Process Engravers), and 
Stanley Morison (Monotype Corporation, Ltd.).

SUB-SECTION 5.—Designs for a jacket as simple as pos- 
sible and carried out in not more than three colours. Six 
guineas to Miss Sheila Kathleen Mitchell, Keighley School 
of Arts and Crafts; Four guineas to Miss Beryl Collings. 
Hornsey School of Art. 

SUB-SECTION 6.—Prize offered by the Monotype Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., for a title-page set in a Monotype face, with or 
without the use of Monotype ornaments. Prize of five 
guineas to Alan Reynolds Stone, 18a, Magdalene Street, 
Cambridge. 

SUB-SECTION 7,—Prize offered by the Monotype Corpora- 
tion for two pages of text set on the Monotype machine. 
Prize of five guineas to Frederick James Amery, L.C.C.

The Department of Overseas Trade reports that the 
Fourth International Book Fair, Florence, wil be held 
from April 23rd to June 30th next, and British publishers 
are invited to participate. The fair will be under the pat- 
ronage of H.M. the King of Italy and the hon. presidency 
of Signor H. E. Benito Mussolini. 

As in previous fairs, the Fourth International Book Fair 
will mainly consist of an international show of modern 
books. A week is to be devoted to antique books, there 
will also be displays of graphic and photo-mechanic arts 
and an historic show of typographic art.

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Practical Points on Creative Printing 
Mr. M. C. Badcock’s Second Lecture 


Many practical ideas and suggestions were made by Mr. 
M. C. Badcock at the monthly meeting of the East and 
North-East M.P.A. last Wednesday week. He was giving 
the second of his series of three lectures on '' Printing for 
Profit," and from the remarks which passed between the 
members present it was very evident that his suggestions 
were much appreciated. The venue was the Mecca Café, 
Mark Lane, and there were present besides Mr. J. Bedford, 
presideut of the Association, and Mr. T. D. Hawkins, the 
secretary, Mr. W. J. Boyle, secretary of the Central Dis- 
tricts, Mr. W. J. Mizen, secretary of the North-London 
M.P.A., whilst several young master printers were also in 
the audience. 

Mr. Bedford was in the chair and he briefly called upon 
the lecturer, remarking that the first dose of medicine had 
gone home, and had been very satisfactory as a start. 


The Good Layout 


Mr. Badcock began by giving a short résumé of the main 
points of his first lecture, going on to deal with the subject 
of layouts. First of all, he said, he would dispose of one 
misconception. In order to be a good layout man, one need 
not be an artist. One need not know the first thing about 
drawing. 

Lavout was the arrangement of masses of different shapes, 
sizes and weights within a given area. It did not matter 
whether those masses were pictures, or type, or drawn let- 
tering—to the layout man, they were simply shapes. 

First, there were the shapes and weights of the masses 
themselves to consider; and, secondly, the shape they made 
on the page when all arranged together. If once they 
inastered that idea, they were more than half-way towards 
being good layout men. 

The first thing, he said, that was obvious was that all 
the ingredients must, to some extent, be grouped fairly 
close together in some definite position within the rectangle 
—not scattered individually into odd corners. А good lay- 
out always had a shape. 


Attractive Shapes 


Now it was found, in practice, that certain shapes were 
invariably good, attractive shapes—and consequently it 
was quite possible to base 99 per cent. of one's layouts on 
those shapes. To begin with, there was the very ordinary 
square or rectangle. The position for it was usually above 
the centre. Then there was the '' V " shape, which in 
various forms was seen a great deal in symmetrical forms of 
layout. Thirdly, there was the “ L ” shape, which could 
also be inverted. A large proportion of layouts containing 
illustrations made use of that “L” form. The “V” 
formation, unlike the '' L,” was practically never good 
inverted—except of course, that a diamond shape (which 
was really two '' V's," one upside down) was quite use- 
able. 

Now in dealing with those shapes, it must not be thought 
that they had to be followed slavishly—in fact, they very 
seldom were. It simply meant that they imagined such 
a shape on their paper, and arranged their various elements 
within it. Suppose for example they had a heading, a smalt 
amount of type-matter, perhaps a name-block and a small 
monogram or trademark. Let them try the '' V "' forma- 
tion; it would probably go best if the heading were across 
the widest part, the type-matter filling up the centre of 
it, the name-block next, and the monogram at the bottom. 
I. would be noticed that they did not attempt to follow 
the VU with the type—they could do so, but it was 
not necessary. There they had the elements arranged in 
a definite shape, close together, with white space al} round 
them. That was a lavout. 

They often found in practice that in addition to the main 
parts of the layout there were extra items, names and ad- 
dresses, telephone numbers, the life history of the directors. 
Those things were a nuisance but had to be provided for. 
They could often do that by treating them as extra to the 
main layout, and they would find they did not greatly affect 


it. A name and address extra at the foot, for instance, had 
the etfect of cutting off a small part of the area—that was 
ii. In that case, they would compensate for that bv 
moving their ** V '' formation up a little on the page. 


Illustrated Layouts 


The "L''" shapes, the speaker continued, were used a 
great deal in illustrated layouts. For instance, there might 
be à picture of perhaps a conventional tailoring subject. 
The gentleman in a beautiful suit was the '' L," with per- 
haps a little bit of suitable scenery forming the bottom 
part. Or there was a picnic party along the bottom of the 
"UL," with a few trees up at the side. To complete the 
layout, one usually combined the '"L'' with one of the 
other shapes—a square was best, or perhaps a '' V.” The 
"LU then had the effect of altering the centre of the 
paper. The remaining white portion was their rectangle 
then, so that the square or the '' V ” was still rightly in 
its symmetrical position in the rectangle, the ‘‘ L ” being 
just a frame for it. Often they could combine what was 
really two ''* L's ” together, one upside down. 

All that, Mr. Badcock said, clearly illustrated the original 
point—that it did not matter what the shapes consisted 
of—treat them all as shapes and masses, whether it were a 
picnic party or a heading and some type. Of course, it 
rad to be realised that there were a vast number of varia- 
tions of those simple themes. Moreover, there were any 
number of jobs where, for some reason or another, it was 
quite impossible to use any of them. Even then, they 
could still make some sort of a general rule. Practically 
every case where they could not use one or other of those 
basic shapes was a case where the page had more or less 
to be completely filled any way—so that their shape was 
simply the shape of the page itself. That applied, for in- 
stance, to the pages of an ironmonger's catalogue, or some- 
thing of that sort. 

Even in those cases, he told them to strive for neatness 
and law and order. To use the same kind of type for the 


. same kind of thing; and have all the prices in one sort of 


tvpe. If they had heavy caps for the name of one of the 
headings, they should have heavy caps of the same size 
for the names of all of them. Let them see ав far as pos- 
sible that the illustrations of various articles bore a reason- 
able proportion to one another. 


Weight, or Importance 


Having dealt with the shapes of those masses, the 
weights, or the importance of them, remained to be con- 
sidered. There was generally only one important thing in 
a layout or, at most, two. Usually one of primary impor- 
uince and another one of secondary importance. They 
should not try (as so many of their customers would often 
do) to make evervthing stand out as if it were important. 
If evervthing shouted, nothing shouted. Mr. Badcock went 
on to illustrate this point, and also to show how easily a 
second colour could be introduced to a layout, to emphasise 
one particular item. 

The speaker then summarised his main points as follows: 
(1) The position of the layout on the page was generally 
best within a rectangle somewhat above the centre point: 
(2) Various modifications or variations of the square, dia- 
mond, or '' V ” shape could be used effectively so that the 
layout was grouped approximately within the rectangle 
and with white space around it; (3 The “L” shapes 
nicrelv had the effect of forming a border for the rest of 
the lavout, and for the etfective area which remained, 
although proportionately smaller, the same rules were ap- 
phed; (4) They should not seek to emphasise all sorts ot 
different words and points in the copv-matter, or dot little 
important features all over the lavout—if the layout was 
а good one, and if the various other points were set out in 
clean, readable tvpe, thev would be read all right. 

Mr. Badcock's remarks were illustrated with тапу 
sketches done on the spot, and at the close there ensued 
à lively discussion. 
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Mr. Mizen said it was a very difficult problem for the 
ordinary man to produce a layout. How was the poor 
printer to compete with the advertising agent who had 
spent years in mastering the technicalities of layouts? Mr. 
Badcock said that what he wanted to show them was that 
it was comparatively easy. Of course they had not gone 
the whole journev; that was only the beginning. Mr. 
Badcock again referred to the rules as being elastic, and 
Mr. Leslie H. Burns suggested that there should be a point 
when the printer should know where to stop stretching 
the elastic. The lecturer said that that depended upon the 
matter being handled. 

The opportunity of getting a layout man into the busi- 
ness was increasing with the introduction of young master 
printers, said Mr. J. H. C. Hubner. The Y.M.P. had the 
opportunity of going to schools and learning the funda- 
mentals of layouts. Mr. Mizen said Mr. Hubner had cleared 
the air regarding the future; he (Mr. Mizen) had no doubt 
about the future; he thought in time the printer would 
come into his own as regards creative printing. Other 
speakers included Mr. Hawkins, Mr. Boyle, Mr. Bedford 
and Mr. J. W. Jackson. : 

А very appreciative vote of thanks proposed to the 
lecturer by Mr. Boyle, in reminiscent mood, was ably 
seconded by Mr. Mizen, Mr. Badcock making brief response. 

It was announced that March 16th would be the date 
of the next lecture, when Mr. Badcock would deal particu- 
larly with methods of illustrating. 


THE meeting of the Process Engravers' Club to be held 
to-morrow (Friday) evening at the Hotel Victoria, 
Northumberland Avenue, W.C., isto be addressed bv Mr. 
T. H. Howard, M.P. for South Islington. Mr. Howard, 
who is a member of the Printing Trades Alliance, is 
the manufacturing stationer of 4. Vernon Street, W.C.1, 
and is a prominent member of the London County 
Council. It will be remembered that he called attention 
to foreign block competition duriug the debate in the 
House of Commons on November 18th last, on the 
Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) Bill.

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Modern Stereotyping . 
Address by Mr. A. Н. Howell 


Mr. A. H. Howell, of the Cornwall Press, visited the 
L.C.C. Camberwell School of Arts and Craíts, Peckham 
Road, S.E.5, last week and delivered an excellent address 
on '' Modern Stereotyping,’’ supplementing his remarks 
with a fine collection of lantern slides. 

In the chair, Mr. Frank Colebrook delighted his audience 
with his usual breezy talk. Briefly outlining the invention, 
the chairman related several amusing incidents, telling, for 
instance, how the workmen for an early firm of stereotypers, 
although well paid, complained of losing their wages to 
their employer, who regularly played them at dominoes and 
won their hard-earned money back again. 

Mr. Howell, in opening his address, said it was Firman 
Didot who coined the word stereotype from the Greek— 
stereo meaning solid or rigid, and typos, letter, character, 
or type. 

A very crude form of stereotyping was practised in China 
in 1041, if the engraved clay slabs called '' ho-pon,’’ made 
by Pi-sheng, a blacksmith, could be so described. 

But in 1701 we read of Johannes Mueller—a Dutch 
clergyman—fusing the feet of type together. This method. 
said the lecturer, was the original idea of stereotyping. 

In 1725-27 William Ged, a Scot and a watchmaker by 
profession, introduced a clay process, but owing to the 
opposition and very many disappointments, died a poor 
and broken man in 1749. Passing rapidly onwards, the 
lecturer stated that the papier maché was invented by a 
French printer—Claude Genoux, and that Dellagana learnt 
the process from Genoux, and for want of a better name 
applied the term flong, after a French pastry, flanc, which 
it much resembled. Dellagana opened a shop in London 
in 1855. He also assisted '' The Times '' in their early 
attempts at stereotyping. In 1860 '' The Times ” actually 
made plates by the wet flong method. Several of the 
larger newspapers sought the assistance of Dellagana in 
the making of the plates. 

Dry flong was invented by an Englishman, С. Eastwood, 
and patented November 27th, 1893, and by a German, Herr 
Schimansky, December 28th, 1894. 

By means of lante:n slides the 
various early methods of stereotyping, and stated that the 
methods first adopted, were, in the light of to-day, amus- 
ing; for, as he explained, it was the custom to prepare the 
metal, and then drop the forme smartly into same. 

Continuing, the lecturer stressed the importance of thc 
metal being forced into the matrix, for, he stated, the onlv 
way to secure a fine sharp plate is for pressure to be applied 
either by weight of surplus metal. or some other such 
means. The lecturer clearly showed the steady rise in the 
process from the simplest equipment—through all the 
stages and improvements, finally coming to the Autop'ates. 
Important points bearing on these machines were ex- 
plained, and their value recognised in a generous spirit. 
The last slide showed the present final stage of these won- 
derful casting machines—almost human: simply dial the 
number of plates required, and the machine does the rest. 

Before asking for questions, the chairman called attention 
to the very large and fine specimens of colour work, that 
adorned the walls of the Gymnasium, all of which he stated 
were printed from stereotype plates. 
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Question after question was asked as to the various causes 
of shrinking in the flong, also as to the various kinds of 
flong, the plaster process, heat and treatment of metals, 
and the many other defects experienced by the various 
operators. Questions of register of colour stereos and other 
high technical points were raised. The audience needed no 
spur to obtain questions. 

In the answering, the knowledge and skill of the lecturer 
were evident, his replies giving evidence of a fine, ex- 
perienced, master mind. 

The chairman paid high homage to the work and skill 
of the lecturer, and stated the pleasure he had experienced 
in listening. 

Mr. Amery, the chief instructor, in closing, emphasised 
the indebtedness of all to Mr. Howell. It was men, such 
as those they had been listening to, holding high respon. 
sible positions, whom he so much appreciated and welcomed 
at the Camberwell Art Printing School. 

It should be mentioned that very fine specimens of 
various kinds. of flong, plates, etc., were on exhibition. 

The typography class School Song, ‘‘ True to Type,’’ 
sung as only a crowd of fine lusty young men could sing, 
brought this very instructive and deeply interesting even- 
ing to a close. 


“The Albatross” Reprints 


New Continental Enterprise 


The name of Tauchnitz is familiar to travellers on the 
Continent, but those paper-covered reprints of English 
popular fiction are now faced with the formidable rivalry 
of a new publishing house, the Albatross, whose first few 
books have achieved remarkable success. The Albatross 
authorised reprint editions sell for the equivalent of 
Is. 94d., or R.M. 1.80 in Germany. Their cheapness is 
in no way apparent at a glance, for they can truly be 
regarded as examples of '' fine typography.” 

The outstanding feature of the new series (apart from 
the distinguished designing of the famous typographer, 
Hans Mardersteig) is the fact that each kind of fiction, 
adventure, romance, travel, etc., is indicated by a particu- 
lar colour of paper jacket; lilac, turquoise, yellow, soft 
red, błue and orange are the colours, and the binding is 
very much stronger than the usual '' paper-back.’’ 

The size is more convenient to the pocket than the 
squatter Tauchnitz format. A thin but remarkably opaque 
paper is used, and the standard of register and presswork 
is high. The volumes, and all the firm's incidental pub- 
licity, make good use of English Monotype faces; the whole 
series is Mono-set, and printed and bound at the Mondadori 
press in Verona. No one can see the Albatross '' Rogue 
Herries," with its transparent wrapper, its inviting lilac 
binding, and its 516 pages well set in Garamond, without 
wanting to own the book, and publishers in Great Britain 
may well be relieved to know that the present-day small 
number of English travellers on the Continent will prevent 
many of these books from ''creeping in” contrary to 
copyright regulations. The Albatross is not, however, de- 
pendant upon ''tripper trade," as Germany and France 
offer considerable markets for the best English fiction, and 
the Albatross has, seemingly, secured enough famous names 
in its contracts to be assured of an auspicious start.

rance it does not require 
much imagination to

The nearest 
approach in character is an American paper used in 
certain trade journals, which are noted for the fine 
quality of their half-tone 
reproductions. We have 
yet to see an American or 
Canadian offset cartridge 
194 paper comparable with the 
grades made by our best

There are 
authoritative textbooks on each branch of advertis- 
ing, ten volumes in all, covering everything from 
media to market research, from means and materials 
to mail order, and from administration to economics. 
There is no greater help to the student than a good 
library of reference books, and there is no greater 
pleasure to the printer who has the love of his busi- 
ness in his bones than the companionship of a 
choicely varied bookshelf of his own pet subjects.

transformation. First move to the left: gone are the white 
and black lines, and one sees the letters М О N О in perfect 


vhite block letters on a black background, whilst the 
letters T Y P E appear perfectly black on a white back- 
ground. Now if one moves over to the right, another 


remarkable change takes place: the four letters М О N О 
turn completely black on a white background, whilst the 
letters T Y P E turn completely white on a black back- 
ground. 

The secret of this change of colour is quite simple. Both 
background and letters are formed of V-shaped strips of 
wood, painted white on the one side and black on the 
reverse. If one stands on the left-hand side and works 
across to the right of the background, all the sides of the 
strips facing one are painted black up to the centre of the 


facia, then white from there to the outside edge. Again, 
looking from the same left-hand spot, the sides of the

Lord Riddell Presides at Annual Meeting 


At Stationers’ Hall on Monday afternoon the Printing 
Industry Research Association held its annual meeting, 
Lord Riddell, president of the Association, being in the 
chair. Beside Lord Riddell were Вгір.-Сеп. W. F. 
Mildren (chairman), Mr. W. L. Bemrose (vice-chairman), 
Sir Thomas McAra, Mr. Geo. A. Isaacs, Mr. J. R. Riddell, 
Dr. G. L. Riddell (technical director), and Miss D. P. 
Hewett(secretary), and behind the president were members 
of the council—a body representative of the whole printing 
industry. Letters of apology for absence were received 
from Lord Ebbisham, Mr. J. H. Williams (Master of the 
Stationers’ Company) and others. 


The Year’s Work 


In its annual report the council emphasised the need for 
increased membership. It made reference to the fact that 
the present office accommodation of the Association is un- 
suitable, and stated that the matter of proper housing is 
heing considered by the council. Three sub-committees 
had been set up during the year to deal with organisation, 
membership, and technical matters. Several meetings of 
printers had been addressed in the course of the year with 
a view to making the Association more widely known, and 
an increase in membership had resulted. The membership 
at December 315{ last was 314. The report urged that the 
Association must become self-supporting, and in that con- 
nection it was essential that the membership of individual 
firms should be secured if the Association was to continue 
and develop its work. During the period under review the 
total income was £1,530 14s., made up of £760 4s. by 
subscriptions, and £770 10s. by contributions. 

Attention was drawn to the satisfactory relations estab- 
lished with printing research organisations in other 
countries, also to the six pamphlets issued by the 
P.I.R.A. during the year, and to the series of lectures given 
at Stationers’ Hall during the winter period. Inquiries 
answered have numbered 160, and have been received from 
70 different members. 

The report concludes with a brief résumé of the research 
work so far conducted by the Association, and indicates 
some directions in which further research efforts will be 
made during the current year. 


Lord Riddell Commends the Association 


The first item on the agenda was to receive and consider 
the accounts, the balance sheet and the reports of the 
council and the auditors. Lord Riddell who proposed the 
adoption of the accounts and balance sheet, said that the 
Association, though still in its infancy, had proved its 
usefulness already. Since the War almost every big indus- 
try of the country had formed research associations, with 
satisfactory results. The printing trade, being the hand- 
maid of every other industry, should of necessity have such 
an association, and members should support it loyally. Не 
would like to take the opportunity of referring to the 
wonderful work done by the late Mr. Howard Hazell in the 
matter of costing, and to tell them that he was one of the 
supporters and founders of the P.I.R.A. When they formed 
the Association they decided not to attempt to set up a 
laboratory, but to rely upon Dr. Riddell to answer what 
questions he could, and to advise the Association as to the 
best method of obtaining information from other quarters. 
Lord Riddell went on to refer to the high qualifications of 
Dr. Riddell, who, he said, had proved worthy of the 
council's confidence, having done his work extremely well. 

Going on to speak of the Association and its work, the 
president said that there were 314 members, and that 
subscriptions for 1932—like the income tax—had come in in 
an encouraging manner. He spoke also of the contributions 
that the Association had received from well-wishers, but 
said that, while they were grateful to those contributors, 
he thought that an Association of that kind should not be 
supported by contributions, but by its subscriptions. The 
Association during its first year of life had received first- 
class support. He believed that support had been forth- 


coming not for sentimental reasons but for economic 
reasons. They had proved to the trade the necessity of a 
research association. 

He could assure them that the Association was, or might 
become, a most important factor in the trade. It was not 
for printers to lag behind other great industries of the 


country. Let them be up and doing, and make that 


Association more powerful. One difficulty they were suffer- 
ing from was the need for new premises: they must have 
a suitable place where the work could be done. 

Lord Riddell then thanked Brig.-Gen. Mildren for the 
admirable fashion in which he had filled the chair; also 
Mr. Bemrose for his help and advice. The chairman also 
mentioned Sir Thomas McAra, and Mr. J. R. Riddell, and 
thanked the secretary of the Association, Miss Hewett, for 
her excellent work during the year. 


The proposal was seconded by Brig.-Gen. Mildren and 
carried. 


Re-election of Officers 


Mr. A. H. Mundey next proposed the re-election of the 
officers of the Association. This was seconded bv Mr. 
L. M. Maxwell, and carried. The officers for the ensuing 
year are as follows: President, Lord Riddell; chairman, 
Brig.-Gen. W. F. Mildren; vice-chairman, Mr. W. L. 
Bemrose; hon. treasurer, Sir Thomas МсАга; and hon. 
secretary, Mr. J. К. Riddell. 

The trade association representatives were re-elected to 
the Council together with four members retiring by rota- 
tion, and the Council were authorised to co-opt Mr. R. B. 
Fishenden, M.Sc.Tech., as a member. 

The adoption of the auditors' report and the fixing of 
their remuneration was proposed by Sir Thomas Mcára. 
seconded by Mr. Bemrose and carried. 


Trade Union Support 


At the call of the chairman, Mr. A. E. Holmes, secretary 
of the Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, and Mr. 
Geo. A. Isaacs, secretary of the National Society of Opera- 
tive Printers and Assistants, said a few words regarding the 
attitude of the unions towards the P.I.R.A.  Thev both 
indicated that the trade unions were keenly interested in 
research work, desiring to be associated with anything that 
might improve the status of the trade. Mr. Isaacs said 
that the forming of the P.I. R. A. was one of the best things 
that had happened in the industry. He hoped that research 
would not be confined to the scientific side; the economic 
side needed to have light thrown upon it. 

Mr. А. J. Fraser then spoke, saying that he was repre- 
scnting the printers of Australia, 10,000 miles away, who 
were taking a great interest in the Association. 

A special resolution was next considered altering the 
Association Articles in respect of entrance fees, and sub- 
scriptions. This also was passed without discussion. 

Brig.-Gen. Mildren then proposed a vote of thanks to 
Lord Riddell. The Association, he said, was very fortunate 
in possessing such a man as Lord Riddell as president, who 
was an outstanding personality, particularly in the news- 
paper and publishing trade. The P.I.R.A. had had the 
active support of Lord Riddell from its inauguration. The 
printing trade, continued General Mildren, had many 
ramifications and he agreed with Lord Riddell that it ought 
to possess a research association. They would notice from 
the balance sheet that the Association was very dependent 
upon the efforts of the trade by way of subscriptions, and 
support from the trade associations. He hoped there would 
be an increase of individual subscriptions, so that the 
Association might become independent. It would then be 
able to go in for much further research and more valuable 
work. He went on to commend the ability of Dr. Riddell, 
as technical director, concluding with a further appeal for 
new subscribers. 

Lord Riddell, in briefly responding, called for volunteer 
speakers to make the Association known throughout the 
country. 
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The Chemistry of Lithography 


Turpentine — Petroleum — Resins — Essences — Rubber 
By CHARLES HARRAP 


‚ In the routine of planography there are various sol- 
vents used, of which the most important are turpentine 
and petroleum products. 

In the ordinary way petroleum is often called 
paraffin. This is a common error, because paraffin is 
a solid body, usually met with as small flakes floating 
in petroleum, from which it is strained off and cast in 
cakes. Paraffin, too, is obtained in the solid form in 
shale mines, and it is melted and cast in cakes. These 
cakes are known as paraffin wax. 


The Nomenclature 


The word paraffin does not mean a grease or liquid, 
it 1s simply a distinctive term which is, as its deriva- 
tion indicates, applied to this false “ wax" to indicate 
that it is а body which has little or no affinity with 
many other bodies. 

The word petroleum, on the other hand, shows by its 
termination “ oleum" that it has some resemblance to 
oil; and the affix “petr ” or “petro” indicates that it 
is found in the " rocks," i.e., in the crust of the earth. 
Still, it is not an oil, but, on the other hand has a much 
greater resemblance to turpentine. 

To obtain an idea of the structure of these bodies it 
is possible to draw a comparison with coal gas which 
consists mainly of hydrogen, H (50 per cent.), and 
marsh gas, CH, (33 per cent.), and the turpenes (tur- 
pentine, etc.), are C.H, or СН», or in some cases 
CH. Petroleum varies in the districts where it is 
obtained; as in Java the carbon is 87 per cent. and 
hydrogen 12 per cent, whilst in Pennsylvania the 
carbon is 84 per cent. and hydrogen 14 per cent., as 
compared with common turpentine, СН», in which 
the carbon is 88.2 per cent. and hydrogen 11.8 per 
cent. Parafhns are all carbon and hydrogen. There 
are many of them, one of which is methane or marsh 
gas, CH,. 

Another body which bears resemblance to turpentine 
is benzene, C.H,, obtained from the distillation of coal 
tar. This should not be confused with benzine, more 
commonly known as Benzoline, and produced from 
some paraffins. АП these bodies are of a "gassy " 
character, and it is highly probable they: have all 
originated. from similar forests long since buried 
deeply by succeeding strata in the earth’s crust. It 
will be easily adduced that these bodies vary in con- 
sistency, and may be placed in ascending order, as, 
parafin, vaseline, petroleum, turps substitutes, turpen- 
tine, benzene and benzine. 


Uses as Solvents 


They all dissolve fats in proportion to their consis- 
tencies, including turps substitutes placed between 
petroleum and turpentine. Most waxes are dissolved 
by all of them; and although paraffin may slowly dis- 
solve some resins, and petroleum is slightly more 
active, yet for most practical purposes it is better to 
use turpentine and benzene for dissolving resins. 
When it is considered that turpentine is distilled from 
common rosin in its native condition, it 1s easily seen 
that turpentine should dissolve rosin, and as a matter 
of fact, it dissolves many resins more or less readily. 
Benzene dissolves resins well, but for ordinary pur- 
poses benzene would not be used. As compared with 
water these liquids are lighter and thinner, and will 


penetrate substances that water would not. The 
power of penetration possessed by turpentine may be 
considerably increased by the addition of carbolic acid 
(phenol alcohol, С,Н.ОН). The amount of carbolic 
acid added should be very small. Similarly the cheap 
cresylic acid (C,H.O) may be used instead of carbolic 
acid. To avoid any misapprehension, we may mention 
that carbolic acid is not an acid—it is an alcohol: 
compare it with benzene C.H, or ethyl alcohol 


C.H;,OH. 
Affinity with Resins 


In the main these oleo resin liquids, especially tur- 
pentine and petroleum, are used for dissolving grease 
and greasy inks, and therefore general cleaning up. 
Because they all dissolve fats, waxes and resins, there 
are limits to the use of turpentine and benzene, as they 
are particularly strong in some cases. A case in point 
is rubber. This substance is one of the long series of 
resins, and is more or less readily dissolved by tur- 
pentine. It can be seen by careful analogy that tur- 
pentine itself may be regarded in a sense as a liquid 
resin (oleo-resin). Take for example common com- 
mercial turpentine when used in washing out a stone. 
It may be found afterwards, if the turps has not been 
thoroughly removed, that tiny specks appear on the 
stone and take ink. These spots are particles of rosin, 
which occur in common grades of turpentine. This 
illustration also recalls the fact that all these liquids 
of the hydro-carbon or turpentine series, and all true 
oils, are not soluble in water. 

Turpentine exposed to air—say, in an open bottle 
—steadily loses its liquid character and becomes a soft 
resinous mass. Even the best turpentine contains mul- 
titudes of small particles of rosin. Апа another 
feature of its resinous character is that it 15 readily 
miscible with ether, alcohol, benzene, petroleum spirit 
and carbon bisulphide. It is often adulterated with 
petroleum spirit (benzoline), shale naphtha (or spirit), 
rosin spirit, and coal-tar naphtha (or spirit). 

The three well-known turpentines are French, 
American and Russian. The first two are preferred, 
because the Russian is very thick and has an irritating 
odour. 


Turps Substitutes 


Of the adulterants of turpentine, the rosin spirit 
itself acts in most ways so like turpentine that it can 
be used successfully as a turps substitute; and shale 
naphtha 1s almost as good, as a substitute. 

The petroleum spirit, or benzoline, is usually made 
from the paraffins of petroleum. It is dangerously in- 
flammable; but there are heavier liquids obtained from 
both petroleum and paraffin which have been largely 
used in making, with turpentine, the commoner “ turps 
substitutes.” 

Even coal-tar naphtha can be used in place of tur- 
pentine for some purposes. It 1s easily inflammable 
and is seldom used alone. 

With reference to turpentine and its possible adul- 
terants, the coal-tar naphtha contains benzene, 
toluene, xylene, cumene and durene; also some am- 
monia, aniline toluidine, alcohol, phenol and acetic 
acid. This solvent, or coal-tar naphtha, is one of the 
few solvents of coal-tar pitch and other pitches. 
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Resins, Lacs, Pitch 

The hydro-carbons mentioned in the foregoing par- 
ticulars are liquids; but the series may be usefully ex- 
tended to include the solid, semi-solid and other liquid 
forms allied to them. 

All the pitches, lacs, resins, balsams and essences or 
scents are really much the same in general character. 
They are mostly hydro-carbons with, in some cases, an 
addition of oxygen. Quite a number of them have an 
acid in their composition. 

As a typical example, common rosin is part of a 
resinous semi-fluid extracted from pine trees. The 
original fluid character depends on the fact that tur- 
pentine keeps the rosin in solution. When the turpen- 


tine has been driven off by heat, the residue is the’ 


well-known rosin. Even after that, the rosin may be 
heated and from it can be distilled rosin oil and rosin 
spirit, the residue being pitch. Other resins could be 
treated the same way 1f necessary, but are generally 
collected as resinous bodies and used for varnishes. 
Many of these are well known, as copal, elemi, amine, 
sandarac, mastic, kauri shellac, dragon's blood, amber, 
dammar, which are all oleo-resins; there are also Bur- 
gundy pitch, Trinidad pitch, bitumen of Judea, Val de 
Travers asphalt; and amongst the remainder are 
Canada balsam, copaiba, benzoin, storax, Peru and Tolu 
balsams and indiarubber. 

The balsams contain benzoic, cinnamic, copaivic 
acids; and amongst the hard resins may be found 
abietic, pinic, sylvic, paracumaric, succinic and even 


picric acids. 
Acids in Resins 


This acid character of the resinous bodies accounts 
for the fact that potassium and sodium salts form 
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soaps with some resins. The inferences to be drawn 
are that alkaline matters, such as calcium—especially 
calcium carbonate—are liable to be saponified by 
resinous bodies under certain conditions. 

Many of the resins when melted and distilled give 
traces of acid; and they also give an oleo-resinous 
liquid such as rosin oil, and manila oil (copal). 

In general composition they. vary from the liquid 
hydro-carbons, turpentine, petroleum, benzene, paraffin 
and naphthas, in that they contain a small percentage 
of oxygen. For example, copal is carbon 80 per cent., 
hydrogen 10 per cent, and oxygen 10 per cent, 
asphalt (bitumen) carbon 80 per cent., hydrogen 9 per 
cent, the remainder of 1l per cent. being oxygen, 
nitrogen and ash. One formula for asphalt is 
C1H;.0; and for gum mastic C4H;;O; (the same 
as the balsam copaiba). - + 4 

In the ordinary commercial state most of the resins 
are only partially soluble in turpentine, or alcohol, and 
scarcely softened by petroleum spirit. But generally 
if they are melted the resins form solutions in those 
solvents. In the case of asphalt, ether is used to dis- 
solve out that portion which is ultimately used as 
sensitive bitumen for photo-mechanical work. Both 
benzene and ether dissolve most resins. 

Although the resins dragon’s blood and common 
rosin are used as resists to nitric acid, in planography 
and in photo-block making, yet it is well known that 
strong nitric acid on dragon’s blood produces oxalic 
acid and weak nitric acid produces nitro-benzoic acid; 
and in the case of rosin the nitric acid converts it into 
terebic acid. Further, the general acidity of rosin can 
be neutralised by salts of calcium and zinc. | 

The acidity of rosin is shown in a re-action between 
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a compound of manganese and rosin soap, resulting 1n 
the production of manganese rosinate, well known as 
a strong drier. By a similar action. cobalt compounds 
form cobalt rosinate, also a strong drier. 

In the same way both manganese and cobalt com- 
pounds combine with gum benzoin, forming the ben- 
zoates of cobalt and manganese, which are strong 
driers. 

Another drier—lead rosinate—is formed by mixing 
lead acetate into rosin soap. 


Uses of Resins 


The resins are important in the printing as well as 
woodworking trades. In the latter, nearly all of them 
are used to make varnishes. Some of these varnishes 
are occasionally used in inks by lithographers. 

The chief use in lithography and photo-block- 
making is for powdered resins to be used as etching 
resists; and sensitive bitumen for photographic sensi- 
tive films or coatings. Common rosin has many minor 
uses. Gum benzoin is used in negative varnish. 
Singapore dammar is used for varnishing paper, in 
artists’ paints. Sal dammar is used for making trac- 
ing paper, and for paper varnish. Gum mastic in 
boiled oil is the picture artists’ megilp. Gum accroides 
is used for gold lacquer on wood, tin, etc., and retains 
its brilliance for a long time. Shellac ts the stiffening 
material in crayons and inks, and is used in various 
ways by planographers. Rosin 15 largely used in 
sizing paper; and has many uses as a filer or adul- 
terant. 

There 1s only one body which 15 known as rosin, or 
common rosin. It is the result of distilling turpentine 
from the juice of pine trees. All the resins are 
obtained in somewhat different ways: they all form 
the class of bodies known as resins, common rosin 
being the type of this class. 


Balsams 


The balsams are semi-liquid resins. The essences 
or spirits are seldom distilled from them, as the 
syrupy balsams have properties which meet definite 
requirements. Without being too hard, they can be 
introduced into inks to pull them together, without 
altering the colour, and at the same time assisting the 
inks to adhere to any hard material used for printing 
on. The most commonly used for these purposes are 
Canada balsam and the balsams of Tolu and Peru. 
The characteristic acid of balsams is benzoic; in a less 
degree cinnamic acid occurs. In some cases similar 
results may be obtained by adding to inks small 
quantities of the best wood varnishes, such as copal, 
and oak or carriage varnish. 


Essences 


There is another large group of liquids or vapours 
closely allied to the hydro-carbons and resins. These 
are the essences and odours of both vegetable and 
animal origin. They are developed in the roots, stems, 
leaves, flowers and seeds, such as ginger root, orris 
root, onion, lavender, lemon, rose, lilac. АП the 
well-known spices, as, pepper, nutmeg, thyme, 
marjoram, sage, caraway, camomile, cloves, cinnamon, 
mint, bay, ratafia, vanilla, are members of this group. 
Al the fragrance of flowers, wood and animals are 
essences; so too are the scents extracted from grasses. 
Of the latter may be mentioned, citronel, as that, as 
well as thyme, myrrh, juniper, cedar, and cloves, is 
used for the purpose of giving a more pleasant odour 
to oils and fatty mixtures frequently offercd as special 
cures for difficulties arising in planography. Cam- 
phor is closely allied to this series. 

These essences are frequently very useful for thin- 
ning greasy inks and oils, to make them more penetrat- 


ing—such as in strong wash-out solutions, and 
pomades or emollients used for strengthening weak 
work, or for adding to bronze inks, and hard-drying 
inks. Their use has the advantage that when they 
have done the work for which they were introduced 
they evaporate and leave the ink in a better drying 
condition. Almost any of the essences may be used; 
at present those most favoured are, thyme, cloves, 
citronel, geramol, and juniper. 

In purchasing essences—especially of fruits—a dis- 
tinction must be «drawn between "salts" апа 
“essences.” Thus, salts of lemon, and salts of citron 
are the “acids” of the fruit. (viz. citric acid), while 
the essences relate to the perfume or odour and are 
very similar in their properties to turpentine. 

Many of the essences are closely allied to turpen- 
tine, CuIEI,—íor example, thymol, СН»; eucalyptus, 
CH; ; clove, CH ; eugenic acid, C,,H4,0, ; camphor, 
С.„Н,О; orange, СН. Others are cinnamon, 
CHOH; geraniol, C4,H,O; vanilla, C.H,O;; bitter 
almond, C,H,O. 

The word turpentine has been derived by various 
changes through different countries, from the ancient 


se 


name “terebinthos " of a cedar tree in Cyprus. 
Rubber 
Indiarubber stands in a class of its own, 


although in composition and origin. it is similar to 
resins. The quality varies a little according to the 
districts where the trees grow. South America has 
large quantities of rubber trees, all over the tropical 
area. Much of this is exported from Para, hence the 
misnomer " Para rubber." From the Malay States, 
Burmah and the East Indies 1s obtained а quality of 
rubber or caoutchouc which ninety years ago was 
known as gutta percha. The special qualities of the 
latter have been added to South American rubber to 
a large extent, by processes in manufacture. At the 
present time, some writers apply the name caoutchouc 
to South American rubber, but at present it is popu- 
larly known as " rubber.” 

Rubber, as placed on the market in its initial state 
is a compound of carbon, 5, and hydrogen, 8. It is 
impervious to water and the action of the air; it is 
but slightly acted on by strong acids or alkalis. 

When heated above 120°C (248 F), it becomes soft 
and remains so. It is soluble in ether, benzene, 
toluene and xylene, in turpentine, petroleum spirit, and 
other such hydro-carbons, and bone oil. Adding 
litharge and zine oxide to the natural rubber in course 
of manufacture, makes it more proof against oils. 

Vulcanised. rubber is altered by exposure to the air, 
and oxidises. In this state it is more or less brittle. 
Vulcanised rubber is made by mixing sulphur with the 
raw rubber. 

It is obvious that rubber blankets and rollers should 
not be cleaned with turpentine, benzene, or petroleum 
spirit (benzoline); but, it is quite safe to clean them 
with ordinary petroleum (variously known as kerosene 
and paraffin oil) As rubber is not attacked by weak 
alkalis, the cleaning may be done by weak solutions of 
caustic soda or potassium hydrate. In consequence it 
is possible and effective to wash rubber with good 
soap. This latter is seldom used, owing to a mistaken 
idea that it makes the rubber greasy. 

Common rosin is devoid of its solvent (turpentine);

all other resins are used with their spirit still in them.

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Photo-Litho Improvements 
NEW METHODS FOR BETTER RESULTS

In dealing with the coming improvements for photo- 
lithography, I will furnish approximate dates when the 
process was first published. We all know that some of 
our methods came too early into use; some of our methods 
weren't ripe for the time that they were introduced. They 
had to be buried for years, and to be dug out later, and 
changed for the present-day requirements. 

I will dig up too, and put in front of you for free use 
and your own experiments, an old process invented about 
35 years ago. This process is used now in this city by a 
few concerns and is called the Lithoprint process. I will 
describe in brief the working methods of this process. 


The Lithoprint Process 


Gelatine is soaked in water, melted, sulphate of iron 
added, and poured on a zinc plate; then let it set, but 
not dry. In the meantime, a blue print from a transparent 
positive has been made. The blue print put in contact 
with the gelatine, the print removed, and rolled up with 
printing ink. On the unexposed lines a chemical reaction 
will have taken place in the gelatine which takes the ink; 
the exposed parts repel the ink and stay clean. 

Now, how can this process be used for our method of 
printing? Put the transfer or photo-print on your zinc or 
aluminium plate as usual. Be careful that the surface is 
clean and free of greasy scum. 

Preparation of the coating solution: 1 ounce of gelatine 
regular; 10 ounces of water. Let soak for one half-hour, 
melt (use а double boiler for best results), add 1 ounce 


* In a recent speech before the Litho Club of New York. - 
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of a 10 per cent. iron sulphate solution. Pour a little 
of this solution on the plate, rub it even—the same as in 
gumming a plate. The coating should be thin, no line 
should be covered, and it should be free of streaks. After 
the coating is dry, coat with the following solution. Take 
{пе regular gum-arabic solution and add to 10 ounces of 
solution 1 ounce 10 per cent. solution red prussiate potash. 
Pour a little of this solution on the plate, rub it even, as 
before. The coating should be thin and even and let dry. 
Be careful not to injure the gelatine coating. The red 
prussiate potash in the gum-arabic solution has in com- 
bination with the sulphate of iron, a hardening effect on 
the gelatine. The result will be a thin film of hardened 
gelatine on the surface of the plate, insoluble in water, but 
able to absorb water, and grease-repelling. In making 
tests try to change formulas until the requirements are 
fulfilled. Like any other process, it has its merits in the 
hands of an operator who works with care. One who is 
able to use his head will find it a great help to keep the 
plates clean in the press while running. It will increase 
the run in the press and it will save lots of trouble to the 


pressmen. 
Dry Lithography 

To show you clearly the rapid strides that have been 
made in the dry offset work, I will tell you something that 
I believe will be of great interest to all here. Dry litho 
without the use of damping rollers dates back as far as 
1865. About 1887 an inventor found that mercury forms 
on the surface of a zinc plate an amalgam which repels 
ink. This process had many modifications during the years 
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1887-1891 апа 1895, etc. It was played with їп some 
shops and laboratories. Later it was picked up again and 
put on the market under the name of Pantone.  Theoreti- 
cally, this process is very interesting and has its merits. 
However, mercury must be used in this process and you all 
know that mercury and its derivatives are poisonous. 

Another modification of a mercury process, is one in 
which the ink does not contain any mercury but a water- 
soluble mercury solution is sprayed on the plate or rollers 
to replace the mercury which wears off during the printing, 

Another method of disposing of the damping rollers was 
tried some years ago on a direct rotary press by building 
in the plate cylinder a tank, and filling same with ice 
water and using the moisture in air as a damping medium. 
The moisture in the air would precipitate on the plate; 
it would work well on days with about 60 per cent. mois- 
ture—on very damp days there was too much water, and 
on dry weather days it would not work unless water was 
sprinkled on the floor. I should not be surprised if some 
day one of our printing press manufacturers will design 
a press where the plate cylinder is cooled by an automatic 
ice-making machine which can be more regulated than the 
old ice water method. 


Offset by Dry Methods 


As the subject of dry offset lithographing is now re- 
ceiving a great deal of interest, I believe that within one 
year or two the lithographers will have in their hands an 
ink free from poisonous contents, that can be used on zinc 
or aluminium. The base of the ink is the same as that you 
now use, but in the manufacturing of the ink a special 
emulsion is ground into it, which acts the same as water 
on the hac Transfer or photo-plates are made the usual 
way. ow long a plate will stand up in the press I can 
tell you only on the basis of the reports I have received 
that a plate ran 10,000 sheets on an offset press and did 
not show any changes in the design. 

The lure of colours becomes more and more irresistible, 
and there are improvements on the way to produce four- 
colour process negatives more quickly and more economi- 
cally. It is surprising to hear and see how little even 
simple principles of colour photography are understood. 
More than 20 years ago I experimented with more than 
10 different developing agents to produce negatives with 
the finest details in the middle tones and whereby the high- 
lights were still preserved even by 50 times overexposing 
and by 50 times underexposing. I found that by using a 
developing agent practically unknown at the present time, 
a better separation can be made, than with anv formula 
published by the dry plate manufacturers. With this 
method it is possible to photograph direct from subject 
in the morning and make the proofs in the afternoon of 
the same day. The half-tone negatives require very little

A Novel Positioning Machine 


Now in order to set up the negatives in a combination 
form it was necessary to design a special machine which 
is considered the missing link in the field of photo-com- 
posing machines. It will not step or repeat, but it will 
position negatives or positives of any, even the most com- 
plicated, combinations. The press sheet can be tested for 
stretching or shrinking, and the negatives can be reset 
semi-automatically to fit the stretch, or shrink of the sheet. 

Our photo-printing medium used on zinc or aluminium, 
the albumen, is used exactly the same as in the year 1860. 
There has not been any improvement made since then, 
and though different changes of formulas have been at- 
tempted, the operator always fell back on the old way. 

Albumen, a solid substance when dry, is soluble in 
water. In the presence of bichromate and spread on thc 
surface of a metal plate it is sensitive to light. The light 
passing through the negative reduces the chrome to 
chrome-super-oxide, which in turn makes the albumen in- 
soluble in water, and by sufficient printing the albumen 
will be so hardened tbat it will have great affinity for 
lithographic ink. But the printed albumen still has an 
affinity for water which sometimes makes a plate run blind 
in the press. To overcome this trouble it has been found 
that by addition of a grease emulsion the run of a plate 
can be increased. 


Action of Emulsion 


What is the action of the emulsion? The addition of 
a water soluble vegetable oil forms a grease receptive sur- 
face which is not only on the surface but is anchored 
down in the base of the metal. A further improvement is 
coming with this emulsion. 

The time is not far off when we will use їп place of 
albumen a sensitive rosin, soluble in benzine, on the style 
of the old and slow aspbaltum process. As we have, at 
present, nothing better, so we must use and make the best 
ol it, whatever we have.

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Process Engravers Club and the Tariff Question 


Mr. T. Howard, 


A well attendcd meeting of the Process Engravers’ Club 
(which is the London section of the Federation of Master 
Process Engravers) was held at the Hotel Victoria, 
Northumberland Avenue, W.C., on Friday evening, the 
pres:dent, Mr. Andrew Dargavel, being in the chair. The 
puest of the evening was Mr. T. Howard, M.P. for South 
Islington. Mr. Howard, who 15 a member of the Printing 
frades Alliance, is the manufacturing stationer of 4, Vernon 
Street, W.C.1, and is a prominent member of the London 
County Council. It will be remembered that he called 
attention to foreign block competition during the debate 
in the House of Commons on November 18th last, on the 
Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) Bill. 

Amongst the large attendance of London Master Process 
Engravers were Mr. А. E. Dent (secretary of the Federation 
of Master Process Engravers) and Mr. A. J. Bull (principal 


of the L.C.C. School of Photo-Engraving, Bolt Court, 
E.C.). 
At the conclusion of one of those successful dinners 


arranged by the Process Engravers’ Club, the president 
read a letter from the secretary, Mr. A. Knighton, regret- 
ting his inability to be present, owing to ill-health. Mr. 
Dargavel said he was sure they all very much regretted 
Mr. Knighton’s absence, and he suggested that such a 
message should go to Mr. Knighton through Mr. Dent. 
[heir distinguished guest Mr. Howard had made a remarkable 
speech. which had attracted interest and comment. No 
doubt Mr. Howard was arguing generally on the desirability 
of protecting British industries from unfair. foreign 
petition. He very skilfully used the conditions in their 
particular industry to drive home his point. 


A Small Industry 


They were a comparatively small industry, little under- 
stood by the general public. They had been content to sit 
under their bushel without even a light. What was their 
surprise, therefore. to find that in the House of Commons 
a regular flood light of notoriety had suddenly been thrown 
upon them. Не understood that Mr. Howard was after- 
wards inundated with questions, a lively interest having 
been created in the mysteries of the process block. 

The removal of the gold standard and consequent in- 
crease of cost to importers of foreign blocks had perhaps 
been a deterrent, although foreign makers had since been 
busy seeing how they could cut their prices to meet the 
situation. But if they could have a tariff barrier, it would 
materially alter the position. If the barrier was merely a 
low hurdle, they might jump it without much ditficulty— 
if it was a five-barred gate, it might stop them altogether. 
He presumed they would be entitled to a duty of 10 per 
cent. under the new law. The only point was whether it 
was advisable to apply for a still higher tariff. 

From a political point of view perhaps no subject was 
more controversial than free trade and protection, But he 
had always felt that fiscal policy should be decided by the 


business and industrial communities, and that it should nat: 


be left to the professional politicians to exploit it as a pawn 
in the party game. He had noticed. however, that the 
trade unions had now somewhat modified their views. 


Foreign Competition 


The importation of foreign blocks hardly came under the 
heading of dumping. Dumping applied more to goods 
that were manufactured in bulk. Fhe definitions of dump- 
ing included in the Abnormal Importations Act did not 
seem to apply to such things as process blocks, each one of 
which was made to a special specification. And vet if a 
foreign blockmaker could materially increase his. output 
and sell at a price verging on cost, this must have а very 
definite effect on his overhead charges which formed such a 
serious item in engraving establishments. Under such con- 
ditions he could double his plant and output without appre- 
ciably increasing his fixed charges. In the absence of pro- 
tection in this country they might take it that the ten- 
dency was for foreign makers to proceed in this way, which 


com-

constituted a form of competition unfair to British en- 
gravers. Everything pointed to the need for a аги 
barrier which would do something to stop untair competi- 
uon and help the industry to retain the business to whic 
iU was justly entitled. 

Mr. Dargavel made a graceful reference to the appeini- 
ment of Messrs. W. К. Sedgwick, Ltd., as engravers to the 
King, and referred to the tact that Mr. Sedgwick was pre- 
sent that evening. (Applause.) In conclusion, Mr. Dargavel 
said he need scarcely say that they duly appreciated the 
service which Mr. Howard had rendered in pleading their 
cause so ably in the House of Commons. He felt sure tha’ 
they would retain his interest and that should any ditti- 
cultics arise with regard to any claim which they might 
decide to make for a higher rate of prctection, {Беу m gat 
rely upon his good ottices. 


Co-operation Suggested 


Mr. Howard, who was received with enthusiasm, said 
that when he made his speech in the House of Commons 
he had no idea how much interest it would arouse and thai 
as a consequence he would have the pleasure of meeting 
them that evening. There was every reason why process 
engravers should have an increased tariff; in fact, the argu- 
ments were unanswerable. As he said in the House ol 
Commons, they were subjected to a lot ef unfair competi- 
tion in which the development in aviation played a great 
part. They should try to obtain the co-operation of other 
trade bodies. Mr. Howard said that he had believed in 
Protection from the age of 15. In his opinion Free Trade 
lett England unprotected against foreign high tariff walls. 
whose standards of living were below those of this country. 
The remarkable thing was, that all parties in the House 
of Commons were uniting to get the Tariff Bill passed. 
and 70 per cent. of the trade union world now agreed that 
a tariff was necessary. They could rely upon such assist- 
ance as he could give them. 


А Deserving Industry 


Another speaker said it seemed that Free Trade had 
proved inadequate to meet modern conditions. Of the 
virtues of a tariff they were now to learn by experience. 
In their own industry they were to get the benefit of a 
10 per cent. tariff, plus the fall of sterling. The Chairman 
had suggested an application for an increased tariff, but he 
did not want to see them in making such a request meci 
with opposition from other trade bodies. He was for his 
country and his people first and last. If industry was te 
have protection he knew of no industry which deserved 
protection more than the process engraving industry. Тһе 
did not live upon commissions paid on the mere transfer 
of goods. They did not make a competence by marketing 
goods they did not handle. They obtained their com- 
petence by a process and a process of a very high order. 

Mr. P. J. Bailey, one of the Federation vice-presidents, 
asked Mr. Howard's advice upon certain problems which 
would confront them should they seek a higher tariff. He 
considered the state of unemployment a very important 
factor, there being now in the industry about 450 un- 
employed as compared with only 16 about eighteen months 
ago. The full blast of foreign competition had been felt 
in the process industry. 

Five of the competing firms in Holland alone employing 
320 men were producing something hke 80 per cent. of 
their output. for British customers. If this work were 
handled by British firms it would very nearly solve the 
unemployment problem in the industry. 

Mr. А. J. Bull said he was glad to note the optimism 
in Mr. Howard's speech. 

Mr. Howard, replying to the discussion, repeated that any 
assistance which he could give them would be at their 
disposal. 

The president, in conclusion, said how grateful thev were 
to Mr. Howard for coming»along that evening. 
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Shall the Printer “Go Modern”? 


Mr. Chas. 


Mr. Chas. C. Knights made a welcome re-appearance as 
lecturer at the meeting of the London Central Districts 
Master Printers’ Association at Stationers’ Hall on Tues- 
day of last week, taking as the title of his address: 
“ Shall the Printer ‘Go Modern '?''  Lieut.-Col. B. L. 
Hooper was in the chair, being supported by Mr. B. Guy 
Harrison (president, London Master Printers’ Association) 
and Mr. W. J. Boyle (secretary). There was a good atten- 
dance of members and visitors, whilst headquarters was 
represented by Mr. W. Whyte (secretary) and Mr. T. D. 
Hawkins (organiser). 

The chairman, in introducing the lecturer, recalled Mr. 
Knights' previous addresses before the Association which 
had been highly instructive. 

Mr. Knights, in dealing with his first point, that of 
modernism in design, said he was not there to defend 
it. It needed no defending, and as a matter of fact it 
spoke for itself. Personally, he thought that the term 
'" mcdernism ” in advertising art was best defined as 
covering the influences which had been at work since the 
War.  Modernism, he proceeded, was an elastic term and 
purely relative. It was an attitude of mind, a method of 
thought, rather than a specific mode of painting. Some 
people had the idea that the modernistic designer tried 
to distort so much that the object could not be recognised. 
И a coal-scuttle, for example, could be recognised as a 
coal-scuttle, then the idea behind it was all wrong! That 
was absurd. Luminosity and the correct use of colour were 
things they required in the presentation of their designs. 


The Work of the Cubists 


Touching on the work of the cubists, Mr. Knights stated . 


that post-impressionism developed side bv side with the 
cubists. The cubists, he proceeded, adopted the idea that 
they were perfectly entitled to paint their designs from all 
sides, including the back. Their productions were so 
peculiar that they puzzled the public. Some of the ideas 
of the cubists were sound, and could be applied in de- 
signing at the present time, providing they did not go so 
far as to be ultra-cubistic. They knew how important 
and vital it was that movement should be portrayed in 
design. Dynamic designs which contained movement 
were much more likely to be remembered than static ones. 
For advertising purposes there needed to be force behind 
the design, and not a gentle ripple. 

The speaker dealt next with futurism and its future in 
print, remarking that the futurists had attempted to add 
a fourth dimension, time. The futurist sought to put 
movement into a static design; he also recognised the 
existence of potential force; for example, the revolving 
fiv-wheel of a motor-car would be given a catherine-wheel- 
like appearance, signifying that it might burst at any 
moment and fly asunder. From the ultra-cubists they 
could not learn much, but they could learn a lot from the 
restrained cubists; and those who were tempted to deride 
the latter should remember that they worked on geometric 
forms generally, and not solely on the cube. From the 
restrained cubists they would see how the basic principles 
of cubism could be applied to produce the most striking 
designs. 


Modern Art and Printing 


Dealing with modern art as applied to printing, the 
speaker said his definition of modernism was the ruthless 
stripping of irrelevant detail, and the reduction of the de- 
sign to its stark essentials. How could that sort of thing 
be applied to modern printing? he asked. Formerly, they 
sought their effects by using great headlines of the '' hit 
you in the eye” order. They used to like lots of panels 
of body matter, with elaborate borders and boxes, and if 
they had an odd panel they used to say: '' Shove it in a 
box and ' bung’ a border round it." They decorated their 
jobs with baskets of flowers, with unrelated ornaments 
and little '' wiggly '' initials. To-day, the basic prin- 
ciples of modern art were moving towards simplicity and

the cutting out of irrelevant decoration, and also to the 
recognition of the inherent beauty of materials. Printing 
could and should do the same. The quality and right 
selection of paper, for example, was very important. 

After touching briefly on various forms of what he des- 
cribed as the humbug of pseudo-medernism, Mr. Knights 
dealt with the question of modern art fiom the point of 
view of the demands of the public. He was sure that the 
public wanted something that was truly modern and in 
keeping with the spirit of the age. It did not want very 
advanced forms of art, and it was suicidal for an adver- 
tising man or a printer to use anything but dignified 
modern art in his designs. 


The Architect and the Printer 


He dealt interestingly with the connection of the printer 
with the architect, and pointed out how the former could 
gain lessons from the latter. In the '' Daily Express ” 
building—which was simply ‘‘a box to contain a print- 
ing plant ’’—for example, they found in mcdern architec- 
tural design a revulsion against the idea of scattered 
ornament. There was simplification and beauty on simple 
lines, and wrapped up with modern architecture was 
functionalism. Good modern sales literature should be de- 
signed on architectural principles. This led Mr. Knights 
to deal with several outstanding examples of print, show- 
ing specimens of bled illustrations and rules, the strength 
of their presentation, and the cutting out from the design 
of everything that was not wanted. 

After referring to the modernist's use of colours and the 
wide use of gold and silver, he made allusion to the modern 
influence on type style, particular mention being made to 
the vogue some time ago of Bifur and Braggadocio, and 
the welcome coming into fashion of Gill Sans, which the 
lecturer described as a very beautiful letter. The placing 
of solid blacks and exaggerated leading all came under 
review, and very helpful criticisms were made. 

Passing on to refer to commercial photographv. the 
speaker said the camera represented the key-note of 
naturalism rather than realism. The camera had a very 
important and valuable part to play. 

Making references to the printer's own printed matter, 
he asked them to keep their faces turned to to-morrow 
rather than to yesterday. Don’t attempt too big doses 
of modern art in any shape or form, was his advice, and 
cut out dross from their sales literature. In concluding, 
Mr. Knights warned them against “© stuntiness ’’ although 
he reminded them of the value of versatility and modernity. 

During the lecture Mr. Knights exhibited a selection ot 
posters and sales literature, and made helpful and useful 
passing comments on them. 

Brief comments regarding several points in the address 
having been made by Mr. Frank Colebrook, Mr. Wiles and 
Mr. Edmonds, Mr. B. Guy Harrison, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Knights, said they had listened to a most 
interesting and instructive lecture, and they were all very 
grateful to Mr. Knights for it. Kemarking that а presi- 
dent of the London Master Printers’ Association was ex- 
pected to speak intelligently and at a moment's notice on 
any subject, Mr. Harrison proceeded to live up to this repu- 
tation in excellent fashion by the emplovment of several 
witty and humorous allusions to the printers’ craft, to the 
subject before the meeting and other topics of interest to 
the printer. 


HERR HEINRICH LANGE, the art printer of Gottingen and 
inventor of the picture postcard, has died at the аде of 84. 
The picture postcard is a matter of about thirty or thirty- 
five years’ growth only. It had its origin in Germany, 
where Herr Lange was quick to see the value of a picture 
on à postcard which would show folk at home the kind of 
scene in which their relatives and friends were making 
holiday. The idea caught on, especially in Germanv, where 
Lange reaped a considerables reward опу his invention. 
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FURTHER CHARGES AGAINST MR. 


At the Tower Bridge Police Court, London, on Friday, 
February 26th (before Mr. Oulton, the Magistrate), Edward 
William Whittle, 56, the late general secretary of the 


Printers Managers and Overseers Association, again 
appeared on a charge of embezzling money of the 
Association. Оп this occasion further charges were pre- 


ferred against Mr. Whittle, in addition to the original 
charge of embezzlement of £254 8s. 6d. and falsification of 
accounts in respect thereto. 

These further charges were of embezzlement of sums said 
to have been received by Mr. Whittle from the West of 
England, Birmingham and Edinburgh Centres of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association, and which 
were detailed in evidence. 

Mr. John Maude appeared for Mr. Whittle. 


Evidence of Money Paid 


Mr. Frederick George White, of Bristol (secretary of the 
West of England Centre of the Association), gave evidence 
to the effect that he had posted cheques to the defendant 
in respect of subscriptions and levies. 

Cross-examined, he said that all the cheques were payable 
to Mr. Whittle, and in re-examination he added that they 
were the moneys of the Association. 

Mr. Charles Henry Prestidge, of Small Heath, Birming- 
ham (treasurer of the Birmingham Centre), also gave 
evidence of having posted cheques to defendant. He pro- 
duced the cheques and receipts. 

Mr. William Cruickshank, of Edinburgh (hon secretary 
to the Edinburgh Centre of the Association), gave similar 
evidence concerning a cheque he had posted to Mr. Whittle, 
in whose name it was drawn, for £71 15s. Od., dated 
November 1st, 1930. It was accompanied by certain slips 
and he produced the counterfoil book and the duplicates of 
the slips, together with the cheque. The total was made 
up of £40 10s. Od. representing subscriptions and levies, and 
£31 5s. Od. representing payments to the Superannuation 
Fund. 

Mr. John Maude, cross-examining, asked if witness knew 
that these two sums had to be paid into separate banking 
accounts. 

Mr. Cruickshank replied to the effect that the Edinburgh 
Centre had no cognisance of that, but that he personally 
was aware of it. 

Mr. Thomas Charles Brooks (assistant accountant at 
Southwark branch of the Westminster Bank, Ltd., at which 
Mr. Whittle had an account and where the Association also 
banks) was the next witness, whose evidence concerned 
certain entries in the books. 

Mr. Wallace Hepburn, F.C.A. (partner of Messrs. Elles, 
Salaman. Hepburn and Co., the Chartered Accountants who 
examined the Association's financial affairs), was recalled. 
Asked if he had found any trace of any of the sums repre- 
sented by certain cheques having been received into the 
Association's funds, he said they had been treated as 
received in certain books and memoranda which Mr. Whittle 
had produced, but the Association had not received the 
money. 


Did the Association Receive It? 


Mr. Maude, cross-examining, asked how on earth witness 
could prove that the Association had not received the 
money. 

Witness rephed that he had checked the lodgment of the 
cheques in Mr. Whittle’s banking account, and had checked 
the lodgments in the Association's accounts. 

Mr. Maude asked how witness could say that Mr. Whittle 
had not paid the money out on the Association's business. 

Witness said he was dealing with the lodgment of the 
particular cheques referred to. 

Mr. Maude: You cannot prove that they have not been 
paid out, after they got into Mr. Whittle's account, on the 
Association's business? 

Witness: I can give this evidence, that on the books and 
papers which Mr. Whittle produced, and on the papers 
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submitted by the branches, I drew up accounts and put 
them to Mr. Whittle, and asked if there were any further 
items for which he was to be given credit, and I sent him 
a registered letter asking if he had any claims or counter- 
Claims. So that I asked him if there were any credits to be 
given to him against these items, and he had nothing to say. 

Mr. Maude: You asked if he had any credits to claim 
against these particular cheques? 

Witness: No, against the accounts in general. 

In reply to further questions, witness said he could not 
state that the proceeds of any of these cheques were not 
paid out on the Association's business. He did not know, 
in going through Mr. Whittle's account, that the majority 
of the payments out represented payments out for the 
Association; he knew nothing about the payments out. 


Expenditure for the Association 


Asked if he had receipts showing that a great mass of 
payments for the Association had come out of Mr. Whittle's 
accounts, witness replied in the negative. 

Mr. Maude: I put it that you know quite well, as the 
result of your investigations, that a lot of payments for the 
Association have been made out of the private account? 

Witness: NO. 

Questioned further, he said he had knowledge of certain 
items, but did not know about the rest. 

Asked if he had reason to believe that there were a lot 
more, he said he had not considered the matter. 

Counsel then went on to put questions in which he sug- 
gested that it was the custom for cheques to be drawn by 
the trustees and treasurer for lump sums, to be handed to 
Mr. Whittle; and also that Mr. Whittle was quite properly 
receiving moneys from meinbers and paying them into his 
own account. 

Witness said, in reply to the latter question, that he 
believed that was so only in connection with unemployment 
benefit moneys. 

Another question was to the effect that if Mr. Whittle 
received a cheque, payable to himself, representing a sum— 
part of which had to be paid into one Association account 
and part into another, it would first have to be passed 
through an account other than those into which it was to 
be paid. Witness disagreed, and pointed out that it was 
quite easy to ask the bank, when the cheque was paid in. 
to credit part of the amount to one account and part to 
another. Indeed, Mr. Whittle had done so on at lcast two 
occasions. 

Mr. Maude asked if witness could remember a single in- 
stance in which a cheque, pavable to Mr. Whittle (as distinct 
from the Association, presumably) was in fact treated in 
that way. 

Witness said he had never thought of classifving in that 


way. 
Loose Cash in Hand 


Mr. Gabriel. Phillips (one of the Association Trustees! 
was recalled, and said that Mr. Whittle had received a 
salarv from the Association, made up of £40 per annum 
fron the London Centre and £100 from the General 
Account. His employment was part-time employment. 

Mr. Maude, cross-examining, asked whether, owing to 
the difficulty of getting the trustees and treasurer to sign 
cheques—he did not mean that they were reluctant, but the 
difficulty was that they lived in different parts of London— 
the custom had grown whereby Mr. Whittle would draw a 
cheque for a lump sum so that he could have loose cash 
available for making payments. 

Witness replied that cheques were drawn by the trustees 
and treasurer for specific items. 

Mr. Maude: Was it one item that he should have a lump 
sum in hand? 

Witness: For unemployment only. 

Witness agrecd that these lump sums would be kept in 
Mr. Whittle's personal possession, but he would have ob- 
jected if he had known that Mr. Whittle had kept them in 
his own bank account. 
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Questioned further, he said that such sums would amount 
to £30 or £40. 

Asked if it had been agreed that the accounts of the 
Association should not be subinitted to chartered 
accountants, witness said that had been agreed some time 
ago, but there was no resolution to that effect on record. 


Speech for the Defence 


Mr. Maude (addressing the Magistrate on behalf of the 
defendant) said, all that had been proved with regard to 
the amount of the origina] charge (£254 8s. 6d.) was the 
discrepancy on the account, but that had been held, again 
and again not to be sufficient evidence of embezzlement. 
The prosecution had not proved receipt of the moneys, ex- 
cept to say that thev had Mr. Whittle's figures showing 
receipt of £250 War Loan, but that he could not produce 
the War Loan. It was never possible to convict a man 
of embezzlement simply on discrepancy in the account; the 
prosecution had not shown that the moneys supposed to be 
represented by the £254 had been paid over. 

In respect of the remaining charges, the prosecution were 
asking for Mr. Whittle's committal on the ground that he 
had paid a cheque into his account, but they could not show 
at all, on Mr. Hepburn's admission, that he had not paid 
the money out on behalf of the Association. That was not 
enough to justify the charge. 

The Magistrate came to the conclusion that this was a 
case to go to a jury. 


Committed for Trial 


The charges having been read over to Mr. Whittle, he 
pleaded not guilty, and reserved his defence. Thereupon he 
was committed for trial. 

The Magistrate agreed to committal to the London Ses- 
sions, as requested by Mr. Maude, who said that Mr. 
Whittle was anxious to answer the charges at the earliest 
possible moment and he was likely to be heard sooner at 
the London Sessions than elsewhere. Не believed the 
London Sessions opened on Tuesday, March 1st. 

Bail was renewed as before—two sureties in £250.

Lord Rothermere Gives £10,000 


Since an interview on Friday last between Lord Rother- 
mere and representatives of the trade unions whose members 
were affected by the recent newspaper amalgamation at 
Newcastle, Bristol, and Derby, the following letter has been 
received by Mr. A. E. Holmes, secretary of the Printing 
and Kindred Trades Federation, from Lord Rothermere : — 

'* Dear Mr. Holmes,—Ansing out of our conversation on 
Friday, I have much pleasure in stating that I am lodging 
with the Midland Bank to-morrow morning the sum of 
£10,000 to be applied in alleviating cases of hardship among 
the staffs, in all departments, of the '' Newcastle Evening 
World,” the '' Bristol Times and Echo,” and the '' Derby 
Daily Express," who lost their employment as the result 
of the recent amalgamations. 

‘“ This is my own personal contribution, because 
accountants tell me that if Northcliffe Newspapers, 
Limited, or any other company, should devote an excep- 
tional sum to such а purpose, the Inland Revenue 
authorities would not recognise it as a trading charge and 
would, therefore, demand payment of income-tax upon it. 
The bondholders and shareholders in Northcliffe News- 
papers have already done their part in providing the large 
sums which were disbursed in lieu of notice to the men 
affected, and they cannot reasonably be called on for 
further contributions without their formal consent. Apart 
from this, shareholders in newspaper companies are already 
seriously affected, like the workers in the industry, by trade 
depression. 

'" It is my wish that this fund should be administered by 
a small committee consisting of yourself, Mr. McWhirter, 
Mr. Gibbens, and Mr. Lane, directors of Northcliffe News- 
papers. You may communicate the contents of this letter 
in any way you think fit, without delay, so that those en- 
ütled to benefit from the fund may know that their most 
pressing anxieties will be relieved.

Brands and Watermarks 


PRINTERS should cultivate the habit, or rather 
make a business policy, of buying and using only 
branded paper. By doing so they buy under what 
is tantamount to a guarantee, especially if the prin- 
ciple of buying on mill brands be instituted by the 
management. It is not enough to buy a paper that 
has a name; the trouble is that there are far too 
many papers with names, and far too many without 
them.

the slow inauguration of some big combined move- 
ment, every printer can help in the establishment of 
fresh policy and can derive maximum benefit for 
himself by adopting the principle of stock standardi- 
sation, and by accepting the view that as far as ever 
possible only mill branded papers should be used or 
recommended. This is not to be taken as meaning 
that all papers must be bought direct from the 
maker. The function of the wholesale paper mer- 
chant is to carry stocks for the convenience of 
customers and to distribute the products of the paper 
manufacturer. It is the function of the paper-maker 
to make paper and create a national demand for it. 
In order to advertise his product he must brand it, 
and once branded there is a handle to hold, a base 
on which to establish demand, a peg on which to 
hang a guarantee. The paper-maker makes and 
shapes his own destiny, and stands prepared to take 
the kicks as well as the ha'pence. The merchant 
fills the local demand and benefits from the publicity 
campaigns and advertising expenditure of the mills. 
Incidentally, mills would make fewer lines of paper 
and a bigger tonnage of each line. Printers would 
spend less time writing and searching for samples to 
match. Everybody would gain in time, temper and 
trade, not to mention the chief factor of all, con- 
servation of capital.

Tests for Apprentices 


. PossIBLy there is something of the sort in exis- 
tence, but either way there can be no harm in sug- 
gesting that a standard set of test questions be 
prepared for the examination of candidates for 
apprenticeship in the printing industry. Necessarily 
there would be variations in the questions according 
to which particular department was concerned. The 
answers, in the hands of competent authority, would 
furnish a sound indication of the candidates' suit- 
ability for apprenticeship, bearing in mind that there 
is no industry capable of attracting a better type of 
youth than our own. The authority to whom 
answers to questions should be referred should con- 
sist of an independent board, attached to the local 
Master Printers’ Association. Far better leave the 
whole question of sifting out applicants for appren- 
ticeship to the Apprenticeship Committee, but 
knowing from practical experience how many master 
printers like to settle these matters for themselves, it 
would seem a step in the right direction to have some 
sort of standardised procedure.

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Aberdeen Printers Amalgamation 


University Press and Rosemount Press 


Negotiations, which have recently taken place between 
the Aberdeen University Press, Ltd., and the Rosemount 
Press, Ltd., Aberdeen, with a view to an amalgamation, 
have resulted in the execution of a provisional agreement 
whereby the Aberdeen Univer- 
sity Press will, if the agreement 
be ratified, acquire, as at 
December 31st, 1931, the busi- 
ness and goodwill of the Rose- 
mount Press, its buildings and 
other principal assets—except- 
ing book debts. 

Meetings of the shareholders 
of the Aberdeen University 
Press will be held on March 
17th to deal with the resolutions 
for the amalgamation of the 
companies. 

The Rosemount Press was 
established in 1898, and has 
since then been carried on 
successfully, for the last 
eighteen years, under the 
management of Mr. Theodore 
Watt, who is well known and 
highly respected in the printing 
and allied trades throughout Scotland and England. The 
company’s premises in Farmers’ Hall Lane are substantial 
and commodious. The machinery and plant are modern 
and in excellent working order.

London Connections 


The company has had for over ten years an energetic and 
capable representative in London, with an office in Fleet 
Street, who has developed a valuable connection with 
various progressive business houses. This London office 
will undoubtedly be of considerable advantage for the 
extension of the work which the Aberdeen University Press 
does for publishers and others, and there are good grounds 
for believing that, when the amalgamation is effected, the 
connection referred to will be still further developed. 


In a circular issued to its shareholders the University ' 


Press states that the directors believe that the proposed 
amalgamation will have beneficial results. While the main 
business of the University Press is book printing, that of 
the Rosemount Press is general jobbing printing, including 
lithography. When brought together, therefore, the one 
will supplement the other, and there should be a well 
balanced and effective combination.

7d.; stock 
and work-in-progress, £1,193 12s. 5d.

University Press acquires from the Rosemount Press the 
buildings in Farmers’ Hall Lane, subject to a bond for 
£3,000, the machinery and plant, office furniture, goodwill, 
trade names, stock, work-in-progress, and other effects, 
excepting book-debts, as at December 31st, 1931, for a price 
o1 £16,193 12s. 5d. to be paid to the extent of 
41,193 12s. 5d. in cash, representing the value of the stock 
and work-in-progress, and otherwise by the issue to the 
shareholders of the Rosemount Press of 9,000 preference 
shares and 10,000 ordinary shares of the Aberdeen Univer- 
sity Press at their par values at 17s. 6d. and 7s. 6d. per 
share respectively, and by the further issue to these share- 
holders of 9,000 shares of the Aberdeen University Press of 
a new class, to be called ordinary B shares, of 7s. 6d. each 
at their par value.

Aberdeen University Press 


The Aberdeen University Press, Ltd., which is now one 
of the leading book printing houses in the kingdom, was 
formed in 1900 to acquire the business of Messrs. Arthur 
King and Co., printers in Aberdeen, which had then been 
established for sixty years. Messrs. A. King and Co. and 
the Aberdeen University Press, Ltd. have been printers to 
the University of Aberdeen for many years. They have 
also, besides conducting a large general printing business, 
been much employed on work of a special nature, involving 
the use of type in German, Greek, Russian, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Arabic, Bengali, and: other languages. The staple of the 
business has been its book work. 


The Rosemount Press 


The Rosemount Press was established in 1898 by the 
proprietors of the ‘‘ Aberdeen Free Press '' for the purpose 
of developing their general printing department, which had 
till then been housed in the '' Free Press '' buildings, and 
was acquired in 1923 by Mr. Theodore Watt, who had been 
associated with the management of it for about twenty 
years. 

In 1927 the business was converted into a private S 
The 
work undertaken by the Rosemount Press has been of a 
general jobbing character, including elaborate colour print- 
ing both by ordinary and offset lithography. 

It is anticipated that the amalgamation of the two firms 
will be the means of supplementing local orders for printing 
by an increasing volume of work from the south and con- 
sequently of adding to employment in the printing and 
kindred trades in Aberdeen.

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Regent Advertising Club 
Exhibition of Work 


A private view of the Exhibition of Members' Work of the 
Regent Advertising Club was held on Tuesday afternoon at 
the Club's headquarters, 19, Buckingham Street, W.C.2, 
where there was a large gathering of members representative 
of every branch of the advertising profession. Sir Francis 
Goodenough, C.B.E., the Club's president, opened the 
Exhibition, and was supported by Sir Thomas McAra, 
deputising for Lord Riddell, Mr. Alfred Langley, and Mr. 
L. Harwood. Lt.-Col. К. B. Hooper, president of the 
Central Districts L.M.P.A., Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, and 
Mr. Bernard Evans were also present. 

Sir Francis, briefly referring to the activities of the Club, 
stressed how important was educational training in adver- 
tising and salesmanship; for on the younger generation 
depended the commercial success of the future. The Regent 
Exhibition, he said, embracing every side of the advertis- 
ing business, gave valuable proof of the educational work 
of the club, and the large number of exhibits testified to the 
enthusiasm of the members. 

Sir Thomas McAra read a letter from Lord Riddell, in 
which his lordship regretted his absence, and congratulated 
the Club on its work. Sir Thomas, going on to speak as 
' one of the old-fashioned printers," remarked that it 
seemed lamentable that so much newspaper advertising 
seemed to be designed to help the ink-maker. (Laughter.) 

Mr. L. Harwood, who supported Sir Thomas, said that he 
had accepted the invitation to be present because he was 
particularly interested in youth, and the Regent Advertis- 
ing Club was the headquarters of advertising youth. Не 
went on to say that vouth should have its chance. Thev 
had around them striking evidence of what youth was 
capable of doing when it had its fling. 


Co-operation between Advertiser and Printer 


Mr. A. Langley then spoke briefly from the printers point 
of. view, Printers, he said, were very really interested in 
advertising. One thing that had struck him in looking at 
the exhibits was the fact that the new, and the young 
entrants into advertising were getting into closer contact 
with the technicalities of the printing craft. Much harm, 
if he might say so, had been done by lack of co-operation 
with the printing industry, which played such a big part in 
advertising. Advertising men in the past had had an idea 
that type was made of india-rubber, and had prepared 
lavouts which had rendered the cost of advertising far 
higher than it should be, while leaving hardly any margin 
of profit for the printer. Young students were now taking 
the trouble of getting down to the most practical methods 
of producing advertising at an economic cost. 

He had one word for the budding layout men: there 
were good English types to-day. He deplored the craze 
for foreign types, because thev were foreign and new. 
British printers were alive to advertising and to the latest 
things in tvpography. At this time of '' Buy British '' he 
would ask them to use British tvpes. 

Mr. Langley congratulated the Club on their excellent 
exhibition, and finally appealed for closer co-operation with 
the printer as the means of producing advertising on an 
economic basis. 

The exhibition which comprises nearly five hundred 
exhibits is a brilliant tribute to the enthusiasm and talent 
of the members. It is divided into six sections—advertising 
campaigns. display, copy. art work, layout, and selling— 
in each of which there has been a competition. The

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Trends of Typography 
WILL MODERNISTIC PRINTING ENDURE? 


By 


Group tendencies toward certain styles of expression are 
responsive neither to creative design nor accidents of art. 
They are responsive rather to racial or community 
emotional states and, as a corollary, to the education that 
enables people to express themselves. 

In music, painting, typography, or any other art, the 
average achievement of a people is but the outward expres- 
sion of their composite inner feeling. This fact is respon- 
sible for national styles, folk songs, and the like. 

lt was impossible for the ancient Egyptians to express 
themselves in art with the fine line that belonged to the 
age of Pericles in Greece; nor for us of the generation just 
passed to have promoted the modernistic style of tvpo- 
graphy now so much in vogue; simply because, in neither 


case, were the emotional states comparable with one 
another. 
American Styles 
Early typography in America was purely imitative. 


There was no originality, because the American artistic 
mind was not at that time creative. Fortunately, under 
this circumstance, the older masters of the art were still 
alive in the minds of men and, considering the crude tools 
with which they worked, our early printers, on the average, 
did excellent work. 

Eventually, the industry began to have growing pains. 
New styles of type and new ways of using them were avidly 
sought; but, floundering about in an uncharted wilderness, 
with no guide posts available, and, more important, with 
no tradition behind him, the aspiring printer usually 
achieved only monstrosities of art, while he was trying to 
be novel and original. The culmination came in the latter 
part of the past century. Execrable type faces were de- 
signed, mongrel attempts to originate, without the proper 
background. These were used indiscriminately and as many 
of them as possible on each page. 


A Refining Process 


As artistic culture gained a foothold, a refining process 
was begun. The pendulum swung to the other side and we 
began to set jobs entirely in one series of type. We had 
gained equilibrium. Caslon types, again in vogue, were 
generally used with light ornamentation—fine lines and 
intricate circular designs—and with large areas of white 
space. The beginning of this century was a refined age of 
typography which suited our static, symmetrical, somewhat 
puritanical views of life. We had become effete. 

Later, there came the World War, entailing an emancipa- 
tion from everything we had experienced or endured before. 
We became primitive again and replaced a fine ornateness 
in typography with wide areas of black and colour, straight 
lines and impressionistic shapes. A tree was no longer a 
tree, but a straight line for the trunk and a circle for the 
assembled branches—its realistic beauty changed into the 
somewhat brutal beauty of utter frankness, a simplicity of 
line replacing an over-cultured expression. 


Birth of Modernism 


Rank simplicity became the vogue in our thoughts and 
actions, in art, in typography. We emotionally declared 
our freedom from all inhibitions. We were a new people 
who required new expression. 

And so was born what we came to know as the modernis- 
tic style of typography. Revelling in this new freedom of 
expression we ran riot, produced manv ugly things for each 
beautiful one, and depreciated such merit as the new style 
might have had. 

As a logical accompaniment of the new straight-line idea 
came the new sans-serif tvpes, similar to an alphabet of 
ancient Greece, where people were still natural and primi- 
tive. We have known similar tvpes of '' Gothic," but 
used them for “ordinary '" printing and never for 
“artistic '' work.

These types achieved a vogue such as we had never before 
seen in so short a time. Everywhere these straight lines 
were before us, as though insisting upon recognition of our 
new primitive state. 


Drawbacks of Sans 


It was not long, however, until discerning peopic dis- 
covered that this type was not legible when used for straight 
reading matter. Critics discovered that the strokes in the 
letters stopped abruptly, with no good reason, nor with 
the cross terminals, or serifs, to which we had become ac- 
customed; that the straight lines, most of which were ver- 
tical, and with no apparent stopping place, led the eye up 
and down the page, while the natural process of reading 
was horizontal—with resulting confusion. 

Good typographers then tried using the new types merely 
for display lines, which necessitated a '' body type ’’ that 
would harmonise with them. 

Modern faces were found to be better than old stvle, be- 
cause the former letters have also straight lines and angles 
predominating, and there is established a community of 


interest. 
New Face Wanted 


The solution of this particular part of the problem that 
might save from annihilation or change the greatest vogue 
we have known is in the hands of the type designers. Let 
them produce a face that will fully harmonise with Gothic 
display, and they will have conserved much previous effort 
that otherwise would have been wasted. 

The foregoing, however, has to do with type and not 
necessarily with the new modernistic style of typography, 
which has for its guiding principle a raw simplicity. All 
good art is simple, but not all simplicity is art. There must 
also be harmony апа a reason for doing a certain thing. 

Human trends may be diverted, but they cannot be 
stopped until their causes disappear. Until people lapse 
again into the semi-conscious state when mere ornateness 
is satisfving, a simple, arresting style, such as modernism, 
wil endure. Tvpefounders mav or may not produce types 
conformable with this stvle, and thereby divert or support 
it. 

Finally, this problem seems to be not an artistic one but 
psychological. Should the present state of emotional ex- 
pression continue, the simple, crude style of modernism 
will endure. Your guess is as good as anyone else's. 


The Printer’s Imprint 


As a result of discussions between the Federation of 
Master Printers and the Advertising Association, the latter 
has issued a general recommendation that all who place 
orders for printing of any description should not request 
or instruct the printer to omit his imprint. It is hoped 
by this means to re-establish the custom of using the legally 
prescribed imprint, with a view to assisting in the tracing 
and prevention of undesirable advertising which has been 
denied the columns of the press. 


SCHOOLS OF JOURNALISM.—Virtually every week brings its 
melancholy tale of trained journalists being sacked, but the 
fee-snatching schools of journalism behave as if everything 
in Fleet Street were lovely. Their advertisements—with 
one honourable exception—still describe writing for the 
Press as the royal road to affluence, and the dupe is still 
encouraged to part with his guineas by the lie that '' any- 
one can write,” or, if he cannot write, that it does not 
matter, anyway. Never within living memory have things 
been worse in journalism than they are now; and, by con- 
sequence, never was there a time when the amateur had less 
chance of finding a home for his articles. —" Truth.” 
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More Gravure for "The Times” 


Weekly Edition Feature 


It will be remembered that on December 10th last '' The 
limes Weekly Edition '' included among its pages a special 
supplement printed by photogravure in full colour and 
monochrome. That was the first such supplement to be 
included in an English paper. 

On March 17th the experiment will be repeated. А 
further 16-page supplement in colour rotary photogravure 
will appear in the Weekly edition. It will have eight 
pages in ful! colour, and eight in monochrome. Since the 
date of the first colour supplement no others have fol- 
lowed '' The Times’ ” example, instead the honour has 
been left to them of bringing out the second of its kind, 
and of consolidating their achievement. 

The special feature of the next colour supplement will 
be a water colour drawing of the Sydney Harbour Bridge. 
to be formally opened on March 19th, Colour photographs 
will also again be a feature of the number. 

It may be recalled that the method of combining the 
colour pages with the ordinary letterpress pages is by 
means of the Intersettor-—a new mechanical device. After 
the colour supplements have been printed on a reel-fed 
rotary press, they are passed into the Intersettor, which 
is attached to the printing press, and bv this means are 
fed into the ordinary issue in their proper position and 
register. 

Though on the occasion of the previous colour supple- 
ment a double issue of the paper was printed, by the 
afternoon of the publication day it was out of print. Wide 
approbation of '' The Times ’’ achievement has been 
voiced by the press of many countries, as well as by prin- 
ters.

Revision of Rules 


The minutes having been read by the secretary, a recom- 
mendation by the council concerning the appointment of 
a Rules Kevision Committee was placed before the meeting. 
lt was announced that the council had appointed seven ot 
its members to sit on the committee, and suggested that 
three members should be co-opted from the members 
present. A long discussion ensued on this matter, and it 
was ultimately agreed that the meeting should elect a com- 
шее of ten. Accordingly, seven names additional to 
those suggested by the council were proposed, and the 
meeting voted. ‘the tellers were Messrs. Cruickshank, 
White, Davenport, and Presslie. 

The result of the voting was that Messrs. M. J. Odell, 
Agnew, R. H. Berry, A. E. Brades, J. H. Fisher, R. B. 
Hardie, F. J. Field, Т. G. Carne, G. H. T. Freeman, and

Binders’ Overseers Association 
Mr. Faraday Innes on Bookbinding Leathers 


Members of the Printing, Bookbinding and Kindred 
Trades Overscers’ Association spent a highly instructive 
and interesting evening on Tuesday of last week, when а 
lecture was given by Mr. R. Faraday Innes, of the British 
Leather Manufacturers’ Research Association, on '' Book- 
binding Leathers and their Deterioration.' The paper fol- 
lowed on similar lines to that recently given by the same 
gentleman at Stationers’ Hall. As on that occasion, the 
lecture on Tuesday before the overseers, evoked а great 
deal of attention, whilst the discussion and remarks that 
followed the address were no less interesting and helpful.

Eden (late secretary of the Association). From the former 
letter it was learned that Mr. Williamson would give a 
lecture on ‘‘ Costing ” at the next meeting of the Associa- 
tion in April. Mr. Eden’s letter conveyed fraternal greet- 
ings to the members. Mr. F. W. Jordon (a provincial 
member) sent word of a vacancy for an overseer in the 
provinces, an act which met with very cordial approval. 

Mr. F. W. Cribb, a steward for the annual dinner to be 
held on April 23rd at the Holborn Restaurant, stated that 
all arrangements for this event were in hand and that it 
was now up to the members to make the annual gathering 
а huge success. 

Mr. Charles George Wood (manager, Messrs. R. Peebles 
and Co.), was elected to honorary membership, receiving 
from the chairman and the meeting a very warm welcome. 


Leather Deterioration 


Mr. Faraday Innes, who was introduced to the meeting 
by the chairman, said he was glad of the opportunity о! 
being able to put before them some of the problems 
associated with the deterioration of bookbinding leathers. 
Continuing, Mr. Innes said the problems seemed to.sutfer 
from want of information. However, they had made some 
advances recently, and in this connection he was glad to 
have been introduced to Dr. С. L. Riddell апа to have 
had that gentleman's co-operation. Mr. Innes said he was 
pleased to be able to put his views before them on the 
question of deterioration of bookbinding leathers. On the 
practical side he was confident he could not tell his hearers 
anything that they did not know already. It was on the 
scientific side that information seemed to be lacking. 

Mr. Innes then proceeded to explain what leather was 
and how it was manufactured. His explanation by the 
use of photo-micrographs of the complex fibrous structure 
and the various constituents of ox-hide and other leathers, 
was highly interesting. He described the processes in- 
volved in preventing putrification in the leather so that 
when it dried it would be pliable. Tanning was also a 
matter that came in for a good deal of explanation at the 
hands of Mr. Innes, as did also questions of porosity. 
moisture, etc. 

Mr. Innes said he had heard that Nigerian native leather 
had a good reputation amongst bookbinders, and he would 
be glad to hear the opinion of his hearers upon that matter. 
After a remark that it was Mr. Douglas Cockerill who got 
the Royal Society of Arts to go into the question of leather 
deterioration, Mr. Innes dealt with many of the contribu- 
tory causes of the deterioration of leathers, the chief of 
which, he said, was probably sulphuric acid. 

We hope to report the discussion which followed Mr. 
Innes’ address in the Bookbinding Section of next week's 
issue.

Tram Ticket Printing Boom—New Stamp Issue— 
Serious effect of Tax on Books—Company 
Results—New Registrations 


A MUCH-NEEDED fillip to the printing industry resulted 
from the recent accession of the State Executive Council to 
the Tramway Board's request to introduce I}d. tickets in 
place of the 2d. tickets. Before the change-over, various 
printing firms, as well as the Board's own printing presses, 
were fully occupied in preparing for the concession. At 
least 5 million tickets had to be printed. It was neces- 
sary also to print special check tickets. These had to be 
printed in four series, and deliverv of eight millions had 
to be taken before the arrangements for selling (о the 
public were complete. In addition, the concession involved 
altering various classes of stationery carried by the conduc- 
tors and used in the office. About 3,000 such forms are 
used each day. Several Melbourne printing firms partici- 
pated in the order for tickets, and one, which would have 
closed for a fortnight from Christmas, was able to remain 
open and keep its employees in work. 

* * * 


THE first of a new stamp issue, which was othicially 
promoted by Mr. A. E. Green during his control of the 
Postal Department, made its appearance in preliminary 
form at the end of January. The main purpose is to use 
Australian birds and animals for the designs. The first 
stamp, which was of shilling denomination so that its cir- 
culation would be limited, had the impress of the lyre bird. 
Among other designs are those of the kookaburra on a 
sixpenny stamp, and the platypus on a ninepenny stamp. 
The twopenny, the threepenny, and the five shilling issues 
will contain а sketch of the new Sydney Harbour Bridge. 
This stamp will be available in March. With the excep- 
tion of the lyre bird stamp. which has been approved, the 
new Postmaster-General (Mr. J. E. Fenton) can interfere 
with the other issues if he wishes, since they are only in 
the initiatory stages. 


x * * 


A DEPUTATION representing probably 1,000 libraries, 
learned societies, and universities was recently arranged to 
interview the Prime Minister at an early date, in regard to 
the sales tax and primage duty on books. The taxes, based 
on the calculations of the Customs Department, add 20 per 
cent. to the cost of books and journals. With the high 
exchange rates, books and journals imported from England 
and foreign countries have increased in price by between 
50 per cent. and 78 per cent. in the last 18 months. Private 
individuals have been seriously affected, and the larger lib- 
raries have removed from their subscription lists a great 
proportion of important technical and scientific journals, 
thus seriously reducing the efficiency of those institutions 
at а time when Australia requires up-to-date information 
from all other countries for the development of industry. 

* * * 


AT the annual general meeting of Associated Newspapers, 
Ltd., the full dividend of 7 per cent. on the preference 
shares, for the year ended September 27th last was declared. 
The chairman of directors (Sir Hugh Denison) said that at 
present and for the past six or seven weeks all the com- 
pany's productions were working at a profit. The '' Daily 
Telegraph '' had received increased support from adver- 
tisers, and, owing to the relaxing of some of the conditions 
of the awards under which the staff worked, production 
costs had been reduced to a point where income more than 
balanced expenditure. Costs had also been reduced recently 
by the reduction of £1 per ton in the duty on newsprint. 
Sir Hugh added that he had received advice from overseas 
that the price of newsprint would be reduced by £1 per 
ton in the new year. Regarding accounts Sir Hugh said that 
the position was now more favourable, as the newspapers 
which had earned profits were maintaining their position. 
The report and balance sheet were adopted. 

* * * 


NET profit of £7,114 was recorded bv Truth (New 
Zealand), Ltd., for the year to. September 30th, as cem- 
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pared with £9,467 the previous year. Preference dividend 
of 7 per cent. absorbed £3,500, and ordinary dividend of 
6} per cent. £4,875. These dividends are the same as were 
paid the previous year. As £4,779 was brought forward, 
the company is able to carry forward a credit of £3,518. 
The position of the company is very sound.

Trade with India 


Entitled ‘‘ Conditions and Prospects of United Kingdom 
Trade in India,''— 1930-31 (revised to August, 1931),—a 
report by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India and 
Ceylon, has just been published for the Department of 
Overseas Trade by His Majesty's Stationery Office, price 
3s. 9d. post free. 

The report has some interesting facts to show with regard 
to books and printed matter and stationery (excluding 
paper) imports into India during the past three years. 
With regard to books and printed matter, the total imports 
were in 1928-9 of the value of Rs. 66,27,876, in the fol- 
lowing year Rs. 71,81,903, and in 1930-31 Hs. 60,91,405. 
The figures for the United Kingdom during the three 
periods were Ks. 55,88,000, increasing to Rs. 60,96,000 the 
following year, but decreasing to Ks. 51,51,000 in the last 
period. The 1929-30 U.K. figures represented 84 per cent. 
of the trade; of the remainder the United States had 8 per 
cent. and Germany 2} per cent. United Kingdom publish- 
ing and scholastic supply firms, the report says, are well 
represented and maintain their share of the trade. 

In the class designated stationery (excluding paper), it 
is reported that after a period of steady expansion over 
several years, the total trade receded by over 20 per cent. 
in 1930-31. Of the total of Rs. 1,01, lakhs’ value imported 
in 1928-9 the United Kingdom supphed Rs. 55,10,000, and 
Germany Hs. 26,89,000. The following year the import 
figures were the same for the two countries. During 1930-1 
the total declined, however, to Rs. 81 lakhs, of which th: 
United Kingdom supplied Hs. 43,76,000, and Germany 
Hs. 19,49,000. 

United Kingdom manufacturers have been fortunate. 
says the report, in maintaining their relative position ша 
year of reduced trade. In high-grade stationery, United 
Kingdom goods have a strong hold, but even so United 
States manufacturers, by dint of advertising and canvassing 
by travellers, have created a market for such specialities 
as fountain pens, propelling pencils, etc. United King- 
dom firms who specialise in office stationery and requisites 
are meeting with success largely as a result of opening their 
own branches in the country or of employing regular 
travellers. 

From the appendices which appear after the report we 
learn that printing materials imported during the same 
three periods from the United Kingdom were Rs 26,90,000, 
Rs. 25,71,000, and Rs. 16,99,000. German figures for im- 
ported printing materials during the same three years were 
Rs. 9,10,000, Rs. 10,33,000, and Rs. 5,62,000.

Fudge Boxes 


An invention by Messrs. C. G. Quick and C. B. Digby 
relates to a method whereby in a late-news cylinder a 
locking member movable into and out of locking position 15 
provided for engagement with the usual fudge-box retaining- 
members. A locking-ring 14, Fig. 1, having for each dog 
9 an inwardly projecting lug 15, is adapted so that one end 
face of each lug abuts against a shoulder 16 formed on the 
cylinder 1, and the other end face can be moved by partly 
rotating the locking-ring 14, either to abut against the 
outer faces of the dogs 9 when these are in clamping position, 
or to be clear of the faces of the dogs, which are thus free 
to be moved out of clamping position. The locking-ring 14

is provided with pins 17 which enter a circumferential recess 
formed in the cylinder 1 so that it is positioned axially: 
the ring, which is provided with finger grips 19, is located in 
either position by a spring-pressed ball located in a recess in 
the cylinder, the ball being adapted to enter recesses formed 
in the ring. In a modification the lugs 15, instead of pro- 
jecting inwardly, are formed by cutting away portions of 
the ring itself so that they consist of axial projections from 
the ring which engage ribs extending from the upper surfaces 
of the dogs. Movement of the locking-ring is limited by 
providing in the ring a covered slot into which extends a 
screw from the cylinder. In another modification, shown in 
Fig. 8, the locking-ring is mounted at the end of the 
cylinder, and is formed with arcuate slots 24 through which 
extend large-headed screws 25 which retain the ring in 
position. When. it is desired to lock the dogs, abutments 
26 in the ring 14 are moved into position under the heads 
of screws 27 screwed into one of a pair of rods 28 which 
are under spring action and secured to each dog, while when

it is desired to free the dogs, the cut-away parts of the ring 
are moved into line with the heads of the screws 27. 
Attachments may be provided on the cylinder for the recep- 
tien of seal-printing devices. In all cases the slidably 
mounted dogs are urged under spring action into clamping 
engagement with bevels on the fudge feed-boxes, and 
actuating hand-grips are provided for moving the dogs out 
of clamping position. The cylinder is provided with driving 
feathers for the fudge feed-boxes, and is secured on its 
shaft by set screws.—342,313. ` 


Renewing Inking Rollers 


In this invention the surface of inking-rollers is renewed 
by circulating molten roller composition from a tank over 
the roller while it is rotating, and returning the surplus 


composition draining from the roller directly to the tank. 
The roller composition is contained in a tank 1 and is kept 
molten by a water jacket 1! heated by gas burners 2. 
A pump 3 of the rotary gear type is immersed in the tank 
and is driven from an electric motor 20 to pump the compo- 
sition through pipes 23, 27 and flexible pipe 29 to a nozzle 
30. The roller to be coated is supported in an inclined 
position above the tank with one end of its spindle supported 
on a bracket 21! and the other end in driving engagement 
with a shaft 10 driven by bevel and belt gear from the 
motor 20. The roller is heated by gas jets 32 . . 35 so 
controlled that the intensity of heating decreases from the 
bottom to the top end of the roller. The composition is 
spread over the rotating roller by the nozzle 30, surplus 
composition falling into a drip pan 38 and being returned 
to the tank above a sieve 26. The amount of the compo- 
sition issuing from the nozzle may be varied by adjusting a 
valve 31, the excess supplied bv the pump passing through 
a non-return valve 24а to a pipe 25 leading back to the tank. 
The patent is by the Ideal Roller and Manufacturing Co.— 
342,702. 


Impression Cylinders 


An invention of the Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., and 
Messrs. S. А. Brazier апа Е. W. Warren relates to blankets 
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for impression cylinders which are formed of a base con- 
sisting of one, two, or more layers of fabric impregnated 
with rubber, a thick coating of rubber which acts as a 
resilient pad, and an outer ink-resisting coating of syn- 
thetic resin, or varnish, or of acetyl or nitrocellulose. The 
artificial resins employed may be phenol-formaldehyde con- 
densation products; formaldehyde-urea with suitable 
softeners; or condensation products of glycerol and phthalic 
anhydride. The suitable softeners referred to may be tri- 
phenylphosphate, tricresylphosphate, dibutyl phthalate. 
butyl butyrate, or anthracene, naphthalene, and their 
chlorinated, nitrated and hydrogenated derivatives. The 
acetyl or nitrocellulose may be employed as a substitute 
for the artificial resin, or as an additional layer covering 
the resin. When it is used in place of the resin, cyclo- 
hexanol may be used as a bond between the rubber layer 
and the cellulose composition. The blanket may finally 
be vulcanized. 


Paper Folding Machines 


In a paper-folding machine of the buckling-folder type, 
either or both of the grid members d, c, which constitute 
the folding ket f, are extended to pass between the 
operative rollers b, g so as to form guides for the sheets. 


The end portions of the upper bars d are curved separately 
at k and the ends of the lower member c are shaped to 
conform to the periphery of the roller g. The rollers b, g 
are grooved to receive the bars. The patentees are Messrs. 
Geb. Brehmer and O. Kleinschmit.—349,501. 


Feeding Envelope Blanks 


Under a patent by Mr. A. S. Huckins envelope blanks 1 
are fed to the impression cylinder 2 of a rotary printing 
couple by means of a suction separator 17 mounted on an 


oscillating shaft 11 carried by endplates 12, 13 of the cylin- 
der 2, the nozzle at the end of the separator being moved 
outwardly from the cylinder at each rotation to engage 
the foremost blank of the pile 1, and to separate a blank 
therefrom. The separator 17 is connected by a flexible 
tube 19 to the hollow shaft 5 of the cylinder 2, and the 
shaft 5 is periodically exhausted of air by means of a pump 
4 and an oscillating valve which connects the shaft 5 to 
the pump. The movement of the separator 15 is controlled 
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by means of an arm 14 which is secured to the shaft 11 
parallel to the separator 17, and a fixed cam segment 15 
which acts on the arm 14 and rotates the shaft 11 against 
the action of a spring 16. After the separator 17, which 
is formed with an orifice of oblong shape with the long 
side thereof parallel to the axis of the shaft 5, has seized 
a blank it remains substantially parallel to its original 
position, but is withdrawn into the cylinder 2. It moves 
backwards relatively to the cylinder 2, and the separated 
blank is gripped by an oscillating gripper 26 on a spring- 
controlled shaft geared to an oscillating segment. The pile 
l is retained by a holding device 21, and an oscillating 
picker 22 assists the separation of the blank by moving 
down between the holder 21 and the blank attached to the 
separator 17. After the arm 14 is released from the cam 
15, the parts 14, 17 return to their original position rela- 
tively to the cylinder 2 under spring action. The blanks 
are printed on by a cylinder 29, and are detached from the 
cylinder 2 by a stripper 31 and stacked in a pile 32.— 
351,303.: 


Bookbinding Leathers

Research Association to form a Bookbinding Leather Com- 
mittee met at Stationers' Hall on February 22nd, and elected 
Mr. L..G. Kitcat, of the Master Bookbinders Association, 
chairman, and Dr. С. L. Riddell, director of the P.I.R.A., 
hon. secretary. The meeting of this committee was the 
direct result of the lecture given by Mr. R. Faraday Innes, 
F.I.C., at Stationers' Hall in December, when he took as his 
subject '' Bookbinding Leathers and their Deterioration.” 
The lecture and subsequent discussion aroused great 
interest among the many prominent trade personalities 
present, and the P.L. R.A. undertook to set up a representa- 
tive committee. The objects are to collect and co-ordinate 
all the available data on the rotting of leather, which will 
then form the basis for scientific investigation and research.

Annual Dinner 


Nearly three hundred were present at the Printing Trades 
Alliance annual dinner at Cannon Street Hotel on Saturday. 
The chairman was Mr. L. R. Tucker, who was accompanied 
by Mrs. Tucker, and the chief guest was the Rt. Hon. J. H. 
Whitley, P.C., others present including Mrs. Whitley, Mr. 
Guy Harrison (president of the L.M.P.A.), Mr. T. F. 
Howard, L.C.C., M.P., and Mrs. Howard, and Mr. Walter 
W. Cant, secretary and organiser. 


Presentation to Mr. H. B. Cahusac 


A happy feature of the gathering was that an illuminated 
address was presented to Mr. H. Basil Cahusac on behalf of 
the members of the Printing Trades Alliance, in recognition 
of his work in connection with the formation of the 
Alliance. The presentation speech was made by Mr. C. Н. 
Langley, who drew attention to the courage and tenacity of 
Mr. Cahusac at that time, in face of the strong opposition 
to the Alliance put up by those not in sympathy. 

Mr. Cahusac in his reply thanked the members for their 
kindness, and pointed out that although he had not taken 
an active part on the committee for some time, he was still 
very interested in the growth of the Alliance. 


Peace in Industry 


Mr. P. Rose proposed the toast of ** The Printing Trades 
Alliance and Industrial Peace." He said that probably 
never during the industrial history of our country had the 
minds of men and women been more attuned to thoughts ot 
peace than to-day. The economic blizzard had brought 
forth co-operation, which was the natural relation between 
master and man. He believed that public opinion would in 
time demand that the leaders of both sides in industry 
should get together and settle their differences without 
disturbance of the means of livelihood. This was the ideal 
for which the Printing Trades Alliance had been working 
for fourteen years, and not without success. He proceeded 
to pay a tribute to services which their honoured guest, 
Mr. Whitley, had rendered to peace in industry. He also 
referred to the difficulties and opposition encountered by 
the Alliance, and closed by appealing to employers and 
emploved to show mutual consideration and co-operation. 

The toast '' The Visitors '" was proposed bv Mr. L. 
Richards, and responded to by Mr. Whitley. 


Mr. Whitley on Co-operation 


In the course of his speech Mr. Whitley said that the 
various types of people in an industry ought to meet to- 
igether at intervals in times of peace. It was the constructive 
side of the Whitley councils that alone would justify their 
permanent existence. 

'* We have learned,” he proceeded, ‘‘ that the nation 
cannot live alone, and surely it is true with regard to 
industries within the country that one industry cannot live 
or prosper alone and you in your printing trades industry 
have a great contribution to make to the national service.'' 

Each industry, he said, when considering the founding 
of organisations for avoiding contests between employers 
and employed, should build the structure most suited to its 
particular needs. In the printing industry they had the 
Printing Trades Alliance and the Joint Industrial Council of 
the Printing Industry, both animated by the principles of 
the round table, free argument, consideration, and good 
will, instead of by threats of strikes and lock-outs. The 
printing and pottery industries were in the forefront in the 
forming of such councils. 

Mr. F. J. Holroyde proposed the toast ‘‘ The Chairman,” 
and in responding, Mr. Tucker pointed out that it would be 
impossible to deal with the many complicated questions 
which arise in such a union as the Aliance without the 
great assistance he had received from his fellow committee- 
men, and particularly from Mr. Walter Cant, the secretary 
and organiser of the Alliance.

WoMEN’s DaIty NEWSPAPER.—It is expected that the 
long-anticipated new daily newspaper to be entitled the 
'* Call '' will shortly make its appearance. It will be owned 
entirely by women, though men will participate in the 
production of it. The founder and chairman is Mrs. 
Annie Colles. A prospectus is being published to increase 
the number of shareholders holding from £1 to £200 worth 
of shares. Described as a '' non-party,’’ up-to-date daily 
newspaper,” its shareholders will all be women over sixteen 
years of age. 


FoR omitting their imprint from a pamphlet printed by 
them, Messrs. Walter Ley, Ltd., printers, Fulford Road, 
York, were fined £1 at the York City Police Court last 
week. For Messrs. Ley it was stated that steps would be 
taken to see that the omission was not repeated in future. 


PRINTING MACHINERY ON HIRE PurRCHASE.—In the Shore- 
ditch County Court, on Friday, before Judge Dumas, Louis 
larnbolsk, of Paper House, Hanbury Street, Spitalfields, 
E., a paper merchant, sued Israel Doransky, of 24, St. 
Thomas's Road, Gore Road, South Hackney, N.E., to re- 
cover possession of one S.H. Peerless Folding Machine and 
three chases, three cases of type, about 60 or 70 lbs., and 
one rack for the type, or their value £18, the goods being 
supplied on the hire purchase system. The plaintiff said 
the defendant had broken two terms of the agreement: he 
had defaulted, in that he had paid nothing since June of 
last year, and he had also removed the goods from the 
address in the agreement without giving notice. Judge 
Dumas made an order for the specific return of the goods in 
seven days, or their value £18. 


ADVERTISING CONVENTION.—It having been decided that 
the annual convention of the Advertising Association shall 
take place at Liverpool from June 11th to 15th, this date 
clashes with that of the British Federation of Master 
Printers annual congress at Llandudno. It is therefore im. 
possible for the Federation to arrange a sectional meeting, 
as it has done in previous years. However, endeavours are 
being made to arrange for a limited number of members 
to proceed to Liverpool from Llandudno on the Wednesday, 
and so take part in the closing hours of the convention.

Mr. J. H. Quinn (president) occupied the chair, and was 
supported by an exceptionally large number of members 
and friends, among whom were Mr. Brett of Linotype and 
Machinery, Limited, and Messrs. Wigg and Worth of the 
Monotype Corporation, Limited. In opening the proceed- 
ings Mr. Quinn extended a cordial welcome to these gentle. 
men and other visitors. 


Monotype and Linotype 


Mr. A. Spring introduced the subject of the Monotype 
installation and gave an admirable survey of its capabilities. 
He was followed by Mr. Laurence Mead, who dealt in an 
equally lucid manner with the possibilities of the Linotype 
machine. 

At the conclusion of these introductory addresses the 
meeting was thrown open for discussion and a very lively 
hour followed. 

Mr. J. D. Wise set the ball rolling bv giving his ex- 
perience of the Intertype machine, and was followed 
by Messrs. H. V. Wiles, E. J. Pegg, E. A. Spring, C. H. 
Robottom, T. D. Hawkins, W. J. Boyle, J. A. Baker and 
G. Rangecroft, each of whom contributed items of interest. 

Many questions were asked, and were adequately dealt 
with bv Messrs. Brett and Wigg when they responded to 
the chairman's invitation to address the meeting. 


Differing Requirements 


Mr. R. B. Simnett rounded off the discussion by remind- 
ing the members that it was not altogether a question of 
competition between the two methods of mechanical] com- 
position, each being supreme in its own field. The question 
the printer had to decide was which of the two was best 
adapted to the class of work he had to produce, and he 
thought that experience alone could settle that point. 

А vote of thanks to Messrs. Spring and Mead was pro- 
posed by Mr. С. Н. Robottom and seconded bv Mr. 
Fred. A. Chivers (hon. secretary), and both gentlemen 
briefly responded. 

The chairman thanked Messrs. Brett and Wigg for the 
happy manner in which they had contributed to the use- 
fulness of the discussion. 

The chairman concluded the proceedings with an 
announcement that the annual meeting of the Association 
would be held on Tuesday, April 5th, when he hoped there 
would be a large attendance.

ABERDEEN 


WE announce with regret the sudden death last week of 
Mr. Wm. Taylor, of Messrs. Taylor and Henderson, litho- 
graphers and printers, Aberdeen. Carrying on a high-class 
business, the house of Messrs. Taylor and Henderson, known 
as the Adelphi Press, was established in 1858, an uncle of 
Mr. Wm. Taylor having been the original member of the 
family in the firm. Mr. Henderson died many years ago, 
and a joint partner, Mr. Walter Taylor, died suddenly in 
1920. The firm is noted for its high-class artistic work, 
especially colour printing and the production of illuminated 
addresses of chaste and beautiful design. They were litho- 
graphers and printers by appointment to the late Queen 
Victoria, King Edward VII, and to the present King and 
Queen.

THE third annual Welsh Book Festival was open at the 
City Hall, Cardiff, from St. David's Day, March Ist, for a 
week. This year's exhibition was devoted to illustrating 
the social and economic life of Wales in the past, and the 
several cases of manuscripts, pictures, maps, and books 
were arranged in industries, such as agriculture, woollen 
manufacture, iron mining, etc.; transport and intercourse

The company 
confined its activities to the publication and sale to owners 
and breeders of a book containing a record of the pedigree 
and progeny of selected mares and their performances, 
entitled “А Thoroughbred Mares Record.” In June, 
1930, Messrs. Weatherley and Sons, who had published 
for more than a century a racing book known as “ General 
Stud Book," instituted proceedings against the company 
for infringement of copyright. In November, 1931, they 
obtained an order, with costs, against the company 
restrdining them from publishing “ The Thoroughbred 
Mares Record," the taxed costs of £490 were not paid and 
these winding-up proceedings were instituted. The 
failure of the company was attributed by Mr. Sharp to the 
Weatherley action. In the absence of a quorum, the 
meetings were formally adjourned for a week. 


Re AMERICAN INFORMATION BUREAU (SALES AGENCY)

Miss Turnbull, who acted as editor, states that 
the company's business consisted of the publication of 
“ The Key to London” and the conduct of an information 
bureau for the benefit of visitors from the United States, 
the company's revenue being derived from advertisements 
inserted by traders and others in the magazine. It appears 
that the first issue of “ The Key to London” published by 
this company was in August, 1929, and at a board meeting 
held on August 16th, 1929, a quotation for the printing of 
the publication was accepted, and publication was con- 
tinued monthly until December, 1929, when the printers 
were not prepared to continue unless they were paid a 
substantial amount on account of their claim. The com- 
pany was not in a position to pay the amount required, 
and consequently no further issues appeared until April, 
1930, when arrangements were made with another com- 
pany, which printed the April, May and June issues. As 
the company was neither able to pay the account due in 
respect to this printing, nor to make fresh arrangements 
for the printing of future issues, no further copies of the 
publication appeared. The failure of the company is 
attributed to lack of working capital and to the fact that

profitable time. The nose 
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of the ordinary printer is set so near to the grindstone 
that the outlook is cramped. Не cannot share in 
the uplifting of the art or in the development of 
industry. As much as he can do is to keep his own 
business on the right side; for the help he receives in 
business building is of the sort that has to be watched. 
To a great extent the old-fashioned idea of loval 
co-operation went with the passing of the all-round 
craftsman, and it is scarcely too much to say that 
nowadays the master printer often succeeds despite, 
rather than with the help of, those who make a 
living with him. Nevertheless, there are loyal 
servants with every house—more or fewer according 
to the calibre of the management; and herein lies the 
future of the industry. The greatest asset to the 
master printer, the one big satisfaction to the 
founder of an establishment, is the loyal servant. It 
is worth while driving this home in these days, when 
loyalty to the firm one works for has fallen to a 
discount. Later, there may come the time when the 
only loyalty known will be that manifested toward 
the source of workless maintenance. It will be a day 
of resurrection of the spirit of loyal co-operation, 
when we reach the happy era of communal respon- 
sibility of employers and employed in the matter of 
the unemployed craftsman.

Training Apprentices 

FURTHER re the suggestion that a standardised 
series of Test Questions should be arranged for 
general use in the industry in regard to apprentices 
and their selection, we are hearing some favourable 
expressions of opinion. It is coming to be realised 
everywhere that there is scarcely an industry with 
better opportunities than printing. A far better type 
of youth is being attracted, and it is within the power 
of master printers to establish the industry on a vastly 
higher plane of education. By the steady introduc- 
tion of a better class of intelligence, the future status 
of the industry will be made to rank on a level more 
commensurate with the inherent dignity of printing. 
Every master printer has the opportunity to do his 
share toward this aim by selecting apprentices 
according to their educational fitness and intellectual 
standard. Far better an educated youth of sixteen 
selected after test, five years’ apprenticeship, and an 
ultimate craftsman of ability, rather than the cheaper 
years of a boy of fourteen selected as a personal 
favour, with no qualification for the job and no assur- 
ance of benefiting from his training.

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Paper Troubíes on Rotary Presses 
By Philip H. Prior, B.Sc., АЛС.” 


The subject of this paper lies on the borderland between 
the two industries of printing and paper-making, and, there- 
lore, the speaker has many pitfalls to avoid in speaking 
from the paper-making side (being a paper-mill chemist) 
to an audience of printers. The most helpful line of 
approach seems to me to be to give you some idea of the 
underlying factors in the making of paper so that уоп 
mav be able to understand some of the causes of troubles 
which come about on the printing press. To do this is to 
risk telling you what you may already know of paper- 
making and yet, as far as my experience goes, a review 
of the subject perhaps from a little different angle, will not 
be wasted. The foundations of many troubles lie in the very 
nature of the raw materials used and the particular and 
complicated process they go through in the mill. I think 
you will agree as well that many troubles are magnified or 
distorted by the gap between the paper mill and press room 
which is so often bridged by correspondence, clerical staffs 
and agents, none of whose jobs is it to know in detail the 
practical side of either industry. 


The Basic Materials 


Paper is made from a variety of vegetable fibres, each 
conferring distinct properties on the finished sheet—for ex- 
ample, the long and twisted nature о! cotton rag fibres 
giving a strong and bulky paper. Typical fibres are linen, 
cotton, bamboo, straw, esparto grass and several kinds of 
wood. However, in considering rotary presses we аге 
limited to papers made from raw materials cheaply obtain- 
able on a large scale. At the present time in the vast 
majority of cases this means wood. Not all woods are suit- 
able, owing to the shortness of fibre, difficulty of pulping, 
or in the case of pine the high resin content. The one 
source of wood supply which stands pre-eminent is spruce 


ün Canada this is supplemented by various other conifers. 


such as balsam). 

In the tree the fibres, whose walls are made of cellulose 
which is the basic paper-making substance, lie packed 
closely together and cemented and surrounded by lignin 
and other non-fibrous materials which do not assist in paper- 
making. The cellulose constitutes some 50 per cent. of the 
original wood. 


Making the Pulp 


Two methods are adopted to break down the wood into 
separate fibres ready to be made into paper. The first is 
to press the logs against a revolving sandstone which is 
kept wet with plenty of water. The fibres obtained are 
known as ground wood, or mechanical wood, and are short, 
stiff and splintery, and very variable in size. These pro- 
perties result in a somewhat lower strength, and, in addi- 
tion, the presence of non-fibrous impurities leads to a low 
colour and deterioration on keeping. However, this tvpe 
of fibre is cheap and forms the bulk of the raw material 
used for rotary press papers and at the same time has 
certain very good printing properties. 

The second method of preparing paper-making fibres from 
spruce is to boil the wood in the form of chips with chemical 
liquor (calcium bisulphite) which dissolves the encrusting 
materials, leaving the comparatively pure cellulose fibres. 
The pulp formed is known as sulphite or chemical wood. 
The fibres are longer and much more pliable than mechanical 
wood. They are ribbon-like and thus lie flatter, giving a 
thinner sheet, and the colour is considerably brighter; this 
colour can be still further improved, with corresponding 
cost, bv bleaching. At the same time sulphite fibres are 
much more transparent. In practice, a mixture of sulphite 
and mechanical is used, ranging from, say, 20 per cent. sul- 
phite to 100 per cent. As the percentage of sulphite in- 
creases, the paper becomes more expensive, brighter in 
colour, harder and less bulky, more transparent and 
stronger, І 

Loadings апа Sizings 

Another ingredient is loading material, usually china clay. 

The quantities used vary, and certain limits are imposed 


by the fact that china clay has no strength-giving properties, 
although it improves colour, and in large quantities closes 
up the spaces between fibres. The average quantity on 
rotary paper, say 15 per cent., cannot under the microscope 
be seen to close up the spaces appreciably. Iam still very 
much in doubt about the printing properties of clay in 
small percentages. [t is, however, cheaper than fibre. 

Then you will know that paper is sized. On these cheaper 
papers rosin size 1s added to the pulp, and the action 
completed by the addition of alum. What actually happens 
is a mystery over which paper chemists quarrel at great 
length. The more important point appears to be the effect 
of sizing on printing, how 1t affects receptivity, set-off, 
strike-through, and other troubles. The effect of sizing from 
a paper-maker's point of view is to make the paper less 
water absorbent; in addition, some increased strength and 
handle may be incorporated and perhaps the fibres held 
down to the surface. When a paper-maker is asked for a 
sized paper, he tests it first by means of his tongue; and if 
a little greater accuracy is needed, the chemist uses various 
concoctions showing the rate of penetration of water. The 
printer, however, is not interested in water but in oils in 
his inks, and I think sizing has to be thought out afresh 
from this point of view. I should like to ask you as 
printers to state what properties of resistance to printing 
ink oils you require. 1 am told that in some cases the 
oil goes in too slowly, causing set-off; in others it tends to 
go right through. The only facts I have are that in the 
case of a normal rotary press and paper, on actual test. 
the quantity of rosin size used made not the slightest dit- 
ference to the working of the ink. One explanation may 
be that the quantitv of rosin is very small, and it is soluble 
in rosin oil used in lower-grade inks. 


Modifying Factors 


Some modification of the raw materials takes place in 
the beaters and refiners. One modification is the cutting of 
the longer fibres; this makes the sheet closer and more even 
but weaker. The other is another mystery known as 
'" hydration." l can give you no better picture of this 
process than that the fibres have a slightly gelatinous char- 
acter which is increased by beating; the fibres beaten in this 
way will stick together when dried and make a stronger 
and harder sheet; it will at the same time be more trans- 
parent and less bulky. The gelatinous material closes up 
the pores in the paper to a far greater degree than any clay 
or rosin size, and makes the sheet very resistant to pene- 
tration by oil. Owing presumably to the impurities present. 
mechanical fibres do not beat in this way so that it is left 
to the quantity and degree of beating of the sulphite to 
determine the character of the paper. Rotary papers have 
intermediate qualities between an unbeaten (from the gela- 
tinous point of view) blotting and hard transparent bond. 

I want to emphasise the extraordinary mixture that goes 
into a sheet of paper, long fibres, short fibres, flat ribbony 
ones, very fine debris called '' flour," gelatinous ones, 
splintery ones, clay and size. 


Making the Sheet 


lhis lot is mixed up with large quantities of water, and 
flows on to the '' wire '' screen of the paper machine. You 
are told that the water runs out leaving the fibres behind 
as a sheet of paper. Ht is really a complicated process. As 
the sheet begins to form, all the short fibres and clay run 
through, leaving the long fibres. These gradually close up 
the spaces and begin to catch the fine fibres and finally 
the clay. 

In addition, there is ап inevitable tendency to run off 
the wires into the holes in the gauze, giving the familiar 
“ wire mark." This mark is caused in two ways—in one 
of which there is actually less fibre in the marks, and in the 
other there is an irregularity in the under-surface. Most 
actual cases are а compromise, but in some cases there are 
definite clear-cut hollows which no amount of pressing,

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finishing or impression on the press can even out. One 
of the best ways of seeing the nature of wire mark, or the 
surface in general, is to use a glancing light which shows 
up the hollows in the same way as the headlamps of a car 
show the bumps in a road. If this is coupled with the 
use of a binocular microscope of low power, the idea one 
gets of the paper surface and any print is most illuminating. 


Two Sides of Sheets 


A sheet of paper can be split by pasting a piece of muslin 
on to each side and then, when sufficiently dry, pulling 
them apart. With care, the top of the sheet will be on 
one piece and the bottom on the other. If the leading, 
for example, be measured it will be found that with paper 
containing a total of 15 per cent., 2 per cent. may be 
found at the bottom and 13 per cent. at the top, and in 
the same way the fine fibres are at the top and the coarse 
at the bottom. You will see, then, that the difference is 
due to the method of making the sheet, and not just an 
irregular surface caused by the roughness of the wire. The 
paper-maker can minimise the underside difference by atten- 
tion to his stock and paper-making, but at the same time it 
it quite possible that some other character required in the 
sheet prevents his making all the alterations necessary. 

After making the paper it is pressed, dried and calendered. 
In drying, the gelatinised fibres shrink, so that, if this 
happens too quickly, strains are set up and the fibres pull 
apart instead of sticking together. This is often the cause 
of loose surface and fluff. The majority of rotary press 
papers are calendered between polished steel and compressed 
cotton rolls. Before calendering, the paper is damped, and 
a '' skin '' effect appears to be produced by further '' gela- 
tinisation ’’ of fibres under the influence of pressure and 
moisture. This ''skin ” is resistant to oil and is often 
the cause of complaint, as it leads to set-off and dirty 
working. This is particularly the case with rotary presses 
and fairly thin ink. 


The Question of Surface 


Paper-makers have rather been under the impression that 
a highly polished surface is good for printing purposes, 
as it would reproduce more detail. The evidence seems 
to be, however, that a smooth, even surface will give better 
results under rotary press conditions than a high polish. 
This view is new to many paper-makers, and perhaps the 
printers have not always expressed their needs quite clearly. 
In addition to the glaze, the calenders tend to make the 
sheet thinner and more transparent. and there is no doubt 
at all that the effect of auite a little glazing is far greater 
than any amount of size when it comes to oil resistance. 


At this stage we see the finished sheet of paper—not just 
a layer of fibre. but having a definite structure, varying 
from top to bottom and also in two directions, with an 
amazing variety of constituent fibres. There are also two 
more components to mention; one is air and the other 
moisture. About the air I cannot say much, but the mois 
ture merits a little consideration. 


Moisture and Electricity 


Paper fibres when exposed freely to the air take up a 
quantity of moisture. This quantity depends on the dryness 
(relative humidity) of the air, and not on the temperature, 
although heating may ''dry ” the air. This quantity of 
moisture mav vary from 6 to 15 per cent., and as it varies 
the paper will change in size and weight. Manufacturing 
conditions in the paper mill tend to favour a moisture 
slightly below the normal, but the moisture is there as a 
definite constituent of the paper, and having an important 
bearing, I believe, on its operation on the press, on the 
receptivity to ink and static electricity troubles as well, 
quite apart from registration difficulties. There is no evi- 
dence that moisture will change in a reel through being 
stored; the paper is too tightly wound for air to affect it.

Lecture on "Paper Troubles” 


Large Attendance at Stationers’ Hall 


The sixth and last of the series of lectures for printers 
given at Stationers’ Hall this season took place on 
Friday. The subject of the lecture '' Paper Troubles on 
Rotary Presses," was one of interest to printers and paper- 
makers ahke, and it attracted a large audience including 
consulting engineers, printing managers and overseers, and 
technical instructors. The lecturer was Mr. Philip Н. 
Prior, B.Sc., A.I.C., research chemist to Messrs Albert E. 
Reed and Co., paper manufacturers. Mr. George A. Isaacs, 
general secretary of the National Society of Operative 
Printers and Assistants, was a very able chairman, and he 
was supported by Mr. H. Wilson Howes, secretary of the 
Printing Machine Managers’ Trade Society, and Mr. J. R. 
Riddell, principal of the London School of Printing. 

Mr. Isaacs introduced the lecturer in humorous vein. 
He thought, he said, that papermakers and press manufac- 
turers had done a great deal towards minimising the fre- 
quency of paper breaks on rotary presses. To-night they 
would hear what the papermaker had done. They were 
going to have held up to them the ideal of going to work 
on Sunday evening and working through the week and 
the week after without a break. (Laughter.) 

In opening, Mr. Prior said he would probably have to 
tell them that there were certain breaks which were quite 
unavoidable and would always occur. Не expressed his 
thanks to the directors of his firm for allowing him to give 
the lecture, and to those printers and papermakers who had 
helped him towards an understanding of their (the printers’) 
trades. 

Mr. Prior's lecture is being reported in full in this journal, 
and the first part will be found on other pages of this 
number. 

The chairman, in opening the meeting for discussion, said 
the lecture showed to them the value of research. He 
thought it would be of interest to many that the printing 
industry now had its own research council, which was be- 
ginning to do for printers exactly what research had done 
for papermakers. 

Mr. Isaacs mentioned what he knew used to be a common 
practice, that of wetting the edge of the roll. Was it 
of any advantage? 

Mr. Prior said it was in cases where, owing to drving, 
perhaps, at the centre, the paper had got tight and was 
liable to split. It was definitely a cure in dry atmosphere. 


Static Electricity 


Mr. J. А. Potts, of the Argus Press, asked how the lecturer 
accounted for very strong static electricity in one roll, 
causing sheets to cling to one another, and the next roll 
being in all probability free from static. 

The lecturer said he had tried to make it clear when he 
said that static electricity was not produced in the mill, 
ihat he did not mean to blame the printer or the printing 
press. It would be due in that case to the amount of mois- 
ture in the paper as it came from the mill. If they had 
a reel going on the press, which contained the correct 
amount of water, it produced friction, causing static elec- 
tricity. 

Mr. Potts said that among several rolls they would get 
one which would run off perfectly. The next one would 
probably be impossible to reel without doing something to 
prevent creasing. One side of the roll would be tight, the 
other slack. Оп a Unit press, he said, it was practically 
impossible to get rid of the crease. 

Answering, the lecturer said that he had tried to tell 
them enough to enable them to track down the cause, so 
that it could be cured quickly. There were various things 
to look out for. It might be due to misadjustment of the 
roll, to moisture, or it might be due to stretch in the centre 
of the paper. In any case, where it was glazed more the 
paper would be thinner. In that case it might be due to 
the sheet being slightlv lighter in one part than another. 

The ensuing discussion centred mainly round static elec- 
tricity, Mr. J. W. Appleby (London School of Printing) 
asking why in letterpress printing they had so much trouble 
with static. The lecturer said that in letterpress printing 
static was caused by friction. Не had a suspicion, which 


. жаз not proved, that the friction that caused the trouble 
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was the shearing of the oil film between. the type face and 
the paper. To prevent it, one thing was to keep conditions 
as moist as possible—the air and the paper itself. He 
also mentioned the apparatus known as the '' neutraliser."' 

Mr. A. E. Marsden (Lamson Paragon) asked, if static was 
caused by friction, what happened to the static caused by 
friction on the paper machine. 

Mr. Prior said that if they got a pile of sheets sticking 
together one day, they should try them the following dav. 
They would then find no static electricity present; it leaked 
away. It depended upon moisture, etc., as to how fast it 
did leak away. He had not yet come across a case where 
static persisted from the paper mill to the press room. 

Mr. T. A. Worsdell (Hazell, Watson and Viney) thought 
it was rather like the ordinary condenser used in wireless. 
One sheet was positive, and one negative, separated by a 
thin film of air. When the static had had time to neutralise 
itself the pile would go back to normal. 


Paper Breaks 

Mr. Potts said a few words about the chief cause of paper 
breaks. Their chief troubles on newspaper rotaries, he said, 
were bad joins or flaws in the paper, and also reels badly 
wound and hair lines on the paper. 

Mr. Prior said the same argument could be applied to 
any manufactured article. To get a thing perfect was not 
possible. That was why he suggested that the valuable 
thing to the printer and papermaker was to know the fre- 
мш with which those things occurred. It would be of 
the greatest help if papermakers could see in the press room 
the effect of one break caused by a bad join, and for printers 
to see paper mill conditions. 

Mr. Potts asked if the lecturer thought the quality of 
newsprint had deteriorated in the last five years. 

The average quality of newsprint had improved, if any- 
thing, said Mr. Prior. 

Mr. J. Adamson asked what benefit china clay was in 
newsprint, and the lecturer said it was a current thing 
to put it in. Some people said it gave better printing quali- 
ties. American newspapers did not have china clay in 
them, and their printing was pretty bad. (Laughter.) He 
did not know whether that was due to the absence of clav. 
Others participating in the discussion were Mr. R. B. Harlev 
and Mr. A. G. Bates. 


Thanks to Lecturer 


Mr. Н. Wilson Howes proposed the vote 
an old printing machine manager, he said, he knew that 
electricity in paper was nothing new. Long before elec- 
tricity and the telephone came into existence it was known 
in paper. (Laughter.) Mr. W. G. James, of '' The Times,” 
seconded the vote, and it was accorded very heartily. 

Mr. Prior. in a brief response, referred to the slight feeling 
ef antagonism that existed between printers and paper- 
makers. They must each recognise, he said, that the other 
side were men of goodwill, and they must concentrate on 
something outside the man. namely, on the mechanical 
facts behind printing and papermaking. Mr. Prior also 
thanked Mr. Isaacs for his services in the chair. 

Mr. Prior afterwards demonstrated the paper testing 
machines mentioned in his paper, explaining their working 
and the advantages appertaining to their use.

Mr. Cecil Whiteley, K.C., the chairman, said that he 
would postpone sentence until Thursday, March 17th, so 
that the question of restitution might be considered. — '' J 
want it to be clearly understood,’’ he said, '' that there 
must be a term of imprisonment.’’ 


Whittle to Go to Prison 


Betting Coupons Prosecution 


At Barnsley last Thursday Arthur Taylor, Charles Hat- 
held Taylor and Albert Edward Taylor, trading as Albert 
Taylor and Sons, printers, of Wombwell, and Colin Wood- 
head, commission agent, of Wombwell, were prosecuted for 
publishing coupons relating to a ready-money football 
betting business. 

Chief Constable Butler stated that on the coupons, which 
bore the name of both the printers and the publisher, were 
the words '' Credit betting only—no money taken.” In 
connection with the case a man had been convicted of street 
betting, and it was alleged that he was seen to accept 
money as well as coupons. 

Mr. С. J. Frankland, barrister, who appeared for Weod- 
head, argued that it did not follow Woodhead's business 
was a ready-money betting business because his agent had 
been convicted of street betting if the agent had used a 
coupon unlawfully. 

It was submitted that neither 
printers had a case to answer. 

The magistrates, however, decided otherwise, and ordered 
each of the four defendants to pay a fine of £5. They 
agreed to state a case.

Bradford and Municipal Printing 


The special sub-committee of the Bradford Corporation 
Stationery Committee set up recently to consider the ad- 
visabilitv of the establishment of a municipal printing 
plant has concluded its investigations, and will recommend 
that the project be abandoned. Their report states that 
in their opinion, in view of the comparatively small amoun 
of printing required by the Bradford City Council, and the 
prices paid to local printers, a municipal printing works 1s 
not advisable. The recommendation will be placed before 
the April mecting of the City Council. 

A report on the question, prepared by two printing trade 
experts, was considered by the Stationery Sub-Committee 
several weeks ago, but certain members of the Committee 
raised an objection because of the anonymity of the experts 
and asked for an opportunity to question them. 

Since then these experts have appeared before the Com- 
mittee and have been questioned by members who have a 
special knowledge of the printing trade. 

The chairman of the Committee expresses the opinion 
that the City Council will accept the recommendation of 
the sub-committee and so end а = long-drawn-out contro-

Supervision of the Bindery 


By FRANK 


S. HAYES 


(Hon. Technical Representative, Binders’ Overseers Association) 


It will be generally admitted to-day that the foreman 
or overseer holds what 15 often a trying and difficult 
position, he stands somewhere between the employer 
and the man at the bench or machine—or as some 
would put it between the devil and the deep sea. It 
needs all the ability, experience—and oft-times courage 
—possible, to reconcile these two interests, in fact it 
is possible to do so only when he enjoys the full and 
unswerving faith and loyalty of the employer. 

In referring to the two interests, I deliberately and 
advisedly did not say “ opposing,” and it seems to me 
that here is the keystone to the success of an overseer: 
he must work towards a recognition on both sides that 
their interests are mutual. 

He must hold the respect of those in his charge by 
virtue of the fact that they know he knows, and they 
know that he is strong. If he can win their regard 
because they know he is also a good fellow, all the 
better. He must be just, slow to anger and plenteous 


in mercy, must not be afraid to praise a job well done, 
and must not complain for the sake of taking a man 
down, but to ensure that the error is seen and under- 
stood and shall not be repeated. He should have a 
wide and practical knowledge of the work in hand, 
and have the mentality to tackle not only the usual 
job but also the unusual, and to give instruction on it 
and guide it through the works: 


He must appreciate the “ Guv'nor's" difficulties, 
also the workman's hopes and ambitions. He should 
have a knowledge of all the latest methods and 
machinery as they affect his department. Не should 


know what a job is worth in time and material; that 
is, he should be a good estimator and a fair judge of 
the finished job. 

In fact, to be anything approaching successful, an 
overseer must embody the first syllables of my title 
“ Super," and be blessed with that superior percipiency 
which the word supervision suggests. 


Deterioration of Bookbinding Leathers 


New Committee and Its Work 


As briefly announced in our last issue, the newly 
formed Bookbinding Leather Committee held its first 
meeting on Monday, February 22nd, at Stationers’ 
Hall, when Mr. L. G. Kitcat (of the Master Book- 
binders Association) was elected chairman, and Dr. 
G. L. Riddell (director of the Printing Industry Re- 
search Association) hon. secretary. Although a com- 
mittee of investigation was set up by the Royal 
Society of Arts in 1901, and desultory research has been 
done since, the deterioration of leather is a 
difficulty with which leather manufacturers, book- 
binders, and librarians still have to contend. For the 
past three or four years the British Leather Manu- 
facturers’ Research Association has been investigating 
the problem, through Mr. R. Faraday Innes, F.I.C., 
whose lecture at Stationers’ Hall in December last on 
this subject has led to the formation of the committee. 


Problem of Great Interest 


It was obvious from Mr. Innes’ lecture that the prob- 
lem was one of the greatest interest to those 
industries and professions which are responsible for 
the manufacture and keeping of leather-bound books. 
The Printing Industry Research Association, there- 
fore, undertook to set up a representative committee 
composed of leather manufacturers, bookbinders, 
librarians, and scientists, with the following terms of 
reference :— 

“That the bookbinding industry should co-operate 
through the media of the British Leather Manufac- 
turers’ Research Association and the Printing 
Industry Research Association with the leather trade 
and with librarians with the objects of discovering the 


causes of the decay of bookbinding leathers, of deter- 
mining methods for the production of durable leathers, 
and of indicating the most suitable treatment which 
they should subsequently receive in order that their 
durability may be maintained.” 


Personnel of the Committee 


The constitution of the Committee is as follows: 
Bookbinders—Messrs. L. G. Kitcat, T. Harrison, F. S. 
Hayes, E. Judd, and E. Zaehnsdorf; British Leather 
Manufacturers’ Research  Association—Mr. R. F. 
Innes and Miss D. J. Lloyd; Leather Manufacturers— 
Mr. W. D. Brown, Mr. F. Richardson, and a represen- 
tative of Messrs. Russell; Librarians—Messrs. F. W. 
Clifford, C. I. Hutchins, H. Jenkinson, and H. A. 
Kelham; and the Printing Industry Research Associa- 
tion—Dr. G. L. Riddell. 


Sub-Committees’ Work 


At the meeting on February 22nd it was decided 
that the Committee's work of obtaining геһаЫе in- 
formation concerning the decay of bookbinding 
leathers would best be effected by setting up three sub- 
committees, representative of the bookbinders, 
librarians, and leather manufacturers respectively. 
These sub-committees will meet independently, and 
their duty will be to examine the question of the 
deterioration of leather from their own particular 
aspect, and to collect reliable data which can be placed 
before the general committee for their consideration. 

In this way it is anticipated that a full review of the 
influences causing the rotting of leather will be 
obtained, and the exchange of information between the 


——— 


various interested parties represented on the Commit- 
tee, will form the basis for scientific investigation and 
research. Mr. R. F. Innes and the hon. secretary will 
be members of all three sub-committees, and they will 
be responsible for co-ordinating the work of the 
various sections. | 


Best Leathers for Binders 


Mr. Hayes Answers a Question 


From the recent lecture by Mr. R. Faraday Innes 
mentioned above, a further point arises. Mr. Frank 
S. Hayes writes to us recalling that on the occasion of 
the lecture he asked Mr. Innes to say which, in his 
opinion, of the binding leathers procurable to-day 
were the most suitable, durable and approached 
nearest to the ideal. Mr. Innes suggested that Mr. 
Hayes as a binder could better answer that question 
himself. Accordingly, while the matter is under dis- 
cussion and fresh in mind, Mr. Hayes writes :— 

“I think some attempt might be made to give a 
helpful answer to those who would appreciate 
guidance. So I would say that undoubtedly the best 
skin generally for the binder is that of the goat. But 
(1) Alum-Dressed Pigskin is most durable, is splen- 
didly good looking and can be toned and polished, and 
I therefore give it first place, followed in order of 
merit by—all goat-skins—(2) Real Natural Niger Goat; 
(3) Oasis Morocco (acid-free); (4) Levant Cape Goat; 
(5) Hard-Grained Morocco; (6) Best English Calf. 

"I think mention should be made here of a new 
leather, ‘Hermitage Calf, which is being produced 
entirely without the use of injurious acids. It has the 
surface, bloom, feel and (it is claimed, I believe) the 
durability of the calf of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, of which there are many examples in bind- 
ings still in excellent condition. I believe thc best 
calf of that period was from thc animal of about a 
year old, and was therefore, no doubt, developing 
some of the virtues of hide. 

" Now, these leathers, which I have mentioned and 
attempted to grade, are the commonly recognised 
media for letterpress and fine binding work. For 
stationery and account book binding we have Basil. 
and Rough Calf, Pigskin, and Vellum (which I 
purposely omitted from the other class, as although 
i can be both beautiful and durable it has other 
peculiarities of hardness and a strong tendency to 
shrinking which make it dangerous) Again, in this 
class I put selected and properly prepared Pigskin 
first. The other well-known binding  leathers— 
Persians, Roans, Pastegrains, Skivers, etc., etc., are 


ae only for light bindings of an anticipated short 
ife." 


INcLUbED in the amendments made in the Australian 
Tariff, with effect from February 26th, are the following 
items, the duty on which has been decreased.

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Binders’ Overseers Discuss Leather Deterioration 


Many Problems 


At the March meeting of the Printing, Bookbinding 
and Kindred Trades Overseers Association, as briefly 
reported in last week's issue, Mr. К. Faraday Innes 
spoke on the subject with which he had previously 
dealt at Stationers’ Hall, " The Deterioration of Book- 
binding Leather." In the course of his address Мг. 
Innes invited opinion from the members, particularly 
in respect of Nigerian leathers. It will be of interest 
to give here some account of the resulting discussion. 


Question of De-greasing 

Mr. D. C. Cameron said that Nigerian leather was 
the best they could get. With regard to leathers 
generally, he was of opinion that they were subjected 
to too much de-greasing. The leather coverings of 
books on a shelf were automatically preserved by con- 
tinual handling, the parts of the book handled by the 
fingers being preserved by human perspiration. 

Mr. A. К. Carbery also expressed the opinion that 
Nigerian leather was the strongest and best they could 
use. 

Mr. G. F. Elbra gave instances which showed the 
utility and lasting properties of books bound in 
Nigerian leather, and asked 1f Mr. Innes could explain 
the differences between English and Nigerian tanning. 

Mr. J. Fleming instaneed books bound in rough calf 
for a bank fifty years ago, which were at the present 
time in the vaults of that particular bank and were in 
a better state of preservation than those made twenty 
years ago. This difference in the state of preserva- 
tion caused him to wonder if greater time was allowed 
in the tanning processes in the old days than was the 
case in recent years; and was this one of the causes 


of the whole trouble in connection with leather 
deterioration ? 

Mr. Fleming also raised the question of the de- 
greasing of leather. De-greased leather was de- 


manded of the leather manufacturer by the bookbinder, 
he said, because of its adhering properties. He had 
himself to a certain extent got over this difficulty, 
and instanced the using of a semi-chrome tanned pig- 
skin for a ledger which had been in constant use for 
some twenty odd years without showing any signs of 
wear. 

Mr. G. J. Hellery asked if there was any likelihood 
of the paste or the glue having a deleterious effect on 
the leather; and did the washing smooth of the 
leather with oxalic acid have any effect on its life? 
The paper also might cause deterioration. 

Mr. C. F. Gould said there was a certain amount of 
grease in all their leathers, and if they took too much 
grease out of them they were likely to destroy the 
nature of their leathers Then they were faced with 
the fact that the public liked a dry leather. The skins 
of some animals were tighter than others, and the 
tighter they were the less likely they were (о be 
affected by fumes. 

Mr. Elbra wondered why Mr. Innes had not men- 
tioned calf skin during his lecture. Was it because. 
being immature, it could not be expected to last? 

Mr. Frank Hayes remarked on the excellent 
qualities of Nigerian leather, and its durability. He 
believed that the first man to use it for bookbinding 
was the late Mr. Cedric Chivers, of Bath. It was 


in View 


first used for packing grapes, and about thirty-five 
years ago quite by accident it was found to be so very 
suitable for bookbinding. 

Mr. Robt. Bryan said that neat's-foot oil had for 
centuries been used by fishermen to preserve their 
leathers. Could it be used by them with the same 
effect ? 

Mr. Harry Young said that as sulphuric acid was 
largely the cause of the deterioration of their leathers, 
was it not possible to introduce an alkaline in the early 
stages of manufacture that would resist the action of 
the sulphur later in the life of the book? 


Mr. F. E. T. Fox wondered if there was anything. 
in the glue to cause rotting; or was the chemical 
action of the strawboard to blame for deterioration? 


Dr. Geo. L. Riddell referred to the delight expressed 
by Mr. Innes in being asked to co-operate with the 
Printing Industry Research Association. It was the 
job of the P.I.R.A. to supply to Mr. Innes information 
he wanted concerning the manufacture and keeping 
of books. They were going into the whole matter 
thoroughly to try to find out whether the component 
parts of the book had any effect on its life. 

Mr. C. H. Gillett (bookbinding instructor, London 
School of Printing) told of a preservative for leather 
which was used, he believed. with success, in tropical 
countries. 


Mr. Innes Replies 


Mr. Innes, in replying to various points raised in 
the discussion, said that with regard to the question of 
tanning in English and Nigerian leather they were 
making imquirtes. Probably it would be found that 
the difference in temperature conditions would account 
for the superiority of the one over the other. [n 
reference to the question of grease in leather, that was 
a subject that had not been overlooked. — In the six- 
teenth and seventeenth century leathers, the grease 
content was low. Ten per cent. was found in Nigerian 
leather. With regard to preservatives, Mr. Innes said 
that was a matter he wished to follow ир, and he 
wanted to know what preservatives were used and the 
results gained from them. Alluding to the question of 
the placing of something in the leather in its carly 
stages in order to prevent later deterioration, Mr. 
Innes said he was of opinion that it would not be 
effective, because the leather was constantly being 
attacked by acid fumes, etc., and it required repeated 
treatment. He did not think the chemical action in 
the strawboard would account for deterioration, al- 
though that was an interesting point. Some leathers 
absorbed more acid and moisture than others. 

Mr. Frank Hayes, in proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Innes for his lecture, said that that gentleman 
had a profound knowledge of his subject. The matter 
they had had before them seemed a whole bundle ot 
contradictions, but he hoped that the Printing Industry 
Research Association, with Mr. Innes, and others 
associated with the study of the question of leather 
deterioration, would discover the truth lying at the 
bottom of the well. 

The vote ої thanks was seconded by Mr. Robert 
Bryan, who said the thanks of the meeting were due 
to Dr. Riddell for introducing Mr. Innes to them.

Wire and Thread Stitching 


In registering-mechanism for machines for stitching by 
wire or thread or otherwise securing together gathered sig- 
natures in pamphlet or book form, in which the cover pro- 
trudes beyond the signatures, under a patent by Mr. J. E. 
Pollak, the gathered signatures are moved by a pusher 


against a movable abutment, which aligns the signatures 
and is moved by them out of their path as they advance. 
The signatures are’ advanced by abutments on a saddle- 
shaped chain-conveyer C, Fig. 4, operating in conjunction 
with a saddle-shaped table 8. The registering-abutments 5 
are pivotally mounted beneath the table and are held pro- 
jected through slots 8a by springs 13, the impact of the 
signatures 3 rocking the abutments 5 down below the sur- 
face of the table. The signatures and the cover are engaged 
by stepped abutments on the chain C in the form of ‘riders 
2, to which are secured horns 1, the signatures being placed 


against the edge of the rider and the cover against the : 


horns. Springs 4 overlap the edges of the signatures, and 
longitudinal rods, spaced slightly above the table 8, prevent 
the signatures from buckling.—354,963. 


Signature-Gathering Machine 


In this invention, as patented by Messrs. Brehmer Geb., 
folded sheets or signatures are automatically opened out as 
they are fed to a signature stitching or gathering machine 
by passing them between oppositely rotating suction rollers. 
As shown, the machine comprises a stitching mechanism А 
and four saddles on a rotating pillar o, the saddles c and 
b being respectively in signature receiving and stitching 
positions. The folded signatures S are fed by hand or 
automatically to the suction rollers e, f, which open out 


the leaves g, h of the signature, as shown in Fig. 2. Each 
roller has intercommunicating apertures Ё, 1! in its lateral 
and circumferential faces, and а valve-plate m spring- 
pressed against the lateral face is in communication with a 
suction device by means of a pipe n. As the rollers rotate. 
successive apertures k move below the valve plates m, pro- 
ducing suction at the corresponding apertures /!!. When 


they move clear of the valve plates, the suction is relieved, 
and the signature is dropped on the saddle. The suction 
period is regulated by varying the size or position of the 
valve plates. In a modification, only a single row of aper- 
tures П is provided, a suction-relieving groove in pro- 
vided in the lateral face of the roller. For gathering 
signatures, the saddle moves only when a pre-determined 
number of sheets have been placed on it, and a sheet- 
folding mechanism may be added.—352,722. 


Metal Foil Printing 


Mr. L. Rado has patented a method whereby metal foil 
is fixed to fabrics or like material by coating the material 
with a layer of raw rubber, applying the foil, and vulcan- 
ising the rubber by heat and pressure. The material mav 
be embossed simultaneously with the vulcanisation, and 
may be used as a printing-surface on a printing-cylinder. 


Paper Folding Machines 


In paper-folding machines of the kind in which a reci- 
procating blade 5 presses the paper sheets between a fixed 
roller 4 and a spring-pressed roller 4а, the blade 5 can be 
adjusted angularly relatively to its supporting carriage 
according to the thickness of the sheet or sheets to be folded 
so as to engage centrally between the rollers 4, 4a. Each 
end of the blade 5 is carried by a bracket 6 pivoted at 7 
to a carriage 8 reciprocating on guides 17. The upper end 
of the bracket 6 is engaged by adjusting screws 9, 9a and 
can be secured in any desired position by a clamping-screw 
11 passing through a slotted hole 10.

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to blocks 12 carrying studs 14 which pass freely through 
lugs 15 on the brackets 6 and have adjusting nuts 14a on 
their free ends and springs 16 thereon interposed between 
the lugs 15 and the blocks 12 so that the blade 5 is resili- 


ently mounted. Bolts 13 on the brackets 6 passing through 
slots 12a in the blocks 12 and blade 5 control the movement 
of the blocks permitted by the springs 16. The guides 17 
are of square section and the carriages 8 are correspond- 
ingly formed but are provided with clearance to allow 
of endwise expansion of the blade 5. Mr. T. Cook is the

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Binders’ Leather Sub-committee 


The first sub-committee mecting of the newly-formed 
Bookbinding Leather Committee was held last week at 
Stationers’ Hall, when the Bookbinders’ Sub-Committee 
met to tell Mr. Faraday Innes exactly how a book is bound. 
The general principles adopted in binding the best quality 
work, and also in library binding, were considered with the 
idea of determining whether there is anything done during 
binding that would cause the leather to deteriorate. Several 
points were raised—such as the effect of the adhesives used, 
the boards used, and the treatment of the leather—upon 
which further information is to be obtained. A questionnaire 
was also issued to the sub-committee asking for information 
on certain points, including the following: whether oxalic 
acid is used by bookbinders, whether any finishers are used, 
and what preservatives are used. The sub-committee also 
noted that lettering panels on books frequently rotted, and 
it was queried through what cause. Further information 
is to be obtained and specimens procured. 


Bookbinding in Poland 


The name industry cannot be given to the bookbinding 
trade in Poland and the various workshops can only be 
regarded as forming parts of the craft they compose—says 
“* Papyrus.” 

Owing to the close alliance existing between bookbinding 
and printing the production fell 20 per cent. in 1931 below 
that of 1930. | 

There is keen competition between the private binders 
and the workshops installed in the various Polish prisons. 

Taxation—from which this trade should be almost free. 
the proprietors being simply workmen—is too heavy and 
was recently the chief cause of a general reduction in wages 
of 15 per cent.

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New Bristol Evening Paper 


Strong Support for Venture 


Since the recent newspaper mergers in Bristol develop- 
ments have followed fast on each other, in endeavours to 
find employment for those thrown out of work. Three 
weeks ago the first issue of the '' Bristol Paper,’’ being a 
newspaper run by displaced journalists, was published. 

There is now the statement that a Bristol evening paper, 
to be called the '' Bristol Evening Post” will shortly 
appear. Prominent Bristol citizens are among the pro- 
moters of the new paper, which is designed to replace the 
“ Evening Times and Echo," which disappeared in the 
merger. 


Company Being Floated 


Mr. Herbert W. Hawkins, for many years managing 
director of the Bristol Times and Mirror, Limited, which 
owned the '' Evening Times and Echo,” said on Saturday 
that the '' Bristol Evening Post ” would give employment 
to nearly 200 men of the former staff and a great number 
who had been associated with the distribution of the old 
paper. Not only had the interest of the Bishop of Malmes- 
bury and the Bishop of Bristol been secured, but also that 
of Dr. Ferrier Hulme, president of the Free Churches in 
Bristol. A company would shortly be floated. Provision 
would be made that the '' Bristol Evening Post '' could not 
be bought out by any big company or group. 

The signatories to an official statement commending the 
new paper to the public include Mr. Stanley Gange, Sherifi 
of Bristol, and six ex-Sheriffs; Mr. F. M. Burris, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and Dr. T. Howard Butler, 
an ex-president; Dr. S. H. Badock, treasurer of the Univer- 
sity of Bristol; Miss Violet E. Wills and Mr. T. Ruding 
Davey, associated. with. the. Imperial. Tobacco Companv; 
Mr. E. J. Taylor, chairman of Bristol Development Board, 
Mr. Herbert. Hawkins, and Mr. C. E. Barry, solicitor to 
the company. 


Printing Plant Secured 


The necessary. capital has been found to enable premises 
to be taken in Silver Street, with a central office in the 
city. Machinery and other plant have been secured, and it 
is hoped to reach the production stage within a month or 
six weeks. 

Addressing 200 members of the National Retail News- 
agents’ Federation (Bristol Branch), who have pledged their 
support to the new venture, the Bishop of Malmesbury said 
he felt that his association with the new paper needed 
neither apology nor explanation, and that was the view of 
the Bishop of Bristol, whose counsel he had taken. He 
added, '' I think you can claim that we have Christian 
feeling in this city solidly behind this movement to estab- 
lish а new Bristol paper. We believe that newspaper 
monopoly is au evil thing for the country."' 

Speaking of the discharging of the emplovees from the 
late paper, the Bishop said that one lady said to him: *' If 
you go on with this proposal for the new paper, here is 
£5,000 to back you. I do not mind if you fail in the 
attempt and I lose every penny of the money.” He added: 
“ The new paper will be representative of the whole city 
and belonging to the city—unique, I believe, in the news- 
paper world.''

IN respect of the Irish Emergency Tariffs Act it is sug- 
gested that English newspapers may be affected by new 
legislation. The Irish newspaper proprietors are against 
any tax on newspapers, but the trade unions in the industry 
have urged the imposition of a tariff. It is calculated that 
a tax of 15 per cent. (this high figure has been mentioned) 
would bring in a revenue of £50,000 a year. 


MR. E. T. O’SuLLIVAN, of Devizes, racehorse owner and 
trainer, was awarded £1,000 damages by a special jury 
in the King's Bench Division last week in a libel action 
against Independent Newspapers, Ltd. He complained 
oi an advertisement published in the defendants’ newspaper, 
the '' Irish Independent.” 


A LIBEL action brought by his Highness Abbas Hilmi II, 
the ex-Khedive of Egypt, against Messrs. Macmillan and 
Co., Ltd., publishers, was mentioned to Lord Hewart, the 
Lord Chief Justice, in the King's Bench Division. Com- 
plaint was made about matter in a book entitled ‘‘ The 
Egyptian Problem," written by the late Sir Valentine 
Chirol, and first published in 1920. It was announced that 
the action had been withdrawn on terms endorsed on 
counsel's briefs. 


“* SWEEP '' Luck.—The pseudonym '' King the Printer," 
which has drawn Quite Calm in the Irish Sweepstake, 
inasks the identity of two brothers, Mr. Galbraith King and 
Mr. McEwan King, printers, Fenchurch Street, E.C. The 
pseudonym '' Substen," which has drawn K.C.B., repre- 
sents nine Plymouth journalists—cight sub-editors and one 
reporter—on the ‘ Western Morning News," who shared 
cleven tickets. 

EXHIBITION Loss.—A first call of 334 per cent. on the 
guarantors to meet a дейси of £24,871 on the British 
Empire Trade Exhibition at Buenos Aires last year, has 
produced £21,460, and a further call of 6 per cent. is ex- 
pected to secure the total.

Photograph Tax 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee have refused 
to make any concession in the matter of the heavy Customs 
duties levied on exposed but undeveloped photographic 
plates. The matter, it appears, is not considered of suffi- 
cient urgency to warrant any interference with the regula- 
tion, under which for six months at least the duty will be 
continued. 

As previously stated, the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
Association wrote to the Advisory Committee asking for 
'* urgent consideration '' of the situation which arose when 
the Customs authorities at Crovdon put a nominal value of 
£25 on each negative and demanded payment of £2 10s. 
for each. 

The decision of the Committee means that the charge will 
continue except in cases where the Customs officers have 
agreed, as a temporary measure, to accept a deposit of £1 
on each package pending the Treasury's decision.

N.U.J. AND FREE Lances.—At the annual delegate meet- 
ing of the National Union of Journalists, to be held at 
Harrogate on March 24th and succeeding days, a resolution 
will be submitted from Liverpool that a free-lance journalist 
shall be admitted to membership of the Union only on 
condition that his income is at least equal to the minimum 
wage for the area in which he operates. 

HE ballot vote of members of the National Union of 
Journalists on the question of imposing a levy of Is. a 
week for the maintenance of the unemployed members 
resulted in 2,944 votes in favour of the levy and 87 votes 
against.

Box Manufacturer's Examination 


A sitting of the London Bankruptcy Court was held last 
week before Mr. Registrar Warmington for the public 
examination of Joseph Louis Allenstein, cardboard box 
manufacturer, lately trading at 4, Wilkes Street, Spital- 
fields, E., under the style of J. Allenstein and Son. The 
debtor failed in December, 1931, with total liabilities 
£7,963 (ranking £3,126) and net assets £642, after deduct- 
ing £201 for payment of the preferential claims. 

Questioned by Mr. Н. Wheeler, Official Receiver, the de- 
fendant said he was born in this country of naturalised 
Russian parents. About 1913, with a capital of £30, he 
commenced business as a cardboard box manufacturer under 
the style of '' J. Allenstein and Son ” at 4, Wilkes Street, 
and from July, 1916 until early in 1919 he served in H.M. 
Army during which period his business was managed by his 
father. His trading was successfully carried on until about 
1926, after which it declined. 

The debtor attributed his failure to liabilities paid 
and owing in respect of guarantees given for his brother 
and his firm, heavy overhead charges, competition, and 
general trade depression. 

The examination was concluded. 


AFTER the Republican successes in the Irish election, 
'" An Phoblacht,” the official organ of the Irish Republi- 
can Army, sold in thousands in the Dublin streets on Friday. 
The paper has been banned on numerous occasions. 145 
premises have been raided, and its editor, Mr. Frank Ryan, 
has been incarcerated. He has just been released with other 
political prisoners from Arbour Hill. 


DrEP sympathy is expressed with Mr. Alfred Latimer, 
proprietor of Messrs. Latimer, Trend and Co., printers, 
Mount Pleasant, Plymouth, and Mrs. Latimer in the death 
of their youngest son, Mr. Walter Latimer, who recently 
received fatal injuries while cycling at Twickenham. Mr. 
Alfred Latimer was secretary of the Plymouth Chamber of 
Commerce for many years, and his father, Mr. Isaac 
Latimer, was three times Mayor of Plymouth, and founded 
the '' Western Daily Mercury.’’ 
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North London Printers 
Machine Room Methods Discussed 


An interesting and instructive evening was spent by the 
members of the North London Master Printers Association 
on Thursday last at the Alpha Restaurant, Seven Sisters 
Road, when Mr. R. F. Morbev gave an address on 
‘Machine Room Methods and their Relation to Why the 
other Fellow got that Job.” 

Commenting on the question '' Why the other fellow got 
the job," Mr. Morbey said in his judgment cheapness was 
generally the reason. He was also of opinion that printing 
to-day was too dear. Other causes were that some offices 
were run in too easy a manner, that no or very little co- 
operation existed amongst the various departments. Mr. 
Morbey was in favour of the principal always devoting a 
certain time to the works, with a view to co-ordinating the 
various departments. Instances were given of strenuous 
work put in by some small printers. 

While everybody wanted to make a profit, Mr. Morbey 
continued, the difference between profit and loss was often 
to be found in the machine and the methods, and another 
factor of loss was the indifferent care of machinery and the 
lack of equipment. 

Antagonism to new machinery and methods often had 
to be overcome. 

Specimens of interlaid blocks and other forms of dealing 
with them in order to obtain the best results with the view 
of saving time were placed before the members, together 
with the manner in which cylinders should be dressed. 
Rollers were also touched upon, with information as to how 
they should be dealt with under varying weather conditions. 
Gold and metallic inks also came under review. 

Mr. Morbey advocated the use of automatics as being 
three times as speedy as the old hand-fed machines. 

In a general discussion following the address, it was 
confirmed that the automatic machine was much quicker 
and that it had come to stay. 


Paper Exporters Co-operate 


At a meeting of the principal exporters of paper held 
at the offices of the London Chamber of Commerce last 
week, Mr. J. E. Pickering (Messrs. W. V. Bowater & Sons, 
Lid.) presiding, it was decided that steps should be taken 
to form а '' Paper Exporters’ Trade Section” of the 
Chamber. Membership of the Section is open to all regular 
merchant shippers of paper. 

The new organisation will co-operate with the two inde- 
pendent existing Sections of the Chamber, namely, the Paper 
and Stationery Export Trade Section and the South 
American Paper Trade Exporters’ Section, which deal with 
credit terms to India and South America respectively. In 
addition, special sub-committees will be formed to deal with 
any matters that arise affecting the welfare generally or 
specifically of exporters of paper. 

A special organising committee was appointed consisting 
of: Major R. S. Dove (Messrs. John Dickinson and Co., 
Ltd.), chairman of the Section; Mr. E. Heilbron (Messrs. 
samuel Jones апа Co. (Export), Ltd.), deputy-chairman; 
Mr. J. E. Pickering (Messrs. W. V. Bowater and Sons, Ltd.), 


chairman, Paper Freights Committee; Mr. W. E. Green 
(Alex. Cowan and Sons, Ltd.), chairman, Paper and 
Stationery Export Trade Section; Mr. S. D. McLellan 


(Messrs. Spicers, Ltd.); Mr. A. Brewer (Messrs. Chas. Morgan 
and Co., Ltd.). The Section has received the support of 
all the leading paper export houses in London.

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Printer and Paper Makers 


There was a great assembly of the paper and allied in- 
dustries at the Connaught Rooms on Thursday, March 10th, 
when the Paper Makers’ Association held its annual dinner. 
Capt. W. E. Nuttall, who had been elected president earlier 
in the day, was in the chair, supported by many distin- 
guished visitors and members of the trade. Altogether it 
was the largest gathering which has yet assembled under 
these auspices. Covers were laid tor about 640 persons, ana 
the occasion was also memorable for the speeches and their 
subject matter, 

The Paper Makers’ Association 

The toast of the * Paper Makers’ Association "" was in 
the hands of the Rt. Hon. Lord Ebbisham of Cobham. He 
expressed his warm appreciation of being asked to propose 
that important toast, which was really the toast of the 
paper industry. He could look back nearly 50 years to the 
lime when, as a nervous youth, having left school about а 
week or so, he entered the offices of a great wholesale 
stationer who had assoctations with many mills throughout 
the country. From that moment he obtained a special 
knowledge and appreciation of the important position occu- 
pied by paper makers and the allied trades. His Lordship 
took the opportunity of expressing, on behalf of that com- 
pany, warm appreciation of the valuable services which had 
been given to the industry by Mr. John D. Tod, who had 
carried on the presidency of that Association during a time 
of great difficulty and stress, a time which would be out- 
standing in the history of the paper trade. (Hear, hear.) 
The speaker mentioned that Mr. Tod was a representative 
of a family which for 220 vears had lived in one house in à 
Scottish village. That was the family tradition of that 
great Scotsman. (Applause.) With regard to the new presi- 
dent, Lord Ebbisham congratulated the Paper Makers 
Association on having secured so excellent a successor to 
Mr. Tod. Capt. Nuttall was proprietor of one of the most 
important kraft mills in the country. His father had made 
kraft. paper in this country about 30 years ago and he had 
been responsible for the development of a trade of great 
importance to this country. (Applause.) 

Lord Ebbisham went on to recount some of the early 
history of paper making and then alluded to the annual 
report of the Paper Makers’ Association. He had read that 
document with great interest and as an old president of the 
l'ederation of British Industries he particularly appreciated 
the reference to that body. In conclusion, he wished the 
Paper Makers’ Association the utmost prosperity and good 
luck and to his friend, the new president, he wished God- 
speed in the work before him.  (Cheers.) 

Capt. W. E. Nuttall, M.B.E., replying, warmly thanked 
Lord Ebbisham for the terms in which he had proposed the 
toast. He recalled that їп 1919 the Board of Trade ap- 
pointed a committee {о go into the question of paper im- 
ports. Lord Ebbisham and he (Capt. Nuttall) served on 
that committee, and he was able then to appreciate what 
a loyal supporter the British paper industry had in Lord 
I:bbisham.

Tests for Employers? 


On this question of apprenticeship it is interesting 
to observe that in parts of Germany a master printer 
has to hold technical qualifications before he is 
allowed to take On an apprentice. Failing qualifica- 
tion by the master or proprietor, it is accepted if he 
is supported by a member of the staff holding the 
necessary diploma. It would be a step in the nght 
direction if we had something of the sort here as a 
check on the type of '' cock robin " printer whose 
chief object in taking Cn an apprentice is to exploit 
him. When we have as deep a concern for technical 
efficiency as they have in Germany, we shall 
probably initiate test examinations for the employer 
and the apprentice candidate before allowing them 
to tie themselves together for five or seven years. 
More desirable still, we shall probably have them 
both pass a test at the end of the apprenticeship, 
and if necessary penalise them by enforcing further 
training under special conditions.

Proposal for Tax Relief 


OF much interest to the printing and allied trades 
is one of several proposals contained in a letter from 
the Federation of British Industries to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer (Mr. Neville Chamberlain). This 
is a proposal for tax relief to encourage manufac- 
turers to install modern machinery and test new pro- 
cesses. The letter refers to cases where an established 
concern, which uses plant at present ranking for the 
ordinary wear-and-tear allowance, puts in new plant 
in any of the three years following April 5th, 1932. 


Such plant, it is suggested, may, in lieu of the, 


ordinary wear-and-tear allowance, be written down 
in each of the three years following the year of instal- 
lation by a sum equivalent to 334 per cent. of the 
prime cost. Many a printer struggling under a heavy 
burden of taxation would find some such plan a 
great help towards plant efficiency, whilst it would 
also give much-needed encouragement to machinery 
makers and other suppliers.

A record gathering of members of the British Typo- 
graphers' Guild welcomed Mr. George W. Jones to their 
March meeting, when they also had the pleasure of seeing 
Mr. R. B. Fishenden (of Messrs. 
Ltd.) in the chair. 

The latter, in his opening remarks, expressed his great 
pleasure in coming among the members of the Guild; he 
had watched the growth of the Guild with great interest, 
although only the broad outlines of its ideals were known 
to him. He then took the opportunity of welcoming two 
visitors, Mr. Ralph Unwin and Mr. Charles Mansell, 
and referred to their '' old friend ' Mr. George W. Jones 
who, he knew, had helped and inspired many of them to 
the ideals of good and sound typography. 

He then asked Mr. George W. Jones 
audience. 

Mr. Jones said he was in the fullest sympathy with the 
aims of the British Typographers’ Guild. As a craftsman, 
craftsmanship mattered to him more than anything else: 
craftsmanship was the thing that mattered most in that 
inost wonderful of all industries—printing. He pointed out 
that although the employer owned the presses, the formes 
and the type, craftsmanship could be the property of all 
those on his pay roll. A 

Mr. Jones then quoted the text '' Let us now praise 
famous men," and asked how much did they not owe to 
Gutenberg and the other early German, French and English 
printers. ** And some there be that have no memorial '' 
—many there were whose names were unknown but who 
had been associated with those great masters of the craft 
whose skill and craftsmanship had been the inspiration of 
all who loved printing. 


Visit to America 

Mr. Hayter had asked him to tell the Guild about his 
visit to America, said Mr. Jones, so he was going to give 
them just a few impressions of what he did and the people 
and the places that he saw. 

It had been а very wonderful experience and he had 
travelled over 1,800 miles. The people of America were 
wonderful at welcoming the individual, said Mr. Jones, 
but one of the most awful experiences he had ever had was 
dealing with the Customs at New York! 

With the late Edwin G. Rudge he went by steamer from 
that city to Boston and there he paid his first visit to the 
Christian Science Printing Office. 1t was a very delightful 
place; its cleanliness, light and administration were remark- 
able, and it was a pleasure to look. upon the employees. 
He then went on to Daniel Berkeley Updike’s printing 
office. Mr. Updike was, perhaps, the greatest highbrow 
printer in the United States and every book he produced 
was hand-set. 

At Detroit he met his old friend, Mr: George Hebb, a 
delightful printer who specialises in motor-car catalogues. 
During his talks with Mr. Hebb, Mr. Jones remarked that 
he owed a debt of gratitude to all those American printers 
who had, many years ago, given him specimens ot 
American printing in exchange for his own poor efforts. 
When Mr. Hebb asked who these printers were, Mr. Jones 
told him to go over to England and see the collection which 
was now in the St. Bride Typographical Library ! 

American printers, stated Mr. Jones, were always proud 
of showing their printing offices, proud of being able to 
show something fresh; they were never mean about show- 
ing to a rival anything that the latter might not have seen 

efore.

Opportunities for Craftsmanship 


Printing was taught in all the American universities, the 
graduates afterwards going to the best printing offices to 
gain practical experience. Mr. Jones knew one young 
fellow who worked with Fred Goudy so that he might 
acquire knowledge from that great typographer. To-day 
that same young man was producing some of the best books

in America. Unfortunately Englishmen had not had these 
great opportunities. | 

In Chicago Mr. Jones attended a banquet with seven 
hundred guests, presided over by the president of the 
Institute of Graphic Arts. There he had met also Mr. 
Gillispie, head of the firm of Birch and Cooper, and 
designer of the famous Cooper type tamily, one of the most 
delightful men Mr. Jones had ever met. The former spent 
his days creating layouts for newspaper advertisements, 
and in the firm there were two lady proof-readers who 
worked side by side with the men. 

In Seattle Mr. Jones saw a great American printer, son 
ot an Irishman, using Kelly presses for his work and 
earning a wonderful reputation. Here also he lunched with 
150 printers and their fricnds—and that Irish-American boy 
had stood the expenses of that great luncheon! He was 
also spending every penny he could spare on the acquisition 
of early printed books, and if he could not purchase a whole 
book he would buy a fragment, or even a page, so that he 
might see what the old printers did. 

Printing, said Mr. Jones, found its highest level on the 
Pacific coast. No other part of the world could compare 
The kindness of the printers of California matched 
the skill of their calling. All the employing printers took 
part in their jobs, and helped their men; such was the spirit 
of California. 

After Mr. Fishenden had spoken very appreciatively of 
Mr. Jones's address, the vote of thanks was proposed bv 
Mr. Henry Edmunds (of Messrs. Unwin Bros., Woking). 
who said that although they had so much enjoyed wander- 
ing with Mr. Jones in America, he thanked the speaker for 
placing before them that ideal of craftsmanship that should 
be theirs. 

Mr. А. Feasey seconded the vote of thanks, and also 
conveyed to Mr. Fishenden the appreciation of the Guild 
for the very able way in which he had carried out the 
duties of chairman. 


Birmingham Students Work 


Some fine examples of students’ work come to hand from 
the Birmingham School of Printing. The batch of speci- 
mens includes four pamphlets and a book. This last is 1 
very dignificd example of bookwork set in Monotype 16pt. 
Aldine Bembo. Two of the pamphlets are specimens of 
Linotype and Monotype display typography respectively. 
They show how very effective and distinctive Monotype 
Gill Sans and Linotype Metrolite and Metroblack can be 
when used for this class of work. A third pamphlet, printed 
in brown ink cn a tinted paper, is '' An Alphabet of Ani- 
mals.'"

Productive Costs Discussed 


A conference took place on Thursday last between the 
British Federation of Master Printers, the Printing and 
Kindred Tiades Federation and the Newspaper Society, to 
discuss the possibility of devising means of reducing pro- 
ductive costs in the industry. After a friendly exchange 
of views, lasting over three hours, further conference was 
postponed to permit of the two sides considering separately 
the subject matters put forward. It is anticipated that 
negotiations will be resumed in about a month’s time. 


F.M.P. President Speaks 


Yorkshire Alliance Annual Dinner 


Success attended the recent annual dinner of the 
Yorkshire Master Printers’ Alliance at the Great Northern 
Hotel, Leeds. In addition to the president and vice- 
president of the Alliance—Mr. A. E. Wigley and Mr. E. 
Womersley respectively—there were present Mr. H. G. 
Clarke, president of the British Federation of Master 
Printers, Mr. E. H. Dennis, J.P., vice-president, and Mr. 
F. H. Bisset, secretary. 


Printing Trade’s Importance 


The speech-making was of a high order Major С. H. 
Kitson, vice-president of the Leeds Chamber of Com- 
merce, proposed the toast of the '' British Federation of 
Master Printers,’’ saying that the printing trade ranked 
very highly in the national industries. Nationally, some- 
where about 280,000 people were employed in the industry, 
and the capital invested in 1924 was nearly £60,000,000. 
He went on to speak of the associations provided by the 
trade, not only the Masters Printers’ Federation, but the 
proper trades unions and the good offices of the Joint 
Industrial Council. These organisations had, for a long 
time now, retained peace between masters and men and 
had not only thus rendered service to themselves, but 
to the community at large. 


Customs to be Reviewed 


Mr. Н. G. Clarke, in response, spoke of his year of 
office as one unparalleled for trade depression, and one which 
would stand out in business history as a famine year. 
Continuing, Mr. Clarke said another period of evolution 
faced the industry. The time had arrived when the whole 
of workshop practices and customs needed the closest 
examination. In many matters they had outgrown both 
trade union rules and their own agreements. The new 
machinery that had come into the trade had revolution- 
ised the industry to a large extent, and the rules and 
understandings come to as those inventions came along 
were never intended as permanent shackles and restric- 


tions upon progress. These had got to be reviewed 
because, alongside these new inventions had come a 
parallel movement—the invention of office printing 


appliances, to which, as a trade, they were highly unwise 
to leave so free a field for their installation. 

The toast of '' The Yorkshire Master Printers’ Alliance `' 
was in the hands of Mr. F. H. Bisset, Mr. A. E. Wigley 
responding. Mr. Ben Riley, J.P., proposed the toast ol 
“ The City of Leeds," and the Lord Mayor, Alderman 
“. B. Simpson, J.P., in reply, said that it was fitting that 
the printing industry should be one of the best organised 
and best disciplined trades in the country and an in- 
dustry that gave the best conditions to its employees from 
one end of the trade to another. 

To the toast of '' The Guests," proposed by Mr. E. 
Womersley, Mr. E. H. Dennis, J.P., responded.

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Glasgow Printers’ "Ring" 
Candid Comments by H.M.S.O. 


Pointed observations regarding the cost of printing the 
Voters' Roll in Glasgow and other burghs in Scotland are 
contained in a letter from Н.М. Stationery Office, London, 
to Glasgow Corporation General Finance Committee. The 
Government Department have had under review the decision 
of the Finance Committee to approve the offers of fifteen 
former contractors which have been made at a discount of 
10 per cent. The Controller, who does not now see àny 
advantage of pursuing thc negotiations further, agrees to 
accept the tenders at the rates approved by the Corporation. 


Highest Price in Scotland 


The Controller explains that he has made his observation 
in view of the fact that Glasgow is paying the highest price 
in Scotland for its registration printing. Since the other 
contracts for registration printing have now been allocated 
(with two minor exceptions not being held up on account 
of price), the adverse effect on prices generally of a success- 
ful stand by the Glasgow printers is no longer to be feared. 
On this occasion, it is pointed out, tendering in Scotland 
has been more free from artificial restrictions than formerly. 
Glasgow and Edinburgh have been the only places where 
the Stationery Office has been confronted by a strong and 
efficient '' ring." In Edinburgh, through the determined 
efforts of the Registration Officer, the local printers eventu- 
ally offered a discount of 15 per cent., which, їп the 
Controller's opinion, was reasonable, and was accepted. In 
Glasgow similar efforts by the Registration Officer had 
brought about a reduction from a premium of 5 per cent. 
to a discount of 10 per cent. (after an intermediate stage 
of a discount of 5 per cent.). All other burghs in Scotland 
on the same high level of wages as Glasgow were obtaining 
their registration printing at discounts ranging from 15 to 


20 per cent. 
Plea of High Costs 


The Corporation apparently took the view that a higher 
price for Glasgow was reasonable on account of high rentals 
and rates ruling in the city which might not rule elsewhere. 
In the experience of his department, high rents and rates 
did not necessarily mean high printing prices. Firms in 
large cities had a larger market, and they tended to be 
larger and more economically managed than in small 
places. Moreover, they often had advantages such as cheap 
power and a better supply of highly skilled labour to 
balance their disadvantages in regard to rents and rates. 

The conclusive reply seemed to be that some at least of 
those who stood firmly by the ''ring ’’ price in Glasgow 
were willing to execute work in Glasgow factories for out- 
side areas at lower prices than they would do it for Glasgow. 
In general, the Stationery Office was sympathetic to the 
view that registration printing should be allocated within 
the registration area, but from such facts as were within 
their knowledge it would appear that Glasgow printers in 
combination were not prepared to give that preference to 
the Corporation of Glasgow which the Corporation had 
extended to them.

Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Governing Board was held 
at the St. Bride Foundation Institute, Bride Lane, E.C., 
on Saturday, March 12th at 1 p.m. The president, Mr. 
T. W. George (Associated Newspapers) was in the chair. 

There was a very good attendance, among those present 
being the Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, J.P. (treasurer), 
Mr. T. E. Naylor, J.P., and Mr. R. Kneale (vice-presi- 
dents), Mr. R. E. Hodgkins (trustee) and Mr. W. F. 
France, J.P. (secretary). 

The annual report was presented, which showed that 
the ordinary fund income for the year amounted to 
£3,205 8s. 5d., and donations to the building and en- 
dowment fund were £198 2s. 11d. Considering the trade 
depression, existing throughout the ycar, these figures 
represent a very satisfactory outcome of the year's work. 
The balance carried forward was £1,872. The Report was 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. T. W. George was re-elected president, and the 
vice-presidents were re-appointed. The president referred to the 
great loss to the Home, and the trade, sustained by the 
death of Mr. Н. С. Bolton, one of its vice-presidents and a 
most generous supporter. The meeting stood in silent 
respect to his memory. Mr. С. W. Bowerman, P.C., J.P., 
was re-elected treasurer and Mr. W. F. France, J.P., was 
re-elected secretary. The committee was re-elected. with 
the addition of Messrs. G. T. Hussey, J. J. Keefe, E. Nunn 
and W. Quick. Messrs. F. С. Edgell and A. W. Cannell 
were appointed trade auditors. 

Twelve honorary collectors received certificates en- 
titling them to nominate a patient annually for services 
rendered over a period of ten years. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman concluded a very 
cordial and harmonious meeting.

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Blackfriars Press, Leicester 


In the report of the National Administrative Council of 
the Independent Labour Party, to be presented at the 
annual conference of the party, which is to be held at 
Blackpool, during the Easter week-end, the following 
icference is made to the Blackfriars Press, Leicester, which 
is owned and controlled by the party. 

'* During 1931 the Press has suffered a very considerable 
reduction in turnover (the first for many years)—due in 
large measure to the continuance of the severe trade depres- 
sion. The 1930 turnover amounted to £40,000, and this 
has dropped to £33,700 during 1931. 

“ The tinal result is not so satisfactory as in the last few 
years, but after paying debenture interest and allowing for 
the normal depreciation on the plant, there is а small 
balance on the right side. 

'* The party has benefited to the extent of £1,000 during 
the year, as voted at the meeting of the shareholders in 
February, 1931. 

'" Contributions to the Employees’ Retiring Fund have 
been on the basis agreed upon, i.e., 24 per cent. on earnings, 
and during the year nineteen employees have left the firm 
and drawn a total of £394. 

'* The difficulty of maintaining the small London works 
on а profitable. basis has given considerable concern to the 
committee, Towards the end of the year, it was decided 
to dispose of the business, and this decision has now been 
carried out. Approximately the same amount was received 
lor the plant as was paid for it in 1924." 

The report states that the Press has been responsible for 
the production of the '' Birmingham Town Crier,’’ for a 
number of years, but the ownership and responsibilitv for 
production has now been transferred to the Birmingham 
Joint Advisory Committee, on condition that the paper 
shall be printed at the Press for a period of one year. 


Publisher Charged 


At Marlborough Street Police Court, London, last week 
Victor Clifford. Mackenzie, 52, managing director of a 
publishing company, of Charlotte Street, London, W., was 
charged, on remand, before Mr. R. E. Dummett, with 
unlawfully, by false pretences, with intent to defiaud, 
obtaining a quantity of paper bags, value £78 7s. 7d.. 
from Messrs. Bibby and Barron (Ltd.), paper bag manufac- 
turers, Cheapside, E. C. 

Mr. Christmas Humphreys, who prosecuted for Messrs. 
Bibby and Barron, said the false pretences alleged were 
that Mackenzie obtained the goods by means of fraudu- 
lent references—which he himself sent—that he was carty- 
ing on a bona-fide business. These allegations were denied 
by accused's counsel, Mr. Laurence Vine. 

On March 9th, said Mr. Humphrevs, accused was seen 
entering 52, Charlotte Street, carrying two brown paper 
parcels. Detective-sergeant Nunn followed him into 
a room, and told him he had a warrant for his arrest, as 
he answered the description of men named Smith and 
Harmsworth. No fewer than 407 parcels of the firm's 
goods were found at an accommodation address in Bland- 
ford Street, alleged to have been used by Mackenzie. ‘J 
suggest the man called Mackenzie also calls himself Harms- 
worth, Smith, and Denver," said Mr. Humphreys, who 
added that there would be other charges in respect of 
other firms. 

Accused was remanded in custody.

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Education for the Printing Trade 
By WILLIAM H. SESSIONS 


(Of the Ebor 


It has been asserted in print that, whereas most of the 
other industries have taken steps to provide adequate edu- 
cation for their leaders, the printing trade has not. This 
is more accurate than seems at first sight. The natural 
reaction is to point to the splendid technical schools in 
all our large cities; but does not the one-sided character 
of this educational development point to a very real diffi- 
culty in our industry? 


Craftsmanship and Salesmanship 


Many thoughtful buyers of printing and most bankers 
would, I believe, say that printers in the main were better 
craftsmen than business men. We are better business men 
than they think, for surely no industry requires more organ- 
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Mr. W. Н. SESSIONS 


ising ability, apart from craftsmanship, than printing; few 
require more salesmanship. Just in passing, compare the 
organisation and salesmanship of the motor industry, usually 
lauded to the skies as a triumph in both. Their organisation 
consists of planning three models, with five variations in 
bodywork for each—fifteen jobs of planning for a year's 
work. Why, even the smallest printer has fifteen jobs to 
plan every morning of his life! Take their selling: the 
year’s output practically sold at the Motor Show! ‘‘ Oh, 
muvver! is this Heavin? '' says the printer, with his twenty 
new selling problems every day. 

Nevertheless, the buyers and bankers are right. In many 
of the branches of higher business, printers are deficient; not 
because they are poorer business men than their fellows in 
other trades, but because the technical, organising and 
selling sides make such demands on their time and thought 
that they have no opportunity to sit back and view the 
bigger issues. Where the man in other industries uses his 
quiet last pipe before bed to think out a larger issue, the 
pcor printer has to use it to think out how that unexpected 
difficulty which that job of Jones' is giving in the works 
can be overcome.

" Dreamer "—who wrote the above-quoted criticism— 
is quite right in suggesting that the absence of any high 
recognised standard of education involves printers in ditfi- 
culties with their customers which something of the nature 
of a professional standard would avoid. 

Ihe truth is that we have not realised how, in the lives 
of even our middle-aged printers, printing has been trans- 
formed from an individual craft into the large-scale organi- 
sation of a great industry, and that this has occurred in the 
printing industry more rapidly than in many. The trade 
has grown rapidly in recent years and still continues to 
grow. 


Contrast in Opportunity 


Let us see the educational contrast in opportunity for a 
moment. 

An engineer can go, for example, to Cambridge and, in 
the taking of а B.A. degree, can study engineering, and, 
indeed, little else than engineering. If he wants to study 
other subjects likely to assist him as a master engineer, he 
can combine these with his study of engineering. And this 
applies to other universities as well. 

At the present time a printer has only one university open 
to him for a Printing degree, Leeds; and that is not a very 
satisfactory course, for it can be fairly described as an 
ordinary university course, with a smattering of Printing— 
a very different industrial degree for printeis than the Cam- 
bridge degree for engineers. 

lhe best available university course 1 have so far come 
across for a master printer is a what might be described 
as a part-time three years’ course for B.Com. at Manchester 
University, which apparently leaves sufficient leisure for the 
student to take classes in practical printing at the Man- 
chester College of Technology. А student would thus be 
able to equip himself both for business management and 
lor the practical part of his career as a master printer. But, 
again, this is not so good аз a carefully planned university 
course for master printers. 

Printers, indeed, have had to get their education the best 
way they could. А glance at the ‘‘ Who's Who "’ pages of 
the * Red Book ” will show how varied has been the edu- 
cation of printers in the past, and, from enquiries I have 
made amongst the younger men, it is almost equally varied 
to-day, except that neaily all of them have been through 
one or other of the technical schools. 


Choice of Courses 


In short, the present difticulty is that the budding Young 
Master Printer and his parents have to take the choice 
between— 

(a) A five or six years’ course after leaving school, 
consisting of a three years' university course in busi- 
ness economics, and two or three years' technical 
course; 


(b) A three years' university course, and be a poorer 
practical printer but a better business man; 

(c) A two or three years’ practical course, and be a 
better printer but a poorer business man. 

Now, I can fancy someone snorting at the idea of a 
university course being of any advantage to a business man, 
and giving me contrasting examples of A who left school 
at eight years old and is a first-class business man, and B, 
who is an М.А. of Oxford with honours in economics, and 
yet any business which found itself saddled with B as a 
partner would find it cheaper to pay him his share as a 
sleeping partner than run the risk of the mismanagement 
of his greater activity! 

It needs to be recognised that education, however good, 
only adds à percentage to the ability already there; let us 
say school education adds 15 per cent., university 10 per

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cent. A,let us say, had 75 per cent. natural business ability, 
B 10 per cent. All B’s education will only bring him up 
to 12} per cent. business ability; but, fine business man as 
A is, and hard as he has worked to overcome his initial 
disadvantages, doesn't he know, if he is honest with himselt. 
what a benefit it would have been to him to have had B's 
advantages in education? My illustration of percentage: 
has this further merit, it not qnly shows why education is 
not everything—for it cannot make a captain of industry 
out of an idiot—but it also shows, what is equally true, that 
the better a man's natural ability, the greater the advantage 
further education will be to him. 


An Educational Ideal 


To those who think our fine Technical Schools give us 
all we want, let me put forward '' Dreamer’s '' ideal: — 

'' To develop pride and loyalty in the trade; to ensure 
a high technical knowledge in the student at the end of 
his term; to impart knowledge of the capabilities and out- 
put of machines; to ensure expert understanding of the 
incidence of all operational costs and overhead expenses; 
to train the students to understand human nature and how 
to deal with the human problems that arise in the manage- 
ment of a group of men; to teach the intluence of working 
conditions; to ensure a thorough grasp of the principles 
of management; and the successful government of a depart- 
ment or a factory; to teach the science of purchasing, and 
to develop ability in salesmanship and knowledge of sales 
management. Who could predict the value to the trade 
of establishing such a broad training for future business 
leaders and managers? '' 

He considers that such a course could be covered in two 
years, and a one-year course could be arranged, this coming 
probably after a young man has spent two years in the 
works of his firm and one year in the counting house. 

He suggests that one of the stately mansions of England 
should be rented, and that the cost of education and resi- 
dence would not exceed £120 per year, and that 200 
students would be sutficient to start upon. He considers 
that it would therefore involve £250 for this education and 
that it would pay 50 per cent. interest per annum on the 
investment, when the young man returned to business. 


University Status Needed 


Whilst I am in complete agreement with '' Dreamer ’’ 
on the need for a full education for the future leaders of 
our industry, I do urge most strongly that the true solution 
lies in ап attempt to secure definite university status for 
the printing industry, rather than in an isolated college 
in a country mansion. There is undoubtedly a stimulating 
and widening influence in university life, especially at our 
older universities, which would be lost in the narrower out- 
look of an isolated college for master printers, however 
pleasantly situated the mansion might be. 

On the subjects other than practical printing required for 
the proper education of our future master printers, there 
would be a far greater advantage in being associated with 
a university and its eminent professors and tutors, than 
would be possible in a separate college, where the lecturers 
could not be paid the fees nor have the standing of the 
men who lecture at a university. 

It therefore scems more worth while to try to secure the 
co-operation of one of our older universities, in placing 
printing on an equal footing with say, engineering, and to 
spend the money necessary for the purchase of the mansion 
and founding the proposed college of printing, on equipping 
a school of printing at such university. 

With the centuries-old association these universities have 
with printing, through their own university presses, it 
should be possible to persuade one of them to assist our 
industry in this way, provided there was a real demand 
from the industry. Certainly it would be well worth while 
making the attempt, even if we had to fall back later on 
the valuable idea of a separate college of printing. 


Value of University Education 


The opinion I have gathered from the younger men who 
have been to a university is that in general widening and 
opening of the mind the time has been well spent, but, 
because there was no printing in that university course, 
just in £.s.d. of their future as printers, it would have 
e to concentrate more on the technical side of printing. 

his should be altered, so that along with education on the 
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technical side for our future master printers, we have a 
broad basis as well to develop them on the issues of larger 
business. Hence my insistence on the importance of the 
widening outlook of university education. 

Two points of criticism might be suggested: first, is this 
not a matter only for the bigger printers? and, second, i> 
not printing so varied that no one course would be suitable 
for all? 

My answer to the first criticism is that the history. otf 
printing shows that the son of the small printer may grow 
to be the head of a large printing establishment. One ot 
the young master printers, who is not only a leader of the 
Y.M.P.'s, but whose worth in leadership is already being 
recognised by the trade as a whole, spoke to me most 
highly of the value of his university course at Cambridge. 
lle is a partner in a small but prosperous printing otfice in 
а town of about 30,000 population. Countv scholarships 
are available, there are the Howard Hazell Scholarships. 
and more printers’ scholarships might come along. 

To the criticism that printing is so varied, I would reply 
that, because it is, there 1s the greater need for an all- round 
education for printers such as other industries possess but 
which we do not. 

This is à subject which should appeal to the Young 
Master Printers' movement, for the sons of us of the older 
school have passed or are passing through their period о! 
education, so that the future improvement in education in 
the printing industry will be all for the benefit of our 
grandchildren, who will be the sons of the Y.M.P.'s of the 
present day. 


Book Printers and Publishers 
Questions of Responsibility 


The following .lyreement between the British Federation of 
Master Printers and the Publishers’ Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland, regarding responsibility as between publisher and 
printer for lost, destroyed, or damaged property, was recently 
ratified by the Council of the Federation of Master Printers. 


I. The following are held by the printer as bailee only : — 

(a) Property belonging to or supplied by the publisher, 
such as paper (printed or unprinted), stereo and electro 
plates, wood-cuts, process blocks, moulds, manuscripts. 
books, designs, drawings, paintings, pictures, photographs, 
etc.; 

(b) Finished goods (in sheet or book form, bound or un- 
bound); 

(с) Standing matter, i.e., the value of composition in 
standing matter. (Nothing in this Agreement shall alter the 
existing position as regards standing type.) 

П. (a) Where property belonging to or supplied by the 


publisher is in course of transit from publisher to printer, 


the printer is not responsible for loss of or damage to it. 

(b) Where such property is in course of transit by sea 
from printer to publisher or his agreed nominee, whether 
in the free delivery arca or not, and the carrier is the agent 
of the printer, the printer is responsible for loss of or 
damage to such property until delivery to the publisher or 
his agreed nominee. 

(c) Where such property is in course of transit otherwise 
than by sea from printer to publisher or his agreed nominee, 
whether in the free delivery area or not, and the carrier is 
the agent of the printer, the printer is in the position of 
bailee until safe delivery of such property to the publisher 
or his agreed nominee. 

III. The printer is responsible for loss of or damage to 
work in progress, with the exception that his responsibility 
for property belonging to or supplied by the publisher is 
that of a bailee only.

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Printing for Profit 
PERTINENT POINTS FOR PRINTERS 


To help the small printer and to enable him to improve 
and increase his business has been the object behind the 
series of three lectures delivered by Mr. M. C. Badcock to 
the East and North-East London M.P.A. Undoubtedly 
those who have attended these meetings have gone away 
with definite suggestions, and morcover the lecturer, in no 
uncertain way, has set them thinking, and using their 
imagination; and an active imagination, creating in- 
dividuality, is, in these days of mass production, the sole 
means of survival for the smaller printer. 

The last of the series of lectures was held on Wednesday 
week at the Mecca Café, Mark Lane, when the use of illus- 
trations in lay-outs was dealt with in connection with the 
main theme. There was quite a good attendance including 
Mr. J. Bedford (president), Mr. T. D. Hawkins (secretary), 
Mr. W. J. Boyle (secretary, Central Districts), Mr. W. J. 
Mizen (secretary, North London), and a good sprinkling 
ot Y.M.P.'s. 

The chairman briefly introduced the lecturer, who first 
summarised his two previous talks, the object of which 
had been, he said, to show that in order to develop any 
printing business satisfactorily in these days, they had 
to develop the professional side of the business, and gain 
a working, practical knowledge of the basic principles ot 
advertising technique. In other words they had to (1) 
devote proportionately less time to the actual mechanics of 
the business and more to interviewing and advising 
customers as to the best method of procedure, and (2) 
gain at least sufficient technical knowledge to enable them 
to express ideas on paper, and carry into practical effect 
the schemes or plans they proposed to customers, 


Illustrations 


Layout, Mr. Badcock said, came into play when they 
had already assembled all the elements which were to go 
into a given piece of printed advertising—it was merelv 
clear, logical arrangement of them. In modern printing, 
most important of those elements was illustration. It was 
one of the most difficult problems, especially for smaller 
printers, and one where cost must be kept low. 

Hlustration had steadily grown in importance in printed 
advertising, because pictures spoke louder than words. In 
nine out of ten cases illustration was vital to lend action 
and life to the dullness of mere words, to explain how a 
gadget worked, or merely to show what the thing they 
were selling looked like. He was going to deal, he said, 
first with various methods there were of obtaining effective 
illustration in relationship to cost; and second, with due 
consideration of how they were eventually to be repro- 


duced on paper. 
Drawings 

Mr. Badcock proceeded to deal with the work of the 
artists which, he said, plaved an important part, but which 
had one great drawback from the smaller printer’s point 
of view—cost. No drawing at all was better than a bad 
drawing, but really good drawings were, without excep- 
tion, expensive—too expensive for the majority of the 
customers of the majority of small printers. Were there 
any alternatives? The photograph, he thought, was often 
a good alternative. He advised them to make a friend of 
the photographer. Co-operation with the ordinary. local 
photographer would produce amazing results. 


Advantages of the Photograph 


The outstanding advantages of the photograph, said Mr. 
Badcock, were that it was cheap; it was true (the average 
person subconsciously believed the photograph could not 
lie); it was quick (where time was the essence of the con- 
tract); it was convenient, elastic and of infinite variety. 
and photographs always looked alive, interesting, up-to- 
date. A good photograph gave them faithful, accurate 
reproductions of articles which could be arranged in taste- 
ful or appropriate surroundings. Also a photograph 
instantly determined the relative size of the object, in 
comparison with other objects, and people always wanted 


to see at a glance the size and shape of what was advertised. 

Then, again, they could have close-up photographs 
(cither of whole or part) giving them detailed views of 
intricate workmanship, or mechanism. The method ої 
using special gadgets or tools, the method of fixing patent 
contrivances, etc., all this could be shown by the camera. 
They could take a series of photographs which would give 
them cinematographic representation of a series of actions, 
movements or processes. 

Again, photographs could be cut into shapes, they could 
have the whole or part. Or they could paint backgrounds 
solid black to give contrasts, or use them cut-out without 
backgrounds. Used intelligently there was practically 
nothing the camera could not do, and any good photo- 
grapher was capable of doing all they wanted with co- 
operation and practice. 


Photographs and Colour 


Colour in photographs was next touched on, the lecturer 
adinitting that colour photography became expensive for 
reproduction. In many cases, however, colour could be 
introduced separately into the layout with flat tints, etc.. 
or, in some cases, it was possible to introduce an appro- 
priate second colour into particular parts of the photo- 
graph, while avoiding expense of colour blocks, e.g., part 
of a fire-place could be printed over a flat tint or second 
colour to give the glow of the flames or colour of the tiles 
at the small cost of an additional tint block. 


Papers 


Another method of introducing colour, which was not 
yet developed anything like sufficiently, was the use of 
fancy papers. Fancy papers had been developed to an 
extraordinary extent. Many of them, originally intended 
as wallpapers, were gems, artistic masterpieces. Their 
range was enormous, and their application chiefly to book- 
let covers. For anything from children's toys to shoe- 
leather, from fruit and flowers to furniture, there were 
especially illustrated fancy papers, to equal which they 
would have to spend many pounds on expensive art-work. 
Mr. Badcock held up some specimens illustrating the изе 
of such papers, which much impressed his audience. 


He had seen, he continued, among those papers almost 
perfect reproductions of different fancy leathers; delightful 
Hower studies, which would make a catalogue cover of 
which any florist or seedsman would be proud. Опе of 
those fancy paper books was a treasure-house of ideas for 
any printer. Тһе papers could be used in many ways: 
those which were thick enough as single covers, those which 
were thin, French-folded, or mounted on board. Titling 
could be done by pasting a label bearing the title in type 
or lettering. Those papers were, of course, relatively expen- 
sive; but let them weigh against that what they got—a 
magnificently illustrated cover full of colour, without the 
expense of drawings or even a block. 


Lino-cuts, etc. 


Mr. Badcock's next subject was specially prepared print- 
ing surfaces, and he said he did not think that many 
printers had sufficiently explored the possibilities of cut- 
ting all sorts of simple designs and illustrations from lino 
mounted on wood or, better still, other specially prepared 
substances which were obtainable and which sometimes 
gave better results. Simple trademark designs or, if thev 
happened to employ someone who had genuine artistic 
leanings, quite intricate and advanced designs, could be 
cut, which printed with a very pleasant flat surface. 

Lettering of a bold simple character was also very easy 
to cut, and it had numberless uses for borders or in cases 
where an area of flat colour was required. He had seen 
manv a booklet or folder improved out of all recognition 
by flat-tint panels, printed behind the type. 

Another purpose for which lino-cuts were unexcelled was 
for poster and showcard work. He. was convinced that 
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many a letterpress printer could develop his business for 
posters of moderate size, of simple effective design, and 
showcards, bv using that material. A great deal of that 
work was, in the ordinary way, quite unsuited to the small 
letterpress printer, because of the difficulty of reproducing 
designs or illustrations in perhaps several colours, except at 
the prohibitive cost of blocks of the required size. 

Mr. Badcock said that, finding himself towards the end 
of his third and last talk, he could not help feeling that 
he had hardly begun. It was such à tremendous subject, 
and so much remained that he. had. not. even touched 
upon. Perhaps the most he could hope for in three short 
lectures was to start his hearers thinking or, better still, 
start them doing things. 


Printers! Opportunity 


He was convinced that the opportunity was there for the 
printer. to become the recognised. advertising authority 
within his own circle. Let him set a limit to his field of 
operation, and let him operate intelligently, and with 
«nowledge and abilitv, within that limited and localised 
tield. Provided that he had already an efficient plant and 
au efficient service to offer, the lecturer was convinced that 
the printer by developing his own latent abilities would 
not only be able to reap more benefit. from his present 
volume of work but would be able actually to increase the 
volume of printing used, because he would be able to show 
that it could be used more profitably. People could not be 
expected to buy more printing unless they could be shown 
that it was bringing them more profit, Finally he said 
that his title '' Printing for Profit '' had a double signi- 
ficance, namely if printing for their own profit was the 
ultimate object, printing for their customer's profit was the 
means to that end. 

Mr. J. Bedford opened the discussion with a remark 
about mass production, to which Mr. Badcock said that 
mass production was reallv the opportunity of the individual 
craftsman. For every one person who wanted mass pro- 
duction, there were a hundred who wanted the work of one 
craftsman. A thing on which the large printer could not 
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beat the small was personal help—individuality. That was 
what they should offer the customer. 

Mr. Mizen next said a few words, first thanking Mr. 
Badcock for the very interesting nature of his lectures. 
lle had shown them how to put individuality into their 
work, to the betterment of themselves, апа probably of 
their customers. Speaking of the photograph, he said it 
was not always the cheap article they thought it was. 
Very often they had to pay the subject they wanted to 
photograph. They did not find beautiful ladies in their own 
businesses. (Laughter.) Perhaps the photograph did not 
wach expectations, and they had to use a brush and a little 
artist’s work. He commended what Mr. Badcock had said 
with regard to fancy papers. 

Mr. Boyle, proposing the vote of thanks, 
bad got to get the confidence of their customers. Опсе 
they had that, they had got his orders for as long as thev 
were honest in their charges. 

Mr. A. J. Hubbard, a London Y.M.P., seconded the vote 
of thanks, and Mr. Hawkins supported. Mr. Hawkins said 
that the object of the lectures had been to give a definite 
lead, if he might use that word, not only to the smaller 
printer but also to the smaller buyer. Mr. Badcock had 
shown himself extremely capable of dealing with the subject 
of creative printing from the angle of the very small 
printer. He (Mr. Hawkins) had been particularly anxious 
to have lectures along those lines because, as organiser of 
the Federation, he had been forced to realise that the small 
printer, though not done for by anv means, was losing 4 
lot of work through the ordinary process of economic 
evolution and development. The office duplicating 
machine had come to stav, and because of that the whole 
class of work capable of reproduction by such machines 
was definitely leaving the printing trade. The only wav 
the small printer could make that up was by taking a fresh 
conception of his own job. He had got to find a fresh 
field, and Mr. Hawkins was convinced that there was a 
fresh field for him. 

The vote of thanks was very heartilv carried, 
Badcock made a brief response.

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Paper Troubles on Rotary Presses 
By Philip H. Prior, B.Sc., АІС. 


(Concluded from page 246) 


Static electricity is a familiar trouble. You will often 
see sparks at the dry end of a paper machine, but by the 
time the paper is cut and packed there is not often any 
static electricity given away in the reel. The static is 
usually produced by the friction on the printing press, or 
the separation of the oil film of the ink, so that it will not 
help by putting neutralising or other appliances in at the 
paper mill. The trouble may often be due indirectly to the 
paper being too dry, when it is too good an insulator and 
prevents the electricity produced from leaking away. Mois- 
ture in the form of steam or moist air, or letting a damp 
felt lie on the reel, will effect an improvement. Оп the 
other hand, it must be remembered that certain degrees of 
intermediate finish are difficult to obtain unless the paper 


is a little dry. 
Trouble from Fluff 


Flutfing is one of the commonest troubles reported. There 
are three main sources: first, the general paper surface; 
secondly, looseness of the edges of the mill reel, due to blunt 
cutters; and thirdly, fluff produced on the press slitters 
and folders. A close inspection of the press should show 
whether the last two sources are included. For fibres to 
come off the surface, either the pull of the ink is too great 
or the fibres are not held down sufficiently. This latter may 
be due to too little beating, too rapid drying, short and 
cut sulphite fibres are often offenders, and in some cases а 
mechanical pulp does not bind-in well. The fluff seems to 
be fibre rather than loading in most cases. 

To conclude the list of troubles which are general in 
character rather than mechanical defects, I will mention 
strength and transparency (with accompanying show- 
through and strike-through) and the receptivity of the sur- 
face to ink. One can measure strength on the well-known 
testers, and often a great point is made of the strength 
of paper. In practice, on up-to-date rotary presses at anv 
rate, the cause of every break which can be traced to paper 
is due to a definite flaw rather than general weakness. I 
have had this confirmed in every press room I have visited, 
and a weaker paper which is mechanically sound, free froni 
shive or splinters, and well reeled and formed, is to be 


preferred to a stronger but less perfect paper, especially if 


it has better printing properties. 


Show-Through 


Another frequent trouble is that the printing shows 
through to the other side. In some cases this is set-off 
from a dirty blanket, and in others it is alleged that the 
ink has come through. Right at the outset it has to be 
recognised that paper has a natural transparency, especially 
if it has a high sulphite content, and no amount of resistance 
to oil. will cure this, and the paper-maker cannot be said 
to be at fault if a sheet of too light a weight has been 
called for. Then, again, the oil must penetrate a certain 
amouut to prevent set-off, and if the oil contains blue 
toner show-through becomes evident. Actual penetration 
of the oil right through the paper is very rare, and is 
due only to gross over-inking. By this I do not mean 
to sav that paper is perfect—no doubt with increasing know- 
ledge and control, improvement will gradually result—but 
there must remain limits due to the primary characteristics 
of the raw materials used. 

HReceptivitv or readiness with which the paper takes the 
ink is a further factor about which little is known. Опе 
would expect it to be connected with the character of the 
surface of the fibres (surface tension). In this connection 
it is quite definite that some sulphite fibres do not take 
the ink at all readily but have quite a '' duck's back ”’ 
effect. I should like to ask printers the pressures that are 
used at the actual moment of impression. 


Breaks and Other Troubles 


Apart from the foregoing difficulties which are of a general 
character, there are the definite troubles due to mechanical 


defects, holes, bad joints, and so on. You know as much 
about these as I do, and in this connection I would urge 
that as far as possible paper-makers should have a chance 
of seeing the trouble caused by a serious break—due perhaps 
to a careless joint—on a press which is turning out a publi- 
cation against a time limit. At the same time printers 
should appreciate the speed and quantities dealt with in a 
paper mill. Even a small paper mill deals in quantities 
which seem large to a fair-sized press room. Occasional 
lumps and shives and even creases can get through without 
being noticed, and it may chance that an odd flaw which 
has run right through the paper mill may come up against 
the press slitter and cause a break. 

It is not possible, or to be expected, that an article 
turned out under the conditions of speed and economy of 
rotarv-press paper will be completely free from flaws. Thus 
there is never much satistaction in producing a complaint 
accompanied by an isolated example. The most serious con- 
sideration is to judge what is a reasonable number of flaws. 
and this can be done by routine figures taken over a period 
in the press room. It will soon be seen how one consign- 
ment compares with another, and such comparisons are 
really of value to a paper-maker and, I should believe, to 
the printer. 

A number of reel breaks can be traced to transport, and 
perhaps this is more so now that many mills are turning 
out tighter and more even reels, which are better in other 
respects, but are apt to damage more easily with heavy 
handling. 

Sometimes the surface of reels becomes buckled giving the 
appearance known as ''roping.'" If this goes down only 
about an inch, it may be due to conditions of storage or the 
reel having got damp. If, however, the fault persists right 
into the reel, then it is due to the paper mill. 

Helping the Paper-Maker 

I should like to add that printers will render great assis- 
tance to the paper mill and themselves if with any trouble 
in which they think the paper is at fault, they will give the 
mill number of the reel, an adequate sample, and also a 
clear description of the trouble. Also with examples of 
'" bad printing," there should be some evidence that the 
samples were printed under similar conditions of speed, ink 
supply and cleanliness, as you must remember that the 
paper-maker knows something of the ways of machinery in 
giving variations. 

It was thought that it would add interest to demonstrate 
a few of the instruments used in testing paper by the paper 
mill. Not all of these necessarily relate to the use of paper 
for printing—in fact, tests in this particular direction are 
only developing slowly. Originating in America, tests have 
been carried out using dyed oil penetration to give an indi- 
cation of the way in which oil goes into the paper. They 
also find that this is similar to a test made for the porosity 
of paper to air, but I cannot confirm this. There is a 
warning to be made in connection with testing instruments, 
and that is that special care is necessary, and only the 
average of a large number of tests is of any real value. A 
chance strength test may come out quite different from an 
average. The testing instruments demonstrated are the 
Mullen and Ashcroft burst testers, Schopper tensile tester, 
Elmendorf tearing tester, sizing to water, sizing to oil. 
binocular microscope and annular illumination, Glarimeter 
gloss tester. 


THE death has occurred in Berlin at the age of 84, of 
Hugo Bock, son of the founder of the well-known music 
publishing firm of Bote and Bock. For more than sixty 
vears he was at the head of the firm, and the discovery of 
many of the musical geniuses of his time was due to his 
discernment. 
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Trade Notes 


LINCOLNSHIRE PREss.—At the final mecting of the Lin- 
colnshire Press, Ltd. (late proprietors of the '' Lincoln 
Leader '"), the liquidator (Mr. €. E. Pearson) presiding. 
accounts were submitted showing that the company's 
assets had realised £16,417—sufficient to make a return of 
27s. 6d. on each 9s. share. The accounts were adopted. 


Mr. GEORGE BROWNBILL, president of the National Co- 
operative Publishing Society, died at Accrington last week, 
at the age of seventy-six. He was elected chairman of the 
Accrington Co-operative Society in 1918, and was the first 
president of the Publishing Socicty, which came into being 
on the amalgamation of the English and Scottish News. 
paper Societies. He was re-elected to this position 
annually, and held it to his death. 


THE death occurred last Thursday at his residence, 21, 
Old Park Avenue, Balham, of Mr. George Francis Read, 
mechanical engineer (formerly of Messrs. R. Hoe and Co.. 
Ltd., printers’ engineers, Borough Road, S.E.), aged 74. 
Mr. Read came to London from New York twenty-four 
years ago. 


MR. S. C. Hamer, the '' Times ’’ correspondent at 
Oslo, died last Friday at the age of sixty-five. He 
had been editor of several local papers, and in 1898 
he moved to Oslo, where he lived the rest of his life 
as a journalist and author. For more than ten years he 
was attached to the trade journal “ Farmand,” the last 
year as editor, and also contributed to many other papers. 


NEWSPAPERS’ STAMP Durv.—Major Elliot, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, stated in Parliament last Thurs- 
dav that the Stamp Duty Act provided for the payment 
of an annual composition duty in respect of policies where 
it was considered impracticable to require the ordinary 
6d. duty to be affixed. Newspaper insurances were 
dealt with under this section, and the estimated 
amount of the composition duty for 1931-32 in respect 
of newspaper and magazine insurance schemes was £36,000. 


IN order to assist in the completion of the fifth Printers 
Pension before the end of the season, the Walthamstow 
Musical Society held a grand bohemian concert at the 
Tower Hotel, Walthamstow, on Saturday. The chairmen 
were Messrs. J. McCarthy and W. T. Priddle, both of the 
composing department of the '' Daily Herald.'' 


AT the annual meeting of the Essex District of the 
Newspaper Press Fund, held at Chelmsford, the chairman, 
Mr. Henry Barnes, presided. The report of the com- 
mittee was adopted. The district committee were re- 
elected, Mr. Barnes being again appointed chairman and 
Mr. C. J. Henstridge reappointed hon. secretary. Mr. 
W. Meakin, the secretary of the Fund, gave an address 
after the business of the meeting. 


CLUE or BURNED ParPER.—Two small pieces of burned 
paper, one stated to be part of а cheque, with photo- 
graphic enlargements of each piece, were produced as 
evidence at Bournemouth on Friday, when three men 


were accused of forgery. Accused were remanded. Evi- 
dence was given that a police inspector found the pieces 
of paper in the chimney of a room occupied for a short 
time bv two of the men named Watson and Shillingtord 
at a Bournemouth restaurant.

As with other 
branches of the trade, unemployment among the mem- 
bers of the Association has been rife—the figures being 
higher than for many years. Regarding membership the 
report says that the grand total is only seven lower {һап 
the previous vear, but the active list shows a decrease of 
thirty-seven, which has caused serious concern, and efforts 
are being made to increase active membership. Refer- 
ence is made to the good work of the Joint Industrial 
Council, also to the new premises in Gough Square, to 
which the Association will shortly transfer. 


WAGE RATES AT PETERBOROUGH.—The Typographical 
Association organiser for the Peterborough area has re- 
ported to the Executive Council that he visited that town 
to inquire into the conditions at a local office, where 
wages had been reduced to a rate below the scale pro- 
vided in the national agreement. Following his repre- 
sentations to the firm the rate has been restored to the 
proper grade.

Scrapping Old Machinery 


German Printers and Engineers’ Agreement 


The purchasing of second-hand machinery by printers 
and the possibility that such purchases often tend to bring 
about unfair competition has long been a bone of conten- 
tion amongst British printers. The matter has also for 
some time agitated the minds of German printers and 
machinery makers in that country, although they, unlike 
the Britishers, have apparently now come to a decision 
on the question. 

An understanding has been reached between the German 
Master Printers' Federation and the Association of German 
Printing Machine Manufacturers with a view to the scrap 
ing of old machinery, thus reducing the sale of second- 
hand printing machines. In accordance with an agree- 
ment drawn up between the two bodies, the German 
master printer who scraps old machinery instead of sell- 
ing it to a second-hand dealer will receive compensation. 

As an example of the compensation which a printer 
will receive as a result of scrapping a second-hend stop- 
cylinder printing machine, size 27 in. by 39 in., the 
folowing may be quoted. А firm being а member of 
both the Federation of German Master Printers and the 
German Printing Trade Society would receive the follow- 
ing allowances: From scrap dealer (approximately) $35.00; 
from Federation of German Master Printers in cash $60.00; 
from Trade Society in cash $25.00; from the Association 
of German Printing Machine Manufacturers in vouchers 
$180.00; total $300.00. 


Printing Machine Output 


The Yorkshire Printers’ Alliance has been investigating 
the production of various printing machines, and now 
publishes in its journal some interesting results. 

In cylinder machines, the output per hour reached the 
following figures: Double demy (hand-fed), 1,038; ditto 
Kelly (auto.), 1970: demy wharfedale  (hand-fed), 1,225; 
and ditto auto., 2,000. In platen machines the Heidelberg 
produced 1,956 per hour; the Auto platen, 1,857; and 
hand fed platen up to foolscap folio, 930. These results 
were for work of ordinary quality. 


Pulp and Paper Litigation 


When an action about to be tried was mentioned in 
the Court of Appeal on Friday, it was stated that the 
casts would probably be £80,000. The case relates to the 
paper trade. 

Mr. Albert Martin Oppenheimer and Sir Thomas Henry 
Ptnson, two of eight defendants, described as directors 
and oflicers of Combined Pulp and Paper Mills, Ltd., asked 
that the company be ordered to give additional security 
for the costs. The company had already given £2,350. 

Mr. Norman Birkett (for Mr. Oppenheimer) said the 
claim was for £115,000 and for damages. It was alleged 
that owing to the acts of the defendants the company 
was in danger of losing the whole of its capital, about a 
million pounds. 

Lord Justice Scrutton: 
fendant savs his probable costs will be £10,000. 
that mean that the costs are to be £80,000? 

Sir Patrick Hastings (for the company): Yes, an order 
for anything approaching that amount would mean that 
the action would have to be stopped.

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The St. Bride Institute 
A Fleet Street Appeal 


After forty years of useful work, the St. Bride Institute 
is compelled to make its first appeal to the public for 
money. Its urgent need is to repair and renovate its 
buildings and to provide a filtration plant and otherwise 
improve its swimming bath. 

The Institute was established by a scheme of the Charity 
Commissioners under the City Parochial Charities Act, the 
funds being derived {тот ancient charitable trusts of the 
Parish of St. Bride. 


Printing School 


Part of the scheme was for the provision of printing 
classes to meet the special needs of the neighbourhood. 
When, owing to its success and expansion, this printing 
school was, in 1922, taken over by the London County 
Council, and transferred to Stamford Street, the Institute 
found itself handicapped by part of its premises having been 
adapted to its special use, and also by the loss of grants 
which had been received from the Board of Education and 
the London County Council. 

Membership of the Institute is open to all engaged in 
the City. The present membership is about 1,000. It pro- 
vides a large number of means for education, physical 
training and social intercourse. 

Printers’ Library 

It has a General Lending and Reference Library and an 
unrivalled technical library. This latter section of the 
Institute, the nucleus of which was formed with the collec- 
tion of William Blades, is known to most of our readers. 
It contains practically every book on printing and related 
subjects for reference, besides files of all the principal trade 
periodicals and unique collections of specimens, documents 
and other matter not available elsewhere in this country. 
It lends textbooks for home reading to printing school 
and other students of the craft, and its staff is always 
willing to assist the enquirer or research student. 

The Institute also provides the only swimming bath in 
the City of London. 

The building in Bride Lane, off Fleet Street, requires 
thorough overhauling and extensive repairs. Externally, 
the roof and pointing urgently need attention: internally. 
general re-decoration and some re-arrangement is necessary 
(a) to provide proper accommodation for the needs of the 
members, and (b) to make possible the letting of halls 
and other rooms from which part of the income 1s derived. 
For the swimming bath, the provision of filtration plant 
and re-arrangement of cubicles is imperative if the Institute 
is to continue to provide for the many swimming clubs 
attached to business houses and for other users; this has 
been recognised by the City Corporation, who have made 
a grant towards this cost. 


Increased Maintenance Costs 


For some years, post-war increased cost of maintenance 
has caused the expenditure of the Institute to exceed its 
income, notwithstanding stern economy. It has been 
necessary to meet the deficit by drawing on capital. 

While regretting the necessity in these times, the 
Governors feel compelled to make this appeal to emplovers 
and business houses, and particularly those in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Institute, to subscribe to a fund of £4,000, 
which will enable them to put in hand the urgent and 
necessary work of repair and improvement.

Australian Book Tax 


Although there has been some easing of the burden of 
import duties in Australia, there appears to be no hope 
that the sales tax and primage duty on books will be 
removed or even lightened in the near future. 

On February 11th the Prime Minister (Mr. Lyons) re- 
ceived a deputation, representing University professors, 
scientists, librarians, booksellers and others, and for an 
hour listened to the arguments brought forward to obtain 
a remission of these taxes on knowledge. 

The Prime Minister, says the Adelaide '' Advertiser," 
surprised the delegates bv agreeing with almost every word 
thev said, but Mr. Lyons could not hold out the slightest 
hope unless there was a definite improvement in the general 
position. 

‘If there is any possibility of relief on the points you 
may submit to me,’’ he said, “it will be granted, but 
do not think I am encouraging you to hope for something 
worth while. In view of the financial position, I cannot, 
but these taxes will not be allowed to remain longer than 
possible.'' 

Mr. Lvons said he disbelieved the suggestion that some 
books had been doubled in price as a result of the taxes.

Sheet-Feeding Mechanism 


Messrs. H. Ehrigand U. Keilhauer have patented an 
invention whereby in order to renew the pile of sheets 
quickly in a sheet-feeding mechanism, the frames d, which 
support sprockets n for actuating chains n! which raise 


the active pile p, are extended to form supports for addi: 
tional sprockets i! and chains i which support a new pile 
р! above the active pile. The piles p, p! are registered 
against vertical walls w, w! which are in vertical alignment 
so as to prevent damage to the edges of the sheets when 
the top pile is lowered. To prevent the pile p! from being 
lowered at a time when it could damage the sheet-separator 
u, this separator is caused to opeiate a lever s connected 
to a sliding rod v which is moved to engage between th» 
teeth of the sprocket i! whenever the separator is under- 
neath the pile. The rod v terminates in a spring pawl 
which can yield if it strikes one of the teeth instead ot 
engaging in a gap between two teeth. It then engage: 
between the teeth on a slight rotation of the wheel.—

Printers! Mounting Blocks 


Mr. F. W. Beard has patented an invention whereby in 
a mounting-block of the kind comprising a block 1 of 
metal or other non-warping material provided with per- 
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forations 2 to receive plugs 4 of wood or other suitable 
material to which the printing-plate is secured by screws, 
etc., the perforations are provided with one or more pro- 
jections or ridges 3 adapted to form corresponding notches 
in the plugs when they are driven in and thus lock them 
in the perforations. The surfaces of the block may be 
provided with grooves 7 at right-angles to each other to 
tacilitate the location of plugs covered by the printing- 
plate.—351,674. 


Justifying Type 


An apparatus for traversing a line of type, etc., in 
steps of predetermined lengths, as patented by the Uhertype 
Akt.-Ges., comprises a controller slide having a straight 
line reciprocating motion, the strokes of which are limited 


by bringing stops into action, and which transmits these 
strokes by means of a free-wheel device to a travelling 
member. In the form shown the movement of a recipro- 
cating slide 3 is limited by stops 8, the appropriate stop 
being brought into action by the operation of an electro- 


magnet. The slide 3 bears a cam 18 which co-operates 
with a roller on a transverse slide 15, bearing an electro- 
magnet 29. At each movement of the slide 15 the electro. 
magnet 29 is energised and moves forward the travell ne 
bar 28 which is retained in position by a second electio- 
magnet 30 when the electromagnet 29 is de-energised on the 
return stroke of slide 15. The ratio between the strokes of 
the slides 3 and 15 is varied by a screw head 26. АП the 
moving parts are spring returned.— 350,597. 


Creasing Cardboard 


A machine for making cardboard box blanks comprises 
a creasing blade 60 for form- 
ing a folding crease 2 in the 
blank 1]. It is, accordin: 
to the inventor's specifica. 
tion, carried by a press bi 
44 that is reciprocated vir- 
tically by cranks 50 on a 
driving shaft 45, and co- 
operates with bars 68, Fig. 
18, that are mounted in a 
slot in the work table 20. 
The bars 68 are pivoted at 
their lower ends, where 
means is provided for ad- 
justing the normal separa- 
tion of their upper ends. 
The plate 60 carries a frame 
71 in which flaps 72 are 
pivoted for upward move- 
ment against springs, not 
shown. When the press bar 
44 descends, the plate 60, 
frame 71, and flaps 72 co- 
operate with the bars 68 and with recesses 78 in the work 
table to form the crease. The invention is patented by 
Mr. E. M. Holmer.—348,436. 


Printing in Colours 


In a process for printing multicoloured р plans, еїс., 
as patented by the Ullstein Akt. Ges. and W. Kern, two 
groups of partial originals are first prepared, the members 
of one group representing the black and the differently 
coloured areas of the map, etc., and those of the second 
group representing the black and the differently coloured 
line portions of the map, etc., e.g., rivers, railways, etc. 
Negatives of all the partial originals are then taken, those 
of the coloured ones according to the three-colour process. 
and those corresponding to the first group being taken 
through a screen. The negatives corresponding to identical 
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colours are then combined and from these four combina- 
tion negatives, printing plates are prepared in the usual 
manner.—353,936. 


Sheet-Piling on Rotaries 


In an invention patented by Mr. H. Hense a single or 
multi-colour offset machine is constructed so as to be 
capable of stacking a high pile of sheets 8, and so as to 
permit these to be visible by the operator when looking 


towards the plate cylinder 2. The pile table is arranged 
under the plate cylinder 2 їп a space which is clear of all 
other constructional parts of the machine except the delivery 
chains, and the offset cylinder 2 is arranged so that its 
axis is above the plane containing the axes of the plate 
cylinder 2 and impression cylinder 4. The bottom of the 
impression cylinder 4 is arranged below the plane of the 
top of the pile 8, and the delivery chains § move upwards 
in an inclined path b until they reach the vertical: lane 
I, II which is tangential to the right side of the cylinder 2, 
when they move in a horizontal path a.

date became an entirely separate concern. Since 1928 the 
debtors had constituted the firm of W. Thacker and Co., 
which business was carried on successfully until the 
liquidation of the related Calcutta company, and in con- 
sequence of that failure, and the failure of another 
company in India, they lost approximately £13,500 in 
respect of goods sold, and they were advised to file 
their petition. They also lost about £3,300 through 
defalcations of two employees. Their failure was 
attributed to bad debts and to the defalcations by em- 
ployees. The public examination of Eatwell, the only 
debtor who attended, was concluded, and the public 
examinations of theother two debtors, Hooper aud Chaplin, 
were dispensed with, because they were both abroad and 
it was impossible for them to come to this country.

The World of Print To-day 


THE Easter vacation, like all such breaks in busi- 
ness routine, has meant a slowing down of the wheels 
of industry, and a temporary setback to productive 
progress. But this is a normal occurrence in both 
good years and bad. There has definitely been 
some improvement in the state of trade, and the 
figures for unemployment in our industry have in- 
dicated its beginnings. We hope the movement may 
now be continued, though we see no sufficient reason 
for great expectations. A real and lasting trade 
revival must be based upon an international return 
to reason and good will, involving at least an 
amelioration of tariff warfare, and an abandonment 
of the foolish attempt of each nation to increase its

tion, English literature, simple arithmetic, including 
percentages, general knowledge, and geography. 
These tests apply for all departments. For the com- 
posing department it is suggested that special ques- 
tions should be set to test ability to memorise, and 
also questions a little more advanced to test spelling 
and grammar; for the other departments considera- 
tion should be given by those primarily concerned. 
The certificate of medical examination sets forth a 
series of points to which special attention should be 
given, eyesight being in the forefront. There is also 
a form which the applicant himself fills in, and in 
which he gives particulars of his domestic circum- 
stances and his education, also specifying the depart- 
ment in which he desires to be apprenticed. Of 
course, whatever examination were specified, its 
efficacy would necessarily depend upon the skill and 
the wisdom with which it was applied; and this 
would seem to be specially the case in respect of the 
educational tests which are only broadly outlined in 
the leaflet to which we have referred. Such inquiries 
and tests, however, are all in the right direction, and 
if conscientiously applied must tend to raise the 
status of the printing industry.

Better Business Stationery 


THE idea of promoting a national competition for 
the best commercial letterheading and envelopes— 
to which attention is drawn on another page—is 
commendable. We should, however, have expected 
much greater attention to be paid to design than to 
paper. There are other and better ways of driving 
home the desirability of improving the quality 
standard of business papers. Sometimes the pro- 
moters of these campaigns must wonder where they 
ought to start; at the manufacturing end, the selling 
side or in the consumers’ quarters. The task of 
securing the uplift of quality when economic con- 
ditions are dead against it is not one that many 
would care to undertake. Nor can it be expected to 
have the support of those paper makers whose pro- 
ductions are not calculated to come within the scope 
of the promoters' activities: these members of the 
industry would prefer as an alternative to encourage 
the greater use of paper, aiming at tonnage rather 
than quality output. Maybe there should be a per- 
manent paper publicity bureau devoting itself 
consistently to the encouragement of quality, of 
increased paper usage, of preference for home pro- 
ducts and always working out schemes for educating 
the printer, the printer's salesman, the stationery 
buyer, the publicity manager and the ordinary user 
of business papers.

Rag Content 


ARISING out of the '' Better Business Stationery '' 
competition that is announced, one of the things 
likely to impinge on the memory of those who read 
the details is the fact that a business paper contain- 
ing rag must be a good paper. Perhaps nothing 
could be made to mean so much in putting over the 
quality status of paper as the statement '' twenty-five 
per cent. rag '' or whatever the percentage might be. 
There is a sort of hazy understanding that the best 
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papers are rag papers. Over in the U.S.A. the 
paper houses play a lot on the word rag. So perhaps 
there is publicity value in “© per cent." rag—just 
how much depends upon the handling of the theme.

Particulars of the Plant 


Fleet Street's latest architectural feature, the '' Daily 
Express '" building, rapidly nears completion. The build- 
ing has been built with utility as its keynote and built 
with one purpose—the production at high speed of news- 
papers. 

: The Printing Presses 

Of its nine floors, three are below street level. The 
bottom sub-basement has a concrete foundation specially 
designed to carry the steel bases of the printing presses. 
The paper is fed into the presses from the '' magazines '' 
in this sub-basement, and the half-ton reels of newsprint 
are lowered from the ground level to the scene of opera- 
tions by means of an automatic conveyer, which is con- 
tinuous in action. Trucks running on lines are used for 
transporting the reels to their positions. 

The floor above is the machine hall, where the lines of 
rotary presses are situated. Three lines of machines run 
ihe full sixty feet of this splendid room. 

On the next floor, the mezzanine floor, the newspapers 
are packed for distribution. The composing rooms are on 
the first floor, and the editorial staff on the second floor. 


New Press Principles 


With regard to the rotary machinery installed, principles 
new to this class of press in England are involved. Hitherto, 
it has been customary to mount the printing unit on a 
foundation built independently, and also to have the 
mechanism which feeds the paper into the presses separate 
from the main construction. The new '' Daily Express '' 
line of presses has been designed as one great machine 
complete in itself. More than 100 feet long, the press was 
built complete, and given a '' trial гип ” in the erection 
shop of the manufacturers, Joseph Foster and Sons, of 
Preston. It was then taken down piece by piece and 
re-assembled in the great machinery hall of the new 
building. 

The press consists of a line of twelve units; each of which 
prints eight pages, so that three units are worked in con- 
junction to produce a twenty-four page issue. Thus four 
sets of twenty-four-page papers are produced simul- 
taneously by this line of twelve units. Finished copies of 
the “ Daily Express ' pour out at the rate of 42,000 
copies per hour from each of four delivery '' folders,’’ 
giving a total full capacity of 168,000 copies of a twenty- 


four-page issue. 
The Electric Drive 


The unit-type electrical driving equipment of the new 
press (by Messrs. J. H. Holmes and Co.) is the first of 
its kind installed in Great Britain. The driving of each 
unit by an individual motor removes the necessity for 
bringing the entire press to a standstill in the event of 
a temporary stoppage of one unit. Electrical power can 
thus be rationed according to the units in use. Great 
economy of power is the result. 


MACHINERY FOR TURKEY.—Entitled '' Markets for Print- 
ing and Bookbinding Machinery: Report on the Trade in 
Turkey," a confidential report, based on information re- 
ceived from the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy 
at Istanbul, has been issued by the Department of Over- 
seas Trade to firms whose names are entered on its 
Special Register. United Kingdom firms desirous of 
obtaining a copy of the report, together with particulars 
of the Special Register service of information, should 
apply to {һе Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1.

TvPE FOR AUSTRIA.—The Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Vienna has forwarded particulars of a Decree, 
dated February 15th, and effective as from March 17th, 
which increases the General Tariff rates of duty applicable 
to lead, lead compounds, lead wares and certain other pro- 
ducts imported into Austria. In the case of '' printing type 
(other than art type) of type metal," the duty is increased 
from 28 to 36 gold kronen per 100 kilogs. 


Bradford Municipal Printing 


Prices and Costs Compared 


Comparisons of prices charged by printers for Bradford 
Municipal printing jobs and the estimated costs of those 
jobs to the printers are contained in the report which was 
submitted to the Bradford Corporation Stationery Sub- 
Committee when that body decided not to proceed further 
with the proposed scheme for a municipal printing works 
in Bradford. 

The examples given in the report, a document prepared 
by the City Treasurer (Mr. C. R. Theaker), in conjunction 
with an independent expert in the printing trade, were 
selected out of numerous jobs submitted to the expert for 
valuation. They are: —

The expert points out that the estimates of printers’ 
costs, based on average conditions in the district, do 
not include anything for profit, and he adds '' The item: 
represent such very dissimilar pieces of work that 1 suggest 
they constitute a fairly adequate basis for judgment for or 
against a change of policy.’’ 

The City Treasurer comments: '' It will be seen that on 
the basis of the expert's valuation of the jobs there is 
no evidence that the Corporation would be able to execute 
these particular items at a less cost than is at present 
being paid to the printers now carrying out the work." 
'' The expert,” adds the City Treasurer, ‘‘ emphasises the 
point that Bradford, having already an old-established 
central department for dealing with orders for general print- 
ing and stationery requirements, would find it more diffi- 
cult to show а saving by now starting its own printing 
department."'' 


"Howard Hazell” Scholarship,

The scholarship will be tenable at any one of the follow- 
ing schools, viz.: The London School of Printing and 
Kindred Trades; the Birmingham School of Printing, Central 
School of Arts and Crafts; the Heriot-Watt College, Edin- 
burgh; the Leeds Technical College, Leeds; the College of 
Technology, Manchester; and the course, which will be a 
whole-time one, will extend approximately from September

The Value of the J.I.C. 


Mr. George A. Isaacs at Ipswich 


Useful publicity was given to the work of the Joint 
Industrial Council of the Printing and Allied Trades when 
a visit to Ipswich was paid recently by Mr. George A. 
Isaacs, ex-M.P. and ex-Mayor for Southwark, the general 
secretary of the National Society of Operative Printers 
and Assistants. The occasion was the second annual con- 
vention of the Ipswich and Colchester District Committee 
of the Joint Industrial Council. Mr. Cedric E. Harrison 
presided over a gathering representative of the trade at 
both towns. 

Mr. Isaacs gave an informative address, which left no 
doubt in the minds of his audience as to the benefits 
ensuing to both sides from the work being done. Instanc- 
ing the work of the Health Committee, he pointed out 
that the proportion of deaths due to tuberculosis was 
rapidly declining to the national level, whereas in 1919 it 
had been three times as high in the printing trades as 
throughout the nation. 


Conciliation Services 


The speaker dealt exhaustively with what appears to 
many to be the most important work of all—that of the 
Conciliation Committee, which sits in case of any dispute. 
Although the Committee can only recommend and not 
enforce its findings, there has only been опе case out 
of well over one hundred where the finding has not been 
accepted by both sides. So convinced of the value of the 
work of this Committee was the particular union of which 
Mr. Isaacs is secretary that their strike fund reserves have 
bcen reduced by 78 per cent. and this amount added to 
the superannuation fund. The unions and masters’ 
federation had all agreed to take no aggressive action until 
the case had been before this Conciliation Committee. In 
one instance the Committee sat for twelve hours one dav 
and seventeen hours the next day before coming to a 
satisfactory decision on a matter of national importance 
in the trade, which might otherwise quickly have developed 
into a strike or lock-out throughout the country. 

Many other interesting and informative points were 
raised during the general discussion which followed, a very 
sincere vote of thanks being passed to the speaker on the 
proposition of Mr. W. E. Calver (Ipswich), seconded by 
Mr. L. Jenkinson (Colchester).

The Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the West and North-West London 
Master Printers Association was held at the Grafton Hotel 
on Tuesday, March 15th, Mr. L. Langley, the president 
occupying the chair. There was a good attendance of 
members; the visitors included Mr. Mizen, secretary of the 
North London Associaticn; Mr. W. J. Boyle, secretary of the 
Central Districts Association; Mr. E. G. Baker, assistant 
secretary, L.M.P.A., and Mr. T. D. Hawkins, secretary, 
East and North-East Association. 

Mr. P. G. Crannis, the hon. secretary, presented an ex- 
cellent report on the activities of the Association for the 
past year, and was followed by Mr. W. J. Pollock, the hon. 
treasurer, who presented an equally satisfactory financial 
report. 


Officers Elected 


The officers elected for the ensuing year were: President, 
Mr. P. G. Crannis; hon. secretary, Mr. L. C. Langley; hon. 
treasurer, Mr. W. J. Pollock; and hon. assistant secretary, 
Mr. E. A. Neale. The existing committee was re-elected, 
Mr. J. C. Trill and Mr. С. C. Leveridge being added to its 
number. 

During the evening the figures sent in for the Test 
Estimate were submitted to the members present. These will 
come up for further discussion at a later meeting. 

Concluding the formal business of the evening, the chair- 
man introduced Mr. F. H. Bisset, secretary of the Federation 
of Master Printers, who was to address the meeting on 
'" What do you expect from the Federation?” 

Mr. Bisset, on rising, said that the title of the address 
was one to which he would have difficulty in speaking, as 
he expected to hear from those present what they expected 
from the Federation. In any case, a general answer might 
be given as to the similar question, '' What do you expect 
from your business?’’ The answer to that, he suggested, 
was '' A decent living and some pleasure and satisfaction 
from the business.’’ To obtain these the requirements were: 
a sufficient quantity of work, adequate prices, and good 
management. The first and third of these should go 
together. as thev represented the two sides of the one 
thine; while if there was sufficient work the price-cutting 
problem was not so likely to appear. The Federation 
could not help in the maintenance of prices as such, but it 
could help in stabilising conditions and letting you know 
vour costs. He had to admit that as a consequence of 
existing conditions there had been somrething in the nature 
of a retreat. but the existence of the Federation had supplied 
the necessary morale, thereby preventing a rout which would 
have resulted in the smashing of the industry. We had re- 
tired—but in good order. 


Detrimental Legislation 


Mr. Bisset then went on to point out in detail the con- 
stant attacks from outside on the general volume of printing 
Manv Bills had been presented to Parliament and were still 
before the House which in their various clauses were likely 
to have a detrimental effect on the trade. Through the 
action taken by the Federation, valuable modifications had 
been effected which would be to the benefit of printers 
generally. The aim of the Federation had been to conserve 
the volume of printing, and in this they had succeeded. 
Vigilance was never relaxed in legislative matters. On its 
departmental side also the Government was carefully 
watched, and good work had been done. Details in reference 
to this work were given, particularly in the matter of print- 
ing picture postcards by the Postmaster-General. 


Other matters dealt with were: Postal anomalies, direct 
trading bv wholesalers, and the influence of duplicating and 
office machines. 

On its constructive side the Federation was aiming at 
educating the manufacturer and wholesaler in the value of 
printing as an indispensable aid to trade. This was being 
done through the work of the Publicity and Selling Com- 
mittee. 

On the manarement side of the printer’s business, the 
work of the Costing Committee and Labour Committee was 


dealt with. The activities of the Technical Research 
Bureau was touched upon; also matters relating to in- 
surance, rating, arbitration, etc. 

Concluding, Mr. Bisset said that in conjunction with the 
L.M.P.A. the Federation possessed a pool of information 
which was available to all members. 

In proposing a vote of thanks, Mr. A. Langley asked 
what more could printers expect from the Federation? 
Their subscription was an extraordinary bargain and they 
should be grateful for the work done. 

Mr. P. G. Crannis seconded the vote of thanks, and in 
doing so said he considered the Federation had found a 
genius for the job. 

Mr. Scarsbrook, in support of the vote, said he found 
the Association of great benefit. He was confident that 
there was a good time coming, but those who had been 
cutting prices would have diffculty later on in raising 
them. The aim should be to produce good work and give 
good service. He hoped the Association would go on 
doing good work for its members. 

The chairman announced Monday, April 18th, as the 
date of the annual dinner.

Reviewing the Printing Trade 
Mr. H. G. Clarke's Suggestions at Sheffield 


That the time has come to review the rules and under- 
standings in the industry, was the gist of a speech by Mr. 
Н. С. Clarke, president of the Federation of Master Prin- 
ters, at the annual dinner of the Sheffield and District 
Association of Master Printers and Allied Trades, at the 
Royal Victoria Hotel, Sheffield. 

Mr. G. K. Marshall (president) presided, and the other 
guests included Mr. W. A. Townsend (past president of 
the Yorkshire Master Printers' Alliance), Mr. F. H. Bisset 
(secretary of the Federation), Mr. A. Wigley (president of 
the Yorkshire Alliance), and Mr. E. P. Lobley (past presi- 
dent of the Alliance). 

The toast of '' The Federation," proposed bv Mr. 
Townsend, was responded to by Mr. Clarke, who spoke of 
the unparalleled trade depression during his ycar of office, 
and went on to rcfer to the application of the tariff. Thev 
as business men might rest assured, he said, that there was 
no such thing as a ''scientific ’’ application of a tariff, 
and from time to time representations would have to be 
made to the responsible authorities in reference to this 
matter. He suggested that none of them knew what effect 
the general tariff would have upon their industry. 

Continuing, Mr. Clarke spoke of the necessity for the 
existence of the Federation. There should be no outsiders, 
he said. He believed that before many years were over 
the Federation would be called upon to see that the whole- 
sale houses supplied the trade with their commodities at a 
price lower than they supplied to consumers outside the 
trade. They might even have to consider the conditions 
under which a house should be recognised and treated as a 
wholesale house. 

He said that the time had come when workshop practices 
and customs needed the closest examination. Іп many 
matters they had outgrown both trade union rules and their 
own agreements. There was no time like a slack period for 
overhauling of every kind. 

Mr. Bisset proposed '' The Yorkshire Alliance ' and 
Mr. A. Wigley responded. 

Mr. E. P. Loblev proposed '' The Sheffield Association," 
and the president, responding, said the solution of their 
trade difficulties lay with themselves. They must take 
their own medicine and show good work, by which means 
thev would elevate their own as well as other industries. 

The after-dinner speeches were followed by dancing.

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Researches on Paper Perinanency 


New Results from America 


Results of investigations to determine materials and 
methods best suited tor the preservation of records and re- 
search plans for the future along these lines have been 
issued by the Library Quarterly with the approval of the 
U.S. Bureau of Standards of the Department of Commerce. 

The adequate preservation of records became а problem 
coincident with thc development of modern paper-making 
materials. Until late in the eighteenth century, paper was 
generally made by hand, with a minimum of chemicals. 
To-day, however, less expensive paper has become a neces- 
sity. But the importance of papers which will withstand 
the ravages of time is realised, and throughout the world 
scientific research is being employed to solve the compli- 
cated problems. 


Many Research Activities 


In America the American Library Association is actively 
interested, the Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper 
Industry has a standing committee working on the prob- 
lem, and researches related to the problem are being made 
by the Rag Content Paper Manufacturers, by the various 
national Government laboratories, and, separately, by a 
number of paper concerns. Several publishers of news- 
papers and periodicals are printing special library editions 
on papers designed to be permanent. 

Prevention of deterioration of records is a complicated 
problem because of the variety of the chemical reactions 
that may take place within a paper finally to break down 
the fibre structure, with consequent loss of strength and 
discoloration. The basic constituent of the paper fibre, 
cellulose, has a complex structure and is not yet very 
thoroughly identified as to chemical and physical properties. 

It is susceptible, however, to degradation by chemical 
reactions, and these are accelerated by other chemically 
active components of paper such as rosin and alum used 
for sizing, iron and other metals introduced extraneously, 
and chlorine bleaching residues. The deteriorative effects 
are further complicated by the accelerating action of various 
storage conditions such as light, dust, acid-polluted air, 
and variations in temperature and humidity. Research on 
the subject has dealt largely with studies of the inter-effect 
of paper components. 

In the research programme of the U.S. Bureau of Stan- 
dards considerable emphasis is placed on study of the 
external deteriorative influences that may be present as a 
part of the library storage conditions. 


Importance of Purification 


In testing papers for their permanency, an important 
finding is that, as far as can be judged by the testing pro- 
cedure available, fibres having excellent permanency value 
сап be produced from the lower-grade raw materials such 
as wood by careful purification, The information developed 
in these studies of current papers and fibrous raw materials 
has assisted in commercial development of papers for speci- 
fic permanent record uses, and has assisted publishers and 
other paper users in the choice of papers for such purposes. 

In the survey of storage conditions in public libraries, 
data were obtained from 33 libraries. The survey indicated 
that as far as external intluences are concerned, damage to 
stored publications and other records is caused by acid 
pollution of the atmosphere, high temperatures, variations 
in atmospheric humidity, dust, and light. The deteriora- 
tive action of light was found to be generally recognised 
and guarded against. The same was true to a lesser extent 
for dust and temperature. As а general rule, however, 
little precaution is taken to minimise the effect of air- 
pollution and humidity variation, although this is entirely 
practicable. 

Studies of old publications and books revealed that the 
resistance of these aged papers to deterioration appears to 
have been primarily dependent on the degree of purification 
of the paper fibres, irrespective of the nature of the fibrous 
raw materials. 


Study has been made of the preservation of papers known 
to be impermanent. Japanese tissue paper pasted on these 
papers with starch as well as the use of silk chiffon was 
found to be preferable. Photostating also seems a most 
practical way of preserving records contained on perishable 


paper. 
Permanency Classification 


Suggestions have been made for a permanency classifi- 
cation of papers. Papers would be classed in four main 
groups to their degree of cellulosic and non-cellulosic purity, 
with consideration of the usage requirements. In all except 
the lowest grade, which comprises papers suitable for tem- 
porary use only, limits are fixed for alpha cellulose, cop- 
per number, rosin, and acidity. In addition, stability limits 
as indicated by a heat test are given for the permanent 
papers. 

Further studies of deterioration are planned by the 
Bureau of Standards. In addition, the following studies 
of library deteriorative effects are planned for the immedi- 
ate future. Extension of study of effect of light on sizing 
materials using papers made in the Bureau mill containing 
known amounts of rosin sizing materials and other sizing 
materials such as waxes; the latter тау be more stable than 
rosin. Further study of effect of rise in temperature and of 
desiccation to include heating in oxygen and in nitrogen 
to find whether or not the deterioration of papers in warm, 
dry places is due mainly to oxidation; affirmative results 
would suggest the advisability of incorporating anti- 
oxidants in papers. Continuation of study of effect of sul- 
phur dioxide to include various concentrations of this gas, 
and effect of variations in temperature and humidity; these 
data should give sufficiently definite information on the 
rate and degree of the sulphur dioxide effect to show posi- 
tively whether acid purification of library air is required.

manufacturers and other bodies, for designs relating to 
many industries, including book production; posters, 
showcards, fancy display payer, etc., can be obtained from 
the secretary of the Royal Society of Arts, John Street, 
Adelphi, London, W.C.2. Application for forms of entry. 
labels, and instructions must be sent to the secretary of 
the Society between May 2nd and May 9th, and the last 
day for receiving entries is May 21st. The designs entered 
for the competition will be received at the Imperial College 
of Science and Technology, Imperial Institute Road, South 
Kensington, S.W., between June 6th and June 8th, and 
after the judging, which takes place in July, the prize 
and accepted. designs will be exhibited to the public at 
the Imperial College of Science and Technology from 
July 30th to August 31st. (Sundays excepted). 

The arrangements and schedule of prizes for the 1933 
competition will be considered in September next. Several 
important manufacturers have already notified their inten- 
tion of offering prizes in connection with next year’s com- 
petition, and other trade associations or firms desiring to 
take part in the 1933 competition should communicate 
with the secretary of the Royal Society of Arts at an early 
date. :

The organisers report that, as the arrangements take 
shape, it is more than ever certain that the success of last 
vear will be surpassed. The choice of ground is a great 
factor, and when it is stated that the London University 
enclosure at Motspur Park (which comprises 28 acres) is 
equipped in a thoroughly up-to-date manner as regards 
dressing-room accommodation, baths, etc., and that the 
track is all that can be desired, the change of venue will 
be appreciated by all who take their sport seriously. Nor 
have the spectators been overlooked, for the ground boasts 
a stand which will seat several hundred people comfortably, 
while for those who like to take the air, the splendid bank- 
ing allows a full view of the events from almost any angle. 

In the programme of events, the committee have catered 
for all tastes.

The Chemistry 


of Lithography 


GELATINE — ALBUMIN — GUM 
By CHARLES HARRAP 


The term gelatine is applied strictly to the fine gela- 
tines or glues used for the finest purposes: but as a 
material or chemical substance it 1s only a member of 
the extensive class of glues or collagens (сой = glue). 
The word collotype means printing from glue, 
although in common practice gelatine is always used. 


Gelatine 


There are several grades of gelatine, known as hard, 
mid-hard, softer grades and common gelatine; fine 
and common glues; and isinglass and fish glues. They 
are all chemically of the same composition, and are 
extracted from the bones, connective tissues, cartilages 
and skins of animals. Parchment is a source of gela- 
tine, whilst fishes’ swimming bladders, fins and scales, 
as well as their bones are largely connective tissue, 
and are used for the manufacture of gelatine. But 
isinglass, from fishes’ swimming bladders, is too soft 
to be of much use in photo-mechanical processes. 

With so many sources of origin, it is apparent that 
the quality of gelatine must vary, and it must not be 
taken for granted that each manufacturer's products 
of hard, mid-hard and common are equal in quality. 
In fact, users of gelatine for printing and photo- 
graphic purposes should always test gelatines for ab- 
sorption of water and strength or tenacity. 

The quality of gelatine largely depends upon its mode 
of manufacture. The best varieties are from well 
selected bones and fine skins. Under all conditions in 
the early stages it is associated with fats, such as the 
marrow of bones, and the layer of fat under all skins. 
The purest gelatine is obtained when the gelatine is 
dissolved in warm water, and precipitated by alcohol. 
This precipitate is filtered off, well washed, and again 
dissolved in water to allow of its being dried in 
leaves on nets, or on glass to give a polished surface. 

Gelatine as a chemical body has no strictly defined 
number of atoms of each of its elements. It has, how- 
ever, been determined that an average composition may 
be taken as: carbon, 50%; hydrogen, 17 to 18%; 
oxygen, 25%; nitrogen, 6.5 to 7%; and sulphur, .2 to 
‚7%. A suggested formula for gelatine is 
СН: МОӘ: 


Albumin 


In many respects it resembles albumin, but differs 
in always containing glycocoll, and seldom containing 
tyrosine, С.Н,.О.М. Glycocoll, C;H;NO,, is soluble 
in water and not in alcohol. The resemblance of gela- 
tine to albumin is in the similarity of their decomposi- 
tion or putrefaction products when alkaline or acid 
bodies are used. This result of decomposition is an 
important factor in printing processes. By oxidation 
with chromic acid mixtures it yields amongst other 
things fatty acids, benzoic acid and benzoic aldchyde. 
And when boiled with caustic potash both glycerine 
and leucine are produced. 

Gelatine is not soluble in cold water, but, when 
soaked in it, swells by absorption. Hard gelatines 


absorb about six times their weight of cold water; 


softer gelatines absorb ten times or more. After spak- 
ing for about two hours the limit of absorption is 
reached, and then by heat the gelatine can be dissolved. 
In nearly all cases the hard gelatines are the most 
useful in planography and collotype processes. There 
аге but few bodies that will precipitate the gelatin 
from the solution; the most effective are alcohol and 
tannic acid. 

For coating photo-litho transfer paper or collotype 
plates, a useful proportion of hard gelatine is 1 part 
to 12 parts of water, by weight. 

Gelatine for photographic purposes is usually sold 
in leaves, marked with the strands of the drying nets; 
but it can be obtained in large, smooth sheets for en- 
graving or water-colour drawings. The majority of 
water colours do not affect the gelatine, nor does 
transfer ink. 


Leather 


Gelatine may be kept in stock for years, providing it 
is kept dry; in moist storage it decays, or goes mouldy, 
just as old boots. Leather itself is largely gelatine of 
a low grade and when used for bookbinding is liable 
to deteriorate from moisture and sulphurous fumes, as 
well as the treatment in binding, when heat is applied 
or the varnishes used are in any way alkaline or sul- 
phurous. It is probable that the adhesives used may 
be deleterious, and it should be remembered that the 
leather is often very thin, and actually wears out in 
usage. [t 15 rather likely that in rooms heated by coal 
fires, or even by hot-water or hot-air systems, requiring 
coal heating, that sulphurous fumes are distributed 
thoughout a building, and damage the leather, especi- 
ally if there is any moisture in the air, to create 
sulphurous acid. Gas lighting and faulty joints in gas- 
pipes are dangerous to book leather; and even vul- 
canised rubber is likely to spread sulphur fumes. And 
it may be added that whenever albumen is used the 
sulphur in it may have some effect. There is yet an- 
other source of danger in the bookbinder's paste which 
may contain alum, and from the free sulphuric acid in 
alum there may arise small traces of sulphurous oxide. 

The effect of sulphurous fumes from gas heating 1s 
guarded against in collotype ovens by placing the row 
of jets under the iron floor of the oven, and upon 
this iron floor is placed a thick layer of sand. 

As “leather” is in composition similar to gelatine, 
differing only in its treatment for curing and tanning, 
it comes within the scope of our subject to deal with 
it as a lithographic material. It may be taken tor 
granted that the final stages of leather manufacture 
do produce a tanned material consisting of all the 
connective tissue and hardened gelatine, apparently so 
unlike purified gelatine. It should not be overlooked 
that pure gelatine treated with tannic acid becomes a 
soft leather. 

Leather as used for ink rollers 15 fairly soft, and 
for tympans it is medium hard. Leather rollers 
should be kept as soft as it is possible for printing 
purposes; and the fine grain of the surface should be 
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carefully preserved. The hardening of ink and varnish 
in the grain should be removed by solvents as much 
as possible, to avoid unnecessary harshness in scraping 
out the ink. 

The best solvent is turpentine alone, as it does least 
injury to the skin; but, when hard-drying inks have 
been used, it is advisable to add a small quantity of 
carbolic or cresylic acid to the turps and allow it to 
soak well before scraping. 

For breaking-in nap rollers the object is to retain 
the original softness of the leather, so that it will 
not lose its elasticity. Therefore a soft grease must be 
worked into it at the outset, even though it may make 
the rollers run rather greasily at first. That can be 
remedied, but it is impossible to get the grease in after 
the rollers have been badly broken-in at first and run 
for any length of time in printing. The most suitable 
grease is pure unsalted lard, procurable at a chemist’s 
shop, as “prepared lard.” This should be rubbed well 
in, before a fire, until it looks shiny or liquid; then 
left for two days to soak in. This operation should 
be done three times. Follow by scraping carefully and 
finish off by rolling-up in varnish, and scraping several 
times a day until all dirt and loose pieces have been 
ene and the grain has taken an even and resilient 
orm. 


Albumen: Albumin 


This material may be designated by either of the 
words albumen or albumin, but, to be exact, the word 
albumen may be restricted to the white of egg, and 
the albumen of animals and plants in its crude or 
natural state. When the white of egg is beaten up, 
diluted with water and filtered, then neutralised with 
acetic acid, and finally gently heated to drive off the 
water, the result is a yellowish, gum-like mass, which 
is the extracted albumin. It is soluble in water, and 
when such a solution is treated with ammonium sul- 
phate (NH4);SO, the albumin is precipitated. This 
precipitated albumin is soluble in water. The egg 
albumen when beaten up and treated with small quan- 
tities of caustic potash, KOH, with constant stirring, 
becomes a compound, and is known as alkali albuminate. 
Similar compounds are formed with caustic soda, 
NaOH, and ammonium hydrate, NH,OH. Оп the 
other hand, strong mineral acids precipitate the albu- 
min, and the precipitate is not soluble in water. 

Albumin solution warmed to 70°C, 154°F, coagulates, 
and is then insoluble in water. Albumin solution 
treated with dilute acids, is converted into syntonin, 
or acid albumin. 

The composition of albumin is not strictly defined, 

It within present limits it may be stated that it con- 
tains the following percentages of—carbon, 52.7 to 
54.5; hydrogen, 6.9 to 7.3; nitrogen, 15.4 to 16.5; 
oxygen, 20.9 to 23.5; sulphur, .8 to 1.6. A German 
chemist suggested the formula C. H,,,N,,,0,,,S,. 

The caustic alkalies, NaOH and KOH, decompose 
albumin and form leucine, C.H,,NO,, tyrosine, 
C,H,,NO,, oxalic acid, C,H,O,, and ammonia, NH,. 

Albumin in water solution is precipitated by alcohol, 
and if this operation be done quickly the precipitate 
may be soluble in water; but, if retarded, the albumin 
Will be coagulated to such an extent as to be insoluble. 

_Tannic acid precipitates albumin from a water solu- 
ion, and this precipitate is insoluble in water. This 
reaction has some resemblance to the precipitation of 
gelatin, from water solution, and both reactions have 
à bearing upon tanning leather, for leather is animal 
Skin, and such skins are used for making glue from 
the large percentage of gelatin in them. 
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Albumin, after extraction, сап be dried and pow- 
dered; and in this form it 1s mostly used for photo- 
graphic plate coatings. It is regarded as the medium 
for carrying the photographic salts. When albumin 
or gelatine is used for coating metals or glass, and is 
sensitised by a bichromate of potassium, sodium or 
ammonium, it 1s highly possible that the albumin or 
gelatin takes an important part in producing the ink- 
bearing surface. | 

When whites of eggs are used they should be poured 
into a wide-necked bottle containing scraps of broken 
glass. By well shaking with the glass the fibrous matter 
is well cut up, with the result of having a smoother 
liquid albumen. 


Gum 


Amongst these colloid or jelly-forming bodies, in- 
cluding gelatine and albumin, there is another series 
known as gums. The name gum or glue is used indis- 
criminately for the gelatinous glues, the albumens, the 
resinous latex of indiarubber trees, and the gum-resins, 
the gums of fruit trees and acacias, and sugary gums. 
But true gums are viscid; they are not oily or resinous, 
and they are adhesive. The gum so commonly used 
in planography is gum Arabic, the acacia gum, which 
is not infrequently mixed with small quantities of 
Australian gum (Acacias Mollisma and Affinis and 
Eucryphia Moorei), gum tragacanth (Sterculia) and 
Senegal gum (Acacias Verek and Adansonii) Gum 
Arabic is mainly from Acacias, Arabis, Nilotica, Seyel, 
Speciasa, Tortulis, and Ehrenbergia, of Arabia, India 
and Africa. 


The word gum has been used for sticky and adhesive 
bodies, and therefore has included the oleo resins, gum 
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resins, as well as the popular gum—gum Arabic. The 
true gums are wholly or partially soluble ın water, 
whilst the oleo-resins аге not. Gum Arabic is not 
soluble in alcohol, whilst many of the gum-resins are. 
Some of the gum-resins yield more or less soluble 
gum. 


Gum Arabic 


The typical gum is gum Arabic, and its composition 
15 70 per cent. arabin, 2C,H 4O, + Н.О, 17 per cent. 
water, and 13 per cent. calcium and potash combined 
with the arabin. In Germany it is generally known 
as arabic acid, which seems somewhat inappropriate, 
yet the arabin is very nearly an acid. Most craftsmen 
are aware that, by exposure to light and air the arabin 
does acidify. Further, it is probable that the com- 
bination of arabin with the calcium and potassium 15 
only a loose one and is likely to leave the arabin to 
the oxidation of the air. As а preventive of this form 
of souring there should be some whiting scraped im 
from time to time to satisfy the arabic acid. The 
acidity of gum Arabic. solution сап be easily tested 
by blue litmus paper changing to red. 

The use of gum Arabic on stone and in small quan- 
tities in damping water, is one of the earliest customs 
in lithography. From the chemical point it was a 
good material, but as first used there is little doubt that 
the question of freshness was not taken into account— 
otherwise the Germans would not have established the 
name of "arabic acid" for the gum. [t is, however, 
very pwbable that fresh gum acts as an acid on stone, 
as it is associated in its composition. with potassium 
and calcium. The potassium being so strong as an 
alkali, it attacks the calcium carbonate of the stone, 
and thereby liberates the arabic acid to attack the cal- 
cium of the stone, the result being a loose combination 
which is equivalent to a newly-formed layer of gum 
attached to, or becoming part of, the stone’s surface. 
This is more or less borne out by the fact that a litho- 
grapher is seldom satisfied that cold water will wash 
the gum off cleanly, and usually follows with ап acid 
to remove the last traces ot the gum. 


Acid for Washing 


On the question of which acid to use, there is still 
а common belief. in acetic acid, notwithstanding that 
acetic itself forms tenacious crystals on the stone's 
surface. It is much more reasonable to use a 3% oc 
2". solution of nitric acid, because it actually decom- 
poses gum Arabic into the three acids, mucic, С.Н О, 
saccharic, C,I1,0., and oxahe, CHLO, and a second 
wash-over with the weak nitric entirely removes the 
results of the decomposition. This method has been 
proved to be most effective. 

Another. feature of gum Arabic is that it is а vege- 
table mucilage, and is a good “ground” for. the 
growth of fungus, which by its method of existence in 
consuming oxygen and emitting carbon dioxide causes 
the arabin to become acid. Such a change сап be 
effectively prevented by adding to the. freshly-made 
gum solution а few drops of carbolie acid or eresylic 
acid. This addition does not in any way affect. the 
gummy properties, and їп fact improves them. These 
"acids " act as antiseptics and prevent any fungoid 
erowth. This feature is most important in. gumming 
stones or plates before putting them into storage. There 
have been many originals destroyed for the lack of 
this precaution, more especially when the storage place 
is at all damp. 

The above-mentioned. action is of importance. in 
choosing between gum Arabic and dextrine for gum- 
ming-up for storage. Dextrine 15 a body similar to 
ordinary sugar, C,H,,O,, which, on exposure in pre- 
sence of traces of moisture, will take up a molecule of 


water; Н.О, and become C.H,:O., which is three mole- 
cules of acetic acid, C:H,O:, and this tendency to be- 
come acid (sour) is inherent and cannot be suitably 
guarded against. It is possible to add a iew drops 
of carbohe acid or cresyhe acid to prevent. souring 
by the growth of fungus, and it is probable that the 
addition of powdered whiting would neutralise the 
acetic acid formed, but that would be at the expense 
of the gummy covering power of the dextrine; and 
it would introduce acetate of calcium into what should 
be a protective layer of the "jelly" type devoid of 
пиегаспоп upon the stone or metal plate. 

Gum Arabic is readily soluble im water, and, tor 
keeping, it should be dissolved in cold water. When 
dissolved, some fine whiting powder—1i.e., pure calcium 
carbonate—should be mixed well in. 1 in daily use 
and exposed to air, more whiting can be added from 
time to time; finally add a few drops of carbolic or 
cresyle acid. Gum Arabic 15 not soluble in turpentine 
or petroleum. This fact is made use of when work 
is drawn on stone or plate with gum, and when dry, 
the whole design is filled in with artists’ ink dissolved 
in turpentine, or with one of the strong washing-out 
Hiuids or "doctors" containing turpentine. If this 
were done with artists’ ink dissolved in water, the gum 
would be dissolved and the whole work spoiled. It is 
customary to follow the same course on zinc when 
large areas of solids are required; and in that case, 
after gumming-out, the areas are filled-in with strong 
wash-out liquid. 


Gum Arabic in Photography 


Gum Arabic has an important use in photography, 
as it acts somewhat like gelatine when sensitised with 
potassium bichromate. For ordinary photography the 
gum solution may be made of equal weights of gum, 
doz., and water, quarter-pint. The potassium bichro- 
mate may be a saturated solution. For coating the 
paper, use 1 part potassium bichromate solution to 2 
parts gum solution; if desired, there may be any dye 
added to give the desired colour to the print. A similar 
method was in use twenty years ago, and the results 
were very attractive, because the artist-photographer 
could wash-out all unnecessary parts and leave prints 
resembling sepia drawings. 

In. photo-lithography and = collotype the potassium 
Inchromate should be a 5 per cent. solution to prevent 
its erystallising. 

This photographic characteristic of sensitised gum 
Arabic has been further exploited in the U.S.A., where 
it has become a common practice in photo-planography 
after the exposure of the plate, to cover the plate with 
sum bichromate and expose, then wash-otf, ete. This 
is claimed to give very strony results. 


War Disaster to Lithographers 


The Commercial Press of Shanghai, China, the large! 
lithographic plant in the Far East, was recently destroyed 
by bombardment. The establishment's library, said to be 
one of the finest in China, was also destroyed. 

A Mr. Н. A. Riddle, of Chicago, who is familiar with 
the Shanghai section, is reported as saying: '' The Conr 
mercial Press was one of the largest, finest, апа most up- 
to-date Hthographing and printing plants in the world. 
It employed nearly three thousand people, doing high 
grade lithographing and printing work for nearly all the 
schools and colleges in China.”

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Stones for Lithography 


Properties and Treatment 


The quality of our present-day lithographic stones is no 
longer like that of those obtained from the first quarries 
long ago exhausted. These stones perfectly resisted the 
action of acids, which bit into them uniformly without 
crumbling them, so that fats could remain quite pure. 

Certainly, says the '' Courrier du Livre," good stones 
are still to be found, but they sometimes lack the fine 
grain of the old ones. Stones have characteristic proper- 
ties, according to the place from which they come. Those 
from the Munich quarries are the best, and can be em- 
ployed for all kinds of work. The stones of Cháteauroux 
or Vigan, for example, are more suitable for average work. 
Should not the style of work, as a matter of principle, be 
adapted to the kind of stone? 


Testing Stones 


How can we be sure of the quality of a stone, indepen- 
dently, of course, of the references which sellers are always 
ready to give? There is an infallible method, which un- 
fortunatcly is not within reach of all, as it can only be 
employed in the quarry. It consists in putting a piece of 
good stone, previously crushed, into a solution of nitric 
acid and water. It should dissolve almost completely only 
leaving an insignificant residue. 

There is, however, another method, easy to apply in all 
workshops, and which gives an interesting indication, if 
not so precise as the other. After wetting the stone with 
a sponge, one allows it to dry whilst counting the number 
of minutes required. Thus by comparison an appreciable 
result can be obtained. 

It is also well to pass a damp sponge over the four sides 
of the stone, because although chiselled there may be de- 
fects only found by careful examination, but which would 
certainly show after a few applications of pumice stone. 


Qualities and Defects 


A good stone should be neither too hard nor too soft. 
To ascertain its density a sharp scraper can be passed over 
a small surface and the greater or less resistance met with 
will show the greater or less density of the stone. 

Unfortunately stones are not free from defects. The 
principal ones are veins, white specks and crystallisation. 
Such stones should be rejected, otherwise during prepara- 
tion and inking the work executed on them will disappear. 

When a stone is very thin it is backed with another 
stone so as to form one block. The old printers accustomed 
to backed stones were at first reluctant to buy them, their 
appearance being probably due, to some extent, to the 
exhaustion of the quarries; but now things have quite 
changed. 

It is easy to find out whether recently purchased stones 
are backed or sound stones by well bathing all their sides 
with water, which will be absorbed by the stone and give 
it a darker tint, whereas the cemented parts, refractory to 
water, do not change. 

Before using such stones it is advisable to subject them 
to a strong biting-in and then carefully polish them. The 
object of this precaution is to remove the filling of sodium 
silicate which may be used to plug flaws. 


Storing 


Let us note that to keep stones in good condition when 
stored for use, they must be put in a cool dry place, 
especially those bearing original pen or pencil designs or 
engravings. In a damp atmosphere the stones would ab- 
sorb moisture and the coat of gum covering the composi- 
tions would be decomposed and, acting like an acid, bite 
into the design and even make a cavity in the stone, which 
thus becomes useless. 

Endeavours have been made both in France and other 
countries to make imitation lithographic stones, but with- 
out success. These were not the first such experiments. 
Sencfelder tried to find a substitute for this stone. Though 
he failed to do so, the fact deserves note. At the present 
time the question is of less consequence, as, since the in- 
vention of the offset process, procedure has been greatly 
simplified and the use of stone made much less necessary. 


Lithographic Paper Problems 


More Results of Research 


Another report is issued indicating advance made in 
lithographic problems through the aid of technical re- 
search. This relates to the co-operative research begun in 
July, 1930, as a joint project of the U.S. Bureau of 
Standards and the Lithographic Technical Foundation, 
and marks progress in the rescarch on lithographic papers. 


Register on Offset Press 


During the investigations in the past year seventeen 
important factors which influence the closeness of register 
have been detinitely determined and studied. The data 
obtained were considered by the Advisory Committee of 
the Bureau of Standards on standardisation of lithographic 
papers to be sufficiently conclusive to warrant a publica- 
tion on the control of register on the offset press. The 
recommendations included the following: 


1. The shipment of paper with a moisture content that 
will reduce conditioning time in the lithographic plant. 

2. Use of the new paper hygroscope, developed by the 
Research Laboratory of the Lithographic Technical Foun- 
dation, by the lithographer for checking the moisture con- 
tent of paper with reference to that of the plant 
atmosphere. 

3. Thorough conditioning of paper in the pressroom 
atmosphere as soon as wrappers are removed, to prevent 
wrinkling. 

4. Standardisation of printing plates with respect to 
thickness. 


5. The use of an accurate ruler as a means of deter- 
mining the length of impression in relation to the length 
of the plate design on the first printing of a multi-colour 
job. Accurate knowledge of this relation was found to 
be of extreme importance in maintaining register. 


6. Accuracy in the location of register marks. 


In addition to the operating factors, the following paper 
factors and their effect оп the maintenance of register 
were studied, using papers of known history: 1. Effect 
of the degree of beating and Jordanning; 2. Effect of the 
degree of beater sizing; 3. Effect of surface sizing. 

The study of the etfects of beating and Jordanning, and 
of beater sizing was carried out with both coated and 
machine-finished papers. While definite indications were 
obtained in the study of the various papers, recommen- 
dations will have to await the results of further experi- 
ments. 

Much of the work was made possible through the 
generosity of interested individuals and firms in the in- 
dustry. 

А tentative programme for the coming year has been 
adopted by the Committee, and laboratory work will be 
continued at the Bureau of Standards toward the develop- 
ment of tests and specifications for suitable lithographic 
papers, and the Lithographic Technical Foundation is en- 
deavouring to find means of providing a permanent 
research associate for continuance of the plant studies. 


STAMP PRINTING.—At the annual joint meeting of the 
Scottish Philatelic Societies, held at Perth, among 


numerous exhibits were examples of forgeries with the 


various discrepancies pointed out. This exhibition was by 
Dr. Kidd, Dundee. Another exhibit, by Messrs. Wood and 
Sons, Perth, the philatelic printers, was a collection of 
various line and half-tone blocks from which the illustra- 
tions of stamps in the magazines are printed. 


DUBLIN PRINTERS' SuUCCESS.—A correspondent writing to 
the '' Irish Times ’’ states that in the past few years Dublin 
printers have found a particularly lucrative market in pro- 
ducing the cheaper editions of popular novels for a number 
of well-known London publishing houses. Once the busi- 
ness was secured, modern methods were brought into use, 
and, despite the severe competition of cross-Channel 
printers, Dublin still holds а very good share of the 
business. 
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Lithography at Chicago Fair 
Arrangements Being Made 


Pledges for the support of a lithographers’ exhibit at 
'" A Century of Progress '' exhibition in Chicago in 1933 
were made at a recent meeting of Chicago lithographers. 

Mr. Joseph Deutsch, president of the Edwards and 
Deutsch Lithographing Company, and chairman of the 
committee making the plans, presided, and urged that the 
lithographers as a group should take advantage of the ad- 
vertising opportunity presented by the holding of the 
world's exposition in the city. 

Mr. T. E. Donnelley, president of R. R. Donnelley and 
Sons Company, who is advocating a consolidated, planned 
exhibit of the whole graphic arts with an educational idea 
dominating it, told about the progress being made in in- 
teresting other groups. He said that details of the plan 
had not yet matured to the point where he was able to 
make public announcements, but he assured the audience 
that various groups had indicated their interest by making 
financial guarantees. 

Mr. Robert K. Mielenz, treasurer of the Advance Litho- 
graphing Company, suggested that the lithographers who 
pledge financial support to the exhibit should organise a 
group with a name and emblem referring to the World's 
Fair exhibit, which each supporting lithographer might use 
in his advertising. It was also suggested that a litho- 
graphed membership or stock certificate be issued which 
would be a mark of honour for those whose money will 
make possible the participation of the lithographers as a 
group in the exposition project. 

The proposed financial arrangement will require the pay- 
ment of twenty-five dollars a month for six months for 
each press in Chicago, there being 300 lithographic and 
offset presses in use. 


Educating Lithographers 


The progress being made in America in respect of tech- 
nical education in lithography is indicated by the 
announcement that an evening course began recently at 
the New York University for lithographers. The course 
deals with '' Science for Lithographers,’’ and includes lec- 
tures and specific instruction on the subject of paper and 
ink, and also comprises salesmanship. 

The instructors are all people prominently engaged in 
the practical side of lithography. The scientific study ot 
papermaking will deal with many troublesome phases ot 
lithographic operation, including the technicalities in- 
volved in pressroom variations, air conditions, mis-register, 
and a number of other scientific factors. This course is 
primarily for company superintendents, managers, press- 
room foremen, and executives. 

The sales course will cover the whole gamut of selling, 
and here again the instructors will be men engaged daily 
in the matters on which they will instruct. 


AN English Bible, Geneva Version, 1611, a Common 
Prayer Book, 1616, and the Psalms, 1624, bound together 
in green satin, were sold at Sotheby's for £400.

Fell and Briant, Ltd., of Beddington, Surrey. His selec- 
tion as chairman by Mrs. W. R. Nicholson (president of 
the Auxiliary) proved very popular and successful. 


A Comprehensive Career 


Mr. Gauld, who possesses a striking personality, has had 
a wide and interesting career. He has spent most of his 
life in the paper trade, having commenced with Messrs.

Thomas Tait and Sons at Inverurie. After serving in the 
paper mills of Messrs. Annandale and Son of Shotley Bridge. 
Mr. Gauld joined the firm of Messrs. Johnston, Horsburgh 
and Co., London. He has a great respect for the memory 
of both Mr. J. W. Johnston and Mr. W. W. Horsburgh— 
gentlemen whose personalities dominated the paper trade. 
In this connection, it is interesting to mention that the 
eldest son of the late Mr. Horsburgh spent several months 
in Messrs. Fell and Briant’s factory to gain experience of 
the litho trade. Through the medium of the late Mr. 
Johnston, Mr. Gauld went to India to join the staff of the 
Bengal Paper Mills, Raneegunge, India. Here, again, he 
was under a member of the famous Horsburgh family— 
Mr. R. A. Horsburgh. On Mr. Gauld's return to England, 
he entered the firm of Messrs. Grosvenor Chater and Co., 
Ltd., of 68, Cannon Street, and spent many happy years in 
this well-known business. He attributes his success in the 
printing craft to the sound business training received in the 
paper trade, and his knowledge of paper has stood him 
in good stead in the craft of his adoption. 

On leaving the paper trade Mr. Gauld, with his co- 
director, Mr. Forrest, took over in 1922 the business of 
Messrs. Fell and Briant, which was established in 1847, and 


was originally in Glass House Yard. Later this concern 
was removed to the Borough, before being transferred to 
its present address at Beddington, near Croydon. Messis. 
Fell and Briant's principal activities are the printing of 
labels, which are produced lithographically, their output 
of these running into something like one thousand million 
a year. 

Mr. Gauld served in the Royal Air Force during the War, 
being discharged at the termination of hostilities as a staff 
lieutenant. 


Success of the Concert

The Chairman's Appeal

German Note Forgeries 


Expert lithographers and others are implicated in one 
of the biggest note forgeries of recent years which has been 
discovered by the Stuttgart police. German currency to 
the nominal value of 2,000,000 marks (£100,000 at par) 
was seized in a raid on a printing shop, and it is believed 
that forged notes to the total of $8,000,000 marks 
(£400,000) have already been put into circulation abrcad. 

It is supposed that this wholesale forgery was the woik 
of an international gang. The man who passed as the 
owner of the printing shop, Streiter by name, took the 
premises about three months ago, and equipped them with 
the latest machinery. 

He worked with a staff of three men, two of whom are 
о lithographers. The buzz of the machinery was 
weard far into the night, and Streiter explained to neigh- 
bours that he had received large orders for election posters 
and leaflets. 

The discovery was dramatic. An acquaintance of 
Streiter happened to call at a moment when the door of 
the shop, which was usually locked, had inadvertentIv 
been left open. He entered and saw sheets of the forged 
notes оп a table. '' What silly game are you up to here?” 
he said. Streiter was so taken aback that he fell to the 
ground in a swoon. 

Twelve arrests have already been made, and others are 
expected. The forgeries are said to be admirable. 


Automatic Typesetting 


A remarkable new invention—mechanism which 
enables a sheet of ordinary typewritten copy to be set in 
type without the intervention of а linotype operator— was 
demonstrated at Charlotte, North Carolina, on Tuesday, in 
the offices of the " Charlotte Observer.” 

The copy—states the “Times” correspondent—is 
typed in the usual way on an ordinary keyboard, but the 
typewriter is so built that with each letter typed there 
appears on the papera symbol, in the foim of varying 
combinations of dots, representing that letter. Тһе 
symbols are all that are essential, the letters being 
given on the keyboard merely for the convenience. of 
the typist. The paper is then placed in the carriage of 
a linotype machine and the carriage is released by an 
electric switch. This carriage then proceeds to move to 
and fro automatically, passing the whole of each line of 
the dotted typescript in succession under a tiny beam of 
light. As each combination of dots moves under the 
beam the light passes through the paper and falls on a 
photo-electric cell, which converts the light impulses into 
electric impulses, and these in turn operate the mechanism 
regulating the release of the proper matrix from the 
magazine. For the purpose of this demonstiation the 
machine was regulated to produce six lines a minute. И 
is claimed, however, that its speed is only limited by the 
ordinary limitations of the linotype machine. | 

The new mechanism is the invention of Mr. Buford L. 
Green, a printer and machinist on the staff of the 
“ Charlotte Observer," who was financially supported by 
Mr. Curtis Johnson, publisher of that newspaper. 


Printers’ Medical Aid 


The annual report and financial statement for the year 
ending December 31st of the Printers’ Medical Aid and 
Sanatoria Association indicate the excellent work being 
done by this institution. During the year grants have 
been made for the following purposes : Hospital treat- 
ment, £1,149; convalescent and sanatoria treatment, 
£354 ; patients at Hastings, £683 ; spectacles, £2,450; 
surgical appliances, £1,437 ; massage and electrical treat- 
ment, £411 ; specialists, £311. During the 24 years of its 
existence no fewer than 241,354 benefits have becn granted 
to members. Small reductions in the cost of benefits and 
administration have enabled the committee to show a 
balance on the right side of £198. A note in the com- 
mittee's report refers to the efforts being made by the 
different auxiliaries, and in this connection it is hoped the 
example set may encourage other trade organisations and 
benevolent master printers and newspaper proprietors to 
give practical assistance to the Association by raising 
endowment funds. 


MR. A. TANNER, who at the recent annual meeting of the 
Vellum Binders’ Pension Society was elected a trustee of 
the Society, is a director of the firm of R. T. Tanner and 
Co., Ltd., paper merchants and wholesale stationers, of 
Salisbury Square, London, E.C. Mr. Tanner is also 
president of the National Society of Wholesale Stationers 
and Paper Merchants.

The British Stationery Council announce the arrange- 
ments that have been made for the annual competition for 
Better Business Stationery. The proprietors of the '' Daily 

elegraph,’’ always in the forefront of any movement for 


he improvement of British trade, have kindly offered 
as a prize in this competition the '' Daily Telegraph ” 
Silver Challenge Cup for the best commercial letter heading 


and accompanying envelope. The competition is open to 
all printers, stationers, die sinkers, relief stampers, de- 
signers, advertising agencies and other business houses in 
the British Isles, and the closing date is April 30th 1932. 
As all production in the paper making and printing in- 
dustries is intended ultimately for a user, the object of 
the competition is to create a '' Better Stationery '' con- 
sciousness from paper maker to user—better paper, better 
envelope, better design, better ink, better printing and 
a better understanding on the part of the user of the subtle 
influence of good stationery. А very laudable object which 
deserves widespread support. 

The conditions of the competition are that competitors 
may submit one or more specimens of quarto business 
headings, not less than 10 inches by 8 inches, reproduced 
by any process on а watermarked paper, containing not 
less than 25 per cent. rag content. Each heading is to 
be accompanied by an envelope actually used in con- 
' junction with it or by one suggested as the most suitable 
for it, such envelope to be either printed, bordered, relief 
stamped or plain. АП headings and envelopes must be 
made from paper manufactured in the British Isles. 

Entries should be received in triplicate, by April 30th, 
1932, by the secretary, British Stationery Council, 69, 
Fleet Street, London E.C.4, and must be submitted on the 
distinct understanding that the specimens may be exhibited 
—after the final decision of the judges—at the Advertising 
Convention, Liverpool, June 11th to 15th, 1932, and the 
Stationers' Association Convention, Liverpool, June 18th 
to 23rd, 1932, and elsewhere. 

In judging, the points taken into consideration will be 
design, quality of printing, quality of paper and quality 
of envelope to form a harmonious whole. 

The prizes to be awarded will be: 1st Prize—'' Daily 
Telegraph ’’ Silver Challenge Cup, to be held by the de- 
signer. Replicas will be awarded to the printer and to 
the owner of the heading; 2nd Prize—£10. Presented by 
the Fine Paper Makers; 3rd Prize—£8. The 2nd and 3rd 
prizes will each be divided equally between the respective 
designers and printers, and Certificates of Merit will be 
awarded to the designers and the printers of the prize 
winning entries.

London Prints for Ireland 


In view of a trade union protest against the execution 
of Irish Government printing in London, a question was 
asked the other day in the Northern House of Commons. 

The Minister of Finance, in replying said that the matter 
had been somewhat exaggerated. 

'" It is the normal practice of this Government," he 
said, '' to ensure that such printing requirements as can be 
entrusted to, and undertaken by, the printing industry in 
Northern Ireland shall be so allocated, and in pursuance of 
this policy, I may state that 97 per cent. of the total print- 
ing orders for this Government during the last financial 
year were assigned to Northern Ireland firms and executed 
in Northern Ireland. In the instance which has given rise 
to this question, it was decided to produce certain lists, 
which had previously been printed, by a duplicating process 
in order to effect substantial financial economy, a course 
which will, I think, commend itself generally, and this 
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accounts for the printing of these particular lists not being 
continued. | 

'" It might, perhaps, be of interest for hon. members to 
know that, as I am informed, printing firms in Northern 
Ireland are not excluded from participation in, and, as a 
matter of fact, have secured orders for Government print- 
ing for United Kingdom requirements."''

T.A. AND ANDOVER.—The Typographical Association 
organiser for the Home Counties area reports that the 
opening of Messrs. Kelly’s e-tiblishment at Andover 
will make it possible for a new branch of the Association 
to be set up there. The organiser adds that trade is im- 
proving in the area, and that new machinery, new build- 
ings, and extensions to existing premises are being carried 
out. Night shifts have been set going in some districts. 


AT the recent second annual dinner of the “апу 
Herald '" Warehouse Chapel, held at the Bridge House 
Hotel, London Bridge, Mr. J. S. Elias, chairman and 
managing director of Odhams Press, Limited, and the 
“ Daily Herald," congratulated those present on their 
share in the '' Daily Herald's'' great achievement in at- 
taining a circulation of 1,500,000 in the space of two years. 


Ат the last meeting of the committee of the National 
Guild of Jobbing Printers, the secretary reported that three 
applications had been sent in for the post of honorary 
editor of the '' Jobbing Printer." These were Mr. A. 
Watts, Manchester; Mr. А. V. Cundell, Leeds; and Mr. N. 
Copley, Leeds; the last named being appointed to the post. 


THE annual delegate meeting of the National Union of 
Journalists opened at Harrogate on Thursday, and was 
addressed by Mr. W. Betts, of London, the president. The 
hardest blow the Union had had in its career, he said, 
was the sudden closing down of four daily papers at 
Newcastle, Derby and Bristol. That, together with staff 
reductions in London and elsewhere, had greatly swollen 
the ranks of their unemployed, and, he added, there were 
no signs of an end to the troublous times through which 
they were passing. Не went on to speak, with candour, 
of the methods employed by newspapers in the race for 
circulation supremacy, He spoke of cases where the 
Executive had had to make representations to the news- 
papers owners' association regarding jobs which, he said, 
no journalist, or anybody else for that matter, should have 
been asked to undertake. Mr. Betts believed that the 
present position of the union was not one to cause alarm. 
Their percentage of unemployed and partly employed was 
probably lower than that of any other union in the Print- 
ing and Kindred Trades Federation. They were, however, 
probably on the eve of a struggle to maintain their stand- 
ards. The master printers and provincial newspaper pro- 
prietors had jointly asked the unions to consider how the 
industry could reduce costs of production. So far as news- 
papers were concerned, he thought they could suggest 
several economies, such as the elimination of insurance 
schemes and competitions. But he did not think there was 
much doubt that the newspaper proprietors thought the 
only way was to reduce labour costs. 


PRINTING and typesetting machinery imported into 
France (in 100 kilos.) in the nine months ended September 
registered 37,576, compared with 51,497 and 51,128 
recorded in the corresponding periods of the two preceding 
vears.

Norwich Auxiliary's Annual Dinner 


The only branch of Printers’ Pension, Almshouse and 
Orphan Asylum Corporation outside London—the Norwich 
Auxiliary—held its first annual dinner on Saturday week, 
and the event proved very successful and interesting. 
Among the large gathering present at the Haymarket 
Restaurant were the Lord Mayor (Mr. G. E. White), the 
Sheriff (Mr. H. Frazer), Mr. W. C. Warren (member of the 
Council of the Pension Corporation) and Mr. J. Mortimer 
(secretary of the Corporation), as well as representatives 
of all branches of the printing trade in Norwich. The 
president of the Norwich Auxiliary (Mr. A. Cozens-Hardy) 
was in the chair. 

Mr. W. T. F. Jarrold, who proposed the toast of '' Con- 
tinued prosperity of the Printers' Pension Corporation, in- 
corporating the Norwich Auxiliary," said that the Cor- 
poration was founded in 1827. He spoke of the good work 
done by the Corporation during its long life for thousands 
of printing workers who had fallen by the way, and of the 
distinguished people who had supported it from the 
beginning. Up to the present time the Corporation had 
been mainly supported by the printing trade of London 
and the benefits enjoyed by London craftsmen, but it was 
equally open to printers in the provinces; it was a national 
and not a local organisation. About £40,000 each year 
was distributed in benefits to 1,100 printers and printers' 
widows. Не continued to tell what the Corporation was 
doing to-day, and concluded with a warm welcome for the 
Norwich Auxiliary, saying that the hope of all present 
would be that great prosperity would attend that new ad- 
venture, to the lasting good of the craftsmen of the city 
and district. (Applause.) 


Mr. Warren on the P.P.C. 


Mr. W. C. Warren, in response, said the new auxiliary 
had been planted upon very fertile soil. He went on to 
speak of the early days of the Corporation, and said during 
the time it had been in existence the Corporation had dis- 
tributed £540,430 in pensions to 4,090 men and women, 
and it had no less than 1,684 aged printers or printers' 
widows at present receiving benefit to the amount of some- 
thing like £44,500 а year. He also spoke of the Home at 
Wood Green, which has forty inmates. He added that 
£87,000 had been paid to printers’ orphans. 

Unfortunately, he continued, as the years went on the 
claims on the funds seemed to grow greater. Next month 
316 aged printers and widows were coming up for elec- 
tion. The work that had now been commenced in Norwich 
would not only liberally assist in the general administra- 
tion but would be of great value to the printers, their 
widows and orphans in Norwich and district who might 
require assistance. It was not a mere charity іп which 
money was given away to all and sundry, because no one 
became a candidate for a pension unless he had been an 
individual subscriber. It was a great scheme of mutual 
help and assistance, and he hoped the Norwich Auxiliary 
would flourish and prove a blessing to everyone associated 
with it. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. Mortimer, who also replied to the toast, said the 
Corporation was a bond of union between the employer, 
master printer, and workman. He hoped the Norwich 
venture would flourish. 

Mr. E. B. Blake, who is on the committee of the new 
auxiliary, and is organiser of the Printing and Paper 
Workers’ Union in Norwich, and a member of the City 
Council, gave the toast, '' The City of Norwich.”’ 


Norwich and Printing 


The Lord Mayor, replying, spoke of the important part 
played by the printing trade in Norwich, and said he was 
glad to be at that gathering under the presidency of Mr. 
Cozens-Hardy. He paid tribute of praise to the printing 
done in Norwich, and went on to welcome the formation 
of the Norwich Auxiliary, and spoke of the pension scheme 
which his firm had started eleven years ago. 

The Sheriff, who complimented the local daily and even- 
ing newspapers, spoke of the harmony which had existed 
in the printing industry for many years. 
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The chairman added his hearty appreciation of the 
appeal made on behalf of the Printers' Pension Corpora- 
tion, and, in toasting '' The Visitors,” spoke in very light 
vein of numerous time-honoured phrases of the printing 
industry. 

The toast was acknowledged by Mr. T. W. Roberts. 
An excellent entertainment was provided by the Rafters 
Concert. Party.

ABERDEEN 


SATISFACTORY reports of the work done during the year 
at the evening classes in Marywell School of Printing, 
Aberdeen, were given at the recent annual exhibition and 
presentation of prizes in the school.

PLYMOUTH

HERE and there some printer may have done busi- 
ness that has satisfied him, but in general there is 
disappointment at the way things are going. Even 
the advertising agencies do not disguise the fact that 
conditions are the reverse of good. Nor is there 
anything for printers to expect from tariffs except a 
little more in the way of overhead expense and 


Gravure versus Offset 

THE progress of photo-gravure and its strong at- 
traction to the modern-minded buyers of publicity 
printing has caused at least one leading firm of off- 
set lithographers to turn over to the intaglio process. 
Another leading house, perhaps the finest producers 
of offset printing of all kinds in the country, has 
experimented in the production of offset printing 
carrying with it the attributes of photogravure, and 
they have been so far successful as to make it diffi- 
cult for the ordinary observer to distinguish between

material costs. There is no protection for the prin- 


ter, not even against price- 
cutting. This is the big evil 


of the industry, and as 


economic conditions harden 
price-cutting assumes a 
sharper edge. It is easy to 
preach the gospel of fair 
and remunerative prices; 
much easier than to prac- 
tise it when standing out for 
profitable charges means 
losing orders or customers. 
At the same time there 
should never be allowed to 
creep in any misunder- 
standing regarding the cut 
price. It is ап abomina- 
tion, an evil influence, a 
prime factor in creating ill- 
will instead of goodwill; 
and in the end it is the one 
thing that makes printing 
an unprofitable industry 
for proprietors and an un- 
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their production and those from the gravure process. 


For ourselves we believe, as 
we have said many times 
before, that just as offset 
printing has made a field for 
itself and added to the 
volume of print consump- 
tion, so will gravure make 
still another field. As a 
matter of fact we are be- 
ginning to see an era of 
supplements, of a new type 
of magazine, and an in- 
creasing use of commercial 
photography through the 
medium of photogravure. 
Through it all, letterpress 
printing goes on  undi- 
minished in bulk, and with 
an increasing sphere before 
it provided general condi- 
tions improve as we art 
constantly being urged to 
believe they will improve 
in the months before us. 
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Present Conditions Normal? 

ON this score it is pretty good advice to be told 
to take present and prevailing conditions as normal 
and as representing a settled phase which will con- 
tinue for a long time to come. This was the opinion 
expressed to us by the head of a large concern doing 
a tremendous mail-order business and incidentally 
buying a huge volume of printed matter. It cer- 
tainly helps toward a settled state of mind and nor- 
mal procedure based on decided policy if we can 
educate the mind to accept present conditions as 
ordinary and settled. At the worst, it would be 
easier to screw things up if conditions became less 
favourable. At the best, there would be an auto- 
matic leap in sales and profit if we were mistaken in 
accepting too speedily what others might prefer to 
call the gloomy view.

Accepting the Facts 


FAR better accept the low level and build on it 
than to be constantly proclaiming bad business and 
waiting for the turn in the tide—the to-morrow 
which is always coming but never does. We are 
acquainted with many administratives and many 
salesmen in the paper and print industry who for 
the last ten years have glibly glossed over an un- 
satisfactory state of affairs by reference to bad con- 
ditions, poor business generally and other fellows' 
misfortunes. Always, there is the hope that 1 improve- 
ment is waiting round the corner, and there is a deal 
less effort to get business because it is so firmly estab- 
lished in their minds that there is not much business 
to be got. If we take it that things are as good as 
we shall have them, we will either get down to the 
right sort of hard work that makes for progress, or 
we will accept the inevitable, acknowledge our in- 
capacity and get out.

Difficult Printing Surfaces 


IN these days of specialities in paper and wrap- 
pings, the printer is called upon to find ways and 
means of doing things that were unthought-of much 
less than a generation. ago. The introduction of 
highly glazed transparent paper brought printing ink 
difficulties in its train, but these were mild compared 
with the problems that had to be overcome before 
the desire to print upon cellophane became an 
achievement. Celluloid had its own set of troubles, 
and now we are required to produce any sort of 
printed design on metal foil and the fashionable 
metal papers. Quite a different set of problems is 
set when the printer is confronted with suede paper 
novelties, flock-coated paper, waxed wrapping, or 
some of the ultra-modern cover papers which set out 
to do all the fancy work themselves. It is to the 
credit of the ink-maker first апа the printer second 
that so many of these requirements are now so easily 
and efficiently met.

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A System of Standardised Colours 


Help for Colour Printers 


By A. E. 


In these days of depression we hear a lot about 
co-operation. Certain it is that we could do with a 
little more of it in several of our industries—in the 
printing trade more than in many others. Lack of co- 
operation between the different departments of the 
trade is the cause of some surprising losses in time 


and money. 
Costly Lack of Co-ordination 


. Take, for instance, the relations between the colour 
printer and the artist who prepares the designs for 
him. I know of several cases in which the printer 
has been put to considerable extra expense as well as 
a great deal of trouble simply because the artist has 
worked without sufficient regard for the difficulties of 
reproduction. Of course, that is not an invariable 
experience, or even a general one. The majority of 
artists know all they should about printing practice, 
and take care to keep their work within the limits of 
easy and satisfactory reproduction. Would that all of 
them were guided by the same sound principle! Un- 
fortunately, they are not, and that is why I am making 
this plea for more co-operation. 


Right Choice of Colours 


I am sure that with this collaboration between 
colour printers and artists, many of the problems 
printers now have to solve in getting faithful repro- 
ductions would not crop up. They would be able to 
cut down costs, too. The artist who works with the 
limitations of the printer's resources in mind will see 
that if possible, his design lends itself to the threc- 
colour process. Тоо often, now, it 1s necessary to 
add another, not really essential colour in order to get

the effect the artist demands—and that adds to the 
running costs. 

When shall we get a system of standardised colours 
for artists? If some such plan could be devised—and 
I see no insuperable obstacles in the way—printers 
would have their difficulties halved and artists would 
know exactly where they were so far as their designs 
were concerned. 

Probably there would be some artistic objections 
raised against such a scheme. Admittedly, it would 
entail a restriction on the artist to some extent; his 
choice of colours would be limited. That restriction, 
however, could be minimised with a wide and care- 
fully selected range of colours. At any rate, the 
scheme would be quite practicable so far as the general 
run of commercial design is concerned. 

Halving Printers’ Difficulties 

Imagine how standardised colours would help the 
printer. Supposing, for example, that one of his jobs 
was a sheet of designs to be done in process colours. 
The designs would probably be the work of two or 
three artists, and the blocks, perhaps, would come from 
more than one firm. The result would be that each 
progressive is different and anyone who knows any- 
thing of printing can imagine the difficulty of getting 
a satisfactory reproduction in three colours in those 
circumstances. A compromise between the different 
shades is all that can be expected, and a discriminating 
customer is not going to be entirely satisfed with that. 

A system of standardised colours would enable the 


printer to get the results required far more easily and 


efficiently, and, in most cases, at lower running costs. 


Standardising Book Sizes 


A Promising Move 


There has been published in the U.S.A. an '' Economic 
Report of the Book Industry," the work of Mr. O. H. 
Cheney, in which he suggests that the sizes of trade books 
be reduced to six standard sizes. Subsequently at two 
meetings of the Book Clinic this was the particular topic 
of interest. At the present time in the United States as in 
Great Britain and other countries, there is no uniformity 
observed in the sizes of books. Rather it would seem that 
book sizes are a matter of chance or whim—they just 
happen. 

To demonstrate this point, members of the Book Clinic 
adduced figures which showed that of one hundred books 
of fiction, forty-five only conformed to a single 
Eleven only were uniform out of one hundred non-fiction 
volumes, and only eight biographies were the same size 
out of one hundred. 


Causes of Variation 


In an attempt to discover the causes for such tremen- 
dous variation, the basic sizes of paper stocked by most 
of the larger American binderies were found to be four 
in number, viz. 30} x 41 in. or double, 33 x 34 in., 35 x 
48 in., and 38 x 50 in. It was found that among pub- 
lishers’ manufacturing men it was not generally known 
that the edition bookbinders base their charges on a set 


size. ` 


of six size classifications. These Standard Board Sizes for 
Estimating Piece Prices, as they are known, are as follows 
(in inches): No. 1—3} x 5} to 5} x 8}; No. 2—51 x 8} 
to 548 x 94; No. 3—55 x 9} to 63 x 10}; No. 4—6 x 10} 
to 745 x 11}; No. 5—76 x 11} to 8} x 124; No. кы s 
12} to 9} x 12$. This is the official method which has 
been adopted by the Edition Bookbinders of New York. 
Inc., and followed by all its members. 

Using as a basis the customary sizes of paper, binders 
board, bookbinding fabrics, and the piece-price classifica- 
tion given above, it is hoped in time to be able to recom- 
mend à working group of six sizes as a step in the path 
toward standardisation. 

Another matter of interest at this meeting of the Book 
Clinic was the mention of a proposed course in the Prob- 
lems of Bookmaking, the details of which remain to be 
worked out. The course, which will probably be in the 
evening, will include visits to the designing and production 
departments of prominent publishers. The general level 
of book design and manufacture throughout the industry 
will eventually be raised, it is thought, by this means. 

One prominent house has already taken the initiative in 
this matter by offering all members of the Book Clinic a 
free course in typesetting for text and title pages at their 
plant.

The order has been secured in face of the keenest foreign 
competition. It comes at the right time to stimulate the 
slow, but sure, turn of the tide towards prosperity and will 
provide full-time emplovment for about 3,000 skilled men 
in the engineering and allied trades for manv months to 
come. The machines will be made in the Borough Road 
Works from British materials and over a thousand tons of 
steel forgings and iron castings will be required from the 
foundries in Sheffield and elsewhere in this country. The 
order has been secured with the assistance of the British 
Government. 
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Printers & Advertising Convention 


In a recent issue we drew attention to the clash of dates 
of the annual congress of the British Federation of Master 
Printers (June 11th to 14th) and the annual convention 
of the Advertising Association (June lith to 15th), by 
reason of which it is impossible for the Federation to 
arrange a sectional meeting at the convention, as it has 
done in previous years. However, the Advertising con- 
vention continues a day longer than the Federation con- 
gress, and the Advertising Association has now formally 
invited the Federation to arrange a programme for the 
closing General Session of the convention. The Federa- 
tion Council, when it meets on Tuesday next will be re- 
commended to accept the invitation, which represents an 
unequalled opportunity for printers to address themselves 
to the most representative annual gathering of adver- 
tising men and women. 

The Federation Publicity and Selling Committee is pre- 
paring a provisional programme for the session, and in- 
quiries are being made with a view to arranging for 
members of the Federation congress to travel early on the 
Wednesday morning by a fast breakfast train from 
Llandudno to Liverpool, where the Advertising Conven- 
tion will be held. 

Members of the Federation who take part in the Adver- 
tising convention will be invited by Lord Leverhulme, 
president of the Advertising Association, to join the con- 
vention at the lunch he is giving at Port Sunlight, and 
to visit in the afternoon Lever Brothers' factory, including 
the extensive printing department.

9d. as compared with 
1930. In view of the very difficult times through which 
all manufacturing concerns have been passing, he said he 
telt sure that the shareholders would consider this result 
to be very satisfactory. Lord Camrose proceeded to refer 
to the question of an import duty on foreign newsprint. 
and argued the case for the imposition of a duty. 


AT the annual meeting of W. V. Bowater and Sons, Ltd.. 
held in London last Thursday, Mr. Eric V. Bowater (the 
chairman) said it was a source of great satisfaction to the 
directors that the profits had been fully maintained at 
£53,581; dividend of 8 per cent. on the ordinarv share 
capital had been paid.

Mr. T. E. Riley, sports sub-editor on the staff of tne 
' Bradford Telegraph and Argus,” has been elected presi- 
dent of the Bradford branch of the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation, in succession to Mr. G. Stafford, for- 
merly on the staff of Marshall Hardy, Ltd., and now of 
Shefheld. Mr. Riley has already served a term as vice- 
president of the branch, and has just completed a year's 
work as chairman of the Bradford branch of the Joint 
Industrial Council of the Printing and Kindred Trades. 

His association with printing and journalism dates back 
to 1882, when as a lad he became an apprentice compositor

with William Byles and Sons, printers, Bradford. After 
completing his apprenticeship he entered journalism, but 
he has always retained his interest in the compositor’s 
craft, and he is still a member both of the Typographical 
Association and the National Union of Journalists. 

An old Rugby footballer, Mr. Riley quickly made a name 
for himself in the North of England as a writer on Rugby 
and Association football, under the pseudonym of ‘‘ Bong 
Tong.” He was editor of '' Yorkshire Sports," the West 
Riding Saturday night sports journal, from 1902 to 1909, 
and sports editor of the '' Yorkshire Weekly Record '' from 
1909 to 1913. Then he became editor of the '' License 
Holder,’’ a paper devoted to the licensed trade. For several 
years he was the Bradford representative of the '' Yorkshire 
Evening News,” and early in 1919 he took up his present 
post on the '' Bradford Telegraph and Argus.” 

A foundation member of the National Union of 
Journalists, he has been president of the Bradford branch, 
which he represents on the Bradford committee of the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation and on the Joint 
Industrial Council. Mr. Riley's father, who is in his 91st 
year, is No. 1 on the books of the Bradford Typographical 
Society.

Purchase of Morrison Stitcher Corp. 


The Harris-Seybold-Potter Company has purchased the 
manufacturing business of the Morrison Stitcher Corporation 
of Niagara Falls and with it the two sales companies which 
have in the past handled the distribution of the Morrison 
products. Acquisition of these companies was obtained 
through purchase of their capital stock, and takes with it 
all of the assets of the Morrison companies except the land, 
and buildings which were retained by the old stockholders. 

For the next few months the Morrison companies will 
operate as a separate division of the Harris-Seybold-Potter 
Company with their present headquarters at Niagara Falls, 
but operation and sales will eventually be consolidated with 
other divisions of the parent company at Dayton, Ohio. 
The sales of the Morrison lines will be carried on through 
the present sales agencies which now sell the Seybold and 
Wright lines of machinery. 


Paper: Making Discovery 


Dr. S. Kawase, Professor in the Faculty of Agriculture 
in the Tokyo Imperial University, who is an authority on 
vegetable fibres, has succeeded in making paper from the 
mulberry tree, says the '' Japan Magazine.”’ 

Mulberry bark has been used for Japanese paper making 
in the past, but too much time and trouble had to be taken 
for stripping off the bark, which was a great obstacle to 
success. But the professor has succeeded in using for 
paper making, not only the bark, but the trunk and 
branches. 

This paper is very tough, and can be used for packing. 
wrapping, envelope, wall and other papers. The paper is 
not yet pure white, but may be made so sooner or later, 
when it may serve as a substitute for esparto paper, for 
it resembles closely that paper in fibre. In that event, a 
remarkable innovation may be introduced into the printing 
world. 

Statistics for 1929 show that the yearly consumption of 
wood in Karafuto by Japanese paper mills amounts to 
11,000,000 tons. Mulberry twigs are produced yearly to 
the amount of 1,720,000 tons, and are available for noth- 
ing but fuel among the farmers. 

The mulberry trees grow yearly as much as the defores- 
tation for paper material goes on; so the supply is almost 
inexhaustible. 


Ого Bistes which are being exhibited at Peabody

In the month of 
December arrivals of similar goods from all sources were 
valued at £1,966, compared with £18,222 in the same 
month the year before.

What Public Printer Carter is Doing 


The United States Government Printing Office at 
Washington is so much in the van of printing progress that 
printers all the world over are interested to learn of what 
15 being done under the direction of Public Printer George 
H. Carter. 

In his recently issued report for 1931, Mr. Carter is in the 
happy position of being able to report increase of business. 
'" More orders for printing and binding," he writes, 
'' shorter hours of labour due to the Saturday half-holiday 
law and a drastic reduction of overtime work, along with 
expanding activities due to occupancy of a large extension 
of the plant, have made necessary a considerable increase 
in the regular work forces of the Government Printing 
Office." The completed products for the fiscal year 1931 
amounted to $14,546,440.75, which was an increase of 
$449,920.50 over the preceding fiscal year. It is also shown 
that the production total for the fiscal year 1931 was 
$2,370,077.89 more than the fiscal year 1921, an eighteen 
per cent. increase in ten years. 

The output of typesetting machines amounted to 
2,507,813,400 ems, or an excess of 34,246,000 ems over the 
amount set in the fiscal year 1930, and 286,198,200 ems 
more than in 1921. The presswork shows а total of 
2,393,483,181 chargeable impressions for the year, an in- 
crease of 28,534,768 over the preceding year, and 
75,838,732 more impressions than were printed in 1921. 


Overtime Curtailed 


- The report shows that the rigid curtailment of overtime 
has necessitated the services of many more employees to 
offset the shorter hours of labour. There were 420,928 less 
hours of overtime, Sunday and holiday work in the fiscal 
year 1931 than in 1930. During the last eighteen months 
there was a decrease of approximately $527,560 in expendi- 
tures for overtime work, this sum being available for the 
employment of an additional force to do the work which 
formerly had to be handled with overtime, Sunday and 
holiday labour. 

While this reduction of overtime work has necessarily 
decreased the average annual earnings of employees, there 
has been no reduction in the rates of wages during the year. 
The average earnings per employee during the fiscal year 
1931 amounted to $2,121.42, a decrease of $116.17, or five 
per cent. less than for the preceding fiscal year. — '' This 
decrease of earnings,” says the report, '' may properly be 
regarded as a contribution of $116.17 each from the em- 
plovees of the Government Printing Office for the employ- 
ment of other persons to assist them in the work they 
formerly had to do in overtime." Even with the decreased 
average earnings on account of the overtime reduction, the 
average earnings per employee amounted to $449.61 more 
than for the fiscal year 1921, or an increase of twenty-seven 
per cent. 

The report also states that, '' It is gratifying to note that 
the decreased average earnings for 1931 were accepted 
wilingly bv employees, who were not only glad to be 
relieved of the longer hours of labour, but were happy also 
to share their jobs with the additional employees required 
to produce in the regular eight-hour day the work that for- 
merly necessitated hours of daily overtime.’’ 


Five-Day Week Endorsed 


Under the sub-heading, '' Five-Day Week and Wages,” 
the report calls attention to the fact that the enactment of 
the Saturdav half-holiday law, which became effective on 
March Ist, 1931, was another cause for increasing the force 
of employees during the fiscal year 1931. This new law 
granted to each emplovee a total of seventeen davs' addi- 
tional holiday time with full pay. It requires approximately 
220 additional employees to carry on the same amount of 
work as previously done on Saturday afternoons, and the 
increased annual expense on this account alone is approxi- 
mately $500.000. 

The report continues: '' However, the extra cost of the 
year-round half-holiday has been offset somewhat by the 


increased efficiency and better morale of the employees due 
to the longer periods of relaxation from their weekly labours. 
For this reason, and in order to provide work {ог more 
people, the Public Printer earnestly recommends that 
Congress establish a five-day week throughout the year.” 


Printing in Record Time 


Ап idea of some of the requirements made on the Govern- 
ment Printing Office is given in the printing of bills for 
consideration by Congress. This is but one of the large-size 
jobs that have to be turned out during each session. 
During the third session of the Seventy-first Congress more 
bills were introduced than in any previous short session, 
the number of new bills and resolutions for the session 
totalling 6,041. In addition to the printing of bills as intro- 
duced, 5,718 were reprinted in other forms of legislative pro- 
cedure, making in all 11,759 various prints of bills during 
the last session. These bills totalled 76,336 pages, and 
4,827,652 copies were printed іп the various forms at a cost 
of $305,759.73. 

The report shows that within ten days after the opening 
of the session of Congress, and notwithstanding the delay 
in organisation, the Government Printing Office had com- 
pleted the printing of all the bills and resolutions introduced 
in both Houses of Congress up to that time, totalling 
9,053, and including 35,170 type pages. On the night of 
December 9th, 1,561 bills were received from Congress. 
The day and night shifts imposed 408 bills in sixteen hours. 
These records for the printing of bills, it is stated, have not 
been exceeded at the opening of any prior session of 
Congress. 


Choice of Type Faces 


A great amount of attention has been given to increasing 
the legibility of the text matter, one instance alone being 
given in the selection of the new Ionic face which was 
adopted as the new type dress for more legible printing of 
the Congressional Record beginning with the third session 
of the Seventy-first Congress. Then the scrapping and re- 
melting of about 650 founts of obsolete type faces, and their 
replacement with good up-to-date faces, has meant im- 
provement in quality and increased legibility in the many 
other classes of work outside of the general run. 

The new type faces, which were carefully selected, include 
ten notable faces for text composition as well as a number 
of faces in limited series for other use. Caslon holds the 
place of honour, and is accompanied by  Bodoni and 
Baskerville, also a complete series of the Granjon designed 
by George W. Jones. The Kennerley, Light Old Style and 
Forum faces designed by Frederick W. Goudy have also 
been included, together with others equally appropriate for 
good printing. 


MR. E. А. CoLBORNE, a printer and one of the oldest 
journalists in Bournemouth, died suddenly in his office at 
the '' Bournemouth Guardian '" printing works. He was 
over seventy years of age, and latterly had devoted himself, 
as joint proprietor, to his printing business. Не was for 
inany years manager, and afterwards part-proprietor, of the 
'* Bournemouth Guardian ’’ newspaper, which ceased publi- 
cation about four years ago. 


THE Mayor of Bury (Alderman J. L. Lord) has presented 
to the Art Gallery and Library Committee, for the 
Museum, a сору of the '' Courier," London, dated Wed- 
nesday evening, June 23rd, 1819. The paper is in a re- 
markably good state of preservation, and is worthy of 
examination from many points of view. It is a small. 
four-page sheet, bears upon its front page a fourpenny 
duty stamp, and was published at the price of sevenpence. 
It is chiefly concerned with Parliamentary and foreign news. 
and among the former is an account of the third reading 
of the Cotton Factories Bill, moved by the Earl oí 
Shaftesbury.

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Metallic Inks in the Modern Printery 


By W. H. 


About 1924 someone conceived the unique idea that 
metallic powders might successfully be employed as a base 
for inks. Samples were prepared with aluminium bronze 
powder, and a few leaflets actually printed. The results 
obtained were crude, judged by to-day's high standards, 
but the effects were sufficiently interesting to printers to 
warrant further experiments. Some real pioneering en- 
sued—the brunt of the work being carried out by small but 
enterprising printing establishments which, even at this 
carly date, saw the unusual possibilities in inks of this 
character. 

Despite discouraging setbacks due to the fundamental 
differences between the new metallic powder ink and the 
ordinary type of ink, these printers persisted. 
printed booklets, direct-mail pieces, and inserts increased 
in quantity and in quality. The years slipped by, and 
copper bronze inks appeared. 

Then came the fourth day of January, 1930, and out of 
a clear sky, as it were, a double-page advertisement done 
in aluminium ink appeared in the ‘‘ Saturday Evening 
Post.’’ It shocked the printing industry, startled three 
million “ Post '' readers, and gave the entire advertising 
world something to talk about. Metallic ink had made 
its official début. Printers had proved that there was 
something new under the sun, and the whole profession had 
taken another step forward. 

We have already said that metallic ink is fundamentally 
different from ordinary inks. How? Let's take a brief 
excursion to the scene of operation and see how опе, 
aluminium ink, is prepared. 


Making Aluminium Ink 


We are in the powder plant of an aluminium mill. The 
sheet aluminium is first cut into smal] uniform pieces and 
placed in stamp mills consisting of a series of steel hammers 
which fall on steel anvils. These break the aluminium 
into smaller fragments. Additional stamping causes the 
fragments to disintegrate until they are reduced to a fine 
powder composed of minute flakes of genuine aluminium 
which, after polishing is completed, becomes aluminium 
bronze powder. 

The scene shifts. 
are measuring out the silvery powder. 
powder is stirred into the vehicle. Now the flakes are 
thoroughly incorporated with the vehicle. The stirring 
ceases. Watch what happens from this point on. 


Almost instantly a silvery film starts to collect on the 
surface of the vehicle. The tiny flakes, held at the top by 
surface tension, gather until the vehicle is completely 
hidden and the film presents an unbroken metallic sheen. 
This interesting process is called '' leafing.’’ The identical 
action takes place when the ink is applied to the surface 
of the paper, except that the ink is allowed to dry and the 
aluminium printed surface acquires a permanent silvery 
lustre. 

'" But what advantages shall I derive from the use of 
metallic ink? '' ask the printer and the advertiser. 
' Assuming that its pedigree is logical and that it is made 
in a different manner from other inks—what then?" 


Advantages and Difficulties 


Logical questions, and not too easy to answer in a few 
words. The best method of approach is to select a half 
а dozen specimens of metallic-ink printing and compare 
them with a like number of ordinary ink orders. Note 
especially the bright, scintillating surfaces of the metallic 
pieces, the powerful contrasts, the bold modern lines. 
Observe, too, how the suggestion of quality is brought 
out by the use of metals. Notice how the eyes are irre- 
sistibly drawn to the bright metallic surfaces. 

Turning now to the practical difficulties surrounding the 
use of metallic inks, we consider first the problems of the 
artist, who, together with the printer, is largely responsible 
for the success or failure of a metallic-ink order.

Close co-operation between the printing and the art 
department is obviously necessary. And where the printer 
does not maintain his own art department he should en- 
deavour to work with the artist employed so that the sug- 
gestions carried out may be of benetit to both parties. 

As key man for the group, the artist, in conjunction with 
the layout man, should follow closely the accepted prac- 
tuce covering the application of aluminium ink or, in tact, 
any metallic ink. While this procedure is still somewhat 
in the formative stage, experience has brought out some 
clear-cut rules. 

There are two techniques employed among artists who 
use aluminium ink. One involves the use of solid surfaces 
—both coloured and metallic. In general this is preferable, 
as the brilhance of the aluminium ink is not hidden by 
the use of a halftone or Ben Day screen. Where the illus- 
tration requires shading, the contrast between the shaded 
and high-hghted portions should be accentuated as much 
as possible. Thin, fine lines in metal are not often re- 
commended, although with the proper background thev 
may fit into some decorative schemes. 

One disadvantage of fine line-work is the natural '' greasy '' 
consistency of aluminium ink, which sometimes causes it 
to "creep " slightly beyond the confines of the intended 
printing surface. If designs of this sort are essential to 
the effectiveness of the work, there should be a minimum 
space of one-sixteenth inch between printed surfaces. This 
may be accomplished by using the paper stock as part of 
the design and thus separating the colours. The plates 
should be etched deeply between printing edges. These 
precautions will prevent smudging and decrease the number 
of wash-ups required. They will also help the pressman 
to keep the accumulation of excess ink from filling up these 
spaces. 


Overprinting on Metal 


Heavy designs calling for black or any other colour to 
overprint aluminium are not particularly desirable. This is 
just like trying to print over a sheet of actual metal itself. 
When the design calls for such overprinting it is essential 
that the printer secure from the ink manufacturer an ink 
which is guaranteed for this purpose. Ordinary inks will 
show a decided weakening of the colour, and will be likely 
to ''flake '’ off at points where the overprinting occurs. 
Because aluminium ink will absorb a comparatively small 
amount of the overprinting ink, special inks are necessary, 
as otherwise set-off is likely to occur through the slow 
drying of the overprinted ink. Modern inks have done 
away with much of this danger, but the added precaution 
of piling the sheets in small “ lifts '' is advisable, and in 
some cases it may be necessary to add slipsheets. Because 
of these facts the artist should limit his overprinting. 
wherever possible, to fine lines or small areas. Ordinarily 
nothing heavier than а type face should be used. 

The selection of a proper colour to be used in conjunction 
with aluminium is largely a matter of opinion and taste. 
Black, reds, blues, greens, and terra cotta are always good. 
Weak tans, dull yellows, and most light tints lack con- 
trasting value and may well be avoided. Two metallic 
inks, such as gold (copper bronze) and aluminium, create 
a very rich and striking combination. 

The decidedly modern effect, so noticeable in most 
aluminium-ink work, is the natural result of the rules just 
outlined. With fine background and intricate design out 
of the picture, the entire scene is given over to the broad 
and sweeping lines which so characterise our modern art. 
This rather startling perspective is so unusual to our 
classically trained eves, vet so simple and easy to under- 
stand. that it is most effective. 


Choice of Paper 


With the nature of the design decided upon, the artist 
turns his attention to the selection of the proper paper stock. 
Here, again, is a problem which requires considerable

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experimentation. Different types of paper may require 
metallic inks of slightly different compositions. 

In general, the smoother or harder-surfaced papers will 
give better results in brilliance and evenness of applica- 
tion. Fine-coated stocks will produce a highly satistactory 
effect with, one impression of aluminium. Naturally the 
drving qualities of hard-surfaced papers do not equal those 
of papers without coating, but papers such as dull-coats, 
covers, offsets, or antiques generally require a coat of sizing 
ог à base. 

Very often economies тау be effected by the artist bv 


providing for the utilisation of colours as bases. Often, 
however, the plates can be so ordered that one of the other 
colours can be used as a base for the aluminium. This 
is a decided saving, as it allows one less impression. 
Lighter colours or tints form a better base for the alumin- 
ium than heavier or darker ones. However, under certain 
conditions dark colours may be used as a base with ex- 
cellent results. If two hits are required to cover up the 
dark base, there is, of course, nothing to be gained in 
number of impressions through the substitution of the 
colour base for regular sizing. 


Photo: Engraving : A Broadcast

1 come to you as president of the American Photo- 
Engravers Association under the auspices of our local 
group, the Photo-Engravers Association of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

You all remember the saying of that wise Chinaman, 
“* One picture is worth 10,000 words.’’ Pictures and illus- 
trations speak a universal Janguage. Children understand 
them. The message illustrated through pictures is read 
immediately and quickly interpretated even to those who 
cannot read or write. What has photo-engraving to do with 
all this? 

It we used just the word ''engraving," most of you 
would understand because you associate engraving with 
engraved calling. cards, wedding invitations, ete. The 
word photo-engraving seems to create a puzzled look 
on the faces of most people not directly connected with 
the trade, despite the fact that it plays such an import- 
ant part in the lives of all of us. 

Photo-engraving, unlike ordinary engraving, is the 
method by which we make exact reproductions of pictures 
used to illustrate magazines, books, newspapers, etc. It 
is the process of transferring the picture you want to 
display on to metal (either zinc or copper, as the case 
may be), thereby forming a printing plate from which 
any number of prints may be obtained.

Pictures for the People 


While we hold no brief for any particular publication, I 
am going to mention one universally known, and that is 
the ‘' Saturday Evening Post." АП the pictures and 
drawings contained therein are photo-engravings, whether 
in black and white or colours. Practically everything you 
buy these days is dependent upon the photo-engraver’s 
art for illustrations. 

Take your own Los Angeles '' Times ” and look at the 
cartoons and the comic strips and then you can appre- 
ciate how much a part of your daily routine photo- 
engraving is. Think of the messages that are got over 
to you through the printing press so that all may see. 

Take the following illustration of how photo-engraving 
can serve the individual in a most intimate way. How 
many of you regret that vou have only one old photo- 
graph, for instance, of a beloved mother, sister or child, 
and would deeply appreciate having these preserved and 
reproduced for distribution among distant members of 
your family and kept in your own home? In manv 
cases changes in photographers, fires, etc., have destroved 
the negative from which vou might want additional pic- 
tures. For vour own comfort I want to tell you how 
casily you can acquire those bv simply taking your 
treasured photograph or photographs to your nearest 
photo-engraver—have a nice half-tone made and the prints 
of as many pictures as you want taken from this one plate. 
The same with family groups where only one picture re- 
mains which vou would like (as the years go by) to be 
able to reproduce for the new generation, for the familv 
tree and maybe family historical purposes. 

It has been truthfully said that we аге an “eye 
minded " people. We receive most of our impressions and 
obtain the greatest measure of knowledge through our

sense of sight. It accounts for modern advertising, which 
depends upon pictures for its appeal and success. 

What a wonderful part photo-engraving has played in 
the identification of criminals and missing persons! 
Through this method, thousands of circulars from one photo- 
engraved plate can be sent over the country, thereby 
leaving no stone unturned to find and identify the persons 
vou are looking for. 


Source of Education 


After we leave school the newspaper is conceded to be 
the chief source of our education. Do you know that in 
glancing through the newspaper we read, on the average. 
about 300 words a minute? Multiply this figure by the 
number of minutes, and you will better understand how 
we become newspaper educated or newspaper minded. 


Further, we find that pictures will intluence our 
minds тоге quickly and тоге convincingly than 
the type we scan. Hence, it is the newspaper 


or magazine utilising the photo-engraver's skill most 
judiciously that enjoys large circulation—intense reader 
interest. 

Were it not for photo-engraving, for instance, the world 
of fashion would not be brought before your eyes as it 
is to-day through pictures reproduced from photo- 
engraved plates. Then there are the colourful photo- 
engraved illustrations in the recipe books which have been 
the inspiration for many a good meal in the home and 
elsewhere. 

The most powerful telescope used by astronomers only 
partially discloses the wonders of the firmament to one 
person. But when the telescope is made a part of the 
camera it records whatever comes within its range and power 
of vision, and then photo-engraving reproduces it for the 
benefit of all the people. 


As the telephone and radio extend sound, so does 
photo-engraving extend sight. As the automobile and the 
airplane reduce distance by increased speed of travel, so 
does photo-engraving shorten distance—verily, it annihi- 
lates distance. — Photo-engraving brings all parts of the 
world to you and places them before your eves so vou 
can see for voursclf. |

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Co-ordinating Technical Knowledge 
Printing from Rubber 


With the growing practice of research in respect of the 
printing and allied trades there is coming a widened reali- 
sation of the urgent desirability—long realised by individual 
technical workcrs—of the pooling of the results of technical 
research. Only by pooling knowledge and by co-ordinating 
research activities can the utmost benefit of technical p:o- 
gress be reaped for the industry. 

A big step in the right direction was made when some 
six hundred delegates from all parts of the United States 
and from Eastern Canada met in New York on March 14th 
and 15th for the Third Technical Conference of Experts in 
the Printing Industry. The spirit of the conference was 
expressed in a resolution calling for co-ordination of all 
technical and research bodies working for the good of the 
graphic arts. 


Next year should see the most important such conference 
ever held, for it was announced that the 1933 conference, 
to be held in Chicago, would be an international gathering 
of technical experts from many nations, and would probably 
last four days. 

The subjects of this year's conference covered а wide 
range, amongst the matters discussed being colour gravure, 
offset, rubber plate printing, stereotyping progress, and 
paper problems. 


Use of Rubber Plates 


Of much interest were contributions on the subject of 
printing from rubber. 

Mr. W. J. Wilkinson (Zeese-Wilkinson Company, Inc., 
Long Island City, N.Y.), spoke about an entirely novel 
process, invented bv a Mr. Sardou, Marseilles, France, 
which consists of etching on a rubber blanket, which is run 
on a precision press at the rate of 6,500 per hour. The 
press feeds from a roll, can print in six colours, cuts and 
stacks the sheets at delivery end. It has great possibilities, 


particularly for the silk, wallpaper aud cotton industries. 
It is not being marketed owing to the inventor's lack oí 
finances and present business conditions. 


Rubber Plates and Oil Inks 


Mr. William ©. Fowler (Hampden Glazed Paper and Card 
Company, Holyoke, Mass.), dealt with the subject of rubber 
plates used with oi inks. He said that the change to 
rubber from metal is so revolutionary in its application 
that time and energy are going to be required to educate 
and train not only printers, but apprentices in printing 
schools, to a point where their work will be done with 
rubber in mind and not metal. When, at last, the change 
has been completed, the world will see a new era of print- 
ing. Job presses and small cylinder verticals will be in 
great demand, and the printed results will exhibit а 
greater feeling of art than anything printed from metal in 
the past. 

It should, he said, be carefully borne in mind, however, 
that rubber plates will supplant metal probably for onlv 
certain tvpes of printing. Principally, rubber will first be 
used for the line plate and not for the reproduction of type 
work and the like. The latter will run along beside it ir 
metal, in the same lock-up. Until such time as there isa 
pew and improved method of making the moulded plate. 
half-tones will still be made in, and printed from, metal. 
Certain inventions in this field indicate that a moulded 
plate can be made out of the regular oil.proof hand- 
engraving rubber instead of out of moulding rubber as is 
now done. This new plate has no shrinkage, and will, 
when perfected, take the place of half-tone plates for such 
work as is now done on rough paper by offset lithography. 
such a development would once more benefit the job press 
or small cylinder vertical, as it would then be possible 
to undertake short runs of half-tone illustrations on coarse 


paper. 


Printing on Metallic Papers 


In these days the craving for the novel and unusual is 
bringing printers increasingly in contact with the difficulties 
met with, and the expedients that can be adopted, in the 
printing of metallic papers. This very interesting subject 
was recently dealt with by an American expert, Mr. A. V. 
Fitzgerald, in addressing the Milwaukee Club of Printing 
House Craftsmen, and he had some helpful suggestions to 
put forward. 

These comparatively new papers, he said, have a real 
metal surface—not bronzed, not coated with a metallic 
ink. They are obtainable in several colours, gold, brass, 
platinum, or silver; in smooth or embossed finishes; in dull 
or high lustre; coated on one side or on both sides; of 
American or European manufacture. The domestic and 
foreign papers have much in common, of course, but there 
are some slight differences to be noted by the user. 

Metal paper should not be considered as merely paper— 
it is a process of printing, of which a most difficult opera- 
tion has been performed by the paper-maker. In its proper 
field, no other method approximates its value. The only 
possible substitutes are metallic inks, or bronze powders— 
both of which yield less brilliant results. 


Points to Consider 


In order to properly handle these papers our knowledge 
and control should include the following considerations: — 

(a) The purpose in mind when a job is being planned. 

(b) The design, technique, colour scheme and plate possi- 
bilities. 

(c) Ink and press work. 

(d) Other production details. 

These points are listed in the order of their importance. 

The purpose, content, number of copies and cost should 
be considered in the selection of metal paper (or any other 


paper). Wherever the dominant requirement is an effective 
representation of a metal article, with the sheen and colour 
value of the original, metal paper is the most adequate 
means—it is supreme. Or, a background of lustrous metal- 
lic colour may serve to emphasise and enhance the repre- 
sentation of a subject in which metallic effects are absent, 
or of minor importance. 


Design and Technique 


Metal paper having been selected, either because of its 
subject value or for its background value, the next things 
to be determined are design and technique, so that the 
plate from which the impressions are to be taken may pos- 
sess the necessary qualities. If the subject is metallic, the 
background should be '' stopped out,'' either by heavy de- 
sign or by solid opaque colour, leaving the subject as free 
from any treatment as possible—so that it will stand out 
in metal on a background of ink colour. In other words, 
the technique is the reverse of that used on white paper. 
Instead of the usual outline and shadows, draw the shadows 
only, leaving the paper to produce its own highlights. All 
background, border, and decorative design in the final prin- 
ting should be very heavy, so as to permit very little of the 
metal paper to show through. 

High-gloss metal paper requires that the greater pro- 
portionate area be devoted to background or opaque ink- 
coverage. in order that the object may appear dominant. 
On semi-gloss or dull-finish papers, the greater proportion 
of the area тау be given to the subject. 


Line Drawings 


The best and most striking results are obtained from line 
drawings—either in brush or pen (poster effects). If pro- 
perly handled by the engraver, charcoal, crayon, or pencil 
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Wash drawings or 


on rough paper will prove satisfactory. 
S may be used, as metal papers take half-tones 


photograp 
very well, 

Half-tones should be very ‘‘ contrasty '' and deeply 
etched, because a screen (according to the degree of its 
density) tends to deaden the metallic lustre so that the 
colour will be weak no matter what kind of ink, or how 
much ink, is used in the press work. However, as the ink- 
covered area of a half-tone or Ben Day plate generally is less 
than the uncovered area, the metallic effect will predomi- 
nate. 

Whenever two or more colours are to be used, and cne 
of them is a light colour or tint, it is well to let the light 
colour run under all the other colours (except where the 
metal paper is to show through). This foundation for the 
other colours serves to give them more perfect coverage and 
brilliancy. 

A half-tone (black or multi-colour) superimposed on a 
solid tint (or a tint with tooled highlights) gives excellent 
results, although these plates print well without any under- 
size—especially on dull-finish papers. The under-size 
should contain no alkaline element. For instance, use no 
zinc white or magnesia where permanency and purity of 
colour are desired; better use hydrate, with Hankow wood 
oil in order to avoid tarnish (consult your ink-maker, if 
possible). 


Ink Formulæ 


The surface of metal paper is non-absorbent—the ink dries 
on the paper, not in it. Reputable ink-makers use tested 
ink formulæ for metal and other impervious or semi- 
impervious surfaces. No pressman should attempt to mix, 
compound, or otherwise '' dope '' an ink for metal paper. 
Rather than gamble with expensive experiments, he should 
order the right ink from a reliable ink-maker, and should 
fully specify his requirements—stating the kind of paper, 
the colour desired, and whether the ink is to be opaque or 
transparent. If possible, he should send a sketch showing 
the colours, with a sample of the paper, and call attention to 
super-imposed colours, if any. 

The metallic sheen of the metal paper will show through 
transparent inks, and sometimes this effect is very artistic 


and desirable. Of course, opaque inks completely kil] the 
metallic sheen. 


Causes of Trouble 


Here are some possible '' troubles '" and their probable 
'" why '": Does not cover!  Flecks of metal showing 
through the ink indicate ''wrong'' ink, or a defective plate. 
Double rolling is never needed unless the forme is too heavy 
for the distributing capacity of the forme rollers. 

Ink doesn't dry. This means that wrong ink has been 
used—the right ink will never give this trouble. Extra 
dryer will not make a wrong ink right. Adding varnish 
may give the ink a high gloss, also it may spoil a good ink. 

Set-off. Slip-sheeting, or laying-out, is always necessary 
when a heavy body of ink is run on metal—or on any other 
coated paper. 

The ink rubs after drying. This does not happen where 
the ink is right. It is caused by the use of a wrong binder 
in the ink, a dryer wrong in kind or in quantity, or by 
" doping '' a right ink with a dry powder to obtain a 
different shade. Better let your ink house mix the ink. 
Ink properly made will not '' rub.” 

The paper curls. Under unfavourable atmospheric con- 
ditions metal paper (coated on one side) will have a ten- 
dency to curl, but this tendency will be no greater than in 
other papers of like weight, coating and polish. This 
trouble may be over come by exposing the paper to a proper 
degree of relative humidity. 

Unless this paper is carefully handled in the pressroom 
and bindery, the inked surface is liable to become 
“scratched ''; and before the ink is '' set,’’ careless handling 
is liable to cause ‘‘ smear ’’ and consequent spoilage. Use 
the same care necessary in handling any other hard finish 
coated stock. 

Metal paper stands folding, scoring, and light embossing 
—the metal coating will not crack more than the best grade 
of folding enamel. 

In mounting metal paper on board, or any other fabric, 
the adhesive used should contain no alkali or other element 
liable to penetrate the paper and discolour the metal.

Engraving Machines 


A patent by Messrs. Cooke, Troughton, and Simms, 
Ltd., and Mr. J. D. Linn relates to an engraving-machinc 
of the type in which a controlling member is guided in a 
desired path and operates a cutting tool by means of a 
pantograph or like linkage. The motion of the controlling 
member is determined in one direction by a rotary copy 
cam device and in a direction at, and in a plane at, right- 
angles thereto by a groove or its equivalent in or on the 


cam surface, the path of each groove lying to one side or 
other of a mean line. The mechanism enables a series of 
engraving operations to be performed. A rotating tool 1 
' is carried by a boss 6 on a pivoted frame 3 and is held up 
to its work by a pivoted lever 10 one end of which rests 
on a cam 22 rotated in synchronisin with the work-holding 
table 7 whereby the tool is allowed to move away from the 
work-table during a portion of the rotation thereof. 
Coupled to the pivoted frame is a pantograph lever system 
the pointer 4 of which is adapted to traverse a cam member 
5 rotationally and slidably mounted on a shaft 12; the 
pointer by reason of the cam form moves to and fro 
radially with respect to the shaft 12 and by reason of the 
grooves 16 oscillates about a mean position parallel to the 
shaft 12. The drive for the cam member is by means of 
pinion 15 in engagement with a long pinion 14 on a shaft 
13 which is geared to the main shaft 20 from which is also 
taken the drive 25 . . 28 for the work-table 7. The en- 
graving of each character is accomplished during a single 
icvolution of the copy cam but the actual engraving 
operation takes place during only three-quarters of such 
revolution, the tool being lifted during the idle quarter 
revolution. During the idle portion the transfer of the 
completed work-picce and introduction of the next work- 


piece of the series is effected. In a modification the copv 
cam may be made up of a series of individual cams placed 
side by side. The shaft has ап extension on which is 
carried a non-rotating collar 50 which according to its 
longitudinal position will engage with one or other of a 
series of pegs 49 fitted into holes 48 on a cylinder which is 
adapted to be rotated in steps by gearing 34 from the copv 
cam shaft. Ву suitable disposition of these pegs the 
sequence in which the individual cams are used may һе 
»*elected.— 354,764. 


Bronze and Colour Printing 


A process for bronze printing in conjunction, if desired. 
with ordinary colour printing, as patented by United 
Cigarette Akt.-Ges. comprises the application of a print 
in ink or an adhesive followed by the application of. bronze 
powder by means of a die corresponding to the lettering 
to be bronzed. The two prints may correspond exactly, or, 
as in the case of fine lettering, the adhesive print mav 
cover a larger surface than the bronze print. As shown. 


a paper web a is printed by means of a rotary couple e. f 
and passes to a second couple k, n, the cylinder k being 
supplied with bronze powder from a trough g. Surplus 
bronze is removed from the cylinder Ё by a revolving brush 
o cleaned by means of a suction device r, and the bronzing- 
apparatus is enclosed by a casing q within which is a suc- 
tion pipe r?! for removing bronze-laden air. A third suction 
pipe s removes surplus bronze from the web a. The suc- 
tion pipes r, r!, s may lead to a filter which removes the 
powder from the air.— 351,920. 


Composing and Casting Machines 


An invention by Mr. F. Sandrinella relates to a mould- 
lubricating device which comprises an oil container, serv- 
ing as a preheater, from 
which oil is delivered 
dropwise upon the coni- 
cal walls of  inlets, 
which communicate by 
conduits with the 
mould, so that the oil 


flows in continuous 
threads through the 
conduits. The container 


1, Fig. 1, preferably of 
copper, is supported by 
a plate 2 from the bridge 
4 of the machine, a 
three-sided stem 5 on the 
container engaging a 
triangular hole in the 
plate. The container has 
a venting passage 8, 
controlled bv a valve 7. 
and is heated by two rods 
11, clamped to it by col- 
lars 10. and immersed in 
the molten metal of the 
machine. The oil drops 
from three outlet tubes 
14, controlled by needle 
valves 15, into three conical passages 21 in a distributor 
head 22, from which conduits 25 lead to the mould. The 
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passages 21 are eccentrically located with respect to the 
dropping tubes 14, so that the oil falls upon the sides of 
the passages, and not directly into the holes. The 
eccentric position is secured by means of a gauge 20, Fig. 7, 
having eccentrically arranged pins 20!, 20!!, one of which 
is inserted in a central hole in the head 22 and the other 
in the triangular hole in the plate 2. The conduits 25 are 
connected to the head 22 and to the mould by conically. 
ground surfaces. A collar 27, having resilient braces 26, 
connects the head to the conduits.—351,351.

Wrapping Paper Printers 


Rules for Business Practices 


Of interest to British printers is a new movement an- 
nounced from New York. Nineteen rules to govern 
printers who print in colours on transparent and trans- 
lucent papers, or on materials to be used for wrapping or 
other purposes, have been issued by the Federal Trade 
Commission, as a result of the Trade Practice Conference 
held by the industry recently in New York City. It was 
estimated that 98 per cent. of the industry, figured on 
volume, was represented at this conference to improve 
present business practices. 

Twelve out of the nineteen rules of business practice which 
the conference adopted were approved by the Federal 
Trade Commission as pertaining to law violations, while the 
other seven rules have been accepted by the commission as 
expressions of the trade 

The rules of practice in that first group of twelve pertain 
to price discrimination; secret payments of rebates; un- 
truthful advertising; defamation of competitors; imitation 
of trade-marks or trade names; inducing breach of contract; 
giving money or anything of value to employees of com- 
petitors' customers without knowledge of their employers; 
obtaining information from competitors by false represen- 
tations; selling goods below cost with intent to injure a 
competitor; selling products by false means or devices; 
selling goods at a price reduced from a marked-up or a 
fictitious price, and shipping goods on consignment with 
the intent of injuring a competitor. 

One of the seven rules in the second group, which the 
Federal Trade Commission has accepted, reads: '' The in- 
dustry approves the practice of making the terms of sale 
a part of all published price schedules.’ Other rules in 
this group include references to arbitration, price lists, 
proper invoicing, contracts, and the employing of persons 
who are already under contract with some competitor. 


Bristol Students Work 


The Bristol School of Printing, at the Merchant Ven- 
turers' Technical College, has undoubtedly proved itself a 
source of benefit to the printing trade in the West of 
England. That it is continuing on sound lines is proved 
by the School's '' Year Book '' for 1931-32, which is just 
to hand. "There appear in it specimens of the work of the 
students in the letterpress (composing and machine), book- 
binding and machine ruling, and litho departments. In a 
brief preface considerable development in the plant is 
reported to have occurred during the past twelve months, 
and thanks are expressed to the numerous supply houses 
which have enabled the School by theirgiftsand installations 
to produce such fine work. The book provides many varied 
examples of bookwork and display typography, in gcod 
taste; also evidences of sound press work, including some 
excellent pictorial reproductions in letterpress and litho 
offset. There are also fairly creditable specimens of ruling 
in red and blue. On the whole, this Year Book is a fine 
production, and we hope it will help West Country printers 
to realise the practical benefits of technical education. 


A VERY pleasant evening was recently spent in Leeds by 
the Yorkshire Division of the Travellers’ and Circulation 
Branch of the National Union of Printers and Bookbinders 
and Paper Workers. The occasion was a dinner dance, and 
Mr. W. Wilson, Manchester, who spoke, stressed the need 
for good fellowship and co-operation among newspaper 
workers. He said that to-day more than any other day 
in the past years, there was a crying need for both fellow- 
ship and co-operation. Mr. R. E. Walsh, Manchester, said 
that in his opinion it was only co-operation from all 
members of newspaper executives that kept the great game 
going.

А Unique Book-Collection 


In the library at Church House, Westininster, there is a 
little-known collection of books which is the largest of its 
kind in the world. This is the hymnological library based 
on the collection presented by the late Dr. Julian. И 
contains over 10,000 publications, mainly hymn-books, but 
also tune-books and hymnological pamphlets. Some of these 
are very rare. 

Though there is not here a first edition of Sternhold and 
Hopkins's '' Psalms of David ” in English metricai verse, 
which is one of the very oldest popular books, there is one 
dated 1576, and there are twenty-three others advancing 
through the years, the last in the collection appearing in 
1852. This book, first published in the sixteenth century, 
became so popular that it was bound into nearly everv 
Bible and Prayer Book by the beginning of the next cen- 
tury. Its day lasted for nearly 200 years, and it was only 
beaten after a great struggle by Tate and Brady's book. 

One of the rarest books in the collection is one published 
in the middle of last century by the committee that had 
formed itself to compile the ‘‘ Hymns Ancient and 
Modern," There were about 100 hymns in it, and only 
fifty copies were printed. One was sent to each of the 
cathedrals of Great Britain and to a few interested persons, 
with a request for a trial of the hymns and for notification 
of approval or disapproval. Apparently there was a definite 
note of approval in the replies, for the ‘‘ Hymns A. and 
M.'' appeared a year or two later, in 1860. 

There is also in the library a book published in 1632, 
which, from the condition of its pages and from the evi- 
dence of inscriptions inside it, is supposed to have survived 
the Great Fire of London.

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The Case for Quality 


IT is commonly claimed that almost any business 
letter worth the name costs round about a shilling 
or more to produce and mail. This is the first fact 
to establish in the minds of those who set out to 
save fractions of a farthing per sheet and envelope 
in the specification of their business stationery. The 
next fact to drive home is the indisputable claim of 
a well-turned-out letter to first attention. Then 
there is the fact that letter paper is one's own self in 
representation, penetrating to places and at times 
impossible of achievement by one's self or one's 
salesman. After this, there are all the facts inciden- 
tal to the maintenance of prestige, the creation of 
goodwill, the value of good stationery as an adver- 
tisement, and so forth. Against these opportunities 
for the exercise of real selling ability and the render- 
ing of service, the quality-reducer has one argument, 
the lower price, which in fact is no argument but a 
boomerang weapon to render salesmanship ineffec- 
tive and take the pleasure and profit out of printing.

Opportunities for the Printing Trade 


Іт would be a grand thing if there were а move- 
ment in the printing industry to band together all 
those interested in quality with the object of educat- 
ing fellow printers, salesmen and users of business 
stationery to an appreciation of the higher standards 
of quality. There will be progress only through 
propaganda, and there are countless opportunities 
for propaganda of the right kind for those who are 
qualified to make use of them. Without organised 
effort, little or nothing can be done except in the 
daily routine of rendering service. In the public 
way, however, there are meetings, luncheons, 
debates, demonstrations where business men of the 
right type can be addressed to good purpose. That 
an immense amount of good work could be put in 
by qualified speakers we are quite sure from 
practical evidence in a smaller way. Perhaps we 
may need to commence nearer at home, in which 
case the salesmen's club idea might be thought out 
with advantage.

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Research in Foundry. Work

The April meeting of the Electrotypers and Stereotypers 
Managers and Overseers Association was held on Thursday 
of last week, at St. Bride Institute, Bride Lane, Fleet 
Street, Mr. A. Chadwell (president) being in the chair. 

Mr. Mumford, a new member, was present for the first 
time, and was welcomed by the members. The secretary 
announced the death of Mr. R. Simpson, an old and res- 
pected member of the Association. 

The chairman drew attention to the fact that the Asso- 
ciation was to be engaged in raising money for the Printers’ 
Pension Corporation at a concert to be held at Anderton's 
Hotel, on April 18th, and that Mr. Bullett (secretary) was 
to represent the Association in the chair. For this event 
the members voted ten guiueas from the funds of the 
Association. The remainder of the evening was spent in 
listening to an address by Dr. Geo. L. Riddell, technical 
director of the Printing Industry Research Association, 
who dealt interestingly with several phases of research work 
in connection with electrotyping and stereotyping in this 
country and abroad. 

Mr. Chadwell, in introducing Dr. Riddell to the meeting, 
said they previously had had the pleasure of listening 
to Mr. J. R. Riddell, and it gave them especial delight to 
welcome his son that evening. 


The Value of Research 


Dr. Riddell, in his opening remarks, said that on each 
previous occasion on which he had addressed meetings of 
overseers he had spent evenings which had proved enjoy- 
able and mutually beneficial. 

Proceeding, Dr. Riddell said there was a lot of mistrust 
and doubt about printing research in general and the Print- 
ing Industry Research Association in particular, but like 
most cases of mistrust it was founded on misunderstanding. 

Scientific research, proceeded the speaker, was a weapon 
and a most effective one which could be used to overcome 
technical difficulties. There was no need to emphasise the 
fact that stereotyping and electrotyping were highly skilled 
crafts in which the ditficulties were many and which called 
for considerable knowledge and ingenuity. When trouble 
arises one can overcome it in one of two ways: either 
by finding out the cause and removing it; or by trying, 
more or less at random, certain likely remedies. If the 
craftsman and the scientist would co-operate great im- 
provements would result. 

Their job was to put certain complex materials through 
certain complex processes in order to obtain a desired result. 

It was to the interest of the stereotyper and electrotyper 
that they should have some means of examining their raw 
materials before they were put into practical use, and the 
processes should be subjected to scientific control. It was 
no use saying that the raw materials were the responsibility 
of the supplier alone. That was short-sighted policy 
which merely passed responsibility for trouble along and 
did nothing to ovcrcome it. We had an excellent exam- 
ple of the value of scientific control in stereotyping alloys. 
Standards had been set up by the manufacturers and were 
closely maintained, and if these standards were adhered 
to in the works, troubles due to the metal were practically 
non-existent. 


What has been done in Research 


Two obvious ways in which science could be applied to 
stereotyping and electrotyping—probably two of the most 
scientific processes in the printing industry—were (1) by 
control of the raw materials, to sce that they were up to 
standard, and (ii) by examination of the existing processes, 
to see if they could be improved. They would probably 
be interested to hear of some of the research work which 
had already been done on stereotyping and electrotyping 
problems. The Americans at the U.S. Bureau of Standards 
and at the Government Printing Office have been prominent 
in this work. 

One of the materials investigated was the graphite used 
for electrotyping, and specifications had been set up for

graphite for various purposes. Graphite was now specified 
by its carbon content, conductivity, time of covering and 
fineness. It was found that dry polishing leads with a 
high carbon content covered rapidly, and that the coarser 
the graphite the more readily would it cover. This was 
probably due to the fact that there were a small number ot 
contacts between the particles of graphite and also because 
the areas in contact were larger. On the other hand, a 
graphite which was too coarse would give trouble in work- 
ing, owing to the deterioration in detail and the increase in 
the number of pin-holes. Further, it had been shown that 
a given graphite applied in the dry state induced more 
rapid covering than when applied wet. Another point 
not generally recognised was that the graphite which was 
added to the moulding wax had a great effect upon the 
rate of covering: i.e. if a '' rapid ” graphite were added 
to the wax it would increase the rate of covering of a 
slow graphite used for polishing, and vice versa. 

Other work done in America dealt with copper electro- 
typing solutions. The whole process of copper deposition 
was studied and recommendations made to produce the 
most suitable plates for printing. As was well-known, 
electrolytically deposited copper was crystalline and tor 
a printing plate the crystals should be as small as possible 
and should be arranged at random. It had long been 
known that certain materials added to a bath would enable 
good shells to be grown at higher current densities. As 
the result of research work it was shown that a small quan. 
tity of phenol-sulphonic acid added to a bath would 
permit good shells to be grown with a current density of 230 
amperes per square foot. Such an increase in current 
density resulted in a great saving of time. For instance, 
a half-tone shell 0.006in. thick was deposited in two hours 
50 minutes with a current density of fifty amperes per square 
foot. A similar shell could be grown in 42 minutes if a 
current density of 200 amperes per square foot were used. 

The effects of altering the copper sulphate content, the 
sulphuric acid content, the temperature and agitation had 
all been studied, and as a result recommendations had been 
made so that good shells could consistently be produced 
with economy and ease. 

Nickel Depositions 

A similar study of nickel solutions was made and condi- 
tions suggested for maintaining the baths in good working 
order. The concentration of nickel sulphate was impor- 
tant, and the pH or acid concentration should be carefully 
controlled since the latter had an important bearing on 
the quality of the deposited metal. | Moreover, a periodic 
checking of the pH would indicate whether or not its solu- 
tion was working efficiently or not. И the bath was too 
alkaline the deposited nickel was dark, brittle and spongy. 
If the bath was too acid, the product was a bright, hard 
nickel which would curl and crack easily. 

If one found that the bath was becoming more acidic. 
then it was an indication that the anodic corrosion was 
not sufficient—more anodes should be used and more 
chloride or sulphate added to the bath. Оп the other hand 
should the bath tend to become alkaline it was an indica- 
tion that excessive anodic corrosion was occurring; fewer 
anodes should be used and some of the chloride or sulphate 
removed. 

Stereotyping 

Referring more particularly to stereotyping, Dr. Riddell 
said there had not been a great deal of research work pub- 
lished on stereotyping problems beyond those relating to 
stereo metal. Metal manufacturers were rendering а T€ 
markable service in establishing and maintaining correct 
standards for type metals. Most of the published work 
dealt with alloys and their control for various purposes 1n 
various works. He had seen some curves showing the van- 
ations in composition of stereotype alloys used in certain 
American Newspaper offices, and he believed they would 
agree that the constancv of the alloys was remarkable when 
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one considered the treatment under which the metal had 
to go. He had no doubt whatever that similar conditions 
held in this country. 


Bismuth for Antimony 


For some time past, people had wondered what would 
be the effect of substituting bismuth for antimony in stereo 
alloys. Some work had just been published on this subject. 
Apparently bismuth decreased slightly the hardness, tensile 
strength and resistance to compression of the alloy. On 
the other hand the casting properties seemed to be slightly 
improved. In general, however, the advantages of bismuth 
seemed to be very slight, and the possibility of large cheap 
supplies was doubtful, so that there was little likelihood of 
its being used in practice. 


Heating of Stereo Pots 


The Printing Industry Research Association had com- 
menced work on a new system of heating stereo pots by 
gas. One of the advantages of electrical heating was that 
one could place the heating elements in the metal itself. 
On the other hand gas was cheaper, and in general more 
certain. They were trying to devise a system whereby 
gas-fired heating units were placed in the metal, and they 
were fairly well on the road to success. 

Dr. Riddell said that while in America he saw a news- 
paper foundry which was saving a considerable amount 
of money and making things more comíortable for the 
operators by covering the molten metal in the Autoplates 
with a layer about 2in. thick of an insulating powder. 
No hooding was required for the pot. Heat losses were 
nil—one could easily place one's hand on the top of the 
insulating layer and vapours from the metal or black plates 
were filtered out by the powder. 

Dr. Riddell also briefly referred to the experiments being 
made with rubber deposition, although these, he said, were 
not yet on a commercial footing. 


Discussion 


The subjects referred to in an interesting and useful 
discussion covered a wide range, and included the technical 
aspects of various kinds of melting pots, copper and rubber 
depositions, the standardisation of dry flong, and metal- 
lising. Those taking part were Messrs. A. H. Howell, 
W. M. Forsyth, Bernard Titchener, A. H. Mundey, A. 
Chadwell, B. W. Wood, and J. S. Sunderland. 

Mr. Mundey, in speaking on behalf of the Printing In- 
dustry Research Association, appealed to them to give 
support to the work Dr. Riddell was endeavouring to do 
for every printer of the British Empire. It was a big 
job, he said, and the P.I.R.A. required the co-operation 
of every section of the industry to make it of real service. 
The P.I. R.A. had done excellently so far, and was capable 
of doing still greater work in the future. 

А hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Riddell was proposed 
by the chairman, seconded by Mr. B. W. Wood, and very 
cordially adopted. І 


Leipzig Spring Fair 


The Leipzig Spring Fair took place in the most critical 
time that the countries of the world have experienced 
within living memory—the economic crisis having resulted 
in the erection of trade barriers and in banking and other 
restrictions which made it difficult for manufacturers and 
traders to dispose of their products. Thus the organisers 
as well as the buyers held a gloomy view of the possibili- 
ties of business at this international event. Contrary to 
these expectations the amount of business transacted in 
several sections of the Fair greatly exceeded the most opti- 
mistic predictions. 

The total number of exhibitors was 7,622, or only 15 
per cent. lower than the Spring Fair of 1931. The area of 
exhibition space was only 12 per cent. less than that occu- 
pied in the year previous. The general Sample Fair did 
not lose many of its exhibitors, but the Technical and 
Building Fairs suffered rather badly, owing, chieflv, to the 
condition of trade on the Continent,

W. R. Codling, C.B.E., C.V.O., Controller of H.M. Station- 
ery Office, Sir William S. Crawford, K.B.E., Mr. H.G. 
Clarke (president of the British Federation of Master 
Printers) and Mr. B. Guy Harrison (chairman, and presi- 
dent of the London Master Printers’ Association). The 
guests included the Rt. Hon. Viscount Leverhulme, D.L.

stationery and printing tenders, which would be opened on 
the 16th inst.

Until about six months 
ago, Mr. Attey attended his works three or four mornings 
a week.

Master Printers Elect Mr. С. Rangecroft 


Mr. J. H. Quinn, the retiring president, was in the chair 
at the annual meeting of the South-West London Master 
Printers Association, which was held on Tuesday, April 
5th, at the Crichton Restaurant, Clapham Junction. 

Mr. A. Spring, the hon. treasurer, presented the 
accounts. With expressions of satisfaction, the balance 
sheet was adopted, on the motion of the president, 
seconded by Mr. J. D. Wise. 


Committee's Report 

Mr. Fred A. Chivers, the hon. secretary, then presented 
the Committee's annual report for 1931-32. He gave a 
comprehensive review of the Association's activities, 
observing that the work had been of a very helpful 
character, the monthly meetings attracting considerable 
attendances, and the subjects dealt with covering a wide 
range of interest. After mention of the series of addresses 
on practical problems of printers, which had been given 
each month, it was stated that it was hoped to continue the 
series at the May and June meetings. The report said: 
`* It is impossible to overestimate the value of this mutual 
interchange of opinions and experience on problems of 
current interest, and your committee feels that if only those 
members who do not realise the value of our monthly meet- 
ings would commence the practice of attending they would 
soon form the habit (in this case a commendable one), and 
so gain and give additional knowledge that proves so help- 
ful in ordinary business life. To all the speakers who have 
devoted their time and knowledge to our service your 
committee tenders its grateful thanks and appreciation.'' 

Keference was then made to the social events during the 
year, and the report paid a tribute to the work of the 
officers and the encouragement received from headquarters, 
whilst acknowledgment was made of the publicity given 
to the meetings of the Association in the '' British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer.’’ 

Proceeding, the report stated : '' Times of adversity, if 
not altogether pleasant to endure, are useful in their way, 
and the spirit that has actuated the nation during this 
critical period in its history has been well reflected in our 
own trade organisation.’’ 


Need for Collective Effort 


‘* Dithculties of many kinds confront us and demand our 
serious attention and united effort to overcome them. 
Our Federation president drew our earnest attention to 
some of these in his New Year message, which it is hoped 
all members studied carefully. It isa matter for con- 
gratulation that the good offices of our Joint Industrial 
Council have been successful in settling such differences of 
opinion as have arisen, and it is to be hoped that the prob- 
lems that may arise in the future wil] be met in the same 
amicable spirit of co-operation. 

'" Your Committee is more anxious than ever that the 
benefits to be gained in meeting together from time to time 
should be fully realised, and would suggest that it might 
prove very helpful if, in cases where it is not always con- 
venient for the principal to attend, a junior member of the 
executive were requested to represent the firm at our 
gatherings. This would not only tend to increase the 
interest and usefulness of our work, but would also ensure 
that the services of the younger generation as they assume 
positions of importance in their own business would be 
secured to carry on the work that their seniors have 
established. This practice has already been adopted by 
some of ош member firms and has proved to be of mutual 
service, and your Comniittee would conclude its report by 
leaving this suggestion with you in the hope that it may 
commend itself for immediate action.” 

Mr. Quinn commented upon the value of the report 
which Mr. Chivers had presented, and suggested that the 
following addition should be made: '' Another year has 
passed, and we cannot let it pass without recording our 
indebtedness to the hon. secretary, Mr. Fred A. Chivers, 
for unstinted service given willingly on our behalf. His 


unceasing labours for the South-West London district have 
contributed in no small measure to the strength and success 
of this district Association."  (Applause.) 

Mr. J. D. Wise added his meed of praise to the untiring 
efforts of Mr. Chivers, and the report, with the addition 
suggested by Mr. Quinn, was unanimously adopted. 


Election of President 


Mr. J. H. Quinn, in proposing that Mr. G. Rangecroft 
be elected president, said there was no need to specify the 
capabilities of that gentleman, because they were well 
known to everyone.

Mr. Quinn then entertained the company with a happv 
and practical address on '' The Conduct of the Printer's 
Office," for which he was cordially thanked by Mr. W. J. 
Boyle, of the Central Districts’ Association, and Mr. H. V. 


Wiles. We hope to dea! more fully with the address in 
another issue of the '' British and Colonial Printer and 
Stationer.'' 


The hon. secretary intimated that on Tuesday, Mav 
3rd, Mr. E. Pheby would give an address on the Ludlow 
System, and on Tuesday. June 7th, Mr. W. C. Weston, a 
member of thc Illuminating Engineers’ Society, would 
speak on '' Good Lighting, with Special Reference to the 
Requirements of the Printing Industry."

Camberwell School Example 


At the annual exhibition of students’ work of the 
Camberwell School of Arts and Craíts—just con- 
cluded at the South London Art Gallery (as previously 
briefly mentioned)—a very fine show of bindings was 
on view in the bookbinding section of the exhibition. 
Mr. А. J. Vaughan, the bookbinding instructor, and 
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unity, has been gold tooled on leather with the pre- 
cision of an expert. 

Notable among the bookbinding exhibits in this 
exhibition were the specimens of work by the senior 
and third year students, which included several full 
leather bindings, designed and tooled by the students

the students are to be congratulated on having pro- 
duced some admirable examples of their craft. 

Of the fact that the ideals behind the work done at 
the School are strong and sound and there is instilled 
into the students a high sense of craftsmanship, the 
recent exhibition has given new evidence. The accom- 
panying illustration shows one example of good work 
by a young craftsman. The design and execution of 
this binding stand to the credit of F. C. Holbrow. His 
decoration is of a fairly intricate nature, and the 
design, pleasingly flowing and forming an artistic 


themselves. The accuracy of the tooling indicates that 
the instructors realise the value of a high degree of 
skill. Moreover, an excellent feature of the tuition is 
that the more advanced students are allowed to make 
use of the class to develop their own ideas and for 


.experimental work which is not possible in the work- 


shop. 

There was also shown some of the work of the 
second year students, amongst which were some half- 
and full-leather bindings. These showed very evident 
talent and a keen sense of craftsmanship. Lastly, 
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there were some examples of library style binding. 
produced by the first year boys, these also showing 
sound and promising work. 

As indicating the high standard of work attained by 
students at the Camberwell School, it may be recalled 
that in the City and Guilds examinations the first prize 
and silver medal for Final Forwarding, a first-class 
pass in the same exam., and a prize in Final Finishing, 
went to three students of the school—E. Riley, W. 
Trebett, and F. C. Holbrow respectively. 

The objects of the bookbinding class at the Camber- 
well School are to assist apprentices to a wider know- 
ledge of their trade, and to raise the general standard 
of trade work. Since the founding of the class in 
1899 by Mr. W. B. Dalton, many men who are now 
well known in London as superior craftsmen have 
passed through it, gaining valuable knowledge and 
experience thereby. The class has also been prominent 
in the successes in the City and Guilds and the 
Stationers' Company examinations during recent years. 

Of course, the School caters for other branches of 
the trade as well as for the bookbinding section, its 
typography classes being particularly successful. It is 
rendering real service to the printing and allied trades.

THE Luttrell Psalter, acquired in 1929 for 30,000 guineas 
and at present in the British Museum, will shortly be in 
the hands of master bookbinders. Probably for the first 
time in its long history—it dates from the fourteenth cen- 
tury—it is to have new covers, and the old ones are to be 
carefully preserved. 


Ex: Ambassador as Binder 
Lord Howard of Penrith 


Before Lord Howard of Penrith retired from the British 
Ambassadorship at Washington he announced his intention 
of taking up a hobby—that of bookbinding. 

For over a year this distinguished diplomat, who has 
served in the Embassies of Rome, Madrid, Sweden, Berlin, 
Hungary, and Switzerland, and who was a member of the 
British Peace Delegation to the Paris Conference, has 
occupied a portion of his time in learning the bookbinding 
craft. 


Spare-Time Occupation 


He agrees with Sir Humphry Rolleston on the need for 
all of us to have a spare-time occupation for our later years. 

Interviewed recently on behalf of the London '' News- 
Chronicle," he was asked what attracted him to book- 
binding. 

'* For one thing,” he said, '' I suppose it is the pleasure 
of putting old friends into new clothes." He showed half 
a dozen books bound in red, blue and yellow leather that, 
with the aid of his master, he has already finished. His 
son, he said, had begun the craft and Your of them are 
thinking of taking a studio together. 


English Bindings for the U.S.A. 


He went on to refer to the United States, and said : 
* They have very little time for handicrafts in America, 
and I believe a great market exists for our work in all the 
hne crafts. I know two or three book collectors in the 
United States, and they all tell me they come to England 
for their bindings. I was speaking to Sir William Rothen- 
stein. (principal of the Royal College of Art) recently on 
this point, and asking whether we could not arrange to 
have a permanent collection or exhibition of British work 
on view in New York.”

in the 


Bindery 


How to Reduce It 


Perhaps the variety of operations that have to be 
effected in the course of bookbinding and related pro- 
cesses make it difficult to utilise time to the most advan- 
tage. Certain it is that in most binderies there is a big 
field for further economies in respect of time expendi- 
ture. This particular trade often has features that 
make specially difficult the application of standardised 
routine methods. There are, however, possibilities of 
waste-prevention which are not always apparent. 

A practical bindery foreman, Mr. A. H. Shaw, of 
Winnipeg, spoke recently to the local Club of Printing 
House Craftsmen, and his remarks on the subject of 
gaining efficiency and reducing waste of time in book- 
binding establishments contained points of interest to 
many British executives who are looking for oppor- 
tunities of showing a better balance of output against 
costs. 


Pitfalls in Folding 


After emphasising the general need. for developing 
co-operation between departments, Mr. Shaw referred 
to estimates, remarking that here a little co-operation 
would be of great value. 

The varied modern equipment of the bindery to-day 
offers a wide ficld for stumbling when giving prices 
(Mr. Shaw proceeded). Jt would be well for the 
estimator to consult the bindery foreman before giving 
figures on any job that must pass through this depart- 
ment. Advertising men have a mama for. designing 
freak folders, and when one of these is put before the 
estimator, he gives it the “once over," and thinks, 
“That will fold nicely on such a folding machine 
3,000 or 4,000 per hour." The job eventually reaches 
the bindery probably a few hours after the delivery 
time, only to have it discovered that some folds only 
can be done on the machines, while others must be 
folded by hand, mounting up the cost over the original 
estimate and causing further delay in delivery and an 
irritated customer. 

In connection with the subject of folding there are 
numerous things which create trouble in that type of 
job. Paper comes in various weights, qualities and 
finishes, and all that has to be considered. The grain 
of the paper is also an important factor. An estimator 
will often figure out stock to get the most out of a 
sheet regardless of the grain. ^ This will often mean 
scoring a job before folding, which operation will 
likely not have been taken into consideration in the 
estimate. And then there are the worries attached to 
coated paper cracking and splitting at the folds, and of 
pasted covers failing to adhere to coated paper. 


Co-operate with Layout Men ! 


Co-operation between the lavout men and the binder 
is most important. When locking up tormes for the 
press, many things must be determined beforehand, 
position of margins, amount of trim, gripper edge and 
gauges. Here the binder has to determine what 
machine he сап fold a certain job on, for different 
folding machines have ditferent styles of make-up and 
different gauges. A matter which might be called to 
attention here is that in folding 8, 16 or 32 pages right- 
angle, each fold causes а slight twist, which is m- 
avoidable, but this makes it practically impossible to 
ensure a perfect register. This will explain why 16- 


page formes are preferred to 32, a fact borne out by 
the latest large folding machines being made to fold a 
double 16-page inserted and delivered in 32-page form. 
Modern folding machines are equipped with slitters or 
perforators to assist in folding without creases and air 
pockets, but are often the cause of dragging in the 
subsequent folds. | 
Trimming for Register 

Another matter often forgotten, is the trimming of 
stock before going on the press to assure good register. 
This is often necessary both for the press room and the 
folding machine. A job that is to be slit on the press 
should be arranged to give the slit edge to the folder 
for gauge. This is more accurate than the press side 
gauge, which is only true at the gauge but would be 
away out on the folder according to any variation in 
the stock. 

Don't forget register markers when printing book 
formes. These markers enable a check-up for the 
folder, and are also a check айїег gathering. 

A lock-up man wants to know why margins cannot 
be all the same on a job to be folded, inserted and 
wire-stitched. A wide outside margin to form a hang- 
over on the folded sheet assists greatly in inserting, 
and also is invaluable for saddle wire-stitching. It en- 
ables the girls to find the opening of the sections more 
easily; and, of course, becomes a time-saver. 

The cutter 1s a worker who needs a little sympathy. 
Take a forme with several jobs on one sheet, or a 
bunch of labels. The cutter to be safe must have these 
properly lined up, for a knife cannot dodge in and out 
when making the first cuts. Another worry 15 the 
work-and-turn forme with close register. It ıs 
practically inipossible to trim stock perfectly. 

Perforating 1s an operation often leading to argu- 
ments. If sufficient notice is given, a perforating job 
can often be done in advance of press work, two or 
more up. Of course, the press room will complain 
about the difficulties of a raised sheet going through 
the press, or say that the air won't work on the Kelly 
because the sheets stick together—but the bindery 
needs some consideration! Perforating beforehand 1s 
Valuable in the case of a sheet coming to the bindery 
printed in two or more colours, and numbered in a 
few places. It has to Фе cut into a small sheet, difficult 
to handle—but the bindery must perforate and complete 
the job without spoiling a sheet ! 

Undoubtedly the bindery, a most important part of 
any printing organisation, is a department which ts 
not given the consideration which it rightfully 
deserves.

Stereotype Casting Machines 


An invention by the Wood Newspaper Machinery 
Corporation relates to a method whereby in a stereotype 
casting-machine of the type in which the mould is con- 
stituted by a core and a back reciprocable to closed and 
open position, the back is power-operated, and the power 
is shut off automatically at each end of the movement о! 


the back. The back B of the mould is movable to and 
from the core C by means of a pair of toggles actuated by 
a shaft 4 rotated from a motor 1 by worm gearing 2, 3. 
The shaft 4 carries arms on which are mounted pins 9, 10 
adapted to move the handle 7 of a switch 8 controlling 
the movements of the motor. The handle 7 is moveu 
manually to set the motor in operation to close the mould. 
and when the closing movement is completed the pin 9 
engages the handle 7 and opens the switch. To open the 
mould, the handle 7 is moved in the opposite direction to 
reverse the motor, and when the back is fully withdrawn 
the pin 10 opens the switch. The piston of the metal- 
supply device is under similar control. When the mould з= 
closed, a handle 21 is moved to close the switch of a motor 
12, which is connected through worm gearing 13, 14 and 
lever 15 to the piston-rod 16. When the piston is raised, 
a pin 9a on the lever 15 engages and moves the switch over 
to reverse position. The piston is thus returned to its 
original position, when the switch is moved into neutral 
position by a pin 10a.—346,891.

Mr. A. Williamson Ventilates an Important Subject 


There was a good attendance of members at the April 
meeting of the Printing, Bookbinding and Kindred Trades 
Overseers’ Association on Tuesday of last week, at St. Bride 
Institute, the chair being occupied by Mr. Harry Young 
(president), who was supported by Mr. P. H. Paton (vice- 
president). At the conclusion of ordinary business the mem- 
bers had the pleasure of listening to an address by Mr. A. 
Williamson, secretary of the costing committee of the British 
Federation of Master Printers, who sought to show the value 
of costing to the overseer. 

After the consideration of several items of correspondence, 
which included fraternal greetings from Mr. Maurice Hunt, 
the immediate past president, the meeting gave attention 
to the disposal of its votes to the Bookbinders’ Cottage 
Homes and Pension Society, these amounting to some 400. 

Mr. J. A. Gouldbourne, chief steward for the annual 
dinner, spoke of the arrangements being made for that event, 
and stressed the importance of members letting the stewards 
know as soon as possible their requirements regarding 
seating. 


The Federation Costing System 


Mr. Williamson, who was very cordially introduced to the 
meeting by Mr. Young, said he was especially pleased to 
have the opportunity of addressing a body representative 
of the bookbinding section of their great industry on the 
subject of costing. Proceeding to answer the question: 
“ What is the Federation Costing System? '' Mr. Wiliam- 
sou said that it was a method of analysing and allocating 
all the expenses of conducting a business, so that every 
operation necessary to the production of any kind of work 
might be charged with its proper quota of expense—no 
more and no less. The principles underlying the system, 
he proceeded, were fundamentally sound, because they re- 
cognised the difference between machine work where capital 
charges—more or less heavy—were incurred and hand work. 
where probably little plant might be necessary. 

Mr. Williamson then gave an illustration of the three 
main lines of allocating area, capital, wages, etc., as 
follows: ''I build, acquire the lease of, or rent a three- 
storied building. On one floor are placed a few benches 
and chairs; on another some expensive machinery; on a 
third, place a few simple racks for storage purposes. The 
area expenses are identical, but the capital charges bear no 
relation to them whatsoever. That is the first complication. 
But employees must be engaged if any production is to be 
achieved. On the first floor there may be women—say, at 
£2 per week—and men at £4 per week. On the second 
floor employees at both these amounts, whilst the third 
floor may be stocked with materials and the wages only of 
one or two employees be involved. How is this problem 
to be unravelled unless the aid of scientific principles be 
invoked? '' 

Other departmental expenses, Mr. Williamson said, were 
repairs and renewals, departmental sundries, power, etc. 
The sum of these expenses plus the wages of the operators 
formed the departmental cost. He proceeded: 


Fair Allocation of Costs 


'" Every section of the business, including storeroom and 
office, is debited with its proper share of expense on depart- 
mental lines. To the storeroom would be debited the store- 
keeper's wages, carriage, and the delivery charges, and a 
proportion of the general expenses. To the office would be 
debited the balance of the expenses, usually the major por- 
tion. The expenses of the storeroom are recovered by adding 
a percentage of the total value of direct materials, whilst 
the office expenses (and such portion of the general ex- 
penses not recovered on material) are recovered by adding 
them to the wages and the departmental expenses already 
allocated on definite lines.'' 

If they found that to the total materials used in a year 
they needed to add 25 per cent. to recover the paper store 
and handling expenses, it followed that the addition of this 
percentage to the cost of material in every order, whether 


the amount were large or small, would recover these charges 
in the course of a year. 

It needed to be remembered always that the term '' hand- 
ling charges '" meant much more than the physical effort 
required to move paper from the railway van to the store- 
room and from thence to the particular department requir- 
ing supplies—these were area expenses, interest. on the 
capital value of the stock, insurance, administrative and 
selling expenses, share of bad debts, etc. 


'* The cost of production is best recovered on the basis 
of time elapsed, although there are some operations for 
which piecework wages rates are paid. With the exception 
of piecework, time affects wages and almost the whole of 
departmental expenses. The cost of an hour mav be the 
same whether 500 or 1,000 units are produced, so that any 
variation in the time of producing a number of units be- 
tween one period and another will definitely alter the cost 
per unit. 

'' If the hour be the vehicle for the cost, we need to 
ally with it a monetary unit of cost which we call an hourly 
rate. This hourly rate is usually an inclusive figure com- 
prising wages, departmental expenses, cost of supervision. 
and all other expenses incidental to and necessarv for the 
promotion and conduct of business. 


“ The cost of an hour's work will vary in accordance 
with the nature of the operation, and is affected by the 
area occupied, the cost of the plant involved, and the 
amount of the wages paid to the operator. It is the nice- 
ties of the allocation of the expenses that make it possible 
to compare with confidence the cost of production by one 
method of production with that of another in order to find 
the most economic method.'' 


Mr. Williamson emphasised that, owing to the many and 
diversified operations which enter into the simplest of 
printing and binding orders, it was not possible equitably 
to distribute expenses by adding them as a percentage оп 


· wages. 


Need for Goodwill of Staff 


Proceeding, he said: ''Having found the hourly rates 
lor the various operations and having ascertained the cos! 
of handling materials, bv what means a-e these expenses 
to find their way into the sums recorded on the customers 
invoices? Here it is where the goodwill and intelligence 
of the overseer and his staff become absolutely indispensable. 
You will попсе ' goodwill’ is mentioned first. Too often 
and, sometimes, unfortunately, witn cause, the Federation 
System (or any system of costing for that matter) is looked 
upon with suspicion, and facts are distorted by averaging 
time rather than recording actual facts. 

'* A proper system of time-recording, faithfully supported. 
is, in my opinion, the best friend of the employee. It is 
a most valuable corrective of the imagination of that indi- 
vidual who is certain that five hours is too long for this 
or that operation, or who considers that it is just as easy 
to produce 5,000 an hour as it is to turn out 3,000. 

'* But, besides this aspect of the usefulness of the Federa- 
tion Costing System, its greatest value lies in the fact that 
the. time of every operator at an equitable hourly rate will 
sooner or later bring in an adequate return to the coffers 
of the firm. Thus the producers and the consumers have a 
square deal. Much of the worry which sooner or later 
affects the relations of the emplover and his employees has 
at its base financial disturbances, and scientific costing is 
ene of the means for removing them.” > 


The Daily Docket 


Mr. Williamson concluded his very interesting address 
with an explanation of the working of the Federation's 
daily dockets as used in the binding and ruling department 
the girls' department, and the cutting and punching depart- 
ment; also the girls' (piecework) docket, together with the 
forms used in connection with the statement of cost and 
value of production. 
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А good discussion followed, in which many of the 
speakers, whilst holding the view that costing was neces- 
sary, were not prepared to agree that the system as ex- 
plained by Mr. Williamson was capable of easy application 
in some instances, More especially when bookbinders’ work 
was received in batches. 

In spite of the seeming difficulties put forward by severai 
of the members, Mr. Williamson claimed that the compre- 
hensiveness of the system covered every problem that could 
possibly be encountered. 

Amongst those who contributed to the discussion were 
Messrs. J. Fleming, G. F. Elbra, G. J. Hellery, A. C. Wate, 
and Harry Young. 

Mr. Esler, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
said that there was no doubt that the Costing System, 
scientifically applied, was a necessary adjunct to any busi- 
ness, particularly that of printing. 

Mr. Frank Hayes, in seconding, said he regarded the three 
essential points of the Federation Costing System, viz., 
simplicity, accuracy and elasticity, as being highly suitable 
to the needs of the industry. 

Mr. Williamson, in acknowledging, claimed that the trade 
as a whole had improved more by the adoption of the 
Costing System than by any other means that had been 
tried. 


Caslon Machinery 


Messrs. H. W. Caslon and Co., Ltd., have definitely taken 
on the agency for all machinery manufactured by Messrs. 
T. C. Thompson, of Manchester, so far as concerns London 
and the S. and E. Counties. They have now available in 
London for inspection the Thompson British Automatic 
Platen, which, being of entirely British design and manu- 
facture, is likely to prove a very valuable addition to the 
plant of many printing houses. 

Another interesting Caslon item of which particulars are 
just to hand is the new style of hand guard, of British 
design and British make, which these makers are now ina 
position to supply for fitting to. all Chandler and Price 
platens. They hope that it will shortly be available also 
for other types of platens regularly used by printers in this 
country, although they cannot guarantee that the hand 
guard will be made for every other tvpe of platen in use. 
The device in question is the Redcliffe Automatic Hand 
Guard, invented by a printer in Bristol, of the Redcliffe 
Press, and is about to be patented. This is probably one 
of a very few hand guards that thoroughly satisfv in every 
respect the various requirements of the Factory Acts. The 
principal feature of the guard is that it is positive in action, 
being operated. by a pair of cams, making its working very 
smooth. It, of course, covers the full width of the platen, 
which a great number of hand guards do not do, and it gives 
a rise of a full six inches when the machine is in impression 
position, which is actually more than is called for in fac- 
tory regulations.

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Long-Established Printers 


The London '' Daily Telegraph '' has been publishing a 
series of letters drawing attention to '' romances of long- 
established business houses." In last Friday's issue it pub- 
lished a letter from Mr. B. Guy Harrison, president of the 
London Master Printers' Association, who drew attention to 
the long record of his firm, Messrs. Harrison and Sons, Ltd., 
of St. Martin's Lane. Mr. Harrison wrote: — 

'" The ' Daily Telegraph ’ correspondence has disclosed 
the existence of many firms whose records would seem to 
make those houses with only a century or more of tradition 
behind them comparatively newcomers in the field of com- 
merce. 

“in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, however, 
before the days of limited liability companies, many busi- 
nesses were of somewhat modest dimensions, and possessed 
little in the nature of plant or fixtures. Their principal 
asset was the personality or skill of their owner, and in 
some cases, when a business changed hands or passed into 
another family, it must have been difficult to define what 
was actually transferred and how far the new business was, 
in effect, a continuation of the old. 

“ For this reason my firm, Messrs. 
Ltd., only claim the year 1750 as the date of their founda- 
tion. This was the year in which my great-great-great- 
grandfather, James Harrison, was taken into partnership, 
although the foundation of the printing business he entered 
was many years earlier. 

“ For nearly 200 years the business has been handed 
down from father to son through six generations, and during 
almost the whole of that period the firm has been privileged 
to be confidential printers to the British Government.''

Many Matters Discussed 


After the business part of the April meeting of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers (Parent) Association at 
the Old Bell, Holborn, last week, the members had the 
pleasant task of listening to one of their number discours- 
ing on the old taverns and houses of London which have 
immediate association with the past. The lecturer was Mr. 
W. Wilson, well known for his knowledge of old and un- 
usual London, and the title of his lecture was '' London 
Taverns and a Public-House.'" It was thoroughly enjoyed 
by all present, and many interesting reminiscences were 
afterwards forthcoming. There was a large attendance of 
members, presided over by the president, Mr. К. B. 
Simpson, supported by the vice-president, Mr. M. ]. 
Odell, the general secretary, Mr. A. H. Wilson, and other 
officers. 

Prior to the lecture there were some Association matters 
to be dealt with, and these were put through expeditiously. 

The general secretary, after reading the minutes of the 
previous meeting—which were passed unanimously—read a 
letter received from an old member, to whom the Associa- 
tion had given an additional benevolent grant, in which he 
expressed his sincere thanks for the great kindness shown 
him, and wished the Association every success in the 
future. 


Three New Members 


There followed three nominations for election recom- 
mended by the Council. These nominees were duly elected, 
and the three new members were cordially welcomed by 
the president and members. They were: Mr. William 
Thomas Elston, 25, Somervill Road, South Harrow (over- 
seer, lithographic department, Suttley and Silverlock, 
Blackfriars Road); Mr. Reginald A. Hanson, 37, Tremadoc 
Road, Clapham, S.W.4 (overseer, composing room, 
Christian Herald Co., 6, Tudor Street, E.C.4); Mr. B. T. 
Thom, Woodlands, Bloomfield Road, Harpenden, Herts. 
(assistant manager, National Children’s Home, Harpenden). 

The next item was the appointment of stewards for the 
annual dinner, which takes place at the Holborn 
Restaurant on April 30th. The Council had already ap- 
pointed five stewards and three more were elected by the 
members. Those chosen were Messrs. С. Cohen, W. К. 
Oxbrow and A. Shepherd. 

Three recommendations by the Council were then placed 
before the meeting. Mr. Wilson introduced the first— 
'* that the accounts of the Association for this year be 
closed on September 30th, 1932.'' It was asked if the 
recommendation was for this year only, and the reply was 
in the affirmative; this was duly seconded, and the pro- 
position was carried without dissent. 


Safeguarding Future Finance 


The second recommendation was '' that the accounts of 
the Association be audited by Chartered Accountants.’’ 
The vice-president proposed this, saying that the proposal 
was in the interest of all of them, and would make for the 
soundness of their Association. The motion was carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. G. Phillips, a trustee, proposed the third recom- 
mendation, '' that Fidelity Guarantee Bonds be taken out 
by the general secretary, financial secretary, treasurer 
and/or any other officer of the Association.’’ After a brief 
discussion this was carried mem con. 

Under ‘‘ General Business '' a number of items came 
forward. The first, introduced by the general secretary, 
drew attention to the forthcoming Printers’ Pension 
Election. Mr. Berry also said a few words on this subject, 
urging members to send in their nominations promptly. 


Association Affairs 


Mr. Simpson next drew members’ attention to the annual 
united gathering and coming-of-age celebrations of the 
North Midlands Centre, to be held at Nottingham at 
Whitsun. He then went on to speak of the affairs of the 
Association during the last few months. He referred to his 


visits with the general secretary and vice-president to the 
dinners of the provincial centres, and was pleased to say 
that now criticism had ceased, and they were all hoping to 
go forward to a more successful future. With regard to 
the recent court case, he said they had been advised to say 
nothing while the action was proceeding. Now it was 
over they could say what they wanted to, and he could not 
let that occasion go by without thanking Mr. G. Phillips 
for the work he had put in on that case. They did not 
know the worry and anxiety of it, and they all owed Mr. 
Phillips a debt of gratitude. 

Continuing, Mr. Simpson made an eloquent appeal to 
every member to give the Association his full support. 
They all knew, he said, that their Association was solvent. 
and it was the duty of every member to support their 
otficers and help to bring the Association to a position 
which they could admire, letting the trade unions and 


master printers see that they were conducting their 
Association upon a business-like footing. They would 
agree that the Association did want improving: they 


could do it if they stood together. 

Mr. Odell urged members to support the Association 
annual dinner. Other speakers added their personal thanks 
to Mr. Phillips, and to the Council, for the work they had 
done during the past few months. 


Old London 


This concluded the business of the evening, and the 
gathering settled down for a pleasant and instructive hour. 
Mr. W. Wilson told them in an intimate way first of all 
about old London churches, mentioning St. Bartholomew 
the Great, and the legend of Rahere, who 18 said to have 
been the founder of the present '' Bart's ’’ Hospital. Не 
took them on his '' magic carpet” to all corners of 
London, referring to many City taverns and passing on to 
out-of-the-way Bermondsey and the south side of the 
Thames, then down Shadwell and Wapping way, where 
there are many taverns with notable connections with the 
past. He suggested that it needed no undue flight of 
imagination to believe that the old tavern signboards con- 
tained the original idea of the modern poster. Mr. Wilson 
was able to tell his audience of many famous men who used 
to frequent the taverns, and he mentioned one tavern, 
known to all connected with the ''Street of Ink ''—the 
Cheshire Cheese—which has existed through ten  reigns, 
also the '' Dick Whittington,’’ where comps used to for- 
gather. Then he spoke of Guy's Hospital, which we owe 
to a London printer and bookseller, who during his time 
was thought to be rather a miser and who left £250,000 
in cash when he died. Another interesting tavern spoken 
of was the '' Simon the Tanner," in Bermondsey, which 
is frequented by those employed in the skin and leather 
market. Mr. Wilson finally took them over to the West 
End, where there are still to be found many fine old 
hostelries. 

Mr. Berryman, who opened the discussion, recalled Mr. 
Wm. Church, who used to tell them of the time when the 
“Оа Bell '"" was a coaching station, and the place where 
they were sitting that night used to be in the form of 
galleries. Mr. Berryman mentioned that he was one of the 
few men alive to-day who could recall, and had spoken to, 
Charles Dickens. Numerous other members had interest- 
ing things to say regarding taverns, including Mr. R. H. 
Berry, who proposed a vote of thanks to the speaker. 
This was seconded by Mr. Cohen and carried very heartily. 
Mr. Wilson having briefly replied, the president declared 
the meeting at an end.

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Hudson and Kearns Auxiliary 


Concert in Aid of Printers’ Pensions 


Much success marked the bohemian concert of the Hudson 
and Kearns Auxiliary to the Printers’ Pension Corporation, 
held on Saturday at the Bridge House Restaurant. The 
excellent concert artistes gave very evident satisfaction, 
while the efforts of the chairman, Miss Beatrice Spedding 
(secretary and a director of Messrs. Hudson and Kearns) 
were rewarded by the handsome collection of £131. The 
event was well supported by the management and overseers 
of the various departments of the firm, and amongst those 
present were Messrs. Joseph Mortimer, O.B.E. (secretary, 
Printers’ Pension Corporation), R. L. Biner, T. Jeffrys, J. 
Fleming, E. K. Maeers, A. Ward, and H. Westerman. 


Miss Spedding's Appeal 


At a convenient time during the concert programme, Miss 
Beatrice Spedding, in making an appeal for support, re- 
ferred to the excellent work of the Printers’ Pension Orphan 
and Almshouse Corporation. It had, she said, distributed 
over a million pounds in pensions to 4,090 men and women, 
and at the present time there were 1,661 aged printers and 
printers’ widows receiving benefits amounting to £44,000 
a year. 

After dealing with the formation of the Corporation over 
a century ago, Miss Spedding alluded to the disaster which 
had overtaken the world in finance and trade, and which 
had left its mark on organisations such as theirs. In a 
sense the Printers’ Pension Corporation was not a mere 
charity, because no one who became a candidate for a pen- 
sion could obtain assistance unless he or she had contributed 
to its support. The chairman made a special appeal to the 
young men employed in the industry to come forward and 
give the Corporation all possible assistance. She was told 
that young married members did not take sufficient advan- 
tage of the insurance offered by joining the Orphanage side 
of the Corporation. The time had come when they must 
all pull together. This year there were 316 persons coming 
up for election, and there were pensions available for only 
about one-third of that number. 


The H. & K. Auxiliary 


Miss Spedding then gave an account of the activities of 
what she described as the vigorous Hudson and Kearns 
Auxiliary. The house of Hudson and Kearns was only four 
years younger than the Printers' Pension Corporation, and 
that year it had attained its 10156 birthday. Their 
Auxiliary had not been in existence for many years, but they 
could point proudly to the fact that it had been able to 
provide five pensions costing approximately £400 each. 
That night they hoped to collect a sufficient sum to enable 
them to complete their sixth pension this year. 

Miss Spedding concluded by paying a tribute to the hard- 
working members of the Auxiliary for the way they had 
devoted themselves on behalf of distressed printers and 
their families. Such an organisation she felt proud to be 
associated with. She was indeed very grateful to her own 


firm in particular for giving her such help and also to their | 


mutual friends, the Field Press, who had doubled their 
last year's subscription. 

Mr. Joseph Mortimer, who congratulated Miss Spedding 
and the Auxiliary committee on their efforts, said that the 
chairman's speech was one of the finest he had ever had the 
pleasure of listening to on behalf of the Printers' Pension 
Corporation. 


The concert, under the direction of Mr. E. C. Staples, 
the auxiliary secretary, was contributed to by the following 
well-known artistes: Mr. Teddie Ratcliffe, Miss Winifred 
Thomas, Mr. Tom Robbins, Miss Gwen Adeler, Messrs.

Trade Union Matters 


NATIONAL APPRENTICESHIP SCHEME.—The Nottingham 
Branches of two printing trade unions have withdrawn their 
opposition to the adoption of the National Apprenticeship 
Scheme. At Newcastle a meeting of printing trade union 
representatives has been called to consider the Scheme. 


JOURNALISTIC WORK FOR JOURNALISTS.—At the last meeting 
ofthe Executive Council of the National Union of Journalists 
it was reported that the general secretary had written to the 
Newspaper Proprietors' Association asking that journalistic 
work should be done by journalists, and that a reply had 
been received from the Association that the matter had 
received sympathetic consideration. 


L.S.C. UNEMPLOYMENT.—''The trade improvement experi- 
enced in February has not been maintained, tariffs notwith- 
standing,'' says the '' L. T.J." ‘‘ The Easter holiday slow- 
down resulted in further discharges, with the result that at 
the end of March the L.S.C. unemployment figures went up 
nearer to the January maximum. Yet the ' signs ' of pos- 
sible * revival' remain, and in the near future may make a 
more lasting impression upon unemployment. At least, we 
hope so, for the present situation, in every respect, is dis- 
quieting. All the unions are suffering alike, and nothing 
but a substantial alteration for the better will stave off re- 
consideration of the financial implications.’’ 


Mr. J. J. BEAHAN, who has died at Leeds, was promin- 
ently associated with the local branch of the Lithographic 
Artists and Process Workers, of which he had been secre- 
tary for forty years. He was also a member of the Leeds 
branch of the Joint Industrial Council for the Printing Trade 
and was actively interested in the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation. Mr. Beahan, who was an employee of 
the Leeds Corporation, was the editor of the '' Journal "' 
of the Leeds branch of the National Association of Local 
Government Officers. 


Т.А. SuBscRIPTIONS.—The trade depression and several 
amalgamations have caused an alarming increase in the out- 
of-work benefits paid by the Typographical Association. 
During 1929, £26,663 was paid; during 1930, £35,013; dur- 
ing 1931, £64,750. This increase has shown that the present 
payments cannot go on unless there is an increase in income. 
It is proposed that there be a weekly levy per member ot 
half and fully employed, such levy to continue until the 
delegate meeting. The proposed levy is: 9d. per week for 
Grades 1 and 2, 6d. per week for Grades 3 and 4, 4d. per 
week for Grades 5 and 6. The levy to commence on the first 
pay-day in May. 


DUBLIN PRINTERS’ PENsIONS.—Mr. P. J. Timmins pre- 
sided over the sixty-first annual meeting of the Dublin Typo- 
graphical Benevolent Fund and Printers’ Pension Society, 
which was held recently in Dublin. After the submission 
and adoption of the report and balance sheet, Mr. Paxton 
appealed for further support for '' this very essential and 
useful fund," which had done ‘* such splendid work for the 
past sixty years.” On the proposal of Mr. T. Ashe, 
seconded by Mr. R. Searson, a motion was adopted con- 
veying the best thanks of the meeting to the donors and 
subscribers to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund for their 
continued generosity and support. А resolution was 
passed: '' That we congratulate President de Valera and the 
Executive Council of Dail Eireann on having embraced the 
long demanded reform of pensions for widows and orphans 
in their legislative programme, and would impress upon all 
members of the Oireachtas the necessity of carrying same 
into early effect." 


NEWSPAPER AWARDs.—The Company of Newspaper 
Makers has decided to present ten Lord Wakefield educa- 
tional exhibitions of £50 each to sons and daughters of 
newspaper makers, irrespective of membership of any 
organisation, and sixteen long service awards of £50 each 
to men and women who have given twenty-five years 
good and continuous service in newspaper work. Ten of 
the latter will be called the “ Lady Houston Awards.”

Re FELIX ARTHUR NEWBERY lately carrying on 
business at 160, Shaftesbury Avenue, W.C., proprietor of 
"'The Gentleman's Journal."

In preliminary examination the 
debtor had stated that in 1906 he commenced business 
with a capital of £400 as proprietor of “ The Gentleman's 
Journal ” at 26, Shaftesbury Avenue, W.C. The business 
was carried on successfully until the outbreak of the war, 
but he abandoned the business in 1915. He then started 
as an advertising agent at the same address. Up to about 
1929 or 1930 the business was successful and he estimated 
hisnet profit atabout £800 per annum. In 1929 he moved to 
160, Shaftesbury Avenue, and since that time his advertis- 
ing revenue had gradually fallen away and in consequence 
he had become in arrear with payments to his printers. 
In September last he was pressed by printers and block- 
makers, and, in order to protect himself, and with the 
ultimate view of paying his creditors in full, à company 
styled " Felix A. Newbery, Ltd.," was formed with a 
capital of £500 to acquire the goodwill of, and to carry on, 
the business. In consideration of the transfer of the 
goodwill, etc., he was allotted 100 £1 shares and was 
appointed managing director. "The company was now 
carrying on, and he received about £6 weckly. He sold 
his shares in February last for £25. His failure was due 
to general depression in trade, particularly in the luxury 
trades. The estate was left in the hands of the official 
receiver for administration in bankruptcy.

An affirmative answer is given to the question whether 
packets of newspaper picture sheets can be sent to Canada 
and Newíoundland (by direct steamship) at the specially 
low magazine rate of about Id. a pound. Mr. Ernest 
Hampden-Cook, of Cambridge, communicates to ‘‘ The 
Times '' a reply received from the Secretary to the General 
Post Office, as follows:— 

'" Т am directed by the Postmaster-General to inform 
you that portions of newspapers, magazines, and trade 
journals which have been specially registered at this office 
for the purpose of the magazine post to Canada and New- 
foundland may be sent to those countries at the magazine 
rate provided that they, in themselves, fulfil the conditions 
of the magazine post published at pages 66-67 of the Post 
Office Guide. Particular attention is drawn to the regula- 
tion that the full title and date or month of issue must be 
conspicuously printed on every detached sheet, page, or 
piece of paper which is issued as part of the publication 
concerned; and it should be clearly understood that cut- 
tings or portions of newspapers, etc., which do not bear 
these particulars cannot be accepted for transmission by 
the magazine post.''

In 
almost every case there is merit, and something 
to be said that can be complimentary. There 
is a deal of good art work, there is some first- 
rate copy-writing, and there is some smart display 
composition. There is evidence of modern types and 
equipments, and here and there are signs of a nice 
discrimination in papers and inks. The creative 
work is excellent generally in its conception and 
there is a mastery over technique їп many instances 
which speaks volumes for the mind of the originator. 
So far so good; and so good so far. Almost without 
exception, however, the printing is poor; and it is 
rarely the fault of the subject, the paper, the ink, 
the blocks or the machine. It is the fault of the 
printer's machine-minder and the overseer; but it is 
the responsibility of the management. Presumably 
the management in every case is satisfied; otherwise 
they would not have sent the printing as represen- 
tative of their good work. And if the management 
is satisfied it is a measure of their judgment, their 
tasteand their quality standard. That being so, the 
machine room is giving them what they want and 
what satisfies them. 
+ + + 


Quality versus Price 

It may be said that the profit in printing comes 
from keeping up production. That is so, and there 
is nothing more true than the fact that insistence on 
a high quality standard cuts down the profit. Often 
enough we have said that there is only one really 
good printer in any large provincial city, and about 
a dozen in London. These houses are good because 
there is someone in command who knows good 
printing, loves it, and is determined to have it. More 
or less he gets it, and pays for it according to the 
measure of his taste and insistence. Unfortunately 
there are too few customers as yet who are educated 
up to the standard of appreciating thoroughly good 
printing and paying for it. Some day it will be 
realised that quality is a factor which affects printing 
prices and vice-versa; that printing can be graded 
according to price. Until then it is to be hoped that 
the printers who are producing the best work will 
keep to their standard and lose no opportunity of 
giving publicity to the fact that quality is what is 
remembered long after price 15 forgotten.

Interesting Speeches at Brilliant Function 


The thirtieth annual dinner of the London Master 
Printers’ Association was held on Tuesday of last week, at 
the Hotel Metropole, Mr. B. Guy Harrison, president, being 
in the chair. The proceedings were carried through very 
satisfactorily—thanks to the excellent arrangements made for 

the comfort of the guests—and the large 
and representative assembly followed the 
remarks of the various speakers with very 
keen interest. Musical talent of a high order 
was displayed during the evening by Miss 
Doris Vane, Miss Gladys Ripley, and Mr. 
Raymond Beatty, with Mr. William Parkin 
at the piano. 


Industry and the Printing Craft 


The loyal toasts having been loyally hon- 
oured, the Rt. Hon. Lord Askwith, K.C.B., 
in proposing ''Industry and the Printing 
Craft,' said one might wonder what would 
happen to them and their employees if 
printing were suddenly submerged. There 
would be no news from the outside world, 
no newspapers—the dividends of Lord 
Northcliffe and Lord Beaverbrook gone, no 
Stock Exchange quotations, no rail or train 
tickets and no income-tax forms. (Laughter.) 
What a state of chaos would exist! What 
if the printing trade had not existed at all? 
Had not printing been one of the greatest factors in the 
marvellous change in the world's history? Gutenberg 
and others started printing in Europe, and it was a great 
day when Caxton brought it to London and established 
this city as the centre of the printing trade of the world. 
It was curious what comparatively 
little effect that great invention 
had upon the Middle Ages. Be- 
fore printing burst upon com- 
merce, it established itself through 
the Bible, Shakespeare, Milton, 
and later through Johnson. It 
established the English language 
so firmly that it became the most 
spoken in the world. The islands 
of the Bermudas, without print- 
ing, would never have heard of 
'" The Tempest.” 

In its early days, continued his 
lordship, it was a dangerous thing 
to be a printer in London, especi- 
ally if anything was put forward 
against the Government. Now the 
Government of to-day subsisted 
upon printing. Gradually in. 
dustry began to make use of print- 
ing, and the people began to desire 
books and the book trade began 
to flourish. His lordship then 
quoted some figures showing the 
increase in the number of books 
registered at Stationers' Hall for 
different periods over a number of 
years. They were registered slowly 
at first but with amazing accelera- 
tion as the desire of the reading 
public manifested itself. Lord Northcliffe was reputed to 
have said, when he first started his newspapers, that he 
aimed at having a maximum circulation of 250,000 daily. 
Now, he was informed, three newspapers at least had 
obtained a circulation each of a million-and-a-half a day. 
Whether the printing trade had gone forward sufficiently to 
assist the desires of commerce and whether commerce had 
made use of the printing trade as much as it should was a 
very moot question. 

After dealing with the application of art to printing, his 
lordship went on to say that he was confident the trade 
would adjust itself to the calls made upon it in the future.

The demands of commerce had caused printing to be 
mechanised in many ways. There were to-day more books 
brought out by machinery, and advertisements were issued 
by the million by the same means. Printing assisted com- 
merce, and commerce demanded its assistance. It alone 
could bring to the mind quickly the news 
that the mind required. It might be that 
it would prove a great factor in the estab- 
lishment of that economic peace which 
everyone desired not only in this country 
but in Europe. London was the centre of 
the printing trade, and in wishing the 
London Master Printers’ Association every 
success he was quite sure the members о! 
that organisation were doing all they could 
to enable the craft of printing and com- 
merce to work together hand-in-hand. 
(Cheers. ) 
Civil Service Contribution 

Mr. W. R. Codling, C.B.E., Controller. 
of the Stationery Office, in supporting the 
toast, said the link between industry and 
the craft of printing was advertising—he 
might almost say the missing link. How- 
ever, the avenue of advertising was closed 
to him because he was to be followed by 
Sir William Crawford. For over thirteen 
years he had been directly responsible for placing a very 
large number of contracts and arranging prices with the 
master printers of the country, апа particularly with 
London master printers. That experience should have 
taught him a lot about the craft, but he was afraid he had 
not benefited as much as he ought. 
However, he had acquired a deep 
respect for the craftiness of printers 
(Laughter.) © His relations with 
master printers had been quite 
happy, and they resulted in mutual 
satisfaction and profit. Still, he 
was afraid there were some who 
were not sure whether any good 
thing could come out of Princes 
Street. Yet civil servants had con- 
tributed something of value to the 
craft of printing. If his memory 
served him right it was a United 
States civil servant named Lanston 
who invented the Monotype ma- 
chine. Who knows but that an 
English civil servant might one day 
invent a machine that might make 
the Monotype obsolete. (Laughter.) 
Whatever happened they would all 
wish to see Lord Askwith as chair- 
man of the company that made it, 
and Mr. Burch its managing 
director. 

After relating his first intro- 
duction to the trade through a toy 
printing press given to him by his 
father, in which he (Mr. Codling} 
acted as editor, compositor, reader, 
pressman, layer - on, etc., the 
speaker said he could take some pride in the fact that 
twelve years ago he was instrumental in getting a committee 
appointed by the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Treasury, known as the Type Faces Committee, on whicb 
master printers were represented by that very distinguished 
member of the craft, Mr. George W. Jones. As a result 
of the work of that committee, if the present standard of 
typography in Government publications was compared with 
that prevailing a quarter of a century ago one could not 
fail to be impressed by the improvement. Government 
publications at the present day might not contain very 
interesting matter or be very profitable, but no one could

Advertising and Typography 


Sir William S. Crawford, K.B.E., in responding. said he 
regarded it as a great honour to be speaking there that 
evening to what was often regarded as the most maligned 
body of men in the world printers. (Laughter and hear, 
hear. The printer was blamed by everybody, continued 
Sir William. No Prime Minister and no football critic could 
withstand the criticisms they had to stand. Ten years 
ago he went to the United States seeking to learn and 
obtain knowledge of the art of printing. He sought to 
understand typography because in his business they must 
be masters of it. He also went to Europe on the same 
quest. Не loved typographny. There had been nothing 
more wonderful or remarkable than the revival in tvpo- 
graphy in this country. At the present time anyone in 
search of the headquarters of typography must come to 
England. Не believed that perhaps some of them would 
differ from him when he said that the advertising business 
had played a great part in giving a new understanding to 
typography and printing. In ancient davs the Church was 
the patron of printing. Advertising was now their patron 
and was giving them opportunities. 

Continuing, Sir William reminded his hearers that it was 
possible for this age of machinery to destroy art and crafts- 
tinanship. Let price dominate and the craft would go. 
To-day he believed they were facing a revival of quality 
in the printer’s craft, but it could not happen unless they 
instilled in the workers around them a love for the craft. 
They must use machinery as a servant of the brain, heart 
and taste. If they allowed craft to dominate they would 
enhance their prestige and perhaps even add to their profits. 
Do not unite only for the regulation of wages and laws was 
Sir William's advice, but for closer union in the art and 
craft of printing. In closing, Sir William called upon them 
to make their aims in alliance with advertising men, and 
embrace all the elements for the elevation of printing and 
the good of their country. (Cheers.) 


London Master Printers 


Mr. H. G. Clarke (president of the British Federation 
of Master Printers), who proposed the toast of '' The 
London Master Printers’ Association and their President,’’ 
said it had been his privilege during the last few months 
to attend many of these delightful gatherings, and on more 
than twenty occasions to reply to the toast of '' The British 
Federation of Master Printers." On occasions such as the 
present it was well sometimes that they should take stock 
of their past. 

Proceeding, Mr. Clarke said that as far back as 1875 
master printers banded themselves together as an associa- 
tion in this great city, and in that small band of pioneers 
many historic names in their craft were to be found whose 
descendants were with them to-day. The first real asso- 
ciation of master printers was founded in London in 1890, 
and in the founding of that organisation it was pleasing to 
recall that there occurred such names as Harrison, Clowes, 
Spottiswoode, Clay, Waterlow, and others, names still 
actively associated with their organisation. From this thev 
would glean that their Association was about to enter its 
forty-second year of existence, and while age had added to 
its prestige, its influence and its authority, it was gratifving 
that to-day it had lost none of its energy, its activity and 
its virility; while under the present chairmanship he ven- 
tured to state that in all its long existence the Association 
had never been more effective and potent in the service 
of the objects for which it was founded. 


The founding, some thirty years ago, of their National 
Federation, which banded all associations together for a 
common purpose, was the outcome of the provinces looking 
Londonwards. To-day, as in days past, they found the eves 
of the provinces were still turned here. To this great city 
men of all tvpes gravitated, some seeking business, some 
placing business; some seeking ideas, some bringing ideas. 
The interchange was incessant, steady and regular. 

What London was to the country, their Association was 
to the Federation. From W. С. Knight Clowes to Guv 
Harrison covered a period of vears marked not by thrills 
but bv steady progress, of which all of them might be 


proud—a period oí extraordinary technical progress in the 
craft and also in organisation. 

As a nation they could not alter the social and industrial 
conditions in Russia or in Czecho-Slovakia. They had to 
reckon with them because they reacted upon them as a 
nation, On the same reasoning, London could not ignore 
tor long the conditions operative in the provinces, because 
it was not a law unto itself. The life of this country cir- 
culated through London and out of London, but London 
was not the source of it—it was the centre of it. And so 
they saw the need of going hand-in-hand, keeping in touch 
with one another, consulting together and working together. 
They were inescapably interlinked. 

The problem was a big one, too big and too technical 
to deal with in detail when proposing the toast in such 
delightful company, but he wanted them to realise that 
their problem was appreciated in the Federation. He gave 
thanks for the men they had elected to serve on their 
various committees, men like Guy Harrison, Crowlesmith, 
Maurice Clowes, Alfred Langley, R. A. and E. C. Austen- 
Leigh, the late Howard Hazell, and many others, not for- 
getting those who by their services in days gone by had 
done so much for their industry. 

Few industries in this country could boast an organisation 
such as theirs, апа the London Association had done its 
share to build and strengthen that organisation. He be- 
heved the time had arrived when the whole of their work- 
shop practices and customs needed the closest examination. 
He felt that in many matters they had outgrown both trade 
union rules and their own agreements. The new machinery 
that had come into their trade had revolutionised their 
industry to a large extent, and the rules and understanding 
they came to as these inventions came along were never 
intended as permanent shackles and restrictions upon pro- 
gress. They had got to be reviewed, and he for one did not 
fear the future. И they could, through their organisation. 
maintain the spirit of mutual goodwill and co-operation 
which had been created between them and their workpeople, 
they would have done much. 

Concluding, Mr. Clarke said it was his privilege to couple 
with the toast the name of their president, Mr. Guy 
Harrison, a man destined very soon to occupy a high posi- 
tion in their Federation. 


Mr. Harrison Responds 


Mr. B. Guy Harrison (president, London Master Printers. 
Association), in responding, thanked Mr. Clarke as presi- 
dent of the Federation, for his kindly expressions regarding 
the Association. Mr. Harrison then went on to say that 
comradeship and co-operation had been the key-stones of 
the Association, and that during his term of office he had 
alwavs endeavoured to foster that spirit. After referring 
to Lord Askwith and his valuable work on behalf of indus- 
trial peace, Mr. Harrison said that in addition to being 
chairman of the Monotype Corporation, Lord Askwith was 
chairman of the National Greyhound Association. The 
speaker, in humorous vein, remarked that there were not 

many printers belonging to that Association, but he could 
assure his Lordship that many of their businesses were going 
badly to the dogs, and before long many of them would be 
more closely associated with those animals than printing. 
They were pleased to welcome Lord Leverhulme, the presi- 
dent of the Advertising Association, and they were glad 
he was able to spend time with them that evening. Thev 
also had with them Mr. Lionel Jackson, the president of 
the Incorporated Society of Practitioners in Advertising. 
Mr. Harrison said he thought thev were well in in adver- 
tising circles. The Practitioners in Advertising were 
creators of print and they were therefore benefactors of the 
printing industry. They were also pleased to welcome 
Mr. Harry Dennis, the vice-president of the Federation. 
and Mr. W. R. Codling, the Controller of the Stationery 
Office. They did not all approve of the whole policy in 
regard to State printing, and for that reason they hoped 
the Stationery Office would remain stationary. (Laughter 
and hear, hear.) In concluding a clever and witty speech 
Mr. Harrison extended a warm welcome to the ladies, and 
especially referred to Lady Askwith, who had done so 
much excellent work on Government committees. (Cheers.) 

Credit is due to Mr. W. Whyte (L.M.P.A. secretary) and 
his colleagues at headquarters for the success attending the 
arrangements made.

A New Aid to Trade 


Printers and stationers should lose no time in using, and 
promoting the use of, the ‘‘ Business Reply Cards and 
Envelopes," the use of which is this week for the first 
time sanctioned by the General Post Office. A specimen of 
the printing of these new stationery items is here shown. 


Description 
The official regulations are as follows: — 


A person who wishes to obtain a reply from a client 
without putting him to the expense of paying postage may

enclose in his communication an unstamped reply card or 
envelope of a special pattern (see above). The client need 
not stamp the card or envelope, but can post it back in 
the ordinary way, and the sender will pay the charges on 
all the replies he receives. The business reply card ог 
envelope can be used by any member of the public, though 
it is chiefly designed to meet the needs of business firms 


and advertisers. 
Conditions 


(1) Before any person or firm uses reply cards or en- 
velopes a licence must be obtained. (Official application 
form is provided.) 

(2) The licensee will be asked to deposit in advance a 
sum of money sufficient to cover the probable amount of 
the charges which will accrue during a week, a month or 
any other convenient period, at the end of which ап 
account will be rendered and the licensee will be required 
to pay the amount of the charges which have accrued. 

(3) Specimens of the cards and envelopes which the 
licensee intends to use should be forwarded to the local 
Head Postmaster for approval and, as regards the form of 
wording, should conform to the pattern provided herewith. 

(a) The name and full postal address of the licensee must 
be printed parallel to the length of the card or 
envelope below the words '' Business Reply Card "' 
or '' Business Reply Envelope.” 

(b) The words '' Business Reply Card '" or '' Business 
Reply Envelope '' and the number of the licence 
must be printed 1] inches below the top edge of 
the card or envelope. 


(c) The words '' No Postage Stamp necessary if posted 
in Great Britain or Northern Ireland '" must be 
printed in the top right-hand corner. 

(d) The words '' Postage will be paid by Addressee " 
must be printed in the top left-hand corner. 

(e) The face of the card or envelope must bear two heavy 
black vertical lines near the right-hand edge. 

(4) A fee of jd., in addition to the normal postage. will 

be charged on each card or envelope returned by post to 
the licensee: viz., a 144. letter will be charged 2d., a 1d.

(5) In other respects the cards and envelopes will be sub- 
ject to the general regulations and rules of the Post Office 
relating to the Inland Letter, Post-card, and Printed Paper 
Posts, as set forth in the Post Office Guide. 


The Free State and Tariff 


Appeals for Protection 


A deputation of members of the Irish Bookbinders and 
Paper Rulers' Union recently interviewed Mr. Sean Lemass. 
Minister for Industry and Commerce for the Irish Free 
State, with a view to seeking restrictions on the imports of 
manufactured stationery, prayer-books and school books. 
Mr. Lemass was informed by the deputation that during 
the past eight years the industry in the Free State has been 
adversely affected by mass production in Great Britain and 
he promised to give consideration to the views expressed. 

A deputation of Irish Free State paper-makers also 
recently waited on the Minister, to ask him to offer some 
encouragment to increasing the manufacture of paper in 
the Free State. It is understood that the deputation 
chiefly referred to the manufacture of commercial grades 
of paper and paper bags, and to the damage to home in- 
dustry caused through the indiscriminate importation of 
paper products. They received a sympathetic hearing irom 
the Minister, but no statement has been issued.

HOW ORDERS ARE LOST AND GAINED 
By J. Н. QUINN (Wightman and Co, Ltd.) 


Among the many things which come within the printer’s 
view, we seem to lay unbalanced emphasis upon the 
mechanical aids to our business. Not a great deal of 
thought is given to the office of a printing factory. It is 
not my intention to put forward any new ideas on office 
organisation; but at the same time there are many 
generalities common to printing offices which do not receive 
due thought. 


Contacting the Customer 


Not enough care is exercised in the choite of personnel, 
in the atmosphere, the impression which your customers

must gain from your office, either by visitation ог on the 
telephone. 

Your salesmen carry with them the background of your 
factory. Your factory may be efficient; the products 
thereof may create a good impression; but we are apt to 
forget that if the customer is to become a regular user of 
your services he must have someone in the office with 
whom he can get in touch. It is that person in the office 
who can lose a customer just as effectually as a salesman— 
in spite of good workmanship. 

My own feeling is that voice and mode of address are 
important. I don't mean that it is essential to have an 
Oxford accent and no brains, but you yourself know how 
pleasant it is to hear a girl on the telephone who has a 
nice voice. (This is especially intended for the older mem- 
bers who are beyond the wiles of a sweet voice, purely as 
such!) So many operators speak badly and give a bad 
impression at the commencement. 

When the customer asks for Mr. Jones and is put through 
to the general office, Mr. Brown answers; he says ''alf a 
mo','" and the customer hangs on for five minutes. Mr. 
Smith then comes into the office and, seeing the receiver 
is off, thinks '' ‘allo oo's on 'ere? '" and promptly calls 
'''allo 'oo is it? '" The customer inquires if that is Mr. 
Jones and is again told to wait '' 'alf a mo'." Eventually 
Mr. Jones comes back to the office and speaks. АП the 


time the firm has been surely and effectually irritating, 
likely enough losing, a customer. 

Another instance. A salesman has gone to much trouble 
to get some business. The customer is new, so the tele- 
phone girl is not acquainted with the name. Usually the 
customer asks for the salesman, who is doubtless out. 
Instead of switching the man through to an order clerk 
who will deal with him, the customer is told that the sales- 
man is out and an order or inquiry is lost. 


Failings of Overseers 


Before we leave the difficulties of telephonetics, let us just 
comment, generally, on the importance of securing answers 
quickly in response to telephone inquiries. We have 
occasionally had difficulty in this direction. I recall an 
overseer who had a special delight, when one made inquiry 
as to when a proof would be ready, in using the set phrase, 
'" We are giving it our attention." If more exact infor- 
mation were demanded, the response was ''we have 
another train on the line." Imagine anyone telling a cus- 
tomer that we had another train on the line! 

It is a little failing with overseers to give evasive 
answers, ог no answer at all, much to the exasperation of 
an inquirer in the office. I don't know why this should be. 
but they always seem to feel that an inquiry for work is à 
personal insult. 

I remember when I was young attending a meeting at 
which the subject of co-operation between office and fac- 
tory was discussed jointly by employers and employees. 
According to my recollection, one overseer got up and 
said: '' The worst trouble in our place is the black-coated 
gentleman from the orfice. When 'e comes in my room, I 
slings 'im out." I was too young.to say so, but obviously 
that man was a drag on the efficiency of the printer, and 
should not have been tolerated anywhere; for behind the 
poor black-coated gentleman was a customer asking a 
question which demanded a proper answer. 


The Customer Always Right 


The order clerk should be in sympathy with the cus- 
tomer. It is one of the sound principles of business that 
the customer is always right. The ideal is to give the 
customer the impression that he is the only one you have 
got, that he is all-important and that without his order tor 
fifty menu cards, the place would shut down. 

Temperament enters into this so much. There are men 
who cannot '' kow-tow '' to customers, who must '' answer 
back '' and cannot lead a customer gently away from his 
insistence without entering into a fierce argument. 

You all know the occasion when the customer says he 
must have delivery to-morrow, and you haven't even 
started the job! You should never give him any inkling 
that the job has been shelved. There are so many ways of 
telling him sweetly that the job is taking longer than 
expected, and that if he wants a job worthy of his firm he 
must wait two days. You then proceed to start the job. 
and have two comfortable days in which to do it! 

It is not for me to tell anyone here about the elasticity 
of printers’ promises, but I think, if you look back on 
many of them, you will find that the customer has made 
the promise and you have acquiesced, instead of being 
politely firm and pointing out sound reasons for your 


firmness. 
The Personal Touch 


As to the personal touch, it is a good thing, if you can. 
to get а customer into your own office. Once a man gets 
to know someone inside he is usually more friendly disposed 
toward the firm. Personally, I am a great believer in 
alowing the order clerk who deals with the customer, to go 
and see his man on occasion. There is then a double in- 
terest: that of the salesman who calls and that of the order

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clerk who is known inside and for whom the customer can 
ask in case of inquiry or question. 

I have heard it suggested that the principal of the firm 
should make an occasional call on all the more important 
regular customers, and there is a lot of sound sense in this 
suggestion. 

The treatment of a customer when he calls at your office 
is important. If you are not too large a business and the 
inan represents a firm with whom you could do more busi- 
ness, it is useful to introduce him to the managing director, 
who can then make a few pleasant inquiries as to his work 
and the satisfaction he has found in dealing with the firm. 
If your business is a large one an office manager or some 
more important personage than the order clerk can be in- 
iroduced to the customer. 

When a customer comes in to discuss a major piece of 
work, it is well to bring him from a counter, which always 
has the feeling of impersonality, and seat him at a desk 
or table in an inner office. In small offices this may be a 
difficulty, owing to lack of space, but there is usually some 
spot where you can place a chair and so give the appearance 
of preferential attention. Do not be afraid to call in out- 
side men, such as departmental heads; in short, make a 
fuss of your customer, and he will appreciate it. 


Letter- Writing 


The choice of your personnel in the office is also impor- 
tant from the point of view ОЁ letter-writing. Writing 
letters is an art, and very few have this gift. We all know 
the man who acknowledges receipt of your valued order 
and thanks you for same; same will receive attention, and 
they will send proof, and same will be delivered quickly. 
There is always a certain sameness about these letters. 

One can be horribly tied up by letters. I have written 
things which have led us into all sorts of difficulty. They 
are such boomerang things, and one is apt to be hoist 
on the petard either of one's own prolixity or of terseness. 
On the other hand, it is well to write in cases when impor- 
tant matters have been discussed on the telephone, and 
make confirmation, in case doubt or difficulty should arise 
at a later date, when the conversation is forgotten. 

The fact is that in correspondence we are apt to be 
slipshod, and instead of sending a letter, which has been 
properly copied, we send a memo, which asks a question 
or makes a suggestion; then we cannot think what it was 
all about when we get the reply. 

It is not my intention to encroach upon the larger sub- 
ject of general office organisation. The point I make is 
this: Do not get the impression that your office staff should 
be the cheapest form of labour you can procure. It is 
well to have a good technician, but it is almost more impor- 
tant to have a good diplomat, a man of good address and 
one who can meet a customer on equal terms—above all, 
assistants who will give the impression that they represent 
a good house. 

There are many other matters which could be profitably 
discussed—sending out proofs, invoicing, collecting ac- 
counts, buying. sending out estimates, and a thousand and 
one affairs which interest us.

Sex and Salesmanship

'" А man,” he said, '' is inclined to confine his custom 
to the shop he has found in most respects satisfactory, but 
a woman has no loyalties. She prefers to scrutinise and find 
the best article. She has proved by experience that the 
vigilant buyer can often secure better quality at a cheaper 
rate. А man is more easily satisfied; he does not care to 
give a lot of trouble. Women do not allow sentiment of 
this kind to influence them. It is no wonder, therefore, 
that the business man has come to the conclusion that he 
must consider the women's point of view almost exclusivelv 
in advertising and selling.'' 

А woman's mind, he said, worked quickly, and her in- 
tuition was very sensitive. Advertisers should tell the story 
by picture and slogan if they wanted to get it over, and 
they should show women something with action in it. 


Bases of Appeal 


It was through the medium of the senses that most ot 
those engaged in selling had to work. The whole psychology 
of advertising and salesmanship in regard to food seemed to 
resolve itself into the discovery of means for literally being 
able to make the mouth water. In many branches of selling 
the appeal to the auditory senses was paramount. For in- 
stance, restaurants introduced music. The salesman with 
a pleasant, well-modulated voice was blessed with a most 
useful aid to successful selling. 

Probably the most powerful appeal to the senses was 
that of colour. The appeal to vision was not, of course, 
confined to colour alone. Line was important. А shoe on 
a high heel looked smaller than on a low heel. Things 
bought for the sake of colour should be advertised with rep- 
resentations of colour. Experiments gave overwhelming 
proof of the tremendous value of colour and the order ot 
preference was estimated to be: Boys—Blue, red, white, 
green, yellow, black; Girls—Blue, red, green, yellow, white, 
black; Men—Black, red, green, blue, purple, yellow; Women 
— Кеа, green, black, orange, purple, yellow. 


Use of Suggestion 


Illustrations and use of colour were valuable aids to sug- 
gestion. The modern illustration aimed more at creating 
atmosphere than at conveying very precise information 
about the commodity. It suggested an idea or set up a 
train of thought by association. The effort was particularly 
worth while when the article to be sold was in the luxury 
class. The public associated qualities. with characteristic 
colours. They liked milk and butter to be of a rich creamy 
shade, so the supplier obliged with the addition of colour- 
ing matter. Flour was bleached, because in the popular 
view whiteness was associated with fineness and purity, quite 
mistakenly, perhaps. 

Dealing with instincts and tendencies, Mr. Marsh said the 
tendency shown from childhood to play with moveable 
things was adequately recognised these days. ““ Shopping 
is made real fun. Immense pains are taken by the large 
stores to turn this natural tendency to advantage, and 
music, cinema, boxing, billiards, sports and a host of other 
attractions are utilised to this end.” The tendency to 
imitate had a definite value in the creation of demand. 
Rapid changes of fashion were the result of imitation. 

On Press advertising, Mr. Marsh mentioned that an 
American psychologist, after a series of experiments, reached 
the conclusion that the strength of recollection varied with 
the size. As the size of the advertisement increased, so did 
its chance of being noticed, the noticeability, however, in- 
creasing at а greater rate than the size.

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Non-Fading Printing Inks 


Possibilities and Limitations 


Printing orders are often given under conditions which 
it is impossible to fulfill, because they are unrealisable from 
a technical point of view. One desire repeatedly is met 
with, namely that colours should be absolutely non-fading. 
In advance it may be said—states a writer in “° Buch und 
Werbekunst " (Leipzig)—that the printer and ink-maker 
understand the wishes of the buyer perfectly, but they can- 
not guarantee what is technically unachievable. 

'* Absolutely '' non-fadiug colours are most of the natural, 
inorganic colours or mineral colours like ochre, umber, 
sienna, red chalk, English red, and many brown colours 
that are known as being unaffected by water. These 
colours, however, have an essential drawback. Their con- 
sistency is so coarse that they would quickly grind off the 
fine design on the printing block or plate, and they would 
fill the screen work or remain on the rollers, '' furring '' as 
the technical expression has it. They can, however, be used 
for solid printing. 

There are a few artificial inorganic colours, like ultra- 
marine in the mineral group, and а small number of organic 
inks (especially compounds of the ‘‘Indanthren’’ group) that 
can claim to be absolutely non-fading. But nearly all of 
them are very troublesome in printing. Partly, their gloss- 
ing is inferior, and the price of others is so high that their 
use for a printing ink is out of the question. It can be 
realised, therefore, that mineral and enamel colours cannot 
be used in the printing trade for the production of good- 
quality work. 


Dye Development 


When, in 1853, W. H. Perkin working under Hofmann 
discovered the first aniline dye with the discovery of 
" Mauvein," a wide field was opened to the printing ink 
manufacturers. Soon afterwards fuchsine was found by 
Hofmann, and others were immediately discovered. The 
new dyes were also worked into printing inks. There was 
still much to be desired as regards their shades and their 
non-fading qualities... A considerable amount of. coloured 
dyes existed in the printing trade towards the end of the 
century, of which Milori-blue, chrome vellow, indigo, and 
rubric lake were called genuine dyes and were ranged first 
amongst all artificial mineral and organic inks with reference 
to their non-fading quality. The other colours were grouped 
accordingly. 

The enormous development of the advertising business 
was marked by a demand for durable posters, and the 
simultaneous discovery of new and less fading aniline dyes 
at the same time raised. the standard for lasting colours 
in the printing trade. These new claims were necessarily 
followed by a new classification of all printing inks. To-day 
colours can be produced in different hues that may be ex- 
posed to light for years without losing their original shade. 

It must be emphasised, however, that most of these dyes 
which possess this great endurance to light and resistance 
to. temperature and chemical influences, thanks to their 
strong chemical structure, constitute the basis of the 
numerous inks that have been used hitherto for their gloss, 
covering quality, solidity, softness, and easiness of printing 
and mixing with varnish. Their high price also places 
restrictions upon their use as printing inks. 


Instruct the Customer ! 


For this reason every buyer of printing inks should point 
cut the technical difficulties to his customers, so far as they 
make exaggerated. claims upon the non-fading qualities of 
the desired colours. Here it should also be added that the 
possibility of lacquering, resistauce against alkali, and other 
valuable qualities, cannot be demanded from every good 
light-resisting colour. 

When in practice, notwithstanding what has been said, 
'' pon-fading '' inks are spoken of, colours are meant whose 
resistance to light is longest. Under the heading '' non- 
fading ” is further understood resistance to daylight, sun- 
light, or artificial light, in cases where the effect of light 
may be observed chemically, physically, or optically. Light 


may so strongly affect colours that a dissolution and, at 
the same time, an oxidation of the colours under atmos- 
pheric influences is the consequence. Colours become dark. 
or, in the case of reduction, ‘ight. For this reason the 
original expression '' non-fading '' has been replaced by 
© light-resisting,'' more accurately describes the 
quality of the inks. 


Causes of Fading 

This light-resisting quality of printing inks can be limited 
or abandoned by personal or impersonal interference. A 
personal alteration of this quality is the mixing with sub- 
stances that must be added in order to make the inks readv 
for printing. These additions can be so liberally made thai 
the ink actually printing gives only a faint idea of the 
original consistence, and it is clear that the degree of non- 
lading decreases according to the degree of modification by 
other substances. Also by mixing with another ink of a 
less non-fading quality, the better ink is deteriorated. It 
may further be mentioned that a colour fades also, merely 
for the reason that its surface laver is too thin to resist 
destructive influences. The higher the concentration of the 
printed colour, the longer is its endurance to light. 

The causes of an impersonal alteration of the colours are 
represented by daylight and sunlight, especially by strong 
sunlight as it occurs in spring, when it is chemically most 
«tlective.. Other influences аге а gas-saturated atmosphere 
and the weather with rain and snow. No printing ink 
can stand such attacks throughout the course of years and 
not change in the least. А protective lacquering covering 
the whole colour work is able to delay the destroying etirct 
of the light, but not to check it altogether.

Influence of Paper 


Also the paper used for printing can have an unfavourable 
influence on the durability of colours. It may be recahed 
that non-fading inks demand non-fading paper, that is. 
wood-free paper, if the impressions are to resist the influence 
ot light. Further, the adhesive which enables the ink to 
adhere, may unfavourably influence, if not destroy, the 
colours and be the cause of fading. Therefore, only such 
glue should be employed which is known as non-injurious to 
inks and dyes. Lastly, the weather of special countries (tor 
instance in the tropics) has to be considered as тена d: 
its influence upon non-fading printing inks. 


New Intaglio-Relief Rotary 


The Polvgraphic Institute of Rome has recently installed 
a rotary printing press for intaglio and printing in relict 
combined. This claims to be the largest rotary machine о! 
the kind in existence. It is constructed in form of a T. 
with a length of 65 feet, width 50 feet, and height 25 teet. 
The total weight is 162 tons. The makers are the Schnell: 
pressenfabrik, Frankenthal.

General Conditions 


The scholarships are tenable at the London School of 
Printing (whence full particulars may be obtained), and are 
instituted for the purpose of providing a whole-time train- 
ing with the object of enabling workmen to qualify for 
responsible executive positions. 

The amounts stated are exclusive of school fees, etc. 

The scholarships will be awarded on the results of 
examinations (written and oral) to be conducted by rep- 
resentatives of the sections of the industry to which the 
scholarship appertains. 

Candidates must be of British nationality, and should 
have completed or be in the last year of their apprentice- 
ship, and must satisfy the Committee as to their suitability. 

[t is expected that competitive examinations will take 
place on Friday, May 27th, 1932, at 2.30 p.m. Application 
forms can be obtained from the Principal of the London 
School of Printing and Kindred Trades, 61, Stamford Street, 
S.E.1, and must be returned completed not later than May 
13th, 1932. 


Trade with Brazil 


A report entitled '* Economic Conditions in Brazil ’’ to 
December, 1931, by the Commercial Secretary, His Majesty's 
Embassy, Rio de Janeiro, has been published for the 
Department of Overseas Trade by His Majesty’s Stationery 
Office, price 2s. 8d. post free. 

Brazil, which is the largest State in South America, is 
nearly as large as Europe, and otfers to British exporters a 
held for development. Especially is this so since the recent 
British Empire Exhibition at Buenos Aires, when the Prince 
of Wales opened the exhibition and toured S. America. 
British goods are welcome out there, but the plaint appears 
to be that our methods of publicity and salesmanship are 
sadly lacking in comparison with thoseof our competitors. 

Atter drawing attention to the serious effects of the 
general depression in Brazil, reference is made in this report 
to the new tariff law which should come into effect during 
the first half of 1932. No details of the general intentions 
of the authorities have been announced, but, the report 
states, certain definite improvements may be confidently 
expected. Under articles in this Tariff Revision decree, 
agreement for the exchange of most favoured nation treat- 
ment have been signed between Brazil and Great Britain, 
Irish Free State, Canada, and numerous other countries. 
The report goes on to say that the Machinery Import Re- 
striction decree has to all intents and purposes become 
almost a dead letter and that in general the granting of 
permits for importing machinery has not been withheld. 

Printing machinery and attachments imported from Gt. 
Britain during 1930 were valued at £8,000, while similar 
German and United States imports were £104,000 and 
£80,000 respectively. These latter showed considerable de- 
creases from their 1929 import figures; Great Britain’s im- 
ports, however, advanced by £1,000. 

The total printing paper imports were down from 
£152,000 in 1929 to £118,000 in 1930. Great Britain's 
share was £44,000 in 1929 and £37,000 in 1930; and Ger- 
many's £50,000 and £19,000 respectively.

Platen Machines 


In a press, patented by Messrs. Vickers-Armstrong, Ltd., 
and J. I. Nasmith, in which a rocking platen A cuts and 
creases a sheet С! of paper, cardboard, etc., by pressing it 
against a forme B, the sheets are fed directly and in a 
rectilinear manner by rollers C and feed fingers mounted 
along with their actuating mechanism on the platen. In 
Fig. 1, as shown, diagrammatically, D is an arresting

gripper to grip the back edge of the sheet after roller feed, 
until other spring fingers E take it away from the gripper 
D and hold it while the platen is pressing it on the forme, 
after which the sheet is lifted away by a stripper F. In 
operation, а sheet placed by the operator on the feed table 
XI against guides is pressed by the feed roll 33a raised 
against the rotated upper feed roll 29, Fig. 9, which moves 
the sheet forward. The platen is oscillated by a crank pin 
11 and connecting-rods H. A sprocket 12 rigid with the 
crank pin 11 in making one revolution for each revolution 
of the crank pin drives a chain 12, which in turn through 
gearing drives a shaft 20 which actuates all the feeding 
rolls and the grippers. The sheet then passes between 
fingers 45, 46, the finger 46 being raised up by a cam 50 in 
time to grip the back edge of the sheet and arrest its move- 
ment. Other spring-closing fingers 61, Fig. 10, are 
oscillated bodily by a double cam 64 to take the sheet 
from the fingers 45, 46 and position it accurately on the 
platen, which then oscillates towards the forme.—359,189. 


Sheet-Delivery Apparatus 


This invention, by Mr. J. Griesser, relates to sheet- 
delivery apparatus for printing-machines and comprises a 
travelling platform which receives the sheets from delivery 
grippers and transfers them to means for depositing them 
on а pile-table. Oscillating arms a take the sheet s from 
the impression cylinder b, and a flexible platform t carried 
by endless chains f passing over pulleys d, h, i, k moves 
into position beneath the sheet to receive it from the 


grippers. From the platform ¢ the sheet passes to a device 
for depositing it on a pile-table consisting of a band o 
carried by a fixed roller 1 and a reciprocated roller m on 
either of which it can be wound up. Initially, the two 
rollers І, m are adjacent to one another with the band o 


wound on the roller ! as shown. As the sheet is passed to 
the band o from the platform t the roller m moves away 
from the roller ! to unwind the band o and support the 
sheet. On the reverse movement of the roller m the band 
o is wound thereon and the sheet drops on the pile-table. 
When the roller m is again adjacent to the roller l, the 
band is unwound therefrom on to the roller ! ready for the 
succeeding cycle of operations.— 356,414. 


Photographic Type Composing 


Line justifying in photographic type-composing, as 
patented by the Uhertype Akt.-Ges., is effected by two 
slides one of which takes 
up the fraction of the 
movement of the other 
corresponding to the line 


remainder divided by 
the number of word 
spaces in the line. The 


slide 3 is stepped for the 
line remainder by two 
magnets alternately ener- 
gised, one of which re- 
ciprocates during the 
typesetting. At the end 
of the line the slide 19 is

The operation of slides 19, 29 is effected by compressed air 
cylinders actuated by cams 55 rotated by a worm 48 when 
the clutch. element 46! is engaged with the clutch element 
46 on a continuously rotated shaft by operation of the 
electromagnet 50. А single tooth clutch element 47, 47' 
limits the rotation to a single revolution.—351,043. 


Programme Printing 


Programmes, notices, etc., for use in theatres, lecture- 
rooms, etc., having a darkened auditorium are, under a 
patent by Mr. F. A. Rapley, prepared in such a way as to 
be legible by reflected light and also by transmitted light 
coming from the stage, etc. In one form, the programme 
is prepared by printing on tracing paper with opaque ink 
so as to leave the words free from ink. In a second form. 
в sheet coated with Prussian blue or other opaque дуе, is 
printed with a discharge such as oxalate of  potash to 
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render the words translucent. In a third form, a trans- 
parent sheet coated with black wax is subjected to pressure 
by type to remove the wax at the parts corresponding to 
the lettering, and in a fourth form, a transparent sheet 
coated with a film of gelatine and powdered copper is 
printed with a translucent ink containing sulphuric acid.

Future of Well-known Concern 


We understand that negotiations are proceeding for the 
purchase of the business of Messrs. George Mann and Co., 
Ltd., the well-known printing machinery manufacturers, by 
the Coghlan Steel and Iron Co., Ltd., of Hunslet, Leeds. 
This announcement will be welcome to a large section of the 
printing industry, and especially to the engineering trade 
of Leeds and district. 

It will be remembered that in September last Messrs. 
(seorge Mann and Co., Ltd., found themselves very seriously 
hit by the effects of the general depression in trade. The 
debenture holders took action, and, on their behalf, Mr. 
Duncan Taylor, of John Gordon and Co., chartered accoun- 
tants, Leeds, was appointed receiver and manager. 


Gratifying Improvement 


In the meantime, we are pleased to learn, the business 
has improved, orders having been received from home and 
abroad, and the company’s works at the present time are 
well employed. Normally, the firm employ about 400 men, 
though at exceptionally busy times they have had as 
many as 600 on their pay-roll. 

It is interesting to mention here the concern's com- 
mencement, and the rapid progress it made from small 
beginnings to one of leading importance. It was started 
in 1871 by the late George Mann and Charles Pollard, who 
began in a small way with the making of lithographic 
machines. In 1897, following the engineers’ strike, when a 
large amount of capital had been laid out in new tools and 
machinerv, a reconstruction became necessarv, and Mr. 
George Wichmann provided the help needed. Mr.Wichmann 
became managing director of the firm, with, subsequently, 
Mr. Peter Thomas аз chairman. 


International Reputation 


The firm of George Mann have of recent years won a 
world-wide reputation for their productions, especially in 
the direction of offset and other lithographic machines. On 
Mann machines are printed Bank of England notes, and 
bonds and securities of all kinds. | 

The Coghlan Steel and Iron Company, who are complet- 
ing their negotiations for the purchase of Mann and Com- 
pany, are noted for rolled steel bars. The company was 
formed in 1899 to take over the old-established business of 
Coghlan and Dury, Ltd. 


Waterlow Bank:Note Case 


House of Lords Judgment 


In the House of Lords on Thursday, April 28th, a con- 
sidered judgment is to be delivered in the action in whicn 
the Bank of Portugal claimed damages from Messrs. 
Waterlow and Sons, Ltd., the well-known London printers. 

It will be remembered that procecdings were originally 
instituted іп November, 1930, when the bank contended 
that Messrs. Waterlow acted negligently in printing Portu- 
guese bank notes which were unauthorised, and claimed 
over one million pounds damages. 

The bank were subsequently awarded £569,421 in the 
King’s Bench Division by Mr. Justice Wright, one of the 
witnesses being the late Sir Wm. Waterlow. The Court 
of Appeal reduced the amount to £300,000, and both parties 
again appealed. 

The hearing in the House of Lords began on February 
2nd, this year. Messrs. Waterlow dispute the judges’ find- 
ing that they failed to keep up to the required standard of 
care. They contend that after the fraud was discovered 
the bank ought not to have honoured the false notes.

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Bookbinders’ Cottage Homes 
Society’s Annual Meeting 


The 102nd annual meeting of the Bookbinders’ Cottage 
Homes and Pension Society took place last Thursday at the 
Memorial Hall, Farringdon Street, at which a very large 
number. of members were present. Mr. W. R. Codling, 
C.V.O., O.B.E., Controller of the Stationery Office, pre- 
sided, and in his opening remarks expressed his pleasure 
at being invited to conduct the meeting, and at the progress 
made by the Society in spite of depressing conditions. 


A Year. of Progress 


The committee’s report, which was submitted by the sec- 
retary, Mr. George W. Knight, stated that notwithstanding 
financial difficulties there had not been any cessation of 
beneficent work. During the year nine pensioners had died, 
whose average age was 81 years, with 7 years as pensioners, 
and who on an average had received £234 each. The 
Society had received £3,000 bequeathed by Mr. Benjamin 
Collins, junr., of which £2,520 had been invested in good 
securities and would yield approximately 4j per cent. in- 
terest, whilst the balance was kept to meet a probable 
deficiency of general income. The report referred to the 
successful garden party held at the Homes in August last; 
the annual outing and dinner of the pensioners; the Christ- 
mas gifts to them, organised by Mr. A. C. Nevett and the 
Master Bookbinders' Association; the help given to the 
unsuccessful candidates by the Pension Supplement Com- 
mittee by granting temporary pensions from 5s. to 3s. 
weekly; and the assistance given to the funds by the swim- 
ming gala promoted by the Printing and Allied Trades 
Charity Sports Association. The flag day was a compara- 
tive success, and special mention was made of the help given 
by the various otfices of H.M.S.O.; Messrs. Clowes, both 
at Beccles and London; Messrs. Hazell, Watson and Viney, 
London and Aylesbury; Amalgamated Press at Gravesend, 
and to all who rendered assistance. 

The report was approved to be received, printed and 
circulated to the members, after which hearty thanks were 
given to the officers and shops' collectors for their honorary 
services to the Society, which was responded to by Mr. 
J. G. Bain, hon. treasurer. 

The secretary then read the result of the election of 
pensioners which had taken place that day, and which 
showed that seven women and six men had been successful 
in the ballot. 

The chairman, with appropriate comments, presented to 
the representatives of the Oxford University Binding House 
the Hall Caine Shield. for the largest average payment to 
the Society of employees of firms of over 51 employees; also 
to representatives of Messrs. W. Webb and Co., the Lewis 
G. Kitcat Shield for firms of less than 51 employees. 

Upon the proposition of Messrs. Capell and Stubbings a 
vote of thanks to the chairman was carried by acclamation. 


Alterations to Rules 


The mecting then resolved itself into a general meeting 
of members to consider various amendments to the Rules. 

Mr. W. J. Francis was voted to the chair and Mr. H. W. 
Capell, on behalf of the committee, submitted the amend- 
ments. 

Those dealing with Rule 5, the chief of which raises the 
subscriber's donation from 10s. to #1, to be eligible for a 
vote, and thus decreases the voting power of all members 
by 50 per cent., was unanimously agreed to. 

Rule 6, giving the privilege of membership to all em- 
plovees of a bookbinding establishment received unanimous 
support. 

Rule 7. The amendments to this rule fixed twenty years 
instead of ten as the period of eligibility for benefits, with 
the proviso that payments must be made for at least five 
of the ten years preceding making application for benefit. 
It also abolished the sliding scale of pensions and substi- 
tuted flat rates of 10s. per wcek for the 7s. 6d.. and 12s. per 
week for the 10s. subscribers. This did not meet with full 
approval, but was eventually carried nem con, 

Rule 74. This is a new rule which makes provision for 
the care of pensioners when residing in the Cottage Homes, 
and was agreed to with one dissentient. 


Rule 25. This amendment stipulates '' that the secretary 
shall submit to the committee at each monthly meeting a 
financial statement showing all receipts апа expenditure 
ү: bank balance at the end of previous month." Mr. 

Capell explained that this was already in practice, but in 
order to safeguard the Society it was considered wise to 
insert it in the Rules. This received unanimous support. 

The secretary announced that the amendments would be 
submitted for the approval of the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies, and afterwards incorporated in the rules and 
printed. 

The meeting then closed with a hearty vote of thanks to 
the chairman. 


Machine Compositors” Vigilance 


Annual Dinner

the Machine Compositors' Vigilance Association on Satur- 
day, as donations towaids the Association's sixth pension.

R. J. Collins, Mr. and Mrs. Heard, Captain C. S. Burdon, 
and Mr. Н. C. Brett (Linotype and Machinery, Ltd.), Mr. 
and Mrs. G. Stubbs, Mr. F. Smyth, Mr. W. Wigg, Mr. 
and Mrs. Axham, Mr. and Mrs. W. Sterling, Mr. W. Seeds 
(Monotype Corporation, Ltd.), Messrs. F. W. Humphries, 
P. L. Crowley, C. W. Brown, F. Lemaire, F. C. Hayes 
(Intertype, Ltd.), Mr. E. Pheby (Ludlow Typograph Co., 
Ltd.) and Mrs. Pheby, and Mr. Gunnar Hartmann (Fundi- 
tor, Ltd.) and Mrs. Hartmann. 

The principal toast, '' The M.C.V.A.,"" was proposed by 
Mr. T. E. Naylor. He recalled the formation of the 
Association on its present basis in May, 1907, when many 
of those present that evening were boys together. It was 
good to protect the interests of its members, and it was also 
good to foster that friendly spirit, which existed between the 
operators and the. manufacturers of the machines. To him 
it was clear that the three companies regarded the London 
operators as the best, the fastest, and the cleanest operators 
in the world.

The machines were wonderful, but in his 
opinion not so wonderful as the men who worked them. 

The toast of ‘‘ Our Guests '' was given by the chairman 
who welcomed particularly those representing the machine 
companies, and added his word of thanks for their 
assistance in the printing necessary for the annual] dinners. 

Acknowledgment was made by Mr. C. W. Bowerman. 
He recalled the fact that their chairman that evening com- 
pleted his twenty-first year in that office. He urged the 
younger members to come forward and take their part in 
carrying on the good work w hich had been started by the 
pioneers of twenty years ago. 

Mr. К. W. Couchman gave the health of the chairman. 
the toast being acknowledged in suitable terms. 

During the evening Miss Henwood presented Mrs. Dixon 
with a bouquet of red carnations. 

The help of the various companies was given in the fol- 
lowing way: the preliminary circular was composed in 
intertvpe Vogue, the admission ticket in Monotype Centaur 
and Arrighi, and the programme and menu in Linotype 
Estienne.

English Typography 

Mr. Ralph S. Caslon, director of H. W. Caslon and Co., 
Ltd., writes: — 

' The Caslon Letter Foundry was founded in 1720 by 
William Caslon, an engraver of gun locks. 

'" William Bowyer, the eminent printer, impressed by his 
skill as ап engraver of ornamental designs, induced him 
and assisted him financially to set up as a type-founder. 

'" The enterprise was immediately successful. His first 

important commission was for a fount of Arabic required 
by the S.P.C.K. for a Psalter and New Testament. Shortly 
afterwards Caslon cut his famous fount of Roman, which 
is still in general everyday use throughout the world. The 
original hand-engraved punches of this fount remain in our 
possession, and were in use up to comparatively recent 
vears. 
" '''[he production of this fount marked a turning pojnt in 
English typographv, which from that time forward entered 
on a course of brilliant regeneration. It was first used in 
the ' Selden ' of 1726. 

“ After Caslon's death in 1766 the business was carried 
on continuously in the same family until the direct line of 
succession. was broken by the death of Henry William 
Caslon in 1874. 

‘‘ The business was then carried on by Mr. T. W. Smith, 
who had been manager since 1872, and he became sole 
proprietor in 1895. His sons were taken into partnership 
in 1896, and to perpetuate the name they took the name 
of Caslon by decd-poll. The present management is in the 
hands of Mr. Ralph S. Caslon and Mr. H. Daniel Caslon, 
grandsons of Mr. T. W. Smith.” 


А Novel Caxton Link 


Mr. Stanley Low, managing director of Vacher and Sons. 
Ltd., writes: — 

“ One hundred and eighty vears ago and 280 years after 
Caxton started his press in Westminster, the House of 
Vacher opened its doors near the site immortalised by the 
‘Sign of the Red Pale.’ 

“ Inspired by Caxton’s work and high ideals, the house 
has always aimed to enhance the prestige of British print- 
ing, and it was in a spirit of admiration and respectful 
emulation that the company determined to adopt as its sign 
that once used by Caxton. 

'* The present firm of Vacher and Sons are the successors 
of one [homas Vacher, who acquired in the late eighteenth 
century an interest in the business established in 1751, and 
carried on iv Parliament Street, under the name of Robert 
Powney, atterwards Powney and Cust. 

“ The position was approximately that where now stands 
the Ministry of Health, and it was not until the thorough- 
fare was to be widened and new Government offices erccted 
that we left it in 1898. 

“Only a few months ago we celebrated an interesting 
centenary—that of the first publication of ‘ Vacher’s Par- 
патепіагу Companion.’ From December, 1831, this alpha- 
betical record of members of Parliament and of other official 
matters has appeared regularly, and, we trust, rendered 
useful service. 

“Tt was not until 1833 that the list of the House of Lords 
was added to that of the House of Commons. At that time 
there were 431 members of the Upper House. By à century 
later the number had been raised to 764. The House of 
Commons, on the other hand, had 658 members, whereas 
now it has 615.” 


Sealing Wax and Stationery 


Mr. Allan Waterston, of Messrs. George Waterston and 
“ons, Ltd., writes: — 

'* In the dark, narrow, and picturesque ways of old Edin. 
burgh before the days of street lighting it was customary for 
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the ! quality ' to be escorted home at nights in their sedan 
chairs by link boys bearing large lighted flambeaux. These 
were not ordinary torches, but were made of fine white wax, 
and were the first articles made by William Waterston, .the 
tounder of our business in 1752. 

‘The business atterwards developed. into sealing wax 
and general stationery manufacture. The firm holds 
Waterston's day book of that year, in which the {irst re- 
corded sale is 5} dozen fine wax flambeaux to the Duke of 
Hamilton, to the value of £7 3s. 

'" Starting with flambeaux, paste wafers, and bottling 
wax, Waterston was the first to make high-grade sealing 
wax in this country. Like the finer classes of writing 
paper, this was at that time imported from Holland. Our 
forbear learned the art from an adventurer of the name of 
Chase, who was what was called a ‘ Holyrood laird,’ that 
is, a debtor confined to {һе precincts of Holyrood Palace. 
which was then a debtors' sanctuary. The home market 
was captured from the Dutch makers as a result. 

“ William Waterston gradually established business con- 
nections all over Scotland and the north of England, and, 
considering the state of roads and general communications 
of the eighteenth century, he must have showed consider- 
able enterprise. He married Catherine Sandeman, of Perth, 
whose uncle was held as hostage by Prince Charles in the 
occupation of that city in 1745. 

“ One of William Waterston's customers was Alexander 
Kincaid, the King's Stationer for Scotland in the reign of 
George II. We claim, therefore, to be the oldest existing 
contractors to H.M. Stationery Office. Our business has 
been carried on from father to son now to the sixth genera- 
tion—all Waterstons.''

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causing us inconvenience, whereas the same depart- 
ment’s successful efforts (perhaps achieved against 
heavy odds) may pass without notice, just because 
the resultant working of the establishment is smooth. 
It is this false perspective that is largely responsible 
for the irritation that so often exists between the 
composing department and the machine room, or the 
printery and the bindery. This being the position in 
respect of workers of similar trade status and social 
class, it is natural that openings for misunderstanding 
are multiplied in the case of the relations between 
‘“manual’’ and ''non-manual'' workers. Such 
difficulties, however, are seldom insurmountable. In 
cases where foolish snobbishness 15 at fault, the 
delinquents usually have their awkward corners worn 
away pretty quickly in the course of the normal 
interactions of industrial life. As regards misunder- 
standings and lack of appreciation which arise from 
ignorance or narrowness of outlook, the best remedy 
is to bring out the troubles into the open and let the 
light of knowledge bear upon them. To this end 
most valuable modern means is provided in works 
committees and similar machinery, designed to make 
possible departmental discussion of difficulties and 
interchange of suggestions for betterment.

Factors of ** Better Stationery "' 

ANOTHER subject of controversy at the moment is 
the '' Better Stationery °’ campaign. Our remarks 
on this subject have let loose a little spate of criticism 
and comment. We said that in this competition for 
the best letterheading greater attention would be 
paid to design than to paper. In actual fact, com- 
petitors are vastly more concerned about the design 
than they are about the paper. We quite agree with 
Mr. Claydon that good design and good paper are 
both essential to the production of a good letter- 
heading. Ви all depends upon what “ good ” 
paper is. From the practical point of view, a paper 
is good if it fits its purpose correctly. That means 
to say that a fourpenny bond is good for one job, 
a ninepenny bond for another and a one-and-sixpenny 
loan for another. The same design might look 
equally well on any one of the three papers, and it is 
tolerably certain that it would look immensely better 
on а 24lb. fourpenny bond than on an 1110. one-and- 
sixpenny loan. We do not agree that the value of 
good design is necessarily discounted by poor quality 
paper; or, rather, we would insist that whatever the 
paper might be, it will depend, for its letterheading 
looks, upon the design and the way in which it is 
printed.

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Printing Ink as ап Aid to Expression 
By R. B. FISHBNDEN, M.Sc. Tech.

Variety in expression may be obtained through the right 
use of printing ink, which is usually neglected. A paper- 
maker coined the expression '' Paper is Part of the Pic- 
ture,” but it may be used with equal correctness as applied 
to printing ink. 

It is probably correct to say that the members of the 
British Typographers' Guild do not give much attention te 
the subject of printing ink. Typographic layout and the 
right use of a design, coupled with a careful choice of 
paper, usually covers the main thought devoted to a typo- 
graphic job. It is hoped to demonstrate this evening that 
time and thought given to the selection of printing ink 
may be of definite value, because there is the opportunity 
for variety, not only in the brilliance of colour, but in 
finish and texture of the printed work. 


Colour Matching 


In passing, reference might be made to the subject of 
matching colours. There are, of course, many cases where- 
in it is essential that the standard colour of a trade label 
or wrapper must be followed, but in new work where an 
artist's instructions have to be followed, there is frequently 
much waste of time and expense, both for the printer and 
the inkmaker, through a demand that, say, a heavy wash 
of body colour, or a wash of an expensive artists' water 
colour has to be followed exactly in the oil medium of a 
printers' ink. Some of these matchings are not possible 
in inks at a commercial price, and others cannot be matched 
accurately in a single printing from purely practical con- 
siderations. The range of colours offered by a modern ink- 
maker are very varied, and cover every ordinary require- 
ment, in the reproduction of conventional designs. The 
custom of requiring accurate matches, excepting in cases 
where it is essential for trade purposes, is difficult to 
justify, and is very wasteful. 

The printing of type is too often a neglected side of the 
printer's craft, and even in this commonplace part of our 
work, the ink-maker offers quite a variety of tones of black 
and finish that will accord with any style of typographic 
treatment. 

In the printing of line and half-tone subjects in black, 
there is a wide variety of styles to replace the commonplace 
gloss: a pleasant lustre, or a dead matt velvety finish— 
each has its applications. In the latter group Brominx and 
Velvinx may be mentioned. Blacks merging into violets 
and sepias are practical suggestions, which are all too fre- 
quently neglected. 

Vogue of Simplicity 

At the present time fashion tends to broad treatment in 
design, and there is perhaps less three- and four-colour 
half-tone than a few years ago. Perhaps the tendency to- 
wards simplicity is dictated by, or through, motives of 
economy; but, whatever may be the cause, direct treatment 
from an advertising point of view is of great value. 
Designs treated in two-colour combinations afford wide 
opportunities for the utilisation of simple harmonies, or 
vigorous contrasts. The pure saturated colours available 
in modern printing inks are not used in work of this 
character to anything like the full extent. In printed 
advertising one sees so often the use of degraded muddy 
colours (which have probably been difficult to match), and 
yet the same design might have been printed with a bold 
vigorous colour scheme without any appreciable addition 
to the cost. The attention value of brilliant colour cannot 
be disregarded. 

Letterpress colour printing with a matt finish is fashion- 
able and offers considerable scope for brilliant colour 
treatment, especially in broad masses. This was initiated 
by the introduction of water inks, which are notable for 
their clean brightness. Their water-solubility, however, is 
a serious drawback, especially for programmes and similar 
work, wherein their use might bring a claim for at least a

pair of gloves, and possibly a damaged gown. Oil inks 
having similar opacity which dry with a matt surface, such 
as Matinx, have a definite advantage over water inks. 
because they are not water-soluble. There is perhaps a 
slight loss of brilliance compared with water inks, but this 
is only noticed by а direct comparison, and from a prac- 
tical standpoint no doubt Matinx have much in their 
favour. А drawback to some forms of water ink is that 
they attack metal, so that the steel parts of a machine 
require to be protected, and rubber, in some cases, is 1e- 
quired to be used instead of metal as a printing suríace. 
The cover of the November issue of the ‘‘London Merun 
is a good practical example of the use of Matinx for book 
jackets and similar purposes. 


Printing from Rubber 


Although water inks in themselves may not have great 
commercial significance, we should recognise that their use 
has brought into prominence the value of rubber as a 
letterpress printing surface. Its resilience makes it pos- 
sible to print on rough papers without excessive pressure, 
and in addition has the advantage of cutting down the ink 
bill for heavy solids. From the esthetic standpoint it is 
often an advantage that the texture of a paper surface 1s 
not damaged by the impression. Paramat have made 
great strides in making known the practical application of 
rubber—a method of preparing cut rubber plates, which 
are particularly useful in the case of large designs; in 
addition, rubber stereos are available as reproductions of 
type or designs. A comparison of printing on rough paper 
from metal blocks and from rubber, will show that the 
latter has a definite advantage. In the case of metal, ex- 
cessive pressure and a heavy flow of ink are necessary to 
produce a solid, while in the case of rubber a solid prints 
well by reason of the resilient rubber with a normal] flow 
of ink. It should be remarked that the technique of rubber 
printing requires some careful thought, because the least 
excess of pressure gives a result equivalent to printing from 
a bad rubber stamp. When using rubber surfaces, the 
printing ink-maker should always be asked that the inks 
be suitably adjusted for use with this material. 

The attraction of metallic foil papers and similar material 
sometimes described as metallised paper, which is paper 
merely covered with bronze powder and burnished, provide 
attractive media for use in the covers of brochures. There 
is no inherent difficulty in this work, and brilliant inks are 
available which dry firmly and key perfectly to the 
material. It is well to know, however, that some foil 
papers are not satisfactory from a printing standpoint. 
Such papers appear to be burnished with the aid of a fat. 
the presence of which effectively prevents an ink keying 
in a satisfactory way, with the result that it can easily be 
removed. It is well to test the ink on a sample of the foil 
paper, unless it is known to be of a quality such as that 
supplied by Messrs. Samuel Jones and Co., Ltd., which is 
satisfactory for the work. 


Metallic Inks 


Printing in metallic inks comes within the same group of 
treatment in typographic printing, and recently great ad- 
vances have been made in the inks that are available. Both 
in gold and silver the effects that can be produced are very 
striking, and the working properties of the inks are highly 
satisfactory. Goldinx and Silverinx have been perfected 
sufficiently to make it practical even. to print 100-line 
screen half-tones on white or black paper; and in line sub- 
jects, especially in conjunction with suitable colour 
schemes, extremely attractive results can be obtained. 

In three-colour printing considerable progress has been 
made in the manufacture of printing inks to obtain 3

variety of finishes. Inks which dry with a matt surface, 
and which will give excellent results even on super calen- 
dered paper are available. On rough stock, inks of this 
class are particularly useful, and provide an opportunity 
to avoid using coated paper accompanied with the glossi- 
ness that is a commonplace in three-colour work. 


Transparent Papers 


Cellophane and glacine paper are now utilised extensively 
by advertisers as printing media, and provide further 
opportunities for ink-makers and printers to extend their 
sphere of usefulness. On both materials three-colour work 
may be printed with ease, and the problem of printing on 
celluloid has been overcome by the introduction of Cellu- 
linx, which give impressions that cannot be removed except 
by the aid of an abrasive or solvent. 

The range of expression in prating ink extends consider- 
ably beyond the letterpress field; for example, the litho-

maker, the printer, and the designer, will help to utilise.

made in recent years in the manufacture of printing ink.

New Duties on Imports 


Most imported manufactured goods are affected by the 
duties imposed last Thursday night by Orders in Council 
issued by the Treasury. Included are a wide range of 
imported supplies that relate to the printing and аса 
trades. 

Machinery of all kinds for printers, bookbinders, etc., is 
included in Group VI; instead of the recent duty of 10 per 
cent., the duty now becomes 20 per cent. 

In Group XIII, similarly, 20 per cent. duty instead of 10 
per cent. is imposed upon: Paper, and board made from 
paper or pulp, whether coated or otherwise treated in any 
manner or not (other than newsprint as defined in the First 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932), of a weight 
when fully extended equivalent to not more than 90 lbs. to 
the ream of four hundred and eighty sheets of double crown 
measuring thirty inches by twenty inches, but not including 
(a) paper or board which forms part of another article, 
or (b) paper imported solely for the purpose of being spun 
into yarn. 

The same change of duty is made in respect of: Articles 
(other than newspaper, periodicals, printed books and 
printed music) made either entirely from paper, or board 
made from paper or pulp (including strawboard) or from 
such materials with the addition only of some adhesive 
substance or other material the value of which does not 
exceed 50 per cent. of the total value of the article. 

A duty of 15 instead of 10 per cent. is applied to: Paper. 
and board made from paper or pulp (other than unlined 
strawboard), whether coated or otherwise treated in any 
manner or not, of a weight when fully extended equivalent 
to more than 90 lbs. to the ream of four hundred and eighty 
sheets of double crown measuring thirty inches by twenty 
inches, but not including paper or board' which forms part 
of another article. 

Similarly, 20 per cent. applies to: Stationery (other than 
paper), including writing ink and ink powder, pencils, pencil 
leads and crayons, pen nibs, fountain pens, stylographic 
and other pens, sealing wax, paper clips and fasteners, 
stationery glassware and parts of any such articles. 

Gold leaf becomes subject to a duty of 15 per cent. instead 
of 10. 

А duty of 25 per cent., instead of 10, is applied to: 
Unexposed sensitised photographic paper, cloth, plates and 
tlm (other than cinematograph film) and spools therefor. 

Printers' ink, varnishes, and some similar items are 
expressly excluded from articles in the group comprising: 
Paints and colours, prepared and manufactured (including 
read y-mixed or in paste form), to which a 20 per cent. duty 
is applied. 


Death of Mr. E. T. Scott 


By tragic accident, Mr. E. T. Scott, editor of the '' Man- 
chester Guardian '' and son of the late Mr. C. P. Scott, was 
drowned in Lake Windermere, off Bowness, on Friday after- 
noon. Mr. Scott was with his son Richard in a small sailing 
boat which capsized, his son being saved. 

Mr. Edward Taylor Scott, who was 48 years of age, wa- 
the younger son of Mr. C. P. Scott (the famous editor of 
the '' Manchester Guardian," who died last New Year's 
Day at the age of 85). 

Mr. Scott joined the staff of the '' Manchester Guardian 
under his father in 1911, and in 1926 was appointed chief 
leader writer. In 1929, when Mr. C. P. Scott resigned his 
position as editor—retaining that of governing director— 
he appointed his son to succeed him in the editorial chair. 

Mr. E. T. Scott’s brother, Mr. J. R. Scott, is governing 
director of the '' Manchester Guardian ” and '' Manches'er 
Evening News.” 

The inquest on Mr. Scott was held at Bowness on Mren- 
day, and the interment took place at the Manchester 
Crematorium on Tuesday morning. 

Many and numerous have been the Press tributes paid 
and the messages of sympathy sent, these coming not only 
from the British Isles, but also from foreign countries.

Toast of the Association 


The loyal toast having been duly honoured, the chair- 
man, in submitting '' The Association,” said that any who 
knew their organisation would agree that during its twenty- 
eight years of existence it had done excellent work, and 
that it was making steady progress both in the way of 
enlarging its membership and, what was probably more 
important still, increasing its financial strength.

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Typophify

Book-collecting needs no defence; but those who are 
impelled to uphold the cause take a delight in wielding 
utilitarian arguments. They like to think of bibliophily as 
a useful hobby; just as philatelists defend stamp-collecting 
on the ground that it is a first aid to geography. Such 
arguments are admirable for those who are not content with 
doing a thing because they get pleasure out of it. Yet bib- 
liophily should be extolled for the protection it has so freely 
given to literature, if for no other reason. Book-collectors 
are defenders of the literary faith. What would have be- 
come of many of the classics if there had been no book-mad 
anchorites in the middle ages, or if the scholar princes of 
the cinquecento had not competed with each other in the 
splendour of their libraries? 

If literature has been enriched by these devoted collec- 
tors, it is because they had a passionate affection for books 
as such. It is true that books then were regarded as the 
shrines rather than the receptacles of the written word, and 
therefore worthy of opulent decoration. Yet a book to the 
true collector, then as now, was a thing in itself. Collec- 
tors were so true to this faith that some of them would 
look upon the reading of a rare volume as desecration. 
There are those who do not hesitate to class such enthusiasts 
among the demented; and yet without such fierce and ex- 
cluding affections, many more of the fine books of times 
past would have been destroyed by the carelessness of 
scholars or worn out by casual readers who might have 
seen nothing in the printed page but the ideas of an author. 

It is for such reasons that I would defend the jealous care 
of the bibliophile and even the miserliness of the bibliomane. 
But there is another kind of collector who is perhaps even 
more important than the Paladin of rarities. It is he who 
loves a fair page for its own sake, who regards typography 
as the ritual of literature, and who is exalted by the beauty 
of print and all.those materials and devices which give to a 
book beauty of form. These typophiles are also defenders 
of the faith. They are not only preserving from destruc- 
tion some of the loveliest of human creations, they are 
preserving the spirit which inspired those creations. They 
have realised a new truth, only half apprehended by biblio- 
philes in the past, that a book, apart from its contents, can 
be as definite a work of art as a picture or a statue. 

What better occupation for the collector than the assem- 
bling of little libraries which illustrate the developments 
and permutations of this admirable craft? Not, let me 
hasten to say, the formation of collections which exhibit 
the evolution of printing from, say, the fourteen hundreds 
to the nineteen hundreds. That would be too tedious a task 
even if one's purse were deep enough. Such inclusive ex- 
hibitions are for the State to undertake, not for the private 
individual; and it is doubtful whether they are as interest- 
ing or even as valuable as the lesser spurts and digressions, 
each of which reveals characteristics and excellences or even 
eccentricities of its own. There is nothing so tiresome as 
the thought of a continuous evolution, especially of books. 
How much more charming it is to believe that a number 
of adventurous and imaginative bookmen have created little 
constellations of their own, like the apparently autonomous 
star clusters that sparkle in the night. 

I am reminded of such things by reading through the 
Catalogue which it is my privilege to introduce to you, for 
in the surprising contexts of this collection of typographical 
works and examples of distinguished and curious printing, 
one seems to realise that Gutenberg and Caxton, and other 
fathers of printing, were but early navigators in an illimit- 
able sea and that between their time and ours there have 
been typographical adventurers innumerable, and the 
treasures left by the later are not less precious than those

of the earlier explorers. One learns also that it is not alone 
the heroic printers of the past whose stories are so good 
to read. Equally exciting are the records of the gentlemen 
adventurers, dainty amateurs like Horace Walpole, Sir 
Egerton Brydges, and Dr. Daniel, who are too fastidious 
to be satisfied with the productions of the professional prin- 
ter but must needs establish their own presses and print 
their favourite works for the delectation of themselves and 
their friends. And, finally, one is reminded once again that 
our own land has produced collectable printers like John 
Baskerville of Birmingham and the Foulis brothers of 
Glasgow, whose books are the tvpographical counterpart of 
the literature of the century of patrician elegance. 

But the collector of works illustrating the art of printing 
will not confine his attention to either the curious speci- 
mens of the amateur or the splendours of the master- 
craftsman. Interesting printing is not always fine printing, 
and fine printing is not solely the product of the private 
or the personal presses. In the various nonages of typo- 
graphy there is instruction and entertainment, and even 
the commerce of printing has many renowned achievements 
to its credit. Nor is the credit of good and distinguished 
printing due entirely to the printer. Publishers have played 
their part, and the examples of Jacob Tonson or of Bernard 
Lintot, Moxon or of Pickering, have perhaps done more for 
printing than printers have always been inclined to admit. 
And in our own day the influence of the typographer, as 
distinct from the printer, has given a new distinction not 
only to books but to advertisements. 

It is the pleasure of the collector who is not merely a 
hoarder of books to sort out all these tendencies and to show 
their differences and relationships, or to sort them out 
merely for his own delight and to gather around him those 
books which approximate most closely to his own conception 
of what a book should be. And some will find enjoyment 
not so much in tracking down the various characteristics 
of printing, be it fine or curious, healthy or degenerate; they 
will want to seek out the methods of these achievements. 
They will assemble printers’ specimen books, histories of 
typography, treatises showing the descent of printing from 
script or letters carved in stone; they will be curious about 
the confessions of printers, what adventures they have had, 
what difficulties they have surmounted, and how they have 
squared technique and vision. And they are fortunate, for 
the typographical seas are as yet inadequately charted, so 
that the collector may go forth not only in a spirit of ad- 
venture, but with high hope, for treasures of typography 
and typographical history still abound in places accessible 
to those who have no desire to interfere with the sport of 
the plutocratic bibliophile. 


Printing Flesh Colour 


The preparation of flesh colour is found somewhat trouble- 
some by many printers, says ‘‘ Graphicus,’’ as the per- 
centages of the various components are not always well 
known, nor, on the other hand, is the precise method of 
work. Consequently we meet with brick-red flesh colour, 
poppy-red, excessively red-and-white colours, but rarely 
the exact natural shade. 


To obtain a true flesh colour it is well to work as follows: 
First, the necessary quantity of snow white or silver white 
is prepared for printing, and then a light yellow lake is 
mixed with chrome yellow in the proportion of 3 to 1, 
separately. This last mixture is gradually added to the 
white, noting the effect of each addition and dicontinuing 
when the shade appears satisfactory. Finally, all is en- 
livened with a dash of blue lake and light varnish. This 
а has been employed by many printers with good 
results.

In previous articles references have been made to 
carbolic acid and to cresylic acid, both of which require 
fuller descriptions. 


Carbolic Acid 


Carbolic acid is well known as a deadly poison, its 
particular character being that it coagulates albumen, 
much in the same way that the white of egg 15 coagu- 
lated by boiling the egg. As most living things are 
dependent upon the jelly-like form of albumen being 
maintained, the action of carbolic acid upon albumen 
must mean destruction to its vitality. The obvious con- 
ception of naming it an acid arises from the fact that 
it "burns" animal tissue and “burns” the ends of 
nerves when applied to skin, especially in the case of 
human beings. Many users of carbolic acid have had 
sufficient evidences of this burning sensation, so like 
the action of strong acids. It may be added that strong 
caustic potash and caustic soda destroy the skin of 
human beings, and they are alkalis. The use of car- 
bolic acid as a disinfectant is based on this same pro- 
perty of destroying germs by coagulating them; the 
main difficulty in this case is the hard tough integument 
of some germs which resists the carbolic acid for an 
appreciable time. 

Carbolic acid very seldom occurs in Nature. [t 15 
part of the products obtained in the distillation of wood 
or coal. It is contained in tar, and by various reactions 
it is ultimately extracted. It is produced as crystals, 
readily soluble in water. It has a greater specific 
gravity than water, viz., 109 at 0° C. It melts at 
42? C. (107° F.) and boils at 183° C. (361° F.) and is 
represented by the formula C.H OH. In construction 
it has a resemblance to benzene, С.Н., in which one 
atom of H is replaced by the molecule OH. 

It is, therefore, phenol, phenyl alcohol, phenic acid, 
or coal tar creosote, and is a secondary aromatic 
aleohol. Secondary alcohols by oxidation produce 
kctones: such as acetone and benzophenone. Carbolic 
acid dissolves in the alkalis and forms phenates, such 
as sodium and potassium phenates, sometimes known 
also as carbolates. 

With a little reservation it may be accepted that 
alcohols are closely akin to acids. There are sufficient 
compounds of alcohols and alkalis to bear out this 
assumption. 


Carbolic Acid Derivatives 


Carbolic acid dissolved in sulphuric acid and then 
treated with nitric acid results in the production of 
picric acid, which is used in dyeing. 

Salicylic acid can be obtained by reactions upon pure 
phenol. It is a valuable antiseptic used in foods and 
medicines. 

Some phenol derivatives fused with caustic potash 
will produce pyrogallol, C,H.O;; and hydroquinone, 
С.Н, (OH), is one of the benzine compounds. 

Carbolic acid is prepared by some disinfectant makers 
in two forms, one soluble in water and the other soluble 
in turpentine. Although it is well known as a disin- 
fectant, carbolic acid is not necessarily the strongest in 


all cases. There is another form known as Izal, which 
is much less poisonous to human beings, but destrovs 
some of the hardest germs more quickly. Izal can be 
used satisfactorily in planography. Thymol, too, 1s a 
stronger disinfectant than carbolic acid, but 1s not so 
adaptable for printers. 

In previous articles the usefulness of carbolic acid in 
turpentine and gum arabic have been dealt with, and it 
should be particularly noted that the amount used must 
be very small, e.g., in a pint of gum arabic five or six 
drops of carbolic acid are sufficient. In paste and glue 
it can be used in small quantities as an antidote for 
fungus. Any excessive use of it leads to the destruc- 
tion of vegetable or animal matter to an appreciable 
extent. Nevertheless, when used thoughtfully it 1s dis- 
tinctly beneficial. It has a very piercing or pene- 
trating effect, and when added to turpentine gives it a 
greater power to go through masses of dried ink and 
break them ир. It can be used to wash out copper-plate 
engravings aud old originals on stone or plate; in the 
latter, if used several times in succession it may nearly 
destroy the work. Transfer ink is strengthened by 
adding a little common creosote, and set-offs can be 
made more permanent by using some carbolic acid 
with the set-off powder. Oils become thinner and more 
penetrating by the addition of carbolic acid, just in the 
same way that camphorated oil ‘soaks in" better 
than plain olive oil. A few sprinklings of carbolic acid 
in the lithographer's damp book will prevent its going 


mouldy. 
Cresylic Acid 

This “acid” is very similar to carbolic acid; but, 
whereas carbolic acid is the portion which will crystal- 
lise, cresylic acid is the mixture of cresols which does 
not crystallise from the distillation of coal tar. These 
cresols are indicated by the formula C;H,O (made up 
by С.Н,, OH and СН.) and they are collectively known 
as cresyl alcohol, cresylic phenol, or oxytoluene. One 
of the three cresols, mixed with caustic potash, makes 
salicylic acid, C,H.Os. . Another, fused with caustic 
potash, yields meta-oxy-benzoic acid. The third, fused 
with caustic potash, produces para-oxy-benzoic acid. 
This last is understood to occur in decomposed albumen 
and tyrosin. In this connection it may be mentioned 
that toluene is methyl benzene, CeH-CHs; and xylene 
(xvlol) is dimethyl benzene, CsH.(CHs):. 

This digression is intended to draw attention to the 
importance of benzene, and to the close relations of 
benzene, carbolic acid, cresylic acid and alcohols. 

Cresylic acid is generally sold as a brown liquid. lt 
is quite suitable for adding to turpentine or transfer 
ink for the same purposes as the addition of carbolic 
acid, and is much less expensive. It is in every way 
quite as effective as carbolic acid, and has been 
thoroughly proved in lithographic treatment. In prac- 
tically all the uses and advantages of carbolic acid, 
cresylic acid is equally effective. 

Paste and Starch 


In both lithography and bookbinding and its various 
branches of mounting, case-making and the like, there 1s 
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a considerable use of paste. Paste is an inclusive word 
and may mean flour or starch paste or any form of 
mucilage—yet may not include such a mucilage as is 
extracted from linseed in the crushing method of 
obtaining linseed oil. Lithographers use both flour and 
starch in the making of transfer paper. 

The chief constituent of wheat grains is starch, and 
therefore all the wheat-flour—and barley and rye flour 
—1is starch in its natural form, and has a composition 
of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen, represented by the 
formula C.H,.Os. It is therefore similar in elemental 
composition to both dextrin and cellulose. But physi- 
cally as well as chemically they differ so much that it 
wcu!d not be satisfactory to use them for the same 
purposes in the printing trade processes. Starch 1s 
different from sugar, although the compositions of 
sugars as expressed in their formule appear to be, as 
it were, two molecules of starch with a molecule of 
water added, e.g., cane sugar, С.,Н..О,,, and arabin 
Ci; H;;O (including its water of crystallisation), whilst 
the actual sugar of gum arabic, arabinose, has almost 
the same formula as starch, being short of one atom of 
carbon, thus, C;:H,,O.. These comparisons show that 
actual formule do not really express the physical fea- 
tures of materials. As a direct example, starch, when 
heated up to 150* C. (262? F.) is converted into dextrin, 
or grape sugar, or British gum, having distinctly differ- 
ent uses and applications—yet the formule of these are 
identical. 

So far, the starch here dealt with is the original 
natural product as in flour. The manufactured starch 
is the same material dissolved, treated with caustic soda, 
filtered and allowed to deposit; so that the finished 
article is just pure starch, stripped of its fibrous 
connections. 

Flour is therefore the natural starch and albuminous 
matter of wheat, barley or rye, milled into small par- 
ticles. Flour is miscible with cold water; but as the 
definite granules of starch are enclosed in a fine en- 
velope, they do not burst in cold water. By boiling, or 
the addition of boiling water, the granules burst and 
the whole mixture becomes an even mass suitable for 
transfer paper coating or as an adhesive. When made 
up in quantities as an adhesive, there should be added a 
few drops of carbolic acid or Izal to each quart. In a 
less effective way a few cloves mixed in will help to 
preserve it and give it a pleasant odour. 

In the use of flour paste for transfer paper it has no 
chemical purpose to fulfil; it is simply used as a surface 
sizing on the paper to fill up the grain of the paper to 
prevent the transfer ink being absorbed by the paper, 
and to obtain an even surface. 

In like manner some papers are " filled " with starch, 
to give evenness. The starch is introduced in the 
loading vat, and when the damp web passes between the 
hot rollers the starch bursts and forms an even mass. 
This occurs simultaneously with the melting of the 
rosin size in the paper, and therefore tends to bind the 
fibres of the paper and ultimately to prevent the absorp- 
tion of the ink. 

The presence of starch can always be proved by 
making the object—paper or other—sufficiently moist, 
so that a drop of iodine may be placed on it. The starch 
becomes blue. Dextrin is not affected by iodine. 


Dextrin 
Dextrin, grape sugar, or British gum, is a whitc 
solid. It has the same formula as starch, С.Н,.О.. It 
is formed by heating starch to about 150° C., 262° F., 
Or by a momentary action of dilute sulphuric acid on 


Starch, the action being neutralised by adding pure 
caleium carbonate. Tt is a useful adhesive and is very 
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largely employed for envelopes, labels, wrappers, etc. 
When acted on by acids it is converted into maltose, 
and finally into glucose. It has a flat sugary taste. 

The term dextrin conveys no special meaning as a 
chemical, or as any particular product of an organism. 
The word simply implies that when polarised light is 
seen through it, the light is turned to the right. This 
is in opposition to levulose (fructose or fruit sugar), 
which turns the plane of polarised light to the left. 
Many chemicals have the affixes dextro and some lavo; 
but chemically these mean little or nothing; they are 
only distinguishing names to show which chemical is 
intended. 

Much dextrin has been made from potatoes, as they 
are largely composed of starch. Dextrin is not suitable 
for many of the purposes of starch. 

Starch is generally a very inactive body; it is just a 
neutral colloid or jelly, which sets smooth and does not 
absorb transfer or printing inks. It absorbs water and 
becomes adhesive. It also absorbs many colouring 
matters and is therefore used in the manufacture of 
pigments. 

To test gum arabic to see that it is not dextrin or 
other gum resin, make a cold water solution of it, then 
add a few drops of oxalic acid, which should precipitate 
clouds of calcium and potassium oxalate, which does 
not occur with the other gums. Further, ferric chloride 
gives a similar result. Gums which do not readily and 
wholly dissolve are Australian gums and gum 
tragacanth. 


Arrowroot 


The flour or starch called arrowroot is from the 
rhizome—the thick bulbous root—of the maranta plant, 
which was used by Indians to palliate wounds from 
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poisoned arrows. It is a fine, and expensive, starch, 
which has been used for transfer-paper coating. There 
is, however, nothing special about it which warrants its 
use for the purpose. 


Plaster of Paris 


Plaster of paris is gypsum, or calcium sulphate, with 
two molecules of “water of crystallisation,” repre- 
sented by the formula CaSO., 2 Н.О; but to form the 
plaster itself one molecule of water is dried out. By 
this method, when the plaster has water added, it 
absorhs a molecule and sets. For use on transfer paper, 
however, it is not wanted to set, therefore the adding 
of water is continued with vigorous stirring until the 
"setting" stage has been overcome, and results in a fine 
powdery mixture. 

Gypsum 15 found in most calcarcous rocks in the 
world; but as it was introduced from the heavy natural 
deposits at Montmartre it became known as plaster of 
paris. It is very insoluble and contributes largely to 
the hardness of drinking water. As used for transfer- 
paper composition, it acts simply as a fine inactive dust, 
and as such it makes it easier for the composition to 
leave the paper. 


Talc 


French chalk is another “ French” application to a 
powder commonly used in France for dusting wigs, and 
in boots to assist in getting tight boots on. It is neither 
French nor chalk. Chalk is calcium carbonate, CaCO,, 
but tale is a hydrous silicate of magnesia containing 
silica 62%, magnesia 33%, water 5%, and sometimes 
some iron and some alumina. Talc occurs amongst the 
granite rocks, and is very inactive. In fact, it is a 
perfect resist to nitric acid; so much so that tale alone 
is necessary for etching when dusted on printing ink. 
It is of similar resistance to acids and alkalis as glass 
and is only attacked by the silica and fluorine acids. 
Used in transfer-paper composition, it has no chemical 
action, but only as a fine dust, and giving a very smooth 
surface. 


Flake White 


Flake white is white lead, and, chemically, is the 
basic carbonate of lead, РЪ(ОН), 2PbCOs. As used in 
transfer-paper composition, it acts simply as a very fine 
smooth powder, with extraordinary covering power. Its 
tiny flakes are generally no more than 1/3,000 of an 
inch across. As a chemical it is but weak, and 15 
readily attacked. Its reactions and uses as a pigment 
form part of the extensive chemistry of pigments and 
printing inks, and the discussion of them must be 
omitted in the present article. In transfer-paper com- 
position it is inactive so far as transfer inks are con- 
cerned. It is a strong drier. As a resist it is quite out 
of place, as every acid decomposes a carbonate—and 
flake white is no exception. 


Sponges 

Sponges are often considered as unsanitary articles in 
domestic use. It is the users of them who make them 
unsanitary because they misunderstand them. The 
sponge itself is mostly silica, and when strongly mag- 
nified the structure can be seen, built up of small 
needles of silica interwoven. These sponges are there- 
fore inorganic. In some very delicate sponges there 
are some fibres which almost approach the organic 
character of silk. By comparison sponges resemble 
coral, in being the houses in which the animalculz live, 
and the canals through the sponge are simply channels 
for water from which these creatures draw their food. 

A clean sponge is as clean as a glass test-tube and 
they can be kept absolutely clean, by soaking їп weak 
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acetic acid or vinegar. Sponges kept clean can be used 
for all purposes in lithography; but for convenience it 
is better to have several in use for different purposes. 
The most destructive chemical for sponge is hydrofluo- 
silicic acid or hydrofluoric acid. Sulphuric acid may 
attack them. Strong alkalis attack them and form 
sodium and potassium silicates. 
Hydrofluoric Acid 

Hydrofluoric acid, HF, is a colourless liquid the 
fumes of which are very injurious. Strong acid must 
be kept in platinum bottles; weaker acid, in guttapercha 
bottles. Dry glass is not attacked by it, but a trace of 
water sets up an action which decomposes it into com- 
pounds of fluorine with silicon, sodium and calcium. 
It is this action which takes place when photo-negatives 
are stripped from glass after immersion in hydrofluoric 
acid. And for cleaning a collotype film from the glass, 
this acid acts in the same way. 


Hydrofluosilicic Acid 


By dissolving silica in hydrofluoric acid the strong 
hydrofluosilicic acid, H;Si F,, is formed, which can be 
used for the same purposes as the above HF. Strong 
acid emits dangerous fumes. These acids can be used 


for etching glass. 
Gamboge 


Gamboge, used as a colouring matter in transfer 
paper compositions to show which side is coated, is a 
gum resin from the tree garcinia, of Siam and India. 
It 1s soluble in water and alcohol. It is composed of 
3 parts resin and 1 part gum. With nitric. acid it 
forms picric and oxalic acids. Its imported shape in 
cylindrical sticks is due to its being dried in bamboo 
canes. It has no chemical activity in transfer papers. 


Rouge 


Rouge, as used for polishing copper plates, etc., 1s 
usually sulphate of iron, FeSO,, or oxalate of iron, 
FeC;O,. As it is simply an abrasive powder it can be 
imitated by mixtures of talc, with other materials such 
as safflower powder. The latter is the “ face powder." 


Tripoli 
Tripoli powder consists of pulverised diatoms found 


in the earth in Tripoli, Germany, etc., and largely used 
for polishing metals. 


Advertise for Success!

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Testing Lithographic Colours 


Mr. Theodore C. Dorl, superintendent of the U.S. Printing 
and Lithographing Company, Cincinnati, contributed a 
paper on the above subject to the recent Conference of 
Technical Experts in the Printing Industry held in New 
York. In the course of it he said: — 

When judging the degree of light permanency of colours, 
it is important that the yellow discoloration of paper due 
to light exposure be taken into consideration. With the 
increase of transparency of the printing ink, this discolora- 
tion becomes stronger, and when reflected from the paper 
through the ink, has a disastrous effect on the brightness 
of a tint or any other delicate shade. This may be exempli- 
fied by comparing the effect of concentrated madder lake 
with a tint of same colour. The former is quite permanent, 
while its tint under similar test will show decided dis- 
coloration. . . . Coated paper is better in this respect, since 
the opaque mineral constituents of the coating protect the 
paper fibre. 

As the time of exposure required to produce a certain 
degree of fading varies according to the inverse square of 
the distance from the lamp, more speedy results can be 
obtained by placing the test specimen in as close a 
proximity as possible to the source of radiation. А con- 
ventional practice, where a great number of tests must be 
made simultaneously, is to place the test pieces at a 
distance of about 10 inches. With fairly good ventilation, 
the temperature of the test pieces during exposure to the 
mercury vapour lamp will not likely exceed 95 deg. Fahr. 

Investigators of colours used for textile fabrics contend 
that the cellulose of the fabric is to a large extent respon- 
sible for the poor light resistance shown by certain dyes. 
The  ultra-violet radiation stimulates an appetite for 
oxygen in the cellulose of the fabric, and in consequence 
takes this from the dye, which results in the fading of the 
latter- There is every reason to believe that in the fading 
of lithographic inks similar tendencies are exhibited by the 
cellulose of the paper, but perhaps in a less pronounced 
manner. 
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New Four-Colour Offset Press 


A new four-colour offset press has been built by the 
Harris-Scybold-Potter Company for a lithographic firm in 
San Francisco, and Mr. Stephen H. Horgan writes en- 
thusiastically of it in the '' Inland Printer.” 


He has seen some of the sheets produced, and he says 
“ they are a delight to the eye. Such register!” Мг. 
Horgan proceeds: '' When | was a photo-lithographer— 
1874 to 1884—all shades in colour printing were drawn on 
а rough-grained stone where any out-of-register did not 
show. [| made the first half-tone in 1880, but of course I 
never thought this could be applied to seven-colour print- 
ing, which was the least number of colours used in those 
days. But here is a press that prints at an average speed 
of 3,500 an hour a sheet of labels with much stronger 
colour effects in four printings than we could get in seven 
or more; and when half-tone is used the dots can be printed 
on top of each other or between each other, besides being 
as sharp as if they were printed typographically.’’ 

The lithographer who has installed this press, Mr. Louis 
Traung, says: ''In my more than fifty years’ experience 
as a lithographer this is one of the smoothest-running pieces 
of machinery I have seen in operation. Though it has 
13,000 parts, every part is easy of access. Of course the 
press alone would not do this work unless the plates were 
grained to run an edition of 250,000 impressions. The 
paper must be just right, and the wet inks used take the 
right amount when they аге superimposed.’’ 

It was found that the old scraper type of transfer press 
would not do to get the four sets of colour plates to register 
on each other to .001 inch when printed; neither would the 
photo-composing machine. Mr. Traung has therefore 
adopted the principle of hydraulic pressure, so that there 
is no distortion of the plate or slipping of the paper 
transfers. It has proved to meet the most exacting needs. 

This hydraulic transfer method perfected by Mr. Traung, 
which he will allow all lithographers to use, is a vital item 
in the operation of the press.

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Photo-Engravers and Photogravure 


Field Very Limited at Present 


'* It would really seem as though photogravure cannot be 
run on a small scale; it must be either a big thing or 
nothing . . . . it is no use the photo-engraver attempting 
to do photogravure printing on a small scale, and it is 
equally futile to make plates or cylinders for the trade.” 
This is the conclusion reached by Mr. William Gamble, 
writing on '' The Photo-Engravers' Attitude to Photo- 
gravure '' in the '' Process Engraver's Monthly." 

'* The increasing output of photogravure and its un- 
doubted popularity,” he writes, ''is causing many photo- 
engravers who have not so far added a department for this 
process to their business to ask themselves whether they 
are really doing the right thing in standing aside and seeing 
this class of work flow past them. But the doubt crosses 
their mind as to whether it is possible for any firm now to 
start gravure in a small way, for a beginning, when they 
would have to face the competition of big organisations 
which have made a speciality of photogravure on a large 
scale.'' 


Expensive Machinery 


'* [t is quite well understood by now that gravure plant 
is expensive and needs to be fully occupied to enable the 
business to pay. The long runs demanded for journals, 
catalogues and national publicity matter necessitate more 
and more costly machines and an increasingly expensive 
staff. How, then, can the medium-sized photo-engraving 
house face such a prospect? It is not a case where onc 
can start in a small way, as in the early days of the photo- 
engraving business, and gradually build up whilst all the 
time making a decent competence. | Some expensive 
gravure printing machinery must be laid down at the start 
and there must be a rather long waiting period during 
which this machinery will not be paying interest on the 
capital invested let alone making апу profit. Another 
point {о remember is that gravure machinery cannot be 
installed in any odd corner of possibly cramped and incon- 
venient. existing works; therefore, it may mean building or 
renting extra premises, so it becomes a question of finding 
capital, and afterwards more and more capital, with not 
much return on it in the early years. There must have 
been an immense amount of capital sunk beyond recovery 
by even the most successful photogravure firms in building 
up their business. Added to the financial and mechanical 
difficulties there is the serious factor of the human element 
—the scarcity of really skilled labour... . ” 


Making Plates or Cylinders 


* The prospect for the photo-engraver who may have 
thought of setting up a photogravure department is cer- 
tainly not encouraging, from what he hears of past failures 
and difficulties, but he may ask whether it would be pos- 
sible to start by making plates or cvlinders without em- 
barking on photogravure printing on a large scale. He has 
all the studio equipment for making the negatives and 
positives, and thinks that a very few additions to his 
metal-printing and etching department would be required 
to deal with photogravure plates or small size cylinders." 

After indicating suitable additions to equipment and 
arrangements with regard to personnel, Mr. Gamble pro- 
ceeds: '' So far things will seem to plan out very nicely, 
but then comes the problem how to proof the plates. It 
cannot be done on a hand press, such às the old-fashioned 
copperplate press, for the simple reason that the plates 
cannot be wiped in the old-fashioned copperplate way with 
canvas and rags aided by a block of whiting and a final 
wipe with the palm of the hand. The photogravure ink 
does not lend itself to such treatment, and if the ordinary 
copperplate ink is used it is found that the plate is too 
shallow to hold it against the wiping. The emplovment of 
a hand ' doctor,’ something like a squeegee in appearance, 
has been tried, but does not wipe clean enough and there 
is a liability to scratch the plate. It is not possible to buy 
a proofing press that is much less expensive than one com- 
pletely equipped for printing. Thus, it becomes necessary 


to instal a photogravure printing press, and the smallest 
size will cost about £400 to £500 by the time it is installed 
and provided with power.” 

Mr. Gamble goes on to indicate practical conditions, 
relating to size of plate and length of run, which 
drive the gravure printer to install larger and larger 
machines in the realisation that ''it must be either a big 
thing or nothing." 


Gravure Proofing Machine Wanted 


Mr. Gamble proceeds: '' I can imagine my readers asking 
another question: if it is not possible to engage on a small 
scale in photogravure printing, cannot a photo-engraver 
confine himself to making plates or cylinders for firms who 
want to print, but do not care to do the engraving?  Cer- 
tainly he can make plates, and with a little more equipment 
make cylinders, but the trouble is that he has no means 
of proofing his work. If he sends it in without proofing 
there is the chance that the printer, who is possibly inex- 
perienced in photogravure printing, may not be able to grt 
satisfactory results, so the plate goes back for re-touching. 
The engraver has to work blindly, through being unable 
to take proofs, and probably a dispute arises with the 
printer, who may refuse to pay for the work done.  * 

'" One is forced to the conclusion that it is no use the 
photo-engraver attempting to do photogravure printing on 
a small scale, and it is equally futile to make plates or 
cvlinders for the trade until it is possible to get a prooting 
machine that will take any size plate or cylinder and yield 
a proof under similar conditions of inking and wiping as 
wil be met with when the plate is put on the machine. 
It is for the machine makers to construct such a machine if 
they want to realise their claim that printers can instal 
machines for photogravure printing and obtain plates from 
the engraving houses just as readily as in ordering blocks 
for letterpress printing. So far such a proofing machine is 
not in sight, and it seems likely to be a difficult problem 
to construct one.'' 


Forged Security Printing 
Dangerous Technical Skill 


The technical progress of the printing and allied trades 
has brought untold benefit to the world. Like all other 
good things, however, the resources developed are capable 
of being turned to wrong uses. The art of the forger pro- 
vides a case in point. 

‘The art of printing and photography has been per. 
fected to such an extent in recent years,’’ writes the City 
editor of the '' Daily Express,’’ '' that forgeries of securi- 
ties and notes have been developed on an international 
scale Intherto undreamt of. The Kreuger bond forgeries. 
and other forgeries of notes on the Continent, have 
awakened every Treasury to a realisation of the serious 
danger inherent in the situation. Not only are the danger 
great, but the maintenance of large statfs to inspect. notes 
in circulation is proving very costly. 

'" Partly in consequence of the extensive forgeries of 
notes of small denomination on the Continent last vear. 
Germany has reverted to the issue of silver coins to a con- 
siderable extent. Indeed, in 1931 she was the largest buver 
of silver for coinage purposes: 25,000,000 ounces were 
used, and there have been subsequent substantial pur- 
chases. 

'* The authorities believe that the fear of forgery in con- 
nection with note issues will drive many countries back to 
silver currency, although it will be only as a token coinage. 
They predict within a few years a boom in silver.”

Notes and News 


FROM inquiries made in lithographic circles we gather 
that trade is a shade better than it was a month ago, 
although it is not quite so good as it was this time last 
year. А good deal of short time is being worked, and this 
applies to many of the biggest establishments. So far as 
the future trend of business is concerned, opinions аге mor- 
optimistic than in past months. 1 

LÀ * * 

BusiNEss amongst process workers and lithographic 
artists does not present any change from a month ago, and 
much unemployment is being experienced in both branches. 

* * * 

WiTH regard to the process engraving section of the in- 
dustry, we understand that tariffs and the recent reduction 
in wages have had no notable effect, although there exists 
a more optimistic feeling amongst manufacturers. Six 
months ago the Dutch manufacturers of process blocks, 
it is pointed out, were doing a considerable amount of 
British trade and they had then little unemployment. 
To-day, however, the tariff and the devaluation of gold 
have seriously affected them, and their unemployment is 
steadily increasing. The benefit to the British engraver 
that was hoped for from the tariff does not appear to have 
аз yet materialised. 

* * * 

THE members of the Amalgamated Society of Litho- 
graphic Printers, along with other unions in the printing 
industry, have suffered considerably from unemployment 
during the past year. Something like £21,000 has been 
paid out to members in unemployment and levy benefits 
during the last twelve months. What makes the positicn 
even worse is the fact that there seems to be no alleviation 


of the position as the months come and go. 
* * * 


IN the current quarterly report of the Society—which, 
by the way, is the first to be signed since Mr. F. F. Boaler 
took over the general secretaryship from Mr. Thomas Sproat 
-—reference is made to the part played by the union in 
relieving the position brought about by what is described as 
the anti-social effects of rationalisation and the speeding-up 
processes. In drawing attention to this matter Mr. Boaler 
ventures the opinion that the employers do not seem to 
realise what the Society has done and is doing, to lighten 
the hardships which many of the new movements in in- 
dustry have brought about. He points out that the Society 
at the moment of writing is maintaining 850 totally unem- 
ployed men, and in addition to that it has withdrawn from 
the industry 560 men, having placed them on superannua- 
tion. An interesting statement indicative of the burden 
the Society is carrying follows, in which it is stated '' that 
out of the wages of the men who remain in work we are 
providing sustenance for nearly 20 per cent. of the men in 
the trade.''

We have already mentioned the recent destruction, in 
the hostilities between Japan and China, of the Commercial 
Press, Shanghai. More detailed news is now to hand. The 
following is from the report of the '' Manchester Guardian '' 
Shanghai Correspondent. It is not surprising, he says, that 
the Japanese should have concentrated their attention upon 
the Commercial Press, a Cantonese owned and managed

concern which was established in Shanghai more than a 
third of a century ago. The Commercial Press has always 
had the contract for publishing school text-books in China. 
It was actually the largest publishing concern in Asia, and 
was the most advanced of Chinese companies in the treat- 
ment of its labourers. The Commercial Press schools were 
famous throughout the country and for more than three 
decades it was the keystone of the Chinese educational 
movement. Оп the morning of Friday, January 28th, the 
heavy bombers of the Imperial Japanese Navy began drop- 
ping explosives on to and about the Commercial Press 
buildings. The losses suffered by the Press alone are tre- 
mendoks, and many of the books and plates destroyed 
cannot be replaced. The Commercial Press had the largest 
lithographic plant in the Far East, and employed nearly 
three thousand pcople.

Various Topics Discussed 


At the recent quarterly meeting of the Council of the 
British Federation of Master Printers reports were presented 
by the various committees and many interesting items of 
business were dealt with. 


Derating of Factories 


On the subject: of de-rating of factory premises it was 
stated that the Rating Authorities were proposing, on tne 
strength of one or two recent decisions in the courts, to 
take various types of industrial works off the special de- 
rating list, contending that, if the public has access to 
any part of a works to buy, the premises become a retail 
shop in the sense of the statute governing the matter. 
li such a position were upheld in the higher courts the 
result would be that the de-rating conce:sion granted to 
factories would be lost to the whole of the printing in- 
dustry. The Federation were watching the position 
carefully. 


Safety Guards on Machines 


The report of the Technical Committee showed that the 
subject ot safety guards on machines used in the printing 
industry had been receiving sustained attention, and par- 
ticular types of guards were specially mentioned as being 
proved satisfactory. 

The Young Master Printers in the report of their com- 
mittee, showed that they had been making the matter of 
production records a special quest of their own. Certain 
results had been obtained and a test of a wider field was 
іо be made in the month of October from which useful 
results for costing purposes were to be anticipated. 

The Council congratulated the Federation president on his 
having received an invitation from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to serve on the Board of Referees appointed 
to deal with appeals on questions of depreciation, surtax, 
etc., arising under the Finance Acts (Income Tax). 


Printers and Advertising 


The scheme for the advertising of advertising, which is 
being prepared by the Institute of Incorporated Practitioners 
in Advertising and certain newspapers, was reported on and 
the Council decided to give it support. 

Mr. Alfred Langley was nominated to act on a panel 
of judges in connection with the publicitv campaign for the 
use of better stationery, which was being organised in 
conjunction with the '' Daily Telegraph.” 


Nomination of Officers 


The Council agreed unanimously to nominate the fol- 
lowing office-bearers of the Federation for the. year 1932-33 
for election at the annual general meeting in June, namely: 
President, Е. Н. Dennis; vice-president, B. Guy Пагтіѕоп; 
honorary treasurer, Edward Unwin; and assistant hon. 
treasurer, W. В. Wykes. 

The Council unanimously agreed to nominate for election 
as vice-chairman at the annual mecting of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council in July Mr. James McQuitty, of Belfast, whose 
spade work for the formation of the Council is well known. 
This was considered a recognition of Mr. McQuitty's work 
which had been rather long delayed. 


ADVERTISING, said Mr. E. W. Barney at a meeting of the 
Publicity Club of London, was very similar to an endow- 
ment insurance policy. One had to have just enough to 
pay the first. premium, then. the rest would come by in- 
creased protits, then in the fulness of time all the premiums 
would be redeemed.

Printers and Insurance 
S-E. London M.P.A. Annual Meeting 


At the annual general meeting of the South-East London 
Master Printers’ Association, held on Tuesday of last week 
at the Bridge House Restaurant, London Bridge, Mr. A. J. 
Bonwick, the president presided, supported by Miss G. V. 
Woodman, Mr. F. Mason, hon. secretary, and other officers 
of the Association, L.M.P.A. headquarters being represented 
by Mr. W. F. Willsher. Following the annual meeting 
there was a lecture by Mr. S. J. Baker on '' Printers’ In- 
surance Problems,'' which evoked keen attention, the audi- 
ence appreciating that the question is one of great 
importance to every printer. 

The minutes of the previous annual general meeting were 
approved, and the secretary then read his report. The 
period, he said, had been one of the worst their trade had 
ever known. The only consolation was that their trade 
had not been the greatest sufferer. The Association had, 
however, not experienced any slump as regards regular 
attendances at meetings. Mr. Mason went on to indicate 
the scope the season's addresses had covered and the success 
attending them. He expressed special appreciation to their 
president, who had been very active despite the fact that 
his year of office followed a most strenuous time as presi- 
dent of the Federation. Their Association was grateful and 
proud of him. Mr. Mason also expressed his thanks to the 
assistant secretary, the vice-presidents and other ofhcers 
for their help during the past year. 

The treasurer's report, which showed a small credit 
balance, was then given by Mr. H. H. Norman, and both 
his апа the secretary's report were adopted. 


Mr. E. C. Keliher Elected President 


The next item was the important one of electing a presi- 
dent for the ensuing year. Mr. Bonwick, retiring president, 
proposed that Mr. E. C. Keliher be elected to that position. 
As thev knew, he said, Mr. Keliher had offered his help to 
him (Mr. Bonwick) when he was elected president last 
year, and he was much obliged to that gentleman for the 
work he had done. He was quite certain they would be 
doing the right thing in electing him to the presidency. 
Not only was Mr. Keliher а son of a very worthy father, 
but he was taking a great and increasing part in the work 
of the publicity and selling side of their industry. The 
proposal was seconded by Mr. Chambers and carried 
unanimously. 

The retiring president, after congratulating the new 
president, placed upon him the presidential badge of ofhce 
and wished him a happy and successful year. 

Mr. Keliher said it was a very great honour to be 
elected president of a trade association as separate from a 
sports association. Referring to Mr. Bonwick's accepting 
the presidency of their Association immediately after holding 
similar office as president of the Federation, Mr. Keliher 
said that in football language Mr. Bonwick had come from 
the first division down to the third division, while thev 
had been lifted from the third to the first division. It 
made it particularly difficult for succeeding presidents, 
following the steps of so great a man in the printing 
industry. However, he was relying very much upon the 
support of the members of the South-East Association, and 
particularly their energetic and strenuous secretaries, Mr. 
Mason and his assistant, Mr. A. G. Jackson. 

Mr. Norman then proposed the election of Mr. E. H. 
Crosskey and Mr. C. Errington as vice-presidents. They 
could rely upon both of them, he said, to fulfil the tradi- 
tions set up by such men as Mr. Bonwick. Mr. Mason 
seconded this proposition, and it was carried. Mr. 
Errington made a brief response on behalf of his colleague 
and himself. 

Mr. Bonwick next proposed that they again elect Mr. 
Mason as hon. secretary. They owed a great debt to Mr. 
Mason year by year, and without him their Association 
would not be so virile as it was. Mr. J. Brigenshaw 
seconded, and the members were unanimous. Mr. Mason 
thanked the members, and in doing so proposed that they 
again elect Mr. Jackson as his assistant; he publicly thanked 
him for his assistance. Mr. H. J. Wright seconded this 
proposal and it was carried without dissent. 
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Mr. Brigenshaw then proposed the re-election of Mr. 
Н. Н. Norman as treasurer. Mr. J. Griffiths seconded the 
proposition, and it was carried unanimously. 

The Association's committee was re-elected en bloc, as 
also were the representatives on the Federation Council. 
The committee consists of Messrs. J. G. Berry, E. H. 
Crosskey, A. Edwards, C. Errington, J. J. Millington, 
H. J. Wright, and Miss G. V. Woodman; and the repre- 
sentatives on the Federation Council are Messrs. A. J. 
Bonwick, F. Mason, J. Griffiths, and J. Brigenshaw. 


Mr. Brigenshaw then proposed a cordial vote of thanks 
to the retiring president. Mr. Bonwick had been head of 
the Federation the previous year, and it had seemed some- 
what ridiculous to suggest that he should become president 
of their Association immediately following; Mr. Bonwick. 
however, sportsman that he was, had accepted and carried 
out the duties of the office with great dignity, charm and 
capability. It was only what they expected frcm such a 
man. 


The members present then accorded their retiring presi- 
dent thanks and appreciation in no uncertain manner. 

Mr. Bonwick, in responding, said he believed that what- 
ever position they occupied in the printing industry they 
should all try to contribute to the common pool of their 
knowledge and interest. He thought if some of the large 
printers in their area would take an interest in the work 
of their Association it would be to the benefit of the Asso- 
ciation and themselves. 


Insurance : Importance and Difficulty 


This concluded the business of the evening and Mr. Bon- 
wick next introduced Mr. S. J. Baker, saving that insurance 
was of supreme importance to the printing industry, but 
it was beset with a great many pitfalls, and unless they 
kept their insurances up to date and went over their 
policies with meticulous care, they would be making many 
and very grave mistakes. Mr. Baker was not a stranger. 
He had been a member of the Federation Council for six 
years, а moving spirit in the affairs of the South Wales 
Alliance and the Cardiff Association, particularly in con- 
nection with costing, and also he had been a member of 
the original Costing Committee. 

Mr. Baker began with an historical review of the history 
of insurances, touching on marine insurances, life insur- 
ances, and then coming to fire insurances. Printers’ 
problems, he said, were no different from those of any 
other industry. Proceeding to deal comprehensively with 
the subject, he explained the contract of fire insurance, the 
course of the contract and the subject matter of the con- 
tract, and indicated those entitled to insure and those 
not entitled to insure. Mr. Baker next gave a_ brief 
resumé of the classification of insurances, and explained 
what perils can be insured against, and how the claim 
must be established to prove the loss by fire. There was 
then a careful explanation of the accepted perils which are 
usually included in the straightforward fire insurance policy, 
and he pointed out that there was a danger in printing 
works of explosions, which were not covered by ordinary 
fire policies. Any printer, he said, using steam pressure 
should give that matter his careful attention, because during 
the last six months he (Mr. Baker) had had two cases 
to deal with where explosions had occurred and in neither 
case was the insured covered in his ordinary fire insurance 
policy. In one case, however, the insurance company 
made an ex gratia payment of £250. 

The lecturer then went on to deal fully with the pro- 
cedure to be adopted immediately after the outbreak or a 
fire right up to the point of the usual form of settlement. 
Whilst not dealing with the question of consequential loss. 
Mr. Baker impressed upon those present the importance 
of that subject, saying it was one which required very 
careful attention by every printer. He explained the 
meaning of the ‘‘ average " clause when inserted in a 
policy, and also drew attention to such clauses as those 
relating to goods held on trust, and explained the position 
of customers' property whilst stored upon the premises of 
the printer. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Mason the speaker read 
out a subsidiary survey of the reinstatement memorandum, 
and an interesting discussion ensued. Throughout his 
address Mr. Baker used interesting concrete examples to 


drive home the facts he was dealing with, and his explana- 
tions were clear and understandable. 


In the subsequent discussion, which centred mainly 
around reinstatement, Mr. Bonwick said he believed entirely 
and absolutely in that policy. He had always found that 
any claim he put to the insurance companies was met 
not only in the spirit, but to the full amount they claimed. 
He knew the replacement policy had its spk Nemes yu 
but he felt that such a policy was a sound policy. r. 
Bonwick quoted many examples. 


Mr. Brigenshaw bore out Mr. Bonwick’s statement of 
fair treatment by insurance companies, and put a question 
regarding goods being delivered, to which Mr. Baker replied 
that if they employed by contract carters to deliver their 
goods, there should be no question that the carter was 
responsible until such time as he made delivery to the 
customer. In his opinion, in the absence of any such 
agreement, until the goods had been delivered they would 
be treated under the head of ‘' goods manufactured, or 
unmanufactured,’’ and the carriers would be liable. Others 
participating in the discussion were Messrs. Norman, Milling- 
ton, and Griffiths. 

On the proposition of Mr. Griffiths, a vote of thanks 
was passed to the lecturer for his ''invaluable and inter- 
esting '' address, Mr. Mason seconding. 

Mr. Baker, in making a brief reply, said that the printing 
industry was one of the best organised in the country. 


Trade Union Matters 


THE executive council of the Typographical Association 
is inviting branches to send in nominations for the pur- 
pose of electing a second Parliamentary candidate, as pro- 
vided for by rule. Each branch is entitled to send in a 
nomination by May 23rd. 


As the result of a ballot of the members of the Newcastle 
and District branch of the Typographical Association, the 
benevolent fund is to be discontinued, and the subscrip- 
tions of sick, unemployed, and superannuated members аге 
to be paid from the general fund. The branch contribu- 
tions are to be increased by Id. per week for all fully em- 
ployed members. It has also been decided to make a levy 
of Id. per hour by members (other than apprentices) on 
all overtime worked, so that a fund mav be formed to assist 
unemployed members who are on reduced or suspended 
benefit. No payments are to be made from this fund 
during the first twelve months. The proposal that all 
members employed temporarily be paid Id. per hour above 
the stab. rate in lieu of holiday pay has also been carried, 
but this has not yet been sanctioned by the Executive 
Council. 


SEVERAL matters of national importance to the printing 
trade are on the agenda for the biennial conference of the 
National News Guild (which comprises the newspaper 
members of the Typographical Association), to be held at 
Manchester on Saturday next. 


THe OrpEsr Т.А. SuprERANNUITANT.—Mr. Edward Riley, 
of Shipley, Bradford, who has just celebrated his 90th 
birthday, is probably the oldest superannuated member of 
the Typographical Association. He was placed on the 
superannuated list in October, 1911, and it is noteworthy 
that his son, Mr. T. E. Riley, is now also a superannuated 
member of the Association.

INTERNATIONAL LiNOTYPE.— Report states in the past it 
has been a frequent recommendation to the board that a 
reserve should be established against the income tax 
ultimately payable on the annual profit. It happens this 
year that the company's sterling revenue has benefited 
considerably by the unexpected rise in the exchange value 
of the dollar, so that a reserve of the kind suggested can 
be created without serious loss of income to shareholders.

A fine of £50 and an order to pay the costs of proceed- 
ings for contempt of court was made on Monday against 
Mr. George Robinson, editor of the  '' Lincolnshire 
Standard,” by a King's Bench Divisional Court. The 
matter came up on a complaint made by two men under 
remand on November 7th, 1931, but since convicted and 
sentenced at Birmingham Assizes. 

The complaint was that the '' Lincolnshire Standard ” 
published something which was calculated to prejudice the 
men's trial. 

On behalf of the paper it was admitted that what was 
published amounted to a contempt, but it was urged that 
the publication was due to a mistake, that everything pub- 
lished was true, that the statements made were admissible 
in evidence, and that no harm had been done. 

Lord Hewart, giving judgment, said that what was pub- 
lished amounted to a contempt of Court. Nobody sug- 
gested that there had been intention to prejudice a pending 
trial, but it could not be denied that what was published 
was calculated to do so. 


—=——

To the General Purposes Committee of the Cornwall 
County Council the Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England has sent а list of advertisements in the county 
which they consider disfiguring, this including a London 
newspaper's sign at Land’s End which was stated to cover 
practically the whole of the wall of a house. A photograph 
of the advertisement was exhibited to the Committee, the 
chairman of which, Mr. A. Browning Lyne, himself a news- 
paper editor and proprietor, remarked that it disfigured the 
general view as people approached the place. It was 
unanimously decided to take steps for the removal of the 
announcement, and the Committee asked the police to 
prepare a schedule of all similar advertisements through- 
out the county with a view to the Committee's inspecting 
them and deciding which should be removed.

Budget Disappointment 

THE hopes that a fresh spurt would be given to 
trade by the Budget announcement have not 
materialised up to now, though perhaps it is a little 
early to look for improvement. At the same time it 
must be remembered that events were said to be 
waiting on the Budget. Perhaps there were expecta- 
tions which, through not 
being realised, have led to 
disappointment. It should 
be enough in the circum- 
stances to have our minds 
settled as to where we stand 
and what sort of conditions 
we have to face. That has 
been done, and once again 
it has been demonstrated 
that we shall be well ad- 
vised to accept current con- 
ditions as normal and 
proceed with our routine of 
sales-making, order-getting 
and  business-building on 
that basis. 
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Papers and Tariffs 
THE paper people do not 
appear to be overwhelmed 
by their good tariff fortune 
now that it has come their 
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pected so confidently as to have been robbed of the 
element of surprise. Possibly in the case of some 
classes of paper there was no need at all for the help 
of any tariff wall against imports unless the protective 
duty had been levelled against Dominion products. 
Fine papers, which comprise the higher-class: grades 
of business and stationery papers, have never needed 
protection, except in a few isolated instances. If 
through the application of a duty we are enabled to 
check the tendency of some systems stationers 
to look abroad for what they could almost certainly 
obtain from home sources, that will be so much to 
the good. The section which has least to gain from 
tariffs is that concerned with esparto paper-making. 
Here it is a problem of ex- 
ports more than imports for 
there is virtually no im- 
ported competition against 
esparto papers, which are 
essentially a British mono- 
poly, if such a word is 
permissible. As every prin- 
ter knows and appreciates, 
there is nothing to equal 
well-made esparto paper of 
good quality, so far as 
printing capacity is con- 
cerned. Nor, relatively, is 
there any paper so cheap. 
From another point of view 
there is no class of paper 
we make which should hold 
equal possibilities for de- 
veloping a world-wide ex- 
port trade. Unfortunately 
the esparto paper-makers 
are operating under extreme 
difficulty, mainly because 
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their raw material is outside their control. If esparto 
grass grew abundantly or could be cultivated on 
British territory, near home, it would be possible to 
create and supply an international demand for our 
esparto papers.

Menace of Quack Printing 


WE had an opportunity of seeing a demonstration 
the other day purporting to show the simplicity of 
producing printed matter by a printing process 
adapted to amateur use. We have seen these things 
before, and we have seen demonstrations of office 
printing machinery, arranged for the benefit of users 
who think it cheaper to do their own printing. So 
far as we can see, it amounts to this: printers are 
being caused to sell their ship by acceding to lower 
standards of quality with a view to cheapness. They 
are, with very great subtlety, being brought to fall 
to the belief that there are very cheap, quick 
and simple methods, processes and equipments for 
doing what has been and is being done in the proper 
practical manner by a process of orderly evolution. 
The printer is offered quack means of committing 
business suicide by being asked to countenance 
cheap-jack standards which, once established, will 
serve to clinch the argument that if those standards 
are good enough there is no reason to go to printers 
when the customer can attain similar standards him- 
self. 


Change of L.M.P.A. Secretary 


Mr. William Whyte, for many years secretary of the 
London Master Printers’ Association, retired on 
Saturday. It was in 1917 that Mr. Whyte joined the 
staff of the L.M.P.A., serving first as assistant secre- 
tary to Major Fordyce Birch, whom he succeeded as 
secretary in 1921. The good wishes of all who have 
been associated with him will go with Mr. Whyte in 
his retirement. 

Mr. E. G. Baker, for many years an assistant secre- 
tary of the Association, has been appointed as Mr. 
Whyte's successor in the secretaryship. Mr. Baker 
has somewhat specialised, we understand, in labour 
matters affecting the Association, and has supervised 
the work of the three Trade Sections of the L.M.P.A,, 
namely the Trade Rulers and Vellum Binders, the 
Trade Lithographers, and the Copperplate Engravers, 
Printers, Die Sinkers, Relief Engravers and Relief 
Stampers.

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Managers and Overseers Make Merry

Practical printing trade executives from all parts of the 
country joined their London confréres for a gala evening in 
London on Saturday. The occasion was the annual dinner 
of the Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association, at 
which a company of nearly 500, comprising members, their 
ladies and friends, gathered at the Holborn Restaurant. 
The success with which the arrangements were carried 
through and the widespread support which was accorded to 
the function, testified to the continued vitality of the Asso- 
ciation and to the important place which it holds in the 
trade. 

The proceedings commenced with a reception in the 
Throne Room, where the guests were received by Mr. R. B. 
Simpson (president) and Mrs. Simpson, supported by Mr. 
M. J. Odell (vice-president) and Mrs. Odell. Dinner was 
served in the King's Hall, where those accompanying the 
president and Mrs. and Miss Simpson at the top table in- 
cluded the Rev. Herbert Dunnico, J.P. (late Deputy Speaker 
of the House of Commons) and Mrs. Dunnico, Mr. F. H. 
Bisset (secretary, Federation of Master Printers), Mr. A. E. 
Holmes (secretary, Printing and Kindred Trades Federation) 
and Mrs. Holmes, Mr. A. T. Walters (immediate past- 
president of the Association) and Mrs. Walters and Mr. F. T. 
Walters, and Mr. Paul Storr (the Association's solicitor). 
Also amongst those present were many representatives 
of the provincial Centres of the Association, representatives 
of other organisations in the trade, in addition to a very fine 
representation of the London membership. At the heads of 
tables were Messrs. M. J. Odell (vice-president), A. H. 
Wilson (general secretary), R. H. Berrv, G. Phillips, W. H. 
Gill, R. Condliff, A. Shepherd, F. E. Baker, W. R. Oxbrow 
and A. E. Brades. The stewards, to whom, with the general 
secretary and other officers, much of the success of the func- 
tion was due, were Messrs. Baker, Brades, Cohen, Condliff, 
Oxbrow, Shepherd and A. T. Walters. 


Rev. Herbert Dunnico on “The Association "' 


The speech-making began with the toast of '' The Associa- 
tion," proposed in able and entertaining fashion by the Rev. 
Herbert Dunnico. — After telling several amusing stories, 
Mr. Dunnico proceeded to say he felt honoured and privi- 
leged to be asked to propose the premier toast. He was, for 
several reasons, glad to move this toast, one being that they 
had as their president for the current year one whom he 
had been proud to call his personal friend for the last seven- 
teen or eighteen years. (Applause.) He congratulated them 
on their powers of discrimination as shown by their choice, 
because their president was a man who did not put his goods 
into his window, but carried a well-balanced mind and 
above-the-ordinary ability under a very modest garb and 
very retiring disposition. 

Continuing, Mr. Dunnico said he had read through their 
objects and one or two annual reports, and he came to the 
conclusion that the Association stood for two things. Їп 
the first place, their motto was '' Defence and not defiance.’’ 
We had had too much defiance in the world; that was why 
we were suffering as we were to-day. He believed their Asso- 
ciation had realised that only by co-operation, only by 
combined effort, could they hope to be successful. Because 
of that, he congratulated their Association on not being one 
that was seeking purely selfish ends, and on being one that 
did really understand that the good of one was the good of 
all, and the good of all was the good of each. (Applause.) 

Procecding to speak of the benevolent objects of the Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Dunnico said that he had always felt as a public 
man that almost nine-tenths of the anxious care and worry 
that marred the lives of human beings was not due to actual 
misfortune, but due to potential misfortune. He thought 
it a magnificent thing that their Association should make 
it one of its primary objects to assist its less fortunate mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Dunnico closed with an appeal for optimism. This 
little country of ours, he said—the centre of the greatest 
Empire the world had ever seen, and, with all its faults,

the best Empire the world had ever seen—had weathered 
many a storm. It had passed through times of difficulty, 
times quite as difficult as, if not more difficult than, those 
of to-day; and it had come through with clearer vision and 
stronger determination. He believed this country would 
emerge from its present troubles to find that the best days 
were in the future and not in the past. Because he believed 
their Association was making its contribution towards keep- 
ing this country in the forefront of the world’s progress, he 
asked them to rise and drink to ‘‘ The Association." 
(Applause.) 


Mr. R. B. Simpson Responds 


The toast having been honoured with enthusiasm, ге- 
sponse was made by Mr. R. B. Simpson, who thanked Mr. 
Dunnico for his eloquent speech. Undoubtedly, their Asso- 
ciation had, he said, done splendid work in the past, and 
they could look back with every satisfaction on the years 
that were gone. There were many overseers to-day who 
could testify to some assistance, some advice, some favour 
they had received; and many an old member of their Asso- 
ciation was thankful for comfort received in the evening of 
his days. They had had many successes, of which they were 
proud. 

The members of their Association would know that since 
they met there last year they had had their first real 
set-back. But did not all men, all associations of men, 
have some reverse, pass through some serious crisis during 
their lives? It was then that the testing-time came. They 
were proud to say that night that their Association had car- 
ried through. (Hear, hear.) They were more optimistic, 
more enthusiastic and more determined than ever that their 
Association should be successful in the issue that was set 
out. During the past three or four months he had been 
privileged to visit certain of their Centres, and he had been 
very pleased indeed to see the enthusiasm and the interest. 
the renewed interest, in the work of their Association and 
the desire for co-operation between the provinces and 
London, so that they could go forward and take their place 
in the ranks of the foremost societies in their craft. They 
were proud of what they had done, but they had a lot 
of work to do yet. He therefore concluded bv urging every 
member present that night to come and do his bit in the 
good old P.M.«O.A. (Applause.) 


Mr. F. Н. Bisset Gives * The Printing Trade ” 


The next toast, '' The Printing Trade," was proposed 
in polished stvle by Mr. F. Н. Bisset (secretary of the 
Federation of Master Printers), who spoke mostly in jocular 
vein. He referred to Mr. Naylor's statement at the last 
annual dinner to the effect that Noah was a printer. Mr. 
Bisset said he had made investigation into this remarkable 
statement, and on visiting the British Museum, the National 
Library in Edinburgh and the famous library at Oxtord 
University, he had found, strangely enough, that there wa» 
indeed а legend—long since exploded, and now only ac- 
cepted by a few credulous people—that Noah was a printer. 
They would know that Noah was a Glasgow man, and spoke 
the dialect of his district. There had been a rumour that 
Noah was operating an illicit printing press, so the Citv 
Fathers sent a deputation to investigate the matter. To 
their question '' Art thou a printer ? '' Noah replied, in 
the patois, "I am по a printer! '" And so the very 
vehemence of his denial served to fasten on him the legend 
still believed in by some simple people like Mr. Naylor. 
(Laughter.) 

Proceeding, Mr. Bisset said they had the privilege of 
being connected with a most venerable craft and one of the 
most enduring industries of the world. Whilst food and 
clothing were necessities of existence, their craft met опе 
of the primary necessities of life, using that term in 1% 
biggest and widest sense. Mr. Bisset referred eloquently to 
the services of printing to literature, but remarked that the 
same medium was used by the stunt Press to-day to bear its 
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poisonous vapourings throughout the world; it was also 
employed by the man with the muck-rake. Thus history 
used the printing industry as one of the primary means 
towards her incalculable ends. 


Alluding to the mcagreness of economic reward, Mr. 
Bisset said that an acute famine for print ruled the land. 
I here was no cure but more work, more orders, more food 
for the starved machines. But they must also have more 
scientific organisation, for employer, manager and operative 
craftsman alike. They must take long views, for some of 
them would live long enough to see a complete revolution 
in the basis of society. But printing would still be print- 
ing, until the nations strove no longer and all creatures 
were at rest. With a witty parody on well-known lines by 
Kipling, Mr. Bisset sketched the happy lot of the printer 
in the '' Elvsian '' days to соте. He concluded by making 
friendly reference to Mr. A. E. Holmes, whose name was 
coupled with the toast. | 


Mr. А. E. Holmes Responds 


Mr. Holmes, in responding, remarked that he had noticed 
in Mr. Bisset’s е. no indication that much was wrong 
with the printing trade at the present moment. He hoped 
that what little was wrong would be put right within a 
reasonable space of time, and that the amount of unem- 
ployment which was evident would disappear as quickly 
as it had been manifested, and that they would resume their 
position as one of the most prosperous industries in the 
Kingdom. He would like to think that the excellent 
conditions which had been built up during the past twenty 
or twenty-five years would not only be well maintained 
but would be improved as time went on. (Hear, hear.) 

An industry which was always improving its technique 
and where machinery was facilitating prcduction as in 
printing, entitled all those people connected with it, either 
as employers or as workmen and workwomen, to enjoy to 
the full the benefits that accrued. When responding for the 
printing trade, he was keeping his eye upon the advantages 
which might accrue to the members of the trades unions 
he represented, and at the same time he was very desircus 
that those who were engaged on the employers' side should 
be able to reap equal advantages with those that they 
employed. He thought they could say that the printing 
industry stood out more prominently than any other in- 
dustry in the country as exhibiting an excellent under- 
standing in all sections of the trade and between all parties 
concerned. Disputes, either as strikes or lock-outs, were 
exceedingly rare. And that was not because there were 
no difficulties to be overcome, but it was because the print- 
ing trade had put into operation, through its Joint Indus- 


trial Council, certain machinery which made it very diffi- - 


cult for the employers or for the men and women to enter 
into active disputes upon any question whatever. 

The P.M.&O.A. did already occupy a position of con- 
siderable eminence in the printing industry. Their chair- 
man was far too modest about the organisation which they 
were honouring that night. There was no matter concern- 
ing the printing industry but their Association was particu- 
larly interested in it, and was entitled to express an authori- 
tative opinion upon it; and they could take it as a matter 
of fact—he might say from Mr. Bisset as well as from 
himself and the unions he represented—that they looked to 
them for great assistance in the future. They wished them 
further prosperity in the work they had undertaken. They 
hoped for their co-operation, and hoped that, with them, 
the printing trade would go on from success to success. 
(Applause.)

The general secretarv, Mr. A. H. Wilson, said he believed 
it was a time-honoured custom for the general secretary 
to propose the toast of '' The Ladies and Visitors.” The 
ladies naturally came first, and he was sure every gentle- 
man there delighted to see the ladies present, for without 
them with their bright faces and dresses their dinner would 
certainly be dull. In referrng to the visitors, he was going 
to depart from the usual method of naming every one. 
He felt that, as the evening was getting on, they would 
appreciate this attitude, as he was anxious for them to pio- 
ceed with the dancing. He therefore asked them to charge 
their glasses and drink the toast of '' The Ladies and Visi- 
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lors,” assuring them that the Association appreciated their 
presence and looked forward to having them with them 
again in the future.

Letter to the Editor 


Praise for Overseers 


Sir,—It was good of Mr. Peake to take notice of my 
address to the South-West London Master Printers’ 
Association. As he has done so, I should like to encroach 
upon your space with a brief reply. 

Mr. Peake has agreed with me that in the two instances 
I cite, the overseer who evades the answer, апа the 
ignorant bully, we have not satisfactory men. The inci- 
dents I quote were actual, and cast no reflections on over- 
seers їп general, but serve to show two attitudes which are 
not helpful and can be very conducive to inefficiency. 

As to the black-coated  gentleman's hectoring and 
superior air, Mr. Peake makes a strong point here, and I 
am in full agreement with him when he states that there 
should be courtesy and respect from the office to the de- 
partmental overseers. In my address I was dealing with 
the viewpoint of office to customer and not from office to 
factory, therefore the question of approach to overseers 
did not arise. 

I should like to draw Mr. Peake’s attention to a state- 
ment he has evidently missed which says, concerning 
special treatment to your customers, ‘‘ do not be afraid 
to call in outside men such as departmental heads." De- 
partmental heads in most printers’ factories are the over- 
seers; and if 1 had thought they were not men of '' decent 
education ’’ and, incidentally, of special technical ability, 
I should have refrained from making this suggestion. 

Thank you, Mr. Peake. You see I have nothing to with- 
draw. Perhaps some day I may have opportunity to 
speak of the loyalty and service which we get from our 
overseers, and to mention the many occasions when they 
have saved the situation when things ‘have been going 
awry.

International Book Fair 
The British Section 


At Florence (Italy) on Saturday there was opened the 
fourth international Book Fair, and among the seven 
foreign nations exhibiting is Great Britain. On her stand 
are some four thousand volumes by thirty-eight of our 
most prominent publishers. The fact that Britain is ex- 
hibiting after her abstention in 1928, is a cause for 
satisfaction to both organisers and book lovers, who re- 
member Britain’s ten-thousand-volume section at the 1925 
Fair.

which, as was pointed out at the time, was the first 
occasion in history that paper was made in the streets of 
London. 


In the course of her demonstrations in America Miss Bird 
illustrated such important and interesting steps in the pro- 
cess of paper-making as the beating of the rag stock and 
the formation of a hand-made sheet by the vatman. The 
special visit to the States was undertaken for the purpose 
of explaining to visitors the fine points of this ancient 
craft. 


In reference to the visit, the '' Paper Trade Journal,” 
New York, observed: ‘‘ Miss Bird’s mission is as an ex- 
ponent of the practical use of hand-made papers, not only 
from the standpoint of their valuable contribution to the 
beautifying and preservation of ‘ the art preservative,’ but 
the everyday use of such papers to afford a durable and 
lasting medium for the recording of important documents 
and historical data, which must be preserved for posterity.’’

The 
French section will also be housed in a separate pavilion, 
the display of books is expected to be very choice but 
small, representative of only one or two of the principal 
Paris publishers. The Italian section, naturally the largest 
and most important, will occupy all the first floor of the 
Exhibition building. It will be fully representative of the 
Italian book trade in every part of the country. 


Printing Exhibits 
The ground floor of the main building will be given over 
to an interesting historical show of printing past and 
present, with working models of early wooden hand-presses 
and modern machinery. There will be reconstructions of 
Italian printing works in the 16th and 17th centuries; and 


an exhibition of modern Italian engraving covering the last 
half-century. 


At the end of the month there is to be an ‘‘ Antique 
Book Week.’’ A collection of over 100 specimens of 
incunabula, rare editions апа illuminated missals and 
codices are being sent to Florence from antiquarian dealers 
in every part of Europe. They will be on view for a few 
days, and will then be sold by public auction, each item 
separately. An illustrated catalogue of this unique exhi- 
bition is being prepared by the Book Fair Committee.

H. Basil Cahusac (a  vice- 
president), Mr. J. Crowlesmith, 
J.P. (hon. treasurer), Mr.

Boyle (secretary). 


The Year's Work 


After reading the minutes of 
the last annual general meet- 
ing, which were approved, the 
secretary read the annual 
report. This recalled the 
monthly lectures organised by 
the Association during the past 
session, and also put on record 
the doings of the Young Master 
Printers of the district, who 
are organising helpíul visits to factories, etc., and are 
planning to extend their athletic programme during the 
summer, 

Col. Hooper, in commending the report to the meeting, 
commented on the success of the Association’s lectures, and 
said that although these formed the more spectacular part 
of their activities, a great deal of valuable work was put in 
by a large number of their members at various council 
meetings, and meetings of the Federation and other organi- 
sations. 

The report having been accepted, Mr. Crowlesmith moved 
the adoption of the balance sheet for the year just ended.

The Elections

Imported Process Blocks 
Enquiry re Marking 


'" Printing blocks produced by photo process engraving ` 
are included amongst goods of various classes which are 
to be considered at an early date with reference to the ques- 
tion of marking under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926. 
At a date yet to be fixed, the Standing Committee appointed 
by the Board of Trade will hold an enquiry at the Board 
of Trade Offices, Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as 
to whether such imported goods should be required to bear 
an indication of origin. 

The formal notice reads as follows: — 

'" In accordance with the provisions of Section 2, Sub- 
scction (4) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the Board 
of Trade give notice that, in pursuance of an application 
received by them for the making of an Order-in-Council 
to require imported printing blocks, produced by photo 
process engraving, whether mounted or not, to bear an 
indication of origin, they have made a reference to the 
Standing Committee appointed by them under the Act in 
respect thereof. 

'" Attention is called to the fact that, while, under the 
provisions of the above Act, the Committee must in every 
case referred to them consider whether the goods should 
bear an indication of origin at the time of sale or exposure 
for sale, they may also, at their discretion, consider and 
report upon the question whether such goods should bear an 
indication of origin at the time of importation. 

'" Representatives of any interests substantially affected 
by the application who desire to be heard in opposition at 
the Public Enquiry, which will be held later by the Com- 
mittee, should communicate with the Secretary, Mr. E. W. 
Reardon, at the Board of Trade Offices, Great George 
Street, London, S.W.1, as early as possible, and in anv 
case not later than May 28th, 1932.'' 


Printing from Linoleum 
Making and Using Cuts 


Linoleum supplies the printer with a material for blocks 
uscful for many kinds of printing, including poster work. 
Linoleum consists of a mixture of waste cork and thick 
linseed oil to which a jute textile gives the required sup- 
port, so that the combination is not unlike a thick piece 
of leather. 

Large surfaces and drawings with thick lines—says a 
writer in ‘‘ Papyrus '" (Paris) —can be well printed with 
linoleum which has the advantage of being easily cut with 
a knife or gouge. These blocks must be firmly fixed on a 
support so as to have the normal height of type. Usually 
the linoleum is glued on a block of wood. To do this, the 
coat of varnish on the back must be pumiced with a little 
water as far as the textile. The linoleum can also be nailed 
in the ordinary way, in the case of a suitable block; if not, 
the following method will answer. The wooden block is 
covered at short intervals with little tacks, the heads of 
which are cut off with a nipper, leaving a length of about 
one-twelfth inch; the linoleum is then fixed with the 
planer. Glueing or nailing on wood is recommended only 
tor small blocks, say, about the size of the hand, because 
wood easily gets warped. In the case of large plates it is 
better to work with a metal base. 

There is no particular difficulty in printing, as linoleum 
takes the ink and lays it well. Making-ready should be 
effected only with tissue paper as a thicker paper would 
show in flat prints. Very little make-ready should be donc 
on the furniture, to avoid wrinkles in the printing of large 
surfaces where the margin is small. 

For printing posters, unsized papers and without glos: 
are the best. То print on glazed paper the linoleum 
should be polished with pumice stone and water before 
engraving or cutting. With a rough paper the ink must be 
паны. and for glazed vaper firmer, because then less ink 
is used.

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Waterlow Appeal Case Ends 
Printers to Pay £610,392 plus Costs 


The House of Lords on Thursday, by a majority judg- 
ment of three to two allowed the appeal of the Banco de 
Portugal and dismissed the appeal of Waterlow and Sons, 
Limited, the printers, in the action which the bank brought 
to recover damages arising out of the issue of a number of 
Portuguese bank notes. The Lord Chancellor, Lord Atkin, 
and Lord Macmillan held—Lord Warrington of Clyffe and 
Lord Russell of Killowen dissenting—that the bank was 
entitled to receive £610,392. The bank was allowed costs 
in all three courts in which the case has been heard—King’s 
Bench, Court of Appeal, and House of Lords. Since the 
hearings began, in November, 1930, there have been forty- 
three days’ litigation, involving costs which will probably 
exceed £100,000. 


Victims of Fraud 


It will be remembered that the bank’s case against 
Messrs. Waterlow and Sons was that they acted negligently 
in printing Portuguese bank notes as the result of orders 
forged by a man named Marang, and in delivering them 
to Marang, who put them into circulation. The notes were 
withdrawn and honoured by the bank, who claimed in 
respect of the consequent loss. The original claim of the 
bank was for over one million pounds, but this was reduced 
to £627,183. 

Mr. Justice Wright, in the King's Bench Division, gave 
judgment for the bank for £569,421. Messrs. Waterlow 
appealed, and bv a majority the Court of Appeal reduced 
the £569,412 damages awarded by Mr. Justice Wright to 
£300,000, on the ground that if the bank had acted reason- 
ably they would have obtained from Messrs. Waterlow 
means of distinguishing good notes from bad within five 
days of the discovery of the fraud. 


Difficult Question of Damages 


In giving judgment, the Lord Chancellor said that no 
suggestion had been made, or could be made, against the 
honesty of Messrs. Waterlow. They were, just as much as 
the bank was, victims of Marang's fraud. The bank 
ordered Messrs. Waterlow to print 600,000 notes of a face 
value of 500 escudos. Ап escudo being worth 24d., each 
note was worth, approximately, a £5 note. 

Lord Atkin gave judgment to the same effect as Lora 
Sankey. The contention, he said, that the bank, when it 
issued good notes to the face value of over 100,000,000 
escudos in return for no consideration, suffered no damage 
but the cost of printing had found favour with more than 
one judicial personage for whose opinions he had unfeigned 
respect. But the result of that contention was sufficiently 
striking. He could not see the way to decide the case for 
Messrs. Waterlow without reversing a number of authorities 
which had governed our commercial law from earliest times. 

Lord Warrington, dissenting, considered that the loss to 
the bank was confined to the cost of procuring the neces- 
sary paper and of printing the necessary notes. In his 
view, therefore, the bank's appeal should be dismissed with 
costs and the appeal of Messrs. Waterlow allowed with 
costs. | 

Lord Russell’s view was that the action of the bank in 
doing what it did affected it by the incurring of an obliga- 
tion and not by the parting with anything. He differed 
as to the measure of damage, and agreed that the loss to 
the bank was confined to the expense of procuring the 
necessary paper and cf printing the necessary number of 
notes. 

As stated, final judgment was given for the bank, with 
costs, by a majority decision of three to two. 


An Unfortunate Case 


This split-vote decision brings to an unsatisfactory end 
a most unfortunate case. The closing years of the life of 
the late Sir William Waterlow, formerly Lord Mavor of 
London, were shadowed by this litigation, and many believe 
that it was largely the cause of his death. He strenuously 
denied the allegation of negligence brought against him and 


his firm, and exerted great personal efforts in the course 
of his investigation of the matter. 

In January, 1931, Messrs. Waterlow issued to their share- 
holders a statement that, whatever the ultimate outcome 
of the proceedings in the courts, the resources of the com- 
pany were ample to meet any eventuality, and that the 
efficient conduct of the business would be in no way 
restricted or impaired. 


Mr. H. G. Clarke Addresses 
Bristol Printers 


Association's Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Bristol Master Printers! and 
Allied Trades’ Association was held at the Grand Hotel, 
the proceedings, which were preceded by a lunch, being 
attended by Mr. Н. G. Clarke, of Leamington, the presi- 
dent of the National Federation. 

Mr. G. H. Holloway, in introducing Mr. Clarke, said th: 
British Federation of Master Printers was fortunate in 
the gentlemen who had given their time and service to the 
craft, and the line of splendid presidents had been worthily 
upheld by the present holder of that office, Mr. Н. С. 
Clarke. 


A Model Organisation 


Mr. Clarke said it was a real pleasure to him to come 
to the West Country because he was born at Gloucester 
and began his working life as a '' printer's devil” at 
Cheltenham. Whilst he took the office of president of the 
Federation with diffidence, he was heartily glad he had 
done so, because it had widened his outlook and he had 
learned much. The craft in which they were engaged ranked 
high in commerce, and their organisation was a model for 
any industry. Their Joint Industrial Council had donc 
much to foster the kindly relations enjoved in the trade 
to-day. Having referred to the value of the Costing System. 
the speaker urged his hearers to attend the annual congres: 
of the Federation at Llandudno early in June, for from 
his knowledge of the work of the Federation during the 
last eleven months he was prouder of it than ever. He 
could say it was ‘‘our’’ Federation; it belonged to all of 
them; its work was not spectacular, and the aim was to 
build up the Federation upon terms of mutual trust. Mr. 
Clarke, then went on to refer to other features of the 
work of the Federation, including that of the Publicity 
and Selling Committee, saying that they should all get a 
knowledge of advertising method and practice, as they 
should be the super-salesmen of the world by the printed 
word. Bristol could trust the Federation to do its best 
for both employer and employed in the industry. (Applause.) 


Officers Elected 


The ordinary business of the annual meeting was trans- 
acted, including the passing of the accounts presented by 
the hon. treasurer, Mr. E. G. Hayward, and the election 
of officers, committee, etc., for the ensuing year. Mr. Н. 
Rankin was elected president; Mr. F. H. Baber, chairman: 
Mr. H. J. Lee, vice-chairman; and Mr. Hayward, hon. 
treasurer. Mr. Fred T. Love was re-elected as representative 
to the Bristol Chamber of Commerce and Mr. F. G. White 
as representative to the Ministry of Labour Local Employ- 
ment Committee. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Holloway hearty thanks were 
accorded to Mr. Clarke for his attendance and address. 
and a unanimous vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Holloway 
for his two years’ service as president, upon the proposi- 
tion of Mr. F. H. Baber.

On the ground that they were issued by or on behalf of,

Rotary Intaglio Machines 


An invention by Mr. K. Debus and Berliner Maschinbau 
Akt.-Ges. Vorm Schwartz-Kopp relates to rotary intaglio 
printing-machines having the printing-surface extending 
only partly around the circumference of the forme cylinder 
Means are provided for moistening the printing-plate foi 
a predetermined portion either in front of, or in front of 
and behind, the part serving as the printing-surface with 


an ink-dissolving or ink-diluting medium which permits a 
scraper being applied to the printing-plate on the parts ot 
the printing-plate which are not inked. The printing. 
plate c, as shown in the Figure, clamped on the plate 
cylinder b, having an etched printing-surface k and blank 
parts l and m, is inked on the printing-surface by means о! 
a roller f and an oscillating roller e. A duct h contains an 
ink-dissolving medium which is transferred to the printing- 
plate on the parts l, т by an oscillating roller і. A 
scraper d underneath the frame cylinder is only lifted from 
the cylinder during the passage of the gap in which the 
plate is clamped. Wicks, sprayers, or the like may be 
used instead of the roller 1.—346,994. 


Feeding Sheets, Etc. 


A patent by Messrs. H. Macdonald and J. Fulton relates 
to feeding sheets to printing, punching, pressing, or like 
machines. The sheets are stacked in a tray A, Fig. 1, or 


Н, Fig. 2, having upturned edges A!, H!, and the top 
sheets of the pile are drawn against and over the edges 
A!, H!, by means of reciprocating wipers C or К preferably 
fitted with a resilient tip C2 or K?. The relay A, Fig. 1, 
is fitted with lugs A? to hold the. stack, and the body of 
the tray is inclined at angle of 45? and the edge A! is 


vertical. The wiper C is pivoted to a crosshead B recipro- 
cated on guides B! by means of a crank F, and the wiper 
is controlled by means of a spring D and roller projection: 
C? which engage cam surfaces E which keep the wiper clear 
of the stack as it moves towards the pile during the down. 
ward motion of the crosshead. The mechanism is set to 
cause the pad C? to engage the middle of the top sheet, and 
as the crosshead moves upwards, the pad C? flexes the top 
sheet against the fence A! and the spring D causes the 
finger to follow the path of the sheet over the fence A!. 
The separated sheet falls into a shoot or is taken up by a 
conveyer mechanism (not shown). The wiper K, Fig. 2, 
is pivoted to an oscillating arm L operated by a crank O. 
and the motion of the wiper K is controlled by a spring M. 
rollers К?, and cam N. The pivot К! of the wiper К moves 
substantially parallel to the ledge H! while the top sheet 
is being moved over the ledge H! on to the conveyer band 
J. A spring buffer stop P assists to bring the rollers К? 
on to the upper side of the cam N during the downwant 
motion of the arm L.— 360,859. 


Inking Apparatus 


In this invention relating to ink-distributing mechanism 
for flat-bed printing-machines, means for vibrating the 
distributing-rollers comprises a crank 6 rotated from the 
cam-shaft 1, a rack 8 reciprocated by the crank, and a 
sector 10 meshing with the rack and operatively fast to a 
swinging arm 12 from which motion is transmitted to a 
vibrating-lever 14 through a pin 16 which is adjustable 
longitudinally of the arm 12. Motion is transmitted from 
the cam shaft 1, through gear wheels 2, 3, 4 mounted out-

side the side frames 5, to the crank 6 fast to the gear wheel 
4, and a link 7 secured to the crank 6 reciprocates the rack

Copper and Zinc Half: Tones 
New Method of Preserving Hardness 


Every printer is aware of the troubles that arise from 
the bad wearing of blocks in the course of a run of con- 
siderable length. When this happens it results in hurried 
and worried conversations between printer and block-maker 
ending in the thought on both sides that the other fellow 
is inefficient somewhere. 

There is a well-known firm of engravers which has given 
to this problem careful consideration and experiment, with 
a view to eliminating the degradation of the temper of the 
metal resulting from the method commonly employed of 
“ burning-in '' the acid resisting enamel on the surface 
of the plate over a series of powerful gas jets by which the 
heat is directed from the bottom of the plate all through 
the substance of the metal until it reaches the thin coating 
of enamel on what is afterwards the printing surface of 
the plate. 

A visit to the works of Messrs. Knighton and Cutts, 
Ltd., wheré the advantages of their method was demon- 
strated to us, gave convincing proof of the care with which 
details of their production are thought out. 

We were shown plates '' burned-in '' over gas jets which, 
when dropped on an iron slab, had lost all the '' ring ’’ 
associated with the pure metal delivered from the manu- 
facturers. Plates were then prepared of the same subjects 
which were then placed in an electrically heated oven of 
special design in which the heat rays are directed from 
above on to the enamel which requires hardening, whereby 
the heating affects only the top surface and the mass of the 
metal is not subject to the intense flame which alters its 
eriginal composition when treated over gas. When the 
metal thus treated is withdrawn and sounded on an iron 
slab or submitted to usual tests, it is found that its essen- 
tial qualities are exactly the same as that of the remainder 
of the sheet that has not been subjeeted to heat. 

Messrs. Knighton and Cutts claim that their plates have 
a harder wearing and therefore a better printing quality 
than was possible in the old method of gas heating, and 
this of course is also of advantage where the master plate 
has to stand the test of moulding for electros or stereos, 
and in the printing of colour plates this is also a factor of 
great importance. These claims seem so self-evident that 
we commend them to the notice of our printing friends. 


New Northern Evening Paper 


A new evening newspaper which is being planned for the 
Tyneside—it is said to be part of a big North of England 
newspaper scheme—has been registered as the ‘* North 
Times." Arrangements for its production are reported to 
be proceeding satisfactorily. Temporary offices in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne will be used while endeavour is made 
to secure more suitable central premises. Mr. Daneel 
Polson, who was editor of the '' Newcastle Evening 
Chronicle '' till he resigned to take up a similar position 
with the '' Newcastle Evening World," which is now 
merged with the former paper, is understood to be in- 
terested in the projected enterprise.

It will surprise them, no 
doubt, to learn that, approximately, £238,000 is paid in 
wages annually to the technical and administrative staffs 
and operatives in the printing trade in Cardiff, and that, 
in addition, the local printing firms pay about £18,000 in 
local rates, £4,300 for electricity, and £2,100 for gas every 
year. These figures are exclusive of the substantial sums 
paid for ancillary services by those employed in the manu- 
facture, storage, and handling of paper and printing 
material. It will, therefore, be seen that Cardiff is an 
important centre of the printing trade, and everything 
should be done to assist those engaged in it to withstand 
the effects of the general slump in trade.

The Progressive Spirit 

Ir only goes to show once again that there is 
nothing to be gained by moaning about the slackness 
of trade and looking ahead optimistically to the 
promised turn in the tide. As like as not the next 
six months will be every bit as difficult as the first 
six months, and perhaps more so. Yet there will be 
some printers and allied 
houses busy just as there 
are some of them busy now. 
We know of process en- 
gravers who are putting in 
all possible hours and who 
are piling up record figures, 
and we know of printers 
who can afford to turn work 
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that these houses become popular and secure a 
great deal of gratis publicity and recommendation. 
Naturally they do their work well, usually well 
above the average, and that is perhaps why their 
number is not legion. All said and done, it is most 
difficult to establish a high quality standard ot pro- 
duction in the printing industry.

Costing and Accounting 

CosT-FiNDiNG has a distance yet to go before it 
reaches a stage anywhere near perfection, and even 
before it dove-tails in with accounting or auditing. 
We are well aware of a claim that was made some 
time ago by a printer who said that his audit figures 
were in perfect agreement 
with his cost figures. No

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results in his cost and value 
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ing if their adoption and application of the System 
approximated more closely to the principles and 
recommended practice of the System. Then we 
should have actually ascertained rates and percent- 
ages actually applied, instead of average figures and 
abstract percentages being purloined from other 
people's findings.

Difficulty of Co-ordination 


STILL, even with a strong determination to apply 
cost-finding, cost-recording and costing-out as these 
things should be done, it is immensely difficult to 
register the routine cost data with accountancy 
records. Mainly, we are inclined to think that so 
long as the principle of cost-finding is the recorded 
past, while the principle of accountancy is the 
recorded present, strict agreement can only come 
about by coincidence. Officially we may be told that 
while it is correct to say that cost-finding is an 
assembly of last year's figures, the results are tem- 
pered by intelligent anticipation of this year's 
possibilities. So far as that can go, so good, but 
whichever way we look at it, or however we try to 
reconcile opposing sets of figures, the fact will remain 
that job costs and charges are problematic, while the 
figures that get into ledgers, cash books, private 
ledgers and finally into the Profit and Loss account 
are positive and concrete. 

* * * 


A Complex Subject 


Ir calls for a fairly elaborate and costly system to 
keep a strictly accurate analysis of costs. There are 
spoiled jobs, make-ups, shortages, and the insepar- 
able mysteries of print production. There are the 
quoted jobs (in the а-сепдапсу in every establish- 
ment) which differ so largely in execution from 
anticipated hourage. There is the enormous 
difficulty of accurately controlling materials. There 
is the manipulation of dockets common to nine 
establishments out of ten. There is the stock carried 
for customers, and the possibilities of misconception 
connected therewith. All these factors contribute 
towards the introduction of elements of doubt in the 
figures recorded to demonstrate what is termed cost 
and value of production. Very obviously it would 
necessitate extremely painstaking analysis of the 
data recorded against every individual job to separate 
real from inflated or deflated cost and to make the 
result of every job tally with truth and what the 
auditor will reveal in the gross and the nett. The 
question is, how near, in a practical way, can an 
ordinary printer get to the sort of cost that tallies 
with auditing actualities?

Gatherings of the Alliance 


Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh Gives ‘ The Federation " 


Proposing the toast, '' The British Federation of Master 
Printers,” Mr. К. A. Austen-Leigh said that in addressing 
that audience it would ill become him to speak of the work 
of their British. Federation, and the very valuable work it 
performed. For the rapidly increasing mass of work the 
Federation was doing on behalf of its members he could 
not withhold his tribute and admiration to their officers 
and the staff for the work they did. Не was sure they were 
all aware of the Federation's great standing committees, 
Selling, Costing, etc. So important were the activities ot 
the Federation and so valuable were its benefits that he 
regarded it as a grave disadvantage for any master printer 
not to belong to it. Mr. Clarke had been the skipper who 
had successfully chartered their craft during a difficult 
year, for their industry had experienced unexampled de- 
pression in trade during the last twelve months. Мг. 
Austen-Leigh paid a tribute to the good solid work done 
by the Home Counties’ Alliance, and concluded by 
humorously referring to the action of Mr. Clarke, who, in 
the interests of economy, was curtailing the proceedings at 
Llandudno even to the extent of excluding the Sunday 
morning ceremony, amongst other things. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Austen-Leigh said he had great pleasure in associating 
with the toast the name of Mr. Clarke. 


Mr. Clarke Responds 


Mr. Н. С. Clarke, in responding, said he was glad of the 
рыу of refuting the statements Mr. Austen-Leigh 
had humorously made about his intentions at Llandudno. 
Proceeding, Mr. Clarke said that, during his year of presi- 
dency, he had had excellent opportunities of judging its 
work. Frankly, he thought more of the Federation than 
ever. It was doing its work quietly and effectively. It 
endeavoured to smooth over difficulties and created none, 
and it had fully justified its existence. If any man merited 
the unmeasured confidence of the members, that man was 
Mr. F. H. Bisset. The J.I.C. had done and was doing 
excellent work, but he hoped they would not misunderstand 
him when he said that that was principally due to the par! 
played by the Federation Council in its dissemination of a 
ig of mutual understanding. After speaking eulog:stic- 
ally of the useful work of the various Federation commit- 
tees, Mr. Clarke concluded by thanking every member о! 
the Alliance for the loyalty shown to the Federation. 


The Guests 


The toast of ‘‘ Our Guests ” was given by Mr. S. Hudson, 
who especially referred to Mr. Clarke, Mr. Dennis, Mr. 
Bisset, Mr. R. B. Fishenden and Dr. Riddell. The speaker 
paid a tribute to each опе of the gentlemen named, and 
went on to stress the value of the Federation. Such gather- 
ings brought competitors together, with the result that they 
often became sincere friends. 

Dr. Riddell, in replying, remarked that industrial and 
academic research were entirely different things. He then 
went on to explain how the services of the Printing Industry 
Research Association were rendered through the various 
channels and how the results were passed on to the membe: 
hrms in the form most useful to them. 

Mr. F. H. Bisset, who also responded, mentioned three 
outstanding things about the Alliance. First, its efficiency. 
thoroughness and good fellowship; secondly, the conference 
at Southsea; and third, that it had trained, educated and 
given to the Federation its organiser. 


The Y.M.P. Group 


'" The H.C.M.P.A., Y.M.P. Group ” was submitted by 
Mr. A. J. Bonwick, who said he gave that toast with the 
utmost pleasure and cordiality, because that Alliance recog- 
nised the great value of the Young Master Printers’ move- 
ment. For the inception of the movement, the Federation 
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and the Alliance owed a great debt to Mr. Harry Potts and 
their good secretary, Mr. Michael. The movement was 
now placed on a national basis. 

Mr. V. G. Manning (immediate past chairman of the Home 
Counties Y.M.P. Group), who responded, spoke of the good 
fellowship which had accompanied the pioneers of the 
Y.M.P. movement, and the great changes that had come over 
industry during the last twenty years. The young master 
printer needed every encouragement, and it was up to 
him to learn all he could about the industry, the unions 
engaged in it and the Federation. The speaker paid a 
tribute to Mr. Bonwick for his efforts in placing the 
Y.M.P.'s movement on a national basis. 


Toast of ** The Alliance "' 


Mr. E. Н. Dennis (vice-president of the British Federa- 
tion of Master Printers) was entrusted with '' The Home 
Counties’ Master Printers’ Alliance." The toast he had 
to propose was as important as any given previously, be- 
cause it was a toast to themselves. Mr. Dennis went on to 
say that he had closely watched the activities of the Alliance 
during the past ten years, and, like his own, it had sup- 
plied to the Federation men of very high standing. He gave 
that toast, coupled with the name of their president, and he 
hoped that, during his (Mr. Dennis’) year as president of 
the Federation, he would receive from the Home Counties’ 
Alliance, the same support as the members had given to the 
present president. His (Mr. Dennis’) year of office looked 
like being a strenuous one, but he would strive his utmost 
to live up to the example and tradition set by his predeces- 
sors. He assured them that he required all the help they 
could give him. 

Mr. W. Amison, in responding, said he had been 
delighted, during his year as president of the Alliance, at 
the keen interest shown by the executive and the members 
in the work of their organisation. He had also been struck 
by the friendliness that prevailed. During the past year the 
work in the local Associations had probably been greater 
than in most previous years. The appointment of Mr. 
Harry Potts as organiser of the Federation had given great 
satisfaction. The costing campaign during the year had 
resulted in twelve installations and sixteen revisions. After 
dealing with other work of the Alliance during the past 
ycar, Mr. Amison said he thought the toast of '' The Home 
Counties '" would not be complete without reference to the 
splendid work of their secretary, Mr. Michael. He closed 
by thanking his vice-presidents and other office-bearers 
who had assisted him during his year of office. 


Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh Elected President 


The annual meeting of the Home Counties’ Master 
Printers’ Alliance was held later in the afternoon, the re- 
tiring president (Mr. W. Amison) being in the chair. 

The annual report of the executive, presented to the 
members, bore eloquent testimony to the useful activities 
performed by the Alliance during the year. 

Mr. A. J. Bonwick (hon. treasurer) submitted the finan- 
cial statement. 

Mr. G. R. Turner (East Kent Association) proposed a 
vote of thanks to the retiring officers, which was seconded 
by Мг. Н. G. Whittington, 

Mr. Amison tendered thanks to all who had supported 
him during his year of office, and then proposed the elec- 
tion of Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh to the office of president 
of the Alliance for the following year. The proposition was 
seconded by Mr. S. F. Oxley and very cordially agreed to. 

Mr. Amison then invested his successor with the presi- 
dential collar and badge of office, and, in doing so, remarked 
on the fine record of work done by Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh 
for the industry.

Annual Meeting and Awards 


The annual meeting of the Printers’ Pension, Almshouse 
and Orphan Asylum Corporation was held at the 
Connaught Rooms on Saturday afternoon, when Lord 
Ebbisham presided over a full attendance of subscribers. 

The annual report and balance sheet disclosed the fact 
that the institution had not escaped some of the effects 
of the economic blizzard, the revenue from donations being 
considerably smaller than previously, while the Council 
had been compelled to reduce by one-half the number ol 
pensions offered at the recent annual election. 


The Trade's Generosity 


The spirit of the trade which has been accountable for 
the immense success of the work of the Corporation over 
more than a century was still manifest, and, although there 
was understandable regret at the present position, a deter- 
mination was displayed to assist the Council in their en- 
deavour to maintain the usefulness of the institution at 
the highest possible level. Criticism came only from one 
quarter, and the chairman found no difficulty in counter. 
ing it to the entire satistaction of the meeting. 

The Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., Mr. Couchman 
(chairman of the London Society of Compositors), Мг. 
К. А. Lucas (of H.M.S.O., Harrow), and other speakers to 
various resolutions were all unanimous in their support of 
the Council and in praise of the beneficent work accom- 
plished. 

Thanks to the Council (for whom Mr. C. W. Iveson, the 
chairman, replied), to Mr. Joseph Mortimer, O.B.E. (the 
secretary), and to Lord Ebbisham for presiding were 
accorded with much enthusiasm. 


A Flag Day 


It emerged that the Joint Auxiliaries Conference, a body 
which represents the various auxiliaries of the Corporation, 
is contemplating arranging a '' flag day '' as one means of 
augmenting the funds of the Institution. 

The report, for the year 1931, reflects the state of trade 
during the past year. However, generous response has been 
made by the trade, and the Council were enabled to make 
provision for two hundred pensioners upon the funds in 
four successive years. The four funds of the Corporation, 
the Pension, Almshouse, Orphan, and War Orphan funds, 
together now expend benefits amounting to £46,119 to 
1,904 recipients annually. Mention is made in the report 
of the successful annual festival held last year, when 
H.R.H. Prince George presided, and thanks are expressed to 
contributors, auxiliaries, and the numerous local collectors 
and helpers, without whom the Corporation’s activities 
would be restricted. Satisfaction is expressed at the new 
premises now occupied by the staff at Hanover House. 
73-78, High Holborn, W.C.1. 

Mr. F. О. McCorquodale, Mr. W. A. Clowes, Viscount 
Burnham, and Lord Ebbisham were appointed trustees, and 
Mr. W. A. Clowes treasurer. There followed the reappoint- 
ment of eight members of the council; of Lord Ebbisham 
and the Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, J.P., as trade auditors, 
of Messrs. Deloitte, Plender, Griffiths and Co., as public 
accountants; and of Mr. Joseph Mortimer, O.B.E., as sec- 
retary. 

The result of the ballot of the subscribers upon the ques- 
tion of increasing the life and annual subscription was as 
follows: For the resolution, 115,888; against, 10,334; 
majority in favour, 105,554.

New President, S..W. London M.P.A. 


Mr. George Rangecroft, the newly elected president of 
the S.-W. London Master Printers' Association, was born 
and educated at Winchester. Оп leaving school he was 
a А мр шуен to learn the art (ог the secrets and mysteries) 
ot printing at the '' Hampshire Observer '' office, where, 
in addition to the weekly paper, a fair amount of other 
work, of an all-round letterpress character, was executed. 


MR. GEORGE RANGECROFT 


For his services he received 2s. per week for the first year 
rising annually to 10s. in the last; it is pleasing to record 
that what was lacking in pay was compensated for by 
instruction. 

Soon after completing his apprenticeship, Mr. Rangecroft 
came to London, and secured work as a compositor at 
Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, Ltd., in their huge factory at 
Finsbury Square, at the same time joining the L.S.C. He 
remained with this firm nearly five years, gaining experience 
of a very varied and valuable character, and spending 
some of the happiest years of his life. He next went to 
Messrs. Parkins and Gotto, Rathbone Place, W., to obtain 
West End experience, and remained about twelve months. 
His last position was at the Great Eastern Railway Print- 
ing Works, Burford Bridge, Stratford, when the new works 
were opened, and he was there nearly two years. 

in December, 1894, he commenced business on his own 
account at Wandsworth Road, Clapham, and aíter a few 
ycars removed to larger premises in the more important 
district of Clapham Junction, where he has remained, and 
has become well known, not only as a printer but also for 
his social and public activities. 


In 1910 the Battersea Traders' Association was formed, 
and he became a member, and in a very short time was elected 
to the committee, on which he has served continuously. 
He was appointed vice-chairman in 1921, chairman in 1922, 
and since that time has been a vice-president. During his 
year as chairman he succeeded in raising a considerable 
sum for the Prince of Wales Hospital Fund Special Appeal. 

In 1911 he was initiated into Freemasonry in St. Luke's 
Lodge (No. 144) in which he served each successive office 
and became Worshipful Master in 1928. Не is a Life 
Governor of the three Masonic Institutions, and also of 
the new Freemason’s Hospital and Nursing Home.

Modern 


Ruling Equipment 


By JAS. A. ESLER 


Although the form of the ordinary pen ruling 
machine has altered but little in the past, in the case 
of disc machines, very considerable advances and im- 
provements arc to be noted. 

The principle governing the transit of the sheets 
through the ruling machine differs entirely from that 
of the printing machine. The printing press grips the 
paper, holding it to the cylinder throughout, until the 
impression is complete. In the case of the ruling 
machine the shect is kept in position by a combination 
of blankets and cords; it follows, therefore, whether 


the sheet and one for the second side. Disc machines 
may be fed by hand or by mechanical feeder, and, 
while good results are to be achieved by hand, much of 
the advantage of the high speed possible will be lost 
if the self-feed principle is not adopted. As many as 
four spindles to each cylinder can be used with the 
modern machine, and these can be adapted for “ run- 
through " work or for "striking " patterns. 

The quality of the striking work will be found to be 
excellent, subject always to the skill of the operator. 
It will be found, however, that the output on this class

the machine be hand or mechanically fed, that the 
sheets must enter and continue their journey through 
the machine with perfect accuracy if satisfactory 
register 15 to be secured. 

It is usually considered that, when “ striking " pat- 
terns are to be worked, the best results can be obtained 
only on pen machines. While this remains true of 
certain very complicated patterns, for the great bulk 
of ordinary work the standard possible on the modern 
disc machine is very high indeed, and it will be found 
that the jobs which cannot be worked on these 
machines are a very small proportion of everyday work. 


Principle of Disc Ruling 


The disc machine is of the rotary type, constructed 
to rule both sides of the sheet at one operation. The 
lines are produced by revolving discs fitted. оп steel 
spindles, which pick up the ink from contact with a 
rubber-covered roller, this roller rotating in front of 
an ink-trough, from which the ink flannels hang in such 
a manner as to be in constant contact with this roller. 
The result is that the ink impression is transferred 
from the face of the brass disc upon the sheet going 
through the machine. 

When ruling with the pen machine the lines are pro- 
duced on the blanket as it travels along horizontally 
with the sheet upon it; with the disc machine the discs 
do their work by establishing contact with the sheet 
as it travels round a cylinder, one for the first side of

of job will be something below fifty per cent. of that 
of run-through work, and this again will vary accord- 
ing to the nature of the work and the quality of the 
paper. 

On run-through patterns a speed of up to twenty 
reams per hour can be maintained on certain makes of 
machines. If required, each spindle can carry ink of 
a different colour. 

A distinct advantage of the disc machine is that no 
matter how heavy the pattern on the sheet it will not 
suffer from dampness; the small quantity of ink taken 
from the discs enables the ink to dry on the sheet be- 
fore the arrival of the next sheet in the delivery box, 
even when running at the very high speeds at which 
these machines travel. 


Types of Machines 


A machine made for all classes of ruling work, fast 
for feint lining, and particularly good for striking as 
well, is the “Super Imperial" disc ruling machine 
(Messrs. John Shaw and Sons, Honley). This unit will 
produce feints only, or strike two, three, or four 
colours on both sides of the paper at one operation. 
This is a noteworthy machine and has behind it all the 
skill and intimate experience acquired in over fifty 
years of ruling machine construction. All the helpful 
devices that have been conceived to increase efficiency 
in construction or in operation arc, found embodied. 
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The frames are made of best-quahity close-grained 
grey iron, filled in by a special process and smoothed 
to obtain a first-class finish. The ruling cylinders con- 
sist of steel tubes with cast-iron ends turned up dead 
true. 

The machine is made with two sizes of cvlinders, 
314 in. and 434 in. circumference. With the 314 in. 
cylinder sheets up to 31 in. can be struck, or two sheets 
each of 15 in. in length if the circumstances require it. 
In the case of the 434 in. cylinder, sheets up to 42 in. 
can be struck, or two sheets each of 21 in., or three 
sheets of 134 in. Long ruling cloths 12 ft. 4 in. are 
used on each cylinder instead of fixed cloths. These 
cloths give far better results and last longer than fixed 
cloths. 

The cam wheels are of cast iron, with three or four 
grooves for holding the cams, according to the circum- 
ference of the cylinder. The cams for lifting the discs 
are of compressed steel. The rubber rollers are made 
of finest quality rubber adapted to the special purpose 
of ink carrying. These rollers are driven by gear 
wheels which are set outside frames and can be turned 
round and used either way. The ends and brass bushes 
in which they run are tapered, and any play can in- 
stantly be adjusted. This tapering also applies to the 
disc rods, and has the effect of maintaining them firm 
and rigid at all times, thus ensuring accurate striking. 
They can be adjusted cither backwards or forwards by 
screw action to obtain the exact position required when 
setting for striking patterns. The springs attached to 
disc rod fittings and bearers are adjustable and can be 
set to allow a very light drop of the discs when in 
work. Shock absorbers are fitted on each side of the 
machine; these prevent any "dig" when the disc 
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spindle drops, and the dises come in contact with the 
sheet. 


Delivery, Drive, Etc. 


The layboy is used with self-adjustable pulleys which 
take out any thickness of paper automatically, fitted 
with both side and back joggers, knocking the sheets 
up true and square. The sides and bottoms are also 
adjustable to take any size of sheet either way. 

When sheet cutters are fitted to the machine, a double 
set of layboy pulleys is supplied for delivering two 
sheets together. In addition to the sheet cutter attach- 
ment, these machines are also fitted with perforators if 
required. 

The drive can be direct by one horse power motor, 
with panel and various-speed starter. The patent fric- 
tion clutch drive in conjunction with five-speeded cone 
for 2 in. belt enables five speeds to be obtained. 


Automatic Feeders 


The pile suction feeder which is specially adapted for 
this machine is driven from the main driving shaft on 
machine by a Renold 8 in. pitch roller chain. The table 
will hold from 15 to 20 reams, according to the thick- 
ness of the paper, and is arranged to lift automatically 
and keep sheets on a constant level. The table lowers 
quickly on the touching of a lever. 

The sheets are separated by blasts of air at the front 
and sides of the pile, and are then fed on to the tapes 
by the action of a rotary suction wheel. From here 
they travel along the table, during which time the sheet 
is accurately straightened by rotating balls which have 
the effect of producing a slight diagonal movement of 
the sheet, ensuring its correct adjustment to the side

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lay before actually entering the machine. The air 
blasts blow away all traces of dust or fluff which may 
һе on the paper, and cleanliness is an essential of good 
ruling. 

No knives or points are required in this form of 
feeder, and the paper edges are free from the objec- 
tionable little tears which were a feature of the earlier 
form of ruling machine feeders. АП classes of paper 
come alike to this feeder from manifold to thin card. 
A special blower is supplied. The driving power is a 


1-h.p. motor. 
Pile Delivery 


In addition to the ordinary method of delivery 
already described, a patent pile delivery attachment can 
be fitted. The delivery board takes from twenty-five 
to thirty reams of paper according to thickness, and is 
arranged to lower automatically by a new device. 

Two boards form part of the equipment, fitted on 
wheels. When one board is completely loaded with 
paper it is wheeled to any part of the factory, as re- 
quired, while the second board is adjusted into the 
layboy. 

The wheels on the loading boards can be arranged 
so that they can be taken out at the sides or back of 
the layboy, whichever is most convenient, or where 
there is the greatest amount of floor space available. 
Instead of wheels a truck can be used to remove the 
loaded boards, and plain boards are provided for truck 
work. 

When the work actually commences to pass through 
the machine, the claw clutch on the feeder section of 
the transmission shaft should be put in gear; the de- 
livery board will then automatically begin to lower 
to accommodate the increasing bulk of paper in a man- 
ner corresponding with that in which the feeder table 
begins to lift, as the sheets pass from one end of the 
machine to the other. 


Master Bookbinders’ 
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lt is the second side of the shect that is usually 
responsible for whatever trouble arises in this matter 
of register. If the paper is new, and has a tendency 
to “wave” it is sometimes difficult to get satisfactory 
alignment on the second side. It will probably be 
necessary to raise or lower one of the rollers. An 
eccentric bearer on one side of the machine serves to 
do this easily and quickly. АП the cords should be 
set before adjusting the roller, as moving the cords 
alters the register. Always keep the cords fairly tight. 
and have a good many on the sheets to hold them 
securely in position. It 1s important to arrange the 
cords so that they do not come opposite the discs when 
ruling 1s actually in operation. 

In setting the machine for striking, the cam roller 
carriage can be adjusted so that the discs are raised to 
varying heights; but the lift should not be greater 
than absolutely necessary. The shorter the lift the 
better; but in the case of cockled paper the discs must 
be raised higher than when dealing with flat paper, or 
the chance exists of marking the shects at the peak of 
the cockle. 

The main springs which lift the discs are adjustable 
and as light a drop as possible should be aimed at, so 
that the discs do not dig into the paper. Too light a 
drop, however, will result in skipped lines and faulty 
striking. . 

The discs must be kept clean, or dotted lines will 
result. This can be done by using a fairly hard brush 
and applying it lightly to the discs when they are re- 
volving. Paper can be used instead of a brush 1f pre- 
ferred, many rulers having a preference for this 
practice. 

If the lines are bitty on hard paper, put a table- 
spoon of pure glycerine or a teaspoonful of fine white 
sugar to a pint basin of ink, and run the machine as 
fast as possible. The result will be good firm lines.

The annual report bv the Committee was 
sidered, and this was duly adopted. 


A Difficult Year 


The report stated that the total membership of the 
Section is now forty-eight. lt went on to refer to the 
state of trade, saying that the past year must be regarded 
as the most difficult. vet experienced. by the members since 
the Section was formed. There was, however, some justifi- 
cation. for considering the worst was past and that from 
now on brighter davs were in store tor the Section. One 
result of the depression had been that customers had be- 
come still more keen in buying and more economical, That 
exercise of caretulness would continue for some time and 
members must meet it by being equally careful to see that 
they were not losing on the product they manufactured. 
“ Know Your Costs” was the first. essential in business 
to-day. Members were urged to до all in their pewer 
during the coming year to maintain. the most friendly 
relations with each other. 

There had been no changes in wage rates or conditions 
affecting the Section. during the year, Regarding. price 
lists, the Committee had completed the revision of the 
Flush List, but its publication was to be postponed until 
the prices of materials were stabilised, so that when it was 
printed it would be as accurate as possible.

Purchase of Materials 


The Committee, the report continued, were watching 
carefully any possible increases in the cost. of materials 
where they affected members, and, as and when necessary, 
members would be advised of the recommendations they 
suggested in that connection. 

Thanks were expressed to Mr. E. A. Neale who rep- 
resented the Section on the L.M.P.A. Council, and to the 
chairman, Мг. А. Willmott, who also represented the Sec- 
tion on the Council as a member of the Central Districts 
branch, as he had done for many years now,

(of Messrs. Barclay and Fry, Ltd.) on '' The Aims and 
Objects of the Printing Industry Research Association.” 
The president, Mr. R. B. Simpson, was in the chair, sup- 
ported by the vice-president, general secretary and other 
officers, there being also a good attendance of members. 

One candidate was elected into membership of the 
Association in the person of Mr. Percy Thomas Beer, 34, 
Rochdale Road, Leyton, E.17 (overseer, composing room, 
Shaw and Sons, Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C.). Mr. Beer was 
present and received a personal welcome. 

А good deal of discussion arose on the question of 
whether, in view of the present need for economy, prece- 
dent should be followed in respect of the number of rep- 
resentatives sent by London to a national P.M.&O.A. 
function which is to be held at Nottingham, May 13th to 
16th. The point was raised after the general secretary, on 
behalf of the Council, had proposed '' That the president, 
vice-president, editor and general secretarv, with Messrs. 
R. H. Berry, E. A. Littlewood, A. T. Walters and two 
members to be elected by the general monthly meeting, 
represent the Parent Association at the North Midlands 
Coming-of-Age and United Gathering.’’ After several 
members had spoken on one side or the other, the advo- 
cates of a change of policy were overborne, there being 
only four dissentients when the meeting carried the 
Council's recommendation. As the additional two members 
the meeting elected Mr. S. A. Dawson and Mr. W. H. 
Wicken. It was also agreed that half railway fare be 
allowed every London member attending. The president 
appealed to members to support this important celebration. 

Further discussion related to the publication of the 
Association's diary, and to the question of invitations to 
visitors at the recent annual dinner. With regard to the 
dinner, satisfaction was expressed at the success which the 
function achieved, and the president returned thanks on 
behalf of the Council for the appreciative comments made. 


Value of Research 


Having been introduced by the president, Mr. Connell 
began his address by saying that, as a member of the 
council of the Printing Industry Research Association, he 
had been asked to fill a gap, Dr. G. L. Riddell having un- 
fortunately been called away to Paris on the business of 
the P.I.R.A. 

After reminding his hearers of the wide ramifications of 
the printing industry, and the great variety of raw 
materials used, he indicated something of the troubles 
which are with the printer all day long. In respect of 
many of these the printer, he said, did not understand the 
underlying principles governing the results obtained and 
the difficulties encountered. Science he defined as a method 
of approaching a problem whereby the relative facts were 
put down, and deductions made therefrom and applied in 
practice. This was in contrad'stinction to the trial-and- 
error methods so often used. 

The Research Association was new to the printing trade. 
In a good many of the other great industries of this 
country research associations had been established and 
were on a very definite footing. In the thirteen years since 
the War something like two million pounds had been spent 
on research in this country. As to the results, the electrical 
industry alone reckoned that bv means of research, they 
saved over one-and-a-half million pounds. 

Mr. Connell proceeded to indicate what is being done in 
other countries іп the way of research for the printing 
trade. He touched particularly on the drawing up of speci- 
fications of raw materials, and the working out of various 
problems, such as the warping of boards for book covers, 
the drying of printing inks, troubles with offset blankets. 
and paper in relation to humidification. With regard to 
this country, the Printing Industry Research Association 
would have to develop along similar lines. But of course

these things all cost money, and they could not yet expect 
the British Association to show results comparable with 
those of the American workers who had been going for ten 
years. The membership of the P.I.R.A. at December last 
was 314, including individuals, associations, firms, trade 
unions and so on, and the total income was £1,500. 


Services of the P.I.R.A. 


Mr. Connell next outlined services which the Association 
had been able to render. Не mentioned the issuing to 
members of various useful memoranda on subjects of in- 
terest; also the answering of questions by the information 
bureau—during 1931, 160 queries had been sent to the 
Association and as far as possible answered, whilst this 
year the number was increasing and at present averaged 
just over 30 a month. Another big part of the Associa- 
tion’s work was the collection of the latest information 
concerning technical matters, as this became available 
either at home or abroad. As one instance, he mentioned 
that a London firm had very recently sent details of a new 
instrument for indicating the amount of moisture in the 
atmosphere and also the amount which a given piece of 
paper would stretch under certain conditions. In such 
cases as this the Association made impartial investigation 
and passed any useful resultant information on to mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Connell also recalled that the Association had been 
responsible for arranging several of the recent lectures given 
at Stationers' Hall, and he gave advance information that 
the next series of lectures would include lectures on the 
Deposition of Metals, Control of the Atmosphere in Print- 
ing Works, and the Use of Rubber in the Printing Trade. 

The speaker dwelt next upon the need for carrying out 
original research, a development which could not come 
about until the number of their members had increased. 
He mentioned that the Government of this country. 
through the Department of Industrial Research, was willing 
to make quite substantial contributions in the national 
interest; but that would necessitate that the industry 
should itself make a fairly large contribution. 


The speaker said that the council would appreciate any 
suggestions that members of the P.M.&O.A. might make: 
this could easily be done as their general secretary was a 
He concluded by further stressing 
the need for bringing science into touch with the everyday 
problems of the printer, and indicated the very practical 
nature of the help which the P.I.R.A. was giving to the 
trade. 

At the close of Mr. Connell's address a short time was 
devoted to questions and discussion, various members 
taking part. Mr. J. Acton, the Association's hon. tech- 
nical secretary, stressed the need that reliable technical 
data should be made available to the trade, and particu- 
larly to students at technical institutes. Mr. W. W. Curtis 
spoke dubiously as to the value of such а body as the 
P.I.R.A., remarking that he could see that manufacturers 
of metals, inks, etc., might benefit, but the printer with 
a variety of work which had to be executed quickly could 
hardly take advantage of the Association. 

The lecturer replied to Mr. Curtis that progress made in 
respect of materials would clearly benefit all, and Mr. 
G. W. Fisher urged that there was an extremely wide field 
for the usefulness of the Printing Industry Research 
Association, as the results of research could be co-ordinated 
and made available to individual printers in a way not 
possible with research by separate firms. 

The vote of thanks to Mr. Connell was proposed by the 
vice-president and seconded by the general secretary, the 
latter particularly thanking the speaker not only for his 
excellent address but also for having kindly agreed to 
deputise at very short notice. Mr. Wilson added a few 
words about the benefits of the P.I.R.A., citing instances 
from personal knowledge of practical assistance given. 

The vote of thanks being accorded very heartily, Mr. 
Connell briefly responded. 
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A Pitman Press Jubilee 
Mr. Alfred Pitman Honoured 


The Pitman Press, Bath, with its world-wide ramifica- 
tions, has, during the last half century, probably contri- 
buted more to the field of commercial education than any 
other house, and inci- 
dentally its contribu- 
tions to printing as an 
art have represented 
no mean endeavour. 
Behind the Pitman 
Press at Bath, and the 
offices in London, for a 
number of years now, 
has been the guiding 
hand of Mr. Alfred 
Pitman, senior govern- 
ing director of Sir Isaac 
Pitman and Sons, Ltd., 
who has just celebrated 
the completion of 
fifty years’ association 
with the House of Pit- 
man. Congratulations 
have been sent him 
from all parts of the 
world and tangible 
evidence of the esteem 
in which he is held by his employees and staff has been 
provided in the form of two presentations. 

When the employees of the Pitman Press Bath, pre- 
sented him with an inscribed silver cigarette casket, Mr. 
С. С. Botwright, works manager, presided, and the pre- 
sentation was made by Mr.A. J. Dutton, who has been 
with the firm for fifty-three years. 

The second presentation was made at a jubilee dinner 
held at the Grand Pump Room Hotel last week, and took 
the form of an onyx inkstand with pens to match and 
suitably inscribed from the staff. accompanied with an 
illuminated address on vellum. 

Mr. Alfred Pitman has, during his fifty years with the 
firm, worked unceasingly to promote its interests, and he 
has lived to see the fruits of his labour in one of the largest 
publishing and printing houses in the world. He is known 
throughout the works and offices for his kindness and 
courtesy. At the Pitman Press, Bath, which is one of the 
best equipped works in the printing trade of this country, 
it has been Mr. Pitman's endeavour to make the working 
conditions as pleasant as possible for the employees. 

Mr. Pitman, in his responses to complimentary remarks 
at the two presentations, thanked the staff and employees 
for their gifts, saying it was an occasion unique in his 
long and varied experience. He recalled some of the in- 
teresting events in his early life, which indicated the great 
difference in conditions now and fifty years ago. When 
he first joined his father in 1882, at the age of twenty, he 
said, the staff consisted of eight or ten people, who worked 
on two floors of a converted dwelling house. Now the 
London, Bath and overseas staffs numbered close upon onc 
thousand, and he thought their printing works compared 
favourably with any in the country. Mr. Pitman thanked 
them all for their help, saying he had been supported by a 
'" magnificent, loyal, and hard-working staff.” 

Mr. W. T. Davis, the oldest employee of the Press 
present at the jubilee dinner, associated himself with what 
had been said regarding Mr. Pitman, and recalled interest- 
ing incidents in his association with the late Sir Isaac 
Pitman.

ODHAMS PRESS, LTD.—At the annual meeting of this 
company held in London on Monday, Mr. №.

The Ludlow System Explained 


The South-West London Master Printers Association 
held its monthly meeting at Arding and Hobbs’ Restau- 
rant, Clapham Junction, on Tuesday of last week, when 
Mr. G. Rangecroft, the new president of the Association, 
had the pleasure of presiding over a well attended meeting. 
He was supported by the past presidents, Messrs. A. 
Spring, J. D. Wise, К. B. Simnett, F. E. Tacey, E. J. Pegg, 
J. H. Quinn, and Fred Chivers, the hon. secretary, whilst 
amongst others attending the gathering were Mr. W. J. 
Boyle, secretary of the Central Districts, Mr. E. G. Baker, 
new secretary of the L.M.P.A., Mr. T. D. Hawkins, secre- 
tary E. and N.-E. Association, and Mr. L. J. Cumner, assist- 
ant secretary of the Federation. Following the business of 
the meeting, Mr. E. Pheby (Martin J. Slattery, Ltd.), gave 
an address on '' The Ludlow System.’’ 

Mr. Rangecroft first welcomed the visitors, mentioning 
particularly Mr. Baker, whom he congratulated on his new 
position of secretary to the L.M.P.A. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been agreed to, 
the secretary dealt with the correspondence. The chief 
item was a reply from Mr. Horace Higgins, of Messis. 
Spicers, Ltd., indicating the programme arranged for the 
members when they visit Messrs. Spicers' mills at Sawston 
on June 2ist. The visit promises to be a very interesting 
and instructive event. 

The chairman next introduced the lecturer, drawing 
members' attention to the fact that they would be able. 
at the invitation of Mr. Martin Slattery, to pay a visit 
to Bush House the following Tuesday evening, when there 
would be a demonstration of the Ludlow machine, fol- 
lowed by dinner at the Waldorf Hotel. 


Development of Type Composition 


Mr. Pheby, beginning with references to the past, re- 
minded his hearers of Caxton's first bringing loose types 
to England. That system, he said, carried right on till 
about the year 1800. Then came the assembling machine. 
About 1890 the Linotype came into being, and at the be- 
ginning of this century Lanston invented the Monotype. 
Just before the War an Englishman walked into a friend's 
office in the States, and saw a great amount of type lying 
about, and was struck by the inefficiency of the svstem. 
He subsequently invented a machine which developed into 
the Ludlow. That was the position before the War. It 
was not until the exhibition of 1921 that the machine was 
introduced to England. 

The Ludlow method consisted briefly of the casting 
machine, cabinets, matrices, and their sticks. The area 
which an average equipment covered was very small, 
namely: machine, 4ft. by 4ft.; cabinet (when closed), 
2{t. Gin. by 2ft. 6in., when open, 4ft. біп. by 2ft. біп. 
Mr. Pheby went on to indicate some of the advantages of 
the Ludlow. There was never any picking for sorts, and, 
despite the unlimited supply of type faces, storing was 
unnecessary. Maintenance cost was very small. The 
motor was only } h.p., and used very little current. Type 
faces from 6pt. to 72pt. lower case and 84pt. capitals 
could be used. Не described the convenient cabinets pro- 
vided, and said that practically any class of work could 
be handled on the Ludlow, though for certain classes of 
work it was not the best suited. For newspaper, book. 
and column work it was not the best machine. Ludlow 
setting was suitable for electrotyping and stereotyping. 

Mr. Pheby proceeded to explain how ditferent jobs could 
be handled on the Ludlow, and he illustrated his points 
with the aid of a large variety of printed matter, also 
slugs and matrices, which he handed to his audience. 

Discussion 

The ensuing discussion was opened by Mr. Chivers, and 
many interesting points were touched upon, amongst 
others taking part being Messrs. Rangecroft, Baker, 
Brown, Wiles, Spring, and Cumner. 

Mr. E. J. Pegg, proposing a vote of thanks to the lec- 
turer, thanked Mr. Pheby for a very instructive evening. 
Mr. ]. Н. Quinn briefly seconded, and the lecturer res- 
ponded. 
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Before the meeting closed, Mr. Baker congratulated Mr. 
Rangecroft on the able way in which he had conducted his 
first meeting as president, and also thanked the meeting 
for the kind reception they had given to himself. He was 
proud, he said, of the honour he had received, and would 
do his best for the Association. Concluding, he drew 
members’ attention to the forthcoming Howard Hazell 
Scholarship examination, and also invited members to 
make greater use of the information and services avai'a- 
ble from headquarters. 

Mr. Rangecroft replied, and the meeting ended.

The Late Mr. Geo. Wichmann 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Geo. C. H. 
Wichmann, which occurred on the 4th inst. at Leipzig in 
his sixty-first year. As is well known, Mr. Wichmann, up . 
till a short time ago, was managing director of George 
Mann and Co., Ltd., having assumed control of that com- 
pauy in 1902. Mr. Wichmann was undoubtedly a man of 
vision, combined with a keen business sense. From the 
very moment he took over the control of George Mann and 
Co., Ltd., he realised the possibilities there were for litho- 
graphic engineers to go ahead with rotary offset machines. 
One of the first things he did after taking over the manage- 
ment of this concern was to place on the market a direct 
rotary lithographic machine, which was the forerunner of 
the rotary tin printing machine that was brought out in 
1903, the first machine of its kind to be commercially suc- 
cessful. From 1908, the year that saw the first two-colour 
offset machine, the firm of George and Mann and Co., 
under the control of Mr. Wichmann, made steady progress. 

When the War broke out, the firm had 300 hands, and 
shortly after the commencement of hostilities it turned its 
attention to the manufacture of munitions, and was not 
long before it became the second largest producers of high 
explosive shells in the country. 

After the War the firm proceeded at once to give its 
attention to further improving its printing machines and 
of extending its world-wide organisation. Soon after the 
War and up till recent times as many as 700 workpeople 
were employed in Leeds and London. 

There cannot be any doubt that the lithographic industry 
generally owes a great debt to the personality and enter- 
prise of the late Mr. Wichmann, for he contributed largely 
towards bringing lithographic printing into the popular 
favour which it enjoys to-day.

Need for Plate Standardisation 


For long enough there has been talk of block and 
plate standardisation, a reform which surely seems 
one of the simplest to introduce. Yet it remains that 
a printer can receive a fearful mixture of plates to 
mount on his mounting boards, even when the plates 
are all new, and sometimes even when they come 
from one source. It may not be known to all printers 
that unmounted electros are made a different gauge 
to mounted ones, unless special instructions are given. 
It is common experience where mounting boards are 
freely used for fairly big block jobs that every plate 
has to be tested for gauge and the great majority of 
them built up with so many ply of paper or board. 
Nor does the composing room get much opportunity 
to adopt the low quad method of interspersing plates, 
because of the variance and unreliability of gauge 
thicknesses.

А Commission Wanted 


Ir would be of immense benefit to the industry 
if a Commission were appointed to investigate plate 
gauges, bringing into its purview every type of block 
and plate, original or duplicate, with a view to effect- 
ing standardisation of a far-reaching and thorough- 
going kind. It still remains that printers have to do 
the printing even in these days when they have little 
to do with the ordering of blocks and plates. But it 
would be to the interest of all concerned to have the 
existing chaos and irregularity wiped out. Granted 
commonsense co-operation to what is essentially a 
common end, it should not require much time or 
effort to bring about this much-needed innovation in 
plate standardisation. 


Sir Charles Higham condemned the use of wireless 
advertising at a luncheon last Thursday of the Radio 
Manufacturers’ Association at the Savoy Hotel.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, presided last Thursday at the sixty-ninth 
anniversary dinner of the Newspaper Press Fund in 
London. In proposing prosperity to the Fund, he 
referred to the power of the Press, and said, ** You 
cannot find any country in which the Press is superior 
to ours either for the quality and extent of its news, 
for its literary distinction, or for the sense of respon- 
sibility with which it is conducted." The sum raised 
as a result of the chairman's appeal, £12,000, was 
£1,000 more than obtained last year. 


Mr. J. L. Garvin, president of the Fund, in reply, 
expressed the gratification of the council that the 
King, as patron of the Fund, had given further 
evidence of his sustained interest in its work. 
Associated with his Majesty in warmly supporting the 
Fund were the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
York. Mr. Garvin read a letter from Lord Rother- 
mere announcing a donation of £500. 


Lord Ebbisham proposed the toast of ''Jour- 
nalism,’’ saying that the Press through all the 
difficulties of the time produced bright and encourag- 
ing newspapers, and had done its best to maintain in 
the public the best form of psychology—that of 
bravery in our difficulties.

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The First Printing in Dominica 


Some Historical Information, the Fruit of Original Research 


By 


Dominica is one of the islands of the British West Indies, 
coming under British sovereignty by cession from the 
French in 1763, with an agreement that land titles of 
French nationals would be protected. 


With the establishment of the functions of government 
under British auspices came the printing press, the first 
printer on the island being William Smith, who established 
the '' Dominica Gazette ” at Charlotte-Town (Roseau), in 
July, 1765. No. 4 of this newspaper, dated August 10th, 
1765, is to be found in the Public Record Office. 

During this year the printing office produced, in addition 
to the issues of the newspaper, various proclamations and 
documents relative to the registration of land titles, and 
copies of a number of these imprints have been preserved 
to us. | 

Ву 1767, as we learn from the issue of July 18th of that 
year (Vol. 2, No. 110) the name of the newspaper had been 
changed to the ‘‘ Freeport Gazette or the Dominica Adver- 
tiser,’ and by 1771, it had become the ‘‘ Freeport Gazette 
or the Dominica Chronicle.’’ 

The years between 1778 and 1805 were marked by a 
number of French aggressions, which did not, however, 
eventuate in wresting the dominion from the British crown. 
During this period, however, a number of French news- 
Papers sprang up, the first of them being the Gazette des 
Petites Antilles. The initial issue was dated November 25th, 
1784, and bore the imprint: '' Imprimé . . . au Bureau de 
J. Berrow.’’ 


Next came the Courrier des Petites Antilles, the publica- 
tion of which was begun on July 24th, 1790, ‘‘ De 
l'imprimerie de J. Lowndes, à Roseau, Dominique.’’ It 
continued until January 29th, 1791, and perhaps longer. 

The first issue of the Furet Colonial et Revisor Universel 
appeared on April 10th, 1791, * De l'Imprimerie Du Furet 
Colonial, A Charlotte Ville-Dominique, Maison Moranci.'' 
The spelling of this name was later changed to Morancy. 
This was apparently a bi-weekly, as the 52nd issue ap- 
peared on September 28th of the same year. А copy of 


Selection of Apprentices 
A Development at Bradford 


The principle of systematic selection of apprentices for the 
printing trade has been adopted in Bradford, and a selection 
scheme is to be put into operation forthwith. 

This scheme, which was adopted at the annual meeting of 
the Bradford District Committee of the Joint Industrial 
Council for the Printing and Kindred Trades, on Wednesday 
of last week, seeks, of course, to obviate the employment of 
the ''industrial misfit " in the trade. Опе of its chief 
features is that boys wishing to enter the typesetting, 
machining, lithographic and artists’ sections shall undergo an 
examination with a view to ensuring that their standard of 
education and mental ability is such that they are likely 
to make successful craftsmen. The examination tests, which 
have been drawn up with the assistance of Mr. W. H. 
Meggs, principal of the Bradford College of Arts and Crafts, 
include dictation, composition, arithmetic and an intelh- 
gence test. The latter is a series of questions which aims to 
ascertain the boy's degree of mental alertness rathcr than 
the extent of his book knowledge. A medical examination 
is also provided for, and the results of the examination will 
be reported to the local Joint Industrial Council Apprentice- 
ship Committee, which will administer the scheme. Em-

it continued beyond this latter date is not known. 
Buffardin is said to have been its editor. 

The next Dominican newspaper of which we have record 
is the '' Dominica Journal or Weekly Intelligencer,’’ edited 
by Alexander Dunbar, which was appearing in 1810. Then 
came the '' Dominica Chronicle,” founded in 1813 by W.F. 
Stewart. It was discontinued June 13th, 1827. 

The '' Dominica Colonist,’’ which was a long-lived and 
important newspaper, must have been founded about 1825, 
for No. 705 is dated March 23rd, 1839. А new series con- 
tinued until at least 1868. 

In 1837 the '' Dominica Standard '' was established, and 
in 1839 the '' Dominican '' began publication. This latter 
weekly also enjoyed long life. In 1871, Joseph Blondel was 
editor; in 1873 A. К. B. Lockhart became editor-proprietor. 
In 1879 Theodore Righton took over its editorship. This 
newspaper continued until the time of his death in 1907. 

The later newspapers were quite numerous. Among them 
may be mentioned the ‘‘ New Dominican,’’ which appeared 
in 1871, the '' Beacon,” established іп 1875, and the 
“ Dial," which had its beginnings about 1880. In 1884, 
Joseph H. Steber launched the '' Dominica Guardian." 

In 1905 the '' Leeward Islands Free Press'' began a 
brief career under the direction of Norman S. Wilson, and 
soon after the '' Voice of Dominica,’’ fathered by W. W. 
Wyllis, started on another brief span of existence. The 
‘‘ Dominica Pioneer '' was being published in 1911 and 
1912. 

The '' Dominica Chronicle," founded in January, 1909. 
and still edited by Father А. Finoulst is being published 
currently. The last of the additions to the list of new 
papers on the island is the '' Dominica Tribune,” estab- 
lished in May, 1924, with which the Dominica Guardian 
was consolidated. The '' Tribune-Guardian '' is still being 
published regularly. Its editor is J. Ralph Casimir. 

At the present writing, therefore, the printing press has 
been active in Dominica for a hundred and sixty-seven 
years.

Revival 


By ANDREW DARGAVEL? 


Much earnest effort is being given just now to the 
problem of improving the condition of British trade by 
encouraging home manufactures and reducing imports. 
In this connection the British photo-engraving industry 
is deserving of consideration. 

It may be an interesting fact for the consideration of 
purchasers of foreign blocks that the bulk of the copper 
used in their production is obtained from England. The 
raw material for these high-quality sheets comes direct 
from Australian mines to the mills in Lancashire, where the 
ingots are refined, rolled and finished. The metal is then 
exported to Holland, Belgium and France. It is a matter

for satisfaction to find that foreign block-makers are thus 
dependent, to the extent of this essential basis, upon 
British or Empire products. 


Costs of Block-Making 


The cost of the copper in relation to the total cost of 
producing a half-tone block is, however, small. The time 
required in the various stages of the work and the skilled 
craftsmanship necessary at every point constitute the 
major portion of the cost. Any comfort a consumer may 
derive from the fact that the copper used in the production 
of foreign-made blocks is British can be but small com- 
pensation for the thought that British workpeople are 
being deprived of work which they can do in a way which 
cannot be excelled in any part of the globe. 

To this consideration the obvious reply is that the 
British makers cannot do it at the prices charged by the 
foreigner; but such is the case in respect of many com- 
modities, and the country has at last awakened to the 
absurdity of the position by an ever-increasing d'sparity in 
the trade balance, and the deplorable increase in unem- 
ployment which has to be paid for by crippling taxation. 

Is it worth it? 


Using Foreign Blocks 


An argument sometimes used by the purchaser of 
foreign blocks is that the saving in cost may make just 
that difference wh'ch would justify a publication, the cost 
of which, if wholly produced in this country, would be 
prohibitive. 


In the case of books for which foreign blocks are usually 
required, it is very difficult to accept this argument, al- 
though it might apply in exceptional cases. 

Lower costs in this country can only be obtained bv 
the lowering of wages and the consequent lowering of the 
standard of living. And so the purchasing power of woik- 
people on which so many publications depend may bc 
adversely affected. If this argument may appear some- 
what threadbare it is, none the less, one which should be 
kept in view. 

Is it a genuine need to buy in the cheapest market or a 
mere lack of patriotism which prompts block-users to send 
orders abroad? It is difficult to believe that the cause 
is to be found in a spirit of vindictiveness against a trade 
which has organised itself to improve its condition, one 
which had previously found itself utterly incompetent 
to deal with the unfair competition of the price-cutter, 
carefully and skilfully exploited by the '' cheapness first ”’ 
brigade of purchasers. 


Improved British Services 


The improved services which have resulted from organi- 
sation are surely worth remembering. Engravers have 
been able, individually and collectively, to work for the 
advancement of their craft. Improvements in methods 
and details of processes have been introduced which wculd 
have been impossible under the old crippling conditions. 
The rigorous requirements of the publishing. printing and 
advertising trades have been met with a degree of «fh 
ciency which is probably without a parallel in any other 
industry. These conditions daily become more and more 
exacting, and they can be met only by the perfecting 
of organisation and the avoidance of any mischance in 
the manipulation of delicate processes. The vagaries of 
light, photography, chemicals, etching depth, tone value: 
and so on are matters of which the buver is usually bliss- 
fully ignorant. His demands brook neither delay пог 
excuse. So efficient, in fact, have engravers become, that 
their services have come to be regarded as a matter of 
course. 


Technical Progress 


Smoothly-working service under modern conditions is 
no small achievement; but if we review progress from a 
quality point of view, we can see many signs of improve- 
ment. А healthy rivalry exists among engravers on the 
point of new screens and effects; and the demands for more 
effective advertising have been met by greater elasticity 
in the combination and contrasting of textures. 

‘“ Half-tones '' specially treated for printing on '' news 
and mat surface papers with the minimum of make-readv 
are now a recognised feature. Although the basic prin- 
ciples on which ''half-tone'' is produced remain unchanged. 
constant attention is being given to improvement in 
detail. The engraver, when not too sorely driven, can 
thus give a result which when printed, is not merely a 
reproduction of the original, but contains every ounce of 
finish and effectiveness it is possible to obtain. 

The resources of photo-engravers have been fully made 
use of in developing the kindred processes—litho-offsct and 
rotary gravure. Colour work has attained a higher degree 
of perfection, notably in greater purity of colouring and 
finer technique.

Is it too much 
to hope that all British users of illustrations may be in- 
spired to support an industry which deserves well of its 
public, and in this way contribute, in these difficult times, 
to national stability and the reduction of unemployment? 


International Competition in Process Blocks 


Important Points Discussed 


The foregoing article by Mr. Andrew Dargavel, as indi- 
cated in our footnote, appeared in the March number of 
PAPER AND PRINT, the quarterly review published from the 
offices of the BRITISH AND COLONAL PRINTER. It has drawn 
forth an interesting response from Holland, and, as quar- 
terly publication does not permit of the prompt inter- 
change of views in print, it seems appropriate that the 
discussion should see the light through the pages of this 
weekly journal. 


Opinions from Holland 


Our Dutch correspondent is Mr. L. A. van Leer, of the 
Amsterdam firm of L. van Leer and Co., who writes: — 

'" It would be a good thing if all British manufacturers 
stating the case of their own industry as against foreign 
competition did so in the same fair way that Mr. Dargavel 
adopts in the March issue of PAPER AND PRINT when deal- 
ing with the process engraving industry. 

'* Mr. Dargavel omits, however, to state why it is that 
foreign manufacturers can supply blocks cheaper in the 
British market, and leaves the reader to draw the obvious 
conclusion that this is done by paying lower wages. 

'' As far as Holland—one of the biggest competitors—is 
concerned, this conclusion is absolutely wrong. It is true 
that—due to lower costs of food and clothing—actual 
wages in money are 5 per cent. to 10 per cent. lower than 
in Britain, but this advantage is more than covered by the 
much higher costs of social insurances, overtime regula- 
tions and more restricted working hours that employers 
here have to take into account. 

'' The reason that they still can compete so successfully 
in Britain lies wholly and solely in the fact that British 
photo-engravers are bound by a ring. which fixes prices at 
a certain high level and does not allow free competition. 

‘‘ Quite apart from this, may I suggest that a policy of 
buying everything at home must necessarily in the long 
run create lack of employment instead of the opposite. 
We in this Free Trade country believe in buying everything 
in the best market, and the fact that we are one of the 
countries least affected by the depression shows that we 
are right. The printing and engraving industry of this 
country buys huge quantities of British machines, ink, 
paper and chemicals, apart from copper, and if we find in 
turn the British market closed against our products we 
may find it necessary to remember the old slogan ' Buy 
from those who buy from you only.’’’ 


A British Reply 


Asked to comment upon Mr. van Leer's letter, 
Dargavel replies as follows: — 

'" [ have read with interest Mr. van Leer's comments 
on my article. 

ʻI note he appreciates the fairness of my appeal (in 
PAPER AND PRINT) for the support of British ' process ' 
workers, but that he at the same time questions the 
correctness of the facts upon which my appeal is based. 
As to wages, cost of living, social services, trade union 
restrictions, etc., the information available with regard to 
conditions in Holland tells a very different story from that 
suggested by Mr. van Leer. 

“© Without questioning his veracity, I can only surmise 
that if he had correct information as to the wages actually 
paid in this country, he would arrive at a very different 
comparison. 


Mr. 


'* Prices here are based on cost and on such a small 
margin of profit that without a steady and constant flow 
of work this profit speedily disappears. But, if for the 
moment we accept the contention that wages are almost 
as high in Holland as in this country, how can Dutch 
houses charge less and still make a profit? And where 
can we look for an explanation? 


' This may be found, at least in part, in certain circum- 
stances, two of which may be noted. If output can be 
materially increased and sold at a price verging on cost, 
which foreign manufacturers (before the advent of a 
tariff) have been able to do, this must have a definite 
effect on their overhead charges. In such circumstances, 
foreign competition may be regarded as unfair. 

" The second consideration is that English buyers of 
foreign blocks have shown themselves much less exacting 
as to quality. For instance, they will accept delivery on 
a first proof. The primary obstacle to reducing prices in 
this country is due to the margin required for revisions 
and reproving, often unreasonably demanded, with a total 
lack of appreciation of the serious expense entailed. With 
the acceptance of a ‘ first proof ' and a result which may be 
indifferent or incomplete as compared with British 
standards, the foreign maker has a substantial advantage. 


'* It appears that any attempt by an industry to stabilise 
its conditions may be stigmatised as a ' ring,' but as Mr. 
van Leer has apparently benefited by such conditions, he 
should be the last to complain if British industrialists 
have at length awakened to realities. 


'" Mr. van Leer refers to Holland as ' this Free Trade 
country,' but I have always understood that Holland pro- 
tected its own produce. For instance, is not Dutch cheese 
protected by a duty? If this is true (and its accuracy is 
verifed), it leaves a doubt as to the soundness of his 
remaining arguments. Moreover, the existing trade balance 
between the two countries is very much in favour of 
Holland—for 1931, no less than £21,000,000! 


'" While disagreeing with Mr. van Leer, I appreciate 
his courtesy and the need for friendly relationship among 
process engravers in all parts of the world.” 

Whilst we print the above letters as a matter of interest 
to our readers, we agree with Mr. Dargavel as to the desir- 
ability of friendly international relationship among process 
engravers, and we would suggest that no good pürpose 
would be served in conducting a controversy on this 
subject, the main points having here been put with good- 
will on both sides.

What are His Qualifications ? 


Writing on '' The Qualifications for the Position of 
Printing House Manager,’’ Mr. George Somerville was the 
winner in an essay competition held recently by the Print- 
ing Industry Craftsman of Australia. His essay was as 
follows : — 

'" He who essays to become a printing house manager 
must cultivate tact, possess organising ability of high 
degree, study human nature, surround himself with the 
ablest craftsmen he can obtain, measure everything by re- 
sults and not by preconceived opinions, be easily 
approached and a good listener, keep the blame to himself 
and distribute the praise, regard himself as a teacher rather 
than a driver, spend a lot of time in improving methods, 
give more thought to his failures than to his successes, 
build his organisation and let it do the work. 


'" His knowledge of the industry should be wide enough 
to enable him completely to understand his departmentai 
managers when approached for material and help, and 
while filing his position with the dignity it deserves, 
should never allow the people who serve under him to feel 
that he is anything more than a companion cog in the 
wheel of the particular organisation that is providing them 
all with a livelihood. 


'" Management under conditions such as these outlined 
will create confidence, insure contentment and bring in its 
train an increased output, if only for the reason that con- 
fidence and contentment are incentives to healthful de- 
velopment which in its turn produces quick thinking and 
cheerful energy. 


'* The man who can direct a job of printing through all 
departments from copy preparation to wrapping and pack- 
ing is not necessarily a good manager. Не must incor- 
porate with his technical ability a knowledge of finance, 
costing, collecting, sales promotion and an adaptability 
that will enable him to meet clients and trade representa- 
tives as gentlemen—even if he knows they are rogues. 


'" [n the several departments the leader or overseer 
appointed by the manager should be essentially a crafts- 
man in his particular sphere, with a capacity to organise 
the work in such a way that the succeeding departments 
should not be waiting for jobs. While it is necessary that 
he should have a knowledge of the operations in other de- 
partments, he should never allow his knowledge to super- 
sede that of the head of the department to which his 
portion of the work must immediately go, or, in other 
words, he should never be above consulting his fellow 
Overseers and co-operating with them at all times. 
Camaraderie is always an important factor in the work- 
room. It is easier for a workman to do his best when he 
knows the boss appreciates his efforts. —' Roaring-up ' 
never got a rush job rushed nor a first-class job properly 
hnished. The manager should make it plain to his work- 
men that they must take nothing for granted, but follow 
the written instructions on the work docket implicitly. At 
the same time, where anything appears which he knows to 
be wrong—or impossible—it should be referred to the office 
for ratification or correction. То the assistants in every 
department he should be always approachable, ready to 
smile rather than scowl, and be firm without blustering. 

'' These qualifications may seem to describe the ideal 
manager, but it is certain that the shop controlled by a 
man with such qualifications will get the work through 
with a minimum of worry and great efficiency.’’ 


THE Southport Master Printers’ Association have or- 
ganised a campaign to buy locally and to place all orders 
with local firms. The appeal is first to traders {о place 
their printing orders locally, but the Association does not 
wish to confine this attitude to printing alone, but to all 
trades, said Mr. Fred Drury, acting-secretary of the 
Association. It has been decided to recommend all local 
associations to affiliate with the Chamber of Trade, and to 
request that body to launch such a campaign.

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Progress of Electrotyping and Stereotyping 


Silver instead 


Some insight into the developments which are taking place 
in the field of electrotyping and stereotyping was provided 
when over a hundred representatives of the electro and 
stereo branches of the trade met recently in New York 
under the auspices of the International Association of 
Electrotypers. Тһе popularity of rubber as а printing 
surface came under review, and a notable subject of dis- 
cussion was the possibility of displacing the use of graphite 
by a silver coating process. 

Presiding over the conference was Mr. George A. Kubler, 
who is president of the Silvertone Process Corporation, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Kubler, according to a report in ‘‘Printing”’ 
(New York) traced the development of stereotyping, and 
described at length its latest product—Silvertone. — In 
tracing the development of matrix-making, Mr. Kubler said 
mats could be divided into three classes: wet, dry, and fine- 
illustration. By the use of fine-illustration mats, stereo- 
typers had successfully made 170-screen plates, һе said. 
Mr. Kubler took special care to point out that stereotypes 
will not displace electrotypes, for ‘‘ fine stereotypes can 
do по more than equal electrotypes.’’ 


Rubber Plates 


In an address on '' Rubber Printing Plates," Mr. Н. Н. 
Heinrich (president, Rubberprint Equipment Corporation) 
said: '' An issue of this kind can be faced in two ways. 
You can either take the bull by the horns and become a 
conqueror, or you may act like an ostrich, who, in times 
of danger, buries his head into the sands of the desert and 
lets things take their course. 

'* These plates have made their appearance several times 
during the last fifty years only to disappear again. This 
was due to the fact that many links had been missing in 
the chain of perfection. The appearance of the rubber 
printing plate of to-day has all the earmarks of continued 
favour, because all large and small rubber companies have. 
through research work, perfected the rubber for this 
purpose. 

“ The rubber plate is now available in the required form. 
It can now be obtained oil-proof, fool-proof and whatever 
proof required. . . . It is true that the use of rubber 
printing plates may cut into the business of the electro- 
typer. However, there is no cause for alarm. Many will 
remember that when Linotype machines were placed on the 
market all hand compositors felt that they would spend 
the rest of their lives in the poorhouse. This did not 
happen.”’ 

Mr. Heinrich gave a description of how rubber plates 
are made and placed in evidence a mould, a plate and 
cons:derable work produced from rubber plates. 


White Suits for Electrotypers? 


The report was read of Dr. L. A. Pasuit, research chemist. 
who was unable to be present. An interesting statement 
in the report was to the effect that experiments are going 
forward which may result in electrotypers going to work 
in white clothes, for an effort is being made to use silver 
(similar to that used on mirrors) on lead moulds, instead of 
graphite. 

Speaking on the topic '' Science in Action in the Indus- 
tries," Dr. E. R. Weidlein (director, Mellon Institute of 
Industrial Research, Pittsburgh) cited several examples ot 
how various industries had benefited from systematic te- 
search, which requires team-work, co-operation, facilities 
and contact, he said. '" Suppose we had reached the 
pinnacle in development. What 1s going to happen? There 
would be the greatest cut-throat competition we ever heard 
of." 


Results of Scientific Research 


' The automobile gives us an excellent idea of what 
systematic research can do—there is fifty per cent. less 
rubber going into tyres, and we are getting more mileage 
out of them. It is impossible for us to stand still. We 
either go forward or go back. We know the least about 
the common things about us. Sugar is our cheapest and

purest product. They are now linding new uses for it. 
[hey are using sugar in cement to give it a lasting quality. 
Four new compounds are also being made from sugar, 
thereby opening new markets. Old newsprint is being used 
to produce papier maché playthings for youngsters. Then 
too, there is the substitute for the milk bottle.'' 

Dr. W. Blum, Bureau ot Standards, said the silver- 
coating experiments warrant further investigation. 


Human Considerations 

Mr. Fred W. Gage (Michigan State Electrotypers’ Asso- 
ciation) told of a six-weeks’ stay in a hospital. During this 
time he had plenty of opportunity to check up on his 
many business and Association activities, and he came to 
the conclusion that human relationships were of more valuc 
than any other considerations. 

Мг. Н. W. Haydock (Royal Electrotype Co., Phia- 
delphia) voiced his objection to the use of graphite in the 
industry and recited the need for new methods and scienti- 
fically trained electroty pers. 

Mr. Philip P. Gott (manager, Trade Association Depart- 
ment, Chamber of Commerce, U.S.A.), in his address on 
' Trade Association," said that America wants rugged 
individualism, but '' we want it controlled and enlightened, 
not that which will work against the interest of the great 
public. Trade associations represent а voluntary control 
of industry by the industry itself. 

'" There is а definite responsibility," he said, * on 
every member of industry to install the best accounting 
system available in the industry. АП members should 
co-operate in compiling composite statements. . . . Greater 
attention is being given to codes of business practices than 
ever before." 


Need for Advertising 


Another speaker was Mr. Gilbert T. Hodges (president, 
Advertising Federation of America) on the topic, '' Why 
Advertise?’’ In reference to the trade association, he said: 
“it is in difficult times that you need a champion to 
fight your battles. . . . Has continuity of advertising failed 
in the present crisis? It has not. The steady persistent 
preaching of the same commercial gospel has come through 
brilliantly for those who have practised it. To stop adver- 
tising would be similar to a motorist who punches a hole 
in his tank as he approaches a hil.” He gave seveial 
examples of how nationally-known businesses had dis- 
appeared because they stopped advertising to ‘‘ save 
money.” '' The public's memory is short,'' he said, adding 
'" Renewed confidence and renewed faith is going to bring 
us back to better times. Advertising will lead us onward 
and upward to а new era of business prosperity.'' 

Climaxing the sessions was a digest of the publicity cam- 
paign about to be inaugurated by the Electrotypers. The 
campaign is designed to include a new film, an educational 
campaign and articles for the trade press and direct mail 
pieces sent out by individual members. 


Import Duties Advisory Committee 


Of interest to every trade is the fact that the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee announce that applications. 
whether in relation to additional duties or to the Free List, 
should be made, so far as possible, by representative bodies 
of the trades concerned. The Committee do not propose 
to proceed as a rule by formal hearings. Applicants, there- 
fore, should submit their case fully in writing and the 
Committee will call for such supplementary statements, oral 
or written, as may be required. 

The Committee will from time to time give notice of 
cases in which they are considering the question of the 
imposition or modification of '' additional " duties, or of 
variations of the Free List, in order that interested parties 
may have the opportunity of making representations.

Tests Made 


Acting in co-operation with paper-makers of America 
the Bureau of Standards, Department of Commerce, 
recently completed the initial test relating to bond types of 
paper. As a part of the investigation the experimental 
papers produced were tested for strength, chemical purity, 
and lasting qualities. The chemical purity tests included 
alpha cellulose content, copper number, acidity and sizing 
conditions. The ageing test used consisted of heating the 
papers in air to a temperature of 100 degs. C. for 72 hours 
and then measuring the extent of change in the various 
strength and chemical properties. 

By studying the effects of variations in beating condi- 
tions on the properties of finished papers a method of 
beating well adapted for this kind of fibre was evolved. 
The papers had excellent strength properties, exceeding, 
in the case of the bond papers, the strength requirements 
of the highest-grade bond papers purchased by the Govern- 
ment printing authorities, and, in the case of the currency- 
type papers, the strength requirement for our paper 
money. 


Factors of Variation 


The amount of beating required to produce the desired 
characteristics in the papers had no apparent effect upon 
the chemical properties of the fibres or upon their stability. 
A definite relation between the acidity of the rosin sized 
papers and their stability was noted. It was found that 
the excessive use of alum devcloped a marked lowering 
in stability. However, it was found, careful control of the 
acidity of the stock in the beater made it possible to 
produce well-sized papers of high stability. 

In general the addition of starch in the beater caused 
an increase in the strength of the papers and had no dele- 
terious effect upon the finished product. The effects pro- 
duced were practically the same for the two kinds of 
starch products used, one prepared by a process of acid 
hydrolysis, and the other by a process of oxidation. Un- 
sized and rosin-sized papers were surface-sized with glue 
and starch solutions. 


Government Report 


'The above facts and many more are contained in a 
report known as ' Research paper No. 372" recently 
issued by the Department of Commerce. "The Govern- 
ment maintains a well-equipped paper mill in Washington, 
where all tests are made, and from time to time other 
investigations and experiments will be made to assist in 
developing a higher range of papers for lithography as 
well as for general use. ‘The report mentioned states :— 

The following conclusions are the result of a recent 
investigation :— 

1. High-grade bond papers were made from highly 
purified wood fibres by the following procedure, which 
was found to give the best results with the fibres under 
study. The beating of the stock was conducted in such a 
manner as to minimise cellulose gel formation, and yet 
obtain the desired fraying out and fibrillation of the 
individual fibres. "This was satisfactorily accomplished by 
means of a 7-hour beating, during the course of which the 
roll was very gradually lowered. The beaten stock was 
lightly brushed in the Jordan. 

2. When so beaten the strength exceeded that required 
by the Government for the highest-grade writing papers. 

3. The stability of rosin-sized papers in the accelerated 
ageing test was seriously impaired by the presence of 
excess alum, but with the control of acidity at pH 50a 
highly stable, well-sized paper was produced. 


upon Bonds 


4. Starch used as sizing by addition in the beater did 
not reduce the stability in the ageing test. 

5. Surface sizing with glue or starch improved the 
resistance to the ageing test, especially with glue sizing. 

6. Moderate amounts of alum (used as a preservative 
for glue or starch in the suface sizing baths) were found 
not deleterious.

A NEW issue of stamps has been engraved to com-

North Midland Centre Comes-of- Age 


Last week-end the 1982 united social gathering of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association was held in 
Nottingham, The visitors and guests were received by Mr. 
A. G. Call (president of the North Midlands Centre) and 
Mrs. Call, amongst those present being Messrs. К. В. 
Simpson (president of the Association, London), А. Н. 
Wilson (general secretary), A. Н. Heaton and Jas. N. Poole 
(president and secretary, Liverpool Centre), E. C. Balls and 
Fred. J. Hughes (president and secretary, Manchester 
Centre), B. Gomersa] and W. Butler (president and assistant 
secretary, Yorkshire Centre), Geo. Milne and W. E. Martin 
(president and secretary, Birmingham Centre), William Ress 
and Jas. G. Fleming (president and secretary, Glasgow 
Centre), W. Wilson and W. Cruickshank (president and 
secretary, Edinburgh Centre), A. E. Moore (secretary, North 
Midlands Centre), A. E. Pickford and J. W. Campbell (presi- 
dent and secretary, Leicester Centre), and Fred. G. White 
(secretary, West of England Centre). 

On the Saturday morning all were early astir for a motor 
tour through Sherwood Forest, including Rufford Abbey. 
Edwinstowe, Thoresby Park, Clumber Park and the famcus 
Lime Tree Avenue to Hardwick Grange.

The Brains Behind Capital 


In the evening about 150 ladies and gentlemen sat down 
to dinner at the Victoria Hotel, when Mr. A. G. Call 
presided, being supported by Councillor E. H. Lee, J.P. 
(president, Nottingham Master Printers Association), Pro- 
fessor С. H. Bulleid, O.B.E., М.А. (head of Printing Classes, 
Nottingham University College), Lieut.-Col. W. A. Potter, 
Mr. J. R. Riddell (principal, London School of Printing), 
Mr. Н. E. Barrow (vice-president, Nottingham Master 
Printers Association) and Councillor W. Wesson (secretary, 
Nottingham branch, Tvpographical Association). 

Councillor E. H. Lee, proposing the toast of '' The 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association," said that 
the founder of the North Midlands Centre (Principal J. К. 
Riddell) was known throughout the printing world wherever 
the English language was spoken. The Association had a 
membership of over 1,400, and the funds amounted to over 
€8,000. In a humorous strain, he added, that the members 
of the Association were described as the brains behind the 
capital of most of the big printing concerns in the country. 
The late Mr. W. W. Fox, a member of the Association, was 
the founder of the Costing System, and it would be one of 
the greatest benefits conferred. on the printing trade if 
printers would adopt it and put it into practice. Не did 
not think sufficient opportunities were given to the inventive 
genius of the people in their employ, and he gave illustra- 
tions in support of this remark. The Association had given 
valuable help to the Joint Industrial Council of the Printing 
Trades whenever their advice had been sought, and it was 
a matter of regret that up to the present no room had been 
found for the members to sit upon that Council. He hoped 
to sce this remedied. 

Mr. R. B. Simpson, in reply, congratulated the North 
Midlands Centre upon the arrangements for the gathering, 
and said he looked forward to the future with great hope. 
Calling for co-operation and active service, for working out 
the salvation of the Association, he begged the young 
members to come forward and shoulder some of the burdens 
that were at present being borne by the older members. 


The Printing Craft 


Professor C. H. Bulleid, in his remarks on '' The Printing 
Craft," said the preservation and dissemination of know- 
ledge in books and the dissemination of news through the 
Press were the foundation-stones on which society is built 
to-day. Printers were particularly proud of their craft, and 
had reason to be. Where should we be without it? No 
one connected with education could fail to realise its 
necessity. Even in the Roman Empire the need was so 
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urgent that books were '' mass produced '' by buying, say. 
50 slaves, teaching them to write, and then dictating to 
them. Not until printing was introduced in the fifteenth 
оу did anything like wide dissemination of knowledge 
еріп. 

Мг. Н. Е. Barlow, responding, said that when the history 
of printing was written it would be found that in the present 
gencration the greatest advances had been made, conditions 
improved and status raised. Не did not support efforts 
that had been made to tamper with the sanctity of the 
printed word, and he advised printers to fight for truth and 
accurate reproduction of works of art, and for truth in the 
handling of costs. 


Mr. J. R. Riddell Gives Principal Toast 


The toast of the evening was the ‘‘ North Midlands 
Centre '' and this was in the capable hands of its founder— 
Principal J. R. Riddell. Before the North Midlands Centre 
was formed, he said, he had found no means of meeting 
others and discussing trade problems. The value of the 
Association would be much greater if, instead of having 
various Centres, they had one central association with 
branches. When industrial conditions re-asserted them- 
selves they would find Germany ready to jump off with 
innovations in the printing craft. If they saw some of the 
printed matter and information that came to him, they 
would realise the need for associations such as theirs getting 
together апа working out how to conduct their ditferent 
departments to achieve the greatest success. 

‘ The Ladies and Visitors '' were proposed by Mr. W.J. 
Clarke, and responded to by Mr. A. Н. Wilson. 

Mr. E. J. Knights (Derby), acted as toastmaster, and the 
Nottingham Operatic Society supplied an excellent musical 
programme. 

A telegram of greeting had been sent earker in the day 
to Mr. C. G. Budden (first president of the Centre), who for 
health reasons was unable to be present. Another invalid 
was Mr. A. Pike, who, although unable to participate in 
the rejoicings, thoughfully supplied each lady present at 
the dinner with a triple spray of carnations. If wishes 
could work wonders he would be a new man.

European Fine Printing & Papers 
An American Exhibition 


An unusual and probably unique exhibition is that which 
has been arranged in America of fine printing and papers. 
Mr. Chester A. Lyle, the printing instructor at McKinley 
High School, Canton, Ohio, has been the moving spirit 
behind the exhibition, which has been on show at the 
McKinley School, and is at the end of June to be shown by 
Mr. Lyle to the eleventh annual conference on printing 
education, at the Government Printing Осе, Washington, 
D.C. 

This is an exhibition of fine. printing and papers from 
European countries—sixty exhibits having been. received 
from sixteen different countries. Twenty-three of the 
exhibits are from Great Britain. In previous years exhibits 
have been held of solely American work, and so successful 
were they, and of such value to printing students and 
teachers, that the next step obviously was an exhibition of 
wider scope, which would present new ideas and principles. 


Varied Exhibits 


Mr. Lyle in his collection of the European specimens 
made use of the services of the International Bureau of 
Federations of Master Printers, with whom he was brought 
in touch by Mr. J. W. Garner, of the Amalgamated Press. 
Mr. E. Kopley, secretary of the Bureau, furnished Mr. Lyle 
with the names of 246 firms. 

One exhibit is from the only woman manager of a paper 
mill in Europe, Miss Winifred A. Bird. who sent specimens 
of hand-made papers, with a valuable bcok, from her 
Evnsford Paper Mills in Kent, England. — The exhibit of 
the National Paper Mills, Limited, London, exemplities 
the new Wilkinson’s Patent M. G. Blotting paper. From 
Germany there is the fine display of Е. Bruckmann, of 
Munich, showing works in art rotogravure of colour phcto- 
graphy, and from A. Bagel, of Dusseldorf. 

There is an extensive exhibit from the S. T. Leigh Co., 
Limited, of Sydney, Australia, which depicts successfully 
all kinds of commercial printing, also an exhibit of poster 
and commercial printing from Troedel and Cooper. 
Melbourne, Australia. Other countries represented include 
Austria, France, Denmark, Switzerland, Holland, Sweden, 
and Italy.

CHEQUE & SECURITY PRINTING 
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The Advertising Agent and the Printer 
S-E. London Printers Hear Mr. J. Gloag 


When the South-East London Master Printers Associa- 
tion held their monthly meeting on Tuesday of last week, 
at Bridge House Restaurant, London Bridge, the new 
president of the Association, Mr. E. J. Keliher presided, 
supported by a good gathering of members, Mr. W. F. 
Willsher and Mr. T. D. Hawkins representing Head- 
quarters. The lecturer for the evening was Mr. John 
Gloag, director of Messrs. Pritchard, Wood and Partners, 
incorporated practitioners in advertising, who took for his 
subject '' What Advertising Agents Expect from a 
Printer." Тһе relationship between printer and adver- 
tising agent has for some years been a bone of contention, 
though lately feelings have tended towards co-operation 
and a greater realisation of each other's difficulties. Mr. 
Gloag lucidly recounted what he expected, making many 
sound points which gave food for thought. 


Printers Should be Frank 


Having been briefly introduced by the president, Mr. 
Gloag, in direct and forceful style, began by saying that 
some people thought there was conflict between the adver- 
tising agent and the printer. His view, however, was that 
there was no conflict. What he expected from the printer, 
he proceeded, was extreme technical efficiency and abso- 
lute technical frankness. If the printer was not equipped 
to do a job, he should say so. Speaking as a buyer of 
print, Mr. Gloag said that the printer who was frank in 
that way never suffered. He might not get the particular 
order which he told the agent he could not handle ade- 
quately, but he would get opportunities of quoting on 
dozens of others. 

He went on to say that, generally speaking, for printers 
to send designs to the agent was waste of their own time. 
The way he (Mr. Gloag) earned his 10 per cent. was by 
preparing the designs. They (the agents) were equipped 
to do them. The designs which were put up by the printer 
on ''spec " were, nine times out of ten, useless—not be- 
cause of any intrinsic badness, but simply because it was 
quite obvious that those designs could not fit into a pre- 
conceived plan, and practically every piece of mailed 
matter, every piece of printed literature they produced for 
their clients, was part of a very carefully worked-out plan, 
a plan in which themes for design and presentation had 
been thought out a long time ahead; and quite clearly any 
designs outside that plan were disruptive, and to submit 
them represented waste of the printer’s time. 


Technical Help Appreciated 


What he did want, continued Mr. Gloag, was technical 
inventions and ideas, new ideas about binding, and the 
association of inks and paper. But so far as presentation 
was concerned they did always specify, with meticulous 
accuracy, exactly what they wanted; the printer did not 
have to do any thinking in that particular department. 
For example, when they sent out a specification for an 
estimate, they not only specified the types which they 
wanted, but asked the printer to say whether he had got 
those types; if not, whether he was willing to get them. 
They nearly always specified the paper to be used, and in 
some cases the inks. 

Mr. Gloag next spoke of typography, saying that good 
typographical design depends upon the arrangement and 
legibility of types, rather than upon the introduction of 
'" stunt '' faces. Legibility plus visibility could always be 
obtained by lucid and vigorous design, rather than by pro- 
longed search for something fantastically different in the 
way of types. 

Agents and Direct Mail 


There was a feeling, he continued, that advertising 
agents were not at all interested in printed matter; that it 
did not pay them to be interested in direct mail and 
printed literature; and that what they wanted and always 
tried to make their clients do was to spend a lot of money 
in the Press. He differed from that view. No advertising 
agent, he said, who knew his business was going to ignore 


direct mail matter, and a very big proportion of the money 
allocated in advertising plans (consistent with the nature 
and distribution of the product advertised) was reserved 
for printed literature. | 

Another point he made was with regard to printers’ 
representatives. He deprecated the type of man who went 
into the agent’s office and talked about quality and ser- 
vice—two words which had been overworked to such an 
extent that they no longer meant anything at all. Then, 
again, the old type of representative, who went into an 
ofüce and said ‘‘ Anything for me to-day?—No?—I 
thought there wouldn't be," was no good to the printing 
business. 


Printers’ Representatives 


What he did expect from printers' representatives was 
that they should have technical knowledge of printing, 
and a very close knowledge indeed of the capacity and 
ability of their own house. The sort of man who said 
'" We can do anything," cut no ice, added Mr. Gloag. 
The man, however, who specifically told him what his firn 
was particularly good at, what machines they had, and 
what class of jobs they specially liked to handle, was the 
man who was really useful—the man who could be con- 
sulted technically in the early stages of designing a 
printed job. Не believed in beginning at the beginning, 
and considering the method by which the job was to be 
produced whilst it was actually being designed—with the 
result that he did not have to say, '' How is this job 
going to be printed? '" Не knew before it left the studio 
what class of job it was. 

A long and animated discussion followed Mr. Gloag's 
address, practically everyone present taking part. It 
centred chiefly around two points: Firstly, technical re- 
search, Mr. Gloag urging that printers should have their 
own research bureau; and secondly, the variety of type 
faces usually demanded by advertising agents. In respect 
of the latter point, Mr. Gloag mentioned that so far as 
his firm were concerned they used very few type faces. 
and those were of the more classical types. They avoided 
the use of '' freak '' and '' stunt ” faces, finding that fit- 
ness in type display depended chiefly upon how the tvpo- 
grapher handled the layout.

Irish Printers’ Insurance 
Belfast Society’s Results 


The twentieth annual general meeting of the members ot 
the Irish Printing and Allied Trades Insurance Society was 
held last week in the society’s office, 105, Royal Avenue, 
Belfast. Mr. John May, president, presided, and there was 
a moderate attendance, ` 

The secretary submitted the Government auditor’s report, 
and the Committee of Management's report for the year 
ended December 31st, 1931, was read. The latter report 
stated there had been an increase of membership; that the 
contribution return showed an average number of contri- 
butions for men of 42 and women 39—this was a fairly 
good average in view of the present condition of employ- 
ment. The amount paid in sickness, disablement, and 
maternity benefits was £62 3s. 9d. less than in 1930. There 
had been a satisfactory decrease in disablement benefit, but 
in men’s sickness benefit there had been a considerable 
increase. The average duration of sickness claims for men 
was four weeks and one day, and the cost per member per 
vear 8s. 6d.; unmarried women, duration five weeks and 
three days and the cost £1 2s. 2d.; married women, duration 
seven weeks and four days and cost £3 7s. The cost of 
married women’s benefits continued to be excessive. In 
dental and ophthalmic benefits there was a reduction of 
£27 4s. 8d. on 1930. The society’s portion of the cost of 
dental benefit was 72 per cent. 

The reports were adopted, on the motion of Mr. M. Barker, 
seconded by Mrs. A. Campbell. 


As president, Mr. John May was re-elected, and as vice- 
president, Miss M. E. Wood was re-elected. The six retir- 
ing members of the committee of management—Mrs. A. 
Campbell, Mrs. J. E. M‘Dowell, Miss H..Curragh, Miss 
E. M. White, and Messrs. M. Barker, and William May— 
were also re-elected.

Municipal Printing 

BRADFORD has been mentioned as one of the pro- 

gressive cities in printerdom; and, when we come to 
think of it, it is only a short time back that the City 
Council decided against setting up in business as a 
municipal printery. Bradford is to be complimented 
upon its sound common sense in these matters. To 
those who definitely and by long experience know, 
it is astonishing to think how any intelligently 
informed person could conceive or accept the idea 
that any cheaper way of securing Corporation, 
County Council, or Government printing could exist 
than the present one of buying against competitive 
tender from low-cutting printers. The best argument 
that could be put forward in favour of the establish- 
ment of Government or municipal printing offices 
would be that it was to protect the printing industry 
from loss, to institute a higher level of charges and 
to provide more work by allowing longer hours for 
production. Unfortunately, we are forced to recog- 
nise the fact that where there is the strongest demand 
for municipal printing plants there is the least 
appreciation of the true analysis of cost. 

+ + + 


Economy by Standardisation 

It would be far more to the point if a few more 
townships and a good many business establishments 
were to follow the lead set by Manchester in its effort 
to economise the stationery bill by standardisation. 
If this task were undertaken by а competent 
authority, a very great deal of money could be 
saved in many instances, and often enough actual 
improvements could be effected at less cost. In 
various ways business could be expedited, and 
clerical operations made simpler or easier. The main 
trouble is to get business houses to realise that 
standardisation of their forms is worth while. The 
printer himself is suspect, he is open to the charge 
of an axe to grind. As to our municipalities and 
public bodies in general there is the everlasting bug- 
bear of council and committee, the stonewall barrier 
of tedious routine and opposition to direct action. 
What is needed, to get the maximum benefit in the 
minimum time, is to put in an expert stationery 
‚ economist and give him carte blanche to get on with 
the job. There are not a great many men fitted for 
the post, but it would seem that there is a field for 
profitable exploitation by someone with the right 
credentials.

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Fifty Years in the Printing Trade 


Mr. Frank Colebrook’s Reminiscences 


An unusual attraction for members of the London Society 
of Compositors Jobbing Guild at their monthly meeting 
last week was an address by Mr. Frank Colebrook, F.A.I., 
entitled ‘‘ Fifty Years in the Printing Trade: Some Things 
Life has Taught Me.’’ Mr. Colebrook, who is known 
throughout the trade for his vitality and wit, celebrated 
his birthday on May 6th when, as he said, he became '' 70 
years young." Autobiography and philosophy vied with 
each other throughout Mr. Colebrook's address, and, as 
was shown in the discussion, provided inspiration for many 
present. There was a large gathering present, presided over 
by Mr. G. Griffith, vice-president of the Guild, and among

the company were Mr. A. J. Fuller (London School of 
Printing), Mr. J. Acton, and Mr. H. Naylor, Guild secretary. 

The chairman having very briefly introduced him, Mr. 
Colebrook recalled previous occasions when he had been 
present at the Guild meetings, and said how pleased he was 
to come and talk to them. Life had taught him a few 
things, and if a thing was of value they might as well look 
at it now and again. 


What Life Has Taught 


Life had taught him, for instance, to make the best of a 
bad job; and he went on to recall examples of this maxim. 
In the year 1871—he first came to London in that year— 
there was a disastrous fire in a typefoundry in the States. 
Resulting from that fire was the establishment of the point 
system and all its benefits—an example of a man turning 
calamity into a good thing. Other examples were the dis- 
coverey of offset-litho and that of synthetic indigo. He also 
recalled the founding, from very small beginnings, of the 
J.I.C.; and the Bolt Court School of Photo-Engraving and 
Lithography springing from a meeting of a few litho-artist 
enthusiasts about fifty years ago. 

The speaker next mentioned the changed attitude of 
employers to-day compared with fhat of employers of many 
years ago in regard to technical education. He recalled also 
the introduction of the Costing System, and spoke of Mr. 


Bridges and his (Mr. Colebrook’s) connection with him when 
he was arranging the Printing Exhibitions. 


Success and Failure 


Had life taught him anything about the causes of some 
people’s success and others’ failure? Well, the use of one’s 
thinking power was a great help to success. He recalled the 
lines, ‘‘ Never yet was good deed wrought, but had begin- 
ning іп good thought." The Great War was the result of 
years of wrong thinking. Then there was insufficient 
planning. He recalled Lord Northcliffe and his careful and 
successful planning of the '' Daily Mail.” Reference was 
also made to inkless printing, dry-litho, and photo- 
composing. 

The great tragedy which Mr. Colebrook had found in 
some men's life was in the good ideas which were not car- 
ried to a beginning. He recalled G. K. Chesterton's saying, 
“ Whatever is worth doing is worth doing badly.’’ Many 
people were afraid of salesmanship—afraid to sell their own 
ability. They must all cherish some great endeavour, and 
aim at individualism. Their own individual powers might 
not be very great, but they could be developed. He urged 
them to rely upon their own powers, and be faithful to 
their own convictions. He also spoke ardently on the sub- 
ject of imagination as a great asset in business and personal 
life. 

In the course of the lecture names and recollections of 
world-famous men were recalled—Gladstone, whom Mr. 
Colebrook had heard speak when he (Mr. Colebrook) was a 
reporter in the House of Commons at the age of twenty-one, 
Benjamin Franklin, printer and statesman, and many 
others. 

Discussion 

Loud applause having marked the conclusion of Mr. 
Colebrook's talk, the chairman invited discussion, remark- 
ing that Mr. Colebrook had given him a considerable 
amount of inspiration. There was an interesting discussion 
on the photo-composing machines, after which Mr. Naylor 
made some remarks in reminiscent vein. He recollected the 
first moves between the employers and employed towards 
greater understanding of each others' problems; Mr. Fox, 
who had done so much for costing; and the first Printing 
Exhibition to be held in London, when both Mr. Colebrook 
and himself canvassed for space. 

Mr. Geddes next had some interesting remarks to make. 
With regard to costing, he said that printers' estimating 
was one of the most skilled jobs. Why not charge 5 per 
cent. for estimating? Others who joined in the discussion 
were Mr. A. J. Fuller, Mr. Carter, and Mr. J. F. Murphy. 

Mr. J. Acton, called upon to propose a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer, said that his connection with Mr. Colebrook 
went back twenty-two years. Mr. Colebrook had not told 
them anything that night, he continued, which he had not 
carried out in practice at some time or other. He illustrated 
this fact with personal reminiscences, and concluded with 
the wish that Mr. Colebrook might be with them for many 
years more, and thanking him for an inspiring evening. 

The proposition was seconded by Mr. Naylor, who re- 
ferred to the gathering as a little birthday party to Mr. 
Colebrook. He was sorry to tell them that Mrs. Colebrook 
was very ill, but she would not stop her husband from 
being present with them that night. He would like Mr. 
Colebrook to take back the wish to her that he (Mr. 
Colebrook) at the age of eighty would still be one of the 
lights in the printing trade. That night would remain one 
of the landmarks in the Guild’s life. (Applause.) 

In responding, Mr. Colebrook paid tribute to his wife and 
thanked them for the allusion to her. 

Mr. Carter proposed a vote of thanks to the chairman, 
which was seconded by Mr. F. J. Groves, and the chairman. 
replied. 

The evening concluded with an announcement by Mr. 
Naylor regarding a competition for lay-outs. `

MR. STANHOPE W. SPRIGG, a former editor of the '' Wind- 
sor Magazine '' and of '' Cassell's Magazine,” has died at 
Bognor at the age of 66. 


Mr. EDWARD LAWRENCE Levy, who died at Edgbaston 
last Thursday at the age of 81, was the founder of the 
‘* Licensed Trade News,” and he served as editor from its 
commencement until the time of his death. 


Mr. WALTER GEORGE KirBy, who had been the yachting 
correspondent of '' The Times '' for over 30 years, died at 
Worthing on Saturday, at the age of 71. 


MR. CARL GARFIELD PRITCHARD, secretary and treasurer 
of the Harris-Seybold-Potter Company and well known 
and respected for many years in the graphic arts industry 
throughout the United States and Canada, died on Friday, 
May 13th, after a brief illness. Mr. Pritchard was born on 
November 27th, 1870, and was a descendant of an early 
pioneer family. He became associated with the Harris- 
Seybold-Potter Company in December, 1898. For many 
years he was secretary and assistant treasurer of the com- 
pany, and early in 1931 was made treasurer of ‘the cor- 
poration in addition to his duties as secretary. 


FLYING back from Londonderry with Press pictures of 
Miss Earhart, a monoplane, piloted by Mr. Irwin Napier 
Colin Clarke, with Mr. Victor Barton, a '' Daily Sketch ”’ 
photographer as passenger, crashed on Monday morning on 
a hillside in a remote part of Wigtownshire, eight miles 
south of Stranrear. Both occupants were killed. 


L.C.C. SCHOOL OF ARTS AND Cnmarrs.—The annual ex- 
hibition of students' work of the L.C.C. School of Arts and 
Crafts, Southampton Row, will be open to the public on 
Saturday and will remain open till June 25th. The ex- 
hibition will include specimens of printing, bookbinding, 
illustration, wood engraving, lithography, etching, engrav- 
ing and die-sinking, and will be open from 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m. during the week, and 10 to 12 on Saturdays. 


UNDER decrees issued last Thursday the French Govern- 
ment applied the quota system to fancy papers, including 
wallpapers, except lincrusta. A 


DurcH STRIKE ENDs.—After having lasted from July Ist, 
1931, down to the present time, the strike in connection 
with the straw board industry in Holland, mainly in the pro- 
vince of Groningen, has been brought to a close by the 
acceptance by a majority of the mill workers of the pro- 
posals put forward by the mediation committee, and work 
at the eleven mills affected is now being resumed. A col- 
lective agreement is being entered into until September Ist, 
1933, and wages are reduced by 5 per cent. as compared with 
20 per cent. which was originally demanded by the mill 
owners. 


IN the May 12th issue of the BRITISH AND COLONIAL 
PRINTER there appeared a short article entitled '' Sale of 
Plant,’’ in which several particulars were given as to prices 
realised. We regret that an error slipped in when it was 
stated that £110 was paid for a Furnival cutting machine.

London Master Printers 


At the meeting of the Council of the London Master 
Printers’ Association last Thursday, Mr. J. Crowlesmith 
(Hazell, Watson and Viney, Ltd.) was elected president of 
the Association for the ensuing year; Lt.-Col. B. L. Hooper 
(W. P. Griffith and Sons, Ltd.) and Mr. F. Mason (Ash and 
Co., Ltd.) were elected vice-presidents, and the treasurer, 
Mr. E. C. Austen-Leigh (Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co., 
Ltd.) was re-elected. 


Trade Union Matters 


THE political section of the Printing Machine Managers’ 
Trade Society has passed a resolution calling for the imme. 
diate abolition of the Means Test and for an amendment 
of the Unemployment Insurance Acts to provide adequate 
maintenance to the unemployed. The cost of this, it is 
proposed, should be met by a special tax on all incomes. 


THE quarterly meeting of the Association of Correctors of 
the Press will be held at the Memorial Hall, Farringdon 
Street, E.C.4, on Saturday, June 4th. Apart from the 
Committee’s report there is to be a ballot regarding pro- 
posed continued payment of full provident benefit till the 
end of 1932, and the members will be asked to receive the 
resignation of the assistant secretary. 


LEEDS TYPOGRAPHICAL SociETv.—The quarterly report 
of the Leeds Typographical Society records that there is yet 
no sign of improvement in the local printing trade. The 
maximum number of members signing the unemployment 
book was 169 and the minimum 120, the average of 142 
comparing with 140 in the previous quarter. 


THE annual meeting of the Yorkshire Group of the Typo- 
graphical Association will be held at Leeds on Saturday. 
June 4th. 


THE Irish Section of the Typographical Association has 
passed a resolution urging that in view of the general de- 
pression in trade and the state of T.A. finances, the triennial 
delegate meeting of the T.A. to be held in 1933 should be 
postponed. The Irish Section has also decided to afhliate 
to the Irish Labour Party. 


Links with Old Printers 


Several very early specimens of English printing have 
been found recently in bookbindings in three Oxford col- 
lege libraries. A printed Indulgence granted by Pope 
Alexander VI and dated February 2nd, 1499, has been 
found, says a correspondent of '' The Times," amonga 
collection of fragments of manuscripts taken out of book- 
bindings in the library at Queen's College. Experts have 
satisfied themselves that this Indulgence was printed by 
Richard Pynson, who began to print books in London six 
or seven years previously and later became the Kings 
Printer. 

Almost at the same time the binding of a missal of the 
усат 1512, at Balliol, has revealed an almost complete copy 
of another Indulgence, issued by Pope Julius II for the 
purpose of raising the ransom money for some Christians 
held prisoner by the Turks. In Oriel College Library, on 
the binding of a book printed in Paris in 1519 there has 
been found the lower half of an Indulgence in English 
granted by Pope Leo X in favour of the Hospital and Con- 
fraternity of the Holy Ghost at Rome, and bearing the 
imprint of Richard Pynson, who now styles himself the 
King's Printer. Pynson was one of the most celebrated of 
early English printers, and was the first to use Roman type 
in English printing. 

The explanation of these finds, as an official at the 
Bodleian pointed out, seems to be that the English printers 
sometimes printed more copies of an Indulgence than it was 
possible to sell and were left with surplus copies which, аз 


printer's waste, were used in the making of bindings.

Master 
printers who procure a copy of the book will 
undoubtedly feel that they owe a debt of grati- 
tude to the authors for the thoroughness with 
which they have tackled and carried through 
successfully an arduous task."

Important Topics Discussed 


The growth of the desire of master printers for inter- 
national co-operation has again been proved at the recent 
conference of the Council of Administration of the Inter- 
national Bureau of the Federations of Master Printers held 
in Amsterdam on May 6th. The Council has again handled 
many problems with great zeal, and the items on the agenda 
show the importance of the International Bureau which it 
has to-day for affiliated Federations. 


All members of the Council, comprising Rudolf Ullstein 
(Germany), R. A. Austen-Leigh (Great Britain), Rudolf 
Stampfli (Switzerland) and A. Stiels-Vaillant (Belgium), 
were present. The director of the Swedish Federation of 
Master Printers, Bo Lofgren, was unfortunately forced to 
be absent, as he had to retire from his post as director of 
the Swedish Federation and give up his membership of the 
Council of Administration on account of illness. Mr. 
Haeggstrom, vice-president of the Swedish Federation of 
Master Printers, was unanimously elected to take Mr. Lóf- 
gren's seat on the Council. (Since the report was issued Mr. 
Lófgren has died.) 

The secretary of the International Bureau, Mr. E. Kopley, 
reported fully on the activity of the International Bureau. 
The progress made during the last year completely satisfied 
the Council of Administration as well as the affiliated organi- 
sations. The following points of the secretary's report are 
of particular interest. 


The budget of the International Bureau for 1932, amount- 
ing to an expenditure of RM. 16,800, was submitted and 
passed by the Council after approving the statement of 
receipts and expenditure during 1931. The budget contains 
reductions in salaries and office rent, so that the additional 
subscriptions of 30 per cent. resolved at Liége in 1930 could 
be reduced to 10 per cent. in order to meet present condi- 
tions. 

The reports on questions of international importance to 
the printing trade published in the Bulletin have been ex- 
tended to new problems during the past year, so that 
afhliated organisations are deriving increased benefits from 
the services of the International Bureau. 


Ink Standardisation 


A long discussion took place on the possibilities of stan- 
dardising printing inks for three- and four-colour work on 
an international basis. The endeavours made in this respect 
in various countries were criticised. A proposition was 
made to place a quantity of coloured pamphlets outlining 
the schemes developed particularly in Germany and Great 
Britain at the disposal of affiliated Federations. These 
pamphlets should be distributed amongst the leading firms 
chiefly interested in colour work in each country, in order 
to find out the attitude of each country with regard to 
these schemes. The principal difference between the two 
schemes is the question whether the ingredients and the 
method of composition of the inks can be standardised, or 
whether only definite hues should be agreed upon by de- 
ciding on certain values for red, blue and yellow, whilst 
leaving the method of manufacture and composition of the 
ink, which will vary according to the required quality and 
the price paid, entirely to the individual ink manufacturer. 
The Council of Administration believes that the latter 
scheme is the most suitable for the printing trade, as the 
consumer of ink. The International Bureau has received 
detailed instructions to pursue the question of international 
colour standards. 

Also the development of the use of the standard DIN sizes 
on the European Continent and the scheme of the German 
Standardisation Committee for the Printing Trade to decide 
upon four standard machine sizes with definite chase 
measurements to suit the DIN sizes were discussed. Mr. 
Stámpfli pointed out in this connection that the DIN sizes 
are generally used by printers in Switzerland when cus- 
tomers do not insist on other sizes. 


Exchange of Young Master Printers 


The endeavours to further the international exchange of 
journeymen, young foremen and Y.M.P.s have met with 
difficulties, although the Governments of Great Britain 
Germany, France and Czecho Slovakia negotiated with 
representatives of employers' and employees' organisations 
at a conference held at the International Labour Offce of 
the League of Nations in Geneva last June. The Inter. 
national Bureau of the Federations of Master Printers was 
represented there through Messrs. Austen-Leigh and UII 
stein. For the time being it does not seem to be possible 
to arrive at official exchange agreements. Nevertheless, the 
International Bureau has, since its inception, placed a fair 
number of Young Master Printers as students in printing 
plants abroad. It was therefore resolved to proceed in the 
usual way for the time being by advising approved appli- 
cants from time to time where they may find suitable 
training abroad. In order, however, to increase the pos- 
sibilities for students to find training abroad, the Inter- 
national Bureau has been instructed to find a few firms in 
each country prepared to provide training in their works 
for Young Master Printers. 


Scrapping Obsolete Machinery 

The agreement arrived at between the German Federation 
of Master Printers and the Association of German Printing 
Machine Manufacturers has met with considerable success. 
Two hundred and twenty printing machines have been 
scrapped since it began to operate. A further scheme has 
been under consideration in Germany to come to an agree- 
ment with the typefounders for the purpose of scrapping 
old type. It appears, however, that such a scheme would 
not be feasible, for various reasons, and it is, therefore. 
intended to come to an understanding with the typefounders 
to the effect that sorts will be supplied only to those firms 
having purchased the original type from the typefounders. 
Such an arrangement would prevent the sale of used tvpe to 
other printers who, by reason of the low cost of second- 
hand material, indulge in unfair competition. | 

The Federation of Master Printers of South Africa is con- 
sidering the forming of a machinery fund, in order to buy 
up machinery at bankruptcy sales and hold it until it can 
be disposed of to members of the Federation, or, if neces- 
sary, have it scrapped. The details of this scheme show that 
it is likely to be very beneficial to the trade by removing 
undesirable plant and by preventing cheap, second-hand 
machines from being employed against the interests of the 


trade. 
Standard Conditions 


In view of a suggestion made by Mr. Stiels-Vaillant, the 
standard conditions adopted by printers in various coun- 
tries have been examined by the International Bureau, as 
the result of which it was found that it could only be in 
the interest of the trade to adjust the terms and conditions 
to an international standard. The anomalies are particu 
larly evident in the margins allowed for overs and shortage 
of delivered printing, being generally fixed between 5 per 
cent. and 10 per cent. and in France even as low as 2} per 
cent. It was resolved that the International Bureau should 
draft a proposition for international standard conditions 
based on the conditions operating in various countries, and 
submit it for approval to the Council of Administration. 50 
that a proposition might then be made to affiliated organi- 
sations to revise their standard conditions accordinglv. Ву 
this means, the experiences made in every country will 
placed at the disposal of the whole printing trade.

During the past year, the International Bureau has a 
answered a large number of enquiries on technical. lega 


and wage subjects, as well as on price problems, inventions 
and new processes. 
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Fourth International Master Printers’ Congress 


The following gentlemen, representing the Dutch Federa- 
tion of Master Printers were present during the discussions 
concerning the plans for the proposed International Master 
Printers Congress in Amsterdam: S. S. Korthuis, president 
of the Dutch Federation of Master Printers; Dr. Th. P. A. 
J. ten Hagen, president of the Roman Catholic Section of 
the Federation; H. J. Belinfante and H. I. Oppenheim, 
members of the Federation Council; H. Knuttel, director 
of the Federation, and Dr. P. Borst, syndic of the Federa- 
tion. The Fourth International Master Printers’ Congress 
has been planned to take place in May, 1934, in conjunc- 
tion with an exhibition of printing machinery and utensils. 
Meetings will be held on two days and the exhibition will 
be open for a fortnight. In view of the fact that it is im- 
possible to predict how trade will be in two years’ time, 
Mr. Ullstein pointed out that no definite promise for inter- 
national co-operation can be given yet. The Dutch Feder- 
ation invited the Council of the International Bureau to join 
the Committee formed by the Dutch Federation for this 
purpose as honorary members. This invitation was unani- 
mously accepted by the Council. It was also resolved that 
the Dutch Federation and the International Bureau should 
keep in close touch and begin now with the preliminary 
work for the Congress. 


New Paper Testing Methods 


The address of the secretary on recently developed 
methods of testing printing papers was well received and 
wil be published later. 

Mr. Rudolf Ullstein suggested to have the next Confer- 
ence of the Council of Administration in Berlin. It was 
decided to leave it to the International Bureau to suggest a 
date for the next Conference, either in the autumn of this 
year or during 1933, according to requirements.

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Inland Sample Post 


Mr. J. T. Steele (Spicers, Ltd.), who has been such a 
strong and persistent advocate of the introduction of the 
inland sample post writes as follows: — 

I have said many hard things about the G.P.O. in the 
past twelve years, but now I must praise Cesar. The 
P.M.G. has announced that, so far as sample postage is con- 
cerned, what I have been pressing for all these years is to be 
granted. What is more, he urges as the ground for the 
changes, the very arguments I have advanced all along. 
All hail, Cesar! The question of samples accompanying an 
order being allowed at the printed paper rate is not 
answered, but this is a small matter compared with the 
larger question of samples themselves. As from May 23га 
it will be possible to send samples of paper and other com- 
modities suitable for postal transmission at rates equivalent 
to the printed paper rate, with certain limitations as to size 
and weight. The new charge will be: 1d. for 4 ozs., 1jd. 
for 6 ozs., and 2d. up to 8 ozs., which is the limit. 

Previously the charge had been: 2d. for 4 ozs., 2jd. for 
6 ozs., and 3d. for 8 ozs. 

Envelopes must be open for inspection and must be 
marked in the left hand upper corner, '' Sample.” Printed 
matter acceptable at the printed paper rate can be included 
with samples. The P.M.G. hopes that this change will be 
of material assistance to the trade of the country. So do I.

The Chemistry 


of Lithography 


LITHOGRAPHIC VARNISH 
By CHARLES HARRAP 


Although linseed oil varnish may generally be 
regarded as a thickened oil of apparently little or no 
chemical action, yet it is of so much importance in 
printing that some description of it must form part 
of the technical chemistry of the trade. It is some- 
what misleading that it should have been called a 
“varnish,” as it is seldom used as an actual varnish 
in the form as supplied to printers for a medium for 
carrying inks or pigments. 


What Varnishes Are 


Varnishes are as a rule, resins melted in oils, such 
as linseed, hempseed, etc. These oils are drying oils, 
and their particular function is to dry with a resinous 
tone and lustre. In a way it can be contended that 
linseed oil also dries with a resinous finish and is 
toned by the pigment which is ground into it. But 
even that contention should not be held seriously, as 
it is very unlikely that woodwork or furniture would 
be varnished with a coloured printing ink. The word 
varnish really means a glassy appearance, and is very 
likely derived from the Latin И нит, which means 
glass. 

Linseed oil is one of the drying oils, which include 
the oils of hempseed, poppy seed, walnut, sunflower, 
candlenut, German sesame, madia (of California and 
Chili), Niger seed (Indian, Ram-til), safflower (also 
used in rouge); and about twelve others, of minor 
importance. One of the latter is wood, Chinese or 
tung oil. These drying oils do actually dry with a 
resinous surface, as against the non-drying oils, such 
as, olive, colza, croton, rape, almond, ground-nut, 
benne, and some twenty-five other vegetable oils of 
commerce, and the oils from mammals and fish, which 
soak in or evaporate and leave a soft greasy stain or 
surface. 

With so many drying oils to choose from, the lin- 
seed oil has become commercially the most popular. 
The obvious reasons are that the linen plant (linum 
usitatissimum) can be easily grown in great quantities, 
easily gathered and transported, and the stems of the 
plants can be converted into fibre for making linen. 
This linen seed does not yield a large percentage of 
oil as compared with some others. А few examples 
of better yield are: Walnut, 40 to 50 per cent. ; poppy, 
50-60; candle nut, 55-60; Niger, 40-45; wood, 35-40; 
and hemp, 30-35—against linseed, 20-33. But the 
linen plant is а utility product, and, above all, the lin- 
seed oil is practically the best. 

As already stated, in the article of February 4th, 
1932, fats and oils consist of compounds of glycerine 
and one or more fatty acids. In a general way the 
composition of linseed may be taken as: Fat and oil, 
32 per cent.; albuminous matter, 30 per cent.; mineral 
matter, 4 per cent.; water, 10 per cent.; and the re- 
mainder mucilaginous or gummy matter. The ash 
contains phosphates, and carbonates of calcium, and 
potassium, and iron salts. 

The mucilage is good and strong; 1 oz. of linseed 
warmed in 16 ozs. of water, will yield a good ad- 


hesive. No doubt this is the basis of some commercial 
mucilages and " gums" on the market. 
Linseed Oil 

The analysis of linseed oil, as extracted from the 
linseed, shows: Linoleic acid, CisHs:0:; linolenic acid, 
C,.H;.O0:; glyceryl, С.Н, (which in extraction takes 
up hydroxyl, HO, and becomes glycerine C; H; (OH); 
also, water, mucilage, an essence, some albumen, and 
yellow, red and blue chlorophylls. In fact, it presents 
all the structure of a fat, with some additions. When 
heated with caustic soda, NaOH, or caustic potash, 
KOH, it forms a soap and liberates glycerine. From 
these soaps the acids can be extracted by adding strong 
sulphuric acid. 

Nitric acid converts linseed oil into a viscid mass; 
and the strongest nitric acid may cause it to take fire. 
With glacial acetic acid and warmth, linseed oil is 
soluble. 

It may be noted that some of the acids of drying oils 
have not a drying character equal to that of the oils 
themselves, and the linoleic acid is one of this series. 

The drying of oils is accompanied by their absorption 
of oxygen. Mr. W. Fox has experimented upon oils 
for this oxygen absorption, and he places Baltic linseed 
oil as the best. Non-drying oils do not absorb one- 
tenth of the quantity of oxygen; some absorb as little 
as one-twenty-fifth. 


Linseed oil by drying forms a resinous mass which 
is known as oxylinoeic acid, and this by further oxida- 
tion becomes C,,H.Oi;,, linoxyn. From this it may be 
concluded that as the linseed oil is boiled to increase 
its consistency, it is also approaching the character of 
linoxyn, which ultimately forms when the printing 15 
completed and thoroughly hardened. When the oil has 
become linoxyn it is changed considerably from the 
original. It loses its solubility in alcohol and ether; but 
it can still be saponified by caustic potash, or dissolved 
by chloroform. 


The Making of Varnish 


The boiling of linseed oil to make varnish does not 
cause the loss of its natural fatty acid constituents, ОП 
the contrary, it emphasises the acidity and is the cause 
of much thought and care to govern the boiling down 
to prevent the acidity becoming too strong to allow of 
its use as a printers’ varnish. The methods of thick- 
ening the oil differ. In the early days it was conside 
necessary to heat the oil until the fumes could be 
ignited, and the burning was continued to produce the 
necessary consistency, each different consistency being 
made from a separate batch of oil. At the present time 
some makers in the U.S.A. still use the burning method, 
whilst in England most consistencies of varnish are 
produced by boiling for different periods. There are 
exceptions to this practice, as in the case of bronze blue 
varnish in which the burning method is adopted. 

The principles governing the making of varnish are 
mainly the following: the product must be a medium 
or vehicle to carry pigments and to dry upon the sur- 
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face of the paper and hold the pigments; the vehicle 
must not attack the rollers, the pigments, the printing 
surface (stone or metal) and the paper. The boiling 
or burning of the oil should, therefore, remove any 
essences which will volatilise, and the thin non-drying 
oils. It also makes mediums of different consistencies, 
suitable for winter or summer use, and to meet the 
variations of temperature in the machine room, which 
occur every day of the year. An important point in 
the manufacture of, and use of, varnish is that the 
medium must be of a consistency suitable to carry the 
various weights of pigments. This was certainly the 
case when pigments were earthy matter and metallic 
compounds. These differences in weights of pigments 
may be illustrated by a comparison of the weights of 
some of the well-known materials used as pigments. 
The following figures are based upon the weight of a 
measure of vegetable black weighing 10 grains. The 
figures following each pigment are grains, and, there- 
fore, més a means of comparison; thus, “ veg. black, 10; 
vermilion, 515," shows that vermilion is a little more 
than 50 times as heavy as veg. black. The weights 
are: veg. black, 10; carbon black, 50; pure cobalt blue, 
58; cochineal lake, 96; eosine lake, 130; permanent 
geranium lake, 130; oriental blue, 155; crimson madder, 
160; cadmium yellow, 163; violet lake, 224; burnt 
umber, 240; yellow ochre, 244; zinc white, 245; emerald 
green, 283; lemon yellow, 325; baryta white, 345; ver- 
milion, 515; flake white, 550. 


Coal Tar Pigments 


At the present time many pigments are of coal tar 
origin, and аге all "lakes," the weights of which will 
vary from 96 to:150 in this comparison, the figures 
depending upon the weight of the “ base” upon which 
they are precipitated. 

It is obvious that the heavy pigments would gradually 
settle to the bottom of the trough, and the rollers would 
be fed with only a thin supply of colour. On the other 
hand, with the more common use of dyes for coloured 
inks, the varnish need not be so strong as when mineral 
or metal pigments are used. In fact, the steady in- 
crease in the use of dyes must necessitate a change in 
mixing the inks for printing. The change in the nature 
of the pigments must be taken into account, not only 
as to difference of weight, but as to drying qualities. 
The mineral and metal pigments vary in their degree of 
drying; thus lead pigments are strong driers, so also 
are pigments with a base of manganese or cobalt. The 
cyanide of iron pigments are driers, also any pigment 
from zinc. The precautions which have been taken 
to meet such cases are more or less unnecessary with 
dye pigments. Asa typical case, take chrome yellows, 
which require so much care in mixing for printing. 
There are instances where chrome yellows have been 
mixed up almost entirely with vaseline pomades, whilst 
with the dye pigments no such treatment would be 
suitable. Dye pigments may be sold made up as prin- 
ting inks, under the same names as metal inks; but 
that is misleading. 

To revert to linseed oil as the source of varnish, it 
may be noted that it is the best drying oil, and that the 
Russian linseed oils are superior to American or Indian 
linseed oils, as tested by their absorption of oxygen. 
The purity of linseed oil as purchased cannot be 
guaranteed, as it 15 frequently mixed with mineral and 
rosin oils and sometimes with cotton seed, Niger seed 
and whale oils. This has the effect of reducing the 
drying quality, except the rosin oil. Further, although 
rosin is slightly acid, it has been added to linseed oil 
in the manufacture of varnish. It tends to thicken the 
oil, without so much boiling. 
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In refining linseed oil a 3 per cent. solution of sul- 
phuric acid is added. If this proportion be exceeded 
it is likely that traces of it remain in the oil and the 
oil is darkened. 

Maturing Linseed Oil 

In preparing oil for varnish-making, some manufac- 
turers add 24 lbs. magnesia oxide to each batch of 120 
galls. after heating to 320* F. for 3 hrs.; then heat 
to 520? F. for 4 hrs. and keep it at that heat for an 
hour; withdraw the heat, and allow it a month or so 
to settle. It 15 by means such as these that the maturing 
of linseed oil has been so much reduced from the 
previous periods oí 3 or 2 years. 

The times required for making varnishes of different 
consistencies vary, as the following details show. The 
oil is heated for about 4 hrs. to raise it to 500° F. Then 
it is allowed to cool for 4 days; after which it is heated 
to boil and kept at that heat (nearly 600* F.) for 4 hrs. 
At that stage it is tint litho varnish; a further 13 hrs. 
(54 in all) gives thin varnish. Medium varnish is pro- 
duced in 7 to 8 hrs.; strong varnish in 93 to 124 hrs.; 
and extra strong in over 10 hrs. up to 18 hrs. 

In another method the oil is heated to 420° F., when 
magnesium oxide is added, and allowed to cool. It is 
strained off through muslin into tubs. ^ Later it is 
heated up to 200° F. without stirring, skimming off 
the scum from time to time; the heat is raised to 520° 
F., and maintained at that figure for 10 hrs. The fluid 
is then strained free from scum, into tanks, as thin 
varnish. For middle varnish, raise the heat to 530° F., 
and continue for 3 days. Strong varnish results from 
6 days’ (60 hrs.) boiling at 530° F. Tint varnish is 
made in 6 hrs. by raising the oil to only 500° F. at the 
second boiling.

Rotary 
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Testing or Lithographic Colours for Light Permanency 


By THEO. C. DORL 


(Superintendent, 


Every producer, as well as everyone using coloured htho- 
graphy knows that light has a fading action on colour. The 
degree of fading depends on the nature of the colour, the 
intensity of the light, and the transparency of the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. The destructive action of sunlight is 
well known, and has caused the lithographer much grief 
when the customer returns his labels or other printed matter 
on which the ink has faded after having been exposed in 
show windows. 

In the early days lithographic colours were tested for 
üght permanency by mounting proofs of the printed matter 
on racks and exposing them to sun and weather. This re- 


quired from one to several months, and from the results of- 


such tests the degree of light permanency was ascertained. 
Obviously, no reliable deduction could be made from such 
outdoor exposures, since the intensity of the sun's radiant 
energy varies greatly with the weather, the time of the 
day, geographic location, contamination of atmosphere, etc. 
With the development of other sources of photo-active 
radiation, this practice gradually became obsolete. Arti- 
ficial illuminants have wrested supremacy from sunlight, 
making a constant supply of radiant energy available not 
only on bright days but also on cloudy days and during the 
night as well. Even storms, rain, and changing humidity 
are imitated, and posters for billboards are tested in the 
laboratory for all kinds of weather. Recognising that com- 
parative tests for light permanency can now be made in 
laboratories all over the world ош being acc’ by

climatic conditions, the demand for non-fugitive colours 
has increased from year to year. 


Testing by Carbon Arc 


About ten years ago we also were compelled to look into 
these modern methods of colour testing, and first became 
interested in a contrivance using a carbon arc lamp. A 
circular cabinet surrounding the lamp served as a support 
for the colour proofs. This apparatus was supposed to exert 
a fading power on printed matter of approximately five 
times that of the normal summer sunlight. A total expo- 
sure of eight hours was considered sufficient for the test. 
If no fading was evidenced by this time, the colour was 
pronounced permanent. Since the rays emitted by this 
type of lamp resemble the solar spectrum more nearly than 
any other known illuminant, it has been used quite exten- 
sively for this purpose. 

However, during the period of our work with this tvpe 
of lamp its inherent shortcomings for colour testing became 
a problem of ever-increasing difficulty. The fluctuations of 
the light source, also the annoying deposits formed on the 
inside of the globe, were limiting factors in producing true 
comparative results. The high temperature had the unde- 
sirable tendency to sublimate certain colours, as for instance 
colours belonging to the class of English vermilicns. 


The Mercury-Vapour Arc 


In the endeavour to find a more suitable substitute we 
decided to try the Cooper Hewitt  mercury-vapour атс.

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tests it has given evidence of having all the advantages of 
the carbon arc, but none of its shortcomings. With a tem- 
perature registering about one-fourth that of the carbon 
arc, test specimens are not in danger of becoming over- 
heated. While it is true that the mercury lamp, when 
compared with either sunlight or carbon arc, lacks the rays 
of the longer wave-lengths, it more than makes up for this 
discrepancy by being richer in ultra-violet ravs. The tube 
enclosing the arc is made of quartz, and therefore perfectly 
transparent to these radiations; at the same time its trans- 
parency is not diminished at any time during its full life 
period of approximately one thousand hours. 

For ordinary label work we consider a colour permanent 
if it does not appreciably change during a six-hour exposure 
to the mercury lamp. Inks used for poster and billboards, 
which must endure more severe weathering, require, о! 
course, correspondingly greater periods of exposure. 


Discoloration of Paper 


When judging the degree of light permanency of colours. 
it is important that the yellow discoloration of paper due 
to light exposure be taken into consideration. With the in- 
crease of transparency of the printing ink, this discolora- 
tion becomes stronger, and when reflected from the paper 
through the ink, has a disastrous effect on the brightness of 
a tint or any other delicate shade. This may be exempli- 
fied by comparing the effect of concentrated madder lake 
with a tint of same colour. The former is quite permanent. 
while its tint under similar test will show decided dis- 
coloration. Obviously, the weakness lies in the paper 
and not in the ink, and a heavy coated paper will ameliorate 
this condition. Uncoated paper shows a more drastic 
change under the influence of light and turns yellow on 
short exposure. The coated paper is better in this respect, 
since the opaque mineral constituents of the coating protect 
the paper fibre. 

As the time of exposure required to produce a certain 
degree of fading varies according to the inverse square of 
the distance from the lamp, more speedy results can be 
obtained by placing the test specimen in as close a proximity 
as possible to the source of radiation. А conventional 
practice, where a great number of tests must be made 
simultaneously, is to place the test pieces at a distance of 
about 10 inches. With fairly good ventilation, the tem- 
perature of the test pieces during exposure to the mercury 
vapour lamp will not likely exceed 95 deg. Fahr. 


Effect of Cellulose 


Investigators of colours used for textile fabrics contend 
that the cellulose of the fabric 1s to a large extent respon- 
sible for the poor light resistance shown by certain dyes. 
The ultra-violet radiation stimulates an appetite for oxygen 
in the cellulose of the fabric, and in consequence takes this 
from the dye, which results in the fading of the latter. 
There is every reason to believe that in the fading of litho- 
graphic inks similar tendencies are exhibited by the cellu- 
lose of the paper, but perhaps in a less pronounced manner. 

In an endeavour to compile more basic data for better 
differentiation of the fading qualities of lithographic inks. 
interesting experiments are under way in our laboratory. 
These comprise the testing and grading of an assortment 
of dry colours in the absence of any reducing agents. After 
eliminating the fugitive colours, the remaining colours are 
ground into lithographic inks and tested on glass to ascer- 
tain the probable action of varnishes. The final tests are 
made with regular paper prints in order to study the 
chemical action of the paper fibre. In this way the effects 
of the single factors can be learned and the information be 
used in the practical application of colour lithography.

'" It is now about 30 years since Mr. Bush started in 
business on his own account, and during that time Bush's 
patents for ink mixing, ink grinding, bronze dusting, stop- 
press printing, and many other processes, have become 
known throughout the world. 

‘* More than 40 years аро he invented а new type of ' flat 
bed ' lithographic machine, which more than doubled the 
speed of the old models. His stop-press process greatly 
expedited the presentation of late news. These are but a 
few of the inventions for which Mr. Bush has been respon- 
sible. His firm is now working on ideas which promise to 
mark another revolutionary step—but for the moment that 
must remain their secret.'' 


Trade with British West Indies 


A report entitled '' Economic Conditions in the British 
West Indies," January, 1932, has been prepared by His 
Majesty's Trade Commissioner, Port of Spain, Trinidad. 
It is published for the Department of Overseas Trade by 
His Majesty's Stationery Office, at 3s. 2d., post free. 

The report gives some particulars regarding printed 
books imported into the British West Indies during 1929 
and 1930. The total value of goods of this class imported 
into Barbados during 1930 amounted to £4,864, compared 
with £5,650 the previous year. The United Kingdom led 
with £4,182 (£4,886)—1929 figure in parentheses—followed 
by the U.S.A. and Canada with £247 (£294) and £144 (£43) 
respectively. 

Of the £9,569 (£7,173) total imported into British 
Guiana, £9,049 (£6,573) came from the United Kingdom, 
and £434 (£514) from the U.S.A. 

The imports into Trinidad and Tobago amounted to 
£19,566 (£21,807). The United Kingdom's share was 
£15.586 (£16,509), followed by the United States with 
£2,178 (£2,767), and Canada with £677 (£569). 

The total figures for Jamaica were £21,816 (£23,152). 
of which the United Kingdom contributed £14,033 
(£15,123), followed by the U.S.A. with £6,614 (£6,189), 
and Canada with £949 (£1,231). 

It will be seen from these figures that, though the United 
Kingdom topped the imports in each case, in three of the 
four instances her figures were lower in 1930 than in 1929. 

The report states with regard to printed books that 
throughout the West Indies there is a wide reading public 
with a knowledge of the English language, and most of the 
books in circulation are published in the United Kingdom. 
Private libraries are very rare. The demand is principally 
for fiction, and after that for biographical works. In prac- 
tically all the colonies in the British West Indies printed 
books are admitted free of duty. 


As the result of a steady public demand, the experimental 
issue of 1,000,000 five-shilling books of stamps is neatly 
exhausted, and a fresh supply of one million will soon be 
on sale. 
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Printing from Rubber Plates and Blankets 


THE SARDOU

In dealing with the subject of printing from rubber plates 
I shall confine this paper to a new process which I discovered 
in France. I heard from some friends of mine in the print- 
ing business in Europe that there was an entirely novel pro- 
cess being worked in Marseilles, and therefore, while I was 
in France, I proceeded to investigate. 

The inventor is a Mr. Sardou, who has developed a novel 
method of making rubber blankets which are printed on a 
precision press. The image is etched in the rubber blanket 
and the procedure is as follows: — 

А rubber blanket is manufactured of pure Para rubber to 
the thickness of 0.03 inch. This sheet is vulcanised together 
with a heavier sheet of rubber, and between these two sheets 
there is placed a heavy piece of manila paper. They are 
vulcanised together, and the front of the blanket is brought 
in contact under pressure with a plate-glass surface, so that 
when the vulcanising is finished, the surface of the blanket 
is as smooth as glass. This blanket is then fastened on the 
steel drum of a lathe, face down, and is cut down from the 
back with a diamond, so that the thickness is uniform and 
кошы true. This thickness after treatment is 0.047 
inch. 

This blanket is now sensitised with a bichromated solu- 
tion, on which is printed the half-tone or line negative in the 
usual method. It is then developed. The solution can be 
varied, and solutions of albumin or dry enamel may be used. 

After the exposure, the rubber blanket is rolled up by 
hand, developed, and the image is now etched into the sur- 
face of the blanket by placing the face of the blanket in 
contact with a solution of chromic acid. The etching time 
occupies § to 15 minutes, and the depth that can be obtained 
is about two thousandths of an inch (0.002 in.) For fine 
half-tones it is desirable after a short etch to roll up the 


image before the final etch is given so as to protect the . 


smaller dots and prevent them from etching away. 
A Special Press 

The blanket is now put on a special press built by the 
inventor, which is a precision press. The cylinders are most 
accurately turned off, and they are absolutely true. The 
blanket is fastened on this cylinder in the same way as we 
now attach a rubber blanket in the offset press. The press 
which I saw in operation had a cylinder of 24 inches in 
length by 6 inches in diameter or about 18 inches in circum- 
ference. This press was equipped to take six of these cylin- 
ders at the same time, so that six colours might be printed 
simultaneously, and these cylinders were grouped around 
the impression cylinder in the same way that they are 
grouped around other multicolour presses. 

The inking device is similar to the inking device used on 
other presses. The ink roller, however, instead of being of 
rubber, is of polished steel and very accurately set so that 
it just touches the surface of the rubber blanket. The ink 
is well mixed by a series of fountain rollers before it is put 
on to this final steel roller and the contact between the ink- 
ing roller and the rubber blanket is extremely light; in fact, 
so light that although the rubber blanket is etched only for 
two thousandths of an inch, it will touch the upper surface 
of the blanket, but not where the blanket has been etched. 
even if there are large spaces of etched surface. 


No Makeready 


This was rather surprising, and I could not quite under- 
stand how this press would run for any length of time with- 
out the bottom of the blanket inking up. However, I saw 
this press run for three hours at a speed of 6,500 an hour 
printing four colours, and after this time there was no ink 
on the bottom of the blanket. 

The impression cylinder is also a precision cylinder and so 
set that it barely touches the surface of the rubber. In 
fact, the inventor explained to me that actually it does not

touch the cylinder and that the impression is caused by the 
thickness of the layer of ink that is on the rubber blanket. 
However this may be, the impression must be exceedingly 
light. I have seen large solids printed with absolute cover- 
ing and with no signs of insufficient impression. This 
naturally is due to a large extent to the affinity which the 
ink has for rubber and the ease with which rubber prints 
on to paper. 

The paper is fed in from a roll and chopped off after the 
four impressions are put on and then piled. While there 
was at all times sufficient ink to cover the solids thoroughly, 
[ did not see any offset, even at a speed of 6,500 an hour. 
The press has an automatic stop, and if for some reason 
anything goes wrong, the press stops automatically. The 
register device is a very simple one whereby each individual 
cylinder while the press is running can be advanced or turned 
back, so if any of the cylinders are out of register, this can 
be corrected immediately while the press is in motion. 


Great Possibilities 


This press has great possibilities for continuous printing, 
such as is used in the silk, wallpaper and cotton industries. 
The inventor showed me where he strapped a blanket 
around the cylinder and made the joint so perfect by a 
special undercut device and lock joint on the cylinder that 
the bare eye could not distinguish the joint in the finished 
result, and the operation to put this blanket on the cylin- 
der required practically no time. 

The appearance of the half-tone work was really remark- 
able and much depends upon the character of the negative; 
which if good, will produce good results, and if poor, can- 
not be corrected, for there is no chance of re-etching or 
darkening the rubber blanket. 

The development of the press is at the present time at 
an impasse. The inventor has apparently spent every cent 
he had in the building of the press as it is, and under the 
present conditions of business he finds it exceedingly diff- 
cult to raise sufficient money to make any further experi- 
ments or to build a regular press of a size which could be 
commercially advantageous. Не has tried in Europe as 
well as in this country to raise sufficient funds to repay him 
for the experiments so far made and for further develop- 
ment, but has so far been unsuccessful. 

This method and press have unquestionably some decided 
advantages, but I doubt whether the development of it, 
under the circumstances and with more printing equipment 
already available than can be possibly utilised for a number 
of years to come, will be rapid. It is, however, something 
to think about.

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh is a personality well known and 
much liked not only in England but also abroad on account 
of his untiring efforts to secure co-operation of 
printers on an international basis. 
have made him many friends in all parts of the world, and 
his wide knowledge both of the industry and of languages 
has been of immense service to international relations in 
the printing and allied trades. It was Mr. Austen-Leigh 
who first conceived the idea and developed a plan for the 


creation of an International Bureau of the Federations of 


Master Printers and explained its possibilities at the First 


[International Congress of Master Printers in Gothenburg 
The trade owes to Mr. Austen-Leigh to 


(Sweden) in 1923. 
a large extent the fact that after years of intricate pre- 


liminary work the International Bureau finally came into 
being in January, 1930, and has since become an important 


link uniting master printers of all countries. 


On May 17th, 1872, Richard Arthur Austen-Leigh was 
born as the second son of Mr. Cholmeley Austen-Leigh. He

Cambridge. From 1897 to 1900 he was a clerk in the House 
of Commons. In 1900 he became a director of Spottiswoode 
and Co., Ltd. (now Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co., 
Ltd.) and is now vice-chairman. He is vice-president of 
the Council of Administration of the International Bureau 
of the Federations of Master Printers, president of the 
Home Counties Alliance, and member of the Hours and 
Holidays Committee. Не has been chairman of the Joint 
Industrial Council of the Printing Trade (1927-28), presi- 
dent of the London Master Printers' Association (1920-22), 
treasurer (1913-15), vice-president of the Federation 
(1920-22), president of the Federation (1922-23) and presi- 
dent of the East Anglian Alliance (1924-25). Не has 
resented Great Britain at meetings of master printers in 
France, Belgium, Holland, Sweden, Germany and the 
United States of America. From 1920 to 1927 he was 
chairman oí the Livery Committee of the Stationers' Com- 
pany, and from 1926-1927 representative on the Court. He 
was made Chevalier of the Order of Leopold by the King 
of the Belgians. He is Governor of St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, and a member of the Society of Bookmen, the 
Bibliographical Society, Double Crown Club, Gutenberg 
Society, etc. In 1911 his book '' The Story of a Printing 
House '" was published. Не is editor of the ‘‘ Master 
Printers’ Annual.” 

We are sure we may say on behalf of the printing trade 
of this country that his British colleagues join with thoes of 
other lands in hoping that Mr. Austen-Leigh’s active and 
useful career may be long continued. 


Black Printing Ink Specimens 


Something unique in the way of ink specimen books 
reaches us from Messrs. Lorilleux and Bolton, Ltd., of 
Eclipse Works, Tottenham Hale, London. Comprising 
over seventy quarto specimen sheets, this book has the new 
spiral binding which enables the sheets to open perfectly 
flat, whilst the specimens are of much interest, and are 
presented in delightful style. 

The number of black inks exemplified might at first 
seem surprising. The ink requirements of the letterpress 
printer are, however, extremely varied; and the constantly 
increasing varieties of paper and other materials, also the 
different types of printing machines used, necessitate the 
use of inks specially adjusted for the particular work and 
class of machine. Standard inks, of course, are suitable 
in many cases, for a wide range of different requirements, 
but their use may mean either a smaller output, or slightly 
less satisfactory results. Apart from practical require- 
ments, there is a wide range of tones and finish in black 
inks, and in this respect a considerable variety is available. 

Messrs. Lorilleux and Bolton’s new book is an endeavour 
to cover the majority of day-to-day requirements, and it 
has been their aim to print each ink on the paper ordinarily 
used for a particular purpose, while the selected subjects 
are, where possible, of a kind to give a practical demon- 
stration of the commercial use of the ink. 

The price list shows that the blacks are divided into 
groups for easy reference, and among the special-purpose 
blacks, some of the examples have particular interest. 

It speaks eloquently of the wide scope of these manu- 
facturers’ trade in letterpress blacks that they should have 
found it necessary to issue a book of specimens devoted 
exclusively to this branch, and we have no doubt that 
printers will fittingly respond to the service which this book 
renders, 


Messrs. H. W. CasLoN AND Co., LTD., send us a copy of 
their new reduced type price list which came into force last 
Thursday. The prices represent substantial reductions on 
their old list, and in addition it has been greatly simplified 
by grouping a number of point bodies together at one price. 
Messrs. Caslon tell us that they are issuing this new list to 
meet the trend of modern trading conditions, when printers 
look for cheapness combined with quality; and, needless to 
say, the high quality of their types and all their manufac- 
tures will be fully maintained.

An exhibition of the development of the English news- 
paper from its beginnings early in the seventeenth century 
to the daily Press of our own times is being held in the 
Old Court House at Messrs. J. and E. Bumpus, 350, Oxford 
Street, W.1. It was opened by Mr. J. A. Spender yesterday 
(Wednesday), and will remain on public view, without 
charge for admission, until June 18th. 

The bulk of the exhibition comes from the Press Club's 
collection of old English newspapers, which includes a con- 
temporary report of the trial and execution of Charles I. 
Loans for the exhibition include a rare '' Coranto '' of 1620 
sent by the Prince of Wales from his library at York House; 
and '' The Times ” and other newspapers have contributed 
examples of personal and particular historic interest. At 
one end the display will show the early efforts to make 
some regular publication of news and stirring events. At 
the other it will illustrate many of the varied efforts made 
by the Press to maintain publication during the general 
strike of 1926. This section will include the issue of '' The 
Times '' reporting Sir John Simon's historic speech on the 
illegality of the strike.

WeEEks have gone steadily by, and they have failed 
to bring along the improvement that was badly needed, 
and half expected by those who knew no better.

ence, then we can reconcile 
ourselves to a long continu- 
ance of the familiar state of 
things which we call the de- 
pression in trade.

Commercial Review ... 


Instead of Overtime 

HERE and there we hear of a slight improvement in 
the outlook so far as printers are concerned. At the 
moment there are fewer compositors and machinemen 
signing the books in some of the midland and northern 
centres where hitherto the conditions have been very 
unsatisfactory. А special appeal is made to those 
master printers who are fortunate enough to be con- 
templating overtime, to take on extra men instead 
during the period of pressure. From the human aspect 
this should be done wherever possible, and even where 
the call for extra labour can only be short-lived. 
Quite apart from any other 
consideration, it is very 
helpful and encouraging for 
the men to keep in practice.

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Summer Courses in 
Technology 

Tne Manchester Munici- 
pal College of Technology 
Printing Department is 
catering well for the printers 
of the district this summer 
season. Apart from Paper 
Testing, Industrial Adminis- 
tration and  Photogravure, 
there is a special cight- 
lecture course in “ The 
Preparation of Printed 
Publicity," devised to meet 
the requirements of young 
sie is men in the advertising offices 
as well as printers. The 
syllabus covers consideration 
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of preliminary essentials, how much money to spend, 
how to spend it, etc. Then on to copy-writing, choice 
and: treatment of illustration, layout, and finally a 
typographic review. For a sum total of 10s. 6d., this 
is good value—just about sevenpence an hour for a 
fount of information. The next generation of master 
printers should find it much easier to tackle creative 
work and the preparation of printed publicity than 
those now in command, to whom the gates of know- 
ledge are only just beginning to open. From now on 
there is роте to be ample opportunity for any printer 
or student to delve deeply into the ethics of printed 
advertising. If the chances to acquire information 
are neglected that will be the printer's fault, but it 
must be observed and remembered that there is a 
field of advertising which belongs to the advertising 
profession. Outside this there is a big enough area 
for any progressive printer to tackle. 


Conference on Cost Reduction 


The discussions which have been taking place between 
the British Federation of Master Printers and the 
Newspaper Society on the one hand and the Printing 
and Kindred Trades Federation on the other hand with 
a view to devising means of reducing production costs 
in the printing industry were resumed at a conference 
held at 7 to 10, Old Bailey, on Monday. 

A further exchange of views took place and certain 
concrete proposals were submitted by the employers. 
These are to be referred by the P. & K.T.F. to the 
executives of the trade unions with a view to discus- 
sions being resumed at an early date.

The arrangements were in the 
hands of the Northern Association, and they had taken 
every care to see that the organisation of the con- 
ference had left nothing to be desired. The only 
factor which they could not control—the weather— 
was the only one that let them down. It not only let

them down—it seemed determined to depress them by 
showing the conference just how wet it could be. 
Fortunately they had chosen the Grand Hotel, which, 
being over four hundred feet above sea level, managed 
to keep afloat. It takes more than rain, however, to 
depress a hardened body like the Federation of Master 
Process Engravers, so that, apart from the weather, 
the function was an entire success. The hotel, one of 
the most famous in the country, was ideal for the pur- 
pose, and the comfort of the guests and the catering 
was on a very high level. 

Loyalty to the Federation, stressed by the chairman 
of the Northern Association, Mr. A. Fryers, was the 
keynote of the proceedings. Mr. Edward Hunter, the 
president of the Federation, who was in the chair, had 
proved his loyalty by two years of service in that 
capacity, which were described as brilliant—a fitting 
description. А forceful aspect of disloyalty was 
painted by the secretary, Mr. A. E. Dent, who said 
in his report: “ When men join together to build an 
edifice for their own protection and then secretly pull 
bricks away from its foundation, it would require in- 
finite wisdom and colossal patience to show them the 
error of their ways.” The retirement of Mr. Edward 
Hunter from the presidency was universally regretted, 
but it was felt that in his successor, Mr. Alfred Craske,

the Federation had found a man to carry on his lofty 
ideals and those of the Federation. 

The proceedings started with a reception by the 
Mayor of Harrogate, in the ballroom of the Hotel on 
Thursday afternoon. Mr. A. Fryers, who occupied the 
chair, said that the Northern Association very much 
appreciated their presence there, and if they were small 
in numbers they were great in quality. His Worship, 
the Mayor of Harrogate, Alderman A. Lambert Foster, 
J.P., said that he had very real delight in welcoming 
them to Harrogate. Those who had been there before

would know of its beauties. He was sure that those 
who were there for the first time would want to come 
again. He was the more pleased to welcome process 
engravers as he was familiar with the beautiful work 
they did. He saw a specimen recently which it was 
difficult to distinguish from hand work. Proposing a 
vote of thanks to the Mayor, Mr. Edward Hunter, the 
president of the Federation, said that he believed 
Harrogate was one of the most famous watering places 
in the North of England, and its beauty was enhanced 
by a common of some 200 acres which was secured to 
Harrogate for all timc. 

Upon the retirement of the Mayor, the president of 
the Federation took the chair for the first business 
session, and referred to the death of Mr. Scrutton, ot 
the Scrutton Engraving Co., which he was sure they 
would all regret. The minutes of the fifteenth annual 
general meeting were confirmed. Mr. P. j. Bailey. 
vice-president of the Federation and hon. auditor, 
presented the statement of accounts and balance sheet. 
This showed that the Federation was in a strong 
financial position. Mr. Bailey expressed his thanks for 
the assistance given him by the secretary and his staff. 
The adoption of the financial statement was moved by 
Mr. A. Fryers, seconded by Mr. C. W. Gilchrist, and 
carried. unanimously. 
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Joint Industrial Council 


Mr. P. J. Bailey, its chairman, presented the report 
of the Joint Industrial Council as follows :— 


Although only two meetings have been held during the past year 
they have been the most important held during its existence as at 
hoth meetings this body exercised its powers of Arbitration given 
to it under the Joint Agreement and two important awards were 
made which were lovally accepted by all parties, thus avoiding the 
waste of time and trouble and the expense of carrying the matters 
involved to independent arbitration. 

The Federation and the two Societies had failed to arrive at a 
settlement of the highly important questions of Wage Reduction, 
Apprentices’ Wages and an lmprovership Period, discussions on 
which had been carried on from June 2nd following the decision 
at the last Annual General meeting. The Society representatives, at 
a Joint Conference held on October láth, agreed, after drastic re- 
vision, to submit certain proposals made by the Federation. Council 
to a ballot of their members, but without definite recommendation. 
It was reported to the Council on November 24th that the ballot 
was an adverse one, and the Council immediately lodged an Appeal 
to the J.I.C., to make an Award under the powers given to it 
under Clause 17 of the Agreement. The J.1.C. met on December 
8th, and under the able chairmanship of Mr. Knight the Award was 
made which was circulated to all our members with a view to its 
taking effect on February Ist, concurrently with a reduction of 
prices to come into effect on the «ame date. 

The Award was accepted by all parties with the exception of the 
final Clause ordering the Renewal of the Ayreement for four years. 
This the Societies claimed to be outside the powers of the J.1.C., 
which opinion was confirmed by the Federation Solicitor, and the 
Societies accordingly agreed to put the Renewal of the Agreement to 
the ballot of their members. This was eventually agreed upon, and 
the Agreement is due to be signed at an early date to operate from 
February Ist. 

Another matter arose cut of the ahove Award which was referred 
to the J.I.C., on March 7th. An Appeal was made by the Societies 
that the extra 10s. a week piven to all men in certain Publishing 
Houses was not subject to the reduction of 61 per cent. but was to 
remain a flat rate difference. Arguments on both sides were heard, 
and the J.1.C. made another Award that the 64 per cent. reduction 
applied to such men but that the 10s. difference still existed between 
the Ordinary Minimum Wape and the Minimum Wage in the Pub- 
lishing Houses. This Award was also accepted by all parties. 

At this meeting the power of the Ј.С. to make such Awards was 
challenged by one of the Society members, but the Chairman was 
able to satisfy him that the J.[.C. had inherited the powers given 
to the Reference Board under the first Joint Agreement and bad full 
power to act as an Arbitrator of first instance in addition to the 
ordinary ].1.С. powers to make recommendations such as existed in 
all other similar bodies. 


The Federation Panel for the ensuing year was re- 
elected as follows: Messrs. E. W. Hunter, T. C. 
Eamer, А. Knighton, А. Craske, P. J. Bailey, C. W. 
Harness, W. B. Hislop, F. W. Thomas, J. W. Garner. 


This concluded the business of Thursday afternoon, 


and the conference adjourned to take tea with the 


ladies. 
The Annual Dinner 


The annual dinner was held on the Thursday even- 
ing, Mr. Edward Hunter in the chair. Amongst those 
present were the Mayor and Mayoress of Harrogate. 
The menu was an excellent one, and the gathering was 
one of those enjoyable and social affairs which process 
engravers have the secret of arranging. 


Mr. А. Fryers, chairman of the Northern Associa- 
tion of the Federation, proposing the first toast, that 
of " The Federation," said what a great privilege it 
was to be allowed to propose that toast. It was a re- 
markable thing that never had they had so short a busi- 
ness agenda as they had for that conference. That 
was always good. They would notice that the Nor- 
егп Section was absent from the Agenda. That 
meant that they in the North were fairly well satis- 
fied with the way in which things were going; they 
were passing through a very difficult time, and there 
was a great deal of unemployment. Their Federation, 
however, had made it possible for them to live, and 
there was one point he would like to emphasise, and 
that was loyalty to the Federation. They should be 
loval to one another. They were not overcharging : 
they were making a decent living which they had every 
right to do. They were indebted to the president and 
Council for the work they had done, and the result of 
their work was shown in the fact that the agenda was 
such a short one. They had no reason to grumble at 
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the amount of business they were doing in these hard 
times, and the reason was that they had a Federation 
which was well served by the present Council. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Е. W. Hunter, responding, said that praise from 
Mr. Fryers was praise indeed. He did endorse what 
Mr. Fryers had said about standing together and play- 
ing the game. There was no doubt that they had on 
the whole come through the period of crisis very well 
indeed. He hoped that the difficult times were coming 
to an end. He felt that the Federation was more 
necessary in bad times than in good. When the trade 
of the country was good the members of the Federa- 
tion could hardly turn out the work required of them. 
If times were good they would all be busy and go along 
the road smoothly. He was gratified at the attendance, 
he was told that there were seventy-three sitting down 
to dinner in that room, and he hoped that next year 
they would meet in even larger numbers. Mr. Fryers 
had commented upon the shortness of the agenda. It 
was rather like a company meeting. A successful 
company had few sharcholders at their annual meet- 
ings. Mr. Hunter concluded by expressing their 
pleasure at the presence of the Mayor and Mavoress 
of Harrogate that evening. (Applause.) 


The Provincial Associations 


Mr. Alfred Craske, proposing the “ The Provincial 
Associations,” stressed the co-operation of the provin- 
cial associations. 

Mr. C. W. Gilchrist, responding for the Northern 
Association, said that that Association gave them a 
most hearty welcome to Harrogate, and hoped that they 
would have a good time during their visit. They, of 
the North, did appreciate the work that the Council 
had done, and were grateful for it. He would like to 
endorse what the previous speakers had said about 
standing together. 

Mr. W. D. Tomlinson, on behalf of the Midland 
Association, said he would like to express a word of 
thanks and appreciation from his Association to their 
friends and colleagues of the Northern Association 
for the very excellent and efficient arrangements made 
for their comfort and enjoyment. 


Mr. W. B. Hislop, responding on behalf of the 
Scottish Association, said how much they appreciated 
the work of their president, Mr. E. W. Hunter, and the 
Council. 


The Guests 


In a witty speech Mr. W. G. Briggs proposed ‘ Our 
Guests." He had a complaint to make, that he 
had been asked to do four men's jobs; for the toast 
should have been divided into four—" The Mayor and 
Mayoress,” *“ The Ladies," " The Supply Houses " and 
“The Trade Press." | 

In the first place, he expressed the appreciation of 
the honour conferred upon them by the presence of 
the Mayor and Mayoress. 

He must also do his best to be gallant and courteous 
to the ministering angels—and didn't they know the 
stuff to administer?—kind and forbearing to the 
racketecrs, diplomatic and tactful to the Press gang. 
Firstly, they bid the ministering angels welcome, and 
would express their delight and pleasure in their com- 
pany; they hoped that their visit to that delightful 
place would be in every way enjoyable, and that the 
arrangements that had been made for their comfort 
and entertainment would be to their liking. They 
would be flattered to know the difference their presence 
made, for, were there no ladies there, they would all 
be talking depression and bemoaning their unhappy 
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lot; instead, they found themselves happy as proverbial 
schoolboys—such, was the power of their charms. 

Thirdly, the racketeers; they were small in number, 
but what they lacked in that direction they made up 
for in what, in polite circles, was called ingenuity. It 
could only be because they were such a small section 
of the community that they had for so long escaped the 
attention of Scotland Yard. (Laughter.) One of the 
racketeers sent a letter the other day enclosing a new 
set of prices in which they naively pointed out that 
some prices had gone up, others had come down. They 
must have wonderful powers of imagination, for he 
was still looking for the prices that had come down. 
(Laughter.) They had a somewhat perverted sense of 
humour, too: after writing appealingly pointing out 
their duty to their country, their Empire and them- 
selves by buying what was as near as could be British 
goods, they followed up with a booklet which shouted 
U.S.A. and dollars from every page. (Laughter.) 

Fourthly, the Press gang.  (Laughter. Here he 
must tread with the utmost caution, one unguarded 
word from him and he should be taken for a ride and 
quickly “ bumped off"—such was the power of the 
Press. (Laughter.) In his natural thirst for know- 
ledge, he had often wondered why they referred to the 
payments they made to them as rates, instead of hush 
money or ransom. (Laughter.)

To be serious for a moment, they were really de- 
lighted to have the company of their guests. Their 
function would be a dull, colourless affair were it not 
for the ladies, who with their bright dresses and 
smiling faces gave a note of gaiety to their evening. 
To their friends, the supply houses, they extended a 
special welcome, and gladly paid tribute to the service 
they rendered the industry—for their research work, 
their efforts to improve their equipment and methods 
of production. Their unfailing courtesy in any emer- 
gency was a source of the utmost satisfaction to the 
craft. To their friends of the Press gang they would 
express their keen appreciation of the generous sup- 
port always readily given to the interests of their 
Federation. The fact that they appreciated and sym- 
pathised with their aims and ideals and did all in their 
power to further those ideals, had and deserved their 
best thanks. To many of them it seemed a pity that 
the power they had for influencing readers’ opinions 
was not taken fuller advantage of; perhaps when the 
advertising campaign was completed their Federation 
might be encouraged by the results to make greater use 
of their influence for the benefit of the craft as a whole 
and the goodwill of their Federation. He concluded by 
asking fellow members to drink a bumper to the health 
of their guests. 

Response was made by the Mayor, who said how 
delighted he and the Mayoress were to be present with 
them that evening. He was sure that all those men- 
tioned by Mr. Briggs would wish him to thank Mr. 
Briggs for the way in which he had proposed the 
toast, and the company for the way in which they had 


honoured it. 
The Chairman 


The concluding toast of the evening was “Our 
Chairman," and was proposed in a speech of singular 
charm by Mr. J. M. Philipson, who said that as one 
who had been in touch with their president during 
almost the whole of the century he felt that no apology 
was necessary in proposing that toast. Every man 
had his hobbies: he betrayed no secret when he told 
them that Mr. Hunter's was work. There was a little 
side line of Mr. Hunter's which he felt they would like 
him to mention, and that was that Mr. Hunter took 


morc than a passing interest in the Infants! Hospital. 
Westminster. It was that type of interest that showed 
the heart of the man, for the human race marches for- 
ward on the feet of little children. In times of trial 
or need Mr. Hunter had always shown a readiness to 
help and an accessibility to either employee or em- 
ployer, and had succeeded in creating an atmosphere 
of friendliness and good fellowship that was all too 
rare. With the multifarious business interests of their 
president it was surprising and pleasing that he had 
been willing to devote so much time, energy and en- 
thusiasm to the cause of the Federation. It was a 
splendid piece of propaganda that he did when 
stumping the country during his term of office, and he 
(the speaker) believed that it was a line well worth 
following and had even yet to show them its full re- 
ward. The work Mr. Hunter had done in those diffi- 
cult times was a task worth while and a task well 
donc. To quote from Ecclesiastes—“ He that obser- 
veth the wind shall not sow. He that observeth the 
clouds shall not reap." Mr. Hunter had sown in an 
adverse wind and left it to those who might to reap 
when the clouds rolled by. They realised fully the 
sacrifices Mr. Hunter had made. The position he held 
in the trade was unique, and some of them had been 
content to bask in the reflected glory, and prospered 
without real effort. Byron once said: “ The best 
prophet of the Future is the Past" and his past indi- 
cated that he saw in their need his opportunity, and 
that if ever the need arose in the future they could 
safely call upon him again. Old Sophocles put it: 
“T’is hard to learn the heart of any mortal till he has 
been tried in chief authority.” Mr. Hunter had so re- 
sponded to their call, and he had great pleasure in 
asking those present to drink to Mr. Hunter. 


Mr. Hunter's Response 


Responding, Mr. E. W. Hunter said that he could 
not imagine any president having his health drunk in 
a more charming way. Mr. Philipson was a very frank 
man, and he could not believe he would say anything 
he did not believe. Sometimes these toasts were pro- 
posed by people who gave the impression that they 
considered them something of a nuisance. He had the 
interest of the Federation at heart. He had been in 
the engraving business from the age of 21 years and 
had a real interest in it. He could assure them that 
although he was now retiring from the presidency he 
would always be interested in the work of the Federa- 
tion, and would work all the time and in every possible 
way to help its work. When they compared things 
now with the Federation and what they were 
before it existed, he thought they would agree that 
they had done some good. It was not for him to say 
he had done more than any one else; because he hadn't. 
He trusted the Federation would come through these 
troublous times and soon be on the road to good busi- 
ness again. He thanked Mr. Philipson for the kind 
things he had said, and them for the way in which 
they had honoured that toast. (Loud applause.) 

At the conclusion of the dinner the party adjourned 
to the ballroom where a first-class cabaret entertain- 
ment was given, the artistes being "Stainless Stephen"; 
Harry Ray, dancing juggler; and a troupe of dancing 
girls in. specially selected. dances arranged by Miss 
Muriel Clarke with Mr. Harold Harrison at the piano. 
* Stainless Stephen " was easily the “ hit ” of this pro- 
gramme, and revealed an amazingly intimate knowledge 
of the various members of the conference. Each of 
his sallies produced ripples of laughter, and he is to 
be congratulated upon a first-class entertainment which 
was not only amusing but in perfect taste.

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The Automatic Linotype 


Details of the Wonderful ^" Semagraph "^ Invention

Further details have now reached this country of 
the American invention for the automatic setting of 
typewritten copy on the Linotype machine, brief par- 
ticulars of which have already appeared in our pages 
(see our issue of March 3151, page 307). By the 
courtesy of the inventor, Mr. Buford L. Green, Lino- 
type machinist, of Charlotte, North Carolina, U.S.A., 
we are now able to give a more detailed description of 
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TYPESCRIPT AS FED TO THE LINOTYPE

a device which is claimed as being “the most construc- 
tive and progressive development in the printing art” 
since the evolution of type-setting machinery a 
generation ago. 

Mr. Green's invention, which is fully covered by 
patents, provides, it will be recalled, for the production 
of typewritten copy on. specially prepared paper, the 
operation of the photo-electric cell causing the auto- 
matic assembling of matrices when the paper is fed 
into a Linotype or [ntertype machine. , 


Coded Copy 


To take the process in its logical sequence, the type- 
writer is of the ordinary kind, electrically operated, 
but the printing surface of each key bears, in addition 
to the letter, a particular symbol, forming part of a 
code made up of dots. When a key is struck there is 
printed on the paper both the character and its own 
code mark. The paper is not perforated, and as it is 
of a special translucent nature, the points of the dots 
in black ink serve to make the printed portion opaque, 
thus preventing the passage of the light ray when at 
a later stage the Linotype machine is being operated. 
This opaqueness is an essential part of the invention. 

The strip of paper used is 7 7/16th inches wide, 
having on each side a row of guide holes, about 1 inch 
in diameter and §/16 inch from centre to centre. The

typewriter is fitted with a line gauge, which permits the 
operator to type his copy line for line, according to the 
width of the type column of the newspaper or periodical 
for which the matter is to be used. 


The Typed Paper 

We reproduce on this page a specimen of the tvpe- 
writing, which Mr. Green has kindly forwarded to us. 
The illustration shows only the typed matter (slightly 
reduced), not the paper, and gives the words and their 
corresponding symbols. Although the copy is typed in 
capitals it sets normally lower-case letters, the caps 
being operated by a special symbol. The code consists 
of six dots, arranged in two vertical rows of three 
dots each. Sixty-four combinations is the extent to 
which the application has been developed. The 
ordinary space bar of the typewriter is replaced by a 
special space key, which has its own symbol of one dot 
at the top of the second row, operating the usual space 
bands of the type-setting machine. 

The main feature of the “ Semagraph,” the name 
given to the invention, 1s its exploitation of a photo- 
electric cell—or the " electric eye," as it is popularly 
called. This cell carries operating impulses to the 
machinery, the impulses being originated in the cell by 
the series of typewritten dots passing through a thin 
but very powerful beam of light, and cutting it off 
from the electric cye for a fraction of time. 


Corrections 


For the practical printer, the first question to be 
asked will be “ What about the corrections?” This 
problem has been provided for, and the method is 
claimed to be both elastic and efficient. It 1s unneces- 
sary to reset the whole line when the mistake is dis- 
covered. When a minor error, such as a mistap, or 
wrong word typed, has been made, the operator turns 
the paper back and strikes a special " blot-out " key 
over the mistakes and completes his line, being careful, 
however, to make up for the letters or words which 
have been deleted. When this correction is reached 
in the typesetting machine, the deleted words are 
jumped over, and the setting proceeds till the line is 
completed. Should a whole line or series of lines have 
to be deleted, “ blot-out " symbols are, it 1s said, placed 
over the first few characters of each line, this proce- 
dure causing the Semagraph to skip the paper till a 
good line is encountered. 

Reference to the representation of the typewritten 
paper will show that a correction has been made in 
the word “imposstble " in the fourth line from the bot- 
tom—incidentally the line contains a mistake which 
has not been corrected. 

At the demonstration given recently at the offices of 
the “ Charlotte Observer," the Semagraph set type at 
a speed of six lines of 7 point—presumably 12 ems 
wide—in a minute; but the inventor explains that as 
the appliance 1s capable of 2,400 light changes per 
minute, and calculating at the rate of six light changes 
{ог each character, the speed of the machine can be 
brought up to approximately 400 characters a minute, 
or, say, about 24,000 ens per hour.

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Colour in the Newspapers 


Mr. Gamble’s Expectations 


No very rapid development in respect of the introduction 
of coloured illustrations in newspapers is expected by Mr. 
William Gamble, F.R.P.S., F.O.S. 

Writing on '' Colour in the Newspapers," Mr. Gamble 
instructively reviews the situation in the ‘“‘ Process 
Monthly," the official organ of the Federation of Master 
Process Engravers. '' From time to time,’’ he writes, '' we 
read the prediction that colour in the newspapers is com- 
ing. Sometimes there is a more definite statement that it 
has come. Whenever a new colour process has to be 
boosted there are usually extravagant claims made as to 
the possibility of its revolutionising newspaper illustrations. 
As a rule these assertions are made by non-technical writers 
with no practical experience on which to base their asser- 
tions. But when we read in such a serious and well- 
informed trade organ as the ' Photo Engravers’ Bulletin,’ 
such phrases as ' there is now dawning a new era of colour 
printing among daily newspapers,' and ' the new epoch of 
colour in newspapers is on the way: nothing can stop it,’ 
we are bound to treat such expressions of opinion with due 
respect. One feels that there may be some new line of 
progress we have not heard about so far—some new 
machine or process which will upset all our pre-conceived 
ideas of the possibilities of colour.'' 


Crude Letterpress Pictures 


‘* So far, however, as we can gather there is nothing 
really new to be discovered in the methods by which news- 
papers are now producing colour supplements. There have 
been improvements in newspaper machinery which make it 
more easy to obtain good register, more perfect inking, 
and freedom from set-off, but essentially the machines are 
the same. Colour inking attachments have been applied, 
but so far have not been used for anything more than a sort 
of coloured label on the first page, or for some large type 
display lines in advertisements. Nothing pictorial has been 
attempted, except a few rather crude efforts in some Con- 
tinental newspapers, which have tried to use their existing 
machinery, charging the successive units with coloured 
inks, and the printing cylinders being plated with stereos 
made from coarse screen three-colour engravings. These 
latter are not made from colour-selection negatives, taken 
through colour filters, but from a single negative, which 
is printed on to three pieces of zinc, so that the image 
merely forms a guide to the colour etcher in stopping out 
the parts to be retained and etching away the rest. This 
kind of colour printing may suit certain country news- 
papers, but it would not be acceptable to the readers of 
the great metropolitan journals. It might be possible to 
improve colour illustrations for printing on these lines by 
making the plates from colour selection negatives and 
adopting the usual routine of colour etching, provided the 
registration of the colours on the machine could be de- 
pended on. That is a doubtful point with machinery that 
has been built for black printing. With bad register the 
proper three-colour blocks would be likely to give а worse 
result than those made from a single negative through the 
skill of the colour etcher, because his colours are mostly 
silhouetted, without much overlapping, and he can utilise 
more solid colour.'' 


Stereotyping Problems 


' Another difficulty about printing three-colour plates 
is that there is shrinkage and distortion in stereotyping, 
and the roughness of the printing surface of the stereo adds 
to the coarse effect due to the grain of the paper. A 
smoother printing surface can be obtained by the use of 
electros, but in this case there are distortion troubles 
brought about bv bending the plates to the curve of the 
cvlinders. "Various processes have been proposed for over- 
coming this difficulty, but they involve the expenditure of 
more time and the use of costly accessory machinery. More- 
over the time required for the production of electros would 
put them out of the question for newspaper work. Tt is, 


of course, possible to use the original zincos by nailing or 
soldering them into blank places in the stereo plates, but 
this is only possible where the edition is small enough to be 
run off from one set of plates. 

“ In whatever way thiee-coloyr half-tones are printed in 
the letterpress machines there is the important question of 
make-ready to consider. Overlaying is out of the question 
on rotary machines, and to underlay would be no easy task 
where three plates have to be dealt with. We are aware 
that there are systems for making-ready electros for rotary 
machines, such as the McKee and the Claybourn methods. 
but they are not suited to the rush conditions of daily news- 
paper printing. Taking everything into consideration we 
are afraid there is not much hope of colour printing in 
our daily newspapers being done in the typographic way. 
and therefore, any progress that is likely to be made in 
newspaper colour printing is not going to bring business to 
the photo-engraver as a maker of process blocks or plates.'' 


Gravure and Offset 


“* The fact is that the improvements that are now being 
effected in newspaper colour printing are by means of rotary 
photogravure, and to a limited extent by offset lithography. 
The strides made in colour photogravure on rotary machines 
are really marvellous, and the results show continuous im- 
provement. It is this phase of newspaper colour printing 
that the writer of the article in the ' Bulletin' no doubt 
has in mind. The printing machinery and the processes 
have been greatly improved in this process, but these are 
not the only reasons why the process is so successful for 
colour work. The real reason is that there is an inherent 
quality in photogravure which makes it particularly suit- 
able for rapid colour printing. The absence of the screen 
is one thing, the facility of working overlapping colours 
is another, and finally there is the wonderful depth of 
colour. A slight want of register does not show so badly 
as it does in half-tone dot images, because the outlines are 
softened and the strength of colour tends to obliterate the 
error. Another point is that gravure has no printing sur- 
face to give grainy results as in stereo printing, and it is 
independent of bad effects due to the grain of the paper. 
The ink is merely lifted from the hollows of the engraving 
and deposited on to the paper without any pressure on 
the printed parts. Thus, there can be no squeezing-out 
of the ink as is so often seen in printed matter from half- 
tone colour blocks. From many points of view photo- 
gravure is an ideal process for newspaper colour printing. 
but it has some drawbacks. First, the preparation of the 
cvlinders is slow; second, it is not practicable to duplicate 
the cylinders, so às to run additional presses; thirdlv, the 
speed of printing is much below that of letterpress. ОЇ 
course, where the ' Intersettor ' system is used these last 
two objections disappear.'' 


Rotary Offset 


' Offset printing with three-colour rotary machines is 
coming to the front for weekly periodical printing, and 
the results achieved so far have been good, but it has 
not the richness and vigour of colour photogravure, whilst 
having not much advantage to offer in speed of printing. 
Moreover, the newspapers do not care to take risks with a 
process where the damping and chemical treatment of the 
plate are variable and somewhat uncontrollable factors.”

Development of the 


English Newspaper 


Notable Exhibition at Bumpus’s 


As already briefly announced, there was opened on 
Wednesday of last week at the Old Court House— 
Messrs. J. and E. Bumpus , Ltd., 350, Oxford Street— 
an exhibition depicting the development of newspapers 
through three centuries up to the present day. The 
large majority of the exhibits are from the library of 
the Press Club of London; notable among outside con- 
tributions, however, are those from the library of the 
Prince of Wales and a tract from the Lord Riddell 
collection at Gray's Inn Library. Lord Riddell pre- 
sided at the opening ceremony, which was performed 
by Mr. J. A. Spender, and expressed thanks to Mr. 
Andrew Stewart and Mr. Stanley Morison, who had 
designed the exhibition, 

The whole history of the physical development of 
newspapers from the early part of the seventeenth 
century is very instructively illustrated. It shows the 
newspaper as the invention of the printer, and provides 
an interesting. sidelight on the quality of paper used 
—which is still in good condition—the expense and 
labour entailed in production, and some quaint head- 
ings and ideas of make-up. 


From News-sheet to Newspaper 


The exhibition is divided into sections, the first of 
which—Section A—introduces what are now regarded 
as the true forerunners of the newspaper. These early 
forms consisted of half-sheets in folio and were trans- 
lations of the foreign Corantos. Among these is one 
lent by the Prince of Wales, bearing the imprint of 
the year 1620 and called the “ Vox Populi,” or “ Newes 
from Spaine.” Leading up from these come the flood 
of Mercuries, Scouts, Intelligencers, and the develop- 
ment into the tri-weekly Posts. The reign of Charles I 
produced a crop of pamphlets from the opposing 
Royalists and Cromwellians. 

Then comes the establishment of the first newspaper 
—a newspaper, in that the earlier efforts had been 
pamphlets and the printers had been unable to get 
away from the idea of a book. The “ London Gazette" 
was started in the year 1665, during the reign of 
Charles |I, when the printing press was under censor- 
ship and greatly discouraged. It was known at first 
as the “Oxford Gazette" but changed its title with 
the twenty-fourth issue. Except for a week's interval 
during the Great Fire of 1666, when all the printing 
shops were destroyed, it has continued its unbroken 
career right to the present time. Another advance 
shown in section B 1s the introduction of the “ Posts," 
appearing three times a week, an improvement on the 
“London Gazette’s” twice weekly. The earliest of 
these was printed and published about 1702 by B. 
Beardwell in Blackfriars, and named the “ Post Boy.” 
The beginning of the eighteenth century saw the in- 
troduction of literary and = miscellaneous journals, 
among which were the “ Tatler” and the “ Spectator.” 


First English Morning Paper 


In section C we sce the earliest approach to the 
modern newspaper, in the “ Daily Courant," the first 
English morning newspaper, started in March, 1702, 
three days after Queen Anne's accession. It served as 
a model for other newspapers which followed it, and 
was without ornament. Twenty years later what has 
been called the first modern newspaper, the “ Daily 


Advertiser,” was started. For seventy-seven years it 
maintained a separate existence, and in 1754 appeared 
with four columns—a format which remained as the 
standard for half a century, until the “ Times” added 
a fifth column in 1808. In this section we make 
acquaintance with the first evening newspapers, which 
were published thrice weekly, and some of the famous 
weekly journals. Sad to say, their lives were mostly 
short, and few, if any, survive to-day. 

On to section D where we begin to see the news- 
paper approaching maturity—curiously enough it is 
during the hundred years from 1750 to 1850 when the 
great battles for the freedom of the Press were fought 
by Wilkes and others and resulted ultimately in victory 
for the Press. That period saw the establishment of 
many famous newspapers, several of which still 
flourish, and it was a time when, fighting for their 
liberty, they gained in prestige and self-respect. 
Among the still existing dailies which had their foun- 
dations in that historic century is the " Morning Post.” 
first published in 1772. During its first twenty years of 
life it was known asa retailer of coarse social gossip, 
a newspaper of bad reputation; and not until. Daniel 
Stuart became proprietor and editor did it cleanse it- 
self and begin a long and honourable career. Shortly 
after, in 1785, the “ Daily Universal Register " began 
publication at the Logographic Press, in Printing 
House Square. The proprictor was the first John 
Walter, and shortly after he re-named it "The Times." 
This period of progress also saw the establishment of 
the first of the London every-evening papers. Of 
these, the “ Standard,” now the “ Evening Standard," 
is still in existence. Of present-day Sunday newspapers 
the oldest is the “ Observer," which began publication 
in 1791. Another famous Sunday paper, now extinct, 
was “ Bell’s Weekly Messenger," one of several of 
the publications of John Bell. 


Modern Make-up 


Section E illustrates the emergence of the newspaper 
from the crammed-up, close-set page, with no breaks, 
to the clear, easy and quickly-read page we know to- 
day, with its bold headlines and its paragraphs. The 
section begins with the “ Daily News" of 1846, and 
later we see the first beginnings of newspaper illus- 
tration. A place is given to provincial newspapers, 
and a group of Scottish and Irish newspapers. 

The exhibition is rounded off by a series of Royal 
Proclamations for the suppression of false news, Acts 
of Parliament imposing restrictions and taxes on the 
Press, reports of famous newspaper trials, and an ex- 
hibit illustrating the successful efforts of the Press to 
maintain its life during the strike of 1926. 

There is also on view one of the first Stanhope hand- 
presses, one hundred and thirty years old, from which 
are being printed facsimile copies of the four-page 
“Times” of 1805, reporting the Battle of Trafalgar. 
This press is the property of the London School ot 
Printing. Another exhibit is an original wood-block 
portrait of Charles Dickens, and another the chair he 
used when he became the first editor of the “ Daily 
News.” 

The exhibition, which is free, will be easily under- 
stood by use of the able and lucid catalogue, which

Members of the North London Master Printers’ 
Association met on Wednesday of last week at the 
Alpha Restaurant, Seven Sisters Road, for their 
annual meeting, the somewhat formal proceedings con- 
nected with this event being. agreeably preceded. bv 
social intercourse and dinner. 

On taking the chair at the close of the meal, Mr. 
W. W. Curtis (retiring president) called on Mr. W. К. 
Cummins (treasurer) to give the financial statement, 
the content of his remarks proving eminently satis- 
factory. 

Mr. F. J. Collins proposed the adoption of the 
treasurer's report and Mr. L. F. Hunt seconded, both 
gentlemen expressing praise for the able way Mr. 
Cummins had handled the Association's accounts for 
the year. 


Secretary’s Report 


Мг. W. J. Mizen, in the course of his report, said 
that in reviewing the year he would like to strike an 
optimistic note. " What sort of a year have you had?" 
he asked. “ Has it been good, bad, or has it been very, 
very bad?" Continuing, Mr. Mizen. said. that the 
parrot-cry of "Give me the good old days again!” 
could not be a serious desire, because no man could 
possibly wish for a return of the old times with their 
aloofness and price-cutting, their beggar-my-neighbour 
methods and the other undesirable practices of years 
ago.

This change 
had been brought about by master printers banding 
themselves together under the wing of the British 
Federation of Master Printers. Their branch of that 
Federation—the North London Master. Printers’ 
Association—had, under their. worthy president and 
the office-bearers, carried on amidst unparalleled trade 
depression. What help they had received was due to 
the assistance they had been able to give each other 
through the good offices of the Association, of which 
he himself felt proud to be a member. 

Mr. Mizen then dealt with the success. which had 
attended the meetings of the Association during the 
year. These included the onting with the East and 
North-East Association arranged by Mr. T. D. 
Hawkins; the meeting addressed by Mr. Ernest Pheby 
on the Ludlow machine and the address given by Mr. 
Curtis on “ Cost Keeping and its Revelations.” Due 
credit was also given to Mr. К. К. Morbey who dealt 
with " Machine Methods and Control.” The excellent 
results accruing from the social side of the Associa- 
tion’s activities were also commented upon, special 
references here being made to Mr. F. J. Collins. 

Concluding, Mr. Mizen said that during the seven-

Process Engravers’ Conference 


On Friday morning the conference was resumed with 
Mr. Edward Hunter in the chair. The first item on the 
agenda was the presentation of the reports of the Local 
Associations. 


The Northern Association 


The Northern Association reported that during the year 
frequent meetings had been held with an average atten- 
dance of twelve members. The matters of greatest impor- 
tance discussed at these meetings had been араш the 
terms of renewal of the Agreement with the men’s Society 
and scale of reduction in wages. Certain resolutions and 
proposals had been submitted to Council with a recommen- 
dation to proceed to independent arbitration if the Society 
would not agree. In addition, explanations of the ‘' Bloc- 
Unit " system of charging had been given. This subject 
had been thoroughly discussed and received general 
approval. In view of the 1932 conference being held in 
the Northern Association District, a committee of five 
members had been appointed and it was hoped that their 
united efforts for the smooth running of the present con- 
ference would be successful. Mr. Fryers had again acted as 
president during the year and many expressions of pleasure 
had been made referring to his unfailing courtesy and tact 
in presiding at their meetings It was hoped that he would 
continue to hold this office for many years to come. Much 
discussion had taken place with regard to foreign competi- 
tion, and suggestions had been made with a view to 
combating same. Reference was also made to discussions 
on other subjects. Finally, their members wished to 
express their thanks and appreciation of the unfailing 
courtesy, tact and help so willingly given by their presi- 
dent, Mr. E. Hunter. 


The Midland Association 


The Midland Association reported that their chairman, 
Mr. C. W. Harness, had resigned and had been succeeded 
by Mr. H. H. Clarke. They desired to pay tribute to the 
services of Mr. Harness, who had been chairman since 
November, 1927 and had represented them on the Council 
the whole time. They also regretted the retirement. of 
Mr. J. Sid Gilbett as their representative on the Council, 
he having been compelled to resign owing to ill-health. 


The Scottish Association 


The Scottish Association reported on several subjects 
that had received attention. As to the state of business, 
they were inclined to think that members south of the 
Midlands had no idea as yet as to what trade depression 
really meant. They themselves had known for a very long 
time, but were not at all downhearted. 


The Process Engravers’ Club 


The Process Engravers’ Club, which is the London Sec- 
tion of the Federation, reported that at its first meet.ng 
held on October 15th, 1931, a discussion took place on 
the subject of rush work and late shifts, at the secend 
meeting, on November 12th, 1931, the subject for discus- 
sion was foreign competition, and Mr. Dent read a very 
interesting paper giving close comparison of prices charged 
and wages paid which had been gathered direct. from a 


Dutch source. The ninth annual dinner and dance was 
held on December 11th, 1931, at the Victoria Hotel, and 
the gathering was an enjoyable and successful one. At the 


fourth meeting, on January 7th, the first business was the 
annual gencral meeting, at which. the president, vice- 
presidents, officers and committee were re-elected en bloc. 
Mr. Briggs brought forward and explained the working of 
the '' Bloc-Unit 7 system of charging, and a very interest- 
ing discussion followed. At the tifth meeting, on February 
veth, Mr. F. Howard, M.P., addressed a well-attended 
meeting on the Protection of British. Industries, which 
aroused a great deal of interest amongst the members 
present. The Committee wished to express their thanks 
and appreciation to Mr. Bailey for auditing the accounts 
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and also to Mr. Dent and his assistants for their co- 


operation. 


The Presidents Address 


The president, in his address to the conference, said that 
national conditions had entirely changed since they last 
met. The country had gone off the gold standard; they 
had a National Government and tariffs; and all these: 
things had affected the craft. They all hoped for an im- 
provement in general conditions. In his opinion the trade 
of the world would not improve until the questions of 
reparations and war debts had either been settled or wiped 
out altogether. The men's Society still had a number of 
men unemployed and this was а serious drain upon the 
Society's funds. The Federation was working in close co- 
operation with the Society. What things would be like 
without a Federation which had a working agreement with 
the Society, wo(ld be a gloomy picture indeed. They 
should make supreme efforts to strengthen the Federation 
as much as possible. The Federation was more important 
in bad times than in good. Не would like to see the 
Federation set up а committee to agree upon a uniform 
method of book-keeping. He was of opinion that a uniform 
system would be most advantageous to the Federation. 
they now had а 20 per cent. tariff upon blocks made 
abroad, which, together with the rate of exchange, made 
it something like 50 per cent. As a consequence the Dutch 
engravers were not nearly so busy as last year, and there 
was more work for members of the Federation and less 
unemployed amongst the men. He would like to thank all 
those who had worked so hard during the past year. Mr. 
T. C. Eamer had attended every Council meeting. He was 
the first to come and the last to go. Mr. P. J. Bailey, the 
vice-president, had helped him at all times, and there was no, 
more valuable member of the Federation. Messrs. 
Knighton and Perry had done excellent work in the Process 
Engravers’ Club, and their annual dinner and dance was 
an outstanding event in the Federation year. The presi- 
dent also mentioned each of the officers of the Provincial 
Associations, and expressed his indebtedness to Mr. Dent. 
tue Federation secretary, and his assistant, Miss Cotterell. 
for the assistance which they had rendered to him. The 
Council had given attention to the question of his suc- 
cessor as president, and said that they had come to the 
conclusion that the man was Mr. Alfred Craske, who was 
an absolutely white man and a keen supporter of Federation 
‘deals. Although he was retiring from the presidency he 
wculd still be a member of the Federation and would be 
willin'z to serve them to the best of his ability. He trusted 
tiat he would always retain their good fellowship, for that 
ne valued most highly. (Loud applause.) 


Wage Reduction 


Mr. A. E. Dent then presented the report of the Council. 
In the course of his report Mr. Dent referred to negotia- 
tions held with the men's Society regarding wage reduc- 
tions. He went on to say: 


On October. lth a conference. with the two Societies was held, and 
our side pressed strongly for consideration. of certain. minimum pro- 
posals. 

The Society delegates eventually took this back for ballot, and their 
Executive issued a very fair and unbiased circular to the members, 
but by November 24th, we heard that the result of the Ballot. was rejec- 
tion of the New Agreement by a large majority. 

This unfortunate result. placed the whole Federation movement in а 
very insecure pesition—both ourselves and the Societies carried within 
their ranks a certain. number of irreconcilables, who were prepared. to 
overthrow the Agreement and chance the consequences. Ninety days’ 
notice: would. have destroyed fifteen years of hard work. 


Something had to be done, and the help of the Joint. Industria! Coun- 
«11 was immediately requisitioned. The result, as you. all Know, was 
reasonably successful, and it pave us a 61%, wage reduction, lower mini- 
mums of £4 12s. 6d. and £4 8s., a substantial amount. off apprentices’ 
Wages and an improvership of six months at £1 less. The result. was 
a compromise, and, if like many similar results, it completely satisfied 
nobody, we can at least say that we have steered clear of the. rocks, 
that the craft is still afloat and is continuing its voyage under a Joint 
Agreement. 


Price Reduction 


Upon February. Ist, concurrently with the alterations in. the Trade 
Agreement, certain. alterations in our. Price Schedule were brought into 
operation, These alterations were the outcome of deliberations carried 
through by two separate committees, one for Black and White, Line and 
Tone, and the other for Colour Work. These committees were not of 
the Council body, but were comprised largely of members from the 
general trade, members of very practical outlook. and experience. 
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The names of the members who were appointed on the Schedule 
Committees are as follows :—

Although all findings of the Committees did not meet your full 
approval, yet the thanks of the Federation are due to those members 
who gave their time to the work. In regard to the first half of the 
Schedule, it was the Council who finally arrived at the 5% reduction 
as an expedient for bringing together the many diverse opinions, The 
reductions in the second half of the Schedule are more orthodox, but 
a few slight amendments have been made by means of a gummed slip 
circularized April Ist. 


Foreign Competition 


A copy of the paper piven by the Federation secretary at a meeting 
of the Process Club has been circulated to every member. That paper 
gave strictly authentic details, showing the amount of British block 
work which was being handled in the Netherlands up to the time of the 
change in the Gold Standard. That change had the effect of piving us 
an automatic tariff duty of about 20% to 25%. Since then our Govern- 
ment has imposed first a 10% and then an additional 10% making 20% 
duty, so that against all countries which still maintain the Gold Stan- 
dard, we have а total import restriction of about 45%. The Dutch en- 
pravers have lowered their price lists in an effort to jump tbe barrier, 
but, according to recent and reliable information from Holland, their 
block trade with Great Britain has almost come to an end. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


One of the new import restrictions now operating in our favour has 
come about as an incident of Customs examination, and that is delav. 
We hear of three or four days being necessary in some cases to clear 
the poods. 

In view of the extensive unemployment in our Industry, your Council 
decided some time back to make application for the marking of Foreipn 
Process Blocks before importation. This application is well in hand 
and will be heard by the Board of Trade Committee early in July. И 
we are successful in this matter, it will be an additional safeguard for 
our industry by making the Customs examination more intensive, and 
also by making it easier for the Pressman to ascertain. the source of 
manufacture. 


National Union of Manufacturers 


This is an association of purely British origin, and was largely in- 
strumental in bringing forward various measures for the safesuarding

of British Industry in general. Their offices are a useful mine of infor- 
mation, and they have a fine Board Room, which is at our disposal, 
free of charge, for Federation mectings, now that we are affiliated. 


Propaganda Work 


The policy of fostering goodwill for our Federation continues to have 
the attention of vour Council. In October last we co-operated with the 
Roval Photographic Society in an Exhibition of Colour Processes, which 
was held at their premises in Russell Square. A very fine. collection 
of colour work was collected; (Ке exhibition remained open for one 
month and was favourably commented upon in the Press. Two prizes 
for process work were awarded by the Federation to our own appren- 
tices, who were successful in the annual examinations of the L.C.C. 
Students Bolt Court. Two prizes were also awarded in the Royal 
Society of Arts Competition of Industrial Design, Book Production 
section. We are also represented on the City and Guilds of London 
Technological Advisory Committee. 


** Buy British " Campaign 


A series of page advertisements were placed with certain journals 
appearing on our Fair List, and later another series drawing attention 
to our recent price reduction and new Federation Schedule. In addi- 
tion to these efforts, our Federation has received considerably more 
notice from the trade Press than in previous years. In this connection 
we have been considerably helped, from a journalistic point of view, by 
the good offices of Mr. E. Reynolds, oí the ‘British and Colonial 
Printer," Mr. Roy Clark, of the '* Advertisers’ Weekly," and Mr. Н. J. B. 
Morris, of '' Advertising Display." As an example, I will quote one 
paragraph which recently appeared:—'' It is no part of the functions of 
this paper to give special recommendation to any particular supplier, but 
we do sujgest very strongly that it is in the best interests of the buyer 
of printing to insist that the blocks he uses should be made by a firm 
which is a Member of the Federation of Master Process Engravers.”

Trade Union Matters 


P. AND К.Т. FEDERATION ANNUAL MEETING.—The 31st 
annual conferences of the National Printing and Kin- 
dred Trades Federation was held on the opening days 
of last week, the proceedings taking place at the Town 
Hall, Yarmouth. The delegates, numbering 55, were 
welcomed to Yarmouth by the Mayor, whose remarks 
at the opening of the conference were suitably replied 
to by the Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, J.P., the president 
of the Federation. The Mavor and Mavoress gave an 
evening reception to the delegates at the Town Hall. 


Waces AND ConpiTions.—An instruction to the 
National Executive to oppose proposals to reduce 
wages and worsen working conditions was given by 
the recent annual conferences of the National Union 
of Printing, Bookbinding and Paper Workers. The 
resolution, which was tabled by the Executive, declared 
that “ the 'depressed condition of the printing industry 
is due solely to the collapse of the world's money 
market controlled by the capitalist classes, and not 
from any cause within the control of the industry. As 
a consequence, prosperity of the industry cannot be 
revived by the methods suggested.” The conference 
demanded that the employers should give consideration 
to the proposals of the national federation “to stop 
the present system of price-cutting, reduce working 
hours and overtime, and the limitation of apprentices 
and learners.” 


NEWSPAPER WORKERS SEEK ADVANCES. — The 
National News Guild, which comprises the newspaper 
members of the Typographical Association, at the 
biennial conference held at Manchester, passed various 
resolutions seeking improved conditions. One resolu- 
tion, which was adopted by the conference, calls upon 
the Typographical Association to ask for “an im- 
mediate advance of £1 per week for all T.A. men 
engaged on newspapers within the jurisdiction of the 
Newspaper Society,” a second urges the putting for- 
ward of a claim for a day off per fortnight or for a 
halt-day per week holiday without loss of pay; and a 
third asks for compensation in six months’ wages for 
newspaper workers displaced because of newspaper 
amalgamation. It was also decided to ask the T.A. 
take steps to approach master printers and newspaper 
owners with the view to the establishment of a con- 
tributory printers’ pension scheme. 


Mr. R. W. Tarrant, a member of the literary staff 
of the “ Birmingham News,” has been presented by 
the Birmingham Branch of the National Union of 


Journalists with a biscuit barrel to mark his completion 


of 25 years’ association with the branch. Mr. Tarrant 
has been a member of the committee of the local 
branch of the Newspaper Press Fund for about 20 
years. 


IMPORTED Process Brocks.—The Standing Commit- 
tee appointed by the Board of Trade will hold an 
enquiry on June 20th or 21st at the Board of Trade 
Offices, Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as to 
whether imported printing blocks produced by photo 
process engraving should be required to bear an indi- 
cation of origin. 


To-pay (Thursday) the “ Manchester Guardian ” 
includes a sixteen-page supplement on “ Publishers of 
Distinction," in which are recounted the stories of 
many of the great publishing houses. 
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Trade Notes 


THe Winterbottom Trust reports net revenue of 
£33,117 (against £41,898). After meeting dividend on 
preference shares there is to be no payment on ordinary 
(against 4 per cent.). A depreciation of £501,942 on 
the book value is shown in the investments of which the 
balance sheet value is shown as £1,094,000. 


ALLIED NEWSPAPERS.—An issue of 2,000,000 six-and- 
a-hali per cent. cumulative first preference shares of 
£l each will be made at par by Allied Newspapers over 
the week-end. Dividends will be due on January Ist 
and July lst. The money is required to repay indebted- 
ness already incurred in connection with the purchase 
of properties by Allied Northern Newspapers. These 
obligations are guaranteed by the parent company. 


Тик " Cleveland Standard” series of newspapers 
(comprising the " Cleveland Standard,” the “ Middles- 
brough Standard,” and the “ South Bank Express ”), 
has been taken over by Mr. G. Whitaker and Mr. A. E. 
Looker. 


A RECEIVING order has been made in respect of H. 
Beswick, residing at 115, Livingstone Street, Birken- 
head, and carrying on business at 138, Price Street, 
Mrkenhead, under the style of " Beswick апа Co," 
stationer. 


WarERLOWwW Case PavMENT.—It was stated in the 
King's Bench Division last week that the damages of 
£610,392 had been paid by Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, 
Ltd., in the recent action brought against them by the 
Bank of Portugal in respect of the printing of bank 
notes. Messrs. Waterlow have also paid an agreed 
sum as costs. 


Termination of Printing Contract 


An interesting action relating to the interpretation of 
a printing order was heard at Bedford Assizes on 
Saturday, before Mr. Justice Acton. Messrs. Gibbs, 
Bamforth and Co., printers, of Luton, sued the Catholic 
Publishing Company for loss of profits resulting from 
the summary termination by the defendant company of 
a printing contract. 

Mr. E. W. Cave, K.C., for the plaintiffs, said that in 
April, 1931, they agrced to print for the defendants the 
“ Catholic Times," with local editions, for a period of 
five years. On November 6th, 1931, the defendants 
gave notice that they were summarily terminating the 
contract without the notice required by the agreement. 
This action was justihed by the defence in an alleged 
refusal of the plaintiff firm to print an article in Welsh 
for the Welsh edition. The plaintiffs submitted that 
they could not be required under the agreement to 
print any part of the paper in Welsh. 

The Judge held that the contract imposed no obliga- 
tion upon the printer to print articles in the Welsh 
language. But if there was, contrary to his view, a 
breach of contract by the plaintiffs, it was not such a 
breach as amounted to a breach of the whole contract. 
It seemed to him that the conduct of the plaintiffs 
throughout was entirely reasonable and that the de- 
fendants were not justified in terminating the contract. 
His view was that plaintiffs had lost profits of £19 a 
weck for 130 weeks, amounting to £2,470, and he gave 
judgment for the plaintiffs in that amount, the defen- 
dants to pay the costs of £112. 

A stay of execution was granted. 


Country News 


ANGUS 


Mr. James’ Simpson, Seafield, Carnoustie, a 
prominent Angus printer and publisher, died last week 
at the age of 74. Mr. Simpson served his apprentice- 
ship in ‘London, and later went to South America, 
where he engaged in newspaper work. In 1887 he 
founded the “ Broughty Ferry Guide," and in 1913 
established the “ Carnoustie Gazette," both papers run- 
ning independently until their amalgamation last year. 


BRADFORD

Printing on Coated Art Paper 

CoaTED art paper seems to cause printers a lot of 
trouble, and it is not always because of cheap quality. 
Principally it may be that, whilst defects in many classes 
of paper pass unnoticed, in art paper they may cause 
damage, or at least do something very noticeable to 
attract the attention of the machine minder. We 
assume, rightly or wrongly, that the minder is always 
very much more watchful when he is doing a half-tone 
or colour job than on any other class of work. From 
the paper point of view, a 
lot more things can happen 
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the coating and lacks the 
possible faults, it also lacks 
the obvious virtues of the 
genuine article.

Cutting Art Paper 

Іт is always claimed as a special feature of coated 
art paper when it has been guillotine-trimmed on four 
sides. The idea is that, by guillotine trimming, perfect 
squareness and very true cutting are assured, and that 
the printer can go straight to his work without further 
ado. Also, the maker would say that the guillotine cut 
is more likely to result in positive freedom from edge 
particles or dust than slitting. Whether a ream has 
been under the guillotine can be detected by the shiny 
cut edge from the guillotine blade as opposed to the 
less reflective edge left by the slitter and cross-cut 
equipment. There is one thing a guillotine can do 
which we doubt whether a slitter attachment can do, 
viz., slightly to curl or curve over the edges of the ream 
as it cuts through. A blunt knife particularly would do 
this, and with exaggerated effect if the paper were a 
hit on the new side. Cutting slightly damp coated art 
paper is a hazardous sort of business, not to be under- 
taken if there is any care for consequence.

Points About Feeding 


IN these days of fast-running automatically-fed 
printing machines, there is no place for paper that does 
not lend itself to the requirements of the feeding device. 
AM that is needed is paper that does not stick, cling 
or play tricks. Actually, different sorts of paper have 
different sorts of tricks, a sufficient number as a matter 
of fact to furnish data for a comprehensive article. 
We are only concerned here with coated art paper, 
and the point we wanted to bring out was that when 
it happens that the guillotine cutting has turned the 
edge over, there is great difficulty in getting the auto- 
matic feeder (no matter what type) to do its work 
properly. In such an event what might and what does 
happen is that the poor art paper is man or girl handled 
to loosen the edges. That is the time the genuine 
lover of perfect paper must turn his head away.

Importance of a Crease 


А CREaSE mark in the coating of art paper is not by 
any means uncommon, and when it meets a half-tone 
block it either damages it or else it causes a marked 
ink impression which persists through the next two or 


three sheets.

Black Inks 

Messrs. LoRiL.LEUX AND BorrowN, LTD., as already 
indicated in our columns, have issued an ink specimen 
book showing letterpress blacks in almost one hundred 
varieties. [t is an education for any printer to see 
this book, not because it is Lorilleux and Bolton's but 
because most printers call black ink just black ink, and 
look at the price. It would be a good thing for some 
printers themselves if they reversed their usual policy 
and instead of selecting low-priced inks chose the 
highest-priced inks they could see, even for cheap work. 
This 1s exaggerated a bit, but within limits it is advice 
which might save many a printer many a piece of 
trouble. But, to return to the blacks, it rarely occurs 
to the more ordinary printer to study his paper, study 
his job and buy black ink to answer requirements. 
There 1s an endless variety of shades in black, just as 
there is infinite scope in drying capacity according to 
the paper to be used, and just as there is a range of 
choice in dried effect. If a printer studied the endless 
possibilities in black ink he would arrive at the very 
helpful and vitally important conclusion that the 
modern ink-maker has a service to offer (apart from 
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supplying ink) which has no substitute in the best or 
biggest printing office imaginable. For every different 
kind of job, class of work, or sort of paper there is an 
appropriate ink. Just what it is only the practical 
ink-maker and his chemist can say; and he is a wise 
printer who has learned to ask. Strange how little use 
we make of free and exceptional service which waits 
to come to us and help us do our jobs, better, more 
quickly, more easily, more satisfactorily and more 
profitably !

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Law of Commercial Travellers 


Remarkable Bristol Case 


The question as to when a commercial traveller is 
really at work has recently been again the subject of 
litigation, in an action brought before Judge Parsons 
in the Bristol County Court. The applicant was the 
widow of George Dunning, and the respondents С. Е. 
Binding, trading as the Globe Carrier Bag Co, of 
Bristol. The deceased was a commercial traveller 
living at Pilning, a village a few miles from Bristol, 
and he had a season ticket on the G.W.R. between 
Pilning and Stapleton Road stations. On December 
8th last he was seen at 5.20 p.m. sitting on a pile of 
timber on an “island” platform at Stapleton Road 
station, where extensive alterations were proceeding, 
and a few minutes later his headless body was found 
lying between the platform wall and the near rail. 
The 5.15 p.m. fast train from Bristol to Paddington 
had passed over the rails. It was stated that the eye- 
sight of the deceased was bad, and that it was a dark 
and wet night. It was urged for the respondents that 
deceased's death did not occur in the course of his 
employment. Deceased was going home, and he paid 
for his own season ticket. 

The Judge said it still seemed to be the law that a 
commercial traveller, through the curious nature of the 
occupation, came within the scope of his employment 
from the moment he left the house to the time he got 
back, so long as he was travelling to seek orders. It 
scemed a liberal interpretation and was not given to 
other persons. There were three points to decide. 
The first was whether it was an accident or suicide. 
The evidence was overwhelmingly against suicide. 
Death was due to accident. The other points were 
whether the accident was in the course of and arising 
out of his employment. | Commercial travellers ap- 
peared highly privileged persons compared with 
ordinary people who worked in a particular place. The 
ambit of employment extended, not to the time of get- 
ting to the place of work, but from the time of leaving 
home for the purpose of travelling for their 
employers. 

He had come to the conclusion that Dunning was 
still in the course of his emplovment when at the 
station and gave judgment for the applicant for £300. 
A stay of execution was granted. 


Printers Fire Insurance 


The Federation of Master Printers urges printers 
to consider the revision of their fire insurance policies 
covering plant and machinery. [t 1s pointed out that 
the effect—on the replacement values of existing plant 
—of the increased cost of foreign-built machinery, due 
on the one hand to the depreciation of the £ sterling, 
and on the other hand to the imposition of an import 
duty of 20 per cent, calls for careful consideration, 
both by those who hold ordinary policies and by those 
who have “replacement " or “ reinstatement " policies.

The winner of the “ Daily Telegraph " Cup is the 
firm of Messrs. W. R. Royle and Son, London. The 
entry winning the second prize of £10 presented bw 
the Fine Paper Makers, was designed by  Messrs. 
Milton Engraving and Stamping Co., Ltd. London, 
and printed by Messrs. Castell Bros., Ltd., London. 
The third prize of £8 goes to Messrs. Martin J. 
Slattery, Ltd., London. 

The winning entries, and twelve others which were 
highly commended, are being displayed in the windows 
of the “ Daily Telegraph” building in Fleet Street. 
The judges were appointed by the “ Daily Telegraph,” 
the British Federation of Master Printers, and the 
British Stationery Council.

The Royal request was for а setting of Lord 
Tennyson's poem, " Crossing the Bar." The work 15 
bound in white goatskin, lettered in gold, and is now in 
the possession of the Qucen. 

Councillor Oliver Morland, chairman of the School 
of Art Committee, has received from the Queen's sec- 
retary a letter expressing her delight in the book and 
her appreciation of the work of everyone who has con- 
tributed to the making of it. 

It was produced under the direction of Mr. Leonard 
Jay, head of the School of Printing, and is printed on 
toned hand-made paper, of Imperial octavo size, in 
Monotype Aldine Bembo, which was selected as being 
one of the best of the modern type revivals. The pages 
of type are surrounded by marginal rules in orange. 
and facing the poem is an impressingly beautiful wood- 
cut illustration, designed by Mr. Bernard Sleigh, a 
teacher at the School, and cut by Miss Ivy Ellis, a 
student. 

The binding was executed by Miss Joyce Francis, 
another student. 

The production is an interesting sequel to the Queen's 
acceptance some time ago of two of the school's speci- 
men booklets, for in acknowledging these the Queen 
requested the school to produce this poem of Lord 
Tennyson's for her.

TvrocGRAPHICAL AsSsociaTion.—The 165th half-yearly 
report of the Typographical Association, which has just 
been issued, shows that the chief feature of the period 
has been the tremendous increase in unemployment, for 
the amount of unemployment benefit paid out in the 
half-year is the highest ever recorded in the history of 
the Association—£35,634+—being an increase of £6,524 
on the previous half-year, which in itself was a record 
period. The General Fund sustained a-loss of £9,092, 
and is now worth only £13,912. Included in this is 
the sum of £10,003 that is held by branches, of which 
over £9,500 had been spent long before the half-year 
was ended. One bright feature is the increase hy 113 
in membership, which now totals 34,495, the highest 
heure yet attained. The Superannuation Fund has in- 
creased by £4,639, due largely to the increased sub- 
scriptions which have been payable during the past 
half-year. The balance in the fund is £95,144. 


T.A. YORKSHIRE Group.—The annual conference of 
the Yorkshire Group of the Typographical Association 
was held at Leeds on Saturday. The Deputy Lord 
Mayor of Leeds (Mr. С. Brett), who extended a civic

It is stated that this figure has been 
reached by making provision for “ returns,” a liability 
which has been existent since September, 1929, and to 
which the auditors have previously called attention. 
Compared with the previous half-year, the following 
increases in revenue are reported; sales by £5,430, ad- 
vertisements by £3,863, and printing by £2,209.

Modern Ruling Equipment 


By JAS. A. ESLER 


The setting of the discs for “ striking” patterns is a 
task which is usually more formidable in the case of 
disc machines than when dealing with the ordinary pen 
machine. In the latter case the sheet is more readily 
sighted, and the pens can be manipulated with the fin- 
gers; in fact, if one pen of a down-line pattern is out 
of alignment the carriage can be raised, and the pen 
touched with the fingers or with a small pair of pliers, 
and correct position is at once attained. With discs,

the position is widely different, these are set solidly in 
line on the spindle, and the position of one governs the 
position of all. 


Automatic Disc Setting 


Any method which can be introduced to make the 
setting of disc striking easier will be appreciated by 
users of ruling machines. 

A big advance in this direction is made by use of the 
automatic principle as supplied by Messrs. Soldans, 
Ltd., London. This new method makes cam-setting an 
operation of first-time certainty and precision: a few 
simple measurements, the setting of a few scales, and 
the job is completed, without loss of time or likelihood 
of error. 

Fig. 1 shows the new Automatic Cam Ring with its 
graduated scales. The depth of the heading is 
measured, and the pointer at the side set to the corres- 
ponding distance on the scale; the result will be to give 
the longest line which “strikes” the top cross line. 
The distance from the head line to the next striking 


position will be the second measurement, and this is 
set by a striker head, also according to the scale, the 
same procedure being carried out for the succeeding 
distances. 

If the work is two-up, an additional lifting cam is 
placed on the outer track in the fixed and determined 
position marked. Similarly, for three-up, two cams are 
set in the outer track and the pattern automatically re- 
peats itself. 


Operating the Cam-Ring 

The usual method of operation is reversed in using 
this cam-ring. Instead of forcing the disc spindle up 
by means of cams when it is not required to rule, and 
allowing it to drop when ruling commences, it is held 
permanently raised, and brought into play only when 
ruling becomes necessary. 

The spindle is supported in its raised position by a 
pin which runs under a lifting piece; the pin is on an 
extending arm, and forms part of the mechanism con- 
trolling the spindle which comes into contact with the 
striker cam. The cam coming into contact with the 
striker head has the effect of pressing the pin down, 
and ruling then commences, and continues until the 
lifting cam releases the pin. This causes the spindle 
to return to its normal raised position, where it remains 
until the pin is again forced down. From this it will 
be seen that if the moment of forcing the pin down can 
be varied according to the length of the line to be 
struck, the pattern is altered accordingly. 

This is actually achieved by altering the position of 
the striker head by moving it in the slot according to 
the distance measured on the job, and set according 
to the scale on the machine. Each spindle has a mov- 
able striker head and scale, so that a pattern can be 
measured up and set very quickly. The heading is set 
by measuring the job, loosening the screws, revolv- 
ing the cam-wheel, and setting the pointer to the 
measurements taken. 

When the machine is actually running, an eccentric 
adjustment can be operated to correct any slight varia- 
tion which may have occurred by reason of paper or 
inaccuracy on the part of the operator. 

This Automatic Cam Ring is supplied by Messrs. 
Soldans on job machines and double-automatics alike. 


Further Types of Machines 


The "Latest Invincible’ double sider disc ruling 
machine (Messrs. Waite and Sheard, Enterprise 
Works, Honley) is a first-class mechanical unit, and 
will meet every requirement of modern high-speed 
ruling. 

The frame is fashioned on the latest principles, pos- 
sesses unusual strength, and has the quality of lightness 
in all working parts, thus assuring fast running. The 
ruling cylinders have a circumference of 423 inches, 
and sheets up to this length can be struck in one cylin- 
der revolution, or two or three sheets of 21 inches and 
134 inches respectively. 

Ball-bearing centre supports of a new design are

sagging, and preventing the skipping of lines. The 
rubber ink rollers can be turned round and used either 
way, and, having no cog wheel—they are driven by a 
transmitter box fitted outside the frame—the question 
of oil getting on the rollers does not arise. 

An up-to-date automatically jogging layboy, with 
adjustable pulleys, adapted to deliver sheets singly or 
in pairs is supplied with the machine. 


Rotary Perforator and Cutting Attachments 


This attachment can be built into single or double 
sider machines of this type. By its use, cutting and 
perforating can be accomplished with perfect accuracy 
and parallel to the ruled pattern. | The perforating 
heads produce work of the slot variety, 
and it is interesting to note that the at- 
tachment is arranged, in the case of this 
machine, on a level with the ruling 
cylinders—a distinct advantage in the 
matter of setting and adjustment, as it 
is not overhead and out of reach. With 
the addition of this accessory the 
machines can produce ruling on one or 
both sides of the paper, perforating and 
cutting at the same time. 

When the slitting attachment is work- 
ing, it will, of course, be necessary to 
have the double layboy attachments 
arranged to enable the double set of 
sheets to be delivered simultaneously. 


Feeding Attachments 


An automatic pile friction feeder with 
a table capacity of from eight to ten 
reams may be used with this machine. 
For striker work the mechanism 1s con- 
trolled direct from the cam-shaft of the 
machine proper, and a small geared 
attachment is incorporated for pushing 
the sheets over each other for sizes ap- 
proximating to half or one-third the cir- 
cumference of the ruling cylinder, thus 
allowing the accurate timing of the sheets 
in reaching the gate, when “stop” 
patterns are going through the machine. 


With this type of feeder fitted, it is possible add. 


quite practical, if a particularly small job comes along 
which should be hand-fed, to do so; and there is no 
need to detach the feeder, as a special steel guide can 
be affixed to the feeder table. This permits feeding 
by hand to be carried out without trouble, and the 
change-over takes but a minute. 


Suction Feed 


Where the very highest production is desired, the 
pile suction feeder will have to be considered, and in 
this connection a feeder of the very latest design with 
many modern improvements is now available for use 
with the “ Invincible” disc machine. Its speed is 
limited only by tha speed of the machine to which 
it is attached, and it handles papers of all kinds in a 
thoroughly efficient way. 

A feature of this feeder, and one of prime impor- 
tance, is the perfect register which can be attained. 
It will guide paper dead true even if as wide as the 
capacity of the machine. If the “lay edge” happens 
to be short, this makes no difference; correct register 
is secured just the same. 

The sheets are fed on to the carrier tapes by a suction 
roll, which, producing a shivering effect on the sheets, 
precludes the likelihood of more than one sheet being 


carried into the machine at a time. Feeding continues 
accurately until the very last sheet is reached. For 
striker work, the feed mechanism 1s controlled direct 
from the cam-wheel of the ruling machine; and on 
feint line work the spacing may be regulated so that 
the sheets travel into the machine at unvarying close 
space, this having the effect of keeping the cloth free 
from dampness. 


Messrs. Soldans, of Eagle Street, London, supply 
another type of ruling machine, which is known as the 
new Stencil Ruling Machine. 


Stencil Ruling Machine 


The stencil machine produces “ striking © patterns

by the employment of a principle entirely different 
from that in use on the disc or pen machine. The 
method adopted, as has been previously indicated, in 
striking or stopping, is the raising or lowering of the 
disc spindle, or the pen carriage, as the case may be, at 
the correct instant necessary to produce the pattern. 

In the stencil method the setting up of the pattern 
has been considerably simplified, and it is not necessary 
to use separate spindles for each individual stop; 
actually the number of stops lose their importance 
when the work is being done by the stencil method. 
By its use jobs with five to ten stops, or indeed, any 
number, in one or more colours can be worked off 
one spindle, thereby reducing make-ready to the lowest 
time. No cams whatever have to be set. Slotted 
stencils, held by screws and wedges, are simply moved 
laterally or vertically to correspond with the striker 
pattern on the dummy sheet. The sheet from which 
the pattern is being set is laid in position on the setting 
board, and the discs are simply set to pattern spacing, 
regardless of the striking. The stopping of the down 
lines is effected by the adjustment of the finger stencils, 
ruling commencing at the respective points where the 
discs leave the stencils. The stencil covers the paper 
as far as the commencing position of the down ruling. 
This, in addition to effecting the “strike,” holds the 
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sheet down, with the result that, even on wavy and 
cockled paper, there 15 no danger of a " repeat ” caused 
by the fullness of the paper. 

The action of the stencil is a “slide,” not a “drop 
on,” and it is this which gives the smoothness of result 
which is a feature of this ruling principle. 

Another aspect of this machine is worthy of note. 
The gate which controls the entry of the sheets into 
the machine has independently adjustable prongs, hav- 
ing the effect of making cord adjustment a matter of 
extreme simplicity. The job of adapting the cords to 
the gate, where the pattern happens to be a close one, 
is always a bother; this advantage 15, therefore, certain 
to be appreciated. In addition, the gate can, by the use 
of a single lever, be adjusted to lift for one, two, or 
three sheets up on the cylinder, and can, conversely, be 
dropped and held closed actually while the machine is 
running. 


Fancy Patterned Papers 


The ingenious idea of giving ruling machines a wider 
scope by turning them into small replicas of wallpaper 
machines has been tried and has proved successful. 
Vulcanised rubber rollers, bearing differing patterns 
according to choice, are substituted for the usual disc 
spindle, and ordinary water-colour inks are used. 
Instantly, patterned papers of endless variety in various 
colours can be produced, for use as end papers, shop- 
ping bags, wrappings of all descriptions. This is also 
a Soldan feature. 

It will be seen that the modern ruling machine has 
kept pace with the times, and every device which can 
be thought of has been included to increase output, and 
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if anything improve the quality of the product. In 
the last analysis, however, there remains the question 
of the paper which passes through the machine, and if 
this is faulty for any reason, difficulties will inevitably 
result. The operator who knows his machine and has 
met with obstacles of much the same character in the 
past will as a rule overcome them. It ought to be 
understood, however, that the quality of the result will 
in nearly every case be governed by the quality of the 
paper, all other things being equal. 


Books and Bindings for Ireland 
Effects of Tariffs 


Leading printers and bookbinders in Dublin have 
little hope that the tax of 15 per cent. on imported 
books is going to go far in helping the Irish industry, 
says the “ Belfast Telegraph.” This is due to the fact 
that mass production by foreign firms enables them to 
offer their goods to booksellers there at enormous dis- 
counts. Prayer-books and school books, for which 
there is a large demand in the Free State, offer the 
best fields for the Irish trade, bookbinders declare. 

The Dublin Master Printers’ Association has as- 
sumed the attitude of “wait and see.” Ап official 
pointed out that even if books were sent to Ireland 
to be bound, they would still have to contend with 
nearly a dozen tariffs on the raw materials, such as 
cloth, wire, etc.

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Bookbinding Leather Research 


Librarians Discuss Deterioration 


The Bookbinding Leather Committee, an offspring of 
the Printing Industry Research Association, formed 
with the aim of investigating the causes of leather 
deterioration and other connected matters, continues its 
investigations and is collecting a great deal of data 
which should prove very helpful towards a complete 
knowledge of the cause and prevention of the deteriora- 
tion of bookbinding leathers. The Librarians’ Sub- 
Committee, which is conducting research from the 
librarian’s view-point, met recently at the British 
Museum to consider and discuss various questions, such 
as whether Nigerian leather resists decay when freelv 
exposed to polluted atmosphere. It is generally con- 
sidered that, like other leathers, it does decay. Whether 
this is actually so or not the Sub-Committee is endeav- 
ouring to determine, and further information is to be 
gathered. 

Another matter discussed was whether mould is of 
frequent occurrence in libraries. The general opinion 
was that if books were stored in a damp, stagnant at- 
mosphere mould was liable to grow. But if proper 
ventilation was afforded the books, the trouble could 
usually be cured. 


Preservative Finishes 


Among other important matters discussed was what 
are the most suitable finishes or preservatives used by 
libraries; whether or not the rotting of leather 1s 
associated at all with any particular colour of leather; 
and whether or not there is any evidence to indicate 
that the method of binding a book influences the book's 
resistance to decay. 

After considerable discussion and consideration of 
these matters, the members of the Sub-Committee ex- 
amined a number of books in the British Museum, 


Bookbindings in Exhibition at 
L.C.C. Central School 


Once акаш the annual exhibition of students’ work 
of the L.C.C. Central School of Arts and Crafts 1s in 
progress at the premises in Southampton Row, W.C.l. 
At this institution the students have facilities for learn- 


ing a wide variety of artistic crafts, with the aid of | 


skilled instructors who impart to pupils both the 
artistic and the utilitarian sides of their subjects. 

This year's exhibition is well up to those of previous 
years, and one is struck by the variety and distinctive- 
ness of the exhibits, which are largely the work of the 
day technical students. All together there are about 
twenty-eight different crafts illustrated. 

'The bookbinding classes of the School are well герге- 
sented with a number of bindings, many of them strik- 
ingly modernistic, and none of them ordinary. The 
designs are mostly the results of ideas originating in 
the student's own mind, and being put into practice: 
head and hands in collaboration produce the desired 
result. 

The decorative designs seem to divide themselves 
mostly into two classes, namely those which make use 


among which were books of less than fifty years’ age 
and others of over 500 years. Among the former 
series of books, bound about the year 1890, it was ob- 
served that deterioration had been excessive. The 
latter examples, in the Iron Library, were bindings in 
white pigskin attributed to the sixteenth century. They 
were in excellent condition! Also examined. were a 
set of 120 books recently placed in the Museum. They 
are bound with leather of known history, and analyses 
were made by the British Leather Manufacturers’ 
Research Association before placing them in the 
Library. So far they have remained in a good state of 
preservation, after nine months in the Museum. They 
are to be examined periodically. 


Valuable Data 


In the majority of libraries there are numerous 
volumes, in whose bindings the leather is in а state of 
rank decay, or at least semi-decay. Much of this could, 
no doubt, be repaired by the right treatment of the 
leathers. Even should the Bookbinding Leather Com- 
mittee not be entirely successtul in its efforts, the data 
which it 1s collecting will be invaluable to bookbinders, 
librarians, and leather manufacturers. It will provide 
them with new information on the decay of leathers 
which will enable them by careful preparation and care 
of the finished binding to extend greatly the life of 
bookbinding leathers. 

Most libraries can show striking examples of the 
unsightly state to which leathers deteriorate. Decayed 
backs, sides broken away, powdery, dusty, and easily 
scratched leathers—all these defects have solutions, and 
the trade should support the efforts being made to 


arrive at them. 


of straight lines only as ornaments, and those which 
use leaves, trees and other ornamental factors.

The volume, which is about two inches thick, bas been 
bound by R. Powell in a dark green leather and gold 
tooled. The title in gold at the bottom of the outside 
cover adds strength and dignity to the design. А much 
smaller binding uses radiating lines, making full use ot 
the reflective value of gold. An effective illustration 
of the cover design harmonising with the text matter 1s 
seen in a binding which bears on the cover a horseman 
taking a fence. 

Whether modernistic or in more conventional style, 
the designs are marked throughout by sanity aud good 
taste, and the quality of the workmanship and the exe- 
cution is in keeping with the excellence of the creative 
artistry.

Press Boards for Book Finishing 


A press-board for use in а book-finishing press, as 
patented by the Met-L-Wood Corporation, comprises a 
body portion 10, Fig. 7, of fibrous material, which may be 
laminated, which 15 disposed between metallic laminations 
or veneers 11, 12 adapted to form the exterior surfaces of 
the board and to provide, or assist to provide, a beading 


FIG.3. 
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14, 15 along the marginal edge of the board, for emphasis- 
ing the grooves forming the hinge connections of the book 
covers. Interposed between the metallic layers 11, 12 and 
the body portion 10 are fabric sheets 13 preferably of 
Canton flannel, and all the layers are bound together by 
adhesive. The beads 14, 15 are formed by turning up a 
flange portion 16 along the marginal edges of the metallic 
sheets 11, 12 to co-operate with a connecting-strip 17. 
The latter is provided with flanged edges to grip over the 
marginal flanges 16 and is preferably depressed at each 
corner for the reception of the legs of an angle-bracket 
190, Fig. 3, which bracket is held in the depressions by 
screws. In the form shown in Fig. 6, the metallic layers 
31, 32 are bent around an insert-strip 36 to form the bead- 
ing 34, 35 and secured by soldering. In another modifica- 
tion, the edging of the board and the beading are provided 
by the metallic layers only and the ends which meet along 
the edges of the board may be offset from one another and 
soldered, or turned inwardly and embedded in the body 
portion of the board and subsequently soldered.—361,045. 


Decorating Leather, Etc. 


Mr. О. Marotz has patented a process for decorating 
leather, wood, linoleum, and other materials which consists 
in printing a negative of the design on paper with a 
colourless solution of wax or resin, transferring the wax, 
etc., from the paper to the leather, etc., by means of a hot 
iron or roller, applying a colouring material to the whole 
of the surface of the leather, etc. so treated, and finally 
removing the wax, etc., with its superposed colouring 
material. When decorating lacquered leather, a lacquer or 
varnish may be used as the colouring material and bronze 
powder or gold leaf may be afterwards applied and pressed 
in with a hot iron or roller. The process may be repeated 
for multi-coloured work.— 358,229. 


Embossing Dies 


In this invention stereotype matrices and embossing-dies 
are formed by pressing an original into a block formed of 
a thin layer of a thermoplastic material such as celluloid. 
acetyl cellulose, guttapercha, or incompletely-condensed 
artificial resin, supported on a base of hard non-elastic 
material capable of retaining an impressed design, and 


covered with a thin sheet of a material which does not 
soften. The support is formed of cardboard, press-spahn. 
or a thin sheet of a metal such as zinc, and the covering- 
layer is of metal foil or other material. A counter mould 
may be employed when necessary during the preparation 
of the matrix or die. The back of the matrix or die may 
be ground smooth, or the cavities may be filled in order to 
prevent distortion during use. The inventors are Messis. 
W. Forstman, P. К. Menzell and О. Boll.—359,018. 


Registering Formes 


A device for facilitating the registering of formes in a 
chase, as invented by Mr. J. Ilk, comprises two graduated 
gauge-bars 2, Fig. 1, which can be secured by screw clamps 
4 to the side-members of the chase, and support pairs of 
slides 6, which are connected by a cord 12 or the like. The 
cord passes through notches in the ends of screws 8, Fig. 3, 
which are non-rotatably mounted in the slides 6, and can 
be raised and lowered by means of nuts 10, one end of the 
cord being attached to a hook and the other held by a 
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clamping-disc 13. The slides are adjusted at the same 
height on the gauge-bars, so that the cord comes over page- 
marks 15, or headlines, on the formes. The cord is then 
lowered on to the formes by means of the screws 8, after 
which the page-marks are adjusted exactly to the cord. A 
second pair of slides may be used, if the formes have bcth 
upper and lower registe1. If the pages are of different sizes. 
the gauge-bars are transferred to the other sides of the 
chase, to permit register to be effected in the other direction 
also. The sides of the chase may serve as gauge-bars. 
— 356,675. | 


Casting Type 


Mr. J. Brown has patented a device for casting type. 
furniture, quads, etc. which comprises a casting-box in 
which a matrix of flong, etc. is obtained from type or other 
patterns, and type are then cast from the matrix. The 
casting-box 1, Fig. 2, has a detachable baseplate 2, and 
contains a pair of bars 4, between which the type patterns 
6, Fig. 3, are positioned. One or both bars 4 тау be ad- 
justable by means of screws 5. The type patterns are 
separated by gauges 7, which may have lugs engaging re- 
cesses 4а, 4b, or may engage in vertical slots in the bars. 
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A sheet 8 of flong, etc. is placed between the bars 4 and 
the baseplate 8, and is indented by pressure applied by 
clamping-screws 3, which connect the baseplate to a trans- 
verse metal-injecting gate 9. The type patterns are then 


removed, and molten metal is poured through the gate 9, 
so as to form duplicates of the type. A type-bar bearing 
a number of letters or words may be used instead of 
separate type patterns. Hollow furniture, quads, etc. may 
be cast by means of cores 10, Fig. 5, which are clamped 
between the bars 4. A number of pairs of bars may be 
employed to enable several lines of type to be cast at once. 
The lugs formed on the type by the recesses 4a, 4b are 
removed after the casting.—359,492.

ICHOLSON, W. R., 
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Five Centuries 


of Bookmaking 


A Comprehensive Exhibition 


Attention has been drawn afresh to many fine 
examples of the craft of bookmaking in days gone by, 
by an exhibition in Philadelphia. The exhibition is 
instructively reviewed in * Bookbinding Magazine ” 
(New York) by Henderson Foulke. 

The student of the history of bookmaking, he writes, 
can hardly fail to be impressed by the number of in- 
cunabula and sixteenth century books printed on 
vellum. “ The aristocracy of vellum,” indeed, has 
come to be a favourite phrase to those who glory in 
the work the hand has done in the making of fine books. 
Several examples of sixteenth-century volumes bound 
in vellum were shown in an exhibition conducted by 
the Rosenbach Company in Philadelphia not long ago. 
The catalogue for this exhibition, entitled ' Five Cen- 
turies of Bookmaking," was replete with interest for 
the book-lover who likes to delve in the history of bock- 
making. 

In the very earhest days of bookmaking the illustra- 
tion of books became popular. The " Speculum " of 
Gunther Zainer, 1473, 1s one of the earliest. printed 
hooks with woodcuts. The first illustrated. book in 
Spain appeared in 1483. But it was not until the 
sixteenth century that the art of woodcutting rose to 
great heights. At that time Albrecht Durer, in Ger- 
many, produced woodcuts which have never been sur- 
passed. The first illustrated book in the New World 
was produced by Juan Cromberger, celebrated Spanish 
printer. It was the " Tripatito of Gerson,” printed in 
Mexico in 1544. 

Passing through its lowest ebb in. the seventeenth 
century, bookmaking took on a new lease of life in the 
next hundred years. The French court established the 
livre de luxe as а necessary luxury. Numerous en- 
graved books appeared. During the closing decades 
of this century and the beginning of the next the 
colour-plate hook achieved perfection. Orme's “British 
Sports " and Audubon's " Birds " are regarded as the 
finest colour-plate books ever produced. 


Magnificent Bindings 


The books mentioned and many other rare volumes 
were included in the Rosenbach exhibition. Magnifi- 
cent examples of the binder's craft were shown, many 
of the books in the original covers. 

The “ Lactantus " of Sweynheym and Pannartz. 
1465. probably the first book printed in Italy, was 
shown in its original monastic binding. Johannes Fogel 
of Erfurt, binder of the Gutenberg Bible, made the 
original vellum for the " Hieronymus,” printed. by 
Schoetfer at Mainz in 1470. “ The Game and Playe of 
Chesse," second book printed by Caxton at his Bruges 
press, is in its original sheep binding; and the original 
stamped calf binding remains on the “ Questiones of 
Andreas,” 1480, first book printed in the city of Lon- 
don. The Homer on vellum of Bartholomew di Libris, 
1488, is in its original morocco, and the original bind- 
ing for the " Poliphilus" of 1499 was stamped calf, 
executed for the Emperor Charles V. 

“The Hymni et Epigrammata Marulli," printed in 
Florence in 1497 and shown by the Rosenbach Com- 
pany, is the only known example of a Jean Grolier 
mosaic binding in perfect condition. The sumptuous 
mosaic decorating one of the most beautiful books of 


the sixteenth century, the Giunta “ Decameron” of 
1527, was done by Derome and is elaborately inlaid 
and gilt. Morocco, inlaid and gilt to a most ornate 
design, a masterpiece of French binding of the period, 
distinguishes the two volumes of Pine's " Horace," an 
engraved book issued in London in 1733 and 1737. 


Modern French Covers 


Modern French work includes morocco covers with 
inlaid lacquer placques by Jean Dunand, decorating “Le 
Cantique des Cantiques ” and “ La Creation," printed 
by J. C. Smied in Paris in 1925 and 1928. Other great 
craftsmen of the period include Nicolas and Clovis Eve, 
Roger Payne, Bozerian and Cobden-Sanderson. 

In the nineteenth century private presses, though un- 
known in carly periods, began to flourish. Earlier 
there was Horace Walpole's Strawberry Hill press, 
bringing out its first book in 1757, and there was the 
Lee Priory Press established by Sir Egerton Bridges in 
1813. 

" The great impetus given to this class of press in 
the nineteenth. century," says the foreword to the 
Rosenbach exhibition catalogue, " was due, however, to 
William Morris, though much oí his work was 
anachronous resulting from his interest. in medie- 
valism." 

Morris was quickly followed by others—the Doves 
Press founded by Emery Walker and  Cobden- 
Sanderson; Ashendene Press, the Vale Press, the 
Bragny Press, etc. 

Coming down to American printing, the Rosenbach 
exhibition included the Eliot Indian Bible, Cambridge, 
1661, the first bible printed in. America, which, con- 
sidering the circumstances under which it was pro- 
duced, must be ranked among the greatest feats ot 
bookmaking. 

" The foundation of good printing in America,” says 
the catalogue, " probably dates from the establishment 
of the Merrymount Press by Daniel Berkely Updike in 
1893, two years later than the beginning of the Kelm- 
scott Press in England. That and the entrance into 
the printing world of Bruce Rogers are the two definite 
landmarks in the evolution of American typography.” 


New Pest Attacks Bindings 


Scientists are reported to be baffled by the ravages 
of a new kind of book-worm which destroys leather 
and paper. It is stated to take the place of the clothes 
moth in leather upholstery, and of the library beetle 
in books. In appearance it resembles the clothes moth. 
but its middle section is orange, and the markings on 
its wings are longer and darker. 

According to one report Professor J. W. Munro, of 
the Imperial College of Science and Technology. 1 
stated to have said that at present there is no known 
way of dealing with the insect because it has only 
recently become a general problem. An intensive 
study is being made of it, and it is hoped that when 
more is known of its habits, methods will be found to 
limit its activities.

local bodies. A report on the printing and manufac- 
tured stationery trades in Edinburgh states that Edin- 
burgh has passed through the dullest season of a dull 
year. Publishers did not place the same number of 
new books for the spring, and, as manufactured 
stationery is the handmaid to all trades, it has been 
feeling the effect of international stagnation in the 
heavy industries, which do so much to keep subsidiary 
trades moving. А distinctly more hopeful tone, how- 
cver, is beginning to make itself heard. 


EXETER 


WHILE washing a punching machine at Messrs. 
Southwoods’ printing works at Exeter, Molly Stalvies, 
aged 18, of Whipton, had her left hand crushed by the 
machine.

AN exhibition illustrating the remarkable variety of 
artistic and impressionist posters setting forth the 
beauties of York in particular and of the East Coast 
resorts generally was opened at York on Monday by 
the Lord Mayor of York. The exhibition. was pro- 
moted jointly by the L.N.E.R. and the York Commer- 
cial Development Committee, and compriscs the most 
striking of this year's L.N.E.R. posters, with a fine set 
of the original drawings of the artists.

A Useful Monotype Chart 


It is a remarkable fact that a satisfactory and con- 
cise method for finding out from what standard size of 
sheet any odd piece of paper has been cut has never 
been prepared for the use of printers. 

This want has now been met by the Monotype Cor- 
poration, Limited, who have issued on a royal sheet of 
stout paper, suitable for framing, diagrams showing 
forty-eight different folds or cuttings of sixteen stan- 
dard paper sizes from crown to quad crown, making 
a total of 768 different sizes. 

As an example of its utility, we will assume we 
have a sheet of paper 6$ ins. by 124 ins., and wish to 
know from what standard sheet it has been cut. The 
usual haphazard method would be to move this over 
various sheets of paper of different sizes until some 
size near enough was discovered. But by means of 
the “ Monotype" chart we have simply to refer to a 
heading indicating the narrower measurement (6$ ins.), 
and under this we shall find 123 ins. This indicates 
the particular chart showing the paper size from which 
the shect was cut to be royal, and that this was cut (or 
folded) once across the centre, and then twice down, 
making six to the shect. It can also, of course, be cut 
from double royal. 

The chart has been approved by the Master Printers 
Federation, who have expressed the opinion that it is 
an excellent idea. It is worthy of a glazed frame, and 
will be found useful in every department of the print- 
ing office.

At Withy Grove, 
Manchester, Allied Newspapers have established. thc 
largest newspaper printing оћсе in the world. Іп 
addition, the firm controls, through its subsidiary, the 
Edward Lloyd Investment Co., the largest newsprint 
organisation in Europe, Edward Lloyd Ltd., whose 
mills produce every year 250,000 tons of paper. 


BopnLEiaN EXTENSIONS.—Extensions to the Bodleian 
library, Oxford, which are to cost one million pounds, 
have been assured of completion by an offer of the 
Rockefeller foundation to appropriate the sum of

Printers’ Exporters’ Affairs 
Indian Trade Loss 


Re W. Titacker лмо Coy. (George Hunter Frankling 
Eatwell, Charles Frederick Hooper and John Chaplin, 
trading as), printers’ exporters, ete. 2, Creed Lane, 
E.C. This firm failed in October, 1931, and on June 
2nd, the debtor Eatwell applied to Mr. Reginald 
Warmington at the London Bankruptey Court for an 
order of discharge. Mr. E. Parke, Official Receiver, 
reported that the joint unsecured liabilities amounted 
to £36,187; the assets had so far realized £6,411 and 
Mr. Albert Willmott, the trustee, was of opinion that 
they would eventually yield the sum of £11,422 at 
which they were valued in the statement of affairs. 
The firm of Thacker, Spink & Co., was founded in 1819 
m Calcutta and carried on business as printers, pub- 
lishers, booksellers, stationers and bankers. A branch 
was opened in 1839 at 39, New Broad Street, E.C., as 
W. Thacker and Co. That branch was severed from 
the Calcutta business in 1919, and from that date be- 
came a separate concern. About 1928 the Calcutta 
business began to decline, and a private company was 
registered in July, 1931, as Thacker, Spink and Co., 
Ltd., with a capital of 6 lakhs of rupees, to acquire the 
Calcutta business which at that time was solvent. The 
three debtors and another person were appointed direc- 
tors and received substantial share holdings in the com- 
pany, which however, in September, 1931, had to sus- 
pend payment and went into liquidation. Since 1928 
the three debtors had constituted the London firm of 
W. Thacker and Co., the debtor Eatwell having had 
charge of that business since August, 1931, and the 
other debtors having control of the business in 
Calcutta. The business was successful until the liquida- 
tion in September, 1931, of Thacker, Spink and Co., 
Ltd.. which, together with a subsidiary company, then 
owed W. Thacker and Co. £13,500 for goods supplied. 
Knowing that the last-mentioned firm could not with- 
stand such a loss, the applicant Eatwell presented the 
petition for bankruptcy. He attributed the firm's. in- 
solvency to loss of £18,045 by bad debts since July Ist, 
1930, and to loss of £3,300 by defalcations on the part 
of two employees. The only fact reported by the 
Official Receiver in opposition to the application was 
the insufficiency of assets to equal 10s. in the £ on the 
amount of the unsecured liabilities. The Registrar 
said it was clear that the applicant had traded in quite 
a fair and proper manner. Trade in India was spotlt 
by political disturbances and this firm's failure was un- 
doubtedly duc to the heavy losses sustained since July, 
1931, for which the debtor was not responsible. The 
discharge would he granted subject to a nominal sus- 
pension of three weeks. 


“Tack of capital, insufficient turnover, and loss on 
machinery reclaimed by owners under a hire-purchase 
agreement " were the causes of failure given by Joseph 
Henry Rushworth, of 16, Chapel Street, Eccleshill, 
Bradford, and Frank Strotharl, of 87, Dundas Street, 
Bradford, carrying on business in co-partnership at 
24, Burnett Street, Bradford, under the style of 
Rushworth and Strotharl, printers, whose first meeting 
of creditors was held in Bradford recently.

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Metallised Papers 


There has been a great deal of talk lately» 
according to the Moniteur de la Papeterie 
Belge, about metallised cardboard and paper. 
The printer is already acquainted with this 
paper, which he has utilised for a long time. 
Cardboard, however, appeared much more 
recently, but has now found a firm footing in 
industry. 

What is this metallised cardboard ? Simply 
a sheet of board covered with aluminium. We 
already have card covered with a glazed colour 
or print, and metallised board belongs to the 
same class. Experience teaches that bleached 
wood card is best for metallising. 

A special plant is needed for manufacture 
and there are only a few firms in Germany and 
France who possess the required machines. 
When we consider that the thickness of the 
sheet of aluminium is only 9/100 to 1/100 
centimetre it is easy to see that the application 
of the metal is not within the reach of all. 

It is to be noted that this board is not like 
that covered with silver or aluminium paper. 
No mistake can be made. Cardboard makers 
who might not be able to distinguish the 
metallised board from that coated with silver 
paper have merely to bend the board in a slight 
curve, which in the case of metallic board will 
remain, whereas paper-covered board will 
recover its former shape. Then, again, 
especially with thin card, when the sheet is 
made to vibrate the click of metal can be 
heard. Metallised card is in sheets of various 
dimensions. The support varies from paper 
to card of about 300 to 400 grammes per sq. 
metre. 

The aluminium is the ordinary brilliant type 
or very brilliant ; dull or very dull ; varnished 
or not; tinted or not. Red, yellow, gold, 
green tints are met with which have a peculiar 
effect. 


Paper in Brazil 


A report on the Economic Conditions in 
Brazil (December, 1931), prepared by the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M.’s Embassy at 
Rio de Janeiro and published by the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, says, under the head- 
ing of paper: The import figures for the years 
1929, 1930 and 1931 show a relatively steady 
decline, partly attributable to the increased 
and improved production of the local industry, 
which now produces a large range of qualities 
of paper. Another factor, in this as in. other 
lines, is the high rate of the Customs duties. 
Only superior qualities of paper not manufac- 
tured locally can now find their way into this 
market. Newsprint is all imported, for the 
most part free of duty. 

The import figures for 1929 and 1930 were 
61,300 tons and 51,722 tons, valued at £1,813,- 
323 aud £1,363,048 respectively, a decrease of 
25 per cent., a percentage which is appreciably 
smaller than that in the majority of lines. 

Of newsprint paper imported in 1930 
(38,561 metric tons), Great. Britain sent 527, 
Norway 15,820, Germany 5,567, and Finland 
6,1254. Printing paper imports (3,943 metric 
tons) was received from Great Britain, 1,069 ; 
Germany, 632; Sweden, 443.

The Door to Advancement 

Just to become a journeyman craftsman might have 
to be the end in sight for 
most of those who enter 
upon a career by becoming 
apprenticed to printing, but 
unless there clearly exist 
possibilities of promotion 
inside the industry or pros- 
pects of advancement out- 
side of it for those who seek 
to gain knowledge to apply 
in higher positions, the more 
ambitious type of youth will 
be discouraged from entering 
the printing industry by the 
apprenticeship door. Under 
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Printers’ Managers and Overseers— 
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Death of Mr. H. F. Parker— 
A Well-Known Trade Figure 


Instead of being a matter of luck, extraordinary 
circumstance, or an unusual event, for a craftsman to 
secure promotion or to obtajp an important post inside 
or outside the trade, it should be made the natural 
sequel to rightly directed effort. 
* * * 
Posts for Trained Printers 

THERE is likely to be a much keener appreciation of 
printer applicants for posts in the advertising profes- 
sion, or for positions connected with publicity and 
printing in private concerns, when those responsible 
are able to see that a new 
spirit pervades apprentice- 
ship in the printing industry 
and that a keenly intelligent 
type of 
youth is being trained speci- 
ally to fit the posts. As 
things are, very few adver- 
tisers or advertising agents 
look to the printing industry 
to furnish them with their 
... 567 layout men, technical experts, 
. 568 salesmen or printing buyers. 
Very rarely do we hear of 
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а properly organised system 
of apprenticeship training 
and cducation, with selected 
and approved candidates for 
entry into the trade, oppor- 
tunities should be provided 
for specialised study for 
those apprentices who are 
aiming at definite objectives. 
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from one or other otf works departments. 


Importance of Educational Basis 


It should be clearly demonstrated and made accept- 
able as a common understanding that for those who 
enter the printing industry as apprentices there are 
many openings for advancement. Among others, there 
are opportunities in departmental supervision, uverseer- 
ship, works management, costing and estimating, typo- 
graphic layout, copy-writing, salesmanship, technical 
control, accounts executive control. In the adver- 
tising profession there are openings for layout men, 
printing buyers, technical managers and printing con- 
sultants. Outside, there are an increasing number of 
posts which will eventually be more efficiently filled by 
trained printer craftsmen than by superficially experi- 
enced advertising men. Included in these prospective 
openings are printing buyers, publicity officials, adver- 
tising managers, layout men, stationery controllers and 
technical advisory experts. We can well understand 
its not being accepted as yet that the men for these 
posts are in the printing industry, because the present 
type of craftsman rests on a low standard of education. 
Nor is the present generation a great deal better. In 
actual fact it is only just beginning to be realised that 
apprenticeship 15 a matter for organised control from 
beginning to end. Maybe the next generation of 
master printers will be better able to take up a fresh 
viewpoint than the present one, for we are still failing 
lamentably to lift the general status of the industry.

Uniformity in Type-Faces 


THE acceptance of one type-face as the standard 
for all forms of its printing is the sort of standard- 
isation that has been adopted by the L.N.E.R., accord- 
ing to an advertisement of the Monotype Corporation, 
Ltd. If such a decision proves or points to anything, 
it can only be that faces such as Gill Sans have versa- 
tility beyond comparison with any other family in the 
type world. It has to be remembered that the printing 
requirements of any such users as a railway company 
cover nearly everything from consignment notes to 
the most elegant brochures. In between, print is called 
upon to serve almost every conceivable purpose. It 
would be very helpful to printers if there were more 
of this type standardisation, but we would hesitate to 
recommend the practice lest it be too uniformly 
accepted. There are so many beautiful type-faces that 
we like to see them all going round, provided they are 
rightly used in appropriate employment. There 1s 
such a thing as becoming tired of seeing a type-face, 
especially if it 15 pushed into every opening. There 15 
probably no type-face that could stand up to Gill Sans 
for universal use, and there is probably no user who 
could so successfully adopt it for standardised 
application as a railway company.

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British Printers Confer at Llandudno 


Annual Congress Favoured with Delightful Weather 
Successful Gatherings Reflect Spirit of Optimism 


For this year’s annual congress of the British 
Federation of Master Printers held at Llandudno from 
Saturday to Tuesday, June 11th to 14th, the Midlands 
were the hosts but the Midland Alliance went a little 
outside its own area in its choice of a meeting place, a 
compliment to the area of the North Wales Alliance 
which was received with satisfaction. The Midland

Alliance ranks high in the list of Alliances forming the 
Federation, but on only one previous occasion has it 
acted as the host for the annual convocation. It has, 
however, provided three presidents for the Federation 
and that number includes Mr. H. G. Clarke, who has 
held the chief office this year. 

The numbers of persons attending were only КЕЛУ, 
less than at Bournemouth last year, and were greater 
than might have been expected, looking to the universal 
need for economy. The formal banquet was replaced 
by a ball and supper in deference to that economic 
pressure, but the gatherings otherwise were on the usual 
lines, with one notable exception, that the congress at 
its conclusion tailed up to the closing session of another 
large convention, that of the Advertising Association 
which was being held contemporaneously at Liverpool. 
The morning section of that closing session was 
actually organised by the printers and was attended by 
the majority of the Llandudno congress visitors. 


The whole of the arrangements were in the hands 
of the popular and able secretary of the Midland Alli- 
ance, Mr. D. R. King, with Mr. E. C. Keliher, London, 
acting as liaison officer between the Advertising Asso- 
ciation and the Federation; and everything went 
smoothly and happily. 


Opening Reception 


The proceedings were opened with a reception in the 
Grand Hotel by Mr. E. W. Silk, president of the Mid- 
land Alliance, and Mrs. Silk, and Mr. H. G. Clarke, 
president of the Federation, and Mrs. Clarke. There 
was a company of about 500 at this ceremony, and im- 
mediately after an official welcome by the two presi- 
dents, dancing was begun, an excellent band being in 
attendance. This was continued until midnight, and 
long before that hour cld friends had met old friends 
and new acquaintances had been made throughout the 
whole company, knitting up afresh the bonds of 
brotherhood and common interest in the happiest of 
social atmospheres. 


Special Sermon by Canon Morgan 


On the Sunday morning, though the weather condi- 
tions were delightful and the attractions of the open air 
considerable, a large number of the members attended 
the service at Holy Trinity Church. The Rev. Canon 
John Morgan, M.A., of Caernarvon, preached a special 
sermon having particular application to the congress. 
His text was from the Second Epistle to the Philip- 
pians, “ Doing nothing by faction, not looking each of 
you to his own things, but each of you also to the 
things of others," and he likened the constitution under 
which the Federation operates to the organisation of 
the Church in its early days. The Federation was 
seeking to bring concord and co-operation, calm and 
contentment into the complex and difficult problems of 


| the industry. 


A Delightful Concert 


The weather was specially favourable to outdoor en- 
joyment, and a very happy social gathering took place 
on Sunday afternoon on the Pier. The ladies naturally 
rather dominated this function, and gay dresses were 
the prominent note. The male members attended in 
large numbers, both stalwarts and Y.M.P.s. Tea was 
served at the Grand Hotel on the Pier during the after- 
noon, and the hours were passed pleasantly till dinner- 
time and the evening concert. The concert was an 
orchestral one and took place in the Pier Pavilion, the 
chief attraction being Miss Dorothy Silk, the eminent 
soprano, who is well known to printers as a daughter 
of the president of the Midland Alliance. Miss Silk 
can always be relied upon to satisfy the ear of the 
most fastidious music lover. She is one of the leading 
oratorio singers in the country and her choice of solos 
for the ordinary concert platform is always in the best 
of taste. The items she contributed were all received 
with great favour and the purely orchestral items ren- 
dered by a band conducted by Mr. George Cathie were 
liberally applauded. Unfortunately, the Y.M.P.s and 
many of their friends could not attend this concert as 
their annual dinner was in progress at the same time. 
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Y.M.P.s in Serious and Lighter Moods 


Sunday was really the Young Master Printers’ day. 
Their business session at this year’s congress was con- 
fined to the afternoon of that day and did not therefore 
overlap any business meeting of the seniors, as was the 
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case last year. In the evening they held their annual 
dinner in the North-Western Hotel and this was fol- 
lowed by a special dramatic sketch produced by a few 
of their members.  Altogether quite a day for the 
VLPs. 

At their congress in the afternoon Mr. Edmund 
Arnold was in the chair and opened the business with 
a review of the work of the Young Master Printers’ 
Committee since its appointment last year. Satisfac- 
tion was felt, he said, that some good work had been 
done. Groups had been formed in all the Alliances, 
and there was a serious effort being made to justify 
the inclusion of the Y.M.P.s among the standing com- 
mittees of the Federation. The chief item to which they 
had specially addressed themselves, and which in fact 
they had made their own special work, was the procur- 
ing of records of production, and it was hoped that in 
the near future some results would be available that 
would be of value to the members of the Federation in 
their work of estimating and costing. 


In this connection the chairman paid special tribute 
to the excellent work done by Mr. P. J. W. Kilpatrick, 
which had given them all a fresh enthusiasm for the 
subject after their many discussions on it over a 
period of three years. 

Other matters dealt with had been the suggestion of 
a special college for Y.M.P.s; as regards this it was 
thought that the requisite number of students to make 
the proposition self-supporting would not be forth- 
coming, and that something might be done towards per- 
suading one of the older universities to include print- 
ing technicalities in their classes for business training. 
A model set of rules for Alliance Groups had been 
drawn up and had been approved by the Federation 
Council. 
from 18 to 16 was to receive consideration at next 
Council meeting. Other subjects considered had been 
the Howard Hazell scholarship in regard to making it 
better known, and the exchange of Y.M.P.s with other 
countries. General activities had included week-end 
conferences, visits to printing works, and lectures. 

Mr. Р. J. W. Kilpatrick supplemented the chairman's 
review, with special reference to production records, 
and thereafter a general discussion ensued on details 
of that subject and its probable value to the industry. 

An address which raised a very animated and inter- 
esting discussion was then given by Mr. A. Stephenson,

Psychology.” 


Industrial Psychology 


Mr. Stephenson referred to two articles which had 
appeared in the “ Members’ Circular” of the Federa- 
tion, one of these being “ Scientific Research and the 
Printer " in which Dr. С. L. Riddell had demonstrated 
the advantages which had accrued from such research. 
But there were factors, he said,—notably the human 
factor—whose problems were outside the scope of the 
physical sciences. The other, which was “ The Seven 
Devils of Printing,” by W. H. Sessions, had provided 
him with two particular devils as pegs on which to 
hang his discourse. 

These two malefactors were (1) Varying efficiency of 
the plant and organisations, and (2) Variation in the 
estimates of time on the various processes. By the 
first the author meant difference in efficiency and or- 
ganisation between one plant and another. There was, 
however, the further possibility that wide variations in 
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efficiency and organising ability might occur at different 
times in the same plant. There were also the extreme 
cases in which poor equipment was used to the greatest 
advantage, and good equipment to the least advantage. 

As regards the author's interpretation, some varia- 
tion was inevitable even if all printers were prepared 
to standardise not only the structure but also the pro- 
duct of printing plants, for the human elements in the 
various organisations would still bear signs of indi- 
vidual differences in temperament, character, educa- 
tion, ability, adaptability, slavishness to tradition, and 
leadership, to mention only a few traits, the relative 
importance of each of which would differ with the 
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operating and managerial personnel of each particular 
plant. 

He would ask, however, “ Is the individual manager 
capable of assessing the efficiency of his plant and 
organisation in relation to others?" What standards 
of comparison were available.? He might have had ex- 
perience in other plants and other organisations, but his 
judgment was necessarily circumscribed. Hence he 
might consider that he was getting the best out of the 
available equipment, in spite of the handicap due to re- 
strictions imposed by the design and structure of the 
plant. 


Mr. Sessions had rightly attributed to the second of 
these evil influences nearly as much power as the total 
for which the other six were responsible. The speaker 
suggested that Mr. Sessions had indicated the greatest 
immediate need of printing. Absolute standard times 
were impossible, for variations due to physical and 
mental factors were inevitable. Such variations had 
considerable diagnostic value and, in the hands of the 
right observer, could often be turned to good account. 
On analysis they often yielded information of value 
in locating the basic cause, which might be remediable. 
When this was the case, such a remedy would result in 
a reduction in the frequency or extent of the varia- 
tions. If this were accomplished, the time assessments 
would be more consistently accurate, and thus provide a 
much sounder basis for costing. 


Without a thorough-going investigation conducted by 
observers trained in psychology, physiology, and scien- 
tific method, the best that could result was an empirical 
estimate. The permanent executive could rarely devote 
in persistent effort the time necessary for the far- 
reaching research which was essential. The numerous 
factors operative must be considered as objectively as 
possible. The interpretation of the data must be free 
from personal bias, the influence of tradition, or the 
restriction of limited comparative experience. 

In the discussion which followed, many interesting 
points were brought up, and Mr. Stephenson elucidated 
some difficult aspects of the subject, after which a 
cordial vote of thanks to him was passed on the motion 
of the chairman. 


Annual Dinner of Y.M.P.s 


The Young Master Printers’ dinner was a highly 
successful affair. There was an imposing toast list on 
a very artistic menu and the speeches were all of a 
high order. 


Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, in proposing “ The Young 
Master Printers,” lived up to his reputation for polished 
delivery and sparkle of humour. He referred in 
fanciful style to a few landmarks in their short history 
from their birth in 1925 to their confirmation as part 
of the federated body in 1930, and proceeded to con- 
gratulate them on the spread of their movement, which, 
he said, was better organised here than in other 
countries. 

Mr. Edmund Arnold, the chairman, replying, in a 
happy speech said they were organised for both 
pleasure and business purposes, that they realised their 
responsibilities, and that he wished to assure the Fed- 
eration president that they would strive by vigorous 
work to justify themselves as a movement. 

The toast of “The British Federation of Master 
Printers" was proposed by Mr. P. J. Kilpatrick, who 
congratulated the originator of the Y. M.P. movement, 
Mr. Potts, on his new appointment as Federation organ- 
iser, and spoke of the necessity for service. 

Mr. H. G. Clarke, Federation president, in replying, 
referred to the chairman, Mr. Arnold, as the son oí 


one of the most respected of Federation presidents, and 
to the first annual dinner of the Y.M.P.s, at which Mr. 
Arnold had said in the presence of the president, future 
president and officers of the Federation that that was 
the time—on the first occasion on which the Federation 
had realised the Y.M.P.s were worthy of attention in 
the conference arrangements—to gain the respect and 
confidence of their elders. This dinner, he said, gave 
him the opportunity in similar circumstances of saying 
they had gained that confidence. The building up of 
the Federation organisation was interesting work; it 
was slow but useful work and he wished in this con- 
nection to pay a high compliment to its secretary, Mr. 
F. Н. Bisset. The Federation supplied help, advice 
and information to its members on almost every con- 
ceivable topic affecting the industry. 

Mr. Clive E. Bemrose proposed the toast oi “ The 
Guests," mentioning particularly Mr. Clarke as presi- 
dent, Mr. E. H. Dennis as coming president, Mr. B. 
Guy Harrison and Mrs. Harrison, Mr. E. W. Silk 
(president of the Midland Alliance), Mr. and Miss 
Duncan, who had come from the Advertising Conven- 
tion at Liverpool, Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, Mr. Kil- 
patrick, ѕспг., Mr. Harry H. Potts and Mr. F. H. 
Bisset. 

Mr. E. H. Dennis responded appropriately in an 
effective speech. 

The toast of “ The Chairman” was proposed by Mr. 
W. K. Silk, who referred to Mr. Arnold's successful 
appearance as chairman at the business meeting in the 
afternoon, and to his excellent conduct in the chair at 
the dinner. 


Official Welcome 


On Monday last the formal proceedings of the con- 
gress were opened by an official welcome given by Mr. 
R. C. Baxter, chairman of the Llandudno Urban Dis- 
trict Council. Printers, he said, were an important 
body of men and they were welcome at Llandudno. 


Opening Address by President 


In opening the congress on Monday morning, the re- 
tiring president, Mr. Н. С. Clarke referred to the order 
of the proceedings and the speakers who were to take 
part. He went on to speak of the price-cutting evil for 
which he said the only known remedy was costing. It 
and many other problems presented themselves to-day 
in the industry and in the congress mectings the solu- 
tion must be found. He was pleased to be able to state 
that the demands by members for services of the cost- 
ing staff for the installation and revision of the Costing 
System during the past year had been good. The Cost- 
ing Committee had decided to hold annual examina- 
tions in Costing in each of the twelve Alliances of the 
Federation. The Federation was indebted this year, as 
it had been in the past, to the members of this Com- 
mittee for the work they had done and in that con- 
nection he was sure they would wish him to mention 
specifically the chairman, Mr. Bemrose. The chairman 
then called on Mr. William Bemrose, chairman of the 
Technical Committee, to give a survey of the work of 
the Technical Committee. 


Work of the Technical Committee 


Mr. William L. Bemrose said that the Committee 
had closely watched the first year's working of the 
Printing Industry Research Association, of whose total 
present membership of 318 no fewer than 138— printers 
or bookbinders—were members of the Federation.

Managers and Overseers 


Superannuation Fund to Start Operation 


The Superannuation Fund was the chief subject of 
discussion at the June meeting, last week, of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers (Parent) Associa- 
tion, held at the Old Bell, Holborn, on Tuesday. The 
mecting might be regarded as historic, as it set the seal 
of approval on proposals which will result in making 
the Association’s Superannuation Scheme operative as 
from October next. The president, Mr. R. B. Simpson, 
was in the chair, supported by the vice-president, Mr. 
M. J. Odell, the general secretary, Mr. A. H. Wilson, 
and other officers. 

The general secretary having read the minutes of 
the May meeting, which were approved, a candidate 
was elected into membership of the Association in the 
person of Mr. William James Adams, 20, Mawson 
Close, Merton Park, S.W.20 (overseer, letterpress 
machine room, Bradbury, Wilkinson and Co., Ltd., 
16-18, Castle Street, Finsbury, E.C.2). Mr. Adams was 
present and received a personal welcome from the 
president and members. 

The meeting gave generous support to a recommen- 
dation put forward by the general secretary that a 
further grant be made from the Benevolent Fund to a 
provincial member in necessitous circumstances. 

In accordance with precedent, it was agreed that the 
sum of £20 be paid to the North Midlands Centre 
towards the expenses of the recent successful United 
Gathering held at Nottingham. 


The United Gathering 


The Nottingham United Gathering was the next sub- 
ject on the agenda, and representatives and others 
were called upon to report thereon. 

The first speaker was Mr. Odell, who in his brief 
report emphasised the thoroughness of the arrange- 
ments made for the comfort of the visitors, remark- 
ing that, from the moment they arrived on the Friday 
till the time they left on the Monday, nothing was 
omitted that could have been desired. Не specially 
complimented the. Nottingham members upon the 
dinner, which he described as “a splendid affair.” 

Mr. W. H. Wicken, one of the two members chosen 
to represent the London rank and file, had written to 
apologise for inability to be present that evening. He 
expressed complete satisfaction with his experience of 
the visit to Nottingham. 

Mr. S. A. Dawson, the other elected representative, 
gave a more detailed account of the week-end's pro- 
ceedings, also expressing satisfaction with the way the 
arrangements were made and carried out. He stressed 
the pleasure of the excursions which the visitors en- 
joyed in the beautiful country around Nottingham and, 
after recounting many matters of interest, summed up 
the whole as “a most enjoyable time." 

Mr. E. A. Littlewood having briefly supported what 
Mr. Dawson had said, Mr. E. H. Berryman also cor- 
roborated the statements of the previous speakers. In 
-doing so he expressed the wish that arrangements 
might be made whereby a larger number of the mem- 
bers could participate in these enjoyable and beneficial 
United Gatherings. 

Mr. А. Н. Wilson, heartily endorsing the reports of 
the previous speakers, spoke eulogistically of the suc- 
cessful organisation undertaken by the North 


Midlands, which was but a small Centre. He said 
they had evidently put in a vast amount of work, and 
must have been planning the programme for at least 
twelve months beforehand. It had certainly been a 
most successful United Gathering. 

A few remarks in similar strain were made by Mr. 
Appleby, a London member who had previously been 
resident in Nottingham. 

Before calling upon Mr. Berry to speak about the 
United Gathering and then to proceed to introduce the 
subject of the Superannuation Fund, the president 
added his own tribute of congratulation to the North 
Midlands Centre for what he described as their won- 
derful organisation that had led to {һе success 
achieved. 


Superannuation Fund Management 


Mr. R. H. Berry, after speaking of the United 
Gathering in similar congratulatory vein, proceeded to 
give a short account of the meeting of the Super- 
annuation Fund Management Committee which was 
held at Nottingham on Monday, May 16th. He put 
forward and discussed various recommendations which 
the Management Committee had at their mecting 
agreed to submit for the consideration of members. 
The Fund, he mentioned, now comprises investments 
and cash to a total of well over £6,000; this was pro- 
posed as the starting point for its operation. It was 
proposed that from October the sum of £50 per annum 
be paid for secretarial duties in connection with the 
Superannuation Fund, and that this amount be allo- 
cated by the Parent council between the general secre- 
tary and any member they might appoint as his 
assistant. It was also proposed that an honorarium of 
£30 be granted to Mr. W. Hermon Gill, the Associa- 
tion’s financial secretary for past services to the 
Superannuation Fund. 

Of several other proposals in the nature of rules for 
the management of the Fund, the most important had 
relation to voting at meetings of the Management Com- 
mittee—a matter which involves the question of the 
proportional representation of the various Centres— 
and a suggestion had been made of the use of a ballot 
of the whole membership in the event of any point of 
disagreement. 

Questions and discussion followed Mr. Berry's state- 
ment, and votes were taken to ascertain London mem- 
bers' attitude to the various proposals. 

Mr. Berry said that members could take it as definite 
that the Fund would start to operate next October. 
He urged members to pay their contributions promptly. 
avoiding all arrears, in order that the working of the 
Fund might not be hampered. 

At the instance of the president, 
cordially thanked for his services.

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Binding and Kindred Trades Overseers’ Association 
Address by Mr. F. S. Hayes 


The June meeting of the Printing, Bookbinding and 
Kindred Trades Overseers Association was held on 
Tuesday, last week, at the usual headquarters, St. 
Bride Institute, Bride Lane, E.C.. Mr. Harry Young 
(president) presiding over a good attendance of the 
members. A considerable amount of business came be- 
fore the mecting, and there were present, amongst 
others, Messrs. P. H. Paton (vice-president), W. F. 
Cribb (financial secretary), A. E. Walters (treasurer) 
and Robt. Bryan (general secretary). During the 
evening an interesting talk was given by Mr. F. S. 
Hayes (the Association's hon. technical representative), 
who, in the limited time at his disposal covered a wide 


field in his consideration of the subject: “The 
Binder’s Overseer: His Mental Equipment and 
Duties." 


The minutes of the previous meeting having been 
disposed of, the secretary submitted several items of 
correspondence, which included reminders of the 
Association's donations of five guineas to the Printing 
Industry Research Association and three guineas for 
prize-money for students of the London School of 
Printing. 

Due consideration having been given to these re- 
quests, the grants were accordingly made. 

Mr. W. H. Lyon submitted the annual dinner 
accounts, which although showing a small deficit, were 
regarded as eminently satisfactory. 


Mr. A. C. Ware proposed, and Mr. J. A. Esler 
seconded, that a hearty vote of thanks be passed to the 
dinner stewards for their efforts, especial reference 
being made to Mr. J. А. Gouldbourne (the chief 
steward), who had recently been in hospital, and who, 
according to the secretary, was making satisfactory 
progress from an operation. 

The meeting next proceeded to the election to mem- 
bership of the two following candidates: Mr. Reginald 
Potter, overseer of the quire warehouse, and Mr. Louis 
Freshwater, overseer of the packing and dispatch 
department, both of Messrs. J. Burn and Co., Ltd., 
Esher.

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but rather was it his purpose to direct their attention 
to some of the things he regarded as essential to the 
equipment of the complete overseer or executive head. 
He maintained that it should be the endeavour of every 
Overseer to try to prove himself above the average in 
general intelligence so that he might be worthy of the 
position. he. held. 


Craft History Necessary 


Dealing with his first point, Mr. Hayes said he 
thought it necessary that the overseer should have a 
knowledge of the history of his craft. He then made 
a brief survey of the developments of bookbinding 
from the very earliest days, recalling the use made of 
lead, copper, bark, stone and wood some 2,000 years 
ago. The first bookbinders were undoubtedly the 
writers and scribes. The earliest specimens of book- 
binding, as they understood it, were produced in the 
period of the Byzantine Empire, and they were largely 
the work of goldsmiths, silversmiths and jewellers. 
Mr. Hayes dealt with the advances made in bookbind- 
ing during the Roman Empire and the public diptychs. 
After describing Charlemagne as a great patron of 
the bookbinding art, the speaker cursorily mentioned 
the outstanding periods and men connected with book- 
binding through the centuries right up to the present 
time. Amongst those mentioned as having left their 
mark on the art, Mr. Hayes referred to John Grolier, 
Roger Payne, and Cobden-Sanderson. Their work 
was outstandingly high, but, much as he admired the 
work of the past, he maintained that it was quite pos- 
sible to equal it to-day, given the necessary licence as 
to time and price. Brief reference was also made to 
the introduction of the cloth-bound book by Archibald 
Leighton in 1825. 


A Knowledge of the Trade Union 


Coming to his next point, Mr. Hayes stressed the 
Importance of the overseers becoming acquainted with 
the history of the trade union identified with their 
industry. It could rightly be claimed that the binders’ 
trade union was the oldest in the country, it having 
been founded in 1780, being known then as the London 
Consolidated Society of Journeyman Bookbinders. 
The bookbinders' union might have made mistakes, he 
continued, but he suggested that it had done nothing of 
which they need feel ashamed. Some extracts read 
from cld documents of the union were of great interest. 
For many of these excerpts Mr. Hayes expressed 
thanks for the help he had received from Mr. S. 
Stubbings and Mr. Francis. 


Modern Developments 


Proceeding to his next point, Mr. Hayes urged the 
importance of every overseer keeping in touch with 
all modern developments in the printing and kindred 
trades. The binding overseer should have knowledge 
sufficient to enable him to give advice to the publisher 
im respect of margins and impositions. — If general 
managers more frequently consulted the binding over- 
seer he was sure a great deal of trouble would Бе 
saved. Then, in dealing with the publisher the binder 
could advise as to the quality of the cloth, and the 
design of the cover. Then. again, m order that a 
binder might keep in touch with modern developments 
he should be a member of that Association. The over- 
seer should also make himself familiar with the work 
of the Printing Industry Research Association—an 
organisation which he believed was destined to play an 
important part in their industry—and the technical 
schools. He should interest himself in. the. mentality 
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and health of the apprentice, become well-informed on 
such questions as costing; and, finally, as ап N.C.O. 
of the trade, should strive to be above the rank and 
file as far as character was concerned. 

The chairman, at the close, referred to the stimula- 
tion and inspiration of Mr. Hayes’ address. 

Remarks having been made by Messrs. W. Robinson. 
J. A. Esler, and C. Н. Gillett, a very hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to Mr. Hayes on the proposition 
of Mr. Robt. Dryan, seconded by Mr. P. H. Paton. 


Trade with Poland 
Bookbinding and Printing 


A report entitled “ Economic Conditions in Poland” 
(1931) by the Commercial Secretary to His Majesty's 
Embassy at Warsaw, has been published for the 
Department of Overseas Trade by His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, price 2s. 2d. post free. 

It is apparent from the report that Poland, like most 
other countries, has suffered trade depression, and she 
has weathered the storm well. The report states that 
the production of the printing and affiliated industries 
in January, 1931, was 121.2, on an index figure of 100, 
and in December, 1931, 98.5. Regarding imports into 
Poland the report says that bookbinding machines (m 
quintals of 100 kg.) imported during Jan.-Oct., 1931, 
amounted to 266, compared with 827 and 1,494 for the 
years 1930 and 1929 respectively. In neither instance 
did the United Kingdom participate. 

Interesting facts are given regarding the size of the 
printing and affliated industries. There were 208 
works and factories in Poland in January, 1931, each 
employing not less than twenty workmen. The total 
number of employees on January Ist was 10,233. At 
the end of the year the figures were reduced to 198 
factories and works employing 8,722 workmen. In all 
the more important industries the same tale of reduc- 
tion is told. 

Imports from the United Kingdom to Poland repre- 
sented 7.1 per cent. of the total imports in 1931, while 
exports from Poland were 17.0 per cent. of the total. 
The United Kingdom was Poland's best customer.

Death of Mr. Н. F. Parker 
A Well-Known Trade Figure 


It is with the deepest regret that we record the death 
of Mr. Н. F. Parker, so well known throughout the 
printing and allied trades through his long and ener- 
кейс connection with the 
Lloyd Memorial (Caxton) 
Seaside Home апа the 
Printing and Allied 
Trades Charity Sports 
Association. Mr. Parker, 
who had been ailing for 
some time, died on Satur- 
day at the age of 76 at 
the Cambridge Nursing 
Home, London. 

A native of Bristol, he 
came to London and 
joined the London 
Society of Compositors, 
forty-six years ago. He 
very quickly identified 
himself with the various 
charitable institutions 
connected with the in- 
dustry, and had the honour of being one of the 
founders of what is now one of the largest con- 
valescent homes of its kind in the country, the Lloyd 
Memorial Home. Не served for many years on its 
committee, and twenty-one years ago was appointed 
secretary of the institution. During his whole con- 
nection with it he has sacrificed much time and cnergy 
in its service, and in recognition of this it was decided 
at the last annual meeting of the Governors of the 
Home to put a bronze bust of Mr. Parker in the Palm 
Court of the Home. 

For thirty-seven years he served as hon. secretary 
of the Printing and Allied Trades Charity Sports 
Association, of which he with Mr. W. H. Lock, was 
one of the founders. Year by year his popularity and 
devotion to these institutions increased. He also took 
a great interest in the work of the Printers’ Pension 
Corporation. 

Mr. Parker, who had been a pupil of Mr. Geo. W. 
Jones, was for a time on the staff of the “ Electrical 
Review," and had been a lecturer on printing at Read- 
ing University. 

His death will be widely deplored throughout a w:de 
area, for he was a man of practical sympathy, jovial,

. kindly, and a tireless worker in all that meant the up- 


lifting of his fellow men. Mr. Parker was never more 
happy than when in the company of Mrs. Parker, who 
survives him. 

The funeral takes place to-day (Thursday) at 
Streatham Park Cemetery at 3.15, and a memorial ser- 
vicc will be held at St. Bride Church at one o'clock 
to-day, when the service will be conducted by the 
vicar, the Rev. А.

Co-operative Publishing Society 
Special Inquiry 


The special divisional meetings of the National Co- 
operative Publishing Society (the | owners of 
" Reynolds's Illustrated News") to receive the final 
report of the Special Inquiry Committee and its recom- 
mendations, were held in London and Edinburgh, last 
week. 

The proposal that the board of directors of the 
N.C.P.S. be reduced from eighteen to fifteen, and com- 
prise six members elected by the shareholding societies 
in England, Ireland, and Wales; four by the share- 
holders in Scotland; three appointed by the C.W.S. 
Roard; and one each by the Scottish C.W.S. Board 
and the Co-operative Union; was carried by 958 votes 
to 182. The Inquiry Committee's recommendations to 
fix the age limit for directors at seventy, was carried 
by 931 votes to 170. 

Mr. T. H. Gill, chairman of the Inquiry Committee, 
speaking at the London meeting, stated, “ The necessity 
for a strong Press service in the co-operative move- 
ment was never so great or so real as at the present 
time. There ought to be a big improvement of plant, 
and everything means money. The co-operative move- 
ment has got to find that money, and we believe it will 
find that money when it is satisfied of the need for it."

Printing Works 


S.W. London Printers’ Discussion 


The final business meeting of the session of the 
South-West London Master Printers’ Association was 
held on Tuesday of last week at the premises of Arding 
and Hobbs, Ltd., Clapham Junction. The meeting. 
which was well attended, was presided over by the 
president, Mr. G. Rangecroft, who was supported by 
other ofħcers, while among the audience were Mr. W. J. 
Boyle, secretary of the Central Districts, Mr. T. D. 
Hawkins, secretary of the East and North-East, and 
Mr. W. F. Willsher from headquarters. Following 
refreshments and the business of the evening, there 
was a lecture on. * Good Lighting," with particular 
reference to the requirements of the printer, by Mr. 
H. C. Weston, investigator of the Industrial. Health 
Research Board. 

The minutes of the previous meeting being read and 
approved and the correspondence disposed of, the 
secretary said that the constitution of the Young 
Master Printers in London had recently been changed. 
necessitating the election of two representatives to the 
Y.M.P. Alliance Committee. Mr. Hiteheock and Mr. 
Laurence Mead had been selected to represent. the 
S.-W. Mr. Rangecroft thanked the two Y.M.P.s тог 
agreeing to act for the Association. 


New Member 


The next business was the introduction and election 
of a firm to membership of the Association— Messrs. 
West Bros.. printers, of 185, Streatham Road, 
Mitcham. Mr. Hawkins introducing Messrs. West, 
recalled the recent printing number of the ‘ London 
Mercury,” which was largely the work of that firm in 
collaboration with Mr. George Jones. — The election 
was very cordially agreed to. 

Mention was made of the forthcoming annual meet- 
ing of the L.M.P.A., which members were urged to 
attend. 

This finished the business of the evening, and Mr. 
Rangecroft proceeded to introduce the lecturer, which 
he did in humorous style. Printers, he said, probably 
provided the first and some of the worst cases of trying 
to turn night into day. 


** Good Lighting ” 


Mr. H. C. Weston then commenced an informative 
lecture on the subject of “ Good Lighting." He first 
explained the method of measuring light by candle 
power and went on to speak of daylight as the simplest 
form of good lighting. He dealt exhaustively with the 
subject of daylight, speaking of the variation in its in- 
tensity, also its cheapness. He said that the average 
daylight factor in many factories was extremely low. 
Proceeding he spoke of the accuracy and care needed 
In printing operations, which were mostly visually con- 
trolled operations. He proceeded to indicate the best 
means of lighting composing rooms and printing 
plants. By means of carefully prepared charts he 
showed how by better lighting, involving slightly higher 
overhead cost, the production of a compositor was 
increased out of proportion to the increased cost of 
lighting. Photographs he passed round showed thc 
advantages of evenly diffused lighting over the old- 
fashioned method of a light over each case. Finally 
he said that to keep the installation at its highest 


efficiency it must be cleaned and well looked after at 
regular intervals of about a fortnight. We propose to 
report the lecture more fully in a later issue. 

The lecture was enthusiastically received, and the 
subsequent discussion indicated that the audience found 
it beneficial. Mr. Rangecroft opened the discussion by 
asking whether Mr. Weston recommended any special 
method and preparation for the cleaning of electric 
bulbs and fittings, and. whether the bulb should be 
cleaned while alight or not. The lecturer said he con- 
sidered soap and water satisfactory for cleaning pur- 
poses, though there were special preparations. Clean- 
ing should be done when the bulbs were not alight. 

Replying to Mr. Willsher, the lecturer said that there 
was no legal minimum of lighting. Before and after 
the War the question was raised and recommendations 
were made that a legal minimum of 3 to 5 foot candles 
should be established. He believed it was a fact that 
in the not distant future there would be a new Factorv 
Act including sections on lighting. 


General Lighting the Best 


Mr. Spring referred to individual as compared with 
general lighting, and also questioned the speaker with 
regard to the respective merits of electric and. gas 
lighting. Mr. Weston said that the old system of using 
a light over every frame was still largely used. Apart 
from its unpleasant general effect, it left the rest of 
the room very dark, and it was not an economical 
manner of lighting when they had a number of men 
and required lighting all over the room. General 
lighting was best, he said. It would be better to use a 
few large lamps and supplement them with a few local 
lamps. He did not want to leave the impression that 
electric lighting was superior to gas hghting. 

Mr. Hawkins questioned the lecturer with reference 
to artificial daylight, suggesting that where printing 
offices were more or less exclusively engaged in colour 
work it would be beneficial. Mr. Weston thought 
artificial daylight would be a decided advantage in such 
a case. It was difficult to match some colours with 
ordinary lighting. He briefly explained the principles 
of artificial daylight, which, he said is at present very 
expensive, and takes away some of the most luminous 
rays. 

Mr. Hawkins asked if electric lamps slowly 
diminished in intensity, and whether there was any 
simple apparatus for measuring the intensity. Mr. 
Weston said that lamps settled down to a steady inten- 
sity after a week. Their usual life was one thousand 
hours. There were several simple instruments for 
measuring the illumination at any point in a room. He 
demonstrated one which he had brought with him, and 
suggested that, on account of their price and the in- 
frequency of their use, their Association should pur- 
chase a “communal” instrument, which could be 
loaned to individual members. 

Mr. F. E. Tacey cordially moved a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer. Mr. Wiles seconded, and the proposition was 
carried with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Chivers drew members’ attention to the forth- 
coming visit to Messrs. Spicers’ paper mills at Sawston, 
and said that it was the intention of Lt.-Col. B. L. 
Hooper to be among the party. 
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towards cheapness. If the business was to remain re- 
munerative this demand for cheapness must be met by 
increased efficiency, and the obvious course was to join 
together and to support a central research body for 
mutual benefit. Negotiations with the National Asso- 
ciation of Wholesale Stationers and Paper Merchants 
had been successfully completed, and that Association 
now recommended that the description of all pulp. 
paste, and Bristol boards should include caliper and 
weight. 

The case of British Standard Trichromatic Inks was 
not so satisfactory; four bodies were interested—ink- 
makers, block-makers, paper-makers and printers—and 
the four points of view were all different, though it 
might be said that there was a considerable measure of 
general agreement on the principle. The Committee 
had been in touch with the Library Association on the 
question of durability of paper. The most important 
subject that the Committee had had in hand during 
the year was the vital question of the guarding of 
various dangerous machines. [Industry in general was 
under an obligation to put its house in order by volun- 
tary measures in the matter of guarding of machinery 
if it was to avoid having compulsory orders issued bv 
the Home Office. Information was now available from 
the Federation headquarters concerning the various 
types of guard, and members were earnestly requested 
to give the matter their attention. 


The Problem of Set-off 


The chairman then called upon Mr. J. А. Stembridge 
to address the meeting on the subject of Set-Off. Mr. 
Stembridge said that in one large printing office on 
the Continent it had been said that the trouble of set- 
off had been entirely eliminated. He described an ap- 
paratus in use in his own works which worked fairly 
satisfactorily. This consisted of a four-sided frame 
with an arrangement for allowing the sheet of paper to 
fall slowly after printing and the extra time taken in 
falling helped the drying process. There were three 
things that were specially desirable (1) standardised ink 
that was guaranteed to work satisfactorily on a standar- 
dised paper, (п) a controlled atmosphere, and (11) 
blocks that were correctly made and could be relied on 
to give clear impressions. 


Mr. G. L. Riddell, Ph.D., B.Sc., who was also asked 
to speak on the subject of set-off, said it was probably 
no exaggeration to say that set-off was the major tech- 
nical difficulty that printers had to face. In the 
majority of cases the best that could be done to over- 
come it was to adopt certain procedures that were far 
from ideal. It was not, however, a necessary evil and 
he thought it would yield to treatment. Dr. Riddell 
proceeded to discuss in some technical detail some of 
the factors involved. 


Co-operative Action Proposed 


Following the two addresses on “ Sct-off,” a very 
useful discussion took place on the need for co-opera- 
tion. This was initiated by Mr. Bemrose, who empha- 
sised what Dr. Riddell had said on that point and made 
the suggestion that the industry ought to tackle the 
whole problem at common expense, and that the 
Technical Committee should be authorised to consult 
with Dr. Riddell as to ways and means of evolving an 
adequate method of avoiding the set-off difficulty. 


Mr. R. B. Fishenden and others supported this 
strongly, and Mr. Bemrose moved that the Congress 
should urge the Council to obtain from the P.LR.A. a 
proposition for considering the problem of set-off in 
conjunction with the other bodies in the trade. This 
was unanimously agreed to. 


Printers’ Costing 


The Costing Session was opened by the president in 
a short address. 

Mr. Wm. L. Bemrose, chairman of the Costing Com- 
mittee, gave a survey of the work of the committee. 
During the year, he said, there had been a steady 
demand for the services of the staff and they had been 
fully employed. Special costing campaigns had taken 
place in two Alliance areas, and had revived local 
interest. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh introduced the subject of 
Production Records, and papers on this subject were 
read by Mr. Edmund Arnold and Mr. P. J. W. 
Kilpatrick. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh said that the costing movement in 
its carly stages had been conscious of three main 
reasons for divergence in estimates: (1) estimates of 
hourly cost; (2) variations in time taken; and (3) profit 
added, and referred to the effort to get production 
records as an advance that had been made in studying 
the whole subject. 

Mr. Edmund Arnold suggested costing methods were 
incomplete without production records. He proceeded 
to show why these records should be obtained. 

Mr. P. J. W. Kilpatrick then outlined proposed 
means by which the records should be obtained and 
published, and with the aid of large-scale graphs dis- 
played on the stage, and prints circulated to the 
members, he explained the scheme which had been 
formulated. 

On a proposition by Mr. W. L. Bemrose, the congress 
thanked the Y. M.P.s for the excellent work done on 
this subject, and approved the proposal they had made 
for the getting of production records from members of 
the Federation. 

Costing and the Small Printer 

Mr. J. Arthur Dixon then read a stimulating paper on 
" Costing and the Small Printer," and this was followed 
by a discussion led by Mr. W. H. Sessions and Mr. 
A. b. Sawyer. 

Mr. Dixon is an enthusiast for the use of the Costing 
System, and he showed lucidly and picturesquely how 
the system would be the means of saving money and 
producing a better balance sheet. 

Mr. W. Н. Sessions said that һе knew of no better 
tonic to keen a printer struggling hard for profitable 
work than the monthly statement of profit mentioned 
by Mr. Dixon. The Costing System was a magnificent 
method of finding out those facts about the business 
which were essential to its healthy development. 

Mr. A. B. Sawyer said that Mr. Dixon had stated con- 
vincing facts and cast-iron principles and was really 
non-controversial. He himself had found the use of 
the hourly rate to be a godsend. 

Mr. A. J. Bonwick, the immediate past president, 
proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers. 


Publicity and Selling 


The afternoon session on Monday was opened by an 
address from the president, who said the Federation 
owed a debt of gratitude to Mr. Alfred Langley, chair- 
man of the Publicity and Selling Committee, for so ably 
presiding over that committee for many years. 

Mr. Langley then gave a review of the past year. The 
committee, he said, had continued its policy of trying 
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to stimulate the interest of members in the possibilities 
of an extended field for them in the advertising world. 
An outstanding feature of the year had been the exhi- 
bition of printing which the committee had been 
invited to organise at Charing Cross (Underground) 
Station. The Direct Publicity Session of the Adver- 
tising Convention held at Glasgow, for which the 
Federation was jointly responsible along with two other 
organisations, had been very successful. A prominent 
part was being taken in this year’s Convention at 
Liverpool. A scheme for the “ Advertising of Adver- 
tising " had been formulated by the Institute of Incor- 
porated Practitioners in Advertising, and the Federa- 
tion had been approached to participate, and had 
agreed. 


Creating a Demand for Printing 


Introducing the above subject, Mr. Arthur Chadwick, 
president of the Incorporated Society of Advertising 
Practitioners, gave a very interesting address in which 
he enlarged on his view that an advertising agent 
should be free to advise and should be entitled to ex- 
pect advertisers to take his advice. If an advertiser 
came to him with a piece of print prepared and asked 
him to arrange for distribution he would want to be sat- 
isfed that it was matter that had selling value, other- 
wise he would not undertake to handle it, As regards 
printers acting as advertising agents he said the printer 
could not be jack-of-all-trades. The printer would have 
to be a direct-mail specialist if he was going to do 
direct-mail work. Co-operative action between printer 
and advertising agent was what was wanted. He also 
reflected on the price-cutting habits of the printer 
to-day. 

Mr. J. Perry, in a forceful address, disagreed with 
many of Mr. Chadwick's views. He advocated the 
printer going in for direct-mail work, not only for him- 
self to advertise his own business but as an adviser to 
his customers. To advertise printing he would use a 
campaign of a number of units—folders, booklets, 
broadsides, etc.—each one different in its form and 
make-up, and none looking like a piece of printer's 
promotion matter. They would talk of the ability of 
printing to sell. Industry was looking to the printing 
trade for more help than it was getting, and con- 
structive service was wanted. 


New President Elected 


The Federation's annual meeting took place on Tues- 
day morning. To this, further reference will be made 
in our issue of next week. 

Mr. E. H. Dennis, of Scarborough, was elected 
president of the Federation, and Mr. B. Guy Harrison, 
of London, vice-president.

THE death has taken place of Mr. Charles Smith, 
managing director of “ Chester Chronicle,” at the age 
of seventy-five. Born at Warren Hall, Flintshire, Mr. 
Smith began his career on the Liverpool Cotton Ex- 
change, but subsequently became associated with the 
“Chester Chronicle.” and was one of the proprietors 
of that long-established journal. In his younger days 
he took a keen interest in rowing.

" Britain's Y ear of Opportunity " 


With a great flourish of Press notices, the Adver- 
tising Association Convention opened on Saturday in 
Liverpool, with the Adelphi Hotel as headquarters, and 
it concluded yesterday (Wednesday) with a general 
session arranged by the British Federation of Master 
Printers. 

On Saturday evening there was an inaugural recep- 
tion and dance. The delegates, many of them foreign, 
were received by Mr. and Mrs. Allan Jeans. On 
Sunday 350 delegates visited Southport, where they 
were entertained to tea at the bathing pool by the 
Mayor (Mr. W. H. Bellis). 

The programme on Monday opened with a civic 
welcome by Sir F. Bowring, on behalf of the Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool. At the subsequent session. Lord 
Leverhulme presided, and like other speakers, stressed 
the importance and power of advertising. The theme 
was “ Advertising in Britain's Year of Opportunity." 

Sir James Reynolds, M.P., stressed the importance 
of the Ottawa Conference, and Mr. F. J. Marquis 
urged that successful business was built only by living 


up to one's advertising. 


Following a luncheon, at which Mr. Allan Jeans was 
host, there were three afternoon sessions. At the 
Manufacturers’ Session Sir Max Muspratt presided.

There 
are many such places, and they are the very sort 
whose proprietors fancy they can work very cheaply. 
The idea is that when type is kept standing there is 
no composition next time round. This is quite on a 
par with the idea of another sort of printer to whom

Root-Pruning Necessary 
Іт would be the finest 

thing imaginable, for the 
future of the printing in- 
dustry, if every establish- 
ment, small or large, were 
to rid itself of its superfluous 
equipment, its out-of-date 
or overworked plant and its 
worn type and material. 
Such a procedure would be 
far more beneficial and 
much less of a hardship than 
writing-down capital. It 
would be far more compe- 
tently and effectively done 
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if left in the hands of organised authority, and in any 
case the good would only come if all condemned 
plant and material were absolutely scrapped. At 
least, such vigorous root-pruning would evolve a 
freshened plant, a more vigorous industry with a 
better product and a better prospect. It is beyond 
question that a great deal of the price-cutting of 
to-day and most of the inferior print-production is 
traceable to plant obsolescence. 


+ + + 


All-in Advertising Service 


THERE appears to be a developing tendency 
towards the self-contained, all-in organisation in 
print-publicity. It is possible to name concerns able 
to service their clients direct in everything from 
initiating to completing a campaign. There is the 
complete concern which makes blocks, prints by 
every process, and does everything else in copy- 
writing, art work, mailing, and so forth. Elsewhere 
we are seeing examples of fused interests, association, 
financial control and similar arrangements which 
demonstrate the trend of the times and essentially 
the determination of some printers to be advertising 
- executives and the desire of some advertising con- 
sultants to be process engravers, printers and all the 
rest of it. We have seen process engravers first seek 
the engraving which used to go to printers and then 
seek the printing itself to be sure of both. After that 
it is a short span to the idea of creating printing ideas 
and dabbling in advertising publicity. Whichever 
way it goes it looks as though we are going ahead in 
the direction of the ring or group and the self- 
contained concern.

Offset versus Gravure 


OFFSET lithographers are learning so much from 
the photogravure process that they look like making 
a hot pace for the photogravure people to tread. The 
old trouble of depth of tone is being overcome. 
Plates are being made to give longer life. Deep 
etch 15 helping to make possible an effect comparable 
with good photogravure, and all along the line letter- 
press as rendered by offset 15 vastly sharper and 
clearer than by photogravure. We have seen offset 
results which have been praised as high-grade gravure 
by a representative well versed in modern process 
printing.

F.M.P. Conference Concludes at Llandudno 


Printers’ Advertising Discussed; Officers Elected 


Following upon the proceedings reported in last 
week's issue in connection with the annual congress 
of the British Federation of Master Printers at 
Llandudno, a few further matters require to be put 
on record. These concern mainly a discussion on 
“ Printers’ Own Advertising " and the business of the 
annual meeting. 

Advertising Agents and Printers 

To revert first to the subject of ‘Creating a 
Demand for Printing," dealt with at the Publicity and 
Selling session of the congress—a useful discussion 
followed the addresses (already mentioned) by Mr. 
Chadwick and Mr. Perry. This was opened by Mr. 
John Crowlesmith, who said that he, like Mr. Chad- 
wick, proposed to “speak out” quite plainly, but on 
the opposite side. The advertising expert did not treat 
printers fairly. He treated them as people to be 
ground down. He stipulated for expensive type-face, 
expensive paper, ink, etc., and then procured estimates 
from many other printers and got them even from 
printers who could not give him the quality he wanted. 
The advertising agent must co-operate with printers if 
he wished them to co-operate with him. 

Mr. Sessions went on to say that the printer could 
meet the advertising expert on his own ground. It 
was no use telling the printer he could not do creative 
work. Very many printers could do such work very 
well indeed. What they wanted was that the advertis- 
ing agent in his negotiations with customers should 
remember that good print ought to be paid for and 
that creative work on the printers’ side ought to be 
remunerated according to the brains and skill put into 
it. 

Mr. M. C. Badcock in an address on “ Printers’ Own 
Advertising ” said that the printer’s job was to show 
the public new needs for printing. The industry as a 
whole could not advertise itself nearly so effectively as 
the individual printer could advertise himself. The 
printer’s advertising must not be any more clever or 
creative than the printer himself was. The question 
was “ What has he got to sell?” and there was no use 
in devising by himself, or through someone more 
expert, a magnificent piece of advertising which might 
bear no relation to his own particular product. A 
commonplace though honest piece of printer’s advertis- 
ing, set up by his own hand in his own type, was in 
every way a better and more effective advertisement. 

Mr. W. Н. Sessions also gave ап address on the 
same subject in which he said that the consideration 
of a printer's own advertising was something far 
bigger and deeper than any question of monthly 
blotters, periodical folders, or a house journal. These 
might come into the scheme certainly, but the question 
was really one of adapting their natural skill and 
inclinations to meeting some definite need for their 
printing, and then adapting, perhaps gradually, yet 
steadily, their organisation, machinery, and selling to 
meet that need. 

In the after-discussion Col. B. L. Hooper and Mr. 
Bertram Evans took part. 


Federation Annual Meeting 


On the Tuesday the annual general meeting of the 
Federation was held in the Grand Theatre. Notwith- 
standing the gorgeous weather and the open-air attrac- 


tions, the pit of the theatre was well filled and there 
was a sprinkling in the circle. Letters and telegrams 
having been read conveying good wishes for the 
success of the congress and apologies for non- 
attendance, the minutes of the previous annual general 
meeting were passed. 

The Council's report, which had been circulated, 
stated that no very cheerful note could be struck as 
regards the position of the industry, but that it could

be confidently asserted that the life of the Federation 
itself had been an active one, and that the corporate 
spirit, the confident tone, inspiring all its activities. 
had been more than well maintained. The membership 
had fallen, but only a little, and the conclusion from 
this was that the Federation was recognised as a 
necessity to the industry even more, perhaps, when 
trade conditions were bad than when they were good. 

The report dealt in some detail with the work of the 
various standing Committees, including Labour; Con- 
tracts, Legislation and Transport; Organisation; Cost- 
ing; Publicity and Selling; Technical; Photogravure ; 
Young Master Printers; and Finance. The Benevolent 
Fund, the Joint Industrial Council and the Howard 
Hazell Scholarship Fund were also commented upon. 

As regards labour it was stated that harmonious 
relations between employers and employees had been 
maintained throughout the year and promised to con- 
tinue even in face of the necessity with which the 
industry was confronted of having costs of production 
reduced. Negotiations on this question were at 
present proceeding.

In moving the adoption of the annual report, Mr. 
H. G. Clarke said the year had been one of unprece- 
dented industrial depression, reflected in the printing 
industry, as in every other by a sharp contraction of 
orders, by the swelling of unemployment, and by much 
short-time working. These conditions brought in their 
train not only problems of government but problems 
also of business management that were exceedingly 
difficult to handle. 

No president, he said, could hope to carry through 
his task without an able staff and the co-operation of 
the chairmen of standing committees. He paid special 
tribute to Mr. Bisset, from whom he had received 
great help. The “ President's Committee " had been 
introduced last year by Mr. Bonwick and he was grate- 
ful to those past-presidents who had at his request

consented to act upon it. Не also expreseed his 
gratitude to Mr. Bemrose as chairman of the Costing 
Committee and the Technical Committee, to Mr. Alfred 
Langley as chairman of the Publicity and Selling 
Committee, and to Mr. Bonwick, immediate past- 
president, for much wise advice. 

Mr. Clarke then dealt with matters handled by the 
various Committees, and expressed thanks to the 
Federation's veteran treasurer, Mr. Unwin, and his 
assistant, Mr. Wykes, on whom much of the year's 
work had fallen. 

Supplementary reports were given by Mr. J. A. 
Stembridge as chairman oí the Labour Committee, 
Mr. A. J. Bonwick as chairman of the Contracts, 
Legislation and Transport Committee, Mr. B. Guy 
Harrison as chairman of three of the; Sub-Committees 
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of the last-named Committee, Mr. Edmund Arnold as 
chairman of the Y.M.P. Committee, and Mr. E. H. 
Dennis as chairman of the Joint Industrial Council. 

The annual accounts had been circulated, and the 
assistant treasurer, Mr. Wykes, gave an abstract of 
these. Some questions and comments were made and 
satisfactorily dealt with. 

The annual report and accounts were approved. 

A resolution proposed by Mr. J. Crowlesmith, and 
amended on the motion of Mr. W. H. Sessions, deplor- 
ing the tendency on the part of many printers to quote 
prices for the production of work which were 
inadequate and urging the Federation to continue to 
explore the possibility of combating price-cutting, was 
carried with applause. 


Appointment of Office Bearers 


Mr. E. H. Dennis was then elected president for the 
coming year. Mr. Clarke in proposing him said Mr. 
Dennis had been a member of the Council for eleven 
years and had unselfishly served on many of its 
important committees, in addition to which he had 
spent the same number of years as a member of the 
Joint. Industria] Council, of which body he had been 
chairman for the past year. 

On the motion of Mr. Dennis, Mr. B. Guy Harrison 
was elected vice-president. Of him Mr. Dennis said 
that he bore an honoured name in the craft and had 
done valuable work in the Federation, as well as 
having proved himself a capable speaker. 

Mr. Edward Unwin was again elected treasurer, and 
Mr. W. B. Wykes assistant treasurer. 

An invitation by the Yorkshire Alliance to the 
Federation for the holding of next year's congress in 
the Yorkshire area was voiced by Mr. E. Womersley. 
the Alliance president, and supported by several 
members of the Alliance. This was accepted by the 
president on behalf of the Council. 


The Social Side 


On the Tuesday evening the congress gatherings 
were concluded by a very successful ball and supper in 
the Grand Hotel. A large and happy company took 
part, and after one or two toasts dancing took place 
till a late hour. А whist drive was also carried out 
during the earlier part of the evening. 


The principal guest was Mr. W. R. Codling, Con 
troller of His Majesty's Stationery Office, who during 
the evening proposed the toast of the Federation, and 
spoke of the importance and dignity of the printing 
craft, making friendly references to the Federation. 

The president, Mr. H. G. Clarke, responded, thank- 
ing Mr. Codling for having so readily and graciously 
complied with the request made to him to propose the 
toast. 

The weather conditions during the congress were so 
fortunate and the charms of Llandudno so considerable 
that the social side of the gatherings might have well 
looked after itself successfully, but the Midland 
Alliance and its indefatigable secretary had provided 
a round of entertainment for the ladies and to break 
into the arduous business programme. In addition to 
events already recorded, there was a motor coach 
excursion to Bettws-y-Coed for the ladies on the 
Monday, with a carnival dance and whist drive in the 
evening. Then there were golf competitions on the 
Maesdu course on the Tuesday, the ladies in the morn- 
ing, and the gentlemen in the afternoon. The remain- 
der of the Tuesday was taken up with a garden party 
in the delightful surroundings of the Craigside Hydro, 
with tennis, croquet, clock golf, and an amusing 
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balloon competition, tea being served in the Hydro: 
then from 8.30 onwards the closing Ball and Supper, 
with presentation of sports prizes. 


Trade Notes 


Fire at Tunbridge Wells on Monday spread to the 
printing works of the “ Kent and Sussex Courier,” and 
did much damage. Heavy machines fell through the 
floors, and molten lead badly hampered the firemen. 


THE wax-paper manufacturers’ store of Messrs. 
Griffith and Diggens, Ltd., in the old exhibition grounds 
at Wembley, was destroyed by fire on Monday morning. 


Hunter's Technical Service inform us that the assets 
and liabilities of their business, including the goodwill 
and copyright of the magazine “ Printers’ Plant” have 
been acquired by a company known as Kentek Services. 
Ltd. The management of the business will remain in 
the hands of Mr. E. Kenneth Hunter who is the sole 
director. 


А vericit of £5,700 was reported at the half-yearly 
meeting of the shareholders of the National Co- 
operative Publishing Society, which was held at Man- 
chester, last week.

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Meeting 


Mr. J. Crowlesmith Appeals for Co-operation 


The retiring president, Mr. B. Guy Harrison, was in 
the chair at the annual meeting of the London Master 
Printers’ Association, held in the board room of the 
Association at Old Bailey, on Monday afternoon. He 
was supported by Mr. J. Crowlesmith, Mr. E. C. 
Austen-Leigh, Lieut.-Col. B. L. Hooper, Mr. F. Mason, 
Major Maurice Clowes, Mr. E. G. Baker (secretary), 
Mr. W. F. Willsher (assistant secretary) and others, 
and the attendance included a large number of promi- 
nent London printers. 

The first business was the adoption ot the annual 
report, which was taken as read. 


A Difficult Year 


In its opening paragraph the report regretfully re- 
ferred to the fact that, owing to the continued depres- 
sion in trade, the Federation had had to approach the 
trade unions with a view to effecting a reduction of 
productive costs. After a warning on the subject of 
the hurtful effects of price-cutting, the report recorded 
that no serious labour problems had arisen during the 
year, and appreciation was expressed of the services 
of Major Clowes, chairman of the Labour Committee. 
With regard to the Y.M.P.s, steady progress had been 
made. The council expressed its thanks to the Pub- 
licity and Selling Committee, under the able direction 
of Mr. Alfred Langley, to the District Association 
Committees, and to the members of the numerous other 
committees and sub-committees. 

After touching on several outstanding events of the 
year, the report advised members to take full advantage 
of the services of the L.M.P.A., particularly in respect 
of the Credit Enquiry Section and the Debt Recovery 
Section. It stated that the financial statement showed 
on the whole a satisfactory position, and the Council 
expressed its warmest thanks to Mr. E. C. Austen- 
Leigh, its hon. treasurer. 


The Conference on Cost-Reduction 


Mr. T. J. Hunt asked if the chairman was in a 
position to tell them anything about the wages question. 
There were, he said, all sorts of rumours going around 
the trade. 

At the request of the chairman, reply was made by 
Major Maurice Clowes, of the Labour Committee, who 
stated that negotiations were proceeding between the 
Federation of Master Printers and the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation on the question of the re- 
duction of costs. They would not expect him to go 
into details of the negotiations. As soon as there was 
anything definite to report, it would be made known to 
them. 

Mr. Hunt desired to raise the subject of wages, and 
said he did not think it would be of any use to alter 
country and London wages at the same rate. The Lon- 
don trade was being starved by the passage of work 
to the country. 

Major Clowes assured Mr. Hunt that the Council 
was very much alive to the point he had raised. 


The Association’s Accounts 


Mr. E. C. Austen-Leigh presented the financial state- 
ment, and read the auditors’ certificate. He proceeded 
to mention some details of the accounts, particularly 
indicating that although there was a satisfactory sur- 
plus at the end of their last year, it must not be thought 


that they were necessarily going to do so well this year. 

Mr. A. J. Bonwick raised a question as to the 
Association’s accumulated balance, and in doing so 
said he thought it regrettable that they should be called 
to the annual mecting of this important Association

without having had the opportunity of considering the 
accounts beforehand. 

Major Clowes recalled that it had been by decision 
of the Council some years ago that the procedure had 
been adopted of not circulating the accounts but laying 
them on the table at the general meeting. 

Some further discussion ensued, and it was agreed 
that the President's Committee be requested to consider 
the advisability of publishing the accounts. 

On the proposition of Mr. E. C. Austen-Leigh the 
meeting approved a subscription for the year 1932 to 
1933 on the basis of 4d. in the £ of wages paid, subject 
to the usual conditions. 

Messrs. Roberts, Wright and Co., were re-elected 
auditors. 

Two alterations in rules were adopted, in the follow- 
ing terms: (a) Rule 16.—To add to existing Commit- 
tees, President’s Advisory Committee and Young 
Master Printers Committee. (b) Rule 174.—To read 
“Тһе President and Vice-Presidents of the London 
Master Printers Association shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of all Committees and Sub-Committees.”

The Chemistry 


of Lithography 


DRIERS 
By CHARLES HARRAP 


In the description of Varnish published on May 26th 
in this paper, a reference was made to Driers in. con- 
nection with the consistency of varnish as used with 
metal or mineral pigments, or those pigments classified 
as dyes or lakes, from animal and vegetable sources 
or as coal tar products. The matter of driers, how- 
ever, requires further consideration, especially as dve 
pigments are in much wider use than they were twenty 
years ago. 

The term driers needs no explanation; everyone 
knows what is meant. But the materials used as driers 
are not so generally known. [n the first place, linseed 
oll ts a drier, and each grade of varnish made from it 
has an increasing power of drymg without the addition 
of anything else. The practice of printing requires 
more rapid drying than the varnish will give, because 
the printing is so rapid that printed sheets in piles 
must not be so " wet " as to prevent ease of handling, 
or to adhere when stacked. It is a common practice 
to hang the printed sheets, either in bunches, well 
fanned out, or in racks—ball racks, for instance—to 
facilitate drying; and no doubt such methods are pre- 
ferable to excessive use of drying materials m the 


printing inks. 
Source of Driers 
The driers in common use are obtained from metals 
or minerals and from organic substances. In fact, the 
combination of organic bodies with metallic bodies 
vives very strony driers. 


The commonest form of driers is made of litharge: 


(lead oxide, PbO) ground in a drying oil, such as lin- 
seed, hempseed, poppy or nut. A fair proportion or 
each is 1 Ib. of litharge to 1 gall. of oil. A variety ot 
this form of drier is boiled oil, which is made by 
thickening linseed oil by heating the oil to about 
500°F., until it reaches the required consistency, and 
adding litharge from 4 to 4 lb. per gall. Similarly, 
boiled oil may be made into gold size by adding an 
ochre to suit the colour required. 

A drier fit only for rough work, can be made ot 
linseed oil 10 galls., litharge 7 lbs., red lead 7 lbs., and 
lead acetate 3 Ibs. But all these lead driers have the 
drawback of being unsuitable for fine printing where 
other metallic pigments are used. The interactions of 
lead compounds and other metallic compounds give rise 
to discolouration. 

In this connection it should be borne in mind that 
several other driers are made with metallic pigments 
in oil, Each one stands on its own footing, and must 
not be mixed with any other metallic drier in case the 
two interact and form a non-drying metallic compound. 

Copal varnish is a simple and effective drier in many 
cases. It has the double advantage of being adhesive, 
and сап be added to the inks for printing upon hard- 
faced papers or celluloid. It is a simple mixture of 
the oleo-resin. " copal” in linseed oil, and has very 
little chemical action. 

Terebene and Substitutes 


Terebene is a drier. 
pentine by treating it with sulphuric acid. 


It is made from the best tur- 
It. still 


retains some of its resinous character, and is some- 
what adhesive, and may be considered chemically 
neutral m coloured inks. 

Again, terebene 15 imitated by mixtures which are 
not terebene at all; they lack the full value of the 
rosin, They are driers of a kind, and are strony. For 
example, a mixture of linseed oil, litharge, lead acetate, 
manganese borate, manganese sulphate, and the neces- 
sary quantity of turpentine; or a simpler and stronger 
mixture of linseed oil, litharge, manganese borate. 
calcium acetate, and turpentine. These both contain 
the elements to produce strong driers, but they are lead 
driers, and in that respect they are not the harmless 
drier that terebene is. [t is to be deplored that such 
false imitations should be allowed to be sold as terc- 
bene. This may arise from want of co-operation or 
consultation with printers; or it may be that printers 


themselves are to blame for buying a thine from a 
chandler who calls it terebene, and has no idea of 


what terebene really is. 

Another instance of a lead drier may be mentioned. 
viz., diachylum. In this case the hydrated oxide of 
lead is mixed in the non-drying olive oil. It is there- 
fore weaker as a drier than boiled oil, and may be used 
in some of the coloured inks which are only moderate 
driers and require a little extra stimulation to dry more 
quickly. 

It has already been stated that resinous matter is a 
drier, as in the case of copal varnish; and there are 
other resinous bodies which have been successfully 
used as driers coupled with the use of their properties 
of binding the colouring matter in the ink, as well as 
securing the adhesion of the pigment on the printed 
material—paper, wood, oilcloth, celluloid aud the like. 
These are Canada balsam, and the balsams of Tolu 
and Peru. These are not quick driers, and it is advis- 
able to use them only in special cases, and then only in 
small quantities. 


Metallic Pigment Driers 


It should be noted that many metallic pigments are 
natural driers. As examples, may be mentioned cobalt 
blue, umber (from manganese), chrome yellow, red 
and brown (from chromic acid and lead), cyanide blue 
or bronze blue (from iron), ochres and siennas (from 
iron), yellow and white (from barium), flake white 
(from lead), vermilion (from mercury), green (from 
copper), and white and yellow (from zinc). 

This list is not complete in the sense of naming all 
the metallic pigments in use, but the metals quoted 1n 
brackets include nearly all the metals used in pigment 
making. Thus, from chromium is obtained the chromic 
acid for the chromates of lead or chrome yellows, 
orange and red, and beyond that are the emerald oxide 
of chromium, chrome green, viridian and bright chrome 
ochre. Cobalt is the base of cobalt blue, cobalt pink, 
cobalt green, green ultramarine, prussian green, prim- 
rose aureoline, caeruleum and royal blue. Manganese 
is the metal of raw and burnt umber, permanent violet 
and manganese green.

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cyanide brown, venetian red, terre verte, verona green 
and brown, antwerp and milori blues. and the yellow, 
orange and red ochres. Lead gives the chromes, anti- 
mony yellow, naples yellow, mineral yellow, chrome 
primrose and lemon chrome, and flake white, cremnitz 
white and Midgley’s white. The copper colours are 
malachite green, brunswick green, olive, emerald and 
Scheele's green, and some blues. 


The list of metals is also placed roughly in the order 


of speed of drying capacities. Thus, cobalt and manı- 
ganese are the best driers, and so on to zinc as the 
slowest. The point is not so particularly to compare 
speed of drying, as to enable the printer to judge which 
metallic pigments require least driers, if any, and those 
which need more; then the point arises as to which 
driers to use, so that no chemical action is possible 
between the metallic compound of the ink, and the 
metallic ingredients of the driers. 


Choice of Driers 


In the main, the common metallic driers are of lead 
oxide. Lead carbonate and lead hydrate are less com- 
mon; lead acetate is used to a small extent, and even 
lead chromate has some few uses. Zinc oxide, zinc 
sulphate and sometimes zinc chromate may be used— 
the latter only when the yellow tone will not interfere 
with the colour. Manganese sulphate and especially 
manganese dioxide give strong driers. Cobalt acetate 
is occasionally used as a drier. 


Upon closer inspection of this series it becomes 
apparent that these driers have sulphuric acid, acetic 
acid, or chromic acid as part of their composition, 
which may or may not have an affinity for the metals 
of the pigments. If such interaction should occur, it 
may either alter the colour of the ink or diminish the 
drying capacity of the driers. 

It is from these considerations that it is much safer 
to use the compounds of metals and organic acids as 
driers. Several of these compounds have been pre- 
pared and are obtainable from the makers. In the 
main they are simple compounds, and as such may be 
used with confidence. The metals used are manganese 
and cobalt—the two best metallic driers. These are 
combined with linoleic or oleic acid, boracic acid, 
benzoic acid, acetic acid, or the acids of rosin, to form 
the following series of strong driers: manganese lino- 
late, oleate, borate, resinate or benzoate; cobalt 
linolate, oleate, borate, resinate, benzoate, or acetate. 
It is these manganese and cobalt driers which are 
generally suitable for use in dye pigments. They are 
usually non-active upon the dye stuff itself, regardless 
of the fact that many dyes are precipitated upon 
metallic bases. Further, it is well known that these 
are the best driers. Cobalt linolate 15 made up with 
linseed oil in the proportions of 5 to 7; or in making 
up inks, it may be added at the rate of one to five, in 
100 parts of varnish. For an opaque drier use + parts 
manganese borate to 100 parts zinc oxide; and for a 
transparent drier use equal weights of zinc carbonate 
and linseed oil, with 5 per cent. of manganese borate. 

There are a few pigments prepared from earths or 
metals which require excessive quantities of driers; 
some do not need the addition, such as lead chromes, 
cyanide blues, umber, sienna, and all mixtures of flake 
white or zinc white (chinese white). Others require 
some driers, such as mineral green, ultramarine, 
ochres, and some forms of cobalt blue, or pink. But 
it is the colours that are dyes or extracts that need 
most driers, such as carmine, crimson, scarlet, 
cochineal and madder lakes, as well as all the coal tar 
colours. 


Problem of Coal Tar Pigments 


This latter matter is at present the most difficult to 
deal with, because the former well-known metallic pig- 
ments have been closely imitated in coal tar pigments, 
and have been named after them. This is unfortunate, 
because the new products may be treated by printers in 
the same way as the original mineral pigments. Such 
a course would be wrong, and give trouble in printing. 
The difficulty might be met by printing ink makers 
having on the labels a note stating the ink is made 
from a coal tar, or other dye, and requires the addition 
of driers. 

In the foregoing matter, it 1s taken for granted that 
the printing inks are intended to be dried on the paper 
or such-like surface. It is possible, and sometimes 
desirable, that drying may be effected by partial 
absorption. Take, for instance, the lead chrome pig- 
ments; it is much better to add to them one of the 
vaseline pomades, prepared by printing ink makers, 
which contains one or more of the essences, such as 
thyme, cloves, citronel, etc. These pomades or 
emollients, tend to loosen the ink, assist it to sink, and 
finally to partially evaporate, leaving the printed colour 
smooth and with a matt surface. This method of 
treatment is very effective with chromo-lithographs of 
five printings and upwards; it prevents hardness and 
gloss.

The younger generation of litho printers, brought 
up to take the use of zine or aluminium litho plates as 
a matter of course, naturally give little thought to the 


time when the use of metal plates and offset machines 


was unknown. 


To the firm of Algraphy, Limited, must be given the 
credit of commercially introducing aluminium plates 


and later zinc plates, made perfect 
by the use of the mechanical grain- 
ing machine, and with the aid of 
"Zetch" and other etches employ- 
ing alkaline salts. 

A few notes on the early history 
of Algraphy, Ltd., may be of interest 
to those who have given a little 
thought to the early struggles to 
make use of metal for litho printing. 

The company was floated in 1898 
and the original shares offered to the 
public, the capital now being £26,000. 
Slow progress was made at first, 
owing to the fact that apart from the 
advantages of portability and price 
there was little to be gained, as the 
rotary press which was invented as a 
result of the perfecting of metal 
plates was not at that time adopted. 

The first rotary press was made to 
the design of Mr. J. Hall, of the Hall 
Printing Press Co., New York, in col- 
laboration with Mr. J. S. Morriss, 
was built by Messrs. Hopkinson and 
Cope, and ran for a time at the 
Algraphy Works in Rosebery Avenue.

The Address 


The Rev. Arthur Taylor based his address on the 
lesson: " Though I speak with the tongues of men and 


of angels and have not charity... Ist Cor., хш. 
The vicar said that charity of necessity came foremost 
to the mind when thinking of their departed friend. 
Whether they thought of Mr. Parker’s living interest 
in the Lloyd Memorial Home or of his energies on 
behalf of the Charity Sports Association, or the work 
he did so ungrudgingly for the Printers’ Pension Cor- 


poration, they realised that the latter part of his life. 


more particularly, was engaged in what is familiarly 
known as charity. He was conscious that the passage 
he had just read when applied to Mr. Parker had a 
meaning deeper and wider than the significance usually 
given to the word charity. Charity, as represented in 
the various institutions and benevolent activities con- 
nected with the Press and the printing trades, had 
much of the essence of that true charity which it was a 
joy to give and no shame to accept. He knew of no 
better way of appraising the life of Mr. Parker and 
of measuring him as a man than by looking at the 
fruits of his labours. They all knew that the Home 
at Deal stood as a tribute to his devotion and energy, 
and they knew the skill he used to foster its growth in 
order to make it a real home and not merely an 
institution. He it was who extended its borders, 
sought for it friends, and administered its affairs. The 
bronze bust of Mr. Parker which the governors of the 
Home had recently unveiled in the Home would stand 
now as a monument to his memory. In the Home he 
would continue to live even when, with the lapse of 
time, the sense of personality might be forgotten. 
Many-Sided Activities 

The secretary of such an institution as the Lloyd 
Memorial Home had many parts to play, the preacher 
added. He had to be a collector of funds, the head 
of an administration, the servant of a committee, and 
last but not least, the one who had to deal personally 
with those for whom the institution existed. Probably 
there were those in that congregation who were think- 
ing of Mr. Parker as they knew him best. Behind his 
rugged directness, and his disregard of many of the 
conventions of life, was so much genuineness and 
kindly intention that he increased his list of sub- 
scribers, and won the confidence of friends when he 
wished to extend the Home. 

The preacher said that he believed the medical pro- 
fession would endorse what he said that there was 
more wastage of life in the period of convalescence 
than during the time when medical treatment was 
being given. They had not yet learned the value of 
convalescence. It was here that the kindly sympathy 
of Mr. Parker showed itself very clearly. He got the 
patients at the Home to know him as a friend and not 
as an official. | 

They were gathered there also to extend their 
sympathy to those whose loss was stronger and deeper 
than theirs. The speaker went on to say that any 
one of them who had had any contact with Mr. Parker 
in life would gladly pay him tribute as a very human 
and a very lovable character, all the more attractive 
because so free from self-consciousness and capable of 
thinking only of the objects that he had at heart. 

The hymns chosen for the occasion were “О God, 


our Help in ages past," “Immortal Love, for ever 
full," and “ Abide with me." 
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Printers at Advertising Convention 


Visit to Port Sunlight 


The closing general session of the Advertising 
Association Convention took. place at Liverpool on 
Wednesday of last week when the chief business was 
the session organised by the British Federation ot 
Master Printers. A large party of printers travelled 
early in the morning from Llandudno, where they had 
been attending their own annual conference. The 
subject of the addresses and discussion was “The 
Fabric of Advertising.” 

Power of Print 

Lord Leverhulme, who presided at the opening, said 
that the medium through which the greatest part of 
publicity reached the public was printing on paper or 
wood or metal. Continuing, he spoke of the way in- 
ventions in our lifetime had revolutionised human life, 
and went on to say that probably no discovery had so 
revolutionised human thought and destiny as the dis- 
covery of printing. 

He next touched on the necessity for getting the 
best possible design for advertising. How foolish, he 
said, to economise in the choice of artist, and in the 
quality of printing! А poster, however good in de- 
sign, if poorly printed or faded by the sun, could only 
give to the articles advertised a “ shabby genteel” air. 
Enormous strides had been made in recent years to- 


wards improving the fabric of advertising. He did 
not think we approached a point where further 
improvement became impossible. 
The Appeal of the Picture 
The next speaker was Sir Herbert Austin, who 


spoke from the advertiser's viewpoint. Firstly. he 
stressed the need for continuing advertising, especially 
in difficult times, and spoke of the power of the Press, 
add ng, however, that. effective as d rcs o and 
periodical advertising had proved to be, it was neces- 
sary to follow up its good work, and it was here that 
the value of salesmanship, both personal and silent, 
came into operation. 

During the past few years, he continued, there had 
been a tendency to make more use of the direct-by-mail 
appeal, though many of the printed pieces sent out had 
not been of very high order, but there was no reason 
why that state of affairs should obtain. Where we 
lagged behind was in the matter of strong selling copy 
and novelty of appeal. The valuable appeal of pic- 
torial advertising, he said, was forcibly demonstrated 
by a glance at any of our illustrated journals. There 
the British printer and layout man excelled. 


Mr. J. Crowlesmith Urges Co-operation 


Mr. J. Crowlesmith (president of the London Master 
Printers Association) said there were three strong 
strands that must be woven well together in crder to 
produce an advertising fabric that would function 
successfully—the producer, the advertising expert, and 
the printer. On behalf of the British Federation of 
Master Printers, ап efficient) and well-organised 
federation, embracing every class of printer through- 
out Great Britain and overseas, he offered all the 
benefits to the producer that would follow a co- 
operative partnership with the advertising expert. 

He agreed that newspapers were capital advertising 
media, but they were not all-sufficient. The chief pull- 
ing force in advertising was reiteration. This to be 


effective must take the form of reduplication in various 
ways and ever-changing attractive forms. It was here 
that the co-operation of advertising expert and expert 
printer was essential. The printer welcomed the skill, 
idealism, and sound expert knowledge of the advertis- 
ing practitioner. The tremendous pulling power of 
good printing as a selling force played an important 
part in the life of our nation, especially when it was 
remembered that at least 75 per cent. of advertised 
goods interested the women folk. “Good printing is 
never too expensive if it is effective," added Mr. 
Crowlesmith." 

Mr. E. H. Dennis, president of the British Federation 
of Master Printers, said printers and the advertising 
profession were interwoven in the fabric of advertising, 
and could and ought not to be separated in their 
interest and desire to serve the producer. There was 
room for advance. А recent visitor to an American 
exhibition had reported to him that British products 
in a certain line were far ahead of any competing 
American product shown, but were so badly packed 
and so poorly advertised in their containers that no- 
body looked at them and none were sold. He expressed 
his sense of the value of the joint session of printers, 
advertisers, and the advertising profession, and sug- 
gested that the Liverpool precedent might be followed 
up in. future. 


Port Sunlight Printing Department 


In the afternoon there was a visit to Port Sunlight, 
Lord Leverhulme being the host. The party of about 
700, including 150 members of the Federation of 
Master Printers, travelled by motor "buses passing 
through the new Mersey Tunnel, and arriving at Port 
Sunlight about noon. Lord Leverhulme presided at 
lunch and created amusement by welcoming the dele- 
gates to his “home town.” Referring to the presence 
of members of the Master Printers Federation, he 
said they would no doubt be greatly interested in the 
printing department of Port Sunlight of which Messrs. 
Lever Bros. were particularly proud.

referred to the services rendered in the past by two 
members of the firm represented by Mr. Crowlesmith, 
namely Mr. Walter Hazell and Mr. Howard Hazell, 
and said that Mr. Crowlesmith would be carrying on 
the high traditions they had left behind them. Mr. 
Crowlesmith was not only a practical and capable 
printer, but he was alwavs able to see both points of 
view in any matter of dispute, and he was a master of 
oratory. Mr. Harrison cordially shook hands with. Mr. 
Crowlesmith, amid applause, after investing him with 
what he described as " the emblem of our Association 
and of all that is best in the London printing trade." 

Mr. Crowlesmith, having! passed to the chair, ex- 
pressed his high appreciation of the distinction accorded 
him, and also referred to Mr. Harrison’s year of office, 
remarking that Mr. Harrison had shown himself a 
worthy president and one to whom every printer in 
London was greatly indebted. 

Mr. Crowlesmith then moved, from the chair, that 
the best thanks of the membership of the London 
Master Printers! Association be accorded to Mr. Guy 
Harrison for his services to the trade as president 
during the past twelve months. Mr. Crowlesmith men- 
tioned with gratification that Mr. Harrison had been 
called to the very high position of vice-president of the 
British Federation, and would presumably pass on to 
the presidency. 

Mr. Bonwick seconded the vote of thanks, which 
was supported by Major Clowes and unanimously car- 
ried with acclamation. 

Mr. Harrison having briefly responded, Mr. 
Crowlesmith introduced to the meeting the Associa- 
tion's senior vice-president, Col. B. L. Hooper, who had 
been elected at the last council. meeting, also Mr. F. 
Mason, the new vice-president, to each of whom he 
made very cordial reference. 


Mr. Crowlesmith on Price-Cutting 


Before closing the meeting, Mr. Crowlesmith made an 
eloquent appeal for increased co-operation amongst 
London printers. He had been, he said, in a respon- 
sible position in the London trade for nearly forty years 
—in management, in directorship and in control. He 
knew something of the London trade; and he ventured 
to say that the coming twelve months would constitute 
one of the most difheult years, if not the most difficult 
year that the printing trade of this country had ex- 
perienced. 

There were two things he wanted to press upon the 
membership throughout the country. One was that 
they should develop amongst themselves a greater feel- 
ing of trust, of brotherly confidence in each other. He 
was told that price-cutting could never be tackled. It 
could be tackled in this way. bv developing amongst 
themselves a higher sense of duty to the trade to which 
they belonged. Mr. Crowlesmith proceeded to urge 
that, instead of readily quoting for work at present 
done by other printers, they should have sufhcient 
courage to consult the other printer first, ог should 
use the good offices of the Association in order to be 
put in touch with him. 

Mr. Crowlesmith's last point was the question of re- 
duction of costs. He referred to the conferences with 
the trade unions, and assured the meeting that the 
interests of London were being protected in every pos- 
sible way. He proceeded to refer to the possibilities 
of cost-reduction by modern equipment, instancing the 
example set by the Lever establishment at Port Sun- 


light. They had got to get their costs down. He could 
assure them that everything possible was being done by 
their representatives to help towards that desired end. 
Let them go forward in a spirit of determination, not 
only to develop their own businesses, but also to pre- 
serve the dignity, the safety and the welfare of the 
great printing industry of their great city.

Morris died a victim of the War; but at incalculable 
cost to himself he meanwhile fought the battles of the 
advertising and the printing industry.

Paper Credits in India 


Formed eight years ago chiefly to act as 
a clearing house of information on Indian 
accounts, the Paper and Stationery Eastern 
Credit Sub-Section of the London Chamber 
of Commerce during the last two years, has 
directed its attention towards the stan- 
dardisation and limitation of terms granted 
to firms in India. Members of the Section 
have decided as a basic principle that com- 
petition in price and service is fair, but 
that competition as to the length of credit 
to be given should be avoided. Acting on 
this principle the Section has drawn up a 
List of Customers to whom goods will be 
sold by all members only on D.P. terms. 
The first ‘issue of this list was made іп 
November, 1930, and members have 
reported that as a result the number of 
their bad debts has been considerably re- 
duced. 
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Wyman and Sons 
Lost Receipts through G.W.R. 


The report of Wyman and Sons states 
that the profit for the ycar to January 2nd 
after providing for depreciation, managing 
directors’ salaries, and all charges except 


bad debts and depreciation of bookstalls, : 


was £14,716. For 1930 there was a net 
profit of £60,038 after providing for depre- 
ciation and all charges. In the last report 
attention was called to the material fall in 
railway trafhcs which was so seriously 
affecting the bookstall revenue. Reference 
was also made in the last report to the 
Great Western Railway's decision to form 
a department to undertake the advertising 
on their system. This company also de- 
cided to confine the sale of cigarettes and 
chocolate on the entire system to their re- 
freshment department. The effect of these 
changes of policy suddenly deprived 
Wyman and Sons of a turnover of about 
£270,000 a year, and until an overhaul could 
be effected, overhead charges could not be 
reduced. The directors add that since 
January of this year the right to sell these 
commodities has been restored at about 70 
stations, but the business has now to be 
worked up again. New retail branches are 
constantly being added ta and are produc- 
ing a considerably increased revenue over 
last year’s returns. 

To finance the expenditure necessary for 
these purchases, it was decided that the 
cheapest form of capital was by mortgage 
on specific property, and this course has 
been adopted. Policies have been taken 
out to redeem these mortgages by periodical 
payments. The directors have transferred 
£30,000 from the reserve to write down 
the book value of the bookstalls, clear off 
all old advertising debts, and to cover all 
the expenses incurred in obtaining the mort- 
gage capital, etc. 

The year under review has been a period 
of great anxiety, but the directors feel that 
the worst is now past, and prosperity will 
gradually be restored. They propose, there- 
fore, to pay a small dividend on the 
ordinary shares of 2% per cent. (against 
173 per cent. for 1930). The goodwill and 
part of the plant of the London printing 
business has been disposed of. Surplus 
plant at Fetter Lane will be sold, and all 
printing will in. future be carried out at 
Reading and Fakenham.

THE world of business continues to hobble along 
in its crippled condition, still looking to the doctors 
of international politics to do something for its heal- 
ing, whilst they, alas, still squabble about diagnosis 


and treatment.

Ir should, however, be of some benefit that these 
international talkers seem at last to be getting into 
contact with realities, the hard facts of the situation 
having been openly pressed upon them, and de- 
cisions demanded. In our opinion, as we have 
previously indicated, the root cause of our troubles 
is to be found in the narrow selfish nationalisms 
which, by striving ruthlessly 
for selfish advantage, suc- 
ceed in restricting trade all 
round. A recent remark of 
ours to this effect evoked a 
response from far Philadel- 
phia which it may be worth 
while quoting here, especi- 
ally as our correspondent 
turns the moral very 
pointedly, applying the 
same principle to the indi- 
vidual printer.

Mr. Caslon in his letter alludes to our suggestion of 
a commission to investigate plate gauges. However, 
he does not think the suggestion practicable, '' in 
view of the fact that printing requirements vary con- 
siderably, because of the endless variety of the job 
to be printed, because of the differences in stock, also 
because of the variance in the types of printing 
machines—all of which have important bearings on 
the subject." He adds: '' The only satisfactory in- 
vestigation must be based upon experience, as print- 
ing requirements often necessitate departures from 
pure theory.” 
* * * 
The Question of a Commission 
IN making our suggestion, we were under no 
illusion that standardisation would prove a matter 
of easy and rapid accomplishment. The history of 
the progress made in the standardisation of papers 
and boards should in itself be sufficient to correct 
any such misapprehension. The mere overcoming of 
custom is never easy, and when natural inertia is 
backed up by considerations of the cost of changes 
which must eventually make obsolete certain stocks 
of supplies, machinery, etc., the difficulty of inducing 
action is multiplied. Nevertheless, rational stan- 
dardisation always means in the end the saving of 
trouble and of expense, and we believe that in the 
matter of printing plates, as in the case of paper, a 
certain measure of standardisation would be prac- 
ticable at an early date. 
* * * 
Importance of Precision 
COMMENTING on the imperative necessity for pro- 
gress in the direction of greater precision in letter- 
press printing, Mr. Caslon asks us to mention to our 
readers his firm's willingness to place its knowledge 
and experience at the service of all who are interested 
in the important developments which have been 
made. ‘‘In the United States," he points out, 
“ considerable attention is paid to the elimination 
of underlay, also (a more difficult question) the prob- 
lems of reducing overlay. In the former, they claim 
a saving in make-ready time of fifty per cent. on 
wood-mounted blocks, and also by securing better 
electros a saving of fifty per cent. In the case of 
overlay it has been found possible (although this is 
achieved only by taking care of every step, etching, 
precision proofing, plate making, etc.) to reduce the 
cylinder packing from .065 in. to .020 in. Then 
there have been vital developments in colour proofing 
resulting in a considerable saving of machine time 
by ensuring correct colour values.”

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Good Lighting in Industry 


With Special Reference to the Requirements of the Printer 


By H. C. WESTON 
(Investigator of the Industrial Health Research Board )* 


What is good lighting? The simplest and most 
Obvious answer to this general question is that it is 
daylight, as we experience it outdoors on the average 
day. This is the natural lighting to which our eyes are 
accustomed and in which our visual capacity has been 
developed and perfected. On this account it is some- 
times argued that artificial light should very closely 
resemble daylight in order to enable the eyes to

function with the greatest ease, comfort and efficiency. 
There is no denying the logic of this argument, but we 
need to know what are the features of daylight which 
it is most necessary and desirable to reproduce in our 
artificial lighting. 


Characteristics of Daylight 


Obviously the characteristics of daylight which are 
of fundamental importance in relation to eye comfort 
and visual capacity are also those which must 
characterise a good system of artificial lighting. A 
very close imitation of the colour of daylight, however, 
is not essential, except for special purposes; nor is it 
generally necessary to use intensities of illumination 
of such a high order as are common in unobstructed 
daylight. For in this respect Nature employs a high 
factor of safety and gives us values of illumination 
which are often very much higher than we really need 
for seeing. No doubt these intensities are very neces- 
sary for other purposes, for daylight serves other ends 
no less important than that of making possible the 
visual impressions upon which we depend so much— 
our visual sense, in fact, responds only to a certain 
portion of the daylight spectrum, and we are provided

with apparatus, the iris, for limiting the amount of 
light admitted to the eye. 

While, however, daylight is often unnecessarily 
lavish in the matter of illumination, its most obvious 
characteristic 1s adequacy, and the first condition which 
good lighting must satisfy_is that it shall provide 
ampla illumination to enable all objects, which it is 
necessary to see, to be seen easily and quickly by 
persons of average visual acuity. 
Secondly, daylight though it varies 
considerably in intensity from time 
to time, is at any given time fairly 
evenly distributed over the whole 
field of vision, thus avoiding undue 
contrast between the brightness of 
one part of the field and another, 
such as would involve extreme, and 
perhaps frequent, changes 1n the state 
of adaptation of the eye and also un- 
necessary changes of accommodation. 
This uniformity of illumination 1s due 
to the very great mounting height of 
the light source—the sun—and to the 
very large area of the indirect light 
source—the sky—and is a condition 
which can be sufficiently satisfied in 
artificial hghting in several ways, 
either by the use of artificial windows 
or lay lights, by the use of indirect or 
semi-‘rdirect units,so that all or some 
of the light is reflected from the 
large surface afforded by the ceiling, 
or by the use of a sufficient number 
oi suitably spaced direct lighting 
units. 

Thirdly, though in sunlight we may 
experience both direct and reflected 
glare under certain conditions, the 
daylight by which we work is, for the most part, 
diffused light from the sky which is free from glare. 
But the discomfort produced when facing the sun and 
the difficulty of seeing objects near the source of glare 
is a matter of such common experience, and is so 
universally recognised, that it should be unnecessary 
to emphasise the importance of avoiding glare in any 
artificial lighting installation. 

Finally, though Nature's lighting installation receives 
no regular attention directed to maintaining its maxi- 
mum efficiency and, in fact, we are often deprived of 
much of the light from the sun by obscuring clouds, 
Nature provides for this contingency by adopting the 
large factor of safety to which I have referred so that, 
even on cloudy days we have at any rate, outdoors all 
the light we need. While it is necessary to plan any 
artificial lighting installation with an adequate factor 
of safety, to make this large enough to ensure sufficient 
illumination. if the lamps and fittings are neglected 
would be an expensive matter. Regular clearing is 
therefore a necessary condition for securing good 
lighting.

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Using Daylight as an Illuminant 


There is, very naturally, a universal preference for 
daylight as an illuminant when it can be had in 
sufficient quantity; and, before the advent of modern 
artificial illuminants, it was the only form of illumina- 
tion adequate for fine work. This was recognised by 
some of the old craft guilds which insisted upon a 
consistently high standard of workmanship in the 
products of their members, and therefore prohibited 
night work knowing that its quality, if not its quantitv, 
would suffer under the artificial lighting then available. 

While daylight is the best illuminant, and generally 
the cheapest, the latter is not always the case. In

theory, of course, daylight is free to all but, in practice, 
adequate interior illumination by daylight is sometimes 
impossible, and, in many cases, could be secured only 
at a cost which would exceed that of artificial light- 
ing. For instance, the interest charges on the value 
of that part of a building site in the heart of London 
which would have to be unutilised in order to keep 
the actual building so far removed from light-obstruct- 
ing buildings on adjoining sites as to ensure the 
penetration of adequate daylight to all workrooms, 
would probably much exceed the annual cost of pro- 
viding adequate artificial light all day in some rooms. 
But the existence of unavoidable obstructions only 
serves to emphasise the necessity for designing build- 
ings to admit as much as possible of the available day- 
light. Windows should be as large as possible and 
carried up to the ceilings, so that the centre and more 
remote portions of the rooms receive the maximum 
amount of light. Roof lights should be used wherever 
possible; and, of course, the regular cleaning of all 
windows is essential. 

The daylight factor at any point in a room, that 15, 
the percentage of the outdoor illumination which 
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reaches that point, can readily be measured; and the 
average daylight factor in many factories 1s extremely 
low. Even in roof-lighted rooms, such as weaving 
sheds, it is not as high as might be thought, three per 
cent. being quite a common value. This means that 
with an outdoor illumination of about 500 foot-candles 
—a fairly average value on a cloudy day—the interior 
illumination would be reduced to 15 foot-candles. 

It is possible, however, not only to measure the day- 
light factor for existing rooms but to calculate its 
value at any point in a proposed new building, and 
thus to predict the natural illumination of interiors. 
The importance of this is obvious, since it is often 
possible to modify plans so as to secure better utilisa- 
tion of daylight, and for this reason, close co-operation 
between architect and illuminating engineer is much 
to be desired. 

The intensity of daylight varies frequently and 
within wide limits—the maximum outdoor illumination 
may be thousands of foot-candles. Above a certain 
limit, however, increase of illumination has no effect 
on visual capacity or the ease and speed with which 
an object can be seen, but what this limit 1s depends 
upon the nature of the object, its size, colour and the 
brightness contrast of its parts, and, if the object is 
moving, its rate of motion. Below this limit, however, 
there is another value above which visual benefit in- 
creases so little with increase of illumination that for 
practical purposes this lower value is quite adequate, 
and we can now consider what this value needs to be 
in order to secure good lighting in printing offices. 


The Printer’s Requirements 


Accuracy is very important in the work of the 
printer, and most of the operations involved in print- 
ing are, to a high degree, visually-controlled operations. 
Moreover, the material with which the printer works— 
his type—has a low reflection factor and the characters 
are often very small, while the “ copy " may vary very 
much in legibility. Obviously, therefore, the exacting 
demands made upon the visual capacity of the printer 
call for much better lighting than would be considered 
adequate for much of the work of other industries. 


So far as composing is concerned, careful experi- 
ments, undertaken with the co-operation of the Joint 
Industrial Council of the Printing and Allied Trades, 
have shown that the quantity and quality of the work 
varies in a very definite way with the amount ot 
illumination provided. Between the point at which it 
becomes very difficult to carry on the work, even at a 
much reduced rate, without eyestrain and consequent 
discomfort and irritation, and the point at which the 
maximum, or normal daylight, rate of work is reached, 
the relation between production and illumination is a 
logarithmic one, equal increments of production being 
obtained when the illumination value is increased by 
an equal ratio. Thus, if production is at the rate of 
a certain number of ens per hour—say, 1,300— when 
the illumination is 23 foot-candles, and increases to 


1,400 ens per hour when the illumination 1s doubled 


and becomes 5 foot-candles, a further increase of 100 
ens per hour requires the illumination to be doubled 
again—to 10 foot candles, and for the next increment 
of 100 ens 20 foot-candles will be required. This is 
the kind of relation between production and illumina- 
tion we should expect to find where speed and accuracy 
of vision are a very important factor in production, 
and it is in accordance with a well-known physiological 
principle known as Weber's Law.

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But the data obtained from these experiments show 
that when the illumination is below two foot-candles— 
incidentally the value now generally accepted as the 
“grumble point" for daylight, that is, the point at 
which supplementary artificial light must be resorted to 
—about a quarter of the normal daylight output may 
be lost and the number of mistakes made increased 
over 100 per cent. With 7 foot-candles, a value which 
is probably not exceeded in many composing rooms, as 
much as ten per cent. of the daylight rate of output 
may be lost—quite a serious. matter when labour 
charges constitute a large proportion of the job cost, 
as in the present case. The best illumination for type- 
setting is of the order of 20 foot-candles and, if 
artificial lighting to this degree is provided by a suit- 
able installation, production is unlikely to fall below 
the level obtainable in good daylight. The significance 
of this fact in the case of underground workshops, 
and of night-shitts, needs no emphasis. 

While these remarks apply primarily to ty pe-setting 
by hand, the lighting of composing machines is hardly 
less important. The Linotype or Monotype operator 
requires good illumination to read his сору and, for 
this purpose, about 10 foot-candles ought to be pro- 
vided. But the matrices on the Linotype, and the small 
closely arranged figures on the drum of the Monotype 
machine have also to be seen easily, and, for this 20 
foot-candles is not an excessive illumination. 

For other operations involved in printing, namely, 
matrixing and casting, lithographiug, clectrotyping, 
for printing machines (particularly the delivery ends) 
and for proof-reading 8 to 12 foot-candles provides 
good lighting. 


The Best Lighting Methods 


The method employed to secure these values of 
illumination is important 1f they are to be fully effec- 
tive, as well as from the point of view of cost. To 
raise the existing illumination level merely by instal- 
ling more powerful lamps in old and unsuitable fittings 
may, in the long run, prove a costly and largely in- 
effective method. Costly, because much of the 
additional light may be wasted through improper 
direction and distribution, thus requiring the use of 
unnecessarily powerful lamps to secure the desired 
illumination on the work, so that the excessive addi- 
tional running cost may soon exceed the cost of new 
fittings; and partly ineffective because it is likely that 
glare would be appreciably increased—and glare 
causes not only discomfort but also visual disability. 
It is often a mistake to suppose that any really worth- 
while improvement has been effected because the 
lamps used in an old and perhaps badly planned instal- 
lation have been replaced by lamps of higher wattage. 
Good lighting means  efheiently produced. lighting 
which will ensure—so far as lighting can do—efheient 
seeing, and its achievement calls, not only for the use 
of modern high-efficiency light sources, but also for 
scientifically designed fittings for controlling the dis- 
tribution and diffusion of the light, and for the correct 
choice and = location of the units comprising. the 
installation. 

In the past the method of trial and error has very 
frequently been the only method which has guided 
those responsible for the installation of artificial 
livhting—it is still a method too often relied upon. 
The competent illuminating engineer, however, has 
at his disposal a great deal of exact information about 
the characteristics and performance of lighting equip- 
ment; he is familiar with the laws of light and its 
measurement, and with the results of scientific investi- 
gations which have been made to determine the rela- 
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tion. between light and vision and light and work. 
which enable him to judge the intensity required in 
most of the cases with which he is called upon to 


deal. He can, therefore, plan his installations in a 
scientific way. Starting with the choice of a known 
suitable intensity, lamps, fittings and. locations are 


selected. which will provide the required illumination 
i^ the best and most economical manner. — There is 
then no doubt as to the result, so far as illumination 
is concerned, when the installation becomes an accom- 
plished fact, and very little doubt that it will afford 


satisfaction to all concerned. 


Choice of Fittings 


There is available now a comprehensive range of 
industrial fittings properly designed for all the usual 
requirements of factory lighting. Usually fittings for 
direct lighting are the most convenient and economical 
to employ, and they are quite suitable for most of the 
work done in printing offices. Where a high value 
of illumination 1s necessary, as in the composing room. 
it is not necessary for the entire illumination to be 
derived from the general sources of light, since to do 
this might require the provision of general lighting on 
an unduly lavish scale. The required intensity сап 
be obtained partly from the general lighting and partly 
from local units arranged near the frames or 
machines. Local lighting alone, however, is not desir- 
able, since it leaves the general surroundings of the 
work places in comparative darkness which is not 
only depressing but affords excessive contrast. 

The fittings used for general lighting should have a 
cut-off angle of not less than 20 degrees in order to 
avold glare, and, 1f they are mounted less than ten feet 
above the floor, it is also advisable to equip them with 
obscured lamps of the pearl or opal type. Standard 
dispersive enamelled steel reflectors are now widely 
used for general lighting but, where the strictest 
economy in first cost is not essential, the glass-steel 
fitting. gives excellent results. This comprises a steel 
reflector of the dispersive type and a diffusing glass 
bowl enclosing the lamp. The steel reflector has a 
number of apertures near the boss which allow some of 
the light to be directed upwards, thus relieving the dark- 
ness of the upper part of the room, while the glass 
diffusing bowl gives effective protection from glare. 

Fittings used for local lighting should always com- 
pletely screen the lamp filament from the eyes of the 
workers at all normal angles of view, and, therefore, 
the old shallow conical type of reflector, which was 
never good, though not so objectionable when used with 
light sources of low intrinsic brilliance, should never be 
used with modern electric lamps. Elliptical reflectors 
can be used with advantage for the local, or localised 
general, lighting of composing frames and similar rect- 
angular work areas, while for lighting positions where 
it is difficult to mount a unit immediately overhead, 
owing to obstructing parts of machines, angle reflectors 
or special fittings of the intensive or concentrating type. 
can be used. 


Artificial Daylight 


For colour printing artificial daylight units are use- 
ful at certain points, and I have seen one printing office 
completely illuminated by artificial daylight. From the 
consumer's point of view this system is relatively ex- 
pensive, while the apparent coldness of the light is an 
objection often raised by those who work with it. 
Whether artificial davlight is more restful to the eyes 
than uncorrected artificial light is a matter about which 
there is no general consensus of opinion and no con- 
clusive experimental evidence.

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There are, however, systems of artificial lighting 
which provide a partial daylight correction which 15 
claimed to be restful without being cold. Semi-indirect 
or diffusing fittings are used with these systems, and the 
restful character of the light is not wholly attributable 
to its colour but is due partly to its diffusion. Such 
systems may be more suitable for certain types of work 
than uncorrected artificial light. For instance, for 
copper-plate engraving, which, in апу case, requires 
careful lighting to avoid reflected glare, it may be an 
advantage, owing to the colour of the material worked 
with, to use artificial light from which some of the red 
rays are filtered out. 


Cost of Good Lighting 


Now as to the cost of good artificial lighting. 
Lighting is one of the overhead charges which enter 
into the cost of production and, as such, is sometimes 
regarded as a necessary evil to be used as sparingly as 
possible. For the performance of almost every kind of 
work, however, it is in fact the first essential condition, 
and, certainly in the case of skilled work, its cost is 
very small in comparison with the cost of labour. In 
the case of printing, good lighting may тоге than 
justify its cost by maintaining а rate and quality of 
output which is not obtainable if light is stinted. 

In considering the modification of an existing 
installation or the provision of a new = installation 
to give a higher value of illumination, it does not 
follow that the cost of lighting will be increased in the 
same ratio as the illumination. is increased. Many 
existing installations are not well planned, either as re- 
gards the location of light sources or the type of fittings 
and lamps used, with the result that current consump- 
tion is too high for the effective illumination. obtained. 
By proper design and suitable choice of lamps and 
fittings, it may be possible to double the effective illu- 
mination without increasing the current consumption 
by 50 per cent. Assuming, however, that with а well 
planned installation the cost of lighting. will be pro- 
portional to the illumination obtained, this will, in any 
case, be only a small percentage of the printer's wages. 
hill. 

It will be interesting to consider an example of labour 
plus lighting costs for typesetting. To provide an 
illumination of 20 foot-candles requires the consump- 
tion of about 4 watts per square foot of work area. 
Making, | think, the generous allowance of 50 square 
feet per compositor, the cost of good lighting, with 
current at 5d. per unit, 1s then a penny per man per 
hour. Thus. the cost of labour and lighting, with the 
rate for compositors at Is. lld., is two shillings an 
hour, the cost of lighting being thus little more than 
four per cent. of the wages bill. Now 1f the illumina- 
tion is 10 foot-candles—a value which 1s double that 
proposed by the Home Office Committee on Factory 
Lighting as a legal minimum for this class of work— 
the cost of labour and lighting is reduced to 1s. 114d. 
per hour; that is only two per cent. less than it would 
he with 100 per cent. more foot-candles. But with 
10 foot-candles the loss of output may be as much as 
eight per cent. so that, in saving a halfpenny an hour 
on lighting, output to the value of nearly twopence an 
hour is lost. The case is far worse if the illumination 
is only 5 foot-candles, for then output may fall more 
than 15 per cent., thus output to the value of about 34d. 
is lost for a saving of only three farthings in the cost of 
lighting. 

[f I have overestimated the space requirements of a 
compositor and taken a high figure for the cost of cur- 
rent, which in many districts will cost less than 5d. a 
unit, the economic value of good lighting is even greater 


than I have shown. In an actual case where the illu- 
mination in a composing room employing six men was 
raised from its initial value of 5 foot-candles to 20 
foot-candles, the increased cost of lighting, with current 
at 54d. a unit, was a little less than 44d. per hour, or 
approximately 2d. per man, as in my previous example. 
Actual output figures are not available in this case, but 
there is no reason to suppose that the loss of output 
saved by the higher illumination was not sufficient in 
value to cover the additional cost of lighting, perhaps 
several times over. The maintenance of output, how- 
ever, is not the only advantage of good lighting : it has 
a psychological value, and 1s one of the environmental 
conditions which promote cheerfulness, contentment 
and goodwill. 

Of course, when daylight fails and artificial light 
has to be used, the cost of typesetting will rise by just 
as much as the artificial light costs, providing the rate 
of output remains at its daylight level. This is obvious 
and inevitable, but the most significant fact is that the 
cost of typesetting by artificial light will exceed its 
daylight cost by a rapidly increasing amount as the 
sum spent on lighting 1s curtailed. 

Finally, if lamps and fittings are allowed to become 
dirty, the efficiency of the installation will naturally 
suffer. The frequency with which cleaning is required 
depends on local conditions in any particular case, but 
it is easily possible to lose ten per cent. of the illumina- 
tion from an installation if cleaning is neglected for 
a few weeks. In the case of printing offices it would 
һе a good plan to have all lamps and fittings cleaned 
regularly at fortnightly intervals. 


Profit-Sharing 


Inquiries by the Ministry of Labour have been made 
regarding shemes of profit-sharing and co-partnership 
in various industries during 1931. In the paper, print- 
ing, bookbinding, publishing, etc., group, 68 schemes 
were known to have been started last year, 38 were 
discontinued, the number still in operation at the end 
of 193L being 30. These 30 schemes coneerned 29 
firms, with a total number of workpeople of 16,400. 
The approximate number of employees entitled to par- 
ticipate was 8,600. Particulars are available of the 
bonuses paid or credited to employees in 22 schemes, 
6,100 employees receiving an average amount of bonus 
per head in 1931 of £6 11s. 2d., representing an average 
percentage addition to wages of 4.1.

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A Questionable Magazine 
Fraud Alleged at Glasgow 


The questionable methods adopted by some publica- 
tions which consist principally of “ write-ups” were 
exemplified in a case heard last week in Glasgow 
Sheriff Court. 


Judgment in favour of Mr. Alexander Walker, City 
Assessor of Glasgow, was given in an action brought 
against him by the publishers of the “Town and 
Country Life” magazine. The pursuers sued Mr. 
Walker for the sum of £20 18s., made up of £17 18s., 
the price of photographic illustrations to an article 
descriptive of the Assessor's Department, and £3 10s., 
the price of fifty copies of the publication in which the 
article appeared. The defender, who was granted ex- 
penses, contended that he had been induced to enter 
into an agreement under essential error, and under 
false and fra dulent representations. 


Sheriff Mercer, in a note, referred to the correspon- 
dence between the parties. The article, he said, 
appeared in July, 1931, and on seeing it the defender 
repudiated his contract. Mr. Walker averred that the 
representation made that the magazine was devoted to 
important public and cultural interests was false, that 
it consisted almost entirely of business advertisements 
obtained by a deliberate scheme of misrepresentation 
such as was practised upon him, that it was of no pub- 
lic interest, had no public circulation, and was not 
stocked by any bookseller or stationer. The articles 
dealing with Glasgow and near districts were merely 
elaborate trade “ puffs” of a chiropodist, a dancing 
master, a grocer, a furniture maker, a tailor, a tobac- 
conist, a laundry, and such like. 


The defender, the Sheriff said, had bargained for an 
article that would at least reflect credit on his depart- 
ment and himself. The pursuers had produced an 
article dishgured by egregious blunders, and he had no 
doubt that, in view of these alone, the defender's feeling 
was one of keen annoyance, and that he would much 
prefer that the article had never seen the light. 


Security Printing 


That London printers of paper money and its 
equivalents have been considerably affected by the 
world’s economic difficulties is indicated by Mr. William 
Gamble, F.R.P.S., F.O.S., writing on “ Security Prin- 
ting” in the current issue of the “Times Trade and 
Engineering Supplement.” 

Mr. Gamble says that one reason why the London 
bank note printing firms are not now so busy as in 
former years of prospcrity is the tendency for Govern- 
ments to sct up their own printing plant for the pro- 
duction of their notes. He deprecates this tendency 
and states that experience shows that wherever any 
Government or bank in any part of the world has 
attempted to print its own issues of notes the quality 
of the product has generally been mediocre, and cannot 
be compared with that of the leading firms in the bank 
note printing industry ; it is this inferiority which makes 
the note issues of some of the leading countries so 
vulnerable to the efforts of the forger. 


Mr. Gamble proceeds to review the work of the 
Icading London firms doing printing of this class.

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London School of Printing 
Exhibition of Work 


As the building operations at the London School of 
Printing are not yet completed, there will be no public 
exhibition of students’ work this year; but there is a 
fine collection of competitive work entered by students 
for the prizes provided by Lord Riddell, the president 
of the School, and the various trade associations. The 
exhibits represent every section of the craft, and have 
been adjudicated by nominees of trade associations. 

The adjudicators speak very highly of the results. 
It would certainly be an eye-opener to many craftsmen 
to see the fine assortment of specimens. A striking 
feature in the composing section is the octavo title 
page. A departure was made by choosing the copy 
adopted by the Royal Society of Arts in their competi- 
tions in Book Production. Sixty-three specimens were 
entered for this section, and if the same standard of 
work is entered by candidates at the next competition 
of the R.S.A. it will probably be the best exhibition 
they have held for this particular section of book pro- 
duction. We understand that none of these specimens 
has been entered for the Society’s competitions. 

The specimens from the platen machine department, 
lithography and foundry are up to the usual standard; 
and the bookbinding exhibits call for special attention. 
They cover a very wide field. The loose-leaf binding, 
and what is usually known as West End finishing 15 
noticable by its excellence. 

As usual, the competition for the Hood Medal, open 
to whole-time students, is an outstanding feature of the 
exhibition, and speaks volumes for the practical course 
of instruction these young master printers undergo.

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Conditions in Canada 


Opportunities for British Manufacturers 


A report entitled ‘‘ Economic ‘Conditions in Canada,'' 
1931, by His Majesty’s Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Canada and Newfoundland, has been published for the 
Department of Overseas Trade by His Majesty's Stationery 
Office, at 4s. 9d. post free. 

This report comes to hand at an opportune time—when 
feeling throughout the world is tending to international co- 
operation, and with the Imperial Ottawa conference 
imminent. It provides enlightening facts regarding 
Canadian policy and opportunities for expansion of trade. 

Manufacturers of panne and allied machinery in this 
country are, no doubt, at a distinct disadvantage, having 
to compete with the U.S.A. However, the disability of 
distance could be remedied by the establishment of a branch 
in Canada itself. The size of the industry in the Dominion 
affords wide scope. 

In the printing and bookbinding section, the report 
states, there were over nine hundred establishments engaged 
during 1929, nearly seven hundred of which were in Quebec 
and Ontario provinces. These two provinces, the nearest 
to Great Britain, and the former on the Great St. Lawrence 
River, are not so far distant from this country as many 
people seem to think. The capital invested in that year in 
the printing industry was over $43} million, and the gross 
production value was slightly in excess of this figure. 
There were 12,378 persons employed, receiving, in wages 
and salaries, $16,695,127, and using materials costing 
§13.761,259. The amount of bookbinding leather produced 
in Canada was 138,980 sq. ft. (in 1930). The report goes 
on to say that '' Only a small amount of United Kingdom 
machinery and printing ink is being sold here and there 
appears to be an opportunity for co-operative selling effort 
in this market on the part of non-competitive United 
Kingdom manufacturers of machinery and supplies for this 
industry.'' 

The printing and publishing section of the industry in 
1929, was also conducted on a large scale, occupying 
fifteenth place among the leading industries with the value 
of its gross production, which was $73,673,338, whilst 
capital in the industry amounted to $65,736,238. The 
establishments numbered 767, in which 16,960 persons were 
employed, receiving in wages and salaries $26,407,204. The 
cost of materials was $16,424,412. The production of books 
and stationery during 1931 was valued at $156,000,000.

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Pension Corporation Flag Day 
Help for Aged Widows | 


On the fourth pay day in July a special effort is 
being made throughout the printing and allied trades in 
London and in certain provincial areas on behalf of 
the Printers’ Pension Corporation. It will take the 
form of a Flag Day arranged on lines similar to those 


adopted by the Joint Industrial Council for their 
annual appeals on behalf of the War Orphans. 
The necessity for this special effort is obvious. The 


trade depression, unexampled both in extent and dura- 
tion, has very seriously affected the finances of the 
Pension Fund. As compared with 1929, income has 
declined by £10,000. To meet the serious position thus 
created, the Council felt compelled to reduce the num- 
her of pensions at the recent election by 50 per cent. 
At a time when, as a result of prolonged unemploy- 
ment, a larger number of subscribers are seeking the 
benefits of the institution, this diminution in the num- 
ber of available pensions is a very serious matter, par- 
ticularly in the case of widow candidates. 

As our readers will remember, the Council were also 
successful in obtaining the subscribers' consent, by an 
overwhelming majority, to an immediate incrcase in 
the subscriptions to the Pension Fund. To large num- 
bers of unemployed subscribers this compulsory 
increase would have meant hardship and possibly loss 
of membership, and the Auxiliaries Joint Committee 
requested the postponement of the payment of the in- 
creased subscriptions until 1933 in the hope that by 
that time the conditions of trade would have improved. 
This the Council consented to do, and thereby sacrificed 
additional income of approximately £6,000. Such a 
loss in revenue must inevitably make conditions worse 
at the next election. The extra £6,000 which the 
Council hoped to receive from the increased subscrip- 
tions is absolutely necessary if the number of avail- 
able pensions is to be maintained. In view, therefore, 
of the concession granted by the Council the Auxiliaries 
Joint Committee, backed up by its thirty affiliated 
Auxiliaries and House Pension Associations, decided 
to organise a Flag Day in order to raise this sum, and 
so make good the loss. Only by so doing can adequate 
provision be made for the widow candidates, many of 
whom have only the Old Age Pension to support them. 

The enormous difficulty of organising successfully 
such a scheme in the deplorable conditions prevailing 
in the industry is fully appreciated. The Joint Com- 
mittee is confident, however, that they are correctly 
interpreting the wishes of the trade in believing that it 
will be the general desire that those more fortunately 
placed shall temporarily shoulder the burden for their 
less fortunate companions, unhappily unemployed, and 
provide the money necessary to meet the claims of the 
widows seeking the assistance of the Corporation. 

Fortunately, the Flag Day Committee which has been 
appointed to organise and carry through the special 
effort has already received powerful support. The Rt. 
Hon. Lord Ebbisham, G.B.E., has very kindly con- 
sented to act as president, and amongst the list of vice- 
presidents are to be found the names of men influential 
in the trade. The work of the Flag Day Committee 
has received the sanction of the Council of the Prin- 
ters’ Pension Corporation, and is being supported by 
the Associations affliated to the Auxiliaries Joint Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee confidently anticipate that the Flag 
Day will be gencrously supported by every section of 


the trade, and that the many friends and supporters of 
the Printers’ Pension Corporation will warmly wel- 
come this opportunity of demonstrating their deter- 
mination to maintain the Pension Fund at the highest 
possible level of usefulness.

Sir Joseph Causton and Sons 


An extra-ordinary meeting of Sir Joseph Causton 
and Sons (printers) will be held in London, on July 
19th, to pass a resolution making the dividend on the 
preference shares payable on April Ist and October 
Ist in each year. 

The dividend on the five per cent. cumulative pre- 
ference shares is payable on April lst and October 
Ist in each year, and it has hitherto been the practice 
to pay on those dates, that paid in October being 
treated as an interim dividend and that paid in April 
as the final. 

In a circular the directors state that owing to the 
fact that the company’s financial year does not ter- 
minate until March 3lst it is not possible to ascertain 
the full results of a year’s trading and to pass the 
annual accounts and sanction a final dividend before 
April 15 іп any year. The preference shareholders 
are therefore being asked to agree to the abolition of 
the fixed dates for payment of their dividends. 


Import Duties 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
of the following applications, amonyst others, for in- 
creased duties: By the Master Gold Beaters and the 
Gold Beaters’ Trade Society, in respect of gold leaf;

enamels, lacquers, varnishes and printers’ inks; dis- 
tempers whether dry or not; pigments (whether dry 
or ground in oil or other medium) other than syn- 
thetic organic dyestuffs, colours and colouring matters, 
dry earth colours, barytes, and carbon black from 
natural gas.

clined. In September, 1931, Felix A. 
Newbery, Ltd., was formed and acquired 
the goodwill of his business of which he 
had since acted as a director. The debtor 
attributed his failure and insolvency to 
general depression in trade, particularly in 
the luxury trades, and the consequent 
decline in his receipts from advertisements. 
The examination was concluded. 


Kelly’s Directories 


At the meeting of Kelly’s Directories, 
Ltd., held in London on Friday, Lord 
Camrose presided, and in his speech as 
chairman said that the company had met 
the difficult conditions in the most resolute 
fashion, and with results which, in these 
times, could not be regarded as other than 
satisfactory. Referring to the acquisition 
of the majority of the shares of Anglo- 
Foreign Newspapers by the Associated 
Iliffe Press, a company owned by Kelly's 
Directories, the chairman expressed the 
opinion that these shares had been bought 
at a satisfactory price, and that after the 
reconstruction the Anglo-Foreign company 
should be in a position to pay regular divi- 
dends. Lord Camrose also referred to the 
recent erection and equipping of the com- 
pany’s new printing works, at Andover, 
which he said are now completed and in 
full working order. 


Anglo-Foreign 


Capital reconstruction of Anglo-Foreign 
Newspapers, Ltd., is now proposed. The 
past year's net profits of the company de- 
clined by £10,189 to £18,298. Aggregate 
profits actually earned by company and its 
subsidiaries improved slightly, but in order 
to build up reserves the latter did not 
wholly distribute their profits. Directors 
consider business is now on a thoroughly 
sound basis. Debit on deficiency account is 
£1,058,204, which, it is stated, arises mainly
